Mr.  Curtis,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Governor, 
reported  that  they  had  performed  that  duty,  and  that  the  Governor 
would  communicate  with  the  Senate  by  message  through  his  private 
secretary. 

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  Charles  M.  Tinney,  secretary  to 

the  Governor: 

Mr.  President: — I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the  Senate  the 
following  communication: 

Stai^e  of  Illinois,  Executive  Depabtment. 

Springfield,  Januabt  4,  1905. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Fobty-Foubth  Genebal  Assembly: — In  my  message  of 
two  years  ago,  addressed  to  the  Forty-third  General  Assembly,  I  deemed  it 
best  to  call  attention  in  more  or  less  detail,  to  practically  each  and  all  of  the 
State  departments,  and  their  condition.  In  addition,  attention  was  called  to 
three  State  institutions,  and  two  additional  institutions  were  recommended. 
For  reasons  set  forth  in  that  message,  I  exercised  the  full  power  given  to  the 
Governor  by  Section  7  of  the  Article  of  the  Constitution  referring  to  the 
Executive  Department,  to  give  to  the  General  Assembly  information  by 
,  message,  of  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  to  recommend  such  measures  as 
the  Governor  should  deem  expedient.  One  of  the  reasons  why  I  deemed  It 
necessary  to  state  in  some  detail  the  condition  of  the  various  departments, 
rather  than  to  confine  myself  to  a  statement  of  <'the  condition  of  the  State," 
as  the  phrase  is  used  in  the  Constitution,  was  tb^^  ^^^  ^^  ^^^  public  prints 
of  the  State  hai  for  two  years  persistently  misi^^  ^b^  misinformed  the  people 
of  the  State  as  to  conditions  prevailing  in  tb  6  '^^^^^^^  departments  and 
Institutions.  For  some  reason,  perhaps  beca<^^^  \t  "^^  ascertained  during 
the  campaign  of  1902,  in  which  the  record  oi»  .^    ao  Vi^^stUutlons  and  depart- 
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ments  was  blazoned  before  the  people  of  the  entire  State,  that  the  people 
would  no  longer  believe  such  false  statements,  the  statements  contained  in 
my  message  of  two  years  ago  have  stood  without  denial,  and  their  truth  has 
not  been  challenged  in  any  quarter.  Because  of  this  fact,  I  do  not  deem  it 
necessary  in  this  message  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  the  condition  of  these 
different  institutions  and  departments.  I  content  myself  with  the  statement 
that  the  uniform  good  conditions  prevailing  at  the  opening  of  the  session 
of  the  Forty-third  General  Assembly,  have  continued  during  the  past  two 
years,  and  uniformly  prevail  at  this  date. 

The  standard  of  efficiency  of  the  public  service  and  the  public  servants  has 
not  been  lowered;  but  on  the  contrary,  has  been  Increased  whenever  and 
wherever  an  increase  of  efficiency  was  possible.  From  the  standpoint  of 
humanity,  or  humane  treatment,  there  has  been  on  the  whole  no  room  for 
improvement  in  the  State  institutions,  and  I  take  pleasure  and  pride  In 
calling  the  attention  of  this  General  Assembly  to  the  fact  that  such  charges 
no  longer  appear.  Such  as  were  made  during  the  campaign  of  1904  came 
to  naught,  were  thoroughly  discredited,  and  believed  by  nobody.  The  same 
can  be  said  in  regard  to  the  management  of  the  State  institutions  in  the 
matter  of  economy.  There  is  no  appreciable  lack  of  economy  in  the  State 
institutions  and  departments — ^no  greater  lack  of  economy,  in  my  Judgment, 
than  is  to  be  found  by  a  searching  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  any  other 
business  enterprise,  as  great  and  as  widely  diversified  as  is  the  business  of 
carrying  on  the  State  government  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  Believing  that 
these  statements  will  be  generally  accepted  as  true,  I  do  not  deem 
it  necessary  in  this  message  to  set  forth  in  detail  the  condition  of  the 
different  departments  and  institutions,  especially  as  exhaustive  reports  of  all 
of  them  are  now  in  process  of  preparation,  some  of  them  being  in  the  printer's 
hands,  all  of  which  in  due  time  will  reach  the  General  Assembly.  If  a  bare 
reference  to  some  of  these  institutions  and  departments  Is  accordingly  made 
in  this  message,  the  reason  why  such  meagre  reference  is  made,  will  be 
understood.  Furthermore,  no  attempt  will  be  made  to  indulge  in  argument 
in  behalf  of  certain  recommendations  included  in  this  message,  which  were 
fully  set  forth  in  the  message  of  two  years  ago.  But  this  message  will  con* 
tent  itself  with  simply  repeating  the  recommendation  of  two  years  ago,  with- 
out setting  forth  except  in  the  briefest  way,  the  reasons  therefor. 

It  is  always  possible  that  systems  of  inspection  may  be  so  improved  and 
elaborated  that  small  savings  here  and  there  may  be  accomplished,  which  in 
the  aggregate  may  amount  to  an  appreciable  sum.  It  is  possible  that  had 
the  bill  for  the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Accountants  been  passed  by  the 
last  General  Assembly,  a  system  of  inspection  might  have  been  inaugurated 
under  the  provisions  of  that  bill,  which,  (by  throwing  open  the  books  of  all 
institutions  and  departments,  even  including  the  elective  officers  of  the  State, 
to  a  uniform  mode  of  inspection),  might  have  corrected  the  few  minor  ex- 
travagances inevitably  made  under  the  present  system.  The  present  system 
provides  inspection  of  the  charitable  Institutions  by  the  State  Board  of 
Charities,  inspection  of  the  accounts  of  a  number  of  departments  (reporting 
directly  to  the  Governor),  by  the  Governor  himself,  inspection  of  the  accounts 
of  the  State  educational  institutions,  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  but  no  financial  inspection  of  the  penal  institutions,  (except  by 
the  several  Boards  thereof),  and  no  inspection  whatever  of  the  offices  of  the 
elective  State  officers,  (except  possibly  such  arbitrary  and  unusual  action  as 
the  Governor  himself  might  take  under  the  general  power  given  him  by 
the  Constitution,  to  see  that  the  laws  are  executed).  It  is  probable  that  the 
election  or  appointment  of  a  State  inspector,  or  State  Board  of  Accountants, 
empowered  to  examine  all  departments  and  offices,  and  officers,  under  a 
uniform  and  thorough  system,  might  save  more  money  to  the  State  than  is 
now  being  saved.  Believing  this  to  be  the  case,  I  recommend  legislation 
providing  for  either  a  Board  of  State  Accountants,  as  provided  for  in  the 
bill  of  two  years  ago,  or  a  Chief  Inspector  of  Accounts. 
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STATE  FmANCES. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  State  is  satisfactory.  The  State  has  no 
debti.  It  has  no  bonds  outstanding.  It  has  no  current  liabilities  or  obll' 
gations  which  are  not  fully  provided  for  by  the  present  appropriations,  ex- 
cept a  comparatively  small  deficiency  in  the  case  of  one  or  two  departments 
and  institutions,  where,  by  error,  the  appropriations  two  years  ago,  were 
not  sufficient:  for  example,  the  Reformatory  at  Pontlac. 

The  annual  revenues  of  the  State  are  substantially  15,500,000  from  taxes; 
and  $2,750,000  from  miscellaneous  sources,  such  as  fees  of  the  Secretary  of 
State's  office,  and  of  the  Insurance  Department,  and  the  seven  per  cent  of 
gross  receipts  paid  over  annually  by  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company. 
Of  course  these  receipts  are  utilized,  and  in  the  main  expended.  Having 
The  receipts  of  each  two  years  are  accordingly  115,500,000,  more  or  less, 
no  bonded  debt  to  pay,  and  accordingly  no  payments  of  principal  or  Interest 
to  provide  for,  the  State  does  not  seek  to  accumulate  a  sinking  fund,  and  no 
attempt  is  made  to  accumulate  a  surplus,  other  than  a  good  working  balance. 
There  has  been  some  difCerence  of  opinion  as  to  what  this  working  balance 
ought  to  be.  I  have  thought  myself  that  a  working  balance  of  a  clear  mil- 
lion dollars  would  always  be  ample,  as  such  balance  would  be  needed  only 
in  case  of  war,  widespread  pestilence,  or  famine,  or  some  such  calamity  as  the 
destruction  of  an  entire  institution  by  fire.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  a  work- 
ing balance  of  about  two  million  dollars  has  long  been  deemed  necessary, 
neither  I  nor  any  other  State  officer  charged  with  the  duty  of  fixing  tax 
levies,  have  sought  to  reduce  the  working  balance  below  the  two  million 
dollar  point.  In  the  year  1903,  when  the  tax  levy  for  that  year  (to  be  col- 
lected in  the  year  1904)  was  fixed  by  the  three  State  officers  charged  with 
that  duty,  namely,  the  (Governor,  the  State  Treasurer,  and  the  Auditor,  I 
protested  against  the  fixing  of  the  tax  rate  at  52  cents  on  the  hundred  dol- 
lars of  equalized  valuation,  for  the  reason  that  I  believed  a  45  cent  levy 
would  meet  all  the  obligations  of  the  State,  and  leave  an  average  working 
balance  of  two  million  dollars.  In  other  words,  I  believed  that  the  tax  levy 
then  made  was  seven  cents  too  high,  and  In  addition  would  produce  a 
revenue  each  year  amounting  to  $700,000  more  than  could  be  needed,  or 
$1,400,000  too  much  in  two  years.  The  other  members  of  the  board,  in  their 
discretion,  thought  otherwise,  and  the  52  cent  tax  rate  was  fixed.  There 
was  no  resulting  injury  to  the  people  or  the  State,  as  the  fixing  of  an  ex- 
cessive tax  rate  in  no  case  increased  the  appropriations — in  other  words,  the 
amounts  paid  out.  The  balance  of  cash  on  hand  in  the  treasury  at  the  close 
of  the  last  fiscal  year,  which  ended  with  the  close  of  business  on  September 
30,  1904,  was  $3,189,000,  as  against  $2,583,308.93  in  1903  on  the  same  date. 
However,  even  if  this  amount  be  more  than  is  needed — ^in  other  words,  if 
a  tax  rate  has  been  made  higher  than  actually  needed — ^the  fault  has  been  a 
good  one  and  not  a  bad  one,  and  the  actual  cost  of  the  State  government  has 
not  thereby  been  increased.  It  is  certainly  not  a  bad  sign  If  a  larger  sur- 
plus shall  prove  to  be  on  hand  than  is  really  needed. 

CIVIL  SERVICE. 

I  had  the  honor,  four  years  ago,  of  advocating  in  all  parts  of  the  State, 
the  election  of  the  Republican  State  ticket  upon  a  platform  which  pledged 
the  Republican  party  to  advocate  civil  service  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  No 
action  whatever  was  taken  by  the  Forty-second  General  Assembly  upon 
this  subject.  In  the  year  1902,  the  platforms  of  both  the  Republican  and 
Democratic  parties,  and,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  platforms 
of  all  our  political  parties  in  Illinois,  declared  for  civil  service.  Realizing 
that  substantially  all  members  of  the  Legislature  would  come  to  the  Forty- 
third  General  Assembly  in  January,  1903,  pledged  by  their  party  platforms 
to  the  passage  of  a  civil  service  law,  I,  in  the  year  1902,  assumed  the  respon- 
sibility of  appointing  a  civil  service  commission,  eouslsting  of  Superintend- 
ent W.  E.  Taylor,  of  Watertown;    Dr.  William  Javii^>  president  of  the  State

Commission  prepared  a  bill  upon  the  subject,  which  I  had  the  honor  and 
pleasure  to  submit  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  which  became  Bill 
No.  1  in  that  body.  With  more  or  less  amendment  the  bill  passed,  but  was 
never  passed  by  the  Senate.  In  my  Biennial  Message  to  the  Forty-third 
"General  Assembly,  I  inserted  the  following  paragraphs  upon  this  subject:

'It  is  scarcely  necessary  for  me  to  say  here,  as  I  have  said  repeatedly  m 
former  occasions,  that  I  am  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  advocates  of  a 
statute  for  a  reasonable  merit  system;  nor  should  it  be  necessary  to  repeat 
what  has  been  pointed  out  heretofore  so  many  times  that  all  must  be  quite 
familiar  with  the  fact,  namely,  that  we  already  have  the  merit  system, 
without  a  statute;  that  not  only  in  the  State  charitable  institutions,  but 
in  all  branches  of  the  State  government  coming  under  my  conrol,  merit 
or  fitness  has  been  the  largest  consideration  in  the  making  of  appointments. 
All  must  acknowledge  the  prime  importance  of  fitness  and  experience  in  the 
appointment  of  public  ofllcers  and  employes.  I  have  realized  it  fully  and 
have  acted  accordingly.  In  reorganizing  the  boards  of  trustees  and  commis- 
sioners of  the  various  State  institutions  and  the  several  State  boards,  at 
the  beginning  of  my  administration,  it  was  my  general  policy  to  retain  at 
least  one  experienced  trustee  on  each  board,  and  in  accordance  with  this 
policy,  about  one-third  of  the  entire  body  of  trustees  were  retained.  Upon 
careful  examination  of  the  qualifications  of  the  heads  of  eighteen  State  institu- 
tions, and  of  the  secretaries  of  fourteen  State  boards,  I  found  it  difficult,  in 
view  of  their  ability  and  past  experience,  to  improve  upon  the  incumbents,  and 
only  two  superintendents  and  three  secretaries  were  changed.  Of  the  phy- 
sicians in  the  several  institutions,  seventy  in  all,  only  ten  changes  have 
occurred  in  two  years,  and  all  of  these  but  one  were  by  voluntary  resigna- 
tion. No  changes  were  made  at  my  suggestion  among  the  superintendents 
and  teachers  of  the  several  schools  under  the  control  of  the  State.  Of  2,700 
other  State  employes  of  all  grades — ^approximately  2,600  receiving  less  than 
$600  per  annum  each,  the  number  including  the  employes  of  the  Chicago 
park  system — I  feel  entirely  safe  in  making  the  statement  that  not  exceed- 
ing 10  per  cent  have  in  two  years  changed  by  order  of  any  one.  Nearly 
10  per  cent  of  these  minor  employes  give  up  their  positions  every  year  re- 
gardless of  change  of  administration  or  other  circumstances.  In  other 
words,  I  contend  that  a  substantial  and  successful  merit  system  is  now  in 
force. 

"The  question  is,  shall  appointments  for  merit  be  compelled  by  law?  I 
answer  that  the  gratifying  success  obtained  under  this  administration  by  the 
retention  of  the  main  part  of  the  old  forces  at  the  charitable  institutions, 
shows  what  a  calamity  it  would  be  to  have  the  whole  force  removed,  from 
time  to  time,  by  the  preferment  to  power  of  first  one  political  party  and 
then  another.  Moreover,  the  present  system  under  which  not  only  superin- 
tendents, but  trustees,  legislators,  party  leaders  and  the  Executive  himself, 
are  in  spite  of  everything  that  can  be  done,  embarrassed  and  harassed,  from 
year's  end  to  year's  end,  by  applicants  for  small  positions,  who  clamor  for 
the  hearing  of  their  claims — Involves  a  serious  loss  of  time  and  waste  of 
energy  of  officials,  which  loss  and  waste  the  people  have  the  right  to  com- 
plain of  and  to  abrogate  by  appropriate  legislation.  No  one  can  possibly 
be  more  earnestly  in  favor  of  a  reform  in  this  particular  than  an  official  who 
for  even  one  year  has  been  subjected  to  this  trial.  Desire  to  enter  the  pub- 
lic service  is  always  commendable  and  should  be  encouraged,  but  there  is 
room  for  great  improvement  in  providing  the  avenue  of  approach  to  such 
preferment. 

"It  will  afford  me  great  satisfaction  to  co-operate  with  the  Legislature  to  the 
extent  of  signing  and  enforcing  an  act  making  the  merit  system  compulsory. 

"I  do  not  think  that  a  measure  requiring  a  written,  competitive,  non- 
partisan civil  service  examination  of  farmers,  gardeners,  carpenters,  brick- 
masons,  dairymen,  storekeepers,  and  mechanical  employes  would  be  a  rea- 
sonable or  sensible  measure — ^however  proper  such  an  examination  might  be 
for  phjrsicians,  nurses,  teachers,  attendants  (if  the  examination  were  prao* 
tical  instead  of  technical),  and  clerks.    I  think  it  would  be  unreasonable 
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and  absurd  to  require  assistant  Attorney  Generals  and  assistant  State  Super* 
Intendents  of  Public  Instruction,  and  wardens  of  penitentiaries,  and  supertn* 
tendents  of  institutions,  and  heads  of  departments,  to  be  examined.  Such 
a  measure  would  be  more  stringent  than  the  stringent  civil  service  law  of 
the  United  States  government.  To  be  successful  and  practical,  our  proposed ' 
legislation  must  be  reasonable  and  sensible.  The  United  States  civil  service  • 
law  provides  that  in  all  examinations,  preference  shall  be  given  to  honorably 
discharged  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  Union.  Our  statute  should  contain  the 
same  clause." 

In  this  message  I  repeat  the  above  recommendation,  with  thiis  additional 
recommendation:  Heads  of  departments  and  State  institutions  should  have 
the  absolute  and  unlimited  power  of  discharge.  Instead,  therefore,  of  rec> 
ommending  the  exact  bill  which  I  recommended  to  the  last  (General  Assembly 
in  my  special  message  under  date  of  January  7,  1903,  I  recommend  a  bill 
substantially  in  that  form,  except  that  I  do  not  recommend  an  Investigation, 
hearing  and  trial  of  an  employe  when  the  head  of  a  department  is  con- 
vinced that  he  ought  to  be  discharged.  I  believe  as  much  as  I  ever  did,  that 
the  avenue  of  approach  to  the  public  service  should  be  guarded  by  proper 
examinations,  but  I  believe  more  than  I  ever  did,  in  the  power  of  absolute 
discharge.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  United  States  has  taken 
the  view  that  a  head  of  a  department  must  be  at  liberty  to  discharge  any 
employe  except  for  religious  or  political  reasons,  and  there  is  nowhere  any 
more  stringent  civil  service  system  than  that  of  the  United  States.  The 
general  public  have  acquiesced  in  the  wisdom  of  this  decision  of  the  United 
States  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  except  in  very  rare  cases,  there  has 
been  no  criticism  of  its  action.  It  appeals  to  all  fair-minded  men.  The 
guarding  of  the  avenues  of  approach  by  careful  examination,  absolutely  Im- 
partial, prevents  the  appointment  of  persons  for  political  reasons.  It  In- 
evitably follows  that  It  takes  away  from  the  appointing  or  removing  officer, 
all  desire  to  remove  for  political  reasons.  If  the  appointing  and  removing 
officer  knows  that  he  has  no  power  to  select  a  successor,  and  that  there  is 
even  a  possibility — and  stronger  yet.  a  probability — ^that  the  successor 
win  be  of  the  opposite  political  faith,  there  is  no  inducement  to  remove  for 
political  reasons.  To  state  it  a  little  differently,  the  guarding  of  the  avenues 
of  approach  by  careful  examination,  takes  away  all  Inducement  to  make  t^ 
movals  except  for  the  absolute  good  of  the  service.  It  will  be  of  absolutely 
no  advantage  to  a  superintendent  of  an  institution,  or  head  of  a  department* 
or  other  appotntiag  and  removing  officer,  to  remove  a  subordinate,  when 
that  ai90lnting  a»d  removing  officer  cannot  select  the  successor,  and  must 
have  no  voice  In  determining  whether  such  a  successor  shall  be  a  Democrat, 
Populist,  Prohibitionist  or  Republican. 

The  cases  of  cruelty  in  our  State  institutions  are  exceedingly  rare.  But 
once  in  a  thousand  times,  some  person  of  cruel  or  brutal  instincts  Is  ap- 
pointed kB  an  attendant.  It  is  absolutely  vital  to  the  best  Interests  of  the 
people  and  the  institutions,  that  such  an  attendant  be  subject  to  removal  with- 
out trial  and  without  delay.  And  a  subordinate  at  any  time  may  become  In- 
competent, insubordinate,  or  so  infirm  as  to  render  him  wholly  unfit  for  duty. 
In  such  case,  the  head  of  a  department  or  institution  should  not  be  oom- 
peUed  to  file  written  charges  and  specifications,  and  await  the  delay  of  a 
hearing  and  trial,  by  a  State  Civil  Service  Commission. 

PBTMABY  ELKCnON  LAW. 

At  the  last  general  election— that  of  November  8th,  1904— there  was  sub- 
mitted to  all  the  voters  of  this  State— and  there  were  1,089,458  who  voted — 
a  separate  question,  upon  a  separate  ballot,  reading  as  follows: 

"proposed  question  of  public  policy  no.  1. 
"Shall  the  State  Legislature  amend  the  Primary  Election  Law  so  as  to  pro- 
vide for  party  primaries  at  which  the  voter  will  vote  under  the  Australian 
ballot  directly  for  the  candidate  whom  he  wishes  nominated  by  his  partyr' 
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The  vote  upon  this  question,  when  It  was  canvassed  tfy  the  State  Board 
of  Canvassers,  was  found  to  be, 

Ayes 590,976 

Noes 78,446 

Not  voting 420,036 

A  clear  majority  of  all  the  voters  who  participated  in  this  general  election, 
therefore  voted  for  a  direct  primary  election  with  the  Australian  ballot  It 
therefore  becomes  my  duty,  as  the  Chief  Executive  of  this  State,  to  recom- 
mend to  the  General  Assembly  that  they  provide  by  law  for  that  which  the 
people  voted  for,  namely,  a  direct  primary  election  with  the  Australian  ballot. 
For  many  years,  in  other  states,  other  Governors  have  been  recommending 
a  primary  election  law  applicable  to  the  whole  state.  So  far  as  I  know,  the 
first  recommendation  Included  in  any  message  of  any  Governor  of  this  State, 
was  a  recommendation  which  I  had  the  honor  of  including  in  my  Biennial 
Message  to  the  Forty-third  General  Assembly,  and  which  was  in  the  follow- 
ing words: 

"PBIMABY   ELECnOIT   LAW. 

"There  are  many  who  believe  that  a  great  deal  of  the  friction  which  does 
arise  in  all  parties,  is  due  to  the  varying  kinds  of  primaries  held,  and  to 
the  scattering  of  the  county  conventions  throughout  four  months.  It  1b 
argued  that  if  it  would  be  absurd  to  hold  an  election  in  Cook  county  on 
Monday,  in  Peoria  on  Tuesday,  Kane  on  Wednesday,  Sangamon  on  Thursday, 
St.  Clair  on  Friday,  and  Morgan  on  Saturday,  why  is  it  not  absurd  to  hold 
100  conventions  on  100  different  days?  If  it  is  desirable  to  vote  at  the  polls 
on  the  same  day  throughout  the  State,  why  is  it  not  desirable  to  vote  at 
primaries  on  a  common  day?  Why  not  have  all  the  ward  and  township 
primaries  of  all  parties  held  on  a  given  Monday,  the  county  conventions  on 
the  next  day,  Tuesday,  and  the  State  convention  on  the  third  day,  Wednesday, 
and  thus  simplify  the  whole  matter?  It  would  keep  every  politician  at  home, 
and  the  colonizer  and  walking  delegate  politician  would  be  'out  of  a  Job.' 
It  would  leave  every  county  and  township  and  ward  to  settle  its  own  afCairs, 
and  so  give  home  rule.  It  would  remove  from  every  contest  the  hampering 
question  of  Its  effect  upon  other  contests  at  other  times.  And  it  would 
compel  every  county  to  give  up  the  unprincipled  idea  of  Joining  the  winner 
at  the  last  moment.  As  to  primaries,  the  day  is  sure  to  come  when  every 
man  must  vote  his  direct  choice,  by  ballot,  for  both  delegates  and  candidate. 
The  plan  is  American,  Republican,  and  productive  of  honest  politics.  I 
sincerely  hope  to  see  it  enacted  into  law  at  this  session  in  some  form." 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  language  was  used:  "As  to  primaries,  the 
day  is  sure  to  come  when  every  man  must  vote  his  direct  choice  by  ballot 
for  both  delegates  and  candidates." 

Many  good  men  believe  that  this  Is  not  what  was  demanded  by  the  votars 
at  the  last  general  election,  but  I  believe  it  is.  I  do  not  understand  that 
the  language  of  the  question  upon  which  the  voters  balloted,  committed  the 
voters  of  this  State  to  the  abolition  of  conventions.  I  think  it  \s  entlMly 
consistent  with  the  language  of  the  proposition  upon  which  they  so  affirma- 
tively passed,  to  have  a  direct  primary  election,  with  the  Australian  ballot, 
and  also  county  and  State  conventions,  and  in  addition,  city,  legislative. 
Judicial  and  congressional  conventions.  There  is  nothing  in  the  proposition 
upon  which  they  voted,  to  preclude  conventions.  I  am  inclined  to  think 
that  it  was  in  the  minds  of  the  voters,  when  they  balloted,  that  it  is  not  yet 
time  to  abolish  the  convention,  but  that  conventions  are  still  necessary  to 
ratify  the  results  (after  the  election  officers  have  canvassed  the  returns), 
to  frame  party  platforms,  and  declarations  of  principles,  to  select  the  mem- 
bers of  the  central  or  managing  committees,  and  for  such  other  purposes 
(other  than  nomination  of  candidates),  as  pertain  to  conventions.  Of  course 
It  does  not  absolutely  follow  that  the  voters,  when  balloting,  had  it  in  mind 
to  provide  a  law  requiring  a  primary  election  for  delegates,  as  well  as  candi- 
dates; in  spite  of  the  adoption  by  the  people  of  the  proposition  in  question, 
it  might  have  been  In  their  minds,  while  not  abolishing  conventions,  yet  not 
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to  elect  delegates  by  the  Australian  ballot.  In  other  words,  they  may  have 
had  three  things  In  mind:  first,  a  direct  primary  election  with  Australian 
ballot,  for  the  nomination  of  all  candidates;  second,  the  retention  of  conven- 
tions; and  third,  the  election  of  delegates  to  such  conventions  by  the  old 
caucus  system,  except  In  Chicago  and  such  cities  as  may  have  adopted,  by 
vote  of  the  people,  the  old  Primary  Law.  As  I  have  already  stated,  however, 
I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  what  they  had  In  mind  included  both  the 
nomination  of  candidates,  and  the  election  of  delegates  by  the  Australian 
ballot.  It  would  be,  as  it  seems  to  me,  absurd  to  assume  that  the  people 
voted  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  by  the  Australian  ballot,  without 
knowing  what  those  words  meant.  The  people  have  mastered  thoroughly  the 
Australian  ballot  system.  They  have  learned  to  discriminate.  They  know 
what  candidates  they  want  to  vote  for,  and  what  candidates  they  want  to 
vote  against.  It  is  only  necessary  to  observe  the  elections  in  Wisconsin, 
Missouri,  Minnesota  and  Massachusetts,  to  be  convinced  of  this.  They  know 
equally  as  well  what  propositions  of  public  policy  they  want  to  vote  for, 
and  what  ones  they  want  to  vote  against.  It  Is  only  necessary  to  observe 
the  vote  upon  the  so-called  "little  ballot,"  at  the  last  general  election  in  this 
State,  to  be  convinced  of  this.  The  people  voted  affirmatively  for  a  primary 
election  law,  by  a  clear  and  substantial  majority.  They  passed  over  and 
ignored  the  other  two  propositions  of  public  policy  upon  the  little  ballot.  In 
the  most  unmistakable  manner.  I  believe  that  when  they  voted  for  a 
primary  election  law,  with  the  Australian  ballot,  they  knew  what  they  were 
doing.  It  would  be,  as  it  seems  to  me,  absurd  to  come  to  any  other  conclusion, 
and  It  seems  to  me  to  be  equally  absurd  to  assume  that  they  are  demanding 
a  primary  law  with  the  Australian  ballot,  for  the  nomination  of  candidates, 
and  yet  remaining  content  with  the  election  of  delegates  by  the  old  caucus 
system.  The  nomination  of  candidates  by  the  Australian  ballot  seems 
absolutely  irreconcilable  with  the  holding  of  a  convention  packed  by  delegates 
selected  by  packed  caucuses. 

In  the  year  1902,  in  one  county  In  this  State,  a  county  with  eight  thousand 
Republican  voters,  and  entitled  to  twenty  delegates  in  the  State  convention. 
It  Is  alleged  (and  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  seems  to  be  true),  that  a  cau- 
cus was  called  by  the  Central  committee,  for  the  largest  city  in  that  county, 
to  be  held  in  a  room  not  capable  of  holding  more  than  200  voters.  About 
2,000  voters  attended  that  caucus.  Of  course  they  could  not  get  In,  and  of 
course  those  who  could  not  get  in  were  dissatisfied,  and  oi  course  there  was 
a  disturbance,  and  almost  a  riot;  and  of  course  there  was  a  contesting  cau- 
cus, resulting  in  the  election  of  two  delegations,  numbering  some  seventy- 
five  delegates  representing  each  faction,  to  the  county  convention.  When 
the  county  convention  met,  these  contesting  delegations  were  of  course  ex- 
cluded from  the  convention  until  the  contest  should  be  passed  upon  by  the 
remaining  members  of  the  convention.  Of  these  remaining  delegates,  one 
faction  had  a  majority  and  seated  the  contesting  delegates  belonging  to  that 
faction.  The  convention  then  proceeded  with  its  business,  and  among  other 
proceedings  had,  was  a  resolution  passed,  which  conceded  the  county  Cen- 
tral committee  elected  at  that  convention  the  authority  to  make  up  the  tem- 
porary roll  call  of  the  next  county  convention  to  be  held  in  that  county,  two 
years  hence.  In  other  words,  the  convention  so  organized,  authorized  a 
committee  of  Its  own  faction  to  act  as  "Credential  Committee,"  and  make 
up  the  temporary  roll  call  of  the  convention  to  be  held  two  years  hence. 
It  is  easy  to  conclude  who  will  be  upon  that  temporary  roll  call  two  years 
hence,  fairly  accurately.  In  other  words,  it  Is  easy  to  determine  what  fac- 
tion will  be  in  control  of  that  convention.  In  a  government  by  parties,  like 
ours,  nominations  by  a  given  party  in  any  city  or  county,  are,  with  rare  ex- 
ceptions, equivalent  to  an  election,  and  in  the  county  in  question,  the  county 
officers  to  be  elected  two  years  hence,  can  be  picked  out  now  with  fair  ac- 
curacy, because  it  Is  clearly  known  who  will  be  nominated.  It  is  at  least 
known  that  if  the  present  arrangements  continue,  adherents  of  the  faction 
which  controlled  the  last  county  convention  will  undoubtedly  be  nominated. 
As  their  nomination  is  practically  equivalent  to  an  election,  the  county  of- 
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fleers  of  two  years  hence  are  substantially  elected  to-day.  This  is  not  free 
government.  It  is  not  government  by  the  people.  It  is  government  by  com- 
mittee. It  is  not  the  kind  of  liberty  for  which  Washington  fought,  and  for 
which  Lincoln  died. 

It  is  just  such  cases  as  the  above,  that  the  people  had  in  mind  all  over  the 
State,  when  they  voted  on  November  8th,  for  a  primary  election  law  with 
the  Australian  ballot;  and  I  repeat,  it  is  incredible  to  suppose  that  when 
they  voted  for  a  direct  primary  election  law,  with  the  Australian  ballot,  they 
intended  to  vote  at  one  and  the  same  time  for  the  nomination  of  a  candidate 
for  Governor,  for  example,  by  the  Australian  ballot,  and  for  the  assembling 
of  a  State  convention  whose  delegates  were  made  up  from  conventions  made 
up  as  the  convention  was  in  the  particular  county  referred  to.  In  other 
words,  as  already  stated,  the  people  must  have  had  in  mind  a  primary  elec- 
tion law,  providing  for  not  only  the  nomination  of  candidates,  but  also  the- 
election  of  delegates  by  the  Australian  ballot. 

One  of  the  great  parties  of  this  State,  in  its  State  convention  in  1896,  had 
no  contesting  delegations,  and  yet  it  was  a  hotly  contested  State  convention. 
In  1900,  the  seats  of  thirty-four  delegates  were  contested.  In  1904  the  num- 
ber of  seats  contested  had  risen  to  124.  It  is  now  well  known  throughout 
the  State,  that  any  faction  defeated  in  controlling  a  county  convention  has 
only  to  go  across  the  streets  and  hold  an  alleged  contesting  convention,  and 
send  up  an  alleged  contesting  delegation,  in  order  to  throw  the  election  of 
delegates  from  that  county  before  the  Credentials  Committte  of  the  State 
Convention.  It  would  not  be  surprising  if,  in  the  State  Convention  of  this 
same  great  political  party  to  be  held  in  1906,  there  should  be  500  contesting 
delegates. 

Another  great  party  in  this  State  has  been  practically  disrupted  by  its  last 
State  convention,  and  by  the  proceedings  thereof  in  regard  to  the  seating 
of  delegates,  and  by  other  usuri>ations  preventing  the  rank  and  file  of  tha^ 
party  from  having  their  will  expressed  by  the  State  convention.  If  present 
conditions  continue,  the  year  1906  may  see  the  whole  State  torn  with  dissen- 
sions in  all  parties,  greatly  to  the  detriment  of  the  public  welfare  and  the- 
public  peace. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  the  passage  of  a  primary  election  law  by 
this  General  Assembly  is  a  public  duty,  not  to  be  safely  ignored.  This  being 
the  case,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  men  anxious  to  wear  worthily  the  honors 
bestowed  upon  them  when  they  were  elected  to  the  General  Assembly,  will 
make  every  efCort  to  pass  a  practical  primary  election  law.  It  follows,  of 
course,  that  such  men  will  be  willing  to  make  such  reasonable  concessions 
as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  law.  For  example,  it  may 
be  necessary  to  devise  some  method  by  which  the  nomination  of  Judges  of 
courts  in  great  counties  like  Cook  County,  and  the  nomination  of  members 
of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  in  counties  like  Cook  (which  has^ 
fifteen  commissioners  to  be  elected  every  year,  ten  by  the  city  and  five  by 
the  country  towns),  may  be  brought  about  without  merely  nominating  those 
candidates  who  have  received  a  plurality  of  the  votes  cast.  In  such  cases, 
there  is  what  may  be  called  cumulative  voting.  In  other  words,  one  voter  in 
the  city  of  Chicago  having  the  right  to  vote  for  ten  candidates  for  county 
commissioner,  may  trade  oft  his  entire  nine  votes,  in  order  to  get  nine  votes 
for  his  particular  candidate,  in  addition  to  his  own.  In  this  way  the  ad- 
herents of  one  candidate,  who  might  be  a  very  unworthy  man,  might  secure 
for  him  a  bare  plurality,  and  it  might  be  possible  that  the  highest  pluralities 
would  fall  far  short  of  a  majority,  and  indeed  that  no  one  candidate  would 
receive  more  than  25  per  cent  of  the  entire  vote  cast;  in  which  case,  the 
serious  question  arises,  has  the  choice  of  the  people  been  declared?  As  a  gen- 
eral principle,  as  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  the  plurality  should  govern,  no 
matter  how  small;  when  Abraham  Lincoln  was  a  candidate  for  President 
of  the  United  States,  he  did  not  receive  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast 
for  President,  but  was  elected  and  declared  elected,  and  seated,  and  sustained 
by  the  American  people,  as  President,  although  he  received  only  a  plurality  of 
the  votes  cast.  It  might  have  been  argued  in  his  case,  that  he  was  not  the 
choice  of  a  majority  of  the  people,  but  it  is  undeniably  true  that  he  was  really 
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the  choice  of  the  nation^  and  regarded  by  the  nation  as  such.  And  the  prin- 
ciple of  nomination  by  plurality  should  not  be  abandoned  because  here  and 
there  unworthy  men  might  obtain  pluralities.  The  probability  is  that  no 
unworthy  man  would  obtain  a  plurality  and  that  indeed,  the  unworthy 
ones,  realizing  that  they  would  obtain  only  a  very  small  fraction  of  the  totid 
vote,  would  not  become  candidates,  and  undergo  the  labor  of  a  canvass  for 
the  nomination.  In  such  cases  as  the  two  referred  to  (the  nomination  of 
judges  of  courts,  and  election  of  county  commissioners),  where  a  sort  of 
cumulative  voting  is  possible,  some  modification  of  the  general  principle 
may  be  necessary  and  wise;  but  in  the  matter  of  voting  for  all  other  nomi- 
nees, from  constable  up  to  President,  including  Governor  and  United  States 
Senator,  the  plurality  should  determine;  the  vote  upon  United  States  Sen- 
ator, of  course,  being  necessarily  advisory  only,  although  it,  of  equal  neces- 
sity, would  become  an  indication  to  the  legislators,  substantially  amounting 
tx>  a  command  from  their  constituents. 

CHICAGO    CHABTEB. 

The  Forty-third  General  Assembly,  in  the  year  1903,  passed  a  Joint  reso- 
lution reading  as  follows: 

"Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  th4 
Senate  concurring  therein.  That  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of 
this  State  for  adoption  or  rejection  at  the  next  election  of  members  of  the 
General  Assembly,  a  proposition  to  amend  the  Constitution  of  this  State  as 
follows: 

''Resolved,  That  Article  IV.  of  the  Ck>nstltution  of  this  State  be  amended  by 
adding  thereto  a  section  to  be  numbered  and  known  as  Section  34,  and  read* 
Ing  as  follows,  to-wit: 

"Section  34.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power,  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions and  limitations  hereinafter  contained  to  pass  any  law  (local,  special  or 
general)  providing  a  scheme  or  charter  of  local  municipal  government  for 
the  territory  now  or  hereafter  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of 
Chicago.  The  law  or  laws  so  passed  may  provide  for  consolidating  (In 
whole  or  in  part)  in  the  municipal  government  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  the 
powers  now  vested  in  the  city,  board  of  education,  township,  park  and  other 
local  governments  and  authorities  having  Jurisdiction  confined  to  or  within 
said  territory,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  for  the  assumption  by  the  City  of 
Chicago  of  the  debts  and  liabilities  (in  whole  or  In  part)  of  the  governments 
or  corporate  authorities  whose  functions  within  its  territory  shall  be  vested 
In  said  City  of  Chicago,  and  may  authorize  said  city,  in  the  event  of  it  becom- 
ing liable  for  the  Indebtedness  of  two  or  more  of  the  existing  municipal  cor- 
porations lying  wholly  within  said  City  of  Chicago,  to  become  Indebted  to  an 
amount  (Including  its  existing  indebtedness  and  the  indebtedness  of  all 
the  municipal  corporations  lying  wholly  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and 
said  city's  proportionate  share  of  the  Indebtedness  of  said  county  and  sani- 
tary district  which  share  shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall  prescribe)  in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding  5  per  centum 
of  the  full  value  of  the  taxable  property  within  its  limits,  as  ascertained  by 
the  last  assessment  either  for  State  or  municipal  purposes  previous  to  the 
incurring  of  such  indebtedness  (but  no  new  bonded  indebtedness  other  than 
for  refunding  purposes,  shall  be  incurred  until  the  proposition  therefor  shall 
be  consented  to  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  city  voting  on  the 
question  at  any  election,  general,  municipal  or  special),  and  may  provide  for 
the  assessment  of  property  and  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  within  said 
city  for  corporate  purposes  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  equality  and 
uniformity  prescribed  by  this  Constitution;  and  may  abolish  all  offices,  the 
functions  of  which  shall  otherwise  be  provided  for;  and  may  provide  for  the 
annexation  of  territory  to  or  disconnection  of  territory  from  said  City  of  Chi- 
cago by  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  (voting  on  the  ques^ 
tion  at  any  election,  general,  municipal  or  special)  of  the  said  city  and  of  a 
majority  of  the  voters  of  such  territory  voting  on  the  question  at  any  elec- 
tion, general,  municipal  or  special;    and  in  case  the  (xeneral  Assembly  shall 
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create  municipal  courts  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  it  may  abolish  the  offices  ot 
justices  of  the  peace,  police  magistrates  and  constables  In  and  for  the  teni- 
tor  within  said  city  and  may  limit  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace  in 
the  territory  of  said  county  of  Cook  outside  of  said  city  to  that  territory,  and 
in  such  case  the  jurisdiction  and  practice  of  said  municipal  courts  shall  be 
such  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  prescribe,  and  the  General  Assembly  may 
pass  all  laws  which  it  may  deem  requisite  to  effectually  provide  a  complete 
system  of  local  and  municipal  government  in  and  for  the  City  of  Chicago. 

"No  law  based  ubon  this  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  aftecting  the 
municipal  government  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  shall  take  eftect  until  such  law 
shall  be  consented  to  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  city  voting  on 
the  question  at  any  election,  general,  municipal  or  special;  and  no  local  or 
special  law  based  upon  this  amendment  aftecting  specially  any  part  of  the 
City  of  Chicago  shall  take  eftect  until  consented  to  by  a  majority  of  the  legal 
voters  of  such  part  of  said  city  voting  on  the  question  at  any  election, 
general,  municipal  or  spedaL  Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be 
oonstrued  to  repeal,  amend  or  affect  Section  Four  (4)  of  Article  XI,  of  the 
Constitution  of  this  State. 

"Concurred  In  by  the  Senate,  April  22,  1903,  by  a  two-thirds  vote.

In  pursuance  of  this  resolution,  the  following  proposition  was  placed  upon 
the  ballot  to  be  voted  upon  by  the  voters  of  Illinois  at  the  last  general  elec- 
tion: 

"PBOPOSED  AMEI7DMEI7T  TO  THE  CONSTirUTION. 

"Amending  Article  IV,  by  adding  thereto  another  section  to  be  numbered 
Section  34,  authorizing  the  General  Assembly  to  provide  by  Statute  a  char- 
ter or  scheme  of  self-government  for  the  City  of  Chicago." 

When  the  vote  upon  this  proposition  was  canvassed,  it  was  ascertained 
that  it  was  as  follows: 

For 678,393 

Against 94,038 

In  consequence  of  the  passage  by  the  General  Assembly,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote,  of  the  above  named  resolution,  and  the  adoption  by  the  people  at  th0 
polls,  of  the  above  named  Constitutional  Amendment,  the  General  Assembly 
of  this  State  is  now  authorized  to  pass  special  legislation  upon  all  the  sub- 
jects mentioned  in  said  Constitutional  Amendment.  This  amendment  was 
requested  by  the  residents  and  citizens  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  and  their 
request  was  acquiesced  in  decisively  by  the  people  of  Illinois,  in  order  to 
liberate  the  City  of  Chicago  from  certain  evils  of  long  standing,  which  it  is 
alleged  by  thousands  of  good  citizens,  have  become  intolerable,  under  the 
present  general  municipal  legislation  of  this  State.  The  advocates  of  this 
Constitutional  Amendment  seek,  among  other  things,  to  abolish  courts  of 
justices  of  the  peace  In  the  City  of  Chicago,  and  to  substitute  therefor  city 
courts,  with  certain  specified  jurisdiction.  They  also  desire  to  abrogate  the 
present  multiplicity  of  taxing  bodies,  and  to  have  uniformity  of  taxing 
bodies  and  governing  bodies  throughout  the  territory  now  included,  or  to  be 
hereafter  included  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Chicago.  They  also  de- 
sire to  give  to  the  City  of  Chicago  a  bond-issuing  power  of  one  hundred  mil- 
lion dollars,  under  which  power  It  may  issue  bonds  to  refund  and  take  up 
the  bonded  Indebtedness  of  all  the  various  municipal  corporations  now  in- 
cluded within  the  territory  of  Chicago,  and  in  addition,  issue  fifty  million 
dollars'  worth  of  bonds  for  the  pur];)08e  of  raising  funds  to  improve  the  city. 
The  people  of  the  State,  by  their  vote  at  the  polls,  have  unmistakably  stated 
that  It  is  their  desire  that  such  legislation  be  enacted  as  may  reasonably  be 
enacted  under  this  Constitutional  Amendment.  They  have  not,  by  their  bal- 
lots, voted  to  inaugurate  any  given  system  of  improvements  or  of  courts  or 
taxing  bodies  or  governing  bodies,  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  at  any  time,  or 
any  system  whatever,  immediately.  But  they  have,  by  their  ballots,  stated 
that  they  are  willing  that  the  General  Assembly  shall  pass  reasonable  laws 
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to  Inaugurate  reasonable  reforms  for  the  benefit  of  Chlcob'o.  It  is  not  the* 
duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  blindly  pass  any  and  every  enabling  act 
that  may  be  presented  to  it,  but  it  is  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly,  in» 
view  of  the  adoption  by  the  people  of  the  Constitutional  Amendment,  to  give 
proper  consideration  to  all  measures  presented,  and  to  do  all  within  its  power 
to  grant  to  Chicago  the  real  relief  really  needed.  It  is  of  course  to  be  ex- 
pected that  many  differences  of  opinion  will  exist  between  the  members  of 
the  General  Assembly,  upon  many  of  the  subjects  which  they  will  be  called* 
upon  to  consider  in  this  connection,  and  also  that  many  and  serious  differ- 
ences will  prevail  among  the  residents  of  Chicago  who  have  been  the  most 
earnest  advocates  of  the  Constitutional  Amendment.  These  differences  of 
opinion,  however  serious,  should  not  be  allowed  by  the  General  Assembly  Co- 
create  such  confusion  as  to  prevent  the  really  needed  relief.  It  is  to  be  ex- 
pected, and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  in  spite  of  the  greatness  and  complexity^ 
of  the  task,  suitable  legislation  will  be  forthcoming. 

As  nobody  would  profit  by  the  holding  of  a  Constitutional  Convention,  ex- 
cept those  who  thrive  on  uncertainty,  and  as  great  uncertainty  will  result* 
owing  to  the  fact  that  every  line  and  every  word  of  new  legislation  must  be- 
construed  by  the  courts  of  last  resort,  it  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  ther^ 
be  no  more  extensive  or  elaborate  new  legislation  than  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary. 

When  this  Constitutional  Amendment,  and  the  enabling  act  to  follow  it, 
were  suggested  and  advocated  by  the  people  of  Chicago,  the  residents  and 
voters  of  the  remainder  of  the  State  were  assured  that  their  interests  and 
rights  would  not  be  affected  by  such  new  amendment  or  legislation.  It  is- 
of  the  utmost  importance  that  this  pledge  made  by  Chicago  to  the  State  be- 
kept,  and  that  no  legislation  be  enacted  under  this  Constitutional  Amend- 
ment, which  will  affect  the  rights  and  liberties  or  taxes  of  the  people  re- 
siding in  the  State  of  Illinois  outside  the  City  of  Chicago.  Unless  this  pledge- 
is  kept  absolutely,  serious  injury  will  accrue  to  the  interests  of  that  city  and 
of  the  State  in  the  future.  Mutual  distrust  will  be  harbored,  and  increaser 
to  the  detriment  both  of  city  and  of  country. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  people  of  this  State  realize  that  Chicago  is  theirs,, 
and  they,  in  a  certain  sense,  have  great  interests  in  Chicago.  Its  adorn- 
ment, its  improvement,  its  progress,  in  a  certain  sense  is  their  adornment^ 
improvement  and  progress;  and  members  of  the  General  Assembly  living  out- 
side of  Chicago,  as  well  as  all  other  officers  of  the  State,  should  not  forget 
that  the  people  of  the  State  are  interested  in  the  improvement  and  progress 
of  Chicago,  almost  as  much  as  in  their  own  section,  and  should  govern  them- 
selves accordingly. 

THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

In  its  dual  capacity,  as  a  health  organization  and  State  Medical  examlning^ 
board,  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Illinois  is  charged  with  manifold  duties 
not  imposed  upon  such  boards  in  other  states.  In  addition  to  the  protection 
of  the  life  and  health  of  the  people,  the  suppression  of  contagious  diseases, 
the  investigation  of  water  supplies,  the  regulation  of  medical  colleges,  and 
the  examining  and  licensing  of  all  applicants  for  right  to  practice  medicine 
and  kindred  branches  in  the  State,  and  the  prosecution  of  violators  of  medical 
practice  laws,  this  Board  is  required  by  statute  to  inspect  and  control  all 
lodging  houses,  inns  and  hotels  in  cities  over  100,000,  and  to  collect  and 
register  reports  of  all  births  and  deaths  in  the  State  in  the  compilation  of 
vital  statistics.  Aside  from  this,  the  Board  conducts  a  scientific  laboratory 
for  diagnosis  of  disease  at  Springfield. 

Serving  In  these  several  capacities,  the  great  increase  in  labors  and 
responsibilities  during  the  past  few  years,  places  upon  the  one  executive 
officer  of  the  board,  duties  so  numerous  and  varied  <^  ^^  make  the  satisfactory 
execution  of  all  practically  impossible.  In  devotli^S  attention  to  the  emer- 
gencies and  to  those  matters  demanding  immedlnt^  sictlon,  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  neglect  other  affairs  of  importance  w^l^  s^o^^^  ^ave  the  personal 
attention  of  the  Secretary.    A  remedy  for  thig     ^^^gested  condition  was  pre- 
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Bented  to  the  General  Ajssembly  in  1897.  and  again  in  1899  and  in  1903,  in 
the  form  of  a  bill  to  create  a  separate  hoard  of  medical  examiners  which 
should  assume  the  duties  of  examination  of  phjrsicians  and  the  enforcement 
of  medical  practice  laws,  as  is  done  in  other  states.  These  bills  failed  to 
receive  the  necessary  support  and  the  creation  of  such  a  board  now  seems 
impracticable. 

I  should  recommend  as  the  simplest  solution  of  the  matter,  the  creation 
of  the  office  of  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Board,  providing  for  the  employ- 
ment of  a  competent  man  of  medical  education  capable  of  relieving  the 
Secretary  of  the  performance  of  detail  work  and  permitting  him  to  devote 
his  undivided  attention  to  more  important  matters. 

.  The  board  is  further  impeded  in  its  work  by  the  fact  that  the  statutes 
providing  for  the  creation  of  local  boards  of  health  in  cities  and  villages, 
leave  the  creation  of  such  boards  optional.  Cities  and  villages  frequently 
fail  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege,  and  in  the  absence  of  such  boards, 
are  unable  to  cope  with  contagious  disease  or  other  menaces  to  life  and 
health,  being  compelled  to  call  upon  the  State  Board  for  assistance  under 
conditions  which  they  should  be  able  to  meet  themselves.  Aside  from  the 
increased  demands  upon  this  board  occasioned  thereby,  the  absence  of  health 
officers  or  boards  leaves  such  cities  and  villages  without  competent  persons 
to  co-operate  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  to  carry  out  Its  directions 
after  the  State  Board  has  rendered  assistance.  Legislation  making  the 
creation  of  boards  of  health  In  cities  and  villages  mandatory,  is  much  to  b< 
desired. 

A  report  submitted  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  in  compliance  with  a 
joint  resolution  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  the  Forty-first  General  Assembly, 
conclusiyely  showed  the  advisability  of  the  establishment  of  a  State  Hospital 
for  Consumptives.  This  report  clearly  demonstrated  that  tuberculosis,  while 
widespread  and  fatal  in  character,  destroying  one-seventh  of  the  population. 
Is  easily  preventable  and  curable  under  proper  conditions,  and  that  such 
conditions  can  best  be  secured  by  segregation  of  consumptives  in  properly 
conducted  hospitals  exclusively  for  consumptives.  In  view  of  the  appalling 
mortality  in  the  State  from  this  disease,  and  the  excellent  results  attained 
by  hospital  treatment  in  other  states,  I  recommended  the  creation  and 
establishment  of  a  State  Hospital  for  Consumptives  to  the  Forty-third  General 
Assembly.  Since  that  time  the  investigations  of  the  Board  have  continued, 
demonstrating  the  adaptability  of  Illinois  climate  to  the  treatment  of  the 
disease  and  the  superiority  of  the  climate  of  Illinois  over  that  in  those  states 
whose  sanatoria  have  attained  most  brilliant  results.  I  again  recommend 
to  you  the  establishment  of  a  State  institution  for  consumptives — the  size  and 
expense  being  left  to  your  judgment. 

THE  FOOD  COMMISSION. 

It  is  gratif3ring  to  report  that  during  the  last  four  years  the  cause  of  "pure 
food"  has  made  tremendous  strides  in  our  State.' 

The  reasons  for  State  food  laws  are  many.  They  are  justified  by  necessity 
and  sanctioned  by  that  unquestioned,  fundamental  right  of  the  State  to  pro- 
Tide  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  health. 

The  food  laws  are  the  development  of  the  last  century  and  the  present 
food  laws  are  the  work  of  the  past  five  years. 

The  food  industries  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  as  to  purity,  strength  and 
quality  are  in  better  condition  than  ever  before,  and  more  conducive  of  health 
and  longevity,  as  shown  by  the  tabulated  statistics  embodied  in  the  present 
annual  report  of  the  State  food  department,  and  the  work  of  the  State  food 
department  has  kept  puce  with  the  various  other  departments  of  the  State. 

Illinois  ranks  all  the  other  states  of  the  Union  in  the  production  of  food 
products. 

Illinois,  by  reason  of  her  location — almost  midway  between  the  two  great 
oceans, — ^has  a  commanding  infiuence  in  controlling  the  food  markets  in  the 
empire  of  the  Middle  West.

The  work  of  the  State  food  department  during  the  past  year  covers  a  wider 
field  than  in  any  of  the  former  years,  and  the  work  has  been  more  thorough 
along  all  lines. 

It  has  not  been  the  object  of  the  department  to  institute  a  greater  number 
of  prosecutionSp  and  consequently,  to  obtain  more  fines,  than  in  any  former 
year,  but  rather  to  enforce  the  law  by  instilling  into  the  work  a  respect  for 
it,  by  firmly  prosecuting  violations  which  were  seemingly  either  intentionally 
or  carelessly  permitted,  and  without  due  regard  for  the  lives  and  health  of 
the  people  of  the  State. 

There  are  now  about  12,000  retail  grocery  stores  in  the  State,  not  counting 
the  restaurants  and  booths  and.  other  places  where  adulterated  goods  may 
be  sold,  and  where  the  consumer  may  be  interested  in  knowing  the  quality 
of  the  goods  sold. 

There  are  estimated  to  be  700  creameries,  and  10,000  dairies  to  be  inspected 
in  Illinois,  as  our  State  Is  not  only  the  fountainhead  of  "pure  food"  and  of 
agriculture,  but  is  foremost  of  all  the  states  of  the  Union  in  the  products  of 
the  dairy. 

The  legislature  so  far,  has  made  no  especial  arrangement  for  inspecting 
these  products  of  the  dairy  and  creamery  by  providing .  for  the  appointment 
of  inspectors  of  acknowledged  standing,  ability  and  integrity,  who  shall  be 
experts  in  the  matter  of  dairy  products,  and  who  shall  devote  their  time  to 
the  work  of  inspecting  the  dairies  and  creameries  of  the  State,  and  looking 
after  the  dairy  products. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  work  undertaken  by  the  State  food  department, 
of  protecting  our  people  against  adulterated,  impure  and  unwholesome  food; 
also  the  duty  of  inspecting  the  dairies  and  creameries  of  the  State,  as  well 
as  the  work  of  the  laboratory,  I  would  recommend  that  the  legislature  appoint 
two  additional  inspectors,  who  shall  be  dairy  experts,  and  who  shall  devote 
their  time  to  looking  after  the  dairy  interests  of  the  State;  also  another 
assistant  chemist,  who  shall  be  a  practical  and  analytical  chemist,  who  shidl 
be  known  as  the  second  assistant  state  analyst. 

I  would  further  recommend  a  liberal  appropriation  for  the  necessary  ex- 
penses in  conducting  the  work  of  the  department. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  proposed  revision  or  codification  of  the  law 
as  set  forth  in  the  appendix  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner,  and 
of  the  laws  as  compiled  and  the  revision  or  codification  of  the  laws  now 
enacted,  as  well  as  the  table  of  cases  of  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Courts 
of  the  different  states  of  the  Union,  as  well  as  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  and  I  would  recommend  suitable  legislation  along  the  line  as 
proposed. 

STATE   BOARD   OF   PHARMACY. 

The  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  tho  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  are  con- 
ducted has  gained  for  it  the  reputation  of  being  the  best  conducted  Board  of 
Pharmacy  in  the  United  States. 

During  the  year  just  closed  it  issued  5,059  registered  pharmacist  certifi- 
cates, 936  assistant  pharmacist  certificates,  and  399  certificates  to  apprentices. 

The  board  is  self-sustaining  and  maizes  no  request  for  State  financial  aid. 

Some  changes  in  the  law  are  advisable  and  necessary.  I  recommend  that 
the  section  of  the  law  in  regard  to  "locality  certificates"  be  modified  or  re- 
pealed as  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  enacted  has  been  served.  It  was  In- 
serted in  the  law  in  1895,  to  accommodate  such  persons  as  were  eligible  for 
registration  by  experience  gained  prior  to  that  tixx^®*  but  who  had  failed  to 
take  advantage  of  the  law.  The  time  has  been  AtoV^^  *or  ^^^  such  to  become 
registered  and  all  applicants  should  now  ij^     ,aCC^  ^^°^  ^^®  same  footing.

cants  from  Illinois  for  registration  as 
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pharmacist  credit  for  all  experience  gained,  provided  they  have  been  regis- 
tered as  an  apprentice  for  the  period  of  one  year  prior  to  the  date  of  applica- 
tion. This  would  create  a  better  feeling  among  prospective  pharmacists, 
and  I  recommend  that  it  be  done. 

LIVE    STOCK    SANITATION. 

This  branch  of  the  public  service  is  growing  in  importance  year  by  year, 
and  is  of  vital  interest  to  one  of  the  leading  industries  of  our  State.  The 
benefits  derived  from  supervision  by  the  live  stock  sanitary  authorities  over 
cattle  within  their  jurisdiction,  are  not  confined  directly  to  the  owners  of 
live  stock,  but  indirectly  affect  every  consumer  of  animal  food  products,  safe- 
guarding the  life  and  health  of  each  individual,  by  the  condemnation  of  car- 
casses unfit  for  food  and  consigning  them  to  the  rendering  tank. 

The  State  Board  of  Live  Stock  Commissioners,  to  whom  this  work  is  in- 
trusted in  our  State,  has  beeu  doing  ^ood  work  along  this  line  during  the  past 
two  years.  The  work  of  the  commission  is  constantly  increasing.  Two 
principal  reasons  for  this  are  apparent.  First,  the  natural  growth  of  the 
animal  industry,  and  second,  the  shipment  into  the  State  of  immense  num- 
bers of  diseased  animals — accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  within  the  borders 
of  the  State  are  situated  two  of  the  largest  live  stock  markets  in  the  country, 
the  one  at  Union  Stock  Yards,  Chicago,  being  the  largest  in  the  world.  An 
important  part  of  the  work  of  this  commission  is  the  inspection,  slaughter 
and  condemnation  of  cattle  affected  with  actinomycosis  at  the  three  public 
stock  yards  in  the  State  The  increased  returns  realized  by  owners  of  acti- 
nomycoctic  cattle  that  pass  post-mortem  inspection,  over  what  they  would 
receive  therefor  without  the  certificate  of  the  inspector  of  the  fitness  of 
carcasses  for  human  food,  far  exceeds  the  amount  expended  by  the  commis- 
sion in  making  these  inspections,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  live  stock 
industry  is  one  of  the  chief  sources  of  wealth  in  our  State,  the  wisdom  of 
liberal  appropriations  for  this  purpose  is  apparent. 

The  work  of  the  commission  in  the  investigation  of  outbreaks  of  contagious 
diseases  among  cattle,  horses  and  sheep,  and  In  devising  means  for  regulating 
the  traffic  in  such  animals.  Is  most  gratifying  in  Its  results  to  the  owners 
and  shippers  of  live  stock  residing  in  the  State,  as  will  be  shown  by  refer- 
ance  to  the  annual  reports  of  the  board  for  the  last  two  years,  and  the  funds 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  commission  have  been  wisely  and  Judiciously 
expended. 

THE   BUREAU   OF  LABOR   STATISTICS. 

In  the  line  of  its  general  work  the  Bureau  of  Labor  has  recently  issued 
the  12th  Biennial  Report,  the  5th  report  of  the  State  Free  Employment 
Offices,  and  the  22nd  Annual  Coal  Report.  The  first  treats  of  the  four  topics 
— Manufactures,  Population,  Trade  Unions  and  Strikes  and  Lock-outs;  the 
second  relates  to  the  work  performed  by  the  free  employment  offices  during 
the  year,  and  the  last  named  contained  a  detailed  record  of  the  operation  of 
coal  mines. 

The  act  creating  free  emplcymeut  offices  was  amended  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendations  contained  in  my  message  to  the  last  General  Assembly, 
providing  for  a  more  reasonable  license  fee:  giving  the  Commissioners  of 
Labor  complete  supervision  over  the  private  employment  agencies  so  far 
as  their  records  are  concerned:  and  imposing  other  obligations  which  the 
best  welfare  of  the  service  demanded.  During  the  year  just  closed  nearly 
two  hundred  agencies  have  been  licensed.  The  law  in  its  present  form  is 
satisfactory,  and  it  is  being  strictly  enforced.  During  the  year  ended 
October  1,  1904,  31,727  men  and  women  obtained  employment  through  the 
several  offices  maintained  by  the  State.  A  summary  of  the  work  for  all- 
these  offices  since  the  date  of  their  establishment  in  1899.  appearing  in  the 
weekly  bulletin  December  17,  1904,  shows  that  176,436  people  secured  employ- 
ment without  cost  to  them  or  to  the  persons  to  whom  they  were  sent. 

The  coal  mining  industry  more  than  maintains  the  gratifying  record  of 
former  years.     For  the  twelve  months  ended  June  30,  1904,  the  aggregate 
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product  of  the  coal  mines  of  this  State  was  over  37,000»000  tons,  being  an 
Increase  of  a  little  more  than  2,000,000  over  the  year  previous.  This  one 
industry  now  furnishes  employment  to  55,000  persons,  and  at  the  present 
ratio  of  development  the  number  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  6,000  per  annum. 
In  1895  the  General  Assembly  increased  the  number  of  mine  inspection 
districts  from  five  to  seven.  The  coal  product  of  the  State  is  now  more  than 
double  what  it  was  in  1895,  and  serves  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  as 
the  industry  develops  the  number  of  mine  inspection  districts  and  the  num- 
ber of  mine  inspectors  must  from  time  to  time  be  increased.  This  service 
touches  the  welfare  of  a  class,  whose  occupation,  as  mortality  statistics  show, 
is  beset  with  the  most  serious  dangers,  and  the  members  of  our  law  making 
bodies  are  never  niggardly  and  need  no  special  urging  where  the  subject  con- 
cerns the  protection  of  human  life. 

THE  STATE  BOABD  OF  AJIBITRATION. 

• 

The  past  two  years  have  brought  a  considerable  amount  of  work  for  the 
State  Board  of  Arbitration.  While  there  have  been  few  instances  in  which 
differences  between  employers  and  employes  have  been  formally  submitted 
for  arbitration,  the  members  of  the  board  have  accomplished  much  as  medi&> 
tors,  either  in  suggesting  arbitration  in  many  cases,  or  in  bringing  together 
parties  to  a  controversy.  A  large  part  of  the  work  of  this  board  is  done  in  a 
manner  that  does  not  attract  public  attention,  but  it  nevertheless  is  an  im- 
portant factor  in  promoting  industrial  peace.  I  am  not  advised  that  any 
further  legislation  will  be  necessary;  but  I  recommend  that  respectful  con- 
sideration be  given  to  any  requests  or  suggestions  that  may  be  made  by  the 
State  Board  of  Arbitration  with  a  view  to  increasing  its  usefulness. 

THE  FACTOBT  INSPECTION  DEPABTMENT. 

The  department  of  Factory  Inspection,  created  in  1893,  has  been  broadened 
in  its  scope,  until  today  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  in  Illinois. 

There  are  no  laws  upon  our  statute  books  of  greater  importance  to  our 
citizens  generally,  than  those  enacted  to  protect  the  health  and  morals  of 
the  young,  upon  whom  the  future  of  the  nation  depends. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  increase  in  the  volume  of  business  transacted  by 
this  department  it  is  only  necessary  to  mention  that  in  1893  there  were  2,362 
inspections  made,  and  the  ratio  of  children  employed  to  adults  was  8.2.  In 
1904  over  50,000  inspections  have  been  made,  and  our  operations  have  been 
extended  to  285  cities  and  towns  outside  of  Cook  county.  The  ratio  of 
children  employed  has  been  reduced  to  2.1  per  cent,  a  most  gratifying  fact  to 
those  interested  in  this  great  problem. 

In  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  work  of  this  department  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  remove  our  headquarters  from  a  remote  section  of  Chicago  to  a 
central  location.  The  force  of  deputy  inspectors  was  increased  at  the  last 
session  of  the  legislature  from  ten  to  eighteen,  but  no  increase  in  the  appro- 
priation was  made  to  meet  this,  and  this  lack  of  funds  has  proved  a  serious 
handicap  in  the  past  year. 

This  can  be  more  readily  seen  when  it  is  understood  that  through  a  recent 
court  decision,  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  department  has  been  extended  to 
embrace  the  coal  mines  of  the  State.  For  that  reason  it  is  necessary  that  the 
force  of  deputy  inspectors  be  increased  by  at  least  two,  who  should  be  practi- 
cal coal  miners. 

Owing  to  the  great  Increase  in  the  number  of  prosecutions — over  1,500  in 
the  past  year — much  of  the  time  of  the  factory  Inspector  and  the  deputy  in- 
spectors has  been  taken  up  in  attendance  in  court.  The  department  has  now 
reached  the  point  where  it  is  essential  that  an  at^^^^^^  ^^  provided,  to  attend 
to  those  prosecutions  and  other  legal  work  of  fv^  d^P^^^^^^t. 

Each  year  the  statistics  gathered  by  thia  ^  t^a^^®^^  increase  in  volume, 
and  the  demand  for  them  from  those  intQ%/%Ad  ^^  ^^  problem  has  also 
materially  increased.  For  that  reason  it  !&  ^^^y0&>^^^  ^^^^  ^  statistician  be 
employed  by  the  department  to  keep  a  cor^c.  ^4*^  c^^^  ^^^  publish  from  time 
to  time  the  various  statistics  which  are  n».^t:  /^  c^  w  m\ich  interest  to  the 
public.  ^^^^ 
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That  the  Child  Labor  Law  as  amended  by  the  last  legislature  is  proving 
«flectiYe  is  seen  from  the  increase  in  the  school  attendance  in  Chicago  alone. 
This  increase  in  the  past  year  has  amounted  to  8,000  over  the  natural  increase 
due  to  Uie  larger  population. 

In  connection  with  this  department  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
establish  a  central  office  for  the  issuing  of  i>ennits  to  minors  seeking  employ- 
ment in  stores  and  factories.  This  central  office  is  conducted  in  conjunction 
with  the  parochial  and  public  school  boards  and  has  proved  a  great  aid  in 
facilitating  business.  It  has,  however,  been  an  expense  to  this  department, 
for  which  no  appropriation  was  made. 

Illinois,  while  aiming  to  protect  the  young,  is  behind  some  other  states 
In  the  matter  of  safe-guarding  adult  laborers,  and  a  law  should  be  enacted 
to  compel  employers  to  place  proper  guards  over  dangerous  and  hazardous 
machinery. 

While  the  sweatshop  evil  has  been  greatly  mitigated,  it  has  not  been  com- 
pletely stamped  out,  and  a  law  should  be  enacted  requiring  manufacturers  of 
•clothing  to  take  out  licenses,  as  is  done  in  a  number  of  states.  This  would 
guard  against  the  spreading  of  contagious  diseases,  through  clothing  made 
nnder  insanitary  conditions. 

It  is  absolutely  essential  in  order  to  properly  conduct  the  work  of  this 
department,  that  the  fippropriation  be  very  materially  increased.  The  cleri- 
-cal  force  of  the  department  has  been  increased  with  the  increase  in  the 
business,  while  the  printing  and  distribution  of  literature  has  added  greatly 
to  the  expense  of  the  department.  This  literature,  printed  blanks,  etc.,  should 
be  furnished  by  the  State,  as  is  the  case  in  other  departments. 

THE   INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  important  relation  which  the  business  of  insurance  sustains  to  both 
the  commercial  and  domestic  interests  of  the  i>eople  of  this  State  is  appar- 
ent from  the  magnitude  of  the  financial  transactions  involved.  In  the  year 
1903  the  people  of  this  State  paid  in  premiums  159,212,278.05  for  the  protec- 
tion of  their  families,  their  property  and  their  diversified  business  interests, 
to  the  Insurance  companies  doing  business  in  this  State.  The  Department  of 
Insurance  collected  as  taxes  and  fees  from  all  companies  during  such  year 
the  sum  of  $349,389.15.  During  the  past  four  years  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  new  companies  have  been  organized  under  our  laws,  or  admitted  from 
other  States.  At  the  present  time  there  are  six  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
companies  and  associations  of  all  kinds  engaged  in  the  transaction  of  insur- 
ance business  in  this  State.  The  affairs  of  this  important  department  have 
tteen  administered  ably  and  with  fi(!elity  to  the  Interests  of  the  people.  Much 
has  recently  been  accomplished  towards  suppressing  violations  of  the  law, 
which  for  a  long  time  have  been  carried  on  despite  the  continued  efforts  of 
the  Department  to  reach  and  punish  the  offenders. 

The  original  laws  regulating  and  governing  the  business  of  insurance 
were  passed  in  1869.  They  have  been  amended  from  time  to  time  and  new 
laws  have  been  passed  to  meet  changed  conditions  and  new  requirements. 
The  present  conditions  and  the  experience  of  the  past  few  years  show  the 
desirability  of  further  amendments  in  some  particulars— ^as  provisions  regu- 
lating the  wholesale  re-insurance  of  companies  and  associations,  for  the 
protection  of  the  interests  and  rights  of  the  insured — and  provisions  requir- 
ing such  deposits  in  some  State  of  the  United  States,  by  foreign  life  insur- 
ance companies  and  life,  insurance  companies  of  other  States,  as  our  own 
companies  are  required  to  mdke  before  engaging  In  business. 

It  seems  desirable  also  that  the  law  passed  by  the  last  legislature  author- 
izing insurance  to  be  placed  in  unauthorized  fire  companies,  which  cannot 
be  placed  in  authorized  companies,  should  receive  further  consideration, 
with  a  view  of  better  protectioh  t6  the  insured  and  the  authorized  comi>anies, 
and  that  the  provisions  regulating  the  investments  of  companies,  which  have 
remained  practically  as  originally  enacted,  should  be  considered  in  the  light 
of  present  conditions,  giving  to  companies  such  latitude  of  investments,  and 
«uch  only  as  are  consistent  with  safety  to  the  insured. 
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I  further  respectfully  submit  the  desirability  of  such  action  as  may  be  re- 
quired for  a  revision  of  the  entire  insurance  laws,  with  a  view  to  harmon- 
izing their  varioL^s  provisions  and  conforming  their  requirements  to  the  pres- 
ent conditions  and  necessities. 

THE  ILLINOIS   AND  MICHIGAN    CANAL. 

The  affairs  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal  are  in  a  critical  condition. 
Its  revenues  are  insufficient  for  its  maintenance  and  operation,  and  the 
courts  of  our  State  have  decided  that  the  Legislature  is  without  the  power 
to  levy  taxes  to  provide  funds  for  its  use. 

A  few  years  hence  and  the  canal  cannot  only  be  made  self-supporting,  but 
a  means  of  revenue  to  the  State.  If  that  time  had  arrived,  the  present  situa- 
ation  would  present  no  difficulties. 

I  have,  in  previous  messages,  called  attention  to  the  great  value  of  the 
old  canal  to  the  State,  even  though  it  has  ceased  to  be  self-supporting,  and 
have  advocated  its  maintenance,  if  possible,  until  the  larger  and  more  useful 
channel  contemplated  by  the  Federal  Government  shall  have  been  completed. 
I  have  since  seen  no  reason  for  altering  my  opinion,  either  as  to  its  value  to 
the  State  or  the  advisability  of  continuing  its  operation.  The  decision  of 
our  State  Supreme  Court,  referred  to  above,  has,  however,  resulted  in  pre- 
senting a  problem  to  this  General  Assembly  difficult  of  solution. 

This  proposition  is  self-evident:  Either  the  General  Assembly  will  have 
to  devise  some  means  for  furnishing  the  canal  with  funds  for  its  immediate 
needs;    or 

The  money  must  be  raised  from  the  resources  of  the  canal  itself;   or 

The  operation  of  the  canal  must  be  abandoned. 

It  is  quite  within  the  bounds  of  possibility  that  the  necessary  funds  can 
be  raised  without  the  assistance  of  the  Legislature.  Negotiations  are  now 
under  way  which,  if  brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion,  will  provide  am- 
ple funds  for  all  necessary  purposes.  After  the  next  two  years  there  need 
be  no  further  trouble  on  this  score;  and  in  ten  years'  time  the  canal  will 
have  become  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  State  above  and  beyond  caring  for 
its  own  needs. 

Should  it  be  decided,  however,  to  abandon  the  canal,  the  measures  adopted, 
leading  to  that  end  should  be  given  the  most  careful  consideration.  The 
property  of  the  canal  and  the  rights  attaching  thereto  are  a  valuable  asset — 
how  very  valuable  is  realized  by  but  few — amounting  in  fact  to  many  mil- 
lions of  dollars.  The  care  of  this  property  pending  its  ultimate  disposal,  and 
the  manner  of  that  disposal,  when  the  time  arrives,  are  matters  which  cannot 
be  passed  upon  carelessly,  or  in  haste,  without  greatly  endangering  the  value 
of  the  property  and  resulting  in  great  loss  to  the  State. 

THE  FISH   COMMISSION. 

The  results  of  the  work  of  the  Fish  Commission  show  great  improvement 
and  the  reports  from  all  public  waters  show  material  increases  in  the  sujh 
ply  of  game  and  food  fishes.  The  output  of  commercial  fish  such  as  carp  and 
buffalo,  from  Illinois,  Mississippi  and  Wabash  Rivers  is  greater  than  in  any 
previous  season.  Enforcement  of  the  law  is  well  in  hand,  but  the  territory 
is  so  large  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  cover  it  with  the  warden  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  State.  I  would  recommend  that  the  warden  service  be  increased 
so  that  the  entire  State  might  be  practically  covered.  A.  uniform  code  of 
laws  applicable  to  all  bordering  States  is  asked  for,  and  would  do  very  much 
toward  bringing  about  a  better  protection  tot  0^^  game  fish  and  food  fish. 

RAILROAD  AND  WAREHOUSE:      /^^VISSION.

way lines  in  this  State.  The  Commissi^^^^t:  C  O^  '^^  opinion,  based  upon 
r  n  opinion  furnished  by  the  Attorney  C>etx^^    \        t  ^^^^^  ^^^^  adequate  control 
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over  this  subject,  but  as  this  jurisdiction  has  been  disputed  in  some  quarters, 
they  believe  that  all  doubt  could  be  removed  by  proper  legislation.  To  this 
recominendation  I  call  the  especial  attention  of  the  General  Assembly. 

THE  GAME  DEPARTMENT,  AND  GAME  PROTECTION. 

Under  the  new  game  law  passed  by  the  last  Legislature,  all  kinds  of 
native  game  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  except  deer  and  turkey,  have  increased 
rapidly.  Prairie  chicken,  the  stock  of  which  had  become  very  low,  have 
increased  about  one  hundred  per  cent,  and  a  conservative  estimate  places  the 
increase  in  quail  at  fifty  per  cent,  with  all  other  small  game  showing  equally 
well.  The  sportsmen,  and  all  persons  interested  in  hunting  and  game  preser- 
vation in  the  State,  are  entirely  satisfied  with  the  workings  of  the  new  game 
law,  and  are  now  its  best  friends  and  main  supporters.  The  farmers,  es- 
pecially, are  pleased  with  its  results,  and  the  department  as  organized  is 
most  efficient,  and  probably  enforces  the  game  law  better  than  any  other 
State  in  the  middle  west. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-one  cases  of  violations  of  the  law  have  been 
prosecuted  by  the  department  in  seventeen  months,  and  in  eighty-four  of 
these  cases  convictions  were  secured.  Illegal  shipment  of  game  to  market 
from  all  over  the  State  has  been  broken  up,  and  the  market  hunter  is  a  thing 
of  the  past.  Under  the  system  of  hunters'  license  the  department  has  been 
more  than  self-supporting,  and  a  small  surplus  has  accumulated  in  the  game 
protection  fund,  which  surplus,  coming  as  it  does  from  a  certain  class,  in- 
tended entirely  for  the  protection  of  game,  should  be  used  for  propagating 
quail,  prairie  chicken,  pheasants,  and  other  small  game,  and  the  Legislature 
dhould,  by  an  amendment,  give  the  Commissioner  authority  to  buy  such  birds 
and  game  from  other  States  where  the  same  may  be  secured,  and  transplant 
in  this  State  in  depleted  sections.  Also  this  surplus  should  be  used  for 
buying  grain,  and  the  work  of  feeding  it  to  the  small  game  during  extreme 
weather  in  winter. 

The  Commissioner  should  also  be  given  authority  to  appoint  such  special 
deputies  or  special  agents  as  in  his  judgment  seem  necessary  from  time  to 
time,  in  various  counties  where  it  often  becomes  necessary  to  employ  persons 
to  ferret  out  illegal  killing  and  shipment  of  game,  such  work  at  times  being 
almost  impossible  for  the  regular  deputy  game  warden,  who  is  generally  well 
known. 

The  price  of  the  resident  hunter's  license  should  be  reduced  to  seventy-five 
cents,  and  should  be  sold  only  by  county,  city  and  village  clerks,  and  such 
clerks  should  be  given  authority  to  administer  the  oath  attached  to  the 
application  provided  for  in  the  new  law,  and  they  should  be  required  to 
charge  therefor  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents,  making  the  total  cost  to  the 
purchaser  $1.00,  as  considerable  friction  has  been  caused  on  account  of  the 
difterent  prices  which  have  prevailed  in  the  difTerent  sections  during  the  last 
year;  some  clerks  only  charging  $1.00,  others  $1.10,  others  $1.35,  while  in  one 
or  two  counties  the  price  has  been  $1.45.  Seventy-five  cents  for  the  license 
will  give  the  game  department  all  funds  necessary  for  the  proper  adminis- 
tration of  the  law,  and  I  recommend  that  such  an  amendment  be  passed. 

When  the  Legislature  passed  the  new  game  law,  there  was,  because  of 
failure  to  thoroughly  understand  its  workings  and  benefits,  a  disposition  to 
find  fault  with  it  by  a  great  many  people,  and  the  department  met  with  con- 
8idei*able  opposition  in  organizing  its  force  and  putting  the  provisions  of  the 
law  into  effect,  but,  I  am  glad  to  say,  the  opposition  has  nearly  all  disappeared 
and  a  general  feeling  of  approval  has  taken  its  place.  Other  minor  amend- 
ments, in  order  to  bring  about  a  more  effective  handling  of  the  department, 
will  be  suggested  to  the  Legislature  by  the  State  Game  Commissioner  at  the 
proper  time. 

THE   STATE  ^JHARITIES. 

The  department  of  Public  Charities  is  ever  broadening  in  its  scope,  and 
demands  thoughtful  consideration  and  care.    While  in  December,  1900,  four- 
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teen  institutions  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  wertt 
caring  for  10,183  persons,  there  are  now  seventeen  institutions  in  this  depart- 
ment with  a  population  of  13,000. 

Included  among  the  seventeen  institutions  is  the  St.  Charles  Home  for 
Boys,  Just  opened,  which  will  soon  add  two  hundred  and  fifty  to  the  above 
number.  Thus.it  will  be  seen  that  the  State's  charitable  wards  now  bear  a 
ratio  of  about  one  to  four  hundred  of  the  total  population.  To  those  who 
are  apprehensive  lest  the  number  assume  undue  proportions,  in  a  wise  exten- 
sion of  your  helpful  aid,  I  need  only  say  that  the  proportion  of  insane  alone 
in  some  of  the  Eastern  states  is  as  one  to  three  hundred,  so  that  If  by  proper 
care  in  protecting  and  safe-guarding  not  alone  those  we  now  care  for,  but 
the  feeble-minded  women  and  the  epileptics,  and  the  delinquent  and  dependent 
children,  we  may  maintain  a  wider  ratio  between  the  defective  and  the 
normal  classes,  we  will  have  done  a  greater  service  than  can  be  measured 
in  dollars  of  appropriations. 

The  Forty-Third  General  Assembly  appropriated  15,254,058.60,  for  the 
charitable  institutions  of  the  State.  Of  this  sum,  $1,476,758  was  for  special 
accounts  and  extraordinary  purposes,  including  $780,000  for  construction  of 
new  buildings  for  increased  capacity  at  the  Western  Insane  Hospital,  the 
Asylum  for  the  Incurable  Insane,  the  State  Training  School  for  Girls,  and 
to  build  and  establish  the  St.  Charles  Home  for  Boys.  For  maintenance  and 
ordinary  expenses,  $1,753,650  was  appropriated  for  the  year  ending  June  30th« 
1904,  and  $2,023,650  for  the  succeeding  year. 

On  the  30th  of  September,  there  was  in  the  State  Treasury  to  the  credit 
of  the  charitable  institutions,  undraws  appropriations  amounting  to  $1,944,* 
004.87,  while  in  the  hands  of  the  local  treasurers,  there  were  of  the  appro- 
priations drawn,  additional  balances  in  excess  of  the  outstanding  indebted- 
ness, amounting  to  $229,579.22. 

The  State  Board  of  Charities  recommends  for  the  next  biennial  period, 
$5,375,850,  of  which  $1,299,600  is  for  special  purposes,  and  $1,956,125  is  for 
maintenance  for  the  first  year,  and  $2,120,125  for  maintenance  for  the  second 
year  of  the  biennial  period.  I  need  not  discuss  this  further  than  to  say  that 
this  board  has  carefully  considered  the  needs  of  each  institution,  after  per^ 
sonal  observation,  and  the  legislature  can  derive  much  valuable  assistance 
from  an  examination  of  the  report  of  the  board  in  which  the  facts  are  noted 
in  detail. 

The  Forty-First  General  Assembly  enacted  a  law  establishing  a  State 
Colony  for  Epileptics.  It  Is  unfortunate  that  the  urgent  need  of  appropria- 
tions to  make  the  law  efTectlve  has  not  been  acted  upon.  State  care  of  this 
class  and  the  opportunity  it  affords  for  improvement,  education  and  cure.  Is 
no  longer  an  experiment.  There  are  no  less  than  four  thousand  epileptics 
in  the  State.  Humanity  requires  that  they  be  cared  for.  Two  hundred  of 
them  are  in  the  almshouses  of  the  State.  Over  four  hundred  are  in  the 
Asylum  for  Feeble-Mlnded  at  Lincoln,  where  their  paroxysms  must  of  neces- 
sity make  an  unfavorable  impress  upon  the  delicate  nervous  organisms  of 
other  children,  while  they  themselves  cannot  here  receive  the  skillful  treat- 
ment and  kind  of  nourishment  so  necessary  to  their  Improvement.  Bight 
hundred  or  more  are  in  the  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane.  The  room  that 
would  be  vacated  In  these  institutions,  is  already  needed.  Still  greater  is 
the  need  to  help  those  hidden  away  in  their  homes,  denied  as  they  are,  so- 
ciety, comfort  and  health,  shunned  by  everyone,  a  burden  to  themselves  and 
the  community. 

FEEBLE-MINDED  WOMEN. 

The  attention  of  the  legislature  has  been  called  in  the  past  to  the  menace 
to  the  community  involved  in  allowing  feeble-minded  women  of  child-bearing 
age  to  be  at  large.  Data  recently  collected  shows  that  there  are  six  hundred 
or  more  of  this  class  in  the  county  almshouses,  in  families,  and  at  large,  most 
of  whom  will  have  little  or  no  restraint  thrown  about  them.  A  well 
governed  institution  in  which  these  feeble-minded  women  can  be  isolated  and 
cared  for  will  be  a  protection  to  the  women,  and  economy  to  the  State. 

DELINQUENT  BOYS   AND  GIRLS. 

I  commend  the  acts  of  past  General  Assemblies  In  providing  homes  for  the 
delinquent  boys  and  girls  of  the  State.    No  greater  service  could  be  rendered 
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the  state,  than  to  provide  a  suitable  means  to  rescue  these  children  In  their 
youth.  The  State  should  extend  its  fostering  care  and  add  additional  cottages 
and  facilities  to  these  institutions,  to  meet  the  growing  demands. 

STATE  EICFLOTMSRT  OF  THE  BLIND. 

1  am  led  to  helieye  that  experience  has  not  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the 
present  plan  of  the  Industrial  Home  for  the  Blind.  The  Industrial  Depart- 
ment embraces  but  one  trade,  that  of  broom  making,  which  entails  an  annual 
loss  of  9200  per  capita  employed.  I  invite  your  careful  consideration  of  this 
question,  and  of  the  advisability  of  establishing  instead,  a  rural  home,  or  of 
abolishing  the  institution  and  substituting  some  other  system  for  the  care 
of  blind  persons  who  are  willing  to  work. 

THE  INSANE. 

The  buildings  constructed  at  the  Insane  Hospitals  during  the  past  year, 
have  enabled  the  State  to  care  for  one  thousand  additional  insane  patients, 
of  which  three  hundred  and  fifty  were  admitted  to  the  Western  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  and  six  hundred  and  fifty  to  the  Asylum  for  the  Incurable  Insane. 
Nearly  every  almshouse  in  the  State  has  felt  the  relief  thus  afforded,  more 
than  five  hundred  of  the  new  admissions  being  from  this  source. 

The  administration  of  the  several  institutions  has  been  honest,  efficient* 
economic,  and  humane.  Their  reports  are  before  you  and  are  worthy  of  your 
consideration. 

THE  BOTS*  HOME. 

1  am  pleased  to  announce  that  on  December  15th,  1904,  the  "St.  Charles 
Boys'  Home"  was  opened  to  receive  boys  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  who 
have  been  found  by  a  court  to  be  "delinquent"  within  the  meaning  of  that 
word  as  it  is  defined  in  the  Juvenile  Court  Law  of  1899.  Of  this  event  I  made 
due  proclamation.  A  limited  number  of  the  class  of  boys  mentioned  may 
now  be  sent  to  this  Institution  from  any  county  in  the  State. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  and  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  submitting  the  report,  have  been  sent  to  me,  and  will,  when  printed, 
be  placed  in  your  hands.  1  ask  that  these  be  given  the  consideration  the 
importance  of  the  subject  deserves. 

The  movement  inaugurated  in  our  State  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1899, 
to  give  to  the  children  of  the  State  other  treatment  than  that  meted  out  to 
criminals,  has  received  the  strongest  commendation  from  sociologists  and 
criminologists,  not  only  in  our  own  country,  but  in  all  parts  of  the  civilized 
world.  It  has  had  from  the  first  my  hearty  approval.  The  basis  of  this  new 
method  is  to  give  to  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  needed  parental  care 
through  the  government  of  the  State  (standing  as  it  does  in  loco  parentis  to 
all  the  children),  rather  than  punishment  such  as  Is  given  to  matured  crimi- 
nals. It  rests  upon  the  fact,  that  the  axiom  that  "prevention  is  better  than 
cure,"  is  as  true  in  the  broader  sense  as  applied  to  crime,  as  it  is  in  medicine. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  Illinois  (as  well  as  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  New 
York,  and  many  other  of  the  more  advanced  states),  has  now  an  institution 
in  which  her  boys  under  sixteen  years,  who  have  for  any  reason  been  per- 
mitted in  their  childhood  to  develop  along  wrong  lines,  and  become  delin- 
quent, may  be,  in  kindness,  and  through  a  wise  but  firm  parental  care,  saved 
from  advancing  further  in  the  wrong  direction,  and  from  becoming,  ere  they 
reach  their  majority,  desperate  and  hopeless  criminals,  such  as  are  filling  our 
penitentiaries  and  reform  schools  to  overfiowlng. 

I  call  your  attention  to  this  new  institution,  and  its  Immediate  needs.  The 
State  cannot  afford  to  hesitate  in  this  work.  It  should  not  take  any  step 
backward,  which  inaction  on  its  part  at  this  time  would  be  equivalent  to. 

I  feel  that  the  action  of  the  trustees  in  devoting  the  appropriation  hereto- 
fore made  by  the  legislature  to  the  erecting  of  cottages  for  the  housing  of 
the  boys,  for  a  school-house,  and  for  other  buildings  needed  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  boys,  (as  well  as  for  the  uses  of  the  great  farm  of  nearly  1,000 
acres  upon  which  this  Boys'  Home  is  located),  rather  than  for  buildings 
designed  for  the  use  of  the  officials  of  the  Home,  is  worthy  of  commendation; 
yet  such  other  buildings  must  be  erected,  and  an  appropriation  for  these  and 
for  a  limited  number  of  additional  cottages,  will  be  asked  for  from  you. 
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THE  PARDON   BOARD. 

The  Wisdom  of  the  Legislature  in  creating  the  Board  of  Pardons  is  demon- 
strated  In  the  work  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year.  With  the  increase 
of  population  has  come  an  Increase  of  crime. 

The  verdicts  of  juries  and  Judgments  of  courts  should  not  be  set  aside  or 
interfered  with  except  when  the  most  thorough  inyestigation  has  shown  that 
such  a  course  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  people.  It  would  be  impossible 
for  the  Executive  to  give  to  the  numerous  petitions  for  pardon  that  thorough 
investigation  which  justice  to  all  demands.  As  the  State  grows  in  popular 
tion  the  number  of  applications  for  pardon  will  Increase  and  the  people  will 
be  better  pleased  if  they  understand  that  a  board  of  competent  persons  gives 
to  each  petition  careful  attention  that  neither  personal  nor  political  influence 
can  secure  the  release  of  those  convicted  of  crime. 

Criminal  laws  are  enacted  to  punish  the  offender,  to  deter  others  from  the 
commission  of  crime,  and  to  protect  society  from  those  who  make  it  their 
business  to  prey  upon  it.  The  old  law  giving  judges  and  juries  power  to 
fix  sentences  often  led  to  such  gross  inequality  in  the  length  of  sentences 
Imposed  by  different  courts  and  juries  for  a  similar  crime,  that  there  was 
always  the  appearance  of  great  partiality.  This  inequality  reformed  few  but 
made  criminals  of  many.  The  best  illustration  of  this  and  of  the  efllciency 
of  the  Parole  Law  as  a  reformatory  measure,  is  found  in  the  fact  that  while, 
during  the  last  year  the  old  law  was  in  effect,  more  than  seventeen  per  cent 
of  those  received  in  the  State  prisons  had  served  previous  terms  there,  yet 
during  1904,  only  a  fraction  more  than  eight  per  cent  of  those  received  have 
served  prior  terms  in  Illinois  prisons.  Another  reformatory  feature  of  the 
law  is  demonstrated  by  the  large  percentage  of  those  paroled  who  are  faith- 
fully fulfilling  their  parole  agreements  and  receiving  their  final  discharge. 
The  details  of  the  results  of  the  parole  law  will  be  found  in  full  in  the  reports 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  two  penitentiaries,  and  to  them  the  €reneral 
Assembly  is  respectfully  referred. 

The  administration  of  the  criminal  laws  of  the  State  can  be  greatly  aided 
by  appropriating  a  fund  to  be  used  by  Sheriffs  and  State's  Attorneys  of  the 
various  counties  to  aid  them  in  the  arrest  and  prosecution  of  criminals. 
These  officials  have  no  special  fund  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  indicated,  but 
it  would  be  well  for  the  Legislature  to  make  a  suitable  appropriation,  to  be 
used  in  the  discretion  of  the  Governor,  and  upon  his  warrant,  to  aid  these 
officials  in  the  better  performance  of  their  duties. 

THE   BOARD   OF   PRISON    INDUSTRIES. 

In  my  biennial  message  to  the  Forty-third  General  Assembly  I  recommended 
certain  leRlslation  which,  if  enacted,  would  abolish  the  contract  system  of 
the  employment  of  convicts  in  the  reformatory  and  penal  institutions  In  this 
State.  As  a  result  of  frequent  conferences  participated  in  by  representatives 
of  labor,  manufacturers,  and  the  authorities  having  control  of  the  reforma- 
tory and  penai  institutions  of  the  State,  a  bill  was  framed,  conforming  to 
the  views  of  these  varied  industries,  which  was  finally  enacted  into  a  law, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Employment  of  Convicts  and  Providing  for 
the  Disposition  of  the  Products  '' 

This  law  was  based  upon  a  similar  law  in  successful  operation  in  New  York 
for  the  past  seven  years,  which  apparently  met  the  approval  of  manufacturers, 
representatives  of  labor,  and  the  prison  authorities  of  that  State.  In  created 
a  "Board  of  Prison  Industries,"  which  said  board  consists  of  three  commis- 
sioners of  the  Illinois  State  Penitentiary,  three  commissioners  of  the  Southern 
Illinois  Penitentiary  and  five  managers  of  the  State  Reformatory. 

It  was  provided  among  other  things  that  said  Board  of  Prison  Industries 
should  see  that  the  new  law  be  in  full  force  and  effect  no  later  than  July 
1,  1904.  The  radical  character  of  the  change  from  the  contract  system  to  the 
new  system  demanded  careful  consideration,  some  expense,  and  much  labor, 
and  althought  no  unnecessary  time  was  lost,  it  was  not  until  the  last  day 
allowed  by  the  law  that  the  new  system  was  even  started. 
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The  work  of  this  Board  has  been  further  interfered  with  by  a  series  of 
injunction  proceedings  suspending  the  operation  of  the  law.  Without  discus- 
sing this  litigation  at  length,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  result  thereof  can- 
not but  be  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  this  law,  as  the  contentions  of  the  State 
were  sustained,  as  I  understand  it,  in  every  case,  and  the  validity  of  the  law, 
as  far  as  the  questions  raised,  was  sustained  in  two  instances  by  our  State 
courts,  and  on  one  by  the  Federal  Court;  and  while  it  is  well  to  have  these 
legal  questions  disposed  of,  yet,  because  of  these  injunction  suits,  little  time 
or  opportunity  has  been  had  to  test  the  working  of  the  most  simple  features 
of  the  law,  to  say  nothing  of  the  graver  problems  confronting  the  board  by 
this  radical  innovation  in  penal  control. 

However,  a  number  of  industries  have  been  organized,  established  and 
placed  in  operation  at  the  three  penal  institutions.  The  spirit  and  purpose 
of  this  law  is  to  keep  the  State's  convicts  employed  so  far  as  is  possible,  in 
the  manufacture  of  the  various  articles  used  by  the  State  itself  and  its 
political  subdivisions.  It  has  been  found  in  practice  that  the  supplying  of 
such  articles,  to  the  State  and  its  subdivisions,  as  it  is  commercially  practic- 
able to  manufacture,  will  consume  much  less  than  the  aggregate  labor  at  the 
disposal  of  the  three  institutions.  The  needs  of  the  State  and  its  subdivisions 
at  present  keep  employed  only  about  one-third  of  the  available  labor,  but 
when  the  law  is  in  full  operation,  and  comes  to  be  generally  understood  and 
recognized  by  the  various  officials,  whose  duty  it  is  to  purchase  from  these 
institutions,  it  is  believed  that  about  one-half  of  the  labor  of  the  convicts  can 
be  so  employed;  exclusive  however,  of  those  employed  in  crushing  stone,  and 
in  other  road  making  devices,  the  extent  of  which  at  present  is  not  fully 
developed,  and  which  cannot  now,  with  the  brief  experience  already  had,  be 
definitely  estimated. 

Under  practical  manufacturing  conditions,  it  has  been  found  necessary  in 
order  to  manufacture  various  lines  of  goods  consumed  by  the  State,  to  install 
plants  for  that  purpose,  such  as  school  furniture,  clothing,  shoes,  printing, 
etc.  These  plants,  in  order  to  be  successful  in  point  of  product  and  produc- 
tion cost,  should  maintain  a  larger  output  than  the  State  and  its  subdivisions 
can  furnish  a  market  for 

The  concensus  of  the  opinion  of  a  legislative  committee  appointed  from  the 
Board  of  Prison  Industries  by  that  board,  is,  that  it  is  wise  that  an  amend- 
ment should  be  made  to  the  present  law  providing  that  after  all  articles  which 
can  practically  be  manufactured,  have  been  furnished  to  the  State  and  its 
subdivisions,  that  then  the  surplus  product  then  remaining  over  shall  be 
sold  in  the  open  market,  under  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable. 

The  committee,  therefore,  recommends  this  amendment,  believing  that  in 
a  large  measure  it  will  furnish  the  employment  now  so  much  needed  for  a 
large  proportion  of  the  convicts  who  are  now  idle.  It  goes  without  saying, 
that  from  every  consideration  of  humanity  and  of  economy,  it  is  highly 
desirable  that  all  of  these  convicts  should  be  employed. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  so  many  obstacles  have  been  placed  in  the  way 
of  a  full  and  fair  test  of  this  lav*,  I  would  be  reluctant  to  recommend  this 
change  in  the  law,  until  after  a  most  thorough  investigation  and  consideration 
of  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  such  a  change  might  defeat  the  purpose 
of  the  law;  that  is  to  say,  bring  convict  labor  into  competition  with  free  labor. 

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  asked  for,  for  the  running  expenses 
of  the  Board  of  Prison  Industries,  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  (|15,000)  per 
annum  for  the  biennial  period. 

The  officials  of  the  Southern  Penitentiary,  after  investigation  of  the  subject, 
will,  in  the  near  future,  if  the  present  law  can  be  so  amended  as  to  permit  it, 
install  a  binder-twine  plant  and  engage  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  that 
product  so  generally  used  by  the  farmers  of  the  State. 

So  profoundly  are  these  commissioners  impressed  with  the  conviction  that 
their  prison  can  carry  on  a  binding  twine  plant  which  will  add  materially 
to  the  State's  revenues,  while  afTording  relief  to  the  farmers  of  the  entire 
State,  without  appreciably  affecting  the  wages  of  free  labor,  that  I  earnestly 
recommend  that  the  General  Assembly  investigate  the  subject  thoroughly. 
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The  officials  of  the  Southern  Penitentiary  have  been  able  to  engage  nearly 
4m  their  convicts  in  daily  work.  The  Board  of  Prison  Industries  have  directed 
that  this  institution  shall  manufacture  among  other  things  crushed  stone. 
Nearly  350  convicts  are  now  employed  in  the  stone  department  This  number 
will  be  greatly  increased.  A  great  quantity  of  macadam  is  being  prepared 
4md  distributed  free  under  the  conditions  of  the  law,  to  such  political  divisions 
of  the  State  as  make  application  for  it.  Many  roads  are  being  built  or  im- 
proved by  utilizing  this  crushed  stone  which  is  thus  manufactured  in  such 
Jarge  quantities  by  the  convicts  of  this  institution.  These  conditions  do  not 
prevail  at  the  Illinois  Penitentiary  or  the  State  Reformatory,  hence  the  pro- 
portion of  convicts  employed  in  the  Southern  Penitentiary  is  greater  than  in 
•either  of  the  other  institutions. 

A  strict  enforcement  of  the  letter  of  the  law  would  require  every  official  of 
•the  State,  except  those  whose  printing  is  furnished  by  the  commissioners  of 
3tB,te  Contracts,  to  secure  all  books,  blanks,  and  other  printing  from  the 
Board  of  Prison  Industries.  In  every  county  in  the  State  are  printing  of&ces 
whose  owners  have  spent  large  amounts  of  money  to  enable  them  to  furnish 
officials  with  blanks  and  books.  These  offices  employ  a  large  number  of 
-skilled  mechanics.  To  enforce  this  law  as  it  now  stands,  would  not  only 
bring  great  financial  loss  upon  the  owners  of  these  printing  offices,  but  it 
would  force  out  of  employment,  or  drive  to  other  places,  the  skilled  mechanics 
now  employed.  This  enforces  the  very  thing  the  law  was  intended  to  avoid. 
The  legislature  never  intended,  I  am  certain,  to  greatly  cripple,  or  discriminate 
against,  any  one  industry  in  the  State. 

The  present  law  should  be  amended  in  this  particular  so  as  to  confine  the 

printing  to  a  limited  number  of  the  inmates  of  the  Reformatory.    The  press 

-of  the  State  has  done  more  than  any  other  agency  in  its  development,  and  no 

law  should  be  permitted  to  remain  upon  its  statute  books  which  is  capable 

-of  so  great  an  injury  to  its  enterprising  publishers. 

In  this  connection  I  suggest  the  wisdom  of  so  amending  the  law  as  to 
relieve  not  only  the  printing  industry  but  every  other  industry  from  being 
made  to  bear  alone  the  burden  connected  with  the  enforcement  of  this  law. 
This  can  be  done  by  diversifying  the  industries,  which  can  be  accomplished 
by  providing  by  statute  that  no  more  than  a  given  number  of  convicts  be 
employed  in  any  one  industry. 

THE  NATIONAL  OUABD. 

Under  the  Act  to  Promote  the  Efficiency  of  the  Militia,  passed  by  Congress 
and  approved  by  the  President,  January  21,  1903,  the  National  Guard  has 
become  a  part  of  the  military  force  of  the  United  States,  thus  giving  it  a 
definite  relation  with  the  United  States  Army.  The  passage  of  this  Act 
by  Congress  and  the  new  Military  and  Naval  Code  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  Illinois,  has  aided  the  Guard  of  this  State  in  taking  a  great  step  forward. 

OBOANIZATION. 

The  organized  militia  of  the  State  on  September  30,  1904,  consisted  of 
eight  regiments  of  infantry  (twelve  companies  each),  one  regiment  of  cav- 
alry (eight  troops),  one  battalion  of  artillery  (three  batteries),  one  company 
signal  troops,  and  one  hospital  and  ambulance  corps.  This  force  is  organ- 
ized in  four  brigades,  as  follows: 

First  Brigade — First  and  Second  infantry.  First  cavalry  and  Signal  Corps. 

Second  Brigade— Fourth  and  Fifth  infantry.  Artillery  battalion. 

Third  Brigade— Third  and  Sixth  infantry. 

Fourth  Brigade — Seventh  and  Eighth  infantry. 

The  medical  department  is  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Sur- 
geon General,  and  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  are  assigned  to  the  regimental 
and  battalion  organizations  whenever  the  interests  of  the  service  may  so 

demand. 

The  naval  reserve,  with  headquarters  at  Chicago,  consists  of  ten  divisions, 
two  of  which  are  engineering  divisions.  Six  divisions,  including  the  engineer- 
ing divisions,  are  locatei  in  Chicago.  Of  the  remaining  four  divisions,  one  is 
located  at  Moline,  one  at  Rock  Island,  one  at  Alton,  and  one  at  Qulncy. 
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Bach  of  these  divisions  has  Its  annual  crnise  on  Lake  Michigan  on  the 
United  States  steamer  Dorothea,  which  has  been  loaned  to  the  State  as  a 
training  ship. 

I  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  Adjutant  General,  that  the  following 
improvements  be  provided  at  Gamp  Lincoln,  namely:  a  cement  floor  in  the 
rear  of  the  line  of  mess  tents;  and  that  the  target  butts  be  repaired  and  com- 
pleted; that  the  horsesboe  bend  of  stagant  water  on  the  south  end  of  the- 
rifle  range  be  filled  and  leveled;  that  a  stone  guard-house  be  erected;  that 
additional  ground  be  purchased  to  increase  the  area  of  parade  and  tent 
grounds;  that  water  mains  be  laid  to  furnish  sufficient  supply  of  water; 
that  the  hospital  be  properly  furnished  and  fitted  up  with  proper  appliances; 
also  the  following  improvements  at  the  new  Arsenal,  namely:  that  it  be 
seated;  that  walks  and  drive  be  built  around  it;  and  that  chandeliers  and 
inside  blinds  be  purchased  for  it;  also  that  8,000  overcoats  be  furnished  the 
Illinois  National  Guard;  and  also  tb%t  improvements  be  made  in  the  Adju- 
tant General's  office. 

A  PENALTY  SUGGESTED. 

I  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  providing  a  penalty  for  the  offense  of 
dissuading,  or  attempting  to  dissuade,  young  men  from  serving  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Guard  of  the  State.  The  State  of  New  York  has  a  law  reading 
as  follows: 

"Sec.  171  b.  A  person  who,  either  by  himself  or  with  another,  wilfully 
deprives  a  member  of  the  National  Guard  of  his  employment,  or  prevents 
his  being  employed  by  himself  or  another,  or  obstructs  or  annoys  said  mem- 
ber of  said  National  Guard,  or  his  employer.  In  respect  of  his  trade,  business 
or  employment,  because  said  member  of  said  National  Guard  is  such  mem- 
ber, or  dissuades  any  person  from  enlistment  in  the  said  National  Guard  by 
threat  of  injury  to  him  in  case  he  shall  so  enlist,  in  respect  of  his  employ- 
ment, trade,  or  business,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

"Sec.  171  c.  No  association  or  corporation,  constituted  or  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  the  success  of  the  trade,  employment  or  business 
of  the  members  thereof,  shall  by  any  constitution,  rule,  by-law,  resolution, 
vote,  or  regulation,  discriminate  against  any  member  of  the  National  Guard 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  because  of  such  membership  in  respect  of  the  eligi- 
bility of  auch  member  of  the  said  National  Guard  to  membership  in  such 
association  or  corporation,  or  in  respect  of  his  right  to  retain  said  last  men- 
tioned membership;  it  being  the  purpose  of  this  section  and  the  section  im- 
mediately preceding  to  protect  a  member  of  the  said  National  Guard  from  dis- 
advantage in  his  means  of  livelihood  and  liberty  therein,  but  not  to  give 
him  any  preference  or  advantage  on  account  of  his  membership  of  said 
National  Guard.  A  person  who  aids  in  enforcing  any  such  provisions  against 
a  member  of  the  said  National  Guard  with  the  intent  to  discriminate  against 
him  because  of  such  membership,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor." 

I  believe  the  above  to  be  a  good,  sound  and  wholesome  law,  and  recommend 
the  passage  of  similar  legislation  by  Illinois.  I  believe  with  all  my  heart 
that  any  capitalist  who  discharges  a  young  man,,  because  the  young  man 
is  a  member  of  the  National  Guard  or  wants  to  be,  commits  a  crime;  and 
I  believe  with  all  my  heart  that  any  labor  organization  which  does  the  same 
thing,  commits  a  crime.  The  State  Guard  has  no  enemies  but  the  enemies 
of  the  law.  The  Guard  commits  no  crime  unless  the  upholding  of  the  law 
be  an  offense.  Now  the  upholding  of  the  law  cannot  be  an  offense.  The 
protection  of  life  and  property  must  go  on  in  America.  There  must  be  an 
adequate  armed  force  to  secure  the  preservation  of  life  and  property  in 
America.  Otherwise  there  can  be  no  peace  and  no  safety  and  no  liberty. 
The  Iltinola  National  Guard  never  has  been  led  and  never  will  be  led  to  the 
aid  of  wrong  or  to  the  aid  of  oppression.  But  the  members  of  that  guard 
have  taken  a  solemn  oath  to  defend  and  protect  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States  against  all  enemies,  both  domestic  and 
foreign,  and  that  oath  they  will  keep.  No  man  can  Justly  complain  of  this. 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  when  on  Labor  Day,  1903,  at  Springfield,  I  addressed 
a  great  throng  of  representatives  of  organized  labor,  and  gave  utterance  to 
these  sentiments,  in  substantially  the  same  words,  there  was  not  a  dissenting 
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voice;  and  I  anticipate  and  pi  edict  no  opposition  to  this  new  law  from 
organized  labor.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  organized  capital  will  be  equally 
wise  and  patriotic. 

THE  LOUISIANA  PUJICHASE  EXPOSITION. 

The  General  Assembly  of  Illinois,  in  the  session  of  1901,  appropriated 
$250,000  to  provide  for  the  proper  participation  of  the  State  in  this  greatest 
of  expositions  which  has  just  closed  its  gates  upon  the  grandest  exhibit  of 
the  world's  peoples,  products  and  industries  ever  brought  together  in  one 
place.  Illinois  has  been  fortunate  Indeed  to  have  been  so  closely  and 
intimately  associated  with  two  of  the  greatest  expositions  in  the  world's 
history,  that  at  Chicago  in  1893,  and  the  one  in  St.  Louis  in  1904.  The  people 
of  the  State  have  benefited  and  will  benefit  from  these  expositions  in  many 
ways. 

The  fund  appropriated  was  expended  under  the  direction  of  a  commission 
of  fifteen  members,  representing  both  political  parties,  appointed  from  all 
portions  of  the  State,  and  representing  many  of  its  business  interests.  Under 
the  direction  of  this  commission,  a  beautiful  and  commodious  State  building 
was  erected  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  people  of  the  State  who 
should  visit  the  exposition.  Exhibits  were  made  of  the  products  of  agricul- 
ture, horticulture  and  dairy  from  the  farms.  The  mines  of  the  State  gave 
forth  the  best  specimens  of  coal,  lead  and  zinc.  An  exhibit  of  the  fish  from 
the  streams  and  rivers  was  made  in  the  Government  building.  The  flocks 
and  herds  of  Illinois  were  well  represented  in  the  live  stock  exhibit.  The 
public  and  normal  schools,  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  other  schools,  gave 
the  peoples  of  the  world  an  idea  of  our  educational  systems.  The  Institutions 
for  the  Education  of  the  Blind  and  the  Deaf  took  children  to  the  Exposition 
and  in  the  Education  Building  demonstrated  in  what  manner  the  State  is 
caring  for  the  education  of  the  unfortunate.  How  the  State  deals  with  its 
wayward  children  was  shown  m  the  exhibits  made  by  the  Juvenile  Court 
for  boys,  and  the  State  Training  School  for  Girls.  Fourteen  separate  ex- 
hibits were  maintained  under  the  auspices  of  the  Illinois  Commission. 

The  members  of  this  commission  served  without  pay,  and  conscientiously 
contributed  their  time  and  best  thought  to  the  success  of  the  participatioi 
of  the  State,  and  the  people  cannot  but  be  well  pleased  with  the  services 
rendered.  A  considerable  amount  of  the  appropriation  will  remain  unex- 
pended, as  will  be  shown  in  the  final  report  of  this  commission,  which 
refiects  credit  upon  the  business  management  and  good  judgment'  of  the 
members  of  the  Commission. 

HIGHWAY   IMPROVEMENT. 

•The  Forty-third  General  Assembly  instructed  me  to  appoint  a  commission 
of  three  persons,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  investigate  the  problems  pertain- 
ing to  highway  improvement  in  Illinois,  and  report  thereon  to  you. 

The  commission  was  duly  appointed,  and  has  performed  its  work  with 
zeal  and  intelligence.  1  commend  the  report  of  the  commission  to  your  most 
serious  consideration. 

During  the  winter  of  1903-04  the  condition  of  wagon  roads  throughout  the 
country  was  such  as  to  almost  constitute  a  national  calamity.  The  great 
business  industries  were  affected  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  were  the  far- 
mers themselves,  and  trade  and  traffic  were  practically  tied  up  for  many 
weeks.  People  came  to  realize  then,  as  never  before,  the  vast  importance 
of  our  country  wagon  roads,  as  related  to  the  commerce  of  the  country. 
The  conviction  has  been  forced  upon  our  minds  that  the  improvement  of 
these  most  necessary  of  all  the  channels  of  traffic  should  not  be  left  to  the 
unaided  efforts  and  expenditures  of  the  farmers,  but  that  the  cities  and  the 
great  corporations  of  the  country,  whose  prosperity  depend  upon  the  farmer, 
should  assume  a  reasonable  part  of  their  cost  of  construction. 

This  is  a  subject  that  has  received  more  careful  thought  in  some  jof  the 
older  states  than  we  in  Illinois  have  yet  given  it.  While  we  may  in  a  large 
measure  benefit  by  the  experience  of  others,  there  are  yet  many  conditions 
in  Illinois  which  are  peculiar  and  exceptional.

The  Forty-third  General  Assembly  did  a  wise  thing  in  ordering  a  careful 
study  of  the  problem  before  undertaking  to  act  upon  this  important  matter. 
It  is  is  undeniably  true  that  the  road  laws  of  the  State  need  revision,  and 
that  the  people  should  be  given  a  system  by  which  the  enormous  amounts  of 
money  annually  paid  by  them  in  the  form  of  road  taxes  be  used  In  such  a 
manner  as  to  secure  better  and  more  permaneat  results  than  have  yet  been 
obtained. 

Whatever  you  in  your  wisdom  may  decide  to  do  for  the  cause  of  highway 
improvement,  I  would  especially  recommend  a  liberal  appropriation  for 
experimental  work  and  practical  demonstration.  The  Good  Roads  Commis- 
sion so  far  has  been  restricted  to  study  and  investigation  of  the  various 
problems  of  road  building  in  Illinois.  It  has  neither  the  authority  nor  the 
means  for  doing  any  practical  work.  Such  authority  and  such  means  should 
be  given  It,  subject  always  to  the  popular  will  of  communities  through  which 
improved  highways  may  pass,  and  safeguarding  the  people  from  having  a 
system  of  improvement  forced  upon  them  which  they  themselves  do  not  desire. 

ILLINOIS    STATE  DEPARTMENT  OF   HI8T0BY. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  collection  and  utilization  of 
material  to  elucidate  and  perpetuate  State  history,  Illinois  has  been  far  sur- 
passed by  almost  all  of  its  neighboring  states. 

The  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly,  in  1889,  authorized  the  founding  of  a 
State  Historical  Library  at  this  capitol,  which,  with  meagre  state  appropria- 
tions, by  the  wise  and  faithful  management  of  its  trustees,  appointed  by  the 
Crovemor,  and  serving  without  pay,  has  grown  to  be  a  collection  of  historic 
data  of  incalculable  value.  As  an  adjunct  to  that  library  there  was  organized 
in  1899,  and  duly  incorporated,  an  lillnois  SUte  Historical  Society,  whose 
patriotic  and  cultured  members  have,  voluntarily  and  gratuitously,  instituted 
extensive  and  intelligent  research  in  every  department  of  Illinois  history, 
giving  to  the  cause  their  time,  means  and  talents,  and  to  the  public  th% 
results  of  their  labors  in  live  annual  volumes  of  Transactions  which  are 
admittedly  a  high  credit  to  the  State. 

The  rapidly  increasing  interest  among  our  educated  and  educating  classes 
in  the  history  of  our  State,  in  my  opinion,  will  justify — if  not  demand — 
your  liberal  support  of  the  State's  Historical  Library,  and  substantial 
encouragement  of  the  State  Historical  Society — particularly  to  enable 
the  latter  to  obtain  from  the  archives  of  Canada,  Virginia,  New  York  and 
France  transcripts  of  documents  and  records  bearing  upon  the  early  history 
of  Illinois  that  are  at  present  inaccessible  to  the  Society,  and  cannot  be 
obtained  without  financial  aid. 

To  further  the  beneficent  educational  work  of  the  Historical  Library  and 
Socriety,  without  additional  tax  upon  the  treasury,  1  would  recommend  that 
the  amendment  to  the  Act  of  1889,  founding  the  Historical  Library,  adopted 
by  the  Forty-third  General  Assembly,  constituting  the  State  Historical  So- 
ciety a  "Department"  of  the  Library,  be  further  amended  so  as  to  change 
the  title  of  the  State  Historical  Library  to  the  Illinois  State  Department 
of  History;  and  further  providing  that  the  Historical  Library  and  Historical 
Society  shall  be  co-ordinate  branches  thereof. 

IMPBOVEMENT   OF   NAVIGATION   OF  THE   MISSISSIPPI. 

The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  at  its  last  session,  adopted  a 
resolution  reading  as  follows: 

"Concurrent  Resolution  of  Louisiana  Legislature,  Endorsing  Levee  Con- 
vention held  in  New  Orleans,  La..  Oct.  27th,  1903. 

"Be  it  Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  that  we 
do  hereby  most  earnestly  endorse  the  purposes,  work  and  resolutions  of  the 
Interstate  Mississippi  River  Levee  Convention  held  at  New  Orleans,  La.,  Oct.* 
27  th,  1903.' 
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In  regard  to  this  resolution,  I  have  received  the  following  communication: 

* 'Interstate  Mississippi  River  Improyement  and  Levee  Association. 

New  Obleans,  Dec.  31st,  1903. 
Hon,  Richard  Yates,  Springfleldt  III. 

Mt  Deab  Sir:  The  Louisiana  Legislature  at  Its  recent  session,  adopted  a. 
concurrent  resolution  endorsing  the  Mississippi  River  Levee  Convention  held 
at  New  Orleans,  La.,  Oct  27th,  1903.  The  copy  of  this  resolution  passed  by 
the  Louisiana  Legislature.  I  enclose  to  you. 

"It  would  help  the  cause  of  levee  protection  materially  if  the  Legislature 
of  your  state,  at  its  present  or  coming  session,  would  adopt  a  resolution 
similar  in  character  or  on  the  same  lines. 

"If  agreeable  to  you,  we  would  like  very  much  to  have  you  suggest  ta 
members  of  your  General  Assembly  the  Importance  of  proposing  and  adopting 
such  resolution,  so  that  some  one  or  two  members  thereof  in  the  House  and 
Senate,  can  move  the  passage  of  such  resolution. 

"When  adopted,  our  Committee  would  like  to  have  a  copy  of  same  to  use 
in  Washington  with  the  Congressional  Committees  having  charge  of  river 
and  harbor  appropriations.

I  earnestly  urge  most  serious  and  favorable  consideration  of  this  subject,, 
so  important  to  all  states  adjacent  to  the  Mississippi  River. 

TENNESSEE    BATTLE    FLAG. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  in  the  year  1903,  adopted 
a  Joint  resolution  reading  as  follows: 

"House  Joint  Resolution,  No.  16. 

"Whereas,  In  the  raid  made  by  Gen.  N.  B.  Forrest,  into  Memphis,  Tennessee, 
on  August  21,  1864,  the  color-bearer  of  Barteau's  Second  Tennessee,  Cavalry 
was  wounded,  and  thereby  the  flag  of  said  regiment  fell  into  the  hands  of  an 
Illinois  regiment;  and 

"Whereas,  The  said  flag  was  taken  back  to  Illinois,  and  is  now  among  the 
souvenirs  of  the  war  kept  in  the  Capitol  at  Springfield,  Illinois:  now,  there- 
fore, 

**Be  it  Resolved  hy  the  General  Assemhly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  That 
the  State  of  Illinois  be  and  is  hereby  earnestly  requested  to  return  said  flag 
to  the  State  of  Tennessee,  that  it  may  be  preserved  In  our  State  Capitol. 

"Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  forward  a  cer- 
tifled  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  Governor  of  Illinois. 
"Adopted  January  19,  1903.

In  relation  to  this  resolution  I  have  received  from  the  State  Officers  of 
Tennessee  requests  that  the  battle-flag  mentioned  be  returned  by  Illinois  to 
Tennessee.  The  sole  power  to  authorize  such  action  abides  in  you,  the 
General  Assembly  of  Illinois,  and  it  accordingly  becomes  my  duty  to  submit 
and  transmit  this  resolution  to  you,  for  sucl^  ^ction  as,  in  your  discretion, 
you  may  deem  proper.  I  cannot  see  my  way  MeSi^  ^^  recommend  the  return 
of  this  flag,  and  were  I  to  make  any  recotni^^^ation  at  all,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  it  not  be  returned,  as  I  bellevQ  *^^  ialhers  would  not  wish  it 
returned.  But  this  is  unlike  a  matter  of  X^J^U^.tV^^'  '^^®  Governor  has  no 
voice  in  this  matter.  ^\y 
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ILLINOIS  MONUMENT  AT  ANDERSONVILLE. 

The  last  state  convention  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of  Illinois 
adopted  resolutions  favoring  the  erection  by  our  State  of  a  monument  at 
Andersonvllle,  to  commemorate  the  sufferings  and  death  of  Illinois  volun- 
teers who  were  confined  there  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion.  The  follow- 
ing states  have  erected  such  monuments:  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio, 
Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  Jersey  and  Rhode  Island.  The  cost  of  these 
monuments  has  varied  from  $2,500.00  to  $10,000.00  each.  This  matter  will 
be  presented  to  this  General  Assembly  by  committees  selected  by  the  Veterans 
of  Illinois,  and  should  not  be  ignored.  Illinois  should  not  allow  New  York. 
Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  and  even  New  Jersey  and  Rhode  Island,  to  surpass 
her  in  this  particular. 

THE   VICKSBUBO    COMMISSION. 

In  pursuance  of  an  Act  approved  May  14,  1903,  creating  the  Illinois  Vicks- 
burg  Military  Park  Commission,  the  Commissioners  therein  authorized  were 
appointed  by  me. 

Within  a  short  time  printed  copies  of  the  report  of  their  acts,  submitted  to 
me,  will  be  laid  before  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives for  their  information  and  consideration. 

Contracts  for  nearly  all  of  the  monumental  work  contemplated  in  the  Act 
have  been  let,  and  the  work  is  now  in  process  of  construction. 

There  will  be  seventy-nine  Regimental  monuments,  to  commemorate  that 
number  of  distinct  Illinois  organizations,  distributed  along  the  various  road- 
ways within  the  National  Military  Park — and  also  eighty  regimental  markers 
to  designate  particular  locations  upon  which  the  men  from  Illinois  performed 
specific  duty  at  various  times  during  the  assault  and  siege.  These  monu- 
ments and  also  the  markers  will  each  be  uniform  in  size,  design  and  material; 
as  there  was  no  difference  in  patriotism,  in  devotion  to  duty,  in  daring  and 
the  performance  of  heroic  deeds,  nor  of  patient  endurance  under  privations 
and  hardships  on  the  part  of  the  men  then,  so  there  is  to  be  no  difference  in 
their  monuments  now. 

The  spirit  of  Illinois  dominated  this  matchless  campaign,  not  only  because 
she  furnished  the  master  military  mind  that  conceived  it  and  planned  and 
carried  it  into  successful  execution,  but  also  because  she  supplied  a  larger 
number  of  officers  and  men  than  any  other  two  states.  It  seems  therefore 
entirely  appropriate  that  the  State  Monument  erected  by  Illinois  to  com- 
memorate the  deeds  of  all  her  sons  who  participated  in  that  campaign  from 
March  29th  to  July  4th,  1863,  shall  likewise  be  more  imposing  and  more 
conspicuous  in  design  and  location  than  the  monument  of  any  other  state. 

The  State  monument,  a  temple  of  fame  to  the  valor  of  Illinois,  is  to  be 
located  upon  the  highest  knoll  of  ground  between  Cairo  and  New  Orleans, 
near  to  the  center  of  General  Logan's  siege  operations.  Upon  its  interior 
wall  will  be  Inscribed  not  only  the  names  of  the  great  Civil  leaders  of  >  no 
Nation  and  of  the  State  during  that  period,  and  of  the  general  officers  from 
Illinois;  but  the  names  of  each  one  of  the  more  than  thirty  thousand  men 
from  Illinois,  from  colonels  to  privates,  who  participated  in  this  struggle, 
will  also  be  preserved  in  imperishable  bronze. 

The  Act  contemplates  the  expenditure  of  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  purposes  herein  named,  and  appropriates  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  toward  this  amount.  The  commission 
expects  to  complete  the  work  contemplated  within  the  amount  originally 
named. 

I  cordially  approve  of  the  work  thus  far  accomplished  by  them,  and  recom- 
mend  that  any  unexpended  balance  of  the  $150,000  heretofore  set  apart  for 
this  purpose  be  re-appropriated,  and  that  the  further  sura  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  be  appropriated  so  as  to  make  the  total  sum  of  $260,000, 
available. 

As  this  work  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  dedication  and  delivery  to 
the  National  Government  before  another  General  Assembly  of  this  State 
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will  couyene,  I  most  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  the  neoessity  of 
making  a  suitable  appropriation  to  cover  the  expenses  of  properly  dedicating, 
with  fitting  ceremony,  these  memorial  tributes  of  a  grateful  people. 

EXPOSITION  AT  JAMESTOWN,  VIBOINIA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  has  passed  and, 
by  its  Governor,  transmitted  to  this  State,  a  Joint  resolution  providing  for  an 
International  Exposition  on  the  shores  of  Hampton  Roads,  to  commemorate 
the  first  permanent  Anglo-American  settlement  of  this  continent,  made  at 
Jamestown  on  the  13th  day  of  May,  1607,  and  one  of  Virginia's  most  dis- 
tinguished sons.  General  Fitzhugh  Lee,  has  forwarded  a  letter  reading  as 
follows : 

"Norfolk.  Va.,  July  12,  1904. 
To  His  Excellency,  Honorable  RicTiard  Yates,  Oovemor  of  Illinois,  Bprinfffletd^ 

Illinois. 

My  Deab  Sib:  I  write  to  say  that  this  Company  greatly  appreciates  your 
letter  to  Mr.  G.  T.  Sheppard,  its  Secretary,  in  which  you  express  your  interest 
in  the  proposed  celebration  of  the  first  permanent  English  settlement  in 
America,  and  to  ask  the  co-operation  of  your  State  in  the  celebration  of  this 
great  historical  event. 

We  propose  to  hold.  In  the  year  1907,  on  the  borders  of  Hampton  Roads, 
Virginia,  a  great  naval,  marine  and  industrial  exposition,  in  which  all  the 
American  states  are  invited  to  participate,  because  all  are  interested  in 
appropriately  marking  the  beginning  of  the  history  of  our  country.  In  the 
language  of  President  Roosevelt:  "The  first  permanent  settlement  of  English- 
speaking  people  on  American  soil,  at  Jamestown  in  1607,  marks  the  beginning 
of  the  history  of  the  United  States.  The  three  hundredth  anniversary  of 
that  event  must  be  commemorated  by  the  people  of  our  Union  as  a  whole.' 

Inasmuch  as  the  General  Assembly  of  your  State  will  convene  the  coming 
winter.  I  desire  to  ascertain  if  it  is  possible  for  you  to  embody  in  your  mes- 
sage to  your  General  Assembly  a  recommendation  that  an  appropriation  be 
made  to  enable  your  State  to  exhibit  its  resources  at  the  Jamestown  Ter^ 
centennial  and  Naval-Marine  Exposition. 

I  should  be  greatly  obliged,  too,  if  you  would  give  me  the  names  of  such 
members  of  your  General  Assembly  as  you  think  might  be  interested  in  this 
matter. 

I  shall  consider  it  an  honor  to  visit  your  Capital  on  behalf  of  the  James- 
town Tercentennial  and  Naval-Marine  Exposition,  at  sometime  during  the 
next  session  of  your  General  Assembly

Unquestionably,  not  only  the  United  States  Government,  but  every  great 
State  will  be  suitably  represented,  and  will  appropriately  participate  in  this 
E«xposition.  I  recommenc-  such  legislation  and  appropriation  as  will  enable 
Illinois  to  be  properly  represented. 

The  suggestion  of  General  I^ee  that  he  will  be  glad  to  visit  Springfield  to 
present  this  matter  at  the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  should 
not  pass  unnoticed.  Illinois  should  do  herself  the  honor  to  invite  General 
Lee  to  come,  his  valor  in  the  Spanish-American  War  having  been  no  less 
conspicuous  than  it  was  when,  in  the  days  of  old,  he  fought  for  the  cause 
that  was  lost.

Our  Exposition  will  com- 
memorate the  100th  anniversary  of  the  exploration  of  the  Oregon  Country 
(comprising  the  present  states  of  Oregon,  Washington  and  Idaho,  and  con- 
siderable portions  of  Montana  and  Wyoming)  by  Captains  Meriwether  Lewis 
and  William  Clark,  under  a  commission  issued  by  Thomas  Jefferson.  President 
of  the  United  States. 

We  desire  your  State  to  make  as  complete  an  exhibit  as  practicable,  and 
to  erect  a  State  building.  Doubtless  a  considerable  portion  of  the  exhibit 
to  be  made  at  St.  Louis  next  year  could  be  transferred  to  Portland.  I  desire 
to  enlist  your  official  co-operation  and  support  in  this  movement,  and  will 
thank  you  to  give  the  matter  your  personal  attention  and  to  advise  what 
steps  must  be  taken  in  order  to  secure  the  necessary  action  by  your  State. 

Should  you  require  further  information  respecting  our  EiXpositlon,  we  are 
prepared  to  furnish,  through  the  Division  of  Exploitation,  any  data  that 
may  be  required.

CONCLUSION. 

Regarding  the  several  appropriations  recommended  or  suggested  in  the 
course  of  this  message,  it  is  my  desire  that  they  be  considered  in  strict  rela- 
tion to  the  general  financial  condition  of  the  State.  Parsimony  is  not 
economy,  nor  is  judicious  liberality  to  be  regarded  as  extravagance.  I  do 
not  favor  the  increase  of  any  appropriation  unless  it  be  clearly  Justified 
by  conditions  and  circumstances,  but  where  it  is  obviously  necessary,  I  have 
no  hesitancy  in  recommending  it,  and  the  General  Assembly  should  have 
no  hesitancy  in  voting  for  it.

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  announced  that  a  quorum 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  was  present. 

The  Doorkeeper  of  the  Hotiso  of  Representatives  announced  the  pres- 
ence of  the  retiring  State  officers  and  the  State  officers  elect,  and  by  order 
of  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  they  were  escorted  to 
seats  reserved  for  them. 

The  Sj)eaker  announced  that  a  quorum  of  both  houses  having  answered 
to  their  names,  the  joint  session  was  duly  convened  for  the  purpose  of 
witnessing  the  inauguration  of  the  State  officers-elect. 

^fr.  Burnett,  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  to  notify  the  State 
officers-elect  of  tht^r  election,  reported  that  the  committee  had  performed 
that  duty  and  that  the  State  officers-elect  were  present  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  the  oath  of  office. 
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Mr.  Church,  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Su- 
preme Court,  reported  that  the  committee  had  performed  that  duty,  and 
that  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  were  in  attendance. 

Thereupon,  the  following  State  officers-elect,  to-wit : 

Charles  S.  Deneen^  Governor, 

Jahes  a.  Kose^  Secretary  of  State, 

James  S.  McC  ullougii^  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts, 

Len  Small^  Treasurer, 

William  H.  Stead^  Attorney  General, 

appeared  at  the  bar  of  the  House,  in  the  presence  of  the  joint  session 
and  the  people  assembled,  and  the  oath  of  office,  as  provided  by  section 
25  of  article  5  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  was  adminis- 
tered separately  to  each  of  the  above  named  State  officers-elect  by  James 
B.  Ricks,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  surrendered  the  gavel 
to  Hon.  Richard  Yates,  retiring  Governor,  who  in  a  few  appropriate 
words  introduced  Governor  Charles  S.  Deneen,  who  delivered  the  follow- 
ing inaugural  address: 

To  the  HonfjrablCn  the  Forty-fourth  General  Asserahlv: 

The  Constitution  provides  that  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  at  the 
commencement  of  each  session  and  at  the  close  of  his  term  of  office,  give  to 
the  General  Assembly,  information  by  message  of  the  condition  of  the  State 
and  shall  recommend  such  measures  as  he  shall  deem  expedient.  In  com- 
pliance with  this  mandate  Governor  Yates  has  submitted  to  you  an  able 
message  showing  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  State. 

It  has  also  been  the  custom  for  the  incoming  Governor  to  deliver,  at 
his  inauguration,  an  address  suggesting  such  policies  of  legislation  as  he 
deemed  expedient.  In  observance  of  this  unbroken  custom,  £  submit  the  fol- 
lowing: 

FRIMABY   LAW. 

Our  state  needs  a  compulsory  primary  law.  In  but  six  of  our  counties 
is  there  such  a  law.  In  the  other  ninety-six  counties,  the  rules  for  con- 
ducting primaries  are  made  by  the  committees.  In  these,  the  committees 
have  unlimited  power — the  power  of  legislation,  the  power  of  administra- 
tion and  the  power  of  adjudication,  in  party  matters.  In  ninety-six  coun- 
ties of  our  State,  the  committees  may  call  the  conventions  when  they  choose, 
determine  where  the  primaries  shall  be  held — whether  one  for  each  county 
or  one  for  each  township  therein;  may  prescribe  the  method  of  conduct- 
ing the  primaries — ^by  voice,  by  display  of  hands  or  by  ballot;  may  select 
officers  of  the  primaries,  define  the  qualifications  of  voters,  appoint  judges 
and  clerks,  challengers  and  watchers,  and  may  deny  to  unfriendly  factions 
the  right  of  challengers  and  watchers  in  the  polling  places.  In  ninety- 
six  counties  of  our  State,  it  is  no  crime  either  to  buy  or  sell  votes  at  such 
primaries;  nor  is  it  a  crime  for  members  of  other  political  parties  or  resi- 
dents of  other  counties  or  states  to  A'ote  at  such  primaries.  It  is  no  crime 
for  a  voter  to  cast  more  than  one  ballot,  or  for  the  judgec  to  receive  more 
than  one  ballot  from  the  same  person,  at  such  primaries;  nor  is  it  a  crime 
for  the  judges  and  clerks  to  make  false  returns  of  the  vote  cast. 

Out  of  these  evils  has  arisen  another  evil,  that  of  the  double  conven- 
tion. Such  is  the  lack  of  confidence  in  the  conduct  of  our  primaries  that, 
in  warmly  contested  primary  elections,  each  faction  holds  its  own  conven- 
tion, in  the  hope  that  the  committee  on  credentials  in  the  higher  conven- 
tion will  recognize  Its  claims. 
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Because  of  the  chaotic  condition  of  our  primary  system,  there  has 
grown  up  in  the  State  a  very  general  demand,  regardless  of  party,  for  a 
compulsory  primary  election  law,  and  I  believe  such  a  law  should  be  enacted, 
embodying,  at  least,  these  features: 

Provisions  requiring  each  political  party  to  hold  its  primaries  In  every 
county  and  township  in  the  State  on  the  same  day;  that  the  day  and  hours 
shall  be  fixed  in  the  statutes;  that  judges  and  clerks  therefor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  judge  of  the  county  court;  that  the  names  of  all  candidates 
for  offices  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot,  with  squares  in  front  of  each,  thus 
giving  to  the  voter  an  opportunity  to  designate  his  choice.  In  short  that 
primaries  shall  be  held  under  the  safeguards  which  surround  regular  elec- 
tions. 

Because  of  the  great  public  interest  in  fair  primaries,  I  recommend 
that  appropriate  committees  be  appointed  as  early  as  a  wise  selection  can 
be  made,  and  that  frequent  public  hearings  be  had,  to  the  end  that  a  prac- 
tical and  usable  law  may  be  enacted  which  will  afford  the  fullest  oppor- 
tunity for  the  expression  of  the  popular  will  in  the  selection  of  candidates 
by  political  parties. 

CIVIL   SERVICE. 

Our  State  supports  many  institutions  for  the  care  of  the  insane,  tbe 
feeble-minded  and  the  criminal  classes.  Several  hundred  people  are  em- 
ployed in  various  capacities  in  these  institutions.  Their  tenure  of  office 
is  now  at  the  mercy  of  factions  and  of  parties.  The  duties  of  many  of  these 
employes  require  peculiar  taste,  education  and  experience.  There  is  a  very 
general  demand  that  the  tenure  of  office  of  such  persons  shall  be  free  from 
the  accidents  of  factional  and  party  triumphs.  The  employes  of  the  State 
should  be  encouraged  to  acquire  skill,  education  and  experience  in  the  line 
of  their  duties,  and  they  should  be  given  the  assurance  that  they  will  re- 
main in  its  employment  while  their  services  are  efficient,  regardless  of  party 
vicissitudes. 

Civil  service  laws  are  no  longer  looked  upon  as  experiments.  They  are 
in  successful  operation  in  most  of  the  European  governments  and  in  many 
of  our  States.  Our  national  civil  service  law  has  the  approval  of  the  peo- 
ple throughout  the  country.  Both  the  great  political  parties  in  this  State 
favored  a  civil  service  law  in  their  last  platforms.  The  time,  therefore,  for 
discussion  has  passed;  the  time  for  action  has  come,  and  the  people  will 
expect  you  to  carry  out  their  will  in  this  regard. 

PaACTICE   ACT. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Practice  Commission  appointed 
by  Governor  Tanner  by  authority  of  a  joint  resolution  of  the  General  As- 
sembly on  March  15,  1899.  Four  out  of  five  of  its  members  were  recom- 
mended by  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Appellate  Court  for  the  First  District, 
the  Illinois  State  Bar  Association  and  the  Chicago  Bar  Association.  They 
held  open  sittings  in  each  of  the  appellate  court  districts  of  the  State,  for 
suggestions  by  the  bench  and  by  the  bar.  After  being  in  actual  session 
for  fifty  days,  they  issued  a  preliminary  report  and  sent  copies  of  It  into 
every  county  in  Illinois,  inviting  criticism  upon  it.  Out  of  five  hundred 
suggested  changes,  one  hundred  and  fifty  were  adopted  and  submitted  to 
the  General  Assembly.  But  three  of  the  reforms  urged  were  enacted  into 
law.  The  work  of  the  commission  has  now  been  before'  the  people  of  the 
State  for  nearly  four  years,  and  little  adverse  criticism  has  been  made  upon 
it.  It  has  been  published  by  the  Illinois  State  Bar  Association  and  the  Ch!- 
caco  Bar  Association,  and  each  of  these  learned  bodies  has  a  special  com- 
mittee charged  with  the  duty  of  urging  that  you  take  action  thereon  at 
this  session. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  pressing  importance  of  this  matter,  par- 
ticularly to  Cook  County.  There,  the  administration  of  the  law  has  been 
attended  with  so  much  delay  as  to  amount  in  many  instances  to  a  denial 
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of  Justice.  This  is  due  somewhat  to  imperfections  in  our  system  of  prac- 
tice. These  should  be  remedied.  To  be  respected,  the  administration  of  the 
law  should  be  such  that.  In  the  language  of  our  bill  of  rights,  the  citizen 
can  obtain  right  and  justice  not  only  freely,  but  "completely  and  without 
denial,  promptly,  and  without  delay."  We  need  in  this  State  to  cultivate 
a  higher  respect  for  the  law  and  its  administration,  and  anything  that  tends 
to  secure  that  end  should  receive  the  prompt  and  careful  consideration  of 
the  Genera]  Assembly. 

While  it  is  impracticable  at  this  time  to  discuss  the  merits  of  the  va- 
rious acts  proposed  by  the  Practice  Commission,  I  would  direct  your  special 
attention  to  those  pertaining  to  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus.  In  recent  years, 
frequent  recourse  has  been  had  to  this  writ  as  a  substitute  for  other  legal 
methods  of  procedure,  and  oftentimes  as  a  substitute  for  the  writ  of  error, 
resulting,  in  many  instances,  ih  the  discharge  of  a  prisoner  on  points  of 
law  decided  adversely  by  another  judge  in  some  previous  proceeding  in  the 
case.  Subsequent  applications  for  the  writ,  on  similar  or  like  grounds, 
directed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  have  been  denied,  thus  showing  that  prison- 
ers, in  many  cases,  instead  of  being  held  without  due  process  of  law,  have 
been  discharged  without  due  process  of  law.  The  numerous  instances  in 
late  years  of  the  abuse  of  this  writ  emphasize  the  necessity  for  reform  in 
relation  thereto. 

Many  of  the  other  acts  suggested  by  the  commission  as  amendments 
to  the  criminal  law,  would,  in  my  judgment,  tend  to  expedite  the  trial  of 
criminal  cases,  and  to  them  might  appropriately  be  added  an  act  limiting 
the  right  to  a  writ  of  error  in  criminal  cases  to  applications  to  the  Supreme 
Court.  Not  only  are  results  too  long  delayed  where  the  case  passes  through 
two  appellate  courts,  but  a  second  trial  after  such  delay  often  becomes  im- 
practicable, by  reason  of  the  absence  of  witnesses,  loss  of  memory  or  other 
causes.  For  the  purpose  of  avoiding  such  delays  and  to  the  end  that  ques- 
tions of  law  in  criminal  cases  may  be  speedily  determined,  both  for  the 
State  and  for  the  defendant,  I  believe  that  all  such  cases  should  go  direct 
to  the  court  of  last  resort,  whose  decisions  would  be  authoritative  as  to  the 
law  in  all  parts  of  the  State. 

GEOLOGICAL  SXTRVEY. 

I  suggest  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  an  efficient  geological  survey 
of  our  State.  No  other  State  of  our  interior  which  approaches  Illinois  in 
population  and  resources  has  done  so  little  in  this  line.  The  mineral  re- 
sources of  Illinois  and  the  industries  dependent  upon  them  are  extensive. 
The  latest  available  statistics  are  as  follows: 

Coal    133,000,000 

Clay  products   10,000,000 

Building  stone    3,000,000 

Cements    1,000,200 

LfOad  and  zinc  ores  300,000 

Fluorspar    130,000 

Glass  sand    115,000 

Mineral  waters   100,000 

An  efficient  geological  survey  would  supply  accurate  knowledge  of.  the 
geological  formations  of  the  State  and  of  their  relations  one  to  another. 
The  problem  of  developing  the  coal  resources  of  the  State;  of  the  treatment 
of  clay  and  the  combinations  of  the  various  sorts  of  clays;  of  testing  stone 
for  constructional  purposes;  of  determining  to  what  purposes  each  stone 
is  adapted  and  of  the  utilization  of  native  stone  not  now  in  the  market;  of 
the  combinations  of  available  material  for  good  cements,  in  which  because 
of  heavy  transportation  charges  it  is  essential  to  have  the  places  of  manu- 
facture as  near  as  possible  to  the  places  of  consumption;  of  the  locating  of 
available  supplies  of  road  material  and  of  pointing  the  way  to  their  use; 
of  making  known  the  available  sources  of  supply  of  good  water,  and  of  the 
draining  of  our  marsh  lands — would  all  fall  within  the  sphere  of  an  efficient 
geological  survey. 
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There  is  a  growing  demand  for  such  information,  and  its  dissemination 
would  tend  to  stimulate  the  development  of  our  mineral  resources.  I  be- 
lieve that  a  reasonable  appropriation  for  the  beginning  of  such  a  worfc 
should  be  made. 

AOKICTTLTUBAL  COLLEGE. 

I  commend  to  your  careful  consideration  an  investigation  of  the  agri- 
cultural college  of  the  University  of  Illinois  and  of  the  valuable  services, 
rendered  by  that  institution,  to  the  end  that  the  sphere  of  its  usefulness  may 
be  enlarged.  In  this  connection,  I  believe  that  the  attention  of  our  citizens 
should  be  called  to  a  few  of  the  discoveries  made  by  the  Experiment  Sta- 
tion at  the  Agricultural  College.  For  example,  it  has  increased  the  oil 
content  of  corn  by  one-third,  raising  its  market  value  five  cents  per  bushel. 
The  general  application  of  the  discovery  to  the  corn  crop  of  the  State  would 
increase  by  $2,500,000  the  value  of  the  com  used  by  the  factories  in  thiB 
State  alone.  It  has  increased  the  protein  content  of  com  two  per  cent,  an 
increase  equal  to  $6,000,000  annually  in  the  value  of  that  part  of  the  com 
crop  of  the  State  which  Is  used  for  feeding  purposes. 

For  the  purpose  of  utilizing  and  giving  wide  distribution  to  the  results  of 
these  experiments,  twenty  farms  in  our  State  are  engaged  in  raising  such 
varieties  for  seed,  to  be  generally  distributed  throughout  this  and  other 
States,  and  I  am  informed  that  the  advancement  made  in  the  actual  com> 
mercial  use  of  such  corn  has  been  greater  than  has  heretofore  been  accom- 
plished in  the  United  States. 

The  station  has  shown  that  alfalfa  failed  for  thirty  years  to  grow  in  Illi- 
nois, because  of  the  lack  of  the  proper  bacteria  to  gather  nitrogen.  It  has 
brought  in  the  proper  inoculation  and  distributed  it  freely  over  the  State,, 
and  now  that  crop  is  successfully  grown  here.  It  has  shown  that  certain 
lands  in  Southern  Illinois  are  acid  to  an  extent  which  prevents  the  growth 
of  bacteria  and  the  gathering  of  nitrogen  by  this  natural  and  inexpensive 
means,  and  has  determined  the  proper  amounts  of  lime  to  supply  in  order 
to  correct  this  acidity.  It  has  shown  that  as  a  whole  the  State  is  well  sup- 
plied with  potassium,  but  that  only  the  very  best  lands  have  enough  phos- 
phorous for  maximum  crops,  and  that  our  soils  will  fail  first  at  this  point. 
It  has  shown  that  the  soils  of  Southern  Illinois  contain  but  one-half  enougb 
phosphorous  for  the  best  yields;  hence  their  crops  are  limited  by  phos- 
phorous, not  by  seasons  as  they  should  be. 

The  station  has  discovered  some  thousands  of  acres  of  swampy  land  whicit 
are  abnormally  rich  in  nitrogen  and  phosphorous  but  so  deficient  in  potassium 
as  to  yield  but  one  or  two  crops  of  corn.  With  an  expenditure  of  $1.60  to 
$2.00  for  potassium  salts,  the  yield  of  corn  has  been  raised  from  six  or  seven 
bushels  to  forty  bushels  and  even  seventy  bushels  per  acre,  according  to  the 
season.  The  station  is  conducting  a  soil  survey  of  the  State,  county  by- 
county,  and  tests  of  these  different  soils  are  made  in  the  station  laboratory. 

The  di&ease  of  bitter  rot  destroyed  over  one  million  bushels  of  apples  in 
four  counties  of  the  State  in  the  year  1900,  and  while  the  station  has  not 
yet  succeeded  in  exterminating  the  disease,  it  has  found  ways  of  largely  pre- 
venting its  ravages  and  saving  most  of  the  crop.  The  work  will  continue 
until  this  dangerous  disease  is  entirely  eradicated.  The  station  has  also 
demonstrated  the  value  of  cultivation  and  spraying  for  orchard  fruits. 

The  station  has  shown  that  some  cows  can  make  milk  and  butter  on  one- 
third  the  food  required  by  others.  It  has  been  shown  also  that  some  steers 
gain  four  times  as  much  as  others  in  a  given  time,  and  it  keeps  men  con- 
stantly in  the  field  among  the  dairy  farmers  trying  to  improve  the 
quality  of  milk  and  butter  and  testing  for  better  methods  of  feeding.  Its 
exhibitions  in  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  this  year  attracted  marked  attention. 

Six  years  ago  the  College  of  Agriculture  had  fewer  than  twenty  students, 
with  only  five  instructors.  Now  it  has  365  students  (of  whom  71  are  women) 
and  twenty-five  teachers. 

The  development  of  the  producing  power  of  the  State  beyond  what  Is 
likely  to  be  effected  by  private  enterprise,  is  a  matter  of  public  policy.  The 
Agricultural  College  of  Illinois  should  be  to  our  State  what  the  Department

of  Agriculture  is  to  the  United  States.  It  should  be  continually  making 
experiments.  It  should  keep  in  touch  with  discoveries  made  throughout 
the  world  and  apply  them  to  conditions  here.  Such  information  should  be 
disseminated  by  bulletins  and  tracts  issued  to  the  people.  The  dissemina- 
tion of  such  information  would  not  only  tend  to  prevent  disastrous  losses, 
but  would  improve  the  quality  of  food  products  and  also  increase  the  quan- 
tity. It  would  also  preserve  the  fertility  of  our  lands,  insuring  prosperity  to 
the  next  generation. 

FISH  INDUSTBY. 

I  commend  to  your  attention  the  report  of  the  Fish  Commission  of  this 
State.  Summarizing  briefly,  I  may  say:  The  fish  industry  of  this  State 
began  in  1879.  By  reason  of  the  laws  enacted  in  this  State,  the  Illinois  river 
now  furnishes  more  fish  to  the  markets  than  any  other  in  the  United  States, 
with  the  single  exception  of  the  Columbia  river  in  Oregon.  In  1901  the  out- 
put from  the  Illinois  river  alone  aggregated  17,000,000  pounds,  which 
brought  three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars  to  the  towns  along  that  river. 
Throughout  the  State,  a  corresponding  increase  in  supply  was  noted.  The 
report  shows  plants  in  almost  every  stream  in  the  State  where  the  waters 
are  permanent.  It  also  shows  561  applicants  supplied  with  fish  by  the  Com- 
mission. The  commission  desires  to  equip  a  small  station  at  Urbana  for 
the  artificial  propagation  of  pike,  yellow  perch  and  such  fish  as  are  not  in- 
digenous to  our  waters  and  as  can  be  artificially  propagated  in  the  streams 
of  our  State.  The  United  States  Commission  has  offered  to  furnish  such 
skilled  assistants  as  may  be  needed  in  the  installing  of  the  plant.  This 
work  will  entail  but  a  small  additional  expense  in  comparison  with  the  re- 
sults attained. 

I  recommend  careful  inquiry  into  the  requests  of  the  commission  and  ex- 
press the  hope  that  the  Legislature  may  be  able  to  make  such  appropriation 
as  will  augment  the  usefulness  of  the  commission  and  increase  the  value  of 
this  important  industry. 

GOOD  BOADS. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  country  roads  in  this  State. 
In  this  direction,  our  State  has  made  less  progress  than  in  other  matters  of 
great  public  importance.  Little  permanent  advancement  has  been  made 
since  the  organization  of  our  State  in  the  matter  of  road  building.  The 
conditions  existing  are  primitive.  Not  more  than  three  and  one-half  per  cent 
of  the  entire  mileage  of  our  country  roads  is  permanently  improved  so  as  to 
be  suitable  for  trafiic  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

It  is  estimated  that  it  costs  25  cents  per  mile  per  ton  to  haul  farm  products 
to  market  over  earth  roads.  This  is  at  least  double  what  it  costs  the 
farmer  in  those  European  countries  In  which  they  have  good  roads.  Ex- 
periment has  shown  that  a  horse  can  draw  twice  as  much  on  a  well-made 
gravel  road  and  four  times  as  much  on  a  smooth  stone  road  as  on  a  well- 
made  earth  road.  The  difference  in  cost  of  moving  crops  in  European  coun- 
tries and  the  cost  here,  which  is  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  ton  per  mile, 
multiplied  by  the  aggregate  number  of  tons  of  our  products,  constitutes  an 
enormous  and  useless  tax  upon  cur  principal  industries.  The  loss  involved  is 
paid  for  by  our  whole  people,  because  the  vast  bulk  of  all  the  products  of  our 
State  must  be  first  moved  over  our  bad  country  roads  to  railroads,  steamships 
and  markets.  We  can  better  realize  what  this  means  when  we  consider  that  It 
costs  as  much  to  deliver  a  bushel  of  grain  ten  miles  to  the  railroad  in  Illi- 
nois as  it  then  costs  to  carry  it  a  thousand  miles  by  rail. 

Other  States,  confronted  by  like  conditions,  have  made  greater  efforts  than 
Illinois  to  remedy  them.  In  our  State  the  local  authorities  are  hampered 
by  an  insufilcient  supply  of  money  and  lack  of  suitable  material  for  making 
permanent  improvement  in  the  roads,  and  too  frequently  by  a  lack  of  scien- 
tific knowledge  of  road  building.  The  labor  performed  maintains  for  one 
season  only  a  passable  conditior  of  the  roadbed.  It  is  estimated  that 
about  $4,500,000.00  is  expended  annually  in  this  State,  for  roads  and  bridges, 
with  little  or  no  permanent  advantage  to  our  wagon  roads.

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It  is  not  necessary  to  advance  any  argument  to  show  that  the  burden  ot 
road-making  should  not  fall  on  the  farmer  alone.  The  road  is  a  public  high- 
way. It  is  a  State  road.  Its  maintenance  and  improvement  is  a  matter  of 
general  concern.  Other  States  are  attempting  to  solve  this  problem  by 
what  is  known  as  the  '.'State  aid"  plan,  in  which  the  burden  is  borne  by  the 
whole  people. 

Within  the  past  ten  years  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachu- 
setts, Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware  and 
California  have  established  highway  commissions,  and  are  assisting  the  coun- 
ties, towns  and  townships  by  "State  aid." 

New  York  last  year  appropriated  $600,000  as  "state  aid"  for  road  build- 
ing. That  State  has  appropriated  altogether  $2,065,000  for  "state  aid."  At 
the  last  session  of  the  New  York  Legislature,  an  act  was  passed  proposing 
a  constitutional  amendment  which  provides  that  the  State  may  bond  itself 
for  $5,000,000  a  year  for  ten  years  for  the  building  of  wagon  roads. 

In  1903,  Pennsylvania  created  a  State  highway  commission  and  appro- 
priated $6,500,000  to  be  apportioned  among  the  different  counties  as  "state 
aid"  in  proportion  to  mileage  of  roads  in  each  county,  and  to  be  expended 
during  a  period  of  six  years. 

Under  a  call  issued  by  the  last  Legislature  of  Ohio  a  State  good  roads  con- 
vention was  held  at  Columbus  on  February  15,  1904,  which  convention 
adopted  resolutions  in  favor  of  a  "state  aid"  law  then  pending  before  the  L«eg- 
islature. 

A  recent  Legislature  in  Florida  set  aside  for  the  improvement  of  wagon 
roads  the  Indian  War  Claims,  which  amount  to  $500,000. 

Massachusetts  appropriates  annually  $490,000  for  "state  aid."  It  lias 
appropriated  already  for  the  building  of  roads  the  aggregate  sum  ot 
$4,940,000.  Its  last  Legislature  appropriated  $2,250,000  to  be  expended  for 
State  highways  during  the  next  five  years. 

New  Jersey  appropriates  $250,000  annually  toward  the  building  of  good 
roads.  It  has  appropriated  during  the  past  ten  years  $1,615,168  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Connecticut  appropriates  $225,000  per  annum  as  "state  aid."  Since  1895  it 
has  appropriated  $1,538,910  for  that  purpose. 

The  last  Legislature  of  Rhode  Island  appropriated  $100,000  for  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  highways  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
Board  of  Public  Roads. 

Vermont  appropriates  annually  about  $89,000  for  a  like  purpose. 

Departments  of  Highways  for  the  gathering  of  information  regarding  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  good  roads,  and  the  devising  of  plans  to 
effect  a  beginning  of  such  work,  have  been  established  in  California,  Dela- 
ware, Idaho,  Maine,  Maryland,  Minnesota,  Mississippi,  Missouri,  Nebraska, 
New  Hampshire,  North  Carolina,  Oregon  and  Tennessee. 

In  Illinois  the  last  Legislature  enacted  a  law  for  the  appointment  of 
a  Good  Roads  Commission  to  investigate  the  question  of  good  roads  and  de- 
termine the  best  methods  by  which  the  burden  of  road  building  may  be 
equitably  distributed  among  all  the  people,  such  as  by  federal.  State  and 
county  aid.  That  commission  was  directed  to  report  its  findings  to  this 
assembly,  together  with  a  bill  embodying  the  most  advanced  thought  on  the 
subject  of  road-building. 

The  report  will  be  submitted  to  you.  In  considering  the  recommendations 
which  they  may  make,  I  desire  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  feasibility  of 
the  use  of  convict  labor  in  connection  with  the  subject  of  good  roads. 

There  are  confined  in  our  State  penitentiaries  3,000  prisoners.  Under  the 
present  law  in  relation  to  convict  labor,  opportunities  for  their  employment 
are  and  will  be  limited  in  various  ways,  so  that  but  25  per  cent  of  their 
available  time  will  be  consumed  in  the  performance  of  all  the  work  per- 
mitted to  them  under  the  law. 

It  is  a  beneficent  provision  of  our  law  that  prisoners  are  sentenced  to 
labor,  because  no  punishment  which  our  State  would  permit  could  be  quite 
so  severe  as  that  of  enforced  idleness.    Work  is  a  necessity  for  health  ana 
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reformation.  This  is  everywhere  recognized,  hut  it  has  heen  difficult  to  pro- 
Tide  for  them  work  of  such  a  character  as  would  not  impose  a  punishment 
upon  the  law-abiding  citizen  by  reason  of  the  unnatural  conditions  of  com- 
petition which  convict  labor  creates. 

Formerly  our  State  leased  their  labor  to  manufacturers,  but  in  1903  It 
abandoned  that  policy.  During  the  operation  of  that  policy,  attempts  were 
made  to  distribute  the  evil  effects  of  the  employ^nent  of  convict  labor  over 
as  wide  a  range  of  industries  as  possible.  Many  plans  were  devised  to  shift 
this  burden  from  one  industry  to  another,  causing  continual  unrest  and  dis- 
satisfaction among  various  classes  of  our  citizens.  But  I  think  it  is  beyond 
dispute  that  the  employment  of  convict  labor,  where  tried,  in  connection  with 
public  road  work,  has  caused  least  complaint  both  in  this  country  and  in 
Burope. 

With  this  fact  in  mind,  I  suggest  an  inquiry  into  the  feasibility  of  furnish- 
ing employment  for  our  convicts  in  connection  with  the  movement  for  good 
roads.  Under  the  law  enacted  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  convicts  are 
permitted  to  be  employed  in  the  manufacturing  of  crushed  stone  and  other 
road  material  at  Chester,  to  be  given  free  at  the  penitentiary  to  such  coun- 
ties as  may  apply  for  the  same,  on  condition  that  the  material  shall  be 
spread  on  some  public  road  in  the  county  within  a  year. 

Little  advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  provision  by  our  counties  on  ac- 
count of  the  expense  involved  In  railroad  transportation.  I  suggest,'  there- 
fore, an  inquiry  into  the  advisability  of  the  State  furnishing  road  material 
free  at  a  point  within  the  county,  to  be  designated  by  the  local  authorities. 
A  State  Commission  would  be  able  to  negotiate  with  the  railroads  throughout 
the  State  to  greater  advantage  than  a  county  or  road  district.  Where  this 
plan  has  been  tried  the  railroads  have  conveyed  such  material  practically  at 
cost,  because  of  the  direct  advantage  to  them  of  good  roads  in  equalizing 
traffic  throughout  the  year. 

Inquiry  also  could  be  made  by  your  committee  as  to  the  feasibility  of  fur- 
nishing crushed  stone  or  ballast  to  the  railways  in  exchange  for  transpor- 
tation of  road  material  to  the  counties  or  districts. 

Information  has  been  furnished  me  by  experts  in  the  matter  of  road  build- 
ing and  the  cost  thereof,  to  the  effect  that  a  suitable  stone  road  could  be 
built  at  a  cost  of  less  than  $1,000  per  mile  to  the  county,  should  the  ma- 
terial be  delivered  free  by  the  State.  Following  the  plan  of  issuing  bonds 
in  payment  thereof,  spread  over  a  series  of  from  seven  to  ten  years,  as  has 
been  adopted  elsewhere,  the  burden  upon  real  estate  within  suitable  road  dis- 
tricts, taxable  for  such  purpose,  would  be  very  light. 

Under  such  a  sjrstem,  the  cost  to  the  State  would  not  be  great.  The  con- 
vict is  a  charge  upon  the  State.  He  must  be  supported  whether  he  works  or 
\a  idle.  The  additional  cost  to  the  State  for  machinery,  transportation,  etc., 
would  be  comparatively  small.  I  therefore  suggest  that  you  consider  whether 
or  not  it  would  be  advisable  for  the  State  to  undertake  to  utilize  the  labor 
of  convicts  in  the  manner  outlined. 

In  the  event  that  you  determine  that  such  an  application  of  convict  labor 
is  not  feasible,  I  urge  you,  through  your  committees,  to  gather  information 
and  devise  some  plan  which  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  our  people  and 
enable  our  State  to  make  a  beginning  in  this  great  work. 

FACTOBT  INSPECTION. 

Illinois  is  one  of  the  great  manufacturing  states  of  the  union.  Our  advance- 
ment to  this  position  has  been  so  recent  that  some  abuses  have  grown  up  as 
incidents  to  such  rapid  development.  For  their  correction  former  Legisla- 
tures have  enacted  laws  regulating  the  conditions  of  work  in  our  mines,  our 
factories,  our  sweat-shops  and  by  our  children. 

A  former  Legislature  enacted  what  is  known  as  the  "Child  Labor  Law/* 
Tour  attention  may  be  called  to  some  hardships  incident  to  the  enforcement 
of  tbis  law.  As  a  whole  it  is  beneficial  and  salutary.  With  the  growth  or 
manufacturing  here,  the  State  will  be  called  upon  more  and  more  to  supervise 
the   conditions  of  labor,  making  such  conditions  safe  as  well  as  sanitary. 
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Under  our  present  law,  the  employe  in  many  instances  assumes  the  risks  of 
dangerous  occupations.  It  is  not  a  Justification  of  such  conditions  to  ans^wer 
that  the  employe  need  not  work  unless  he  is  willing  to  assume  such  rislcB. 
Work  is  a  necessity  of  existence.  In  our  large  cities  work  with  machinery 
is  the  only  kind  which  a  great  many  of  our  citizens  can  obtain,  and,  in  the 
event  of  disablement,  the  citizen  and  his  family  frequently  become  charges 
upon  the  State.  The  State  therefore  will  be  called  upon  to  enact  laws  to  pro- 
tect the  citizen  against  unnecessary  hazards  in  such  occupations.  I  sassest 
that  such  laws  as  you  may  deem  it  wise  to  enact  in  this  regard  could  be  en- 
forced by  the  factory  inspectors  without  additional  expense. 

ABBITBATtON. 

In  connection  with  matters  relating  to  labor  and  employment,  I  call  the 
attention  of  the  Greneral  Assembly  to  measures  which  may  be  brouglit  to 
your  consideration  in  reference  to  arbitrating  disputes  between  employers  and 
employes.  These  should  receive  your  careful  consideration.  The  relation 
between  employers  and  employes  is  the  most  important  matter  connected 
with  the  conduct  of  business  under  modern  methods.  Any  measure  that 
would  encourage  employers  and  employes  to  submit  their  disputes  to  arbi- 
tration by  the  State  deserves  your  attention.  The  State  should  gather  all 
facts  relating  to  disputes  of  any  importance  and  publish  them  in  con- 
venient form  for  distribution  as  a  guide  to  public  opinion,  which  in  this 
country  eventually  has  the  force  of  law. 

SANITABY  DISTBICT  OF  CHICAGO. 

Under  that  section  of  our  Statutes  relating  to  cities  and  villages  permit- 
ting the  formation  of  sanitary  districts,  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  has 
been  established.  The  administration  of  its  affairs  is  in  the  hands  of  a  board 
of  nine  trustees.  The  provisions  for  the  election  of  such  trustees  are  pe- 
culiar. Under  the  law  in  relation  thereto,  each  qualified  voter  "may  vote 
for  as  many  candidates  as  there  are  trustees  to  be  elected,  or  he  may  dis- 
tribute his  vote  among  not  less  than  five-ninths  of  the  candidates  to  be 
elected,  giving  to  each  of  the  candidates  among  whom  he  distributes  the 
same,  the  same  number  of  votes  or  fractional  parts  of  votes." 

The  purpose  of  this  provision  was,  undoubtedly,  the  securing  and  main- 
tenance of  a  non-partisan  board;  but  its  operation  has  resulted  instead,  in 
the  creation  of  a  bi-paftisan  board.  Under  the  present  law,  each  party 
nominates  five  candidates.  Since  but  one  candidate  can  be  defeated,  the 
citizen  is  not  afforded  a  free  opportunity  to  pass  upon  the  records  of  the  in- 
dividual candidates,  regardless  of  party.  This  is  undemocratic  in  principle. 
The  people  can  be  trusted  to  select  public  servants  unhampered  by  any 
restrictions  upon  their  freedom  of  choice.  The  opportunity  to  do  so  is  not 
secured  to  them  under  the  present  system. 

I  therefore  recommend  a  change  in  the  law  permitting  the  elector  to  cast 
one  vote  for  each  of  su'^h  candidates  as  he  may  choose  to  support.  This  ^wUl 
give  to  each  party  the  right  of  nominating  candidates  for  all  trusteeships  and 
to  the  voter  the  right  to  choose  among  them. 

THE   NEW    CHARTER. 

The  last  General  Assembly  submitted  to  the  people  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment giving  power  to  the  Legislature  to  enact  special  legislation  afCectlngr 
Chicago.  The  amendment  was  discussed  throughout  the  State  and  ^iras 
passed  by  our  people  by  a  majority  of  584,355. 

Although  the  benefits  of  the  law  are  mainly  to  be  reaped  by  one  city,  it  is 
a  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  people  throughout  the  State  felt  such  a 
keen  interest  in  giving  to  Chicago  power  to  meet  conditions  peculiar  to  that 
city.  Since  the  election,  many  organizations  in  Chicago  have  been  at  -work 
preparing  measures  for  your  consideration,  and  there  is  a  widespread  in- 
terest among  the  citizens  of  that  city  in  charter  legislation. 
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At  present,  sentiment  there  has  not  cnrstalized  upon  any  definite  pian, 
but  out  of  the  present  conflict  of  opinion  will  finally  emerge  some  matters 
upon  which  all  will  agree.  As  a  word  of  advice  regarding  the  power  to 
incur  indebtedness,  I  suggest  that  those  wise  limitations  upon  that  power 
imposed  heretofore  in  constitutions  should  be  relaxed  with  great  caution. 
They  have  proved  bulwarks  against  the  natural  extravagance  of  humankind 
in  imposing  vLpon  future  generations  an  undue  burden  of  taxation. 

The  legislation  which  puts  upon  future  generations  the  debts  of  the 
present  impairs  the  credit  of  both.  The  creation  of  indebtedness  under  this 
power  should  be  accompanied  by  ample  provision  for  its  retirement  within 
a  reasonable  time  through  sinking  funds  established  for  that  purpose. 

OOBPOBATION   STOCK. 

I  recommend  to  you  that  a  law  be  enacted  requiring  corporations  organ- 
ized in  this  State  to  have  their  capital  stock  paid  up  either  in  money  or 
property,  before  the  issuance  to  them  of  licenses  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
to  the  end  that  the  State  shall  not  become  a  silent  partner  in  frauds  perpe- 
trated by  promoters  upon  the  investing  public. 

UNIFOBM  BOOKKEEPIKO. 

I  believe  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  our  State  to  have  a  uniform  system 
of  bookkeeping,  and,  in  the  event  that  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose  is 
necessary,  I  recommend  that  a  reasonable  appropriation  be  made. 

BETBENCHMENT. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  add  that  the  matters  recommended  herein  need  not 
increase  the  burden  of  taxation  to  the  State.  Careful  investigation  should  be 
made  regarding  all  requests  for  appropriations,  to  the  end  that  a  dollar  of 
tax  should  produce  a  dollar  of  service.  As  business  becomes  more  diversi- 
fied and  the  relations  of  men  become  more  complex,  the  State  will  be  called 
upon  more  and  more  to  expend  money  in  their  fair  adjustment.  Hence,  our 
government  should  be  administered  with  that  rigid  economy  which  will 
enable  us  to  meet  these  widening  obligations  without  unduly  increased  ex- 
penditure. 

We  have  been  chosen  by  the  people  to  enact  good  laws  and  administer  them 
faithfully.  Deeply  conscious  of  these  obligations,  we  should  work  together  for 
the  common  end,  which  is  good  government,  towards  the  attainment  of  which 
I  offer  to  you  my  s^'vices  and  solicit  your  advice  and  co-operation  in  the 
performance  of  those  duties  which  devolve  upon  me. 

The  Speaker  again  resuming  the  gavel,  the  regular  order  of  businesK 
was  taken  up. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lindly,  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  it  was 
ordered  that  5,000  copies  of  the  inaugural  address  of  the  Governor  be 
printed  for  distribution. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  announced  that  Hon. 
Lawrence  Y.  Shennan,  Lieutenant  Governor-elect,  was  present  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  the  oath  of  office,  which  was  thereupon  administered 
to  him  by  James  B.  Ricks,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State  of  Illinois. 

The  purpose  for  which  the  joint  session  was  held  being  accomplished, 

At  1 :05  o'clock  p.  m.,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Berry,  the  joint  session  was 
<lissolv€d  and  the  Senate  returned  to  tlie  Senate  Chamber  and  resumed 
the  consideration  of  business. 
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The  retiring  Lieutenant  Governor  and  President  of  the  Senate,  Hon. 
William  A.  Northcott,  then  delivered  the  following  f arevrell  address : 

For  eight  years  I  have  had  the  honor  of  presiding  over  this  august  body 
which  is  the  highest  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  our  great  Gommonwe&lth. 
I  enjoy  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  man  in  the  history  of  Illinois  ipvlio 
has  been  elected  to  a  second  term  as  Lieutenant  Governor;  or,  to  pot  it 
another  way,  I  am  the  only  man  who  has  been  willing  to  accept  a  second 
term  of  this  office,  the  duties  of  which  are  as  light  as  the  salary. 

It  would  perhaps  be  a  surprise  to  many  people  to  learn  how  much  valua- 
ble legislation  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  our  State  has  been  made  durfni; 
these  eight  years.  Hundreds  of  laws  have  been  enacted  and  many  important 
changes  made  in  our  civil  and  criminal  codes. 

Among  the  more  important  enactments  have  been  the  Torrens  law  in  re- 
gard to  land  titles;  the  primary  election  laws  which  will  come  before  the 
present  session  for  further  revision;  a  thorough  revision  of  the  election 
laws;  a  new  revenue  law  which  uncovers  the  mortgages,  stocks,  bonds  and 
other  personal  property  of  rich  corporations  and  individuals,  and  relieves 
the  farmer  of  a  large  portion  of  unjust  burdens  which  he  formerly  bore  on 
account  of  the  covering  up  of  personal  property  from  the  assessor;  an  im- 
proving and  perfecting  of  the  functions  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  ele- 
vating the  character  of  the  medical  profession,  regulating  the  practice  of 
medicine  and  surgery  and  minimizing  and  controlling  epidemics  and  im- 
proving the  sanitary  conditions  in  the  State;  Illinois  now  has  the  best  game 
law  in  its  entire  history;  a  bill  was  passed  permitting  the  local  authorities 
in  the  counties  to  give  relief  to  the  blind;  the  Supreme  Courts,  which  had 
been  scattered  in  four  divisions,,  were  consolidated  in  one  central,  effective 
body  at  Springfield;  Illinois  now  has  the  best  military  code  of  any  State  in 
the  Union;  the  laws  have  been  wisely  amended  as  to  the  probate  of  ^wills, 
roads  and  bridges,  and  city  courts;  provisions  have  been  made  for  a  -pen- 
sion  fund  for  the  police  and  firemen  of  large  cities,  and  also  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  police  and  fire  commissions;  a  humane  and  effective  system  for 
the  parole  of  prisoners  from  the  penitentiary  and  reform  schools  has  been 
provided;  a  reform  has  been  made  in  the  system  of  fees  and  salaries  of  the 
clerks  of  courts  and  other  offices;  the  practice  of  pharmacy  has  been  wisely 
regulated;  and  many  valuable  amendments  made  to  the  laws  governing  the 
court  of  claims;  a  law  was  enacted  at  the  last  session,  in  response  to  the 
demand  of  the  people,  regulating  convict  labor. 

Wise  laws  have  been  enacted  during  this  period  regulating  and  controlling 
trusts  and  providing  penalties  for  the  punishment  of  persons  who  unlawfully 
combine  to  regulate  and  control  the  prices  of  commodities  necessary  for  the 
use  of  the  people;  the  enactment  of  the  Mueller  Bill  recognized  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  right  of  municipal  ownership  of  public  utilities;  corporations 
were  required  to  make  annual  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  to  estab- 
lish a  public  office  in  this  State,  if  foreign,  and  better  facilities  were  pro- 
vided for  the  service  of  writs  upon  corporations  both  foreign  and  domestic; 
better  regulations  were  provided  for  building  and  loan  associations,  surety 
companies,  telephone  companies  and  lile  and  fire  insurance  companies;  Nor- 
mal schools  were  established  at  DeKalb,  Charleston  and  Macomb;  many  val- 
uable changes  were  made  in  the  school  law  of  the  State  for  which  much 
credit  is  due  to  the  recommendations  of  Superintendent  Bayliss. 

Laws  were  made  that  peculiarly  benefitted  the  farmers  of  the  State,  among 
which  were  the  regulation  of  the  sale  of  oleomargarine  or  other  imitations 
so  that  they  could  not  be  sold  as  pure  butter;  provisions  for  the  standard 
and  analysis  of  milk;  an  act  to  protect  stock  breeders;  the  establishment 
and  encouragement  of  farmers'  institutes  in  the  several  counties;  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Pure  Food  commission;  the  regulation  of  the  sale  and  ship- 
ment of  produce;  important  changes  in  the  drainage  laws;  wise  provisions 
for  the  regulation  of  railway  rates,  the  inspection  of  grain  and  the  control 
of  public  warehouses. 

In  the  interest  of  humanity  laws  were  enacted  regulating  the  emoloyment 
of  women  and  children;   provisions  were  made  for  the  inspection  of  factories; 
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pimiBhrnent  of  kidnaping  for  ransom;  making  hazing  a  misdemeanor;  the 
establishment  of  courts  for  Juvenile  offenders;  schools  for  delinquent  chil- 
dren;   a  truancy  law  that  compels  children  to  attend  school. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  and  valuable  legislation  has  been  in  behalf 
of  labor.  Improvement  has  been  made  in  the  arbitration  of  differences  be- 
tween capital  and  labor;  free  employment  agencies  have  been  established  in 
large  cities;  during  the  last  eight  years  most  valuable  legislation  has  been 
provided  for  the  protection  and  improvement  of  the  condition  of  the  coal 
miner,  until  to-day  our  State  has  the  most  liberal  and  humane  laws  in  be- 
half of  this  class  of  labor  of  any  State  in  the  Union;  the  garnishment  laws 
have  been  so  amended  as  to  make  a  liberal  exemption  in  behalf  of  the  wage 
earner;  wages  have  been  made  a  preferred  claim  in  the  administration  of 
estates  and  no  exemptions  can  be  made  as  against  a  claim  for  wages,  and  in 
case  of  a  suit  the  laborer  is  entitled  to  the  assesment  of  a  fee  for  his  attor- 
ney as  part  of  the  cost;  the  law  in  relation  to  mechanics'  liens  has  been 
made  very  liberal  to  the  laborer;  a  civil  rights  bill  has  been  passed  that 
protects  all  men  without  reference  to  color  or  condition  in  the  enjoyment 
of  public  utilities,  amusements,  restaurants,  etc. 

The  Elxecutive  and  Judicial  branches  of  the  State  government  have  co- 
operated with  the  Legislative  in  this  splendid  progress  of  the  last  eight 
years.  Both  the  administration  of  Governor  Tanner  and  of  Governor  Yates 
were  wise,  economical  and  wholesome.  The  public  institutions  have  been 
practically  free  from  scandal.  Comfortable  hospitals  under  the  manage- 
ment of  expert  physicians  and  capable  nurses  have  opened  their  doors  to 
the  sick;  insanity  is  dealt  with  as  a  disease  and  not  as  a  crime;  the  deaf 
hear,  the  dumb  speak,  and  the  blind  are  well-nigh  as  efficient  as  those  who 
see.  During  the  Spanish  war,  Governor  Tanner  mobilized,  equipped  and 
sent  to  the  front  eight  thousand  brave  and  well  disciplined  soldiers.  Gover- 
nor Tates  has  fully  maintained  the  high  excellence  of  the  National  Guards 
and  has  always  been  ready  to  use  every  man  and  every  gun  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  law's  and  the  rights  of  the  people. 

Governors  of  one  of  the  greatest  of  States 
John  R.  Tanner  and  Richard  Tates; 
The  people  all  proud  to  march  under  the  banner 
Of  Richard  Tates  or  John  R.  Tanner. 

During  this  eight  years  much  has  been  accomplished  to  promote  the  rights 
of  men  in  the  Federal  as  well  as  State  government;  the  protective  tariff 
has  been  restored;  the  gold  standard  made  permanent;  Cuba  freed  and  given 
her  independence;  the  Panama  Canal  assured  under  the  sole  ownership 
and  control  of  the  United  States;  a  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor 
established;  rural  free  delivery  given  to  millions  of  the  agricultural  commu- 
nities; tbe  laws  for  the  proper  regulations  of  trusts  and  great  corporations 
strengthened  and  enforced;  prosperity  established;  commerce  developed, 
labor  protected  and  given  ample  employment  and  reward;  intelligence,  pros- 
perity and  good  government  established  in  the  distant  islands  of  the  sea; 
and  the  flag  of  the  United  States  made  the  emblem  of  honor  in  every  part 
of  the  world.  Illinois  is  proud  that  these  great  national  achievements  were 
in  a  large  measure  made  possible  by  its  splendid  delegation  in  Congress  led 
by  Senator  Cullom,  Senator  Hopkins  and  Congressman  Cannon. 

We  now  turn  our  faces  toward  the  future  and  Hue  up  for  the  great  battle 
in  behalf  of  industrial  equality.  This  question  will  be  solved  by  the  organi- 
zation of  capital  and  the  organization  of  labor  and  the  co-operation  of  both. 
John  Mitchell  carried  the  Illinois  idea  of  the  co-operation  of  the  mine  owner 
and  the  mine  worker  to  the  anthracite  coal  flelds  of  Pennsylvania,  and  with 
the  great  force  of  organization  compelled  the  rich  coal  baron  to  pay  living 
wages  to  the  starving  miner  and  brought  little  children  out  of  the  dark  mines 
into  the  sunlight  and  sent  them  to  school.  This  could  not  have  been  done 
without  the  help  of  President  Roosevelt,  who  in  the  next  four  years  will  make 
history  as  a  friend  of  organized  labor  without  being  the  enemy  to  capital; 
who  will  enforce  the  rights  of  the  people  without  favoring  a  policy  of  hate 
toward  the  rich. 
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In  this  state  our  new  Qovernor  has  learned  from  his  own  struggles  to  sym- 
pathize with  the  poor;  and  the  rights  of  men  will  find  an  able  champioa  in 
Charles  S.  Deneen. 

I  desire  to  say  to  my  Democratic  friends  that  the  people  showed  most 
excellent  Judgment  in  sending  so  few  of  you  here,  but  I  will  also  add  that 
the  people  also  showed  most  excellent  judgment  in  the  quality  of  your  selec- 
tion. It  is  a  matter  of  personal  pride  to  me  that  I  have  retained  the  friend- 
ship of  every  Democratic  Senator  and  that  I  have  been  accorded  a  reputa- 
tion for  fairness  and  have  not  been  accused  of  being  deaf  in  my  Democratic 
ear  and  blind  in  my  Democratic  eye.  And  all  this  time  I  have  made  but  one 
flagrant  use  of  the  gavel  and  that  was  in  self-defense. 

And  now  I  am  about  to  surrender  that  gavel  to  my  successor  in  office.  Tou 
are  to  be  congratulated  upon  having  him  as  your  presiding  officer.  He  is 
one  of  the  most  striking  personalities  and  strongest  mentalities  in  the  State. 
His  felicity  of  expression  is  well  illustrated  in  his  applying  to  the  State  game 
wardens  the  name  of  "rabbit  shepherds/'  and  this  suggested  to  a  friend  of 
mine  the  following  parody: 

"The  rabbit  shepherds  watched  their  flocks  by  night. 

All  seated  on  the  ground. 

Sherman  and  his  hosts  came  down. 

And  kicked  those  shepherds  'round  and  'round." 
You  all  remember  the  beautiful  story  of  Cyrano  de  Bergerac,  who,  wMle 
In  the  shadow  of  death,  said:     "When  I  shall  have  crossed  the  threshold 
of  God's  home,  bowing  low,  I  shall  take  with  me  in  spite  of  all  the  world  can 
•do  my  splendid  soldier's  record." 

And  now  as  I  cross  the  threshold  of  this  Senate  to  go  to  my  own  home  I 
shall  take  with  me  in  spite  of  all  the  mistakes  I  may  have  made  a  conscious- 
ness of  rectitude  of  motive  and  an  honesty  of  action.  And  as  long  as  life 
shall  last  will  I  hold  in  grateful  remembrance  the  fraternal  associations 
within  these  walls.

Senate  reconvened. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Townsend  offered  the  following  as  the 
Bules  of  the  Senate  of  the  Forty-fourth  General  Assembly : 

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE,  FORTY-FOURTH  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

1.  A  majority  of  the  Senate  shall  constil^^te  a  quorum,  but  a  smaller  num- 
ber may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  or  for  less  time  than  one  day,  and  compel 
the  attendance  of  absent  Senators. 

2.  The  Senate  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  which  shall  be  pub- 
lished. At  the  request  of  two  Senators  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on 
any  question,  and  entered  on  the  journal. 

3.  Any  two  Senators  shall  have  the  right  to  dissent  and  protest  in  respect- 
ful language,  against  any  act  or  resolution  which  they  may  think  injurious 
to  the  public  or  to  any  individual,  and  have  the  reason  of  their  dissent  entered 
upon  the  journal:  Provided,  That  when  objection  is  made  that  the  language 
of  a  protest  is  not  respectful,  the  Senate  may  refer  the  same  back  to  the 
Senators  protesting. 

4.  The  Senate  may  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Senators  elected,  expel  a  Senator, 
but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause,  and  the  reason  for  such  expulsion 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal,  with  the  names  of  the  Senators  voting 
on  the  question. 

5.  The  Senate  during  its  session,  n>ay  punish  by  imprisonment  any  person, 
not  a  Senator,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the  same,  by  any  dis- 
orderly or  contemptuous  behavior  in  their  presence;  but  such  imprisonment 
shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  24  hours,  unless  the  person  shall  persist  in  such 
disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior. 

6.  The  doors  of  the  Senate  shall  be  kept  open,  except  in  such  cases  as,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Senate,  requires  secrecy. 

7.  The  Senate  shall  not  adjourn,  without  the  consent  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  for  more  than  two  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  ttiat 
in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 
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8.  On  the  final  iitasBage  of  all  bills/  the  vote  shall  be  by  yeas  and  nays,  upon 
each  bill  separately,  and  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal;  and  no  bill  shall 
become  a  law  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Senators  elected. 

9.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  at  large  on  three  different  days,  and  the  bill 
and  all  amendments  shall  be  printed  before  the  YOte  is  taken  on  its  final 
passage. 

10.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  President  of  the  Senate,  and  shall 
vote  only  when  the  Senate  is  equally  divided. 

DUTIES  OF  PRESIDENT. 

11.  The  Lieutenant  Governor,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  President  pro  tempore, 
or  in  the  absence  of  both,  any  senator  called  to  the  chair  by  the  Senate,  shall 
take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall 
have  adjourned;  shall  immediately  call  the  Senatoi's  to  order,  and,  on  the 
appearance  of  a  quorum,  shall  cause  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be 
read. 

12.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;  may  speak 
to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for 
that  purpose,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Senate  by  any  two  Senators — on  which  appeal  no  Senator  shall  speak  more 
than  once,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Senate. 

13.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

14.  Questions  shall  be  put  in  this  form,  viz.:  ''As  many  as  are  of  the 
opinion  that — (as  the  case  may  be) — say  *Aye,' "  and  after  the  affirmative 
vote  is  expressed.  "As  many  as  are  of  the  contrary  opinion,  say  *No.' "  If  the 
president  doubt  the  result  of  the  vote,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  Senate 
shall  divide;  those  in  the  affirmative  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,  a,nd 
afterwards  those  in  the  negative. 

15.  The  President  shall  examine  and  correct  the  journal  before  it  is  read; 
he  shall  have  the  general  direction  of  the  Senate  chamber;  he  shall  have  the 
right  to  name  any  Senator  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  and  such  sub- 
stitute shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  of  the  President  during  the  time 
he  shall  act  as  such,  and  not  lose  the  right  of  voting  on  any  question  while 
so  presiding;  but  such  substitution  shall  not  exceed  beyond  one  day. 

1^.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobby  or  gallery,. 
the  President  shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  eieared. 

17.  The  President  shall  assign  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  his  assistants, 
and  policemen  and  janitors,  their  respective  duties  and  stations,  and  he  may 
discharge  any  policeman,  mail  carrier,  janitor  or  page  for  misconduct  or 
neglect  of  duty. 

DECORUM   AND   DEBATE. 

18.  When  any  Senator  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
Senate,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  himself  to  "Mr.  President," 
and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  on  debate,  and  avoid  personalities. 

19.  If  any.  Senator  in  speaking  (or  otherwise)  transgress  the  rule  of  the 
Senate,  the  President  shall,  or  any  Senator  may,  call  him  to  order,  in  which 
case  the  Senator  so  called  to  order  shall  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain; 
and  the  Senate,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  on  the  case  without  debate.  If 
the  deciKion  be  in  favor  of  the  Senator  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  proceed ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  require  it  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  cen- 
sure of  the  Senate. 

20.  If  any  Senator  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken  in  debate,  the  per- 
son calling  him  to  order  shall  repeat  the  words  excepted  to,  and  they  shall 
be  taken  down  by  the  Secretary;  but  no  Senator  shall  be  held  to  answer  or 
be  subject  to  the  censure  of  the  Senate  for  words  spoken  in  debate,  if  any 
Senator  has  ppoken  in  debate  or  other  business  has  intervened  after  the 
words  spoken  and  before  exceptions  to  t]ieni  shall  have  been  taken. 

21.  If  two  or  more  Senators  rise  at  once,  the  President  shall  name  the 
Senator  who  is  first  to  speak. 
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22.  No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  nor 
more  than  once  until  every  Senator  choosing  to*  speak  shall  have  spolien^ 
nor  longer  than  15  minutes  at  any  one  time,  without  the  consent  of  the  Senate. 

23.  While  the  President  is  putting  a  question  or  addressing  the  Senate,  no 
Senator  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  room,  nor  in  such  case,  or  when  a 
Senator  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  private  discourse,  nor  when  a  Senator 
is  speaking,  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair.  . 

24.  No  Senator  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  on  any  question  unless  witbln 
the  bar  before  the  vote  is  announced.  The  bar  of  the  Senate  shall  not  be 
considered  as  Including  the  space  immediately  under  the  center  gallery  of  tlie 
Senate  Chamber. 

25.  No  second  shall  be  required  to  any  motion  presented  to  the  Senate. 

26.  When  a  motion  Is  made  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President,  or  beins 
In  writing,  shall  be  handed  to  the  Secretary  and  read  aloud  before  debate. 

27.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any 
Senator  desire  it. 

28.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question,  no  Senator 
shall  be  permitted  to  vote,  or  to  change  his  vote,  after  a  decision  is  announced 
from  the  Chair,  unless  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate. 

29.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President  or  read  by  the  Secretary.  It 
shall  be  deemed  in  the  possession  of  the  Senate,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at 
any  time  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate  before  decision. 

30.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
To  adjourn. 

To  call  the  House, 
To  lay  bn  the  table. 
The  previous  question. 
To  postpone  indefinitely, 
To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 
To  commit. 

To  close  debate  on  pending  questions,  or. 
To  amend, 

Which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  tbey 
stand  arranged. 

31.  A  motion  for  adjournment  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  tbe 
roll  is  being  called,  and  be  decided,  as  well  as  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table» 
without  debate. 

32.  No  motion 

To  postpone  to  a  day  certain, 
Or  indefinitely. 
Or  to  commit, 

Being  decided  in  the  negative,  shall  again  be  allowed  on  the  same  day,  and 
at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition. 

33.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  words  of  a  bill  shall  have  preced- 
ence  over  a  motion  to  amend,  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  deemed  equivalent  to 
its  rejection. 

34.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums  or  times  are  proposed, 
the  question  shall  be  first  put  on  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time. 

35.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  smoke  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  or  to 
give  any  signs  of  approbation  or  disapprobation  while  the  Senate  is  in  ses- 
sion. 

officers'  duties. 

36.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  journal  in  which  be 
shall  seasonably  record  the  motions,  resolutions,  rules  and  decisions  of  tbe 
Senate,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  other  acts  appertaining  to  his  ofllce 
as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Senate  or  its  presiding  officer. 

37.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  attend  the  Senate  during 
its  sittings,  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  Senate  from  time  to  time,  togetber 
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With  all  such  process  issued  by  authority  thereof  as  shall  be  directed  to  him 
by  the  President,  and  all  process  issued  by  order  of  the  Senate,  or  any  com- 
mittee thereof,  shall  be  signed  by  the  President.

PBACnCE. 

39.  All  resolutions  presented  to  the  Senate  shall  He  one  day  on  the  table. 

40.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  points,  any  Senator  may 
have  the  same  divided;  but  on  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert,  it  shall  not 
be  in  order  to  more  for  a  division  of  the  question;  but  the  rejection  of  a 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  one  proposition  shall  not  prevent  a  motion 
to  strike  out  and  Insert  a  different  proposition. 
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41.  When  a  question  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  a  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for  tlie 
reconsideration  thereof,  or  give  notice  that  he  will  make  such  motion  wittilA 
the  time  prescribed  by  the  rule;  for  which  time  he  shall  have  control  of  tlie 
motion,  but  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order 
after  a  bilU  resolution,  message,  report,  amendment,  or  motion  upon  which,  tlie 
vote  was  taken  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Senate;  nor  sl&a.ll 
any  motion  for  reconsideration  be  in  order  unless  within  the  next  dayof  actu&l 
session  of  the  Senate:  Provided,  That  should  the  Senator  giving  notice  of  a 
motion  to  reconsider  not  make  such  motion  within  the  time  prescribed  by 
the  rule,  any  other  Senator  voting  with  the  majority  may  make  such  motion 
within  the  next  succeeding  legislative  day,  but  no  notice  of  a  "motion  to 
reconsider"  shall  be  received  within  three  legislative  days  of  the  time  flLxed 
for  the  final  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly.  Such  motion  shall  taJce 
precedence  of  all  other  questions,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

42.  A  bill  may  be  referred  to  a  committee  without  reading,  but  shall  be 
read  before  being  amended,  and  may  be  amended  in  every  particular  on  sec- 
ond reading.  A  bill  read  once  and  referred  shall  be  read  a  second  time  before 
being  amended. 

43.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  and  Enrolled  Bills 
to  examine  the  same,  correct  any  mistakes  therein,  and  report  the  bills  to 
the  Senate.    Said  committee  may  report  at  any  time. 

44.  A  motion  to  lay  any  particular  proposition  on  the  table  shall  apply 
to  that  proposition  only. 

45.  When  a  committee  reports  a  substitute  for  an  original  bill,  with  tbe 
recommendation  that  the  substitute  pass,  it  shall  be  in  order  to  read  the  sub- 
stitute a  first  time  at  once. 

46.  No  amendment  shall  be  in  order  at  the  third  reading  of  a  bill,  resolu- 
tion or  motion  requiring  three  readings,  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
Senators  present;  but  it  shall  be  at  all  times  in  order  befote  the  final  pass&se 
of  such  bill,  resolution  or  motion,  to  move  its  commitment. 

BILLS. 

47.  When  a  bill  is  introduced  or  received  from  the  House,  it  shall  be  read 
at  once  for  the  first  time,  ordered  printed,  and  referred  to  the  proper  com* 
mittee,  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

48.  Amendments  may  be  made  to  a  bill  only  i|pon  second  readin^^,  &nd 
when  adopted,  shall  be  printed  before  the  final  passage  of  the  bill. 

49.  The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  shall,  as  soon  as  any  bill  is  printed,  place 
a  copy  of  the  same  in  the  postofflce  boxes  of  the  Senators,  and  shall  funUsh 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  which  said  bill  is  referred  two  copies 
for  each  member  of  said  committee. 

50.  When  motions  are  made  for  reference  of  the  same  subject  to  a  select 
committee  and  to  a  standing  committee,  the  question  of  reference  to  a  stand- 
ing committee  shall  be  first  put. 

51.  Upon  the  call  pf  the  Senate,  the  names  of  Senators  shall  be  called  by 
the  Secretary,  and  the  absentees  noted,  after  which  the  names  of  such  absen- 
tees shall  again  be  called;  the  doors  shall  then  be  closed,  and  those  for 
whom  no  excuse,  or  insufiicient  excuses,  are  made  may,  by  order  of  tboee 
present,  be  taken  into  custody  as  they  appear  or  may  be  sent  for,  and  taken 
into  custody  wherever  found  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  Senate. 

52.  No  amendment  by  way  of  rider,  shall  be  received  to  any  bill  on  its 
third  reading. 

53.  When  an  emergency  is  expressed  In  the  preamble  or  body  of  an  act 
as  a  reason  why  such  act  should  take  effect  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July  next 
after  its  passage,  and  when  such  act  contains  a  clause  or  proviso  fixing  such 
time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill  pass?'* 
and  if  decided  afllrmatively  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  elected 
to  the  Senate,  then  the  bill  shall  be  deemed  passed;  but  if,  upon  such  vote, 
a  majority  of  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  said  Senators  vote  affirmatively  on 
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said  question,  then  the  vote  on  said  bill  shall  be  deemed  reconsidered,  and 
the  bill  subject  to  amendment  by  striking  out  such  part  thereof  as  expresses 
an  emergency  and  the  time  of  taking  effect,  and  then  said  bill  shall  be  under 
consideration,  upon  its  third  reading,  with  the  emergency  clause  and  time  of 
taking  effect  stricken  out. 

54.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in  Gushing's  Parliament 
tary  Law  shall  govern  the  Senate  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable^ 
and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  standing  rules  and  ordera 
of  the  Senate. 

55.  A  motion  to  commit,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments 
and  debate  on  the  main  question;  and  a  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely,  or  to 
a  day  certain,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  on  the  main 
question. 

56.  Upon  a  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  on  the  final  passage  of  any  bill, 
a  majority  of  all  the  Senators  elected  shall  be  required  to  reconsider  the  same. 

57.  If  a  bill  shall  fail  to  pass  on  account  of  not  having  received  the  con- 
stitutional majority,  any  Senator  having  voted  in  the  negative  shall  have 
a  right  to  move  a  reconsideration. 

58.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  con- 
sideration shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

59.  No  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  altered,  suspended  or  rescinded  without 
the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present. 

60.  No  person,  except  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  their 
officers,  heads  of  executive  departments  of  this  State,  chaplains,  Judges  of 
the  United  States  courts,  and  supreme  and  circuit  Judges  of  this  State,  for- 
mer governors  and  lieutenant  governors,  and  ex-members  of  the  Senate  of 
this  State  not  acting  as  attorney  for  any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation, 
interested  in  pending  legislation,  and  reporters  of  the  press,  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  floors  of  the  Senate,  unless  by  leave  of  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

OBDEB  OF  BUSINESS. 

61.  The  daily  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  reading  of  the  Journal. 

2.  Preaentation  of  petitions. 

3.  Reports  from  standing  committees. 

4.  Reports  from  select  committees. 

5.  Presentation  of  resolutions. 

6.  Introduction  of  bills. 

After  the  daily  order  of  business  shall  have  passed,  the  following  general 
order  of  business  shall  be  observed: 

1.  Messages  from  the  House  of  Representatives. 

2.  Reading  bills  of  the  Senate  the  third  time. 

3.  Reading  bills  of  the  Senate  the  second  time. 

4.  Reading  bills  from  the  House  of  Representatives  the  third  time. 

5.  Reading  bills  from  the  House  of  Representatives  the  second  time. 

6.  Reading  bills  from  the  House  of  Representatives  the  first  time. 

7.  Consideration  of  resolutions. 

The  items  of  unfinished  business  in  which  the  Senate  was  engaged  at  the 
last  preceding  adjournment  shall  have  the  preference  in  the  general  order  of 
business.  And  when  the  Senate  shall  have  passed  from  one  order  to  another 
no  action  shall  be  had  upon  the  orders  passed  except  by  leave  of  the  Senate; 
and  to  give  this  leave,  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  must  concur. 

PBEVIOTJS    QUESTION. 

62.  The  previous  question  shall  be  stated  in  this  form:  "Shall  the  main 
qnestion  be  now  put?"  and,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments 
or  debate.  When  it  is  decided  that  the  main  question  shall  not  now  be  put, 
the  main  question  shall  be  considered  as  still  remaining  under  debate. 

63.  The  effect  of  the  main  question  being  ordered  shall  be  to  put  an  end 
td  all  debate  and  bring  the  Senate  to  a  direct  vote;  first,  upon  all  amendments 
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reported  or  pending.  In  the  inverse  order  in  which  they  are  offered.  After  the 
motion  for  the  previous  question  has  prevailed,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to 
move  for  a  call  of  the  Senate,  unless  it  shall  appear  by  the  yeas  and  nays  as 
taken  on  the  main  question  that  no  quorum  is  present,  or  to  move  to  adjourn, 
prior  to  a  decision  on  the  main  question. 

EXECUTIVE    COMMUNICATIONS    AND    NOMINATIONS. 

64.  Messages  from  the  Governor  and  communications  from  State  officers 
may  be  received  at  any  'time,  except  when  the  President  is  putting  a  question 
or  the  ayes  and  noes  are  being  called,  and  upon  motion,  may  be  considered 
at  any  time,  except,  that  messages  from  the  Governor  making  nominations 
of  officers  shall  lay  over  one  day.  The  consideration  of  the  executive  business 
shall  take  place  with  closed  doors,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  majority  of 
Senators  present. 

65.  Nominations  may  be  referred  to  a  standing  or  select  committee.  On 
considering  nominations,  the  President  shall  put  the  following  question: 
"Does  the  Senate  advise  and  consent  to  the  nomination  Just  made?"  While 
any  nomination  remains  with  the  Senate,  it  shall  be  in  order  to  reconsider 
any  vote  taken  thereon. 

66.  All  members  of  conference  committees  of  the  Senate  shall  be  named 
and  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

HOUR  OF  MEETING. 

67.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  the  regular  hour  of  meeting  of  the  Senate 
shall  be  10:00  o'clock,  a.  m.  daily  (Sunday  excepted). 

68.  All  employes  of  the  Senate  shall  report  dally  to  the  Seargent-at-Arms. 
The  Seargeant-at-Arms  shall  report  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  any  and 
all  employes  who  fall  to  properly  and  regularly  perform  their  duties.  The 
President  of  the  Senate  shall  report  such  names  to  the  Senate  and  they  shall 
be  stricken  from  the  pay  roll. 

And  the  question  being,  "Shall  the  foregoing  be  adopted  as  the  Bules 
of  the  Senate  of  the  Forty- fourth  General  Assembly  ?'  it  was  decided  in 
the  aflBrmative. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Townsend  oflEered  the  following  as  the 
Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Forty- 
fourth  General  Assembly : 

JOINT  BULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  THE  FORTY-FOURTH 

GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

1.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
Bentatives,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  by  the  Doorkeeper, 
and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the  Chair  by  the  person  by  whom 
it  may  be  sent. 

2.  The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  ^hen  messages  shall  be  sent 
from  the  House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate. 

3.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  a  sense  of  propriety  in  each 
house  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

4.  In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses,  if  either  house 
request  a  conference,  and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  the  other 
house  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  therewith  upon  the  subject 
of  their  disagreement.  Said  committee  shall  meet  at  a  convenient  time  to 
be  agreed  upon  by  their  chairman,  and,  having  conferred  freely,  each  shall 
report  to  its  respective  house  the  result  of  their  conference.  In  case  of 
an  agreement  the  report  shall  be  first  made,  with  the  papers  referred  ac- 
companying it,  to  thp  disagreeing  house,  and  there  acted  upon;  and  such 
action  shall  be  immediately  reported  by  the  Clerk  to  the  other  house,  the 
papers  referred  accompanying  the  message.  In  case  of  disagreement  the 
papers  shall  remain  with  the  house  which  referred  them.    The  agreeing  re^

port  of  a  conference  committee  shall  be  made,  read  and  signed  In  duplicate 
by  all  members  of  the  committee,  or  by  a  majority  of  those  of  each  house, 
one  of  the  duplicates  being  retained  by  the  committee  of  each  house.  Should 
either  house  disagree  to  the  report  of  the  committee,  such  house  shall  appoint 
a  second  committee  and  request  a  second  conference,  which  shall  be  acceded 
to  by  the  other  house  before  adhering.  The  motion  for  a  committee  of  con- 
ference, and  the  report  of  such  committee,  shall  be  In  order  at  any  time. 
When  both  houses  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a  bill  or  resolu- 
tion is  lost. 

6.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  houses  they  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  message  signed  by  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  (as  the  case  may 
be)  respectively. 

6.  After  a  bill  has  passed  both  houses.  It  shall  be  enrolled  before  It  is 
presented  to  the  Governor. 

7.  When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  joint  committee, 
which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  two  from  the  Senate  and  three  from 
the  House,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of 
the  House,  respectively.  The  clerk  of  the  committee  on  Engrossed  and  En- 
rolled Bills  of  the  respective  houses,  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  committee  when- 
ever their  services  are  required.  Said  committee  shall  carefully  compare  the 
enrolled  bills  with  the  engrossed  bills  so  passed  by  both  houses,  correct  any 
errors  which  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bills,  and  make  their  report 
forthwith  to  their  respective  houses;  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  having  previously 
certified  on  the  margin  of  the  roll  In  which  house  it  originated. 

8.  After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective 
houses,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  then*  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate. 

9.  After  a  bill  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  it  shall  be  presented  by  said  Joint 
Committee  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval.  The  said  committee  shall  report 
the  day  of  presentation  to  the  Governor  to  each  house,  which  time  shall  be 
carefully  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  house. 

10.  All  resolutions  and  memorials  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Gover- 
nor shall  be  previously  enrolled,  examined,  signed  and  presented  by  the  Joint 
Committee,  reported,  and  entry  thereof  made,  as  provided  in  case  of  bills. 

11.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  one  house  Is  rejected 
in  the  other,  information  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  house  In  which  the 
same  shall  have  passed. 

12.  When  the  consideration  of  any  bill,  memorial  or  resolution,  which  has 
originated  in  one  house  shall  be  postponed  In  the  other  to  a  day  so  distant 
that  it  shall  not  be  taken  up  again  by  the  present  session,  the  house  in  which 
such  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  shall  have  originated  shall  be  forthwith 
informed  of  such  postponment. 

13.  When  a  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  which  has  passed  one  house  is 
rejected  in  the  other,  it  shall  not  again  be  Introduced  during  the  same  session, 
except  in  the  house  so  rejecting,  and  after  three  days'  notice  and  leave  of 
that  house. 

14.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which  any  bill 
or  resolution  shall  be  founded. 

16.  While  the  two  houses  are  acting  together  upon  elections,  or  on  any 
other  matter,  the  Speaker  shall  preside,  and  all  questions  of  order  shall  be 
decided  by  him,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  both  houses,  as  though  but  one  body 
was  in  session.  A  call  of  members  of  either  house  may  be  had  in  joint  meet- 
ing by  order  of  the  house  In  which  the  call  Is  desired,  and  to  constitute  a 
quorum  of  the  joint  assembly,  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  both 
houses  shall  be  present  and  voting. 

16.  Motions  to  postpone  or  adjourn  shall  be  decided  by  a  joint  vote  of  both 
houses,  and  yeas  and  nays  upon  such  motions.  If  required,  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  Journals  of  both  houses. 
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17.  Upon  auestions  arislBg  requiring  the  separate  decision  of  either  house, 
the  Senate  shall  withdraw  until  the  decision  is  made:  Provided,  That  ques- 
tions upon  motions  for  a  call  of  either  house  shall  not  come  within  the  provi- 
sions of  this  rule. 

18.  Each  house  shall  have  the  liherty  of  ordering  the  printing  of  bills, 
messages  and  reports  without  the  consent  of  the  other. 

19.  Whenever  any  message,  bill,  report  or  document  shall  be  ordered  to 
be  printed  by  the  Senate  or  House,  for  the  use  of  both  houses,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  or  Clerk  of  the  House  (as  the  case 
may  be)  immediately  to  report  the  fact  of  the  passage  of  such  order  to  the 
other  branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  together  with  the  number  so  ordered 
to  be  printed,  in  case  the  same  shall  exceed  300. 

And  the  question  being,  "Shall  the  foregoing  be  adopted  as  the  Joint 
Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Forty-fourth 
General  Assembly  ?"  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

4.  Whereas,  There  is  now  pending  before  Congress  a  bill  in  relation 
to  the  erection  of  a  dam  across  the  Mississippi  River  at  or  near  the  foot  of 
the  Des  Moines  Rapids  and  the  building  of  a  proper  lock  to  facilitate  the 
navigation  of  such  river  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  U.  S. 
Government,  which  measure  is  now  pending  before  the  Committee  on  Inter-

5.  Whereas,  The  accomplishment  of  a  deep  water  channel  at  such  point

^HEBEAs,  There  is  a  great  and  growing  discontent  among  merchants, 
manufacturers  and  shippers,  in  many  States  of  the  Union,  on  account  of  the 
exorbitant  railroad  rates,  and  also  discrimination  by  transportation  com- 
panies, in  favor  of  large  shippers  and  trusts,  in  the  way  of  unlawful  rebates

effort  to  secure  the  enactment  of  such  railroad  or  inter-state  legislation  by 
Congress  as  will  correct  the  evils  mentioned  by  the  President. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  forward  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to 
President  Roosevelt,  and  to  the  Senators  and  Congressmen  from  lUinola.

valuation  and  without  naming  the  particular  or  specific  purposes  for  which 
said  taxes  when  collected  shall  be  appropriated,  expended  or  raised,  and  when 
any  county  board  heretofore  in  determining  the  amounts  of  all  taxes  to  be 
raised  for  county  purposes  in  any  year,  had  at  its  September  session  in  such 
year  declared  or  provided  that  a  certain  number  of  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  of  valuation  of  property  shall  be  raised  for  county  purposes  not  ex- 
ceeding seventy-five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  of  valuation  of  property 
and  has  named  the  particular  or  specific  purposes  for  which  such  taxes  when 
collected  shall  be  appropriated,  expended  or  raised,  such  determination  and 
the  taxes  assessed,  levied  or  extended,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
legal  and  valid,  anything  in  any  law  of  this  State  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

Section  2.  Whebeas,  An  emergency  exists,  therefore  this  act  shall  take 
effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

committee. 

Your  committee  further  reports  that  the  work  of  Mr.  Young  has  been  very 
thorough,  and  your  committee  Is  of  the  opinion  that  much  good  will  result 
to  the  State  if  his  recommendations  are  adopted  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly, 
and  your  committee  recommends  that  a  reasonable  compensation  be  paid  to 
Mr.  Young  for  the  services  rendered  in  this  behalf.

Whereas,  The  trustees  of  said  Illinois  Asylum  for  Feeble-Minded  Children 
have  no  power  to  sell  and  convey  said  lands  unless  they  have  the  consent  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois;  therefore,  be  it, 

Rewolved,  By  the  Senate^  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring  hereinr 
That  the  Trustees  of  said  Illinois  Asylum  for  the  Feeble-Minded  Children,. 
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are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  and  convey  to  said  Springfield  and  Northeastern 
Railroad  Company  said  Two  and  Seventeen  Hundredths  (2.17)  Acres  of  land 
upon  terms  that  they  deem  just  and  equitable.

Any  person  who  is  about  to  bring  any  action  or  suit  at  law  in  any 
court  against  any  city,  town  or  village  for  a  personal  injury  to  himself,  or  for 
damages  for  causing  the  death  of  any  person,  shall  within  three  months  (3) 
from  the  date  of  injury  or  when  the  cause  of  action  accrued,  either  by  himself, 
agent  or  attorney  (or  if  an  infant  by  his  parent,  guardian  or  next  friend, 
or  person  having  the  legal  custody  of  any  such  infant;  or  if  an  insane  person 
by  his  conservatc  ,  guardian,  next  friend,  or  person  having  the  legal  custody 
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of  such  insane  person;  or  where  the  cause  of  action  accrued  to  a  widow  or 
next  of  kin  for  damages  for  causing  the  death  of  any  person,  by  the  executor 
or  administrator  of  such  deceased)  file  in  the  office  of  the  town,  village  or 
city  clerk,  a  statement  in  writing,  signed  by  such  person,  his  agent,  attorney, 
guardian,  conserTator,  or  person  having  the  legal  custody  of  an  infant  or 
insane  person,  or  administrator  or  executor,  as  the  case  may  be,  giving  the 
name  of  the  person  to  whom  such  cause  of  action  has  accrued,  the  name 
and  residence  of  the  person  Injured,  the  date  and  about  the  hour  of  the 
accident,  the  place  or  location  where  such  accident  occurred  and  the  name 
and  address  of  the  attending  physician,  (if  any). 

Section  3.  If  the  notice  provided  for  by  section  2  of  this  act  shall  not 
be  filed  as  provided  in  said  section  2,  then  any  such  suit  brought  against 
any  such  city,  town  or  village,  shall  be  dismissed  and  the  person  to  whom 
any  such  cause  of  action  accrued  for  any  personal  injury,  shall  be  forever 
barred  from  further  suing,  unless  the  injury  is  of  such  a  character  that 
such  notice  cannot  be  given,  which  circumstance  excusing  such  notice  shall 
be  averred  and  proven. 

Section  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  question  being,  "Shall  the  report  of,  and  the  amendments  reported 
from,  said  committee  be  adopted?"  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

session  in  such  year  declared  or  provided  that  a  certain  number  of  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  valuation  of  property  shall  be  raised  for  county 
purposes,  not  exceeding  seventy-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  such 
valuation  and  without  naming  the  particular  or  specific  purposes  for  which 
said  taxes  when  collected  shall  be  appropriated,  expended  or  raised,  and  when 
any  county  board  heretofore  in  determining  the  amounts  of  all  taxes  to  be 
raised  for  county  purposes  in  any  year,  had  at  its  September  session  in  such 
year  declared  or  provided  that  a  certain  number  of  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  of  valuation  of  property  shall  be  raised  for  county  purposes  not  ex- 
ceeding seventy-five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  of  valuation  of  property 
and  has  named  the  particular  or  specific  purposes  for  which  such  taxes  when 
collected  shall  be  appropriated,  expended  or  raised,  such  determination  and 
the  taxes  assessed,  levied  or  extended,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
legal  and  valid,  anything  in  any  law  of  this  State  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 
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Section  2.  Whkbeas,  An  emergency  exists,  therefore  this  act  shall  take 
effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

The  question  being,  "Shall  the  report  of,  and  the  amendment  reported 
from  said  committee  be  adopted  ?^'  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

Pebsbntation  OP  Resolutions. 
Mr.  Maher  oiBfered  the  following  resolution: 


Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  7. 

Whereas,  There  was  submitted  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  the 
General  Election  held  on  November  8,  1904,  a  public  policy  question  in  the 
language  following: 

"Shall  the  State  Legislature  submit  to  the  voters  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
at  the  next  following  State  election,  an  amendment  to  the  State  Constitution* 
which  will  enable  the  voters  of  any  county,  city,  village  or  township  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  to  adopt  such  system  of  assessing  and  levying  taxes,  as  the 
voters  of  any  such  county  city,  village  or  township  may  determine,"  and. 

Whereas.  The  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  voted  in  favor  of  the  submis- 
sion of  the  said  proposed  amendment  by  a  vote  of  Pour  Hundred  Seventy-six 
Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty,  for,  (476,780)  and  One  Hundred  and 
Forty  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninty-six  (140,896)  votes  against  such 
submission;  therefore. 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives concurring  therein,  That  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  at  the  next  State  election  to  be  held  in  the  State  of  Illinois 
on  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.,  1906,  the  follow- 
ing amendment  to  the  State  Constitution: 
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Resolved,  Tbat  Section  Two  (2)  of  Article  Nine  (9)  of  the  Constitution 
be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  levying  a  tax  by  valua- 
tion, BO  that  every  person  or  corporation  shall  pay  a. tax  in  proportion  to  the 
value  of  his  or  her  property,  such  value  to  be  ascertained  by  some  person  or 
persons  to  be  elected  or  appointed  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly 
shall  direct,  and  not  otherwise;  provided,  that  it  shall  be  optional  with  each 
county,  city,  village  or  township  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  to  fix.  and  determine 
by  a  majority  vote  of  any  such  county,  city,  village  or  township  respectively, 
the  class  or  classes  of  property  upon  which  taxes  for  public  revenue  shall  be 
levied  and  collected;  but  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  power  to  tax 
persons  or  corporations  owning  or  using  franchises  and  privileges  co-extensive 
with  the  State,  in  such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  direct  by  general 
law,  uniform  as  to  class  upon  which  it  operates. 

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Maher,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended, and  the  foregoing  resolution  was  taken  up  for  consideration  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary.

Whebeas,  The  north  and  south  movement  of  commerce  has  already  com- 
menced, and  the  great  resources  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  are  demanding  of 
the  National  Government  the  construction  of  a  deep  waterway  between  the 
great  lakes  and  the  Gulf,  and 
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Whereas,  The  National  Goyemment  in  recognition  of  these  demands,  has 
appointed  a  commission  and  procured  a  survey  for  a  deep  waterway  from 
Chicago  to  St.  Louis,  a  report  of  which  sets  forth  the  feasibility  of  the  un- 
dertaking, and 

Whereas,  The  consummation  of  this  great  work  will  be  of  immeasurable 
benefit,  commercially  and  financially,  to  all  the  states  bordering  on  the  Mis- 
sissippi river  and  its  tributaries,  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Chicago  has  started  to  build  a  road  to  the  sea  for  the 
shipping  of  the  great  lakes,  and  without  aid  from  the  State  or  National 
Goyemment,  has  expended  $35,000,000  on  a  canal  from  Chicago  to  the  Illinois 
river,  through  which  almost  any  vessel  that  can  go  through  the  Suez  canal 
can  pass,  which  speaks  a  proof  of  public  spirit  extended  in  this  great  en- 
terprise, and 

Whereas,  With  the  completion  of  the  canal  from  Chicago  to  the  Illinois 
river  and  the  completion  of  the  ship  canal  connecting  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  oceans  at  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  there  remains  only  the  completion 
of  the  deep  waterway  down  the  natural  courses  of  the  Illinois  and  Mississippi 
rivers  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  link  waterway  transportation  of  the  great 
lakes  with  the  world's  seargoing  avenues,  thereby  placing  every  city,  town 
and  enterprise,  and  every  farmer,  not  only  those  residing  along  the  Illinois 
and  Mississippi  rivers,  but  those  along  the  navigable  tributaries  of  the 
Mississippi  river,  in  direct  touch  by  waterway  transportation  with  all  the 
marts  of  the  worlds  and 

Whereas,  In  adyance  is  recognized  the  great  worth  of  this  deep  waterway 
also  is  recognized  the  needs  of  ways  and  means  to  protect  and  reclaim  the 
vast  tracts  of  bottom  lands  along  its  course,  and 

Whereas,  Along  the  course  of  this  projected  deep  waterway  in  the  State 
of  Illinois,  are  many  thousands  of  acres  of  fertile  lands  subject  to  overflow 
from  the  free  tides  of  the  Illinois  and  Mississippi  rivers,  and 

Whereas,  The  protection  and  reclamation  of  these  bottom  lands  would  add 
enormous  wealth  to  the  State  and. Nation,  and 

Whereas,  The  construction  of  this  deep  waterway  will  materially  affect 
such  bottom  lands,  and 

Whereas,  These  bottom  lands  being  contiguous  and  abutting  the  Illinois 
and  Mississippi  rivers,  being  subject  to  overflow  from  the  free  tides  of  said 
rivers,  of  right  should  be  a  part  of  this  internal  improvement  project,  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  concerted  action  along  the  lines  of  a  deep  waterway  to 
the  Gulf  can  best  be  obtained  by  organization  of  the  states  afCected,  we  invite 
not  only  the  interests  of  Illinois  in  this  commendable  movement,  but  the

Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Fobtt- 

FOUBTH   GeNEBAL   ASSEMBLY. 

1.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  by  the  Doorkeeper, 
and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the  Chair  by  the  person  by  whom 
it  may  be  sent. 

2.  The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  when  messages  shall  be  sent  from 
the  House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate. 

3.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  a  sense  of  propriety  in  eacli 
house  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

4.  In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses,  if  either  house 
request  a  conference,  and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  the  other 
house  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  therewith  upon  the  subject  of  their 
disagreement.  Said  committee  shall  meet  at  a  convenient  time  to  be  agreed 
upon  by  their  chairman,  and,  having  conferred  freely,  each  shall  report  to  its 
respective  house  the  result  of  their  conference.  In  case  of  an  agreement  the 
report  shall  be  first  made,  with  the  papers  referred  accompanying  it,  to  the 
disagreeing  house,  and  there  acted  upon;  and  such  action  shall  be  iiB- 
mediately  reiwrted  by  the  Clerk  to  the  other  house,  the  papers  referred  a^ 
companying  the  message.  In  case  of  disagreement  the  papers  shall  remain 
with  the  house  which  referred  them.  The  agreeing  report  of  a  conference 
committee  shall  be  made,  read  and  signed  in  duplicate  by  all  members  of  the 
committee,  or  by  a  majority  of  those  of  each  house,  one  of  the  duplicates 
being  retained  by  the  committee  of  each  house.  Should  either  house  dis- 
agree to  the  report  of  the  committee,  such  house  shall  appoint  a  second 
committee  and  request  a  second  conference,  which  shall  be  acceded  to  by  the 
other  house  before  adhering.  The  motion  for  a  committee  of  conference,  and 
the  report  of  such  committee,  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time.  When  both 
houses  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a  bill  or  resolution  is  lost. 

5.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  houses  they  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  message  signed  by  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  (as  the  case  msy 
be)  respectively.

6.  After  a  bill  has  passed  both  houses,  it  shall  be  enrolled  before  it  Is 
presented  to  the  Grovernor. 

7.  When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  Joint  committee, 
which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  two  from  the  Senate  and  three  from  the 
House,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the 

House,  respectiyely.  The  clerk  of  the  committee  on  Engrossed  and  Enrolled 
Bills  of  the  respective  houses,  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  committee  whenever 
their  services  are  riequired.  Said  committee  shall  carefully  compare  the  en- 
rolled  bills  with  the  engrossed  bills  so  passed  by  both  houses,  correct  any 
errors  which  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bills,  and  make  their  report 
forthwith  to  their  respective  houses;  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  having  previously 
certified  on  the  margin  of  the  roll  in  which  house  it  originated. 

8.  After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed  in  the  re- 
spective houses,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  then 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate.   • 

9.  After  a  bill  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  it  shall  be  presented  by  said  Joint 
Committee  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval.  The  said  committee  shall  report 
the  day  of  presentation  to  the  €rOvemor  to  each  house,  which  time  shall  be 
carefully  entered  on  the  Journals  of  each  house. 

10.  All  resolutions  and  memorials  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the 
Qovernor  shall  be  previously  enrolled,  examined,  signed  and  presented  by 
the  Joint  Committee,  reported,  and  entry  thereof  made,  as  provided  in 
case  of  bills. 

11.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  one  house  is  re- 
jected in  the  other,  information  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  bouse  in  which 
the  same  shall  have  passed. 

12.  When  the  consideration  of  any  bill,  memorial  or  resolution,  which  has 
originated  in  one  house  shall  be  postponed  in  the  other  to  a  day  so  distant 
that  it  shall  not  be  taken  up  again  by  the  present  session,  the  house  in  which 
such  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  shall  have  originated  shall  be  forthwith 
informed  of  such  postponement. 

13.  When  a  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  which  has  passed  one  house  is  re- 
jected in  the  other,  it  shall  not  again  be  introduced  during  the  same  session, 
except  in  the  house  so  rejecting,  and  after  three  days'  notice  and  leave  of 
that  house. 

14.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which  any  bill 
or  resolution  shall  be  founded. 

15.  While  the  two  houses  are  acting  together  upon  elections,  or  on  any 
other  matter,  the  Speaker  shall  preside,  and  all  questions  of  order  shall  be 
decided  by  him,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  both  houses,  as  though  but  one  body 
was  in  session.  A  call  of  members  of  either  house  may  be  had  in  joint  meet- 
ing by  order  of  the  house  in  which  the  call  is  desired,  and  to  constitute  a 
quorum  of  tjie  joint  assembly,  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  both 
houses  shall  be  present  and  voting. 

16.  Motions  to  postpone  or  adjourn  shall  be  decided  by  a  joint  vote  of  both 
houses,  and  yeas  and  nays  upon  such  motions,  if  required,  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  Journals  of  both  houses. 

17.  Upon  questions  arising  requiring  the  separate  decision  of  either  house, 
the  Senate  shall  withdraw  until  the  decision  is  made:  Provided,  That  ques- 
tions upon  motions  for  a  call  of  either  house  shall  not  come  within  the  pro- 
visions of  this  rule. 

18.  ESach  house  shall  have  the  liberty  of  ordering  the  printing  of  bills, 
messages  and  reports  without  the  consent  of  the  other. 

19.  Whenever  any  message  bill,  report  or  document  shall  be  ordered  to 
be  printed  by  the  Senate  or  House,  for  the  use  of  both  houses,  it  shall  be  the

All  persons,  companies,  and  corporations  in  this  State  owning  steamboats, 
sailing  vessels,  wharf  boats,  barges  and  other  watercraft,  shall  be  required  to 
list  the  same  for  assessment  and  taxation  in  the  county,  town,  city,  village  or 
district  in  which  the  same  may  belong  or  be  enrolled,  registered  or  licensed, 
or  kept  when  not  enrolled,  registered  or  licensed.  All  property  and  assets 
of  life  insurance  companies  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  be 
assessed  to  the  corporation  as  to  a  natural  person,  in  the  name  of  the  corpor- 
ation, in  the  county^  town,  city,  village  or  district  of  its  residence,  as  herein 
provided  and  not  otherwise.  The  place  where  its  office  is  located  in  its  arti- 
cles of  incorporation  shall  he  deemed  its  resiednce;  provided  its  business  is 
actually  transacted  at  such  office;  but  if  it  shall  establish  its  principal  office 
in  any  other  place  than  the  place  named  in  its  articles  of  incorporation,  then 
the  place  where  it  transacts  its  principal  business  shall  be  deemed  its  resi- 
dence for  all  the  purposes  of  this  act.    In  computing  the  taxable  property  of 
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life  insurance  companies  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  the  value  of 
the  real  property  on  which  the  company  pays  taxes  shall  he  deducted  from 
its  net  admitted  assets  above  liabilities,  as  testified  and  shovm  by  the  latest 
report  of  the  Insurance  Superintendent,  and  the  remainder  shall  he  the 
amount  of  personal  property  for  which  the  company  shall  he  assessed.  The 
term  '*Life  insurance  companies  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State"  <u 
used  in  this  section,  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  fraternal  beneficiary 
societies,  or  to  corporations  operating  on  the  assessment  plan,  organized  un- 
der the  laws  of  this  State.

Said  railway  shall  extend  from, 
and  connect  with  the  railway  to  be  constructed  by  said  Union  County  Traction 
and  Power  Company  in,  upon,  and  along  the  highway  abutting  upon  said 
premises,  and  known  as  Lime  Kiln  Road  and  shall  extend  thence  through  and 
across  said  premises,  and  shall  be  located  and  constructed  under  the  supervi- 
sion  and  with  the  approval  of  the  trustees  of  said  Southern  Hospital  for  the

Resolved,  That  said  railway  be  operated  by  electricity  or  other  motive- 
power,  and  that  power  and  authority  are  hereby  granted  and  conferred  upon 
the  trustees  of  said  Southern  Hospital  for  the  Insane  to  regulate  the  opera- 
tion of  said  railway  and  the  speed  of  cars  and  trains  over  and  upon  the  same,, 
while  in  or  upon  said  premises,  and  that  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby 
granted  shall  continue  and  remain  in  full  force  and  efEect  for  a  period  of 
twenty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  resolution;  Provided,  however,  that 
unless  the  railway  hereby  authorized  shall  be  completed  and  in  operation 
within  two  years  from  the  date  of  passage  of  this  resolution,  all  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine.

of  all  taxes  to  be  raised  for  county  purposes  in  any  year,  had  at  its  September 
session  in  such  year  declared  or  provided  that  a  certain  number  of  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  valuation  of  property  shall  be  raised  for 
county  purposes,  not  exceeding  seventy-five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars 
of  valuation  of  propety,  and  has  named  the  particular  or  specific  purposes 
for  which  such  taxes  when  collected  shall  be  appropriated,  expended  or  raised, 
such  determination  and  the  taxes  assessed,  levied  or  extended  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  legal  and  valid  anything  in  any  law  of  this  State  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.

Whebeas,  In  the  carrying  of  the  United  States  mail  for  the  people,  the 
common  citizen  experiences  the  closest  and  most  intimate  relation  to  the 
government;  and  believing  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  are  entitled 
to  the  best  service  that  the  United  States  can  render,  and  that  its  free  de- 
livery and  rural  delivery  can  be  greatly  improved,  and  that  its  parcel  carry- 
ing and  delivery  of  parcels  ought  to  be  so  improved  as  to  equal  that  of  any 
other  civilized  country,  and 

Wheseas,  The  postal  service  of  the  United  States  in  these  particulars  is 
now  six  thousand  per  cent  higher  than  it  is  in  Germany,  that  the  weight  of 
parcels  in  the  United  States  is  limited  to  four  pounds,  whereas  the  weight  of 
parcels  In  Germany  is  over  a  hundred  pounds;  that  the  Bnglish  postofflce  de- 
partment carries  parcels  and  delivers  the  same  for  a  very  much  less  per  cent 
than  is  paid  in  the  United  States.  That  a  parcel  can  be  shipped  from  Berlin 
to  Boston  and  from  Boston  to  Seattle  and  delivered  for  less  than  one-sixth  the 
amount  the  patron  would  have  to  pay  to  ship  the  same  parcel  from  Spring- 
field to  Jacksonville.  That  Great  Britain  in  its  postal  charges  is  behind 
Germany  and  Austria  and  Australia  and  the  United  States  is  far  behind 
either  of  them;  and 
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'  WH3EBEA8,  The.' United  Statee;  now  has  a  free  rnral  delivery  of  letters  and 
newspapers,  and  the  telephone  service  has  been  established  all  over  this 
country,  there  is  no  good  reason  why  these  two  services  should  not  be  com- 
•bined  and  at  a  feason&ble  expense  serve  the  public  as  well  and  cheaply  as  the 
same  is  rendered  in  any  other  civilized  country;  and . 

Whereas,  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  and  the  House  of  R^^Nresenta- 
tives  ^eems  to  have  neglected  this  method  of  serving  the  people,  or  to  have

livery and  rural  delivery  can  be  greatly  improved,  and  that  Its  parcel  carry- 
ing and  delivery  of  parcels  ought  to  be  so  improved  as  to  equal  that  of  any 
other  civilized  country;  and 

Whebeas,  The  postal  service  of  the  United  States  in  these  particulars  is 
now  six  thousand  per  cent  higher  than  it  is  in  Germany,  that  the  weight  of 
parcels  in  the  United  States  is  limited  to  four  pounds,  whereas  the  weight  of 
parcels  in  Germany  is  over  a  hundred  pounds;  that  the  English  postofflce  de- 
partment carries  parcels  and  delivers  the  same  for  a  very  much  less  per  cent 
than'  is  paid  in  the  United  States.  That  a  parcel  can  be  shipped  from  Berlin 
to  Boston  and  from  Boston  to  Seattle  and  delivered  for  less  than  one-sixth  the 
amount  the  patron  would  have  to  pay  to  ship  the  same  parcel  from  Spring- 
Held  to  Jacksonville.  That  Great  Britain  in  its  postal  charges  is  behind 
Germany  and  Austria  and  Australia  and  the  United  States  is  far  behind 
either  of  them;  and 

Whebeas,  The  United  States  now  has  a  free  rural  delivery  of  letters  and 
newspapers,  and  the  telephone  service  has  been  established  all  over  this 
country,  there  Is  no  good  reason  why  these  two  services  should  not  be  com- 
bined and  at  a  reasonable  expense  serve  the  public  as  well  and  cheaply  as  the 
same  is  rendered  in  any  other  civilized  country;  and 

WzECBEAS,  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  and  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives seems  to  have  neglected  this  method  of  serving  the  people,  or  to  have 
l>een  unwisely  influenced  by  the  various  express  companies  doing  business  in 
the  United  States,  to  the  detriment  of  the  whole  people  of  the  United  States 
who  have  occasion  to  use  the  postofflce;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  respect- 
fully memorialize  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  take  this  matter  under 
consideration  and  enact  such  laws  as  shall  develop  the  greatest  interest  to  the 
greatest  number,  and  if  it  is  necessary  to  give  the  people  the  relief  they  are 
entitled  to  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  assume  control  of  the 
express  companies  and  transact  the  business  now  done  by  said  companies  in 
the  interest  of  the  people,  paying  such  express  companies  what  their  property 
is  reasonably  worth;  and  we  respectfully  request  our  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives from  the  State  of  Illinois  to  carefully  investigate  this  subject  and 
secure  such  legislation  as  the  magnitude  of  the  subject  requires;  and  we  also

WiiEBEAs,  The  National  Government  has  responded  to  the  demands  of  the 
fixed  determination  of  eighty  million  people  of  this  country,  by  beginning  the 
construction  of  a  ship  canal  across  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  and 

Whereas,  The  north  and  south  movement  of  commerce  has  already  com- 
menced, and  the  great  resources  of  the  Mississippi  valley  are  demanding  of 
the  National  Government  the  construction  of  a  deep  waterway  between  the 
great  lakes  and  the  gulf,  and 
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Whereas,  The  National  Government  in  recognition  of  these  demands,  has 
appointed  a  commission  and  procured  a  survey  for  a  deep  waterway  from 
Chicago  to  St.  Louis,  a  report  of  which  sets  forth  the  feasihility  of  the  under- 
taking, and 

Whereas,  The  consummation  of  this  great  work  will  be  of  immeasurable 
benefit,  commercially  and  financially,  to  all  the  states  bordering  on  the 
Mississippi  river  and  its  tributaries,  and 

Whereas,  The  city  of  Chicago  has  started  to  build  a  road  to  the  sea  for  the 
sh'ipping  of  the  great  lakes,  and  without  aid  from  the  State  or  National  Gov- 
ernment, has  expended  $35,000,000  on  a  canal  from  Chicago  to  the  Illinois 
river,  through  which  almost  any  vessel  that  can  go  through  the  Suez  canal 
can  pass,  which  speaks  a  proof  of  public  spirit  extended  in  this  great  enter- 
prise, and 

Whereas,  With  the  completion  of  the  canal  from  Chicago  to  the  Illinois 
river  and  the  completion  of  the  ship  canal  connecting  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
oceans  at  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  there  remains  only  the  completion  of  the 
deep  waterway  down  the  natural  courses  of  the  Illinois  and  Mississippi  rivers 
to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  link  waterway  transportation  of  the  great  lakes  with 
the  world's  sea-going  avenues,  thereby  placing  every  city,  town  and  enterprise, 
and  every  farmer,  not  only  those  residing  along  the  Illinois  and  Mississippi 
rivers,  but  those  along  the  navigable  tributaries  of  the  Mississippi  river  in 
direct  touch  by  waterway  transportation  with  all  the  marts  of  the  world,  and 

Whereas,  In  advance  is  recognized  the  great  worth  of  this  deep  waterway 
also  is  recognized  the  needs  of  ways  and  means  to  protect  and  reclaim  the 
vast  tracts  of  bottom  lands  along  its  course,  and 

Whereas,  Along  the  course  of  this  projected  deep  waterway  in  the  State  of 
Illinois,  are  many  thousands  of  acres  of  fertile  lands  subject  to  overflow  from 
the  free  tides  of  the  Illinois  and  Mississippi  rivers,  and 

Whereas,  The  protection  and  reclamation  of  these  bottom  lands  would 
add  enormous  wealth  to  the  State  and  Nation,  and 

Whereas,  The  construction  of  this  deep  waterway  will  materially  affect 
such  bottom  lands,  and 

Whereas,  These  bottom  lands  being  contiguous  and  abutting  the  Illinois 
and  Mississippi  rivers,  being  subject  to  overflow  from  the  free  tides  of  said 
rivers,  of  right  should  be  a  part  of  this  internal  improvement  project,  and 

"Whereas,  We  believe  concerted  action  along  the  lines  of  a  deep  waterway 
to  the  Gulf  can  best  be  obtained  by  organization  of  the  states  affected,  we 
invite  not  only  the  interests  of  Illinois  in  this  commendable  movement,  but 
the  sister  states  affected  by  a  deep  waterway  to  the  Gulf,  through  organiza- 
tion, to  join  in  the  efforts  of  Illinois  to  bring  about  more  substantial  recog- 
nition and  support  of  this  project,  and 

WitEREAs,  As  the  ben'.^flts  to  be  derived  from  this  proposed  deep  waterway, 
together  with  the  intention  of  this  resolution  to  best  bring  about  ways  and 
means  for  the  reclamation  of  all  lands  now  subject  to  inundation  would 
directly  affect  flfty-two  counties  bordering  on  and  contiguous  to  our  vast 
length  of  coast  line,  and  in  a  large  measure  either  directly  or  indirectly 
affect  the  interests  of  all  the  State  in  its  beneflcial  influence,  and 

Whereas,  It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois 
to  encourage  internal  improvements, 

Therefore,  In  view  of  the  general  good  and  great  importance  to  Illinois 
and  other  States,  as  well  as  the  country  at  large,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  House  of  Representor 
tives  concurring.  That  we  approve  of  all  measures  to  promote  the  great 
internal  improvement  of  the  Mississippi  and  Illinois  rivers,  and  the  navigation 
of  the  same;  that  we  invite  the  different  states  situate  in  the  Mississippi 
valley  to  join  with  Illinois  in  the  movement  for  this  great  work,  and  that 
we  procure  and  present  a  petition  to  Congress,  setting  forth  our  requests, 
asking  that  the  reclamation  of  the  great  bottom  lands  along  the  course  of 
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the  projected  deep  waterway  from  the  great  lakes  to  the  Gulf,  and  the  bottom 
lands  subject  to  inundation  from  the  free  tides  of  the  Mississippi  river  and  its 
tributaries  in  Illinois,  be  made  a  part  of  the  measure  now  under  consideration 
by  the  National  Government. 

Eeported  the  same  back  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  adopted. 

And  the  question  being,  "Shall  the  report  of  the  committee  be  con- 
curred in  and  the  resolution  adopted  ?'  it  was  decided  in  the  aflSrmative.

Section  2.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  proposed  in  either 
house  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  if  the  same  shall  be  voted  for  by  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses,  such  proposed 
amendments,  together  with  the  yeas  and  nays  of  each  house  thereon  shall 
be  entered  in  full  on  their  respective  Journals;  and  said  amendments  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  this  State  for  adoption  or  rejection  at  the 
next  election  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law.  The  proposed  amendments  shall  be  published  in  full 
at  least  three  months  preceding  the  election,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors 
voting  at  said  election  shall  vote  for  the  proposed  amendments,  they  shall 
become  part  of  this  Constitution.

Section  1.  That  there  shall  be  established  in  and  for  the  city  of  Chicago  a 
municipal  court  which  shall  be  styled  "The  Municipal  Court  of  Chicago/'  and 
which  will  be  hereinafter  designated  and  referred  to  as  the  Municipal  Court, 

Section  2.  That  said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  within  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago, in  the  following  cases: 

First.  All  actions  on  contracts,  expressed  or  -implied,  when  the  amount 
claimed  by  the  plaintiff  exceeds  one  thousand  dollars  (|1,000)  and  which,  for 
convenience,  will  be  hereinafter  referred  to  and  designated  as  cases  of  the  first 
class. 

Second.  All  suits  of  every  kind  and  nature,  whether  civil  or  criminal,  or 
whether  at  law  or  in  equity,  which  may  be  transferred  to  it  by  change  of 
venue,  or  otherwise,  by  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county,  or  by  the  superior 
court  of  Cook  county,  or  by  the  criminal  court  of  Cook  county,  for  trial  and 
disposition,  and  which,  for  convenience,  will  be  hereinafter  designated  and 
referred  to  as  cases  of  the  second  class. 

Third.  All  criminal  cases  in  which  the  punishment  is  by  fine  or  imprison- 
ment otherwise  than  in  the  penitentiary,  and  which,  for  convenience,  will  be 
hereinafter  designated  and  referred  to  as  cases  of  the  third  class. 

Fourth.  All  those  classes  of  suits  and  proceedings,  whether  civil  or  quasi 
criminal,  of  which  justices  of  the  peace  are  now  given  jurisdiction  by  law,  in 
all  of  which  classes  of  suits  and  proceedings  said  municipal  court  shall  have 
jurisdiction  when  the  amount  sought  to  be  recovered,  whether  by  way  of  dam- 
ages, penalty,  or  otherwise,  if  the  suit  or  proceeding  be  for  the  recovery  of 
money  only,  or  the  value  of  the  personal  property  claimed,  if  the  suit  or  pro- 
ceeding be  brought  for  the  recovery  of  personal  property,  does  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1.000) ;  provided,  however,  that  in  any  action  upon  a  bond, 
the  amount  sought  to  be  recovered  thereon  and  not  the  penalty  of  the  bond 
shall  determine  the  jurisdiction,  and  that  when  payments  are  to  be  made  by 
installments,  an  action  may  be  brought  in  the  Municipal  Court  for  any  in- 
stallment not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  as  it  becomes  due,  and 
which,  for  convenience,  will  be  hereinafter  designated  and  referred  to  as 
cases  of  the  fourth  class. 

Fifth.  All  other  suits  at  law  for  the  recovery  of  money  only,  when  the 
amount  claimed  does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  and  which,  for 
convenience,  will  be  hereinafter  designated  and  referred  to  as  cases  of  the 
fifth  class. 

Section  3.  That  in  all  cases  of  the  first  class  and  in  all  cases  of  the  second 
class  the  issues  shall  be  made  up  in  said  court  by  the  same  forms  of  pleadings, 
as  near  as  may  be.  in  use  in  similar  cases  in  the  circuit  courts;  that  all  cases 
of  the  third  class  shall  bo  probecuted  by  complaint  or  by  information  in  ac- 
cordance v/ith  such  rules  as  may  be  hereinafter  prescribed  or  provided  for,  or 
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in  cases  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  by  such  rules  of  practice  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law  for  similar  cases  in  the  criminal  court  of  Cook  county 
or  before  justices  of  the  peace;  and  that  in  all  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  in 
all  cases  of  the  fifth  class  the  issues  shall  be  determined  without  other  forms 
of  written  pleadings  than  those  hereinafter  expressly  prescribed  or  provided 
for. 

Section  4.  That  said  court  shall  be  held  in  districts,  which  until  otherwise 
provided,  shall  be  five  in  number  and  their  territorial  limits  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: 

Of  the  First  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded  on 
the  east  by  Lake  Michigan,  on  the  north  by  the  city  limits,  on  the  west  by  the 
center  line  of  Western  avenue  from  the  city  limits  on  the  north  to  the  center 
line  of  Fifty-fifth  street,  thence  on  the  south  by  the  center  line  of  Fifty-fifth 
street  to  the  center  line  of  State  street,  thence  on  the  west  by  the  center  line  of 
State  street  to  the  center  line  of  Sixty-third  street,  thence  on  the  south  by  the 
center  line  of  Sixty-third  street  to  the  center  line  of  Cottage  Grove  avenue, 
thence  on  the  west  by  the  center  line  of  Cottage  Grove  avenue  to  the  center 
line  of  Seventy-first  street,  and  thence  on  the  south  by  the  center  line  of 
Seventy-first  street  to  Lake  Michigan,  and  such  territory  shall  be  known  as 
the  First  District. 

Of  the  Second  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded 
on  the  south  by  the  city  limits,  on  the  east  by  the  city  limits  and  Lake  Michi- 
gan, on  the  north  by  the  center  line  of  Seventy-first  street,  and  on  the  west 
by  the  center  line  of  Cottage  Grove  avenue,  and  such  territory  shall  be  known 
as  the  Second  District. 

Of  the  Third  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded  on 
the  west  and  south  by  the  city  limits,  on  the  east  by  the  center  line  of  Cottage 
Grove  avenue  from  the  city  limits  on  the  south  to  the  center  line  of  Sixty-third 
street,  thence  on  the  north  by  tho  center  line  of  Sixty-third  street  to  the 
center  line  of  State  street,  thence  on  the  east  by  the  center  line  of  State  street 
to  the  center  line  of  Fifty-fifth  street,  thence  on  the  north  by  the  center  line 
of  Fifty-fifth  street  to  the  city  limits  on  the  west,  and  such  territory  shall  be 
known  as  the  third  District. 

Of  the  Fourth  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bourded 
on  the  south  by  the  center  line  of  Fifty-fifth  street,  on  the  east  by  the  center 
line  of  Western  avenue,  on  the  north  by  the  center  line  of  Lake  street  and  on 
the  west  by  the  city  limits,  and  such  territory  shall  be  known  as  the  Fourth 
District. 

Of  the  Fifth  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded  on 
the  south  by  the  center  line  of  Lake  street,  on  the  east  by  the  center  line  of 
Western  avenue,  and  on  the  north  and  west  by  the  city  limits,  and  such  terri- 
tory shall  be  known  as  the  Fifth  District. 

The  number  and  boundary  of  the  districts  may  be  changed,  from  time  to 
time,  by  orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court,  and 
spread  upon  the  records  thereof,  which  orders  shall  be  published  for  three  suc- 
cessive weeks,  one  in  each  week,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
the  city  of  Chicago,  and  which  shall  take  effect  respectively  within  thirty 
days  after  the  last  publication  thereof;  provided,  however,  no  such  change 
in  the  number  of  boundaries  of  districts  shall  become  effective  unless  the  or- 
der thereof  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago. As  many  branches  of  said  court  shall  be  held  in  each  district  ?.s  may 
eb  determined  by  the  chief  justice  of  said  Municipal  Court  to  be  necessary  for 
the  prompt  and  proper  disposition  of  the  business  of  said  court. 

Section  5.  That  said  Municipal  Court  and  the  respective  branches  thereof 
shall  be  held  at  such  place  or  places  in  said  city  of  Chicago  as  may  be  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose  by  the  corporate  authorities  thereof  or  by  the  county 
of  Cook.  If  no  place  be  provided  by  the  corporate  authorities  of  said  city 
or  by  the  county  of  Cook  for  the  holding  of  the  Municipal  Court  or  any 
branch   thereof,  or  if  the  place  so  provided   become  unfit,   said  MunicipaJ 
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Court  or  branch  thereof  may,  by  an  order  signed  by  the  majority  of  the 
judges  of  said  Municipal  Court,  and  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  Muni- 
cipal Court  or  branch  thereof,  adjourn  to  or  convene  at  a  suitable  place 
for  holding  said  court  or  branch  thereof,  procured  for  that  purpose  by  said 
judges,  within  the  district  in  which  the  same  is  located  and  at  such  place 
may  hold  said  court,  or  branch  thereof,  until  a  suitable  place  therefor  be 
furnished  by  said  corporate  authorities. 

Section  6.  That  said  court  shall  have  seals  for  each  district  and  may 
from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary,  renew  the  same.  The  expense  of 
said  seals  and  renewing  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  of  Chicago. 

Section  7.  That  all  blanks,  books,  papers,  stationery  and  furniture  neces- 
sary to  the  keeping  of  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  such  Municipal 
Court,  and  the  transaction  of  the  business  thereof,  shall  be  furnished  the 
officers  of  such  court  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 

Section  8.  That  said  Municipal  Court  shall  consist  of  twenty-flve  (25) 
judges,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chief  justice  and  the  remaining  twenty-four 
(24)  of  whom  shall  be  associate  judges.  Each  branch  of  said  Municipal 
Court  shall  be  presided  over  by  a  single  judge.  The  chief  justice,  in  addition 
to  the  exercise  of  all  the  other  powers  of  a  judge  of  said  court,  shall  have 
the  general  superintendence  of  the  business  of  said  court;  he  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  judges,  and  he  shall  assign  the  associate  judges  to  duty 
in  the  branches  of  said  court,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  prompt  disposition  of  the  busines  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  each  associate  judge  to.  attend  and  serve  at  any  branch  of  said  court  to 
which  he  may  be  assigned,  but  the  chief  justice  shall  only  assign  such  number 
of  judges  to  the  trial  and  disposition  of  cases  of  the  first  class  and  cases 
of  the  second  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  from  time  to 
time,  as  may  not  be  needed  for  the  prompt  disposition  of  the  other  business 
of  the  court.  The  chief  justice  shall  also  superintend  the  preparation  of  ihe 
calendars  of  cases  for  trial  in  said  court  and  shall  make  such  classification 
and  the  distribution  of  the  same  upon  different  calendars  as  he  shall  deem 
proper  and  expedient.  Each  associate  judge  shall  at  the  commencement  of 
each  month  make  to  the  chief  justice,  under  his  official  oath,  a  report  in 
writing  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  during  the  preceding  month,  which 
report  shall  specify  the  number  of  days'  attendance  in  court  of  such  jud^ 
during  such  month,  and  the  branches  of  said  court  upon  which  he  has  at- 
tended, and  the  number  of  hours  per  day  of  such  attendance,  for  which 
the  chief  justice  shall  cause  suitable  blanks  to  be  prepared  and  furnished 
to  the  associate  judges.  Each  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  vacations,  which 
shall  not  exceed  thirty-six  days  in  all  in  any  one  year  and  which  shall  be 
taken  at  such  times  as  may  be  determined  by  the  chief  justice.  The  chief 
justice  must  give  his  attention  faithfully  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
especially  pertaining  to  his  office  and  to  the  performance  of  such  additional 
judicial  work  as  he  may  be  able  to  perform.  Each  associate  judge  must 
perform  his  share  of  the  labors  and  duties  appertaining  to  the  office.  At 
least  one  associate  judge  must  be  in  attendance  in  one  branch  of  said  court 
in  each  district,  six  hours  of  each  day,  except  Sunday,  a  public  holiday,  or  a 
day  upon  which  the  Inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Chicago  generally  refrain 
from  business,  and  each  associate  judge,  while  in  the  court  room  or  in 
chambers,  and  not  actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  other  official 
duties,  must  act  upon  any  application  for  his  official  action,  properly  made 
to  him.  One  branch  of  said  court  in  the  First  District  shall  be  kept  open, 
and  at  least  one  judge  assigned  for  that  purpose  by  the  chief  justice,  shall 
be  in  attendance  thereat,  each  day.  excepting  Sunday  or  a  public  holiday, 
from  nine  o'clock  a.  m.  to  ten  o'clock  p.  m.,  excepting  two  hours*  intermis- 
sion, for  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  may  come  before  it.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  chief  justices  and  the  associate  judges  to  meet  together  at 
least  once  in  each  month,  excepting  the  month  of  August,  in  each  year,  at 
such  hour  and  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  chief  justice,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  may  be  required  by  the  chief  justice,  for  the  consideration 
of  such  matters  pertaining  to  the  administration  of  justice  in  said  court  as 
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may  be  brought  before  them.  At  such  meetings  they  shall  receive  and  in- 
vestigate, or  cause  to  be  investigated,  all  complaints  presented  to  them 
pertaining  to  the  said  court,  and  to  the  officers  thereof,  and  shall  take  such 
steps  as  they  deem  necessary  or  proper  with  respect  thereto,  and  they  shall 
have  power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  adopt  or  cause  to  be  adopted  all 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  administration  of  justice  in  said 
court  as  to  them  may  seem  expedient.  The  salary  of  the  chief  justice  shall 
be  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500)  per  annum,  and  the  salary  of 
an  associate  judge  shall  be  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000)  per  annum,  payable 
in  monthly  installments  out  of  the  city  treasury. 

Section  9.  That  the  chief  justice  and  the  associate  judges  of  the  Municipal 
Court  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tues- 
day after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.,  190G;  that  the  chief  justice 
shall  hold  his  oflice  for  the  term  of  six  (6)  years  and  until  his  successor  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified:  that  of  the  said  associate  judges  so  to  be  elected 
eight  (8)  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  two  (2)  years;  eight  (8)  for  the 
term  of  four  (4)  years,  and  eight  (8)  for  the  term  of  six  (6)  years  and  until 
their  respective  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.,  1908,  and  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November  of  every  sixth  year  thereafter, 
and  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.,  1910,  and 
on  the  First  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November  every  sixth  year 
thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  eight  (8)  associate  judges  of  said  Municipal 
Court  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D., 
1912,  and  every  sixth  year  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  a  chief  justice  and 
eight  (8)  associate  judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  as  successors  in  office 
of  the  chief  justice  and  associate  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  by  this  act 
required  to  be  elected,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of 
six  (6)  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The 
judges  so  required  to  be  elected  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties 
on  the  first  Monday  of  December  following  their  election.  Vacancies  in  the 
oflSce  of  chief  justice  or  associate  judge  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  filled 
by  election  at  the  regular  municipal,  judicial  or  other  general  election  which 
shall  occur  next  after  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  time  such  vacan- 
cies respectively  occur,  but  where  the  unexpired  term  does  not  exceed  one 
year,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Governor.  Whenever 
a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  chief  justice,  or  whenever  the  chief  justice 
shall  be  absent  from  the  city  of  Chicago,  or  incapaciated  from  acting,  the 
associate  judges  shall  select  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  chief  justice  until 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election  or  appointment  as  above  provided  for. 
or  until  the  return  of  the  chief  justice,  or  until  his  Incapacity  ceases. 

Section  10.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  chief  justice 
or  of  associate  judge  of  the  Municipal  Court  unless  he  shall  be  at  least  thirty 
years  of  age  and  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  nor  unless  he  shall  have  re- 
sided in  the  county  of  Cook  and  been  there  engaged,  either  in  active  practice 
as  an  attorney  and  counsellor  at  law  or  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  a 
judicial  ofiDlce,  five  years  next  preceding  his  election,  or  in  one  of  said  occu- 
pations during  a  portion  of  said  time  and  In  the  other  the  remaining  portion 
thereof,  and  shall,  ai  the  time  of  his  election,  be  a  resident  of  the  city  of 
Chicago. 

Section  11.  That  every  chief  justice  and  associate  justice  of  such  Munici- 
pal Court,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe the  following  oath  or  affirmation : 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  chief  justice  (or 
associate  judge)  of  the  Municipal  Court  of  Chicago  according  to  the  best  of 
my  ability." 

Said  oath  shall  be  filed  In  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 
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Section  12.  That  whenever  two-thirds  in  number  of  the  judges  of  the 
Municipal  Court  shall  transmit  to  the  city  council  of  the  City  of  Chicago  a 
certificate  signed  by  them  that  in  the  opinion  of  said  judges  the  business  of 
said  Municipal  Court  is  such  as  to  require  an  increase  in  the  number  of  the 
associate  judges  of  said  Municipal  Court,  said  city  council  may,  by  ordinance 
or  ordinances,  provide  for  an  increase  of  not  more  than  nine  in  rlie  number 
of  said  judges,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  next  ensuing  municipal,  judicial 
or  general  election  in  said  city.  The  judges  elected  in  accordance  with  such 
ordinance  or  ordinances  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  next  ensuing  regular 
election  of  judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified,  and  at  such  next  ensuing  regular  election  of  judges  of 
said  Municipal  Court  and  every  six  years  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  the 
additional  number  of  judges  provided  by  said  ordinance  or  ordinances  as  suc- 
cessors in  office  of  said  additional  judges.  But,  after  the  number  of  associate 
judges  has  been  increased  to  thirty-three  (33)  no  subsequent  increase  thereof 
shall  be  made  by  the  city  council. 

Section  13.  That  the  judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  may  interchange  with 
judges  of  the  circuit  courts  and  judges  of  the  superior  court  of  C6ok  county 
and  with  judges  of  other  city  courts,  and  said  respective  judges  may  hold 
court  for  each  other  and  perform  each  other's  duties  when  they  find  it  neces- 
sary or  convenient,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  said  Municipal 
Court  to  hold  branches  of  the  circuit  court  and  superior  courts  of  Cook  county, 
and  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  the  circuit  and  superior  courts  of  Cook  county 
to  hold  branches  of  said  Municipal  Court,  whenever  the  condition  of  the  busi- 
ness of  said  respective  courts,  and  the  proper  administration  of  justice  therein, 
may  render  it  expedient  for  them  to  do  so.  Any  judge  of  the  Municipal  Court 
may,  at  the  request  of  the  chief  justice  of  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county, 
or  of  the  chief  justice  of  the  superior  court  of  Cook  county,  be  assigned  by 
the  chief  justice  of  the  Municipal  Court  to  duty  in  said  circuit  or  superior 
court  whenever,  In  the  opinion  of  such  last  mentioned  chief  justice,  the 
condition  of  the  business  of  said  respective  courts  may  render  such  assign- 
ment proper  and  expedient,  and  any  judge  of  the  circuit  court  or  of  the 
superior  court  of  Cook  county  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  chief  justice 
of  the  Municipal  Court,  be  assigned  'by  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  court 
to  duty  in  said  Municipal  Court  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  said  last  men- 
tioned chief  justice,  the  condition  of  the  business  of  said  respective  courts 
may  render  such  assignment  proper  and  expedient. 

Section  14.  That  there  shall  be  a  clerk  of  said  Municipal  Court,  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  six  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified  and  who  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
of  November,  A.  D.,  1906,  and  every  six  years  thereafter.  He  shall  perform 
with  respect  to  said  Municipal  Court,  and  the  respective  branches  thereof, 
the  duties  usually  performed  by  clerks  of  courts  of  record.  He  shall  give  hift 
personal  attention  to  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  clerk's 
offices  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness from  eight  o'clock  a.  m.  to  six  o'clock  p.  m.  of  each  working  day  during 
the  year.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  the  rules  which  may  be  adopted  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities,  the  oath  of  office 
and  the  bond  and  conditions  thereof  of  such  clerk  shall  be  the  same  as  near 
as  may  be,  as  those  prescribed  by  law  for  clerks  of  courts  by  the  act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  clerks  of  courts,"  approved  March  25, 
1874,  and  in  force  July  1,  1874.  His  salary  shall  be  five  thousand  dollars 
($5,000)  per  annum,  and  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  installments  out  of  the 
city  treasury.     He  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor. 

Section  15.  That  said  clerk  shall  appoint  such  number  of  deputies  as  may 
be  determined  from  time  to  time,  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  the  Munici- 
pal Court  by  orders  signed  by  them  and  spread  upon  the  records  of  said  court 
The  salaries  of  deputy  clerks  shall  be  fixed,  from  time  to  time,  by  orders 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon 
the  records  of  the  court,  and  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  city  treasury  in 
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monthly  instalments,  provided,  however,  that  the  salary  of  no  deputy  clerk 
shall  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500)  per  annum.  Such  number  of 
deputy  clerks  so  appointed  as  the  Judges  may  deem  necessary  shall  be  com- 
petent shorthand  reporters,  capable  of  correctly  taking  down  stenographically 
and  transcribing  the  proceedings  of  courts,  and  shall  perform  such  duties 
with  respect  to  attending  upon  and  taking  down  stenographic  reports  of  the 
proceedings  of  said  court  and  the  branches  thereof  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Judges,  and  for  making  and  furnishing  transcripts  of  their  stenographic 
reports  aforesaid,  said  deputy  clerks  shall  be  allowed  to  make  such  reasonable 
charge,  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  per  each  one  hundred  words,  to  the  parties 
to  whom  such  transcripts  are  furnished,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Judges, 
and  the  judges  may  allow  said  deputy  clerks  to  retain,  as  additional  compen- 
sation for  their  services  one-half  of  the  charges  so  collected,  the  balance  of 
such  charges  to  be  accounted  for  by  such  deputy  clerks  in  the  same  manner 
as  costs  collected  by  them.  Such  deputy  clerks  shall  take  the  same  oath  or 
affirmation  required  of  the  clerk  of  said  Municipal  Court  and  shall  give  bonds 
to  be  approved  by  the  chief  Justice  of  said  court,  conditioned,  as  near  as  may 
be,  like  the  bond  required  of  the  clerk.  Any  deputy  clerk  shall  be  subject  to 
removal  at  any  time  by  an  order  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Judges  of  the 
Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon  the  records  of  said  court.  The  number  of 
deputy  clerks  may  be  reduced  at  any  time  by  an  order  signed  by  a  majority 
of  the  judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon  the  records  of  said 
court.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  deputy  clerks  to  render  to  parties  to  suits  in 
cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  in  cases  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  section 
two  (2)  of  this  act,  such  assistance  and  give  them  such  information  as  may 
enable  them  to  properly  commence  suits  or  to  enter  their  appearances  when 
sued,  which  duty  shall  be  regulated  and  defined  by  Instructions  to  be  pre- 
pared by  the  chief  Justice. 

Section  16.  That  there  shall  be  a  bailiff  of  said  Municipal  Court  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  six  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified  and  who  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
of  November,  A.  D.,  1906,  and  every  six  years  thereafter.  He  shall  perform, 
with  respect  to  said  Municipal  Court,  and  the  respective  branches  thereof, 
the  duties  usually  performed  by  sherifts  in  respect  to  attendance  upon,  and 
service  and  execution  of  the  process,  and  obedience  of  the  lawful  orders 
and  directions  of,  a  circuit  court.  He  shall  give  his  personal  attention  to 
the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  oflice.  The  bailiff's  office  of  the  Munici- 
pal Court  shall  be  kept  open  in  each  district  for  the  transaction  of  business 
from  8  o'clock  a.  m.  to  6  o'clock  p.  m.  of  each  working  day  during  the  year. 
Until  otherwise  provided  by  the  rules  which  may  be  adopted  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities,  the  oath  of  office, 
and  the  bond  and  conditions  thereof  of  such  bailiff  shall  be  the  same,  as 
near  as  may  be,  as  those  prescribed  by  law  for  sheriffs  with  respect  to 
attendance  upon,  and  service  and  execution  of  the  process,  and  obedience 
of  the  lawful  orders  and  directions  of,  a  circuit  court.  His  salary  shall  be 
five  thousand  dollars  (|5,000)  per  annum  and  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  in- 
stalments out  of  the  city  treasury.  He  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governor. 

Section  17.  That  said  bailiff  shall  appoint  such  number  of  deputies  as 
may  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  a  majority  of  Judges  of  the 
Municipal  Court  by  orders  signed  by  them  and  spread  upon  the  records 
of  said  court.  The  salaries  of  deputy  bailiffs  shall  be  fixed,  from  time  to 
time,  by  orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Judges  of  the  Municipal  Court 
and  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  court  and  shall  be  payable  out  of  the 
city  treasury  in  monthly  installments:  Provided,  however,  that  the  salary 
of  no  deputy  bailiff  shall  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200)  per  annum. 
Such  deputy  bailiffs  shall  take  the  same  oath  or  affirmation  required  of 
the  bailiff  of  said  Municipal  Court  and  shall  give  bonds  to  be  approved  by 
the  chief  Justice  of  said  court  conditioned,  as  near  as  may  be,  like  the  bond 
required  of  the  bailiff.  The  bailiff  and  deputy  bailiffs  of  the  Municipal  Court 
shall  be  ex  officio  police  officers  of  the  city  of  Chicago.     Any  deputy  bailiff 
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shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  any  time  by  an  order  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon  the  records  of  said  court. 
The  number  of  deputy  bailiffs  may  be  reduced  at  any  time  by  an  order 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon 
the  records  of  said  court.  Every  police  officer  of  the  city  of  Chicago  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  deputy  bailiff  of  the  Municipal  Court,  and  shall  perform,  from 
time  to  time,  such  duties  in  respect  to  criminal  and  quasi  criminal  cases,  in- 
cluding cases  pertaining  to  alleged  violations  of  city  ordinances  pending  in 
said  court,  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  any  branch  of  said  court  or  any 
judge  thereof. 

Section  18.  That  neither  the  clerk  nor  the  bailiff  nor  any  deputy  clerk  or 
deputy  bailiff  of  said  Municipal  Court  shall  receive  aside  from  the  salary 
and  the  costs  of  this  act  required  to  be  paid  to  him  in  his  official  capacity, 
any  money,  property,  or  other  valuable  thing,  as  a  gratuity  or  otherwise,  for 
the  performance  of  any  duty  imposed  upon  him  by  virtue  of  his  office,  or  for 
the  performance  of  any  work  of  any  kind  or  character  in  any  manner  con- 
nected therewith.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  to 
remove  from  office  any  deputy  clerk  or  deputy  bailiff  who  shall  violate  either 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section.  No  clerk  or  bailiff,  or  deputy  clerk  or  deputy 
bailiff,  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  appointed  receiver  or  gruardian  ad 
litem  of  any  suit  therein  pending. 

Section  19.  That  until  otherwise  determined  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided,  and  except  as  by  this  act  is  otherwise  prescribed,  the  practice  in 
the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  the  same,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  that  which 
is  now  prescribed  by  law  for  similar  suits  or  proceedings  In  circuit  courtB. 
Said  Municipal  Court  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  applicability  to  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  court  of  the  rules  of  practice  prescribed  by  law  for  similar 
cases  in  the  circuit  courts  and  its  decisions  in  respect  thereto  shall  not  be 
subject  to  review  upon  appeal  or  writ  of  error:  Provided,  however,  that  upon 
appeal  or  writ  of  error  the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case 
may  be,  may  grant  relief  from  any  such  decision  in  any  case  where,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  such  relief  is  necessary  to 
prevent  a  failure  of  justice. 

Section  20.  That  the  judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  shall  have  power  to 
adopt,  in  addition  to  or  in  lieu  of  the  provisions  herein  contained  prescrib- 
ing the  practice  in  said  Municipal  Court  or  of  any  portion  or  portions  of  said 
provisions,  such  rules  regulating  the  practice,  in  said  court  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  or  expedient  for  the  proper  administration  of  justice  therein.  The 
adoption  of  said  rules  shall  be  accomplished  by  an  order  signed  by  a  majority 
of  said  judges,  which  order,  when  made,  shall  be  forthwith  spread  upon  the 
records  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  shall  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form  at  the 
expense  of  the  city  and  shall  go  into  effect  thirty  days  after  being  so  spread 
upon  said  records,  and  when  it  shall  so  go  into  effect  the  rules  thereby  pre- 
scribed shall  supersede  azd  take  the  place  of  all  the  provisions  of  this  act 
pertaining  to  the  practice  of  said  court  inconsistent  therewith,  and  said  rules 
so  adopted  may  be  amended,  rescinded  or  added  to  by  a  like  order  signed  by 
a  like  number  of  judges  of  said  court,  such  order  to  be  likewise  spread  upon 
the  records  of  said  court  and  printed  in  pamphlet  form  and  to  go  into  effect 
thirty  days  after  being  spread  upon  said  records:  Provided,  however,  that 
any  resident  of  the  city  of  Chicago  shall,  upon  petition  therefor,  at  any  time 
within  sixty  days  from  the  entry  of  any  such  order,  be  allowed  an  appeal 
from  such  order  to  the  Supreme  Court.  Such  appeal  shail  be  allowed  with- 
out bond,  but  shall  not  suspend  the  operation  of  said  order  during  its 
pendency.  Upon  such  appeal  the  Supreme  Court  shall  review  the  said  order 
and  consider  the  rules  thereby  adopted  and  may  either  confirm  said  order  or 
may  modify  or  set  aside  the  same,  and  the  Supreme  Court  may,  in  its  dlscre- 
tion,  substitute  for  the  ruies  so  adopted  by  said  judges  of  said  Municipal 
Court,  or  for  any  portion  thereof,  such  other  rules  as  the  Supreme  Court 
may  deem  proper,  and  may.  in  its  discretion,  of  its  own  motion  or  otherwise, 
make  any  order  respecting  the  rules  of  said  Municipal  Court  which  it  may 
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deem  proper.  The  Supreme  Court  and  the  Appellate  Courts  in  cases  brought 
to  them  from  the  Municipal  Court  by  appeal  or  writ  of  error  shall  takft  judi- 
cial notice  of  the  rules  of  practice  from  time  to  time  in  force  in  said  Munici- 
pal Court. 

Section  21.  That  there  shall  be  no  stated  terms  of  the  Municipal  Court, 
but  said  court  shall  always  be  open  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Every 
judgment,  order  or  decree  of  said  court,  final  in  its  nature,  shall,  for  the 
period  of  thirty  days  after  the  entry  thereof,  be  subject  to  be  vacated,  set 
aside  or  modified,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  a  judgment, 
decree  or  order  of  a  circuit  court  during  the  term  at  which  the  same  was 
rendered  in  such  circuit  court.  After  the  lapse  of  thirty  days  any  such 
judgment,  decree  or  order  shall  not  be  vacated,  set  aside  or  modified,  except- 
ing upon  appeal  or  writ  of  error,  or  by  bill  in  equity.  Provided,  however, 
that  all  errors  in  fact  in  the  proceedings  in  such  case,  which  could  have 
been  corrected  at  common  law  by  the  writ  of  error  coram  nobis,  may  be 
corrected  by  motion  or  the  judgment  may  be  set  aside,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  law  for  similar  cases  in  the  circuit  courts. 

Section  22.  That  the  final  orders,  judgments  and  decrees  of  the  Municipal 
Court  in  cases  of  the  first  class,  cases  of  the  second  class  and  cases  of  the 
third  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  may  be  reviewed,  upon 
error  or  appeal,  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  all  criminal  cases  above  the  grade 
of  misdemeanors,  cases  in  which  a  franchise  or  freehold,  or  the  validity  of 
a  statute  or  construction  of  the  Constitution  is  involved,  and  in  all  cases 
relating  to  the  revenue  or  in  which  the  State  is  interested  as  a  party  or 
otherwise,  and  by  the  Appellate  Court  in  all  other  cases.  The  practice  in 
cases  of  appeals  from  or  writs  of  error  to  said  Municipal  Court  in  said  cases 
shall,  except  as  in  this  act,  or  by  the  rules  of  said  court  adopted  in  pursuance 
hereof,  may  be  otherwise  provided,  be  the  same,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  the 
practice  in  cases  of  appeal  from  and  writs  of  error  to  circuit  courts  in  similar 
cases.  But  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed  in  any  case  unless  the  same  be  prayed 
for  within  twenty  days  after  the  entry  of  the  order,  judgment  or  decree 
appealed  from,  and  no  assignment  of  error  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  in  the 
Appellate  Court  in  any  such  case  shall  be  allowed  which  shall  call  in  ques- 
tion the  decision  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  respect  to  any  matter  pertaining 
to  the  practice  in  said  court:  Provided,  however,  that  the  Supreme  Court 
or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  grant  relief  from  any  error 
of  the  Municipal  Court  in  respect  to  a  matter  of  practice  therein  in  any  case 
where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  such  relief 
is  necessary  to  prevent  a  failure  of  justice. 

Section  23.  That  the  final  orders  and  judgments  of  the  Municipal  Court 
in  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  cases  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  section 
two  (2)  of  this  act,  shall  be  reviewed  by  writ  of  error  only.  Such  writ  of 
error  shall  be  sued  out  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  all  cases  in  which  a  fran- 
chise, 1  freehold  or  the  validity  of  a  statute  or  the  construction  of  the  Con- 
stitution is  involved,  and  out  of  the  Appellate  Court  in  all  other  cases.  The 
time  within  which  a  writ  of  error  may  be  sued  out  in  any  such  case  shall 
be  limited  to  thirty  days  after  the  entry  of  the  final  order  or  judgment  com- 
plained of.  The  manner  of  prosecuting  such  writ  of  error  shall  be  as  follows: 

First.  Any  party  to  any  such  case  against  whom  there  has  been  rendered 
any  final  order  or  judgment  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  who  shall  desire  to 
obtain  a  review  of  such  final  order  or  judgment  by  appeal  or  writ  of  error, 
may  obtain  from  the  Municipal  Court  a  stay  of  execution  upon  such  order 
or  judgment  for  ninety  days  after  the  entry  thereof  by  the  giving  of  a  bond 
with  a  sufficient  surety  or  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  a  judge  of  the  Munici- 
pal Court,  conditioned  for  the  performance  by  such  party  of,  or  his  compli- 
ance with,  such  order  or  judgment,  or  of  his  payment  of  the  money  thereby 
required  to  be  paid  and  all  costs  which  may  be  awarded  the  opposite  party 
In  the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  case  a 
writ  of  error  to  review  such  order  or  judgment  shall  not  be  sued  out  within 
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thirty  days  from  the  date  thereof,  or  in  case,  upon  the  suing  out  and  prosecu- 
tion of  such  writ  of  error,  the  order  or  Judgment  shall  be  affirmed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Second.  No  other  or  further  stay  of  proceedings  or  execution  in  any 
such  case  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Municipal  Court,  but  the  Supreme  Court 
or  the  Appellate  Court,  or  any  Judge  thereof,  may  allow  a  supersedeas  as  in 
other  cases,  but  upon  the  allowance  of  any  supersedeas,  when  any  bond  has 
been  given  as  above  provided,  no  additional  bond  shall  be  required  and  such 
supersedeas  shall  be  operative  until  the  final  determination  of  such  writ  of 
error. 

Third.  If,  upon  application  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  or 
to  any  Judge  thereof,  for  a  supersedeas  thf,  same  shall  be  denied,  such  order 
or  judgment  shall  stand  affirmed,  and  no  fu^^^her  proceedings  shall  be  had 
in  said  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court  with  respect  thereto,  unless  the 
Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  or  the  Judge  denying  such  supersedeas, 
shall  otherwise  order. 

Fourth.  The  party  in  whose  favor  any  final  order  or  Judgment  has  been 
entered  shall  be  entitled  to  sue  out  a  writ  of  error  from  the  Supreme  Court 
or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  depositing  with  the  clerk  of 
the  court  from  which  said  writ  of  error  is  sued  out  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars 
($20)  as  security  to  the  opposite  party  for  such  costs  as  may  be  awarded 
such  opposite  party  by  the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the 
case  may  be,  upon  the  final  determination  of  such  writ  of  error. 

Fifth.  The  party  suing  out  any  writ  of  error  shall  not  be  required  to 
serve  upon  the  opposite  party  any  acirer  facias  to  hear  errors,  but  in  lieu 
thereof  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  issuance  of  the  writ  of  error,  file 
the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  said  Municipal  Court,  and  make  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  proof  of  such  filing, 
and  such  writ  of  error  so  filed  shall  be  notice  to  the  opposite  party  of  the 
suing  out  and  prosecution  of  such  writ  of  error. 

Sixth.  Upon  application  made  at  any  time  within  sixty  days  after  the  entry 
of  any  final  order  or  Judgment  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Judge  by  whom 
such  final  order  or  Judgment  was  entered,  to  sign  and  place  on  file  In  the 
case  in  which  the  same  was  entered,  if  so  requested  by  either  of  the  parties 
to  the  suit,  either  a  correct  statement,  to  be  prepared  by  the  party  requesting 
the  signing  of  the  same,  of  the  facts  appearing  upon  the  trial  thereof,  and  of 
all  questions  of  law  involved  in  such  case,  and  the  decisions  of  the  court  up<Hi 
said  questions  of  law,  or  a  correct  stenographic  report,  the  expense  of  procur- 
ing which  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  requesting  the  signing  of  the  same,  of 
the  proceedings  at  the  trial,  as  such  party  may  elect,  the  original  of  which 
statement  or  stenographic  report,  together  with  a  certified  transcript  of  tbe 
Judgment,  shall  be  certified  to  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  as  the 
case  may  be,  as  the  record  to  be  considered  upon  the  review  of  such  order 
or  Judgment  by  writ  of  error. 

Seventh.  No  order  or  Judgment  so  sought  to  be  reviewed  shall  be  reversed 
unless  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be 
satisfied  from  said  statement  or  stenographic  report  signed  by  said  Judge 
that  such  order  or  Judgment  is  contrary  to  the  law  and  the  evidence  or  that 
such  order  or  Judgment  resulted  from  substantial  errors  of  said  Municipal 
Court  directly  affecting  the  matters  at  issue  between  the  parties,  in  which 
last  mentioned  case  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may 
be,  may  enter  such  order  or  judgment  as,  in  its  opinion,  the  Municipal  Court 
ought  to  have  entered,  or  it  may  reverse  the  said  order  or  Judgment  and  re- 
mand the  case  to  the  Municipal  Court  for  further  proceedings. 

Eighth.  No  assignment  of  error  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  in  the  Appellate 
Court  in  any  such  rase*  shall  be  allowed  which  shall  call  in  question  the  de- 
cisions of  such  Municipal  Court  in  respect  to  any  matter  pertaining  to  the 
practice  in  such  court,  nor  shall  any  exceptions  to  the  rulings  and  decisions 
of  the  Municipal  Court  upon  the  trial  be  necessary  to  the  right  of  either  party 
to  a  review  of  such  rulings  and  decisions  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate 
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Court  upon  their  merits,  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supreme  Court  or 
the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  decide  such  case  upon  its  merits 
as  they  may  appear  from  such  statement  or  stenographic  report  signed  by  the 
judge:  Provided,  however,  that  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  as 
the  case  may  be,  may  grant  relief  from  any  error  of  the  Municipal  Court  in 
respect  to  a  matter  of  practice  therein  in  any  case  where,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  such  relief  is  necessary  to  prevent 
a  failure  of  justice. 

Section  24.  That  in  any  case  transferred  to  said  Municipal  Court  by  the 
circuit  or  superior  court  of  Cook  county  for  trial  and  disposition,  said  Munici- 
pal Court  shall  exercise  the  same  powers  as  the  court  from  which  said  case 
has  been  transferred  might  have  exercised  had  said  case  not  been  so  trans- 
ferred. The  circuit  court  of  Cook  county,  or  the  superior  court  of  Cook 
county,  may,  upon  the  application  of  either  party  for  a  change  of  venue,  or 
upon  the  request  of  both  parties  to  any  suit  at  law  or  in  equity,  pending 
therein,  transfer  said  suit  to  the  Municipal  Court  for  trial  and  disposition. 
The  criminal  court  of  Cook  county  may,  upon  the  request  of  the  State's  At- 
torney or  of  any  defendant,  transfer  to  the  Municipal  Court  for  trial  and  dis- 
position any  case  therein  pending  and  shall  have  power  to  make  all  orders 
which  it  may  deem  necessary  to  accomplish  such  transfer  and  secure  the  at- 
tendance of  the  parties  and  witnesses  upon  said  Municipal  Court  until  the 
final  disposition  of  the  case,  and  said  Municipal  Court,  when  any  criminal 
case  shall  have  been  so  transferred  to  it,  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  with 
respect  to  the  trial  and  disposition  of  said  case  which  the  said  criminal  court 
■of  Cook  county  might  have  exercised  had  said  case  not  been  so  transferred. 
All  judgments  of  conviction  in  criminal  cases  in  said  Municipal  Court  where 
the  punishment  inflicted  is  death  or  imprisonment,  shall  be  carried  Into  ex- 
-ecution  In  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  similar  cases  in  said 
criminal  court  of  Cook  county.  The  prosecution  of  all  criminal  cases  in  the 
Municipal  Court  shall  be  conducted  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  the  State's 
Attorney  of  Cook  county,  but  in  any  case  in  which  the  State's  Attorney  is 
^fsquallfled  from  acting,  or  is  unable  to  act,  the  court  may  appoint  some  attor- 
ney at  law  of  Cook  county  to  act  as  prosecuting  attorney  in  such  case.  In  all 
cases  transferred  as  aforesaid  to  said  Municipal  Court,  the  practice  In  respect 
to  the  trial  and  disposition  thereof  shall  be  the  same  as  that  prevailing  in 
the  respective  courts  from  which  the  same  have  been  transferred,  unless  the 
I)artles  shall  consent  that  the  trial  and  disposition  thereof  shall  be  governed 
by  the  rules  of  practice  prevailing  in  said  Municipal  Court  in  cases  com- 
menced therein. 

Section  25.  That  the  petit  jurors  for  the  trial  of  cases  in  said  Municipal 
Court  shall  be  provided  by  the  jury  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Cook  in 
the  same  manner  and  from  the  same  lists,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  petit  jurors 
are  provided  for  the  circuit,  superior  and  criminal  courts  of  Cook  county. 
The  -names  of  the  necessary  number  of  petit  jurors  required  from  time  to  time 
in  said  Municipal  Court  shall  be  furnished  by  said  jury  commissioners  upon 
demand  of  the  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  the  venires  for  such  jurors 
-shall  be  directed  to  and  served  by  the  sheriff  of  Cook  county  at  the  expense 
of  said  county,  and  the  fees  of  the  said  jurors  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
treasury.  The  number  of  petit  jurors  to  be  summoned  from  time  to  time 
shall  be  determined  by  the  chief  justice. 

Section  26.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  justice  of  the  Municipal 
Court  to  cause  to  be  Interrogated  all  petit  jurors  summoned  for  service  In  the 
Municipal  Court,  and  to  cause  to  be  enquired  Into  the  qualifications  of  said 
Jnrors,  and  to  reject  from  service  as  jurors  all  persons  who  do  not  appear 
to  possess  the  qualifications  required  by  law,  and  to  cause  the  summoning  of 
persons  competent  to  serve  as  jurors. 

Section  27.  That  all  criminal  cases  in  the  Municipal  Court  in  which  the 
punishment  Is  by  fine  or  Imprisonment  otherwise  than  in  the  penitentiary, 
may  be  prosecuted  by  information  of  the  Attorney  General  or  State's  Attor- 
ney, or  some  other  person,  and  when  an  information  is  presented  by  any  per- 
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son  other  than  the  Attorney  General  or  State'B  Attorney,  it  shall  be  verified 
by  affidavit  of  such  person  that  the  same  Is  true,  or  that  the  same  is  true  aa 
he  is  informed  and  believes.  Before  an  information  is  filed  by  any  person 
other  than  the  Attorney  General  or  State's  Attorney,  one  of  the  judges  of 
the  Municipal  Court  shall  examine  the  information  and  may  examine  the 
person  presenting  the  same  and  require  other  evidence  and  satisfy  himself 
that  there  is  probable  cause  for  filing  the  same  and  so  endorse  the  same. 
Every  information  shall  set  forth  the  offense  with  reasonable  certainty,  sub- 
stantially as  required  in  an  indictment,  and  the  proceedings  thereon  shall  be 
the  same,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  upon  indictment  in  the  criminal  court  of 
Cook  county,  excepting  as  is  by  this  act  otherwise  provided.  But  criminal 
cases  in  which  the  punishment  is  by  fine  only  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  (|500)  may  be  prosecuted  by  complaint  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the 
prosecution  of  criminal  cases  belore  justices  of  the  peace. 

Section  28.  That  until  otherwise  provided  by  the  rules  of  the  Municipal 
Court  and  except  as  is  herein  otherwise  prescribed,  cases  of  the  first  class 
mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  shall  be  commenced  and  prosecuted 
in  said  Municipal  Court  in  the  same  manner  in  which  similar  suits  and  pro- 
ceedings are  required  to  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  in  the  circuit  courts, 
and  excepting  also  in  the  following  particulars: 

First.  The  summons,  when  the  first  process  is  a  summons,  or  the  writ, 
when  the  first  process  is  a  writ,  shall  be  directed  to  the  bailiff  to  execute  and 
shall  be  returnable  upon  some  Monday  at  least  ten  days,  and  not  more  than 
thirty  days,  after  the  date  thereof. 

Second.  Service  of  such  summons  or  writ  shall  be  made  by  delivering  a 
copy  thereof  to  the  defendant,  if  an  individual,  and  informing  him  of  the 
contents  thereof,  but  if  any  defendant  be  a  corporation,  the  service  shall 
be  made  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  similar  cases  in  the  circuit 
courts. 

Third.  Notice  to  the  defendant  by  publication  may  be  given  under  like 
circumstances  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  similar 
cases  in  the  circuit  courts,  but  the  notice  published,  in  lieu  of  stating  the 
time  of  the  return  of  the  summons  or  writ,  shall  state  the  date  on  or  before 
which  the  defendant  is  required  to  appear,  which  date  shall  be  some  Monday 
not  less  than  forty  nor  more  than  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  the  first  publi- 
cation of  notice,  as  the  plaintiff  may  require. 

Fourth.  No  such  suit  shall  be  commenced  in  the  Municipal  Court  unless 
the  defendant,  if  there  be  but  one  defendant,  resides  or  is  found  within  the 
city  of  Chicago,  or  if  the  defendant  be  a  corporation,  unless  its  principal 
office  is  within  said  city;  but  if  the  defendant  be  a  corporation  not  having 
a  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  such  suit  may  be  brought  in  the 
Municipal  Court  whenever  service  of  process  may  be  had  within  the  city 
upon  any  officer,  agent  or  employe  of  such  corporation  upon  whom  service 
of  process  might  be  had  if  issued  in  a  suit  commenced  in  the  circuit  court. 

Fifth.  The  provisions  of  paragraph  fourth  above,  shall  not  apply  to  attach- 
ment suits  brought  against  non-residents  of  this  State,  which  suits  may  be 
brought  in  the  Municipal  Court  when  any  property  of  the  defendant  is  levied 
upon,  or  any  garnishee  resides  or  is  found  with  in  the  city  of  Chicago. 

Sixth.  When  there  are  several  defendants,  one  of  whom  resides  or  is 
found  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  a  summons  or  writ  may  be  issued  to  the  sheriff 
of  Cook  county  for  any  defendant  residing  in  said  county,  but  outside  of  the 
city  of  Chicago,  or  to  the  sheriff  of  any  other  county  for  any  defendant  resid- 
ing in  such  county,  and  service  of  any  summons  or  writ  so  issued  shall  be 
made  in  the  same  manner  as  herein  required  in  the  case  of  a  summons  or 
writ  directed  to  the  bailiff:  Provided,  however,  that  no  judgment  shall, 
in  any  such  case,  be  rendered  against  any  defendant  served  with  process 
outside  of  the  city  of  Chicago  unless  judgment  be  also  rendered  agikinst  a 
defendant  served  within  said  city  of  Chicago. 
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Seventh.  The  plaintiff  shall  file  his  declaration  within  five  days  after 
the  commencement  of  the  suit,  in  default  whereof  the  suit  shall  be  dismissed 
unless  the  court  by  an  order  entered  in  said  suit  shall  extend  the  time  for 
filing  such  declaration. 

Eighth.  The  defendant  shall,  in  case  he  shall  have  been  served  with  pro- 
cess of  summons,  or  with  the  writ  five  days  or  more  prior  to  the  return  day 
thereof,  demur  or  plead  to  the  declaration  or  the  complaint  on  or  before  the 
Monday  succeeding  such  return  day;  but  in  case  the  summons  or  writ  shall 
have  been  served  less  than  five  days  prior  to  the  return  day  the  defendant 
shall  not  be  required  to  plead  to  the  declaration  or  complaint  until  on  or 
before  the  second  Monday  after  such  return  day.  In  case  the  time  for  filing 
the  declaration  or  complaint  shall  be  extended  by  the  court,  the  time  for  the 
defendant  to  demur  or  plead  to  the  same  shall  be  extended  until  the  second 
Monday  succeeding  the  expiration  of  such  extension  of  time.  The  time 
Within  which  the  defendant  is  required  to  demur  or  plead  may  be  extended 
by  the  court  in  its  discretion. 

But  all  cases  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  be  commenced,  prosecuted 
and  disposed  of  in  the  Municipal  Court,  or  some  branch  thereof,  held  in  the 
First  District. 

Section  29.  That  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  cases  of  the  fifth  class  men- 
tioned in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  shall  be  brought  and  prosecuted  in  the 
district  in  which  the  defendant,  if  there  be  but  one  defendant,  or  one  of  the 
defendants,  if  there  be  more  than  one  defendant,  resides  or  is  found,  or  if  the 
defendant  be  a  corporation  having  its  principal  ofllce  in  the  city  of  Chicago, 
in  the  district  in  which  its  principal  office  is  located;  but  if  the  defendant 
be  a  corporation  not  having  a  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  suit  may 
be  brought  in  any  district  within  which  service  of  process  may  be  had  upon 
any  officer,  agent  or  employe  of  such  corporation,  upon  whom  service  of  pro- 
cess might  be  had  if  issued  in  a  suit  commenced  in  the  circuit  court.  If,  in 
any  such  case,  there  is  more  than  one  defendant  and  one  defendant  resides  or 
is  found  within  the  district  in  which  suit  is  brought  or  is  properly  served 
with  process  therein,  the  process  of  such  Municipal  Court  may  be  served  upon 
the  remaining  defendant  or  defendants  at  any  place  within  said  city  of  Chi- 
cago. But  no  suit  shall  be  brought  against  the  city  of  Chicago  or  any  other 
municipal  corporation  in  any  other  than  the  First  District.  If,  in  any  case 
where  there  is  more  than  one  defendant,  process  is  duly  served  upon  one  or 
more  defendant  and  returned  not  served  as  to  another  defendant  or  other 
defendants,  the  suit  shall  proceed  as  in  like  case  in  the  cases  in  the  circuit 
court.  But  the  requirement  that  the  defendant,  if  there  be  one  defend- 
ant, or  one  of  the  defendants,  if  there  be  more  than  one  defendant,  must 
reside  or  be  found  within  the  district  in  which  such  suit  is  brought  shall  not 
apply  to  attachment  suits  brought  against  non-residents  of  this  State,  which 
suit  may  be  brought  in  any  district  when  any  property  of  the  defendant  is 
levied  upon  within  such  district  or  any  garnishee  resides  or  is  found  in 
such  district,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  forcible  entry  and  detainer  suits  in  which 
the  defendants  do  not  reside  or  cannot  be  found  within  the  city  of  Chicago, 
which  suits  may  be  brought  in  any  district  in  which  the  property,  the  posses- 
sion of  which  is  sought  to  be  recovered,  is  situated,  and  service  of  summons 
may  be  had  by  notice  by  publication  in  the  manner  required  by  law  in  cases 
of  attachments  in  courts  of  record.  When,  upon  the  complaint  of  any  de- 
fendant, it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  Municipal  Court  in  any  district 
that  the  suit  has  been  improperly  brought  therein,  the  court  shall  not  be  re- 
quired on  that  account  to  dismiss  the  suit,  if  the  Municipal  Court  in  any  dis- 
trict could  properly  have  jurisdiction  thereof,  but  in  such  case  the  court  may 
cause  such  suit  to  be  transferred  to  the  proper  district  and  the  court  in  the 
district  to  which  the  same  is  transferred  shall  proceed  therewith  as  if  the 
same  had  been  originally  commenced  in  said  district:  Provided,  however, 
that  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  require  the  plaintiff  to  pay  the  costs 
of  the  defendant  paid  by  him  prior  to  such  transfer*     And,  provided  further. 
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that  whenever  a  trial  by  Jury  is  demanded  in  any  case,  whether  civil,  criminal 
or  quasi  criminal,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  direct  the  trial  of  said  case 
to  be  had  in  the  First  District. 

Section  30.  That  every  suit  at  law  in  the  Municipal  Court,  other  than  a 
case  of  the  second  class  or  a  case  of  the  third  class  mentioned  in  section 
two  (2)  of  this  act,  shall  be  tried  by  the  court  without  a  jury  unless  the 
plaintiff,  at  the  time  he  commences  his  suit,  or  the  defendant,  at  the  time  he 
enters  his  appearance,  shall  file  with  the  clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial 
by  Jury,  which  demand,  however,  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  party  filing  the 
Bame  at  any  time  before  the  trial,  and  in  every  case  of  the  third  class  men- 
tioned in  section  two  of  this  act,  a  trial  by  Jury  shall  be  deemed  waived 
unless  the  defendant  shall  expressly  demand  such  trial. 

Section  31.  That  in  all  cases  other  than  the  one  of  the  second  class  men- 
tioned in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  tried  by  Jury  in  a  Municipal  Court  each 
party  shall  be  entitled  to  a  challenge  of  the  same  number  of  Jurors  without 
showing  cause  for  such  challenge  as  are  allowed  in  similar  cases  in  the 
circuit  courts  and  in  the  criminal  court  of  Cook  county,  and  challenges  for 
statutory  and  other  causes  shall  be  allowed  as  in  similar  cases  in  the  circuit 
court  and  in  said  criminal  court  of  Cook  county.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Judge  presiding  at  the  trial  to  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined  all  Jurors 
called  into  the  Jury  box  in  any  criminal  case  with  respect  to  their  statutory 
qualifications  to  serve  as  petit  Jurors  in  such  case,  and  to  permit  the  plaintiff, 
or  the  people,  and  the  defendant  to  propound  to  the  Jurors  such  pertinent 
questions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the 
Jurors  are  biased  or  prejudiced.  But  upon  appeal  or  writ  of  error  to  review 
any  Judgment  of  said  Municipal  Court  in  any  case  tried  therein  by  Jury  no 
assignment  of  error  shall  be  allowed  which  shall  call  in  question  any  ruling 
of  the  court  pertaining  to  or  connected  with  the  impaneling  of  the  Jury,  other 
than  one  improperly  restricting  the  right  of  the  defendant  to  examine  the 
Jurors  as  to  bias  or  prejudice,  or  improperly  overruling  a  challenge  by  th*^ 
defendant  of  a  Juror  for  bias  or  prejudice. 

Section  32.  That  the  Municipal  Court  in  any  civil  suit  pending  therein, 
at  any  time  before  the  trial  or  final  hearing  thereof,  may  permit  the  filing 
therein  of  interogatories  to  be  answered  by  any  party  to  such  suit  or  any 
person  for  whose  immediate  benefit  such  suit  is  prosecuted  or  defended,  or  by 
tfie  directors,  officers,  superintendent  or  managing  agents  of  any  corporation 
which  is  a  party  to  the  record  in  such  suit,  at  the  instance  of  the  adverse 
party  or  parties  or  any  of  them,  and  to  require  an  answer  under  oath  to  all 
such  interrogatories  as  the  party  to  be  Interrogated  might  be  required  to 
answer,  if  called  as  a  witness  upon  the  trial  or  hearing  of  such  suit,  but  the 
party  filing  such  interrogatories  shall  not  be  concluded  by  the  answers 
thereto,  if  he  shall  elect  to  introduce  the  same  or  any  or  either  of  them  upon 
the  trial  or  final  hearing. 

Section  33.  That  upon  the  trial  or  hearing  of  any  suit  in  the  Municipal 
Court  any  party  thereto,  or  any  person  for  whose  immediate  benefit  such 
suit  is  prosecuted  or  defended,  or  the  directors,  officers,  superintendent  or 
managing  agents  of  any  corporation  which  is  a  party  to  the  record  in  such 
suit,  may  be  examined  upon  the  trial  thereof  as  if  under  cross-examination 
at  the  instance  of  the  adverse  party  or  parties  or  any  of  them,  and  for  that 
purpose  may  be  compelled,  in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same 
rules  for  examination  as  any  other  witness,  to  testify,  but  the  party  calling 
for  such  examination  shall  not  be  concluded  thereby,  but  may  rebut  the 
testimony  thus  given  by  counter  testimony. 

Section  34.  That  whenever  in  any  suit  pending  in  the  Municipal  Court, 
evidence  shall  be  necessary  concerning  any  fact  in  support  of  or  In  opposi- 
tion to  any  interlocutory  or  other  motion  or  application,  other  than  an 
application  for  a  change  of  venue,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  require 
such  evidence  to  be  presented  by  the  oral  examination  of  wintesses  In  open 
court  OT  otherwise,  and  may  make  all  necessary  orders  for  such  oral  <»xam* 
ination. 
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Section  35.  That  any  judge  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  either  party  and  upon  reasonable  notice  to  the  opposite  party,  have 
power  to  sign  or  otherwise  make  any  order  in  any  suit  pending  in  the 
Municipal  Court  or  any  branch  thereof,  at  any  place  within  the  city  of 
Chicago,  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  such  Judge  the  granting  of  such  order 
at  such  place  is  in  furtherance  of  Justice  and  such  order  shall  be  as  effective 
as  if  made  in  any  court  room  of  said  court  or  in  the  chambers  of  said  Judge. 

Section  36.  That  cases  in  the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  tried  in  such 
order  and  the  calendars  of  cases  shall  be  so  arranged  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  chief  justice  or  by  rules  of  the  court  adopted  as  herein  provided. 

Section  37.  That  in  trials  by  jury  in  the  Municipal  Court  in  cases  of  the 
first  class  and  in  cases  of  the  third  class  other  than  criminal  cases  in  which 
the  punishment  is  by  fine  only  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  ($500) 
mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  the  court  shall  charge  the  jury 
as  to  the  law  only  and  such  charge  may  be  given  orally  or  in  writing  at  the 
discretion  of  the  6ourt,  trials  by  jury  in  said  court  in  cases  of  the  fourth 
class  and  In  cases  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  said  section  two  (2)  of 
this  act,  and  also  in  criminal  cases  in  which  the  punishment  is  by  fine  only 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  the  court  may  charge  the  jury 
orally  as  to  the  law  and  the  facts. 

Section  38.  That  whenever  it  appears  in  any  bill  of  exceptions  signed  in 
any  case  of  the  first  class  or  any  case  of  the  second  class  or  any  case  of  the 
third  class,  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  tried  and  determined 
in  the  Municipal  Court,  that  any  erroneous  ruling  was  made  by  said 
Municipal  Court  against  the  objection  of  the  party  complaining  thereof,  but 
that  no  formal  exception  was  taken  by  such  party  thereto,  such  erroneous 
ruling  shall  be  subject  to  review  upon  appeal  or  writ  of  error  to  the  same 
extent  and  in  like  manner  as  if  it  appeared  that  a  formal  exception  had  been 
taken  thereto  by  the  party  complaining,  and  no  bill  of  exceptions  shall  be 
lield  defective  for  the  want  of  the  seal  of  the  judge  thereto.  Upon  the 
prosecution  of  an  appeal  or  writ  of  error  to  review  any  Judgment  of  the 
Municipal  Court,  in  any  such  case,  the  original  bill  of  exceptions,  in  lieu  of 
a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  transcript  of  the  record 
to  be  filed  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court  upon  such  appeal  or  writ 
of  error,  unless  the  Municipal  Court  shall  otherwise  direct,  and  upon  the 
final  determination  of  such  appeal  or  writ  of  error,  such  original  bill  of 
exceptions  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Municipal  Court. 

Section  39.  That  no  application  for  a  change  of  venue  in  any  case  of  the 
fourth  class  or  in  any  case  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2) 
of  this  act,  or  in  any .  criminal  case  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment 
otherwise  than  in  the  penitentiary,  on  account  of  the  prejudice  of  the  judge 
shall  be  allowed  by  the  Municipal  Court  when  the  applicant  names  in  his 
application  more  than  one  judge  from  whom  such  change  of  venue  is  desired, 
Dor  unless  such  application  for  a  change  of  venue  is  made  by  petition  as  in 
like  cases  in  the  circuit  courts,  and  such  petition  is  filed  at  or  before  the 
time  of  the  filing  or  entering  by  the  defendant  of  his  appearance  in  the  suit 
in  which  such  change  of  venue  is  asked  for,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  granting 
of  any  change  of  venue  delay  the  trial  of  the  suit,  but  such  suit  shall  be 
tried  and  disposed  of  at  the  time  set  for  the  trial  thereof  or  at  the  time 
to  which  the  trial  thereof  may  be  postponed  before  some  other  judge  of  the 
court  than  the  one  from  whom  the  change  of  venue  has  been  granted,  or  in 
any  other  district  in  which  the  same  may  be  ordered  to  be  tried,  and  all 
orders  necessary  for  the  setting  of  such  case  for  trial  and  for  the  securing 
of  a  8i>eedy  trial  thereof  may  be  made  by  the  judge  from  whom  said  change 
of  venue  has  been  obtained. 

Section  40.  That  every  case  of  the  fourth  class  and  every  case  of  the  fifth 
class  mentioned  in  said  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  excepting  attachment 
suits,  replevin  suits,  cases  of  distress  for  rent,  and  forcible  entry  and  de- 
tainer puits  brought  in  the  Municipal  Court,  shall  be  commenced  by  the  filing 
by  the  plaintiff  with  the  clerk  of  a  praecipe  for  a  summons,  specifying  the 
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names  of  the  parties  to  the  suit,  the  amount  of  the  plaintiff's  claim  and  the 
day  at  which  the  summons  shall  be  made  returnable,  which  day  shall  be  not 
less  than  five  (5)  nor  more  than  lifteen  (15)  days  from  the  filing  of  the 
praecipe,  and  a  bill  of  particulars  of  the  plaintiff's  claim,  which  bill  of  partic- 
ulars, if  the  suit  be  upon  a  contract,  express  or  implied,  shall  consist  of  a 
statement  of  the  account  or  of  the  nature  of  the  demand,  or,  if  the  suit  be 
for  a  tort  it  shall  consist  of  a  brief  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  tort  and 
such  further  information  as  will  reasonably  inform  the  defendant  of  the 
nature  of  the  case  he  is  called  upon  to  defend,  but  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  require  the  bill  of  particulars  in  any  action  for  a  tort 
to  set  forth  the  cause  of  action  with  the  particularity  required  in  a  declaration 
at  common  law.  In  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  in  cases  of  the  fifth  class 
mentioned  in  said  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  the  Municipal  Court  may  adopt 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  enable  the  parties,  in 
advance  of  the  trial,  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  plaintiff's  claim  or  claims, 
or  of  the  defendant's  defense  or  defenses. 

Section  41.  That  upon  the  filing  of  such  praecipe  and  bill  of  particulars 
the  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  issue  summons  to  the  defendant  di- 
rected to  the  baillft  to  execute  and  returnable  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  sharp  of 
the  day  for  such  return  specified  in  the  praecipe,  which  summons  shall  state 
the  amount  of  the  plaintiff's  claim  and  shall  be  attested  in  like  manner  as  a 
summons  issued  out  of  a  court  of  record.  Upon  every  such  summons  there 
shall  be  printed  in  plain  type  the  provisions  of  this  act  pertaining  to  de- 
faults in  case  of  the  non-appearance  of  the  defendant,  and  setting  of  the  case 
for  trial  in  case  of  appearance,  and  such  further  information  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  chief  Justice. 

Section  42.  That  every  such  summons  Issued  out  of  the  Municipal  Court 
shall  be  served,  if  the  defendant  be  an  individual,  by  delivering  to  him  a 
copy  thereof  and  informing  him  of  its  contents,  or,  if  the  defendant  be  a 
corporation,  service  shall  be  made  upon  such  corporation  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  is  now  or  hereafter  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  service  of  procees 
upon  such  corporation  in  a  suit  at  law  when  issued  out  of  a  circuit  court  In 
case  said  summons  shall  not  be  served  upon  defendant  three  days  or  more 
prior  to  the  return  day  thereof  an  alias  summons  may  be  Issued  and  sub- 
sequent pluries  summons  may  be  issued  in  any  case  when  a  previous  alias 
or  pluries  summons  shall  not  have  been  served  upon  the  defendant  three  days 
or  more  prior  to  the  return  day  fixed  in  the  previous  sunimons.  Service  of 
such  alias  or  pluries  summons  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  that 
above  provided  for  the  service  of  the  original  sununons. 

Section  43.  That  upon  the  return  of  any  such  summons  duly  served  upon 
the  defendant,  the  plaintiff  shall  be  entitled  to  Judgment  in  case  of  default, 
unless  the  defendant  shall  either  appear  in  person  at  the  time  specified  in 
such  summons,  or  shall  at  or  before  the  time  fixed  in  such  summons  for  his 
appearance,  file  his  appearance  in  writing  in  said  Municipal  Court.  Upon 
such  default  the  court  shall  assess  the  damages  after  hearing  such  evidenos 
as  the  courTmay  deem  sufficient  for  that  purpose.  In  case  the  defendant  shall 
desire  upon  the  trial  to  present  any  set-off  or  counter  claim,  he  shall  file  a 
bill  of  particulars  thereof  with  his  appearance;  provided,  however,  the 
court  may,  in  its  discretion,  extend  the  time  for  the  filing  of  such  bill  of 
particulars.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  sharp,  of 
each  day  upon  which  the  court  is  open  for  business,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
is  practicable,  to  call  the  cases  in  which  the  summonses  are  then  returnable 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  defendants  therein  have  appeared 
in  person  or  have  entered  their  appearances  in  writing,  and  to  give  such  di- 
rections with  respect  to  such  appearances  as  the  court  may  find  necessary  or 
proper  for  the  information  of  the  parties. 

Section  44.  That  the  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  keep  on  hand  and 
furnish  to  suitors  and  attorneys  on  application  printed  blank  forms  of  pre- 
cipes, summonses,  entries  of  appearance,  affidavits,  bonds,  attachment  writs, 
replevin  writs,  petitions  for  changes  of  venue,  and  all  other  papers  necessary 
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for  the  use  of  the  parties  to  suits  in  such  court.  Forms  of  such  papers 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  chief  justice  of  the  Municipal  Court,  who  shall 
also  from  time  to  time  prescribe  and  cause  to  be  printed  forms  of  bills  of 
particulars  to  be  used  in  said  court. 

Section  45.  That  if,  in  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  in  any  case  of  the 
fifth  class  mentioned  in  said  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  brought  in  the  Munici- 
pal Court,  the  defendant  shall  appear  at  the  time  specified  in  the  summons 
or  shall  have  entered  his  appearance  in  writing  at  or  before  the  time  so 
specified,  the  court  shall,  at  such  time,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
fix  a  time  for  the  trial  thereof  and  such  case  shall  be  tried  at  the  time  so 
fixed  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  other  business  of  the  court  will  permit. 

Section  46.  That  amendments  to  bills  of  particulars,  praecipes,  summons 
and  other  papers  filed  by  either  party  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be 
allowed  at  any  time. 

Section  47.  That  the  court  may  in  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  any  case 
of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  In  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  grant  such  post- 
ponements of  the  trial,  and  may  make  such  other  orders  in  respect  thereto 
as  the  court  may  deem  proper  and  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  rights 
of  the  parties,  and  the  failure  of  the  court  to  try  any  such  case  at  the  time 
to  which  the  trial  has  been  postponed  shall  not  operate  as  a  discontinuance, 
but  the  same  shall  remain  under  the  control  of  the  court  until  the  final  dis- 
position thereof. 

Section  48.  Ihat  the  practice  of  proceedings  in  the  Municipal  Court,  other 
than  the  mode  of  trial  and  proceedings  subsequent  to  the  trial,  in  cases 
of  attachment,  replevin,  distress  for  rent  and  forcible  entry  and  detainer 
included  within  the  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  within  the  cases  of  the 
fifth  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  shall  be  the  same,  as 
near  as  may  be,  as  that  which  is  now  prescribed  by  law  for  similar  cases  in 
courts  of  record,  with  the  following  exceptions: 

First.  There  shall  be  no  written  pleadings,  excepting  such  as  are  required 
by  law  in  similar  cases  before  Justices  of  the  peace,  other  than  the  affidavits 
in  attachment  and  replevin,  copies  of  the  distress  warrants  in  cases  of  dis- 
tress for  rent,  and  the  complaint  in  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  and  the 
writs  shall  be  made  returnable  in  like  manner  as  the  summons  in  other  cases 
of  such  classes  in  the  Municipal  Court. 

Second.  In  attachment  cases  the  plain tifP  at  the  time  of  the  commence- 
ment of  his  suit  and  the  defendant  at  the  time  of  his  appearing  in  person 
or  of  his  entering  his  appearance  In  writing,  if  he  shall  desire  upon  the  trial 
to  present  any  set-off  or  counter  claim,  shall  file  a  bill  of  particulars  thereof. 

Third.  In  forcible  entry  and  detainer  cases  the  plaintiff  may  unite  with 
his  claim  for  possession  of  the  property  any  claim  for  rent  or  damages  for 
withholding  possession  of  the  same,  providing  such  claim  does  not  exceed 
one  thousand  dollars  (|1,000). 

Fourth.  The  mode  of  trial  and  all  proceedings  subsequent  to  the  trial 
shall  be  the  same,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  in  other  cases  of  the  fourth  class 
and  cases  of  the  fifth  class,  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act. 

Section  49.  That  the  practice  in  the  Municipal  Court  in  quasi  criminal 
cases  shall  be  the  same  as  is  herein  prescribed  for  civil  cases  of  the  fourth 
class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  in  said  court,  excepting  as 
follows: 

First.  The  first  process  in  any  suit  for  the  violation  of  any  municipal 
ordinance  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  a  summons.  If  the  de- 
fendant, after  being  duly  served  with  summons,  fails  to  appear  personally 
at  the  time  specified  in  the  summons,  or  to  enter  his  appearance  at  or  before 
such  time,  the  court  may  proceed,  as  in  case  of  default,  or  may  issue  a 
warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the  defendant. 

Second.  When  the  offense  complained  of  is  also  a  violation  of  any  provi- 
sion of  the  criminal  code,  the  court  may  issue  a  warrant  in  the  first  instance 
for  the  violation  of  the  ordinance  under  the  like  circumstances  under  which 
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a  warrant  might  issue  for  a  violation  of  the  criminal  code,  and  such  warrant 
may  he  served  at  any  place  within  the  city  of  Chicago  if  the  court  in  its 
discretion  shall  so  direct. 

Third.  A  warrant  may  issue  in  the  first  instance  upon  the  affidavit  of  any 
person  that  an  ordinance  has  been  violated  and  that  the  person  making 
the  complaint  has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  the  party  charged  Is  guilty 
thereof  and  will  escape  unless  arrested,  and  stating  the  facts  upon  which 
such  belief  is  based,  provided  the  judge  to  whom  application  is  made  for 
such  warrant  shall  be  satisfied,  after  examinging  under  oath  the  party  making 
the  affidavit,  that  such  arrest  should  be  made,  and  any  person  arrested  upon 
any  warrant  herein  provided  for  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  be  taken 
before  the  Municipal  Court  or  branch  thereof  to  which  such  warrant  is 
returnable  and  tried  for  the  alleged  offense,  and  such  warrant  may  be  served 
at  any  place  within  the  city  of  Chicago,  if  the  court  in  its  discretion  shall 
so  direct. 

Section  50.  That  upon  the  arrest  of  any  person  for  any  criminal  or  quasi 
<;riminal  offense  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Municipal  Court,  the  chief  of 
police  or  any  captain,  lieutenant  or  sergeant  of  police  of  the  city  of  Chicago 
shall  have  power  to  let  such  person  to  bail.  The  bail  bond  in  any  such  case 
shall  be  conditioned  for  the  appearance  of  the  person  arrested  before  the 
Municipal  Court,  or  some  one  of  the  branches  thereof  at  a  time  fixed  in  sudi 
bond  for  such  appearance,  which  time  shall  be  not  later  than  two  days  after 
the  date  of  the  bond.  Any  bond  so  taken  shall  be  signed  by  one  or  more 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  such  officer,  who  shall  be  authorized  and  required 
to  administer  oaths  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  sufficiency  of  the 
sureties.  All  bonds  so  taken  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  Municipal 
Court  at  the  branch  thereof  at  which  the  person  so  arrested  is  required  to 
appear.  The  exercise  of  the  power  hereby  conferred  of  letting  to  bail  shall 
be  subject  to  regulation  by  such  rules  as  may  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of 
the  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  as  herein  provided.  But  any  person  so 
arrested  shall  have  the  right  to  be  brought  immediately  before  the  Municipal 
Court  in  the  district  in  which  he  is  arrested,  or,  if  there  be  no  Judge  then 
in  attendance  upon  such  court,  to  the  Municipal  Court  in  any  other  district 
at  which  there  may  be  a  Judge  then  in  attendance,  to  be  dealt  with  by  such 
court  according  to  law. 

Section  51.  That  if  the  method  of  procedure  in  any  case  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Municipal  Court  is  not  sufficiently  prescribed  by  this  act,  or  by 
any  rule  of  court  adopted  In  pursuance  hereof,  the  court  or  the  branch  thereof 
in  which  the  same  is  brought  or  proposed  to  be  brought,  may  make  such  pro- 
vision for  the  conducting  and  disposing  of  the  same  as  may  appear  to  the 
court  proper  for  the  just  determination  of  the  rights  of  the  parties. 

Section  52.  That  both  in  direct  and  in  collateral  proceedings  the  same 
presumptions  shall  be  indulged  with  respect  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Munic- 
ipal Court  over  the  subject  matter  of  suits  and  over  the  parties  thereto, 
as  are  indulged  with  respect  to  the  jurisdiction  of  circuit  courts  In  like  cases. 

Section  53.  That  any  money  judgment  rendered  by  the  Municipal  Court, 
when  no  execution  issued  thereon  is  outstanding,  may  be  satisfied  by  the 
payment  by  the  party  against  whom  the  same  has  been  rendered  by  the 
amount  thereof  to  the  clerk  of  said  court,  who,  upon  payment  being  made. 
shall  enter  satisfaction  thereof  and  shall,  upon  demand,  pay  over  the  money 
received  by  him  to  the  person  appearing  of  record  to  be  entitled  thereto. 

Section  54.  That  the  Municipal  Court  shall  take  judicial  notice  of  all 
matters  of  which  courts  of  general  jurisdiction  of  this  State  are  required  to 
take  judicial  notice,  and  also  of  the  following: 

1.  All  general  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Chicago. 

2.  All  laws  of  a  public  nature  enacted  by  any  State  or  territory  of  the 
United  States. 

Section  55.  That  the  masters  in  chancery  in  the  circuit  and  superior  courts 
of  Cook  county  shall  be  ex  officio  masters  in  chancery  of  the  Municipal  Court. 
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Section  56.  That  ihe  costs  of  civil  cases  in  the  Municipal  Court  shall  be 
as  follows: 

First.  In  a  case  of  the  first  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act 
the  plaintiff  at  the  time  of  commencing  his  suit  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  in  full 
for  all  services  to  he  rendered  by  said  clerk  for  the  plaintiff  in  said  suit  other 
than  the  making  or  furnishing  of  transcripts  of  the  record,  the  sum  of  eight 
dollars  ($8.00),  and  if  he  at  the  same  time  files  with  the  clerk  a  demand 
in  writing  of  a  trial  by  Jury  he  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the  further  sum  of  six 
dollars  (|6.00)  to  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  jurors  in 
said  court. 

Second.  In  a  case  of  the  second  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of 
this  act,  the  plaintiff,  at  the  time  of  the  bringing  of  the  transcript  of  the 
record  to  the  Municipal  Court,  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  in  full  for  all  services 
to  be  rendered  by  said  clerk  for  the  plaintiff  in  said  suit  other  than  the  mak- 
ing or  furnishing  of  transcripts  of  the  record,  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  ($8.00) » 
and  if  he  at  the  same  time  files  with  the  clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial 
by  jury,  he  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the  further  sum  of  six  dollars  ($6.00)  to  be 
applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  the  Jurors  in  said  court. 

Third.  In  any  case  of  the  first  class  or  of  the  second  class  mentioned  In 
section  two  (2)  of  this  act  the  defendant  at  the  time  of  filing  his  appearance,, 
and  before  he  shall  be  permitted  to  make  any  defense,  shall  pay  to  the  clerk 
in  full  for  all  services  to  be  rendered  by  said  clerk  for  the  defendant  in  said 
suit,  other  than  the  making  or  furnishing  of  transcripts  of  record,  the 
sum  of  three  dollars  ($3.00),  and  if  he  shall  at  the  same  time  file  with  the 
clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial  by  Jury,  he  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the 
further  sum  of  six  dollars  ($6.00)  to  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of 
the  fees  of  the  Jurors  In  said  court. 

Fourth.  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in 
section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  the  plaintiff,  at  the  time  of  commencing  his  suit 
shall  pay  to  the  clerk  in  full  for  all  services  to  be  rendered  by  said  clerk,  if 
such  case  be  other  than  an  action  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  the  sum  of 
two  dollars  ($2.00)  when  the  amount  claimed  by  him  in  money  or  property 
does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  ($200),  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5.00) 
when  the  amount  claimed  by  him  exceeds  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  but 
does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  and  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
($2.00)  in  a  case  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  and  if  the  plaintiff  at  the 
time  he  commences  his  suit  files  with  the  clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial 
by  jury,  he  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the  further  sum  of  six  dollars  ($6.00)  to  be 
applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  Jurors  in  said  court. 

Fifth.  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in 
section  two  (2)  of  this  act  the  defendant,  at  the  time  of  his  appearance,  shall 
pay  to  the  clerk  in  full  for  all  services  to  be  rendered  by  said  clerk.  If  the  suit 
be  other  than  an  action  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer  and  the  amount  claimed 
by  the  plaintiff  in  money  or  property  exceeds  two  hundred  dollars  ($200) 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  ($2.00),  and  if  the  defendant  shall  at  the  same  time 
file  with  the  clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial  by  jury  he  shall  pay  to  the 
clerk  the  further  sum  of  six  dollars  ($6.00)  to  be  applied  towards  the  payment 
of  the  fees  of  Jurors  in  said  court. 

Sixth.  The  costs  to  be  paid  for  the  services  of  the  bailiff  and  of  the  sheriffs 
and  other  costs  not  included  in  the  above  In  cases  of  the  first  class  and  in 
cases  of  the  second  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  shall  be 
the  same  as  those  required  by  law  from  time  to  time  to  be  paid  for  similar 
services  in  cases  in  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county. 

Seventh.  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned 
in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  the  party  delivering  to  the  bailiff  any  summons, 
writ  of  attachment,  writ  of  replevin,  subpoena,  writ  of  execution  or  other 
process  shall  at  the  time  of  making  such  delivery  pay  to  the  bailiff  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  for  each  defendant  named  in  such  process  upon  whom 
^rvice  thereof  is  to  be  made,  and  in  case  of  writs  of  attachment,  replevin 
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or  execution,  he  shall  pay  to  the  bailiff  the  further  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1.00) 
when  any  levy  upon  the  seizure  of  property  is  to  be  made  thereunder,  and  shall 
also  pay  to  the  bailiff  the  actual  expense  of  seizing  or  caring  for  any  property 
levied  upon  or  seized  thereunder. 

Eighth.  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in 
section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  the  party  procluring  any  certified  copy  of  the 
record  or  any  portion  thereof  in  any  case  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the  same 
fees  required  by  law  from  time  to  time  to  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court  of  Cook  county  for  similar  services. 

Ninth.  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in 
section  two  (2)  of  this  act  the  bailifC,  as  commissions  on  moneys  realized  by 
execution,  shall  collect  from  the  defendant  in  the  execution  five  (5)  per  cent, 
upon  the  amount  realized  if  it  do  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  ($100),  but 
if  the  amount  realized  exceeds  one  hundred  dollars  ($1P0)  the  bailiff  shall 
collect  five  (5)  per  cent,  on  the  first  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  and  three  (3) 
per  cent,  upon  the  excess  over  one  hundred  dollars  (|100). 

The  amounts  hereby  required  to  be  advanced  when  a  demand  in  writing  of 
a  trial  by  Jury  is  filed  to  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  Jurors 
in  said  court  shall  be  paid  by  the  clerk  into  the  county  treasury,  and  the  ac- 
counts of  said  clerk  as  to  such  fees  shall  be  audited  under  the  directions  of 
the  county  board. 

In  any  cases  included  within  the  terms  of  this  section  the  court  may,  in  ItB 
discretion,  order  that  an  advance  pasrment  of  costs  may  be  waived  in  favor 
of  any  poor  person  whose  financial  circumstances,  as  made  to  appear  to  the 
court,  are  such  that  such  advance  payment  would  be  unduly  burdensome  or 
oppressive. 

Section  57.  That  the  costs  in  criminal  and  quasi  criminal  cases  and  pro- 
ceedings in  the  Municipal  Court,  instituted  in  the  name  or  by  the  authority 
of  the  people  in  the  name  of  any  State  or  county  officer  in  his  ofliclal  ca- 
pacity shall  be  as  follows: 

First.  The  clerk's  fees  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  by  him  shall  be  the 
sum  of  six  dollars  (|6). 

Second.  The  bailiff's  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  those  which  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  fixed  by  law  for  the  sheriff  in  counties  of  the  third  class,  for 
similar  services. 

All  moneys  collected  upon  Judgments  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  such  cases 
shall  be  paid  to  the  clerk,  who  shall,  at  the  end  of  every  three  months,  apply 
the  same,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  the  pajrment  of  the 
uncollected  costs  in  criminal  and  quasi  criminal  cases  instituted  in  the  Mu- 
nicipal Court  in  the  name  of  the  people,  or  in  the  name  of  any  State  or 
county  officer  in  his  official  capacity,  and  pay  over  the  balance,  if  any,  to  the 
officer  entitled  by  law  to  receive  the  same. 

Section  58.  That  the  costs  in  cases  In  the  Municipal  Court  instituted  In  the 
name  of  the  city  of  Chicago  or  in  the  name  of  any  officer  thereof  in  his  official 
capacity,  shall  be  as  follows: 

First.  The  clerk's  fees  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  by  him  shall  be  the 
sum  of  six  dollais  (|6). 

Second.  The  bailiff's  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  those  which  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  fixed  by  law  for  the  sheriffs  in  counties  of  the  third  class  for 
similar  services. 

All  moneys  collected  upon  Judgments  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  cases  for 
the  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Chicago  shall  be  paid  to  the 
clerk,  who  shall  pay  over  the  same  to  the  city  of  Chicago,  within  one  week 
after  receiving  the  same. 

Section  59.  That  all  costs  collected  in  each  week  by  the  clerk  and  bailiff 
shall  be  paid  over  by  them  respectively  to  the  city  of  Chicago  on  the  Monday 
of  the  succeeding  week,  and  the  clerk  and  bailiff  shall  be  held  personally 
responsible  for  all  costs  required  to  be  paid  to  them  in  advance  as  herein- 
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before  provided.  They  shall  be  required  to  keep  complete  and  accurate 
accounts  of  all  moneys  collected  by  them,  and  such  accounts  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  chief  Justice  of  said  Municipal  Court,  be  examined  and 
audited  monthly,  the  expens^  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  city. 

Section  60.  That  the  offices  of  justice  of  the  peace,  police  magistrates  and 
constables  in  and  for  the  territory  within  the  city  of  Chicago  be  and  they 
arc  hereby  abolished,  and  that  the  Jurisdiction  of  Justices  of  the  peace  in 
the  territory  of  the  county  of  Cook  outside  of  the  city  of  Chicago  be  and 
It  is  hereby  limited  to  the  territory  of  said  city,  but  this  section  of  this  act 
shall  not  become  operative  until  the  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  D.  1906, 
and  on  and  after  said  date  the  Jurisdiction  hereby  conferred  upon  the 
Municipal  Court  shall  exclude. the  exercise  of  any  portion  of  such  Jurisdiction 
by  all  other  courts  excepting  courts  of  record,  and  on  and  after  said  first 
Monday  of  December,  A.  D.  1906,  no  other  court  than  a  court  of  record  shall 
exercise  Jurisdiction  in  any  case  in  which  said  Municipal  Court  is  given 
Jurisdiction  by  this  act. 

Section  61.  That  when  the  offices  of  Justices  of  the  peace  within  the  city 
of  Chicago  shall  be  abolished  the  docket  of  each  Justice  of  the  peace  whose 
office  is  thus  abolished  shall  be  forthwith  delivered  up  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Municipal  Court,  who  shall  preserve  th<^  same  in  his  office  kept  in  the  First 
District.  Executions  may  ba  issued  by  the  clerk  of  said  court  upon  any 
unsatisfied  Judgments  rendered  by  such  Justice  of  the  peace  in  all  cases  in 
which  the  same  might  have  been  issued  had  such  office  of  Justice  of  the 
peace  not  been  abolished,  and  said  Municipal  Court  shall  allow  an  appeal 
to  the  circuit  or  superior  court  of  Cook  county  from  any  Judgment  rendered 
by  any  Justice  of  the  peace  within  twenty  (20)  days  prior  to  the  first  Monday 
of  December,  A.  D.,  1906,  upon  the  giving  by  the  appellant  of  an  appeal  bond 
with  security  as  now  required  by  law  in  cases  of  appeals  from  Justices  of 
the  peace,  provided  such  appeal  is  prayed  at  any  time  within  twenty  (20) 
davs  "f^er  the  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  1).,  1906.  In  all  cases  not  deter- 
mined or  finally  disposed  of  by  such  Justice  of  the  peace  at  the  time  his 
office  is  abolished,  such  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  said  Municipal  Court  as 
might  be  had  were  such  suits  originally  brought  in  said  court,  but  no  trial 
of  any  such  cases  shall  be  had  In  said  court  without  such  notice  to  the  parties 
thereto  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary.  All  writs  issued  by  Justices  of  the 
peace  within  the  city  of  Chicago  and  which  shall  not  have  been  returned 
on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  D.,  1906,  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to 
the  Municipal  Court,  and  said  Municipal  Court  shall  have  full  power  to  make 
Buch  provision  for  the  execution  or  other  disposition  of  all  such  writs  as  said 
court  may  deem  proper  for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  respective 
parties  to  the  suits  in  which  such  writs  have  been  issued. 

Section  62.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  Justice  of  the  Municipal 
Court  to  suuperintend  the  keeping  of  the  records  of  said  court  and  to  prescribe 
abbreviated  forms  of  entries  of  orders  therein,  which  abbreviated  forms  so 
prescribed  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  said  orders  were  entered 
in  full  in  the  records  of  said  court.  When  any  certified  transcript  of  the 
record,  or  of  any  portion  thereof,  of  any  suit  or  proceeding  in  said  court  Is 
required,  the  same  shall  be  written  out  In  full  from  such  abbreviated  forms 
and  duly  authenticated  according  to  law. 

Section  63.  That  the  orders.  Judgments,  and  decrees  of  the  Municipal 
Court  in  cases  of  the  first  class  and  cases  of  the  second  class  shall  have  the 
Bame  force,  be  of  the  same  effect,  be  liens  upon  real  estate  in  the  city  of 
Chicago  to  the  same  extent  and  under  the  same  circumstances,  and  be 
executed  and  enforced  In  the  same  manner  as  the  Judgments,  orders  and 
decrees  of  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county,  and  such  Judgments  and  decrees 
shall  also  be  liens  upon  real  estate  in  the  county  of  Cook  outside  of  the  city 
of  Chicago  after  certified  transcripts  of  the  same  shall  have  been  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  recorder  of  Cook  county,  which  transcripts  shall  contain  the 
names  of  the  parties  to  the  suits,  the  kinds  of  actions,  the  amounts  of  the 
judg*='n?pT)ts  or  the  general  nature  and  effect  of  the  decrees  a»  the  case  may 
be,  and  the  dates  on  which  the  Judgments  and  decrees  were  rendered;   pro- 
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vided,  however,  that  no  such  orders,  judgments  or  decrees  shall  be  llena 
upon  or  affect  registered  land  or  any  estate  or  interest  therein  until  a  cer- 
tificate under  the  hand  and  official  seal  of  the  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court, 
stating  the  date  and  purport  of  the  Judgment/  decree  or  order,  is  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  register  of  titles  of  said  Cook  county,  and  a  memorial  of 
the  same  is  entered  upon  the  register  of  the  last  certificate  of  title  to  be 
affected. 

Section  64.  That  all  other  Judgments  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  have 
the  same  force,  be  of  the  same  effect  and  be  executed  and  enforced  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  Judgments  of  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county.  But  no 
such  Judgment  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  of  the  person  against 
whom  it  is  obtained,  excepting  from  the  time  of  the  filing  of  a  certified 
transcript  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  Cook  county,  which  tran- 
script shall  contain  the  names  of  the  parties  to  the  suit,  the  kind  of  action, 
the  amount  of  the  Judgment  and  the  date  upon  which  the  same  was  rendered 
provided,  however,  that  no  such  Judgment  shall  be  lien  upon  or  ailect 
registered  land  or  any  estate  or  interest  therein  until  a  certified  transcript 
thereof  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  titles  of  Cook  county  and  a 
memorial  of  the  same  is  entered  \ipon  the  register  of  the  last  certificate  of 
title  to  be  affected.  The  recorder  of  Cook  county  shall  provide  and  keep 
in  his  office  for  said  Municipal  Court  well  bound  books  for  entering  therein 
an  alphabetical  docket  of  all  Judgments  and  decrees  rendered  in  said  Munic- 
ipal Court  as  is  now  required  by  law  for  docketing  Judgments  and  decrees 
rendered  in  circuit  courts,  and  shall  forthwith,  after  the  filing  of  any  tran- 
script herein  provided  for,  enter  the  same,  together  with  the  hour,  day,  month 
and  year  of  the  filing  of  such  certified  transcript  and  the  general  number 
thereof. 

Section  65.  That  in  case  it  shall  be  hereafter  determined  that  so  mach 
of  sections  nine  (9)  and  twelve  (12)  hereof  as  fixes  the  term  of  office  of 
the  chief  Justice  and  associate  Judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  is  invalid,  this 
act  shall  not  on  that  account  be  adjudged  wholly  invalid,  but  the  terms 
of  office  of  the  chief  Justice  and  associate  Judges  of  said  Municipal  Court 
shall  in  such  case  be  four  (4)  years,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.,  1910,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the 
first  Monday  of  November  of  every  fourth  year  thereafter  there  shall  be 
elected  a  chief  Justice  and  twenty-four  (24)  associate  Judges  of  said  Municipal

Whereas,  In  this  regard  the  assertion  by  Kansas  of  her  rights  and  powers, 
as  a  soverign  Stat^  of  this  Union,  has  awakened  the  hope  that  this  meet 
menacing  of  all  combinations,  is  amenable  to  the  law  of  the  land,  and, 

Whebeas,  It  is  reported  that  pipe  lines  and  conduits  controlled  by  tke 
Standard  Oil  Company,  extending  from  the  oil  fields  of  Kansas  to  certain 
cities  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  intended  to  supply  oil  to  snch  cities,  are 
rapidly  appfoaching  completion,  and  that  such  pipe  lines  are  proposed  to 
extend  across  this  State  to  Its  eastern  boundary,  and. 

Whereas,  The  people  of  this  Stat^  have  the  right  to  know  and  be  fully  ad- 
vised as  to  the  purpose  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company  In  this  regard,  and 
under  what  rights  and  terms  it  may  claim  as  a  conunon  carrier,  or  in  any 
other  capacity.

Having  been  printed,  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Berry,  was  recalled  from  the  order  of  third  reading 
to  the  order  of  second  reading,  and  on  his  motion,  was  recommitted  to 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Haas,  House  Bill  No.  422, 
a  bill  for  "An  Act  in  relation  to  Municipal  Courts  in  the  City  of  Chi- 
•cago/' 

Having  been  printed,  was  taken  up  and  read  at  large  a  second  time. 

Mr.  Haas  offered  the  following  amendments  to  the  bill,  which  were 

adopted : 

Amendment  No.  1. 

Amend  hy  striking  out  the  title  and  insert  in  Ueu  thereof  as  a  new  title  the 
lonowing: 

A  bill  for  "An  Act  In  relation  to  a  municipal  court  in  the  city  of  Chicago." 

Amendment  No.  2. 

Amend  by  striking  out  ail  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  Insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following: 

That  there  shall  be  established  in  and  for  the  city  of  Chicago  a 
municipal  court  which  shall  be  styled  "The  Municipal  Court  of  Chicago/' 
hereinafter  designated  and  referred  to  as  the  Municipal  Court  and  the  juris- 
diction of  which  shall  be  exercised  in  the  manner  hereafter  prescribed  by 
branch  courts  each  of  which  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  in  this  act  declared 
to  oe  vested  in  the  Municipal  Court. 

Section  2.  That  said  Municipal  Court  shall  have  Jurisdiction  within  the 
<ity  of  Chicago,  in  the  following  cases: 
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First.  All  actions  on  contracts,  express  or  Implied,  when  the  amount 
claimed  by  the  plaintiff  exceeds  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  and  which,  for 
convenience,  will  be  Hereinafter  referred  to  and  designated  as  cases  of  the  first 
class. 

Second.  All  suits  of  every  kind  and  nature,  whether  ciyll  or  criminal,  or 
whether  at  law  or  in  equity,  which  may  be  transferred  to  it  by  change  of 
venue,  or  otherwise,  by  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county,  or  by  the  superior 
court  of  Cook  county,  or  by  the  criminal  court  of  Cook  cuunty,  for  trial  and 
disposition,  and  which,  for  convenience,  will  be  hereinafter  designated  and 
referred  to  as  cases  of  the  second  class. 

Third.  All  criminal  cases  in  which  the  punishment  Is  by  fifjie  or  imprison- 
ment otherwise  than  in  the  penitentiary,  and  which,  for  convenience,  will  be 
hereinafter  designated  and  referred  to  as  cases  of  the  third  class. 

Fourth.  All  those  classes  of  suits  and  proceedings,  whether  civil  or  quasi 
criminal,  of  which  Justices  of  the  peace  are  now  given  jurisdiction  by  law,  in 
all  of  which  classes  of  suits  and  proceedings  said  municipal  court  shall  have 
Jurisdiction  when  the  amount  sought  to  be  recovered,  whether  by  way  of  dam- 
ages,  penalty,  or  otherwise,  if  the  suit  or  proceeding  be  for  the  recovery  of 
money  only,  or  the  value  of  the  personal  property  claimed,  if  the  suit  or  pro- 
ceeding be  brought  for  the  rocovery  of  personal  property,  does  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars  (|1,000) :  provided,  however,  that  in  any  action  upon  a  bond. 
the  amount  sought  to  b^  recovered  thereon  and  not  the  penalty  of  the  bond 
shall  determine  the  juri«%dict.on,  and  that  when  payments  are  to  be  made  by 
installments,  an  action  may  be  brought  in  the  Municipal  Court  for  any  In- 
stallment not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  (|1,000)  as  it  becomes  due,  and 
which,  for  convenience,  will  be  hereinafter  designated  and  referred  to  as 
cases  of  the  fourth  class. 

Fifth.  All  other  suits  at  law,  for  the  recovery  of  money  only,  when  the 
amount  claimed  does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  and  which,  for 
convenience,  will  be  hereinafter  designated  and  referred  to  as  cases  of  the 
tiftb  class. 

Section  3.  That  in  all  cases  of  the  first  class  and  in  all  cases  of  the  second 
class  the  issues  shall  be  made  up  in  said  court  by  the  same  forms  of  pleadlnss, 
as  near  as  may  be,  in  use  in  similar  cases  in  the  circuit  courts;  that  all  cases 
of  the  third  class  shall  be  prosecuted  by  complaint  or  by  information  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  rules  as  may  be  hereinafter  prescribed  or  provided  for,  or 
in  cases  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  by  such  rules  oT  practice  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law  for  similar  cases  in  the  criminal  court  of  Cook  county 
or  before  Justices  of  the  peace;  and  that  in  all  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  ir 
all  cases  of  the  fifth  class  the  Issues  shall  be  determined  without  other  forms 
of  written  pleadings  than  those  herinafter  expressly  prescribed  or  provided 
for. 

Section  4.  That  said  court  shall  be  held  in  districts,  which  until  otherwise 
provided,  shall  be  five  in  number  and  their  territorial  limits  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: 

Of  the  First  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded  on 
the  east  by  Lake  Michigan,  on  the  north  by  the  city  limits,  on  the  west  by  the 
center  line  of  Western  avenue  from  the  city  limits  on  the  north  to  the  center 
line  of  Fifty-fifth  street,  thence  on  the  south  by  the  center  line  of  Fifty-flf th 
street  to  the  center  line  of  State  street,  thence  on  the  west  by  the  center  line  of 
State  street  to  the  center  line  of  Sixty-third  street,  thence  on  the  south  by  the 
center  line  of  Sixty-third  street  to  the  center  line  of  Cottage  Grove  avenue, 
thence  on  the  west  by  the  center  line  of  Cottage  Grove  avenue  to  the  center 
line  of  Seventy-first  street,  and  thence  on  the  south  by  the  center  line  of 
Seventy-first  street  to  Lake  Michigan,  and  such  territory  shall  be  known  as 
the  First  District. 

Of  the  Second  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded 
on  the  south  by  the  city  limits,  on  the  east  by  the  city  limits  and  Lake  Mlchi- 
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gan,  on  the  north  by  the  center  line  of  Seventy -first  street,  and  on  the  west 
by  the  center  line  of  Cottage  Grove  avenue,  and  such  territory  shall  be  known 
as  the  Second  District. 

Of  the  Third  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded  on 
the  west  and  south  by  tbe  city  limits,  on  the  east  by  the  center  line  of  Cottage 
Grove  avenue  from  the  city  limits  on  the  south  to  the  center  line  of  Sixty-third 
street,  thence  on  the  norih  by  the  center  line  of  Sixty-third  street  to  the 
center  line  of  State  street,  thence  on  the  east  by  the  center  line  of  Stato  street 
to  the  center  line  of  Fifty-fifth  street,  thence  on  the  north  by  the  center  line 
of  Fifty-fifth  street  to  the  city  limits  on  the  west,  and  such  territory  shall  be 
Known  as  the  Third  District. 

Of  the  Fourth  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded 
on  the  south  by  the  center  line  of  Fifty-fifth  street,  on  the  east  by  the  center 
line  of  Western  avenue,  on  tbe  north  by  the  center  line  of  Lake  street  and  on 
the  west  by  the  city  limits,  and  such  territory  shall  be  known  as  the  Fourth 
District. 

Of  the  Fifth  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territpry  bounded  on 
the  south  by  the  center  line  of  Lake  street,  on  the  east  by  the  center  line  of 
Western  avenue,  and  on  the  north  and  west  by  the  city  limits,  and  such  terri- 
tory shall  be  known  as  the  Fifth  District. 

The  number  and  boundaries  of  the  districts  may  be  changed,  from  time  to 
time,  by  orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  tbe  Judges  of  the  Municipal  Court,  and 
spread  upon  the  records  thereof,  which  orders  shall  be  published  for  three  suc- 
cessive weeks,  once  in  each  week,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
the  city  of  Chicago,  and  which  shall  take  effect  respectively  within  thirty 
days  after  the  last  publication  thereof;  provided,  however,  no  such  change 
in  the  number  or  boundaries  of  districts  shall  become  effective  unless  the  or- 
der therefor  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago. As  many  branch  courls  shall  be  held  in  each  district  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  chief  justice  of  said  Municipal  Court  to  be  necessary  for 
the  prompt  and  proper  disposition  of  the  business  of  said  court,  provided 
however,  that  at  least  one  branch  court  shall  be  held  in  each  district.  Such 
branch  court  may  be  given  such  designation  by  numbers  or  otherwise  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Chief  Justice. 

Section  5.  That  said  courts  shall  be  held  at  such  places  in  said  city 
of  Chicago  as  may  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  corporate  authorities 
thereof.  If  no  place  be  provided  by  the  corporate  authorities  of  said  city 
for  the  holding  of  any  branch  court,  or  if  the  place  so  provided  become  unfit, 
said  branch  court  may,  by  an  order  signed  by  the  majority  of  the  judges 
of  said  Municipal  Court,  and  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  branch  court, 
adjourn  to  or  convene  at  a  suitable  place  for  holding  said  branch  court, 
procured  for  that  purpose  by  said  judges,  within  the  district  in  which  the 
same  Is  located  and  at  such  place  may  hold  said  branch  court,  until  a  suitable 
place  therefor  be  furnished  by  said  corporate  authorities. 

Section  6.  That  said  court  shall  have  seals  for  each  district  and  may 
from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary,  renew  the  same.  The  expense  of 
said  seals  and  renewing  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  of  Cnicago. 

Section  7.  That  all  blanks,  books,  papers,  stationery  and  furniture  neces- 
sary to  the  keeping  of  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  such  Municipal 
Court,  and  the  transaction  of  the  business  thereof,  shall  be  furnished  the 
officers  of  such  court  at  the  expense  of  the  dty. 

Section  8.  That  said  Municipal  Court  shall  consist  of  twenty-five  (25) 
judges,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chief  justice  and  the  remaining  twenty-four 
(24)  of  whom  shall  be  associate  judges.  Each  branch  shall  be  presided 
over  by  a  single  judge  of  the  Municipal  Court.  The  chief  justice,  in  addition 
to  the  exercise  of  all  the  other  powers  of  a  judge  of  said  court,  shall  have 
the  general  superintendence  of  the  business  of  said  court;  he  shall  preside- 
at  all  meetings  of  the  judges,  and  he  shall  assign  the  associate  judges  to  duty- 
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in  the  branch  courts,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  prompt  disposition  of  the  business  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  each  associate  Judge  to  attend  and  senre  at  any  branch  court  to  which 
he  may  be  so  assigned,  but  the  chief  justice  sliall  only  assign  such  number 
of  Judges  to  the  trial  and  disposition  of  cases  of  the  first  class  and  cases 
of  the  second  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  from  time  to 
time,  as  may  not  be  needed  for  the  prompt  disposition  of  the  other  business 
of  the  court.  The  chief  Justice  shall  also  superintend  the  preparation  of  the 
calendars  of  cases  for  trial  in  said  court  and  shall  make  such  classification 
and  distribution  of  the  same  upon  different  calendars  as  he  shall  deem 
proper  and  expedient.  Each  associate  Judge  shall  at  the  commencement  of 
each  month  make  to  the  chief  Justice,  under  his  official  oath,  a  report  in 
writing  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  during  the  preceding  month,  which 
report  shall  specify  the  number  of  days'  attendance  in  court  of  such  judge 
during  such  month,  and  the  branch  courts  upon  which  he  has  at- 
tended, and  the  number  of  hours  per  day  of  such  attendance,  for  which 
the  chief  Justice  shall  cause  suitable  blanks  to  be  prepared  and  furnished 
to  the  associate  Judges.  Each  Judge  shall  be  entitled  to  vacations,  which 
shall  not  exceed  thirty-six  days  in  all  in  any  one  year  and  which  shall  be 
taken  at  such  times  as  may  be  determined  by  the  chief  Justice.  The  chief 
Justice  must  give  his  attention  faithfully  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
especially  pertaining  to  his  office  and  to  the  performance  of  such  additional 
Judicial  work  as  he  may  be  able  to  perform.  Each  associate  Judge  must 
perform  his  share  of  the  labors  and  duties  appertaining  to  the  oflSce.  At 
least  one  associate  Judge  must  be  in  attendance  in  one  branch  court 
in  each  district,  six  hours  of  each  day,  except  Sunday,  a  public  holiday,  or  a 
day  upon  which  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Chicago  generally  refrain 
from  business,  and  each  associate  Judge,  while  in  the  court  room  or  in 
chambers,  and  not  actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  other  ofllclal 
duties,  must  act  upon  any  application  for  his  official  action,  properly  made 
to  him.  One  branch  court  in  the  First  District  shall  be  kept  open, 
and  at  least  one  Judge  assigned  for  that  purpose  by  the  chief  Justice,  shall 
be  in  attendance  thereat,  each  day,  excepting  Sunday  or  a  public  holiday, 
from  nine  o'clock  a.  m.  to  ten  o'clock  p.  m.,  excepting  two  hours'  intermis- 
sion, for  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  may  come  before  it.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  chief  Justice  and  the  associate  Judges  to  meet  together  at 
least  once  in  each  month,  excepting  the  month  of  August,  in  each  year,  at 
such  hour  and  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  chief  Justice,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  may  be  required  by  the  chief  Justice,  for  the  consideration 
of  such  matters  pertaining  to  the  administration  of  Justice  in  said  court  as 
may  be  brought  before  them.  At  such  meetings  they  shall  receive  and  in- 
vestigate, or  cause  to  be  investigated,  all  complaints  presented  to  them 
pertaining  to  the  said  court,  and  to  the  officers  thereof,  and  shall  take  such 
steps  as  they  deem  necessary  or  proper  with  respect  thereto,  and  they  shall 
have  power  and  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  adopt  or  cause  to  be  adopted  all 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  administration  of  Justice  in  said 
court  as  to  them  may  seem  expedient.  The  salary  of  the  chief  justice  shall 
be  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500)  per  annum,  and  the  salary  of 
an  associate  Judge  shall  be  six  thousand  dollars  (|6,000)  per  annum,  payable 
in  monthly  installments  out  of  the  city  treasury. 

Section  9.  That  the  chief  Justice  and  the  associate  Judges  of  the  Municipal 
Court  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tues- 
day  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.,  1906;  that  the  chief  Justice 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  six  (6)  years  and  until  his  successor  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified;  that  of  the  said  associate  Judges  so  to  be  elected 
eight  (8)  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  two  (2)  years;  eight  (8)  for  the 
term  of  four  (4)  years,  and  eight  (8)  for  the  term  of  six  (6)  years  and  until 
their  respective  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.  1908,  and  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November  of  every  sixth  year  thereafter, 
and  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.  1910,  and 
on  the  first  Tuesday  af^er  the  first  Monday  of  November  every  sixth  year 
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thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  eight  (8)  associate  Judges  of  said  Municipal 
Court  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D. 
1912,  and  every  sixth  year  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  a  chief  Justice  and 
eight  (8)  associate  Judges  of  naid  Municipal  Court  as  successors  in  office 
of  the  chief  Justice  and  associate  Judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  by  this  act 
required  to  be  elected,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of 
six  (6)  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The 
judges  80  required  to  be  elected  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  tnelr  duties 
on  the  first  Monday  of  December  following  their  election.  Vacancies  in  the 
office  of  chief  Justice  or  associate  Judge  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  filled 
by  election  at  the  regular  municipal,  Judicial  or  other  general  election  which 
shall  occur  next  after  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  time  such  vacan- 
cies respectively  occur,  but  where  the  unexpired  term  does  not  exceed  one 
year,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Governor.  Whenever 
a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  chief  Justice,,  or  whenever  the  chief  justice 
shall  be  absent  from  the  city  of  Chicago,  or  incapacitated  from  acting,  the 
associate  Judges  shall  select  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  chief  Justice  until 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election  or  appointment  as  above  provided  for, 
or  until  the  return  of  the  chief  justice,  or  until  his  incapacity  ceases. 

Section  10.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  chief  justice 
or  of  associate  Judge  of  the  Municipal  Court  unless  he  shall  be  at  least  thirty 
years  of  age  and  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  nor  unless  he  shall  have  re^ 
sided  in  the  county  of  Cook  and  been  there  engaged,  either  in  active  practice 
as  an  attorney  and  counsellor  at  law  or  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  a 
judicial  office,  five  years  next  preceding  his  election,  or  in  one  of  sail  occu* 
pations  during  a  portion  of  said  time  and  in  the  other  the  remaining  portion 
thereof,  and  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  be  a  resident  of  the  city  of 
Chicago. 

Section  11.  That  every  chief  Justice  and  associate  Judge  of  such  Munici- 
pal Court,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe the  following  oath  or  affirmation: 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  chief  Justice  (or 
associate  Judge)  of  the  Municipal  Court  of  Chicago  according  to  the  best  of 
my  ability." 

Said  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Section  12.  That  whenever  two-thirds  in  number  of  the  Judges  of  the 
Municipal  Court  shall  transmit  to  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Chicago  a 
certificate  signed  by  them  that  in  the  opinion  of  said  Judges  the  business 
of  said  Municipal  Court  is  such  as  to  require  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
the  associate  Judges  of  said  Municipal  (>>urt,  said  city  council  may,  by 
ordinance  or  ordinances,  provide  for  an  increase  of  not  more  than  nine  in 
the  number  of  said  Judges,  who  shall  be  elected,  one-third  for  two  years,  one- 
third  for  four  years,  and  one-third  for  six  years,  at  the  next  ensuing  general 
election.  The  Judges  elected  in  accordance  with  such  ordinance  or  ordi- 
nances shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  said  respective  periods  for  which  they 
shall  have  been  elected  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified,  and  every  two  years  thereafter  their  respective  successors  shall  be 
elected  for  the  full  Lerm  of  six  years.  But,  after  the  number  of  associate 
judges  has  been  increased  to  thirty-three  (33)  no  subsequent  increase  thereof 
shall  be  made  by  the  city  council. 

Section  13.  That  the  Judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  may  Interchange 
with  judges  of  other  city  courts,  and  said  respective  Judges  may  hold  court 
for  each  other  and  perform  each  other's  duties  when  they  find  it  necessary 
or  convenient. 

Section  14.  That  there  shall  be  a  clerk  of  said  Municipal  Court,  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  six  years  and  until  his  successor  Fhall  be  elected  and 
qualified  and  who  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
of  November,  A.  D.  1906,  and  every  six  years  thereafter.    He  shall  perform 
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With  respect  to  said  Municipal  Court,  the  duties  usually  performed  by  clerks 
of  courts  of  record.  He  shall  give  his  personal  attention  to  the  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office.  He  shall  maintain  an  office  in  each 
district  and  each  office  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness from  eight  o'clock  a.  m.  to  six  o'clock  l>.  m  of  each  working  day  during 
the  year.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  the  rules  which  may  be  adopted  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities,  the  oath  of  office 
and  the  bond  and  conditions  thereof  of  such  clerk  shall  be  the  same,  as  near 
as  may  be,  as  those  prescribed  by  law  for  clerks  of  courts  by  the  act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  clerks  of  courts,"  approved  March  25, 
1874,  and  in  force  July  1,  1874.  His  salary  shall  be  five  thousand  dollars 
($5,000)  per  annum,  and  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  installments  out  of  the 
city  treasury.    He  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor. 

Section  15.  That  said  clerk  shall  appoint  such  number  of  deputies  as  may 
be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  the  Munici- 
pal Court  by  orders  signed  by  them  and  spread  upon  the  records  of  said  court. 
At  least  one  deputy  clerk  shall  be  assigned  to  duty  in  each  branch  court. 
The  salaries  of  deputy  clerks  shall  be  fixed,  from  time  to  time,  by  orders 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon 
the  records  of  the  court,  and  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  city  treasury  in 
monthly  instalments,  provided,  however,  that  the  salary  of  the  chief  deputy 
clerk  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500)  per  annum, 
and  that  the  salary  of  no  other  deputy  clerk  shall  exceed  eighteen  hundred 
dollars  ($1,800)  per  annum.  Such  number  of  deputy  clerks  so  appointed  as 
the  Judges  may  deem  necessary  shall  be  competent  shorthand  re- 
porters, capable  of  correctly  taking  down  stenographically  and  tran- 
scribing the  proceedings  of  courts,  and  shall  perform  such  duties 
with  respect  to  attending  upon  and  taking  down  stenographic  re- 
ports of  the  proceedings  of  said  court  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Judges,  and  for  making  and  furnishing  transcripts  of  their  stenographic 
reports  aforesaid,  said  deputy  clerks  shall  be  allowed  to  make  such  reasonable 
charge,  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  per  each  one  hundred  words,  to  the  parties  to 
whom  such  transcripts  are  furnished,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  judges,  and 
the  judges  may  allow  said  deputy  clerks  to  retain,  as  additional  compensation 
for  their  services  one-half  of  the  charges  so  collected,  the  balance  of  such  charges 
to  be  accounted  for  by  such  deputy  clerks  in  the  same  manner  as  costs  collected 
by  them.  Such  deputy  clerks  shall  take  the  same  oath  or  affirmation  required 
of  the  clerk  of  said  Municipal  Court  and  shall  give  bonds  to  be  approved  by 
the  chief  Justice  of  said  court,  conditioned,  as  near  as  may  be,  like  the  bond 
required  of  the  clerk.  Any  deputy  clerk  shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  any 
time  by  an  order  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Judges  of  the  Municipal  Court 
and  spread  upon  the  records  of  said  court.  The  number  of  deputy  clerks  may 
be  reduced  at  any  time  by  an  order  signed  by  a  majority  Of  the  judges  of  said 
Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon  the  records  of  said  court.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  deputy  clerks  to  render  to  parties  to  suits  in  cases  of  the  fourth 
class  and  in  cases  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this 
act,  such  assistance  and  give  them  such  information  as  may  enable  them  to 
properly  commence  suits  or  to  enter  their  appearances  when  sued,  which  duty 
shall  be  regulated  and  defined  by  instructions  to  be  prepared  by  the  chief 
justice. 

Section  16.  That  there  shall  be  a  bailiff  of  said  Municipal  Court  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  six  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified  and  who  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
of  November,  A.  D.  1906,  and  every  six  years  thereafter.  He  shall  perform, 
with  respect  to  said  Municipal  Court,  the  duties  usually  performed  by  sberifllB 
in  respect  to  attendance  upon,  and  service  and  execution  of  the  process,  and 
obedience  of  the  lawful  orders  and  directions  of,  a  circuit  court.  He  shall 
give  his  personal  attention  to  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office.  He  shall  maintain  an  office  in  each  district  and  each  office 
shall  be  kept  open  in  each  district  for  the  transaction  of  busing 
from  8  o'clock  a.  m.  to  6  o'clock  p.  m.  of  each  working  day  during  the 
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Until  otherwise  provided  by  the  rules  which  may  be  adopted  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities,  the  oath  of  office, 
and  the  bond  and  conditions  thereof  of  such  bailiff  shall  be  the  same,  as 
near  as  may  be,  as  those  prescribed  by  law  for  sheriffs  with  respect  to- 
attendance  upon,  and  service  and  execution  of  the  process,  and  obedience 
of  the  lawful  orders  and  directions  of,  a  circuit  court.  His  salary  shall  be^ 
five  thousand  dollars  (|5,000)  per  annum  and  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  in- 
stallments out  of  the  city  treasury.  He  shall  be  commissioned  by  the- 
Govemor. 

Section  17.  That  said  bailiff  shall  appoint  such  number  of  deputies  a» 
may  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  a  majority  of  judges  of  the- 
Municipal  Court  by  orders  signed  by  them  and  spread  upon  the  recordff 
of  said  court.  At  least  one  deputy  bailiff  shall  be  assigned  to  duty  in  each 
branch  court.  The  salaries  of  deputy  bailiffs  shall  be  filed,  from  time  to 
time,  by  orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court 
and  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  court  and  shall  be  payable  out  of  the 
city  treasury  In  monthly  installments:  Provided,  however,  that  the  salary 
of  the  chief  deputy  bailiff  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($2,500)  per  annum,  and  that  the  salary  of  no  other  deputy  bailiff 
shall  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars  ^|1,200)  per  annum.  Such 
deputy  bailiffs  shall  take  the  same  oath  or  affirmation  required  of 
the  bailiff  of  said  Municipal  Court  and  shall  give  bonds  to  be  approved  by 
the  chief  justice  of  said  court  conditioned,  as  near  as  may  be,  like  the  bond 
required  of  the  bailiff.  The  bailiff  and  deputy  bailiffs  of  the  Municipal  Court 
shall  be  ex  officio  police  officers  of  the  city  of  Chicago.  Any  deputy  bailifT 
shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  any  time  by  an  order  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon  the  records  of  said  court. 
The  number  of  deputy  bailiffs  may  be  reduced  at  any  time  by  an  order 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon 
the  records  of  said  court.  Every  police  officer  of  the  city  of  Chicago  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  deputy  bailiff  of  the  Municipal  Court,  and  shall  perform,  from 
time  to  time,  such  duties  in  respect  to  criminal  and  quasi  criminal  cases,  in- 
cluding cases  pertaining  to  alleged  violations  of  city  ordinances  pending  in 
said  court,  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  said  court  or  any  judge  thereof. 

Section  18.  That  neither  the  clerk  nor  the  bailiff  nor  any  deputy  clerk  or 
deputy  bailiff  of  said  Municipal  Court  shall  receive,  aside  from  the  salary 
and  the  costs  by  this  act  required  to  be  paid  to  him  in  his  official  capacity, 
any  money,  property,  or  other  valuable  thing,  as  a  gratuity  or  otherwise,  for 
the  performance  of  any  duty  Imposed  upon  him  by  virtue  of  his  office,  or  for 
the  performance  of  any  work  of  any  kind  or  character  in  any  maimer  con- 
nected therewith.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  to 
remove  from  office  any  deputy  clerk  or  deputy  bailiff  who  shall  violate  either 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section.  No  clerk  or  bailiff,  or  deputy  clerk  or  deputy 
bailiff,  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  appointed  receiver  or  guardian  ad 
litem  in  any  suit  therein  pending. 

Section  19.  That  until  otherwise  determined  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided,  and  except  as  by  this  act  is  otherwise  prescribed,  the  practice  in 
the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  the  same,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  that  which 
is  now  prescribed  by  law  for  similar  suits  or  proceedings  in  circuit  courts, 
excepting  that  in  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  cases  of  the  fifth 
class  mentioned  in  ctection  two  (2)  of  this  act  the  issues  shall 
be  determined  without  other  forms  of  written  pleadings,  than  those 
hereinafter  expressly  prescribed  or .  provided  for.  Said  Municipal 
Court  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  applicability  to  the  proceed- 
ings of  said  court  of  the  rules  of  practice  prescribed  by  law  for  similar 
cases  in  the  circuit  courts  and  its  decisions  in  respect  thereto  shall  not  be 
subject  to  review  upon  appeal  or  writ  of  error:  Provided,  however,  that  upon- 
appeal  or  writ  of  error  the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case 
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may  be,  may  grant  relief  from  any  such  decision  in  any  case  where,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  such  relief  is  necessary  to 
prevent  a  failure  of  Justice. 

Section  20.  That  the  Judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  shall  have  power  to 
adopt,  in  addition  to  or  in  lieu  of  the  proyisions  herein  contained  prescrib- 
ing the  practice  in  said  Municipal  Court  or  of  any  portion  or  portions  of  said 
provisions,  such  rules  regulating  the  practice,  in  said  court  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  or  expedient  for  the  proper  administration  of  Justice  therein.  The 
adoption  of  said  rules  shall  be  accomplished  by  an  oraer  signed  by  a  majority 
of  said  Judges,  which  order,  when  made,  shall  be  forthwith  spread  upon  the 
records  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  shall  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form  at  the 
expense  of  the  city:  Provided,  however,  that  no  rule  or  rules  inconsistent 
with  those  expressly  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  become  eftective  and  be 
in  force  until  after  the  lapse  of  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  approval  thereof 
by  the  Supreme  Court.  Application  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  such  approval 
may  be  made  by  the  chief  Justice  of  the  Municipal  Court,  after  notice  of 
such  application  shall  have  been  published  once  each  week,  for  three  con- 
secutive weeks,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  the 
city  of  Chicago,  specifying  the  time  at  which  such  application  shall  be  made. 
Upon  such  application  the  Supreme  Court  shall  review  the  said  rule  or  rules 
so  adopted  and  may  either  confirm  the  order  adopting  the  same  or  may 
modify  or  set  aside  the  same,  and  the  Supreme  Court  may,  in  its  discretion 
substitute  for  the  rule  or  rules  so  adopted  by  said  Judges  of  said  Municipal 
Court  or  for  any  portion  thereof,  euch  other  rules  as  the  Supreme  Court  may 
deem  proper,  and  may  in  it?  discretion  of  its  own  mction  or  otherwise  make 
any  order  respecting  the  rules  of  said  Municipal  Court  which  it  may  deem 
proper.  The  Supreme  Court  and  the  Appellate  Courts  in  cases  brought  to 
them  from  the  Municipal  Court  by  appeal  or  writ  of  error  shall  take  Judicial 
notice  of  the  rules  of  practice  from  time  to  time  in  force  in  said  Municipal 
Court. 

Section  21.  That  there  shall  be  no  stated  terms  of  the  Municipal  Court, 
but  said  court  shall  be  always  open  for  the  transaction  of  business.  BiVery 
Judgment,  order  or  decree  of  said  court,  final  in  its  nature,  shall,  for  the 
period  of  thirty  days  after  the  entry  thereof,  be  subject  to  be  vacated,  set 
aside  or  modified,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  a  Judg^nenu 
decree  or  order  of  a  circuit  court  during  the  term  at  which  the  same  was 
rendered  in  such  circuit  court.  After  the  lapse  of  thirty  days  any  such 
Judgment,  decree  or  order  shall  not  be  vacated,  set  aside  or  modified,  except- 
ing upon  appeal  or  writ  of  error,  or  by  bill  in  equity:  Provided,  however* 
that  all  errors  in  fact  in  the  proceedings  in  such  case,  which  could  have 
been  corrected  at  common  law  by  the  writ  of  error  coram  nobis,  may  be 
corrected  by  motion  or  the  Judgment  may  be  set  aside,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  law  for  similar  cases  in  the  circuit  courts. 

Section  22.  That  the  final  orders.  Judgments  and  decrees  of  the  Municipal 
Court  in  cases  of  the  first  class,  cases  of  the  second  class  and  cases  of  the 
third  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  may  be  reviewed,  upon 
error  or  appeal,  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  all  criminal  cases  above  the  grade 
of  misdemeanors,  cases  in  which  a  franchise  or  freehold,  or  the  validity  of 
a  statute  or  construction  of  the  Constitution  is  involved,  and  in  all  cases 
relating  to  the  revenue  or  in  which  the  State  is  interested  as  a  party  or 
otherwise,  and  by  the  Appellate  Court  in  all  other  cases.  The  practice  in 
cases  of  appeals  from  or  writs  of  error  to  said  Municipal  Court  in  said  cases 
shall,  except  as  in  this  act,  or  by  rules  of  said  court  adopted  in  pursoanos 
hereof,  may  be  otherwise  provided,  be  the  same,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  the 
practice  in  cases  of  appeal  from  and  writs  of  error  to  circuit  courts  in  similar 
cases.  But  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed  in  any  case  unless  the  same  be  prayed 
for  within  twenty  days  after  the  entry  of  the  order,  Judgment  or  decree 
appealed  from,  and  no  assignment  of  error  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  in  tbe 
Appellate  Court  in  any  such  case  shall  be  allowed  which  shall  call  in  qnes- 
tion  the  decision  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  respect  to  any  matter  pertaining 
to  the  practice  in  said  court:     Provided,  however,  that  the  Supreme  Conn 
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or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  grant  relief  from  any  error 
of  the  Municipal  Court  in  respect  to  a  matter  of  practice  therein  in  any  case 
where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  such  relief 
is  necessary  to  prevent  a  failure  of  justice. 

Section  23.  That  the  final  orders  and  judgments  of  the  Municipal  Court 
in  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  cases  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  section 
two  (2)  of  this  act,  shall  be  reviewed  by  writ  of  error  only.  Such  writ  of 
error  shall  be  sued  out  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  all  cases  in  which  a  fran- 
chise, a  freehold  or  the  validity  of  a  statute  or  the  construction  of  the  Con- 
stitution js  involved,  and  out  of  the  Appellate  Court  in  all  other  cases.  The 
time. within  which  a  writ  of  error  may  be  sued  out  in  any  such  case  shall 
be  limited  to  thirty  days  after  the  entry  of  the  final  order  or  judgment  com- 
plained of.    The  manner  of  prosecuting  such  writ  of  error  shall  be  as  follows: 

First.  Any  party  to  any  such  case  against  whom  there  has  been  rendered 
any  final  order  or  judgment  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  who  shall  desire  to 
obtain  a  review  of  such  final  order  or  judgment  by  appeal  or  writ  of  error, 
may  obtain  from  the  Municipal  Court  a  stay  of  execution  upon  such  order 
or  judgment  for  ninety  days  after  the  entry  thereof  by  the  giving  of  a  bond 
with  a  sufilcient  surety  or  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  a  judge  of  the  Munici- 
pal Court,  conditioned  for  the  performuice  by  such  party  of,  or  his  compli- 
ance with,  such  order  or  judgment,  or  his  payment  of  the  money  thereby 
required  to  be  paid  and  all  costs  which  may  be  awarded  the  opposite  party 
in  the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  case  a 
writ  of  error  to  review  such  order  or  judgment  shall  not  be  sued  out  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  thereof,  or  in  case,  upon  the  suing  out  and  prosecu- 
tion of  such  writ  of  error,  the  order  or  judgment  shall  be  afllrmed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Second.  No  other  or  further  stay  of  proceedings  or  execution  in  any 
such  case  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Municipal  Court,  but  the  Supreme  Court 
or  the  Appellate  Court,  or  any  judge  thereof,  may  allow  a  supersedeas  as  in 
other  cases,  but  upon  the  allowance  of  any  supersedeas,  when  any  bond  has 
been  given  as  above  provided,  no  additional  bond  shall  be  required  and  such 
supersedeas  shall  be  operative  until  the  final  determination  of  such  writ  of 
error. 

Third.  If,  upon  application  to  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  or 
to  any  judge  thereof,  for  a  supersedeas  the  same  shall  be  denied,  such  order 
or  judgment  shall  stand  afllrmed,  and  no  further  proceedings  shall  be  had 
in  said  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court  with  respect  thereto,  unless  the 
Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  or  the  judge  denying  such  supersedeas, 
shall  otherwise  order. 

Fourth.  The  party  in  whose  favor  any  final  order  or  judgment  has  been 
entered  shall  be  entitled  to  sue  out  a  writ  of  error  from  the  Supreme  Court 
or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  depositing  with  the  clerk  of 
the  court  from  which  said  writ  of  error  is  sued  out  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars 
(|20)  as  security  to  the  opposite  party  for  such  costs  as  may  be  awarded 
such  opposite  party  by  the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the 
case  may  be,  upon  the  final  determination  of  such  writ  of  error. 

Fifth.  The  party  suing  out  any  writ  of  error  shall  not  be  required  to 
serve  upon  the  opposite  party  any  scire  facias  to  hear  errors,  but  in  lieu 
thereof  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  issuance  of  the  writ  of  error,  file 
the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  said  Municipal  Court,  and  make  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  proof  of  such  filing, 
and  such  writ  of  error  so  filed  shall  be  notice  to  the  opposite  party  of  the 
suing  out  and  prosecution  of  such  writ  of  error. 

Sixth.  Upon  application  made  at  any  time  within  sixty  days  after  the  entry 
of  any  final  order  or  judgment  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  by  whom 
such  final  order  or  judgment  was  entered,  to  sign  and  place  on  file  in  the 
case  in  which  the  same  was  entered,  if  so  requested  by  either  of  the  parties 
to  the  suit,  either  a  correct  statement,  to  be  prepared  by  the  party  requesting 
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the  signing  of  the  same,  of  the  facts  appearing  upon  the  trial  thereof,  and  of 
all  questions  of  law  involved  in  such  case;  and  the  decisions  of  the  court  upon 
said  questions  of  law,  or  a  correct  stenographic  report,  the  expense  of  procur- 
ing which  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  requesting  the  signing  of  the  same,  of 
the  proceedings  at  the  trial,  as  such  party  may  elect,  the  original  of  which 
statement  or  stenographic  report,  together  with  a  certified  transcript  of  the 
Judgment,  shall  be  certified  to  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  as  the 
case  may  be,  as  the  record  to  be  considered  upon  the  review  of  such  order 
or  judgment  by  writ  of  error. 

Seventh.  No  order  or  Judgment  so  sought  to  be  reviewed  shall' be  reversed 
unless  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  he 
satisfied  from  said  statement  or  stenographic  report  signed  by  said  judge 
that  such  order  or  judgment  is  contrary  to  the  law  and  the  evidence  or  that 
such  order  or  judgment  resulted  from  substantial  errors  of  said  Maniclpal 
Court  directly  affecting  the  matters  at  issue  between  the  parties,  in  which 
last  mentioned  case  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may 
be,  may  enter  such  order  or  judgmant  as,  in  its  opinion,  the  Municipal  Court 
ought  to  have  entered,  or  it  may  reverse  the  said  order  or  judgment  and  re- 
mand the  case  to  the  Municipal  Court  for  further  proceedings. 

Eighth.  No  assignment  of  error  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  in  th^)  Appellate 
Court  in  any  such  case  shall  be  allowed  which  shall  call  in  question  the  de- 
cisions of  such  Municipal  Court  in  respect  to  any  matter  pertaining  to  the 
practice  in  such  court,  nor  shall  any  exceptions  to  the  rulings  and  decisions 
of  the  Municipal  Court  upon  the  trial  be  necessary  to  the  right  of  either  party 
to  a  review  of  such  rulings  and  decisions  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate 
Court  upon  their  merits,  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supreme  Court  or 
the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  decide  such  case  upon  its  merits 
as  they  may  appear  from  such  statement  or  stenographic  report  signed  by  the 
judge:  Provided,  however,  that  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  as 
the  case  may  be,  may  grant  relief  from  any  error  of  the  Municipal  Court  in 
respect  to  a  matter  of  practice  therein  in  any  case  where,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  such  relief  is  necessary  to  prevent 
a  failure  of  justice. 

Section  24.  That  in  any  case  transferred  to  said  Municipal  Court  by  the 
circuit  or  superior  court  of  Cook  county  for  trial  and  disposition,  said  Munici- 
pal Court  shall  exercise  the  same  powers  as  the  court  from  which  said  case 
has  been  transferred  might  have  exercised  had  said  case  not  been  so  trans- 
ferred. The  circuit  court  of  Cook  county,  or  the  superior  court  of  Cook 
county,  may,  upon  the  application  of  either  party  for  a  change  of  venue,  and 
shall  upon  the  request  of  both  parties  to  any  suit  at  law  or  in  equity,  pending 
therein,  transfer  said  suit  to  the  Municipal  Court  for  trial  and  dispoeltjon. 
The  criminal  court  of  Cook  county  may  in  its  discretion,  upon 
the  request  of  the  btate's  Attorney  or  of  any  defendant,  transfer 
to  the  Municipal  Court  for  trial  and  disposition  any  case  therein 
pending  and  shall  have  power  to  make  all  'orders  which  it  may 
deem  necessary  to  accomplish  such  transfer  and  secure  the  at- 
tendance of  the  parties  and  witnesses  upon  said  Municipal  Court  until  the 
final  disposition  of  the  case,  and  said  Municipal  Court,  when  any  criminal 
case  shall  have  been  so  transferred  to  it,  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  with 
respect  to  the  trial  and  disposition  of  said  case  which  the  said  criminal  court 
of  C€H>k  county  might  have  exercised  had  said  case  not  been  so  transferred. 
All  judgments  of  conviction  in  criminal  cases  in  said  Municipal  Court  where 
the  punishment  inflicted  is  death  or  imprisonment,  shall  be  carried  into  ex- 
ecution in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  similar  cases  in  said 
criminal  court  of  Cook  county.  The  prosecution  of  all  criminal  cases  In  the 
Municipal  Court  shall  be  conducted  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  the  State's 
Attorney  of  Cook  county,  but  in  any  case  in  which  the  State's  Attorney  is 
disqualified  from  acting,  or  is  unable  tO:act,  the  court  mi^  appoint  some  attor^ 
ney  at  law  of  Cook  county  to  act  as  prosecuting  attorney  in  such  case.    In  all

cases  transferred  cs  aforesaid  to  said  Municipal  Court,  the  practice  in  respect 
to  the  trial  and  disposition  thereof  shall  he  the  same  as  that  prevailing  in 
the  respective  courts  from  which  the  same  have  been  transferred,  unless  the 
parties  shall  consent  that  the  trial  and  disposition  thereof  shall  be  governed 
by  the  rules  of  practice  prevailing  in  said  Municipal  Court  in  cases  com- 
menced therein. 

Section  25.  That  the  petit  jurors  for  the  trial  of  cases  in  said  Municipal 
Court  shall  be  provided  by  the  jury  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Cook  In 
the  same  manner  and  from  the  same  lists,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  petit  jurors 
are  provided  for  the  circuit,  superior  and  criminal  courts  of  Cook  county. 
The  names  of  the  neoesary  number  of  petit  Jurors  required  from  time  to  time 
In  said  Municipal  Court  shall  be  furnished  by  said  jury  commissioner?  upon 
demand  to  the  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  the  venires  for  such  jurors 
shall  be  directed  to  and  served  by  the  sheriff  of  Cook  county  at  the  expense 
of  said  county,  and  the  fees  of  the  said  jurors  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city 
treasury.  The  number  of  petit  Jurors  to  be  summoned  from  time  to  time 
shall  be  determined  by  the  chief  Justice. 

Section  26.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  Justice  of  the  Municipal 
Court  to  cause  to  be  interrogated  all  petit  Jurors  summoned  for  service  in  the 
Municipal  Court,  and  to  cause  to  be  enquired  into  the  qualifications  of  said 
jurors,  and  to  reject  from  service  as  Jurors  all  persons  who  do  not  appear 
to  possess  the  qualifications  required  by  law,  and  to  cause  the  summoning  of 
persons  competent  to  serve  as  Jurors. 

Section  27.  That  all  criminal  cases  in  the  Municipal  Court  in  which  the 
punishment  is  by  fine  or  imprisonment  otherwise  than  in  the  penitentiary, 
may  be  prosecuted  by  information  of  the  Attorney  General  or  State's  Attor- 
ney, or  some  other  person,  and  when  an  information  is  presented  by  any  per- 
son other  than  the  Attorney  General  or  State's  Attorney,  it  shall  be  verified 
by  ai&davit  of  such  person  that  the  same  is  true,,  or  that  the  same  Is  true  as 
he  is  informed  and  believes.  Before  an  Information  is  filed  by  any  person 
other  than  the  Attorney  General  or  State's  Attorney,  one  of  the  Judges  of 
the  Municipal  Court  shall  examine  the  information  and  may  examine  the 
person  presenting  the  same  and  require  other  evidence  and  satisfy  himself 
that  there  is  probable  cause  for  filing  the  same  and  so  endorse  the  same. 
Every  information  shall  set  forth  the  offense  with  reasQuable  certainty,  sub- 
stantially as  required  in  an  indictment,  and  the  proceedings  thereon  shall  be 
the  same,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  upon  indictment  in  the  crimliial  court  of 
Cook  county,  excepting  as  is  by  this  act  otherwise  provided.  But  criminal 
cases  in  which  the  punishment  is  by  fine  only  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  (|500)  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be  prosecuted  by  complaint 
as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  prosecution  of  criminal  cases  before  Justices  of 
the  peace. 

Any  person  committed  for  a  criminal  or  supposed  criminal  offense  and 
not  admitted  to  bail  and  not  tried  within  four  months  of  the  date  of  arrest 
shall  be  set  at  liberty  by  the  court,  unless  the  delay  shall  happen  on  the 
application  of  the  prisoner  or  unless  the  court  is  satisfied  that  due  exertion 
has  been  made  to  procure  the  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  people,  and  that 
there  is  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  such  evidence  may  be  procured 
within  the  next  sixty  days  in  which  ca^e  the  court  may  continue  the  case 
for  such  time  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary  not  exceeding  said  sixty 
days:  Provided  however,  that  if  said  person  be  not  tried  within  said  sixty 
days  no  fnrtlier  continuance  shall  be  granted  and  said  person  shall  be  set  at 
liberty  by  the  court. 

Section  28.  That,  until  otherwise  provided  by  the  rules  of  the  Municipal 
Court  and  except  as  is  herein  otherwise  prescribed,  cases  of  the  first  class 
mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  shall  be  commenced  and  prosecuted 
li^.said  Municipal  Court  in  the  same  manner  in  which  sin^ilar  suits  and  pro- 
ceedings are.rciquired  to  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  in  the  circuit  courts, 
and  excepting  also  in  the  following  particulars: 
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First.  The  summons,  when  the  first  process  is  a  summons,  or  the  writ, 
when  the  first  process  is  a  writ,  shall  be  directed  to  the  bailiff  to  execute  and 
shall  be  returnable  upon  some  Monday  at  least  ten  days,  and  not  more  than 
thirty  days,  after  the  date  thereof. 

Second.  Seryice  of  such  summons  or  writ  shall  be  made  by  delivering  a 
copy  thereof  to  the  defendant,  if  an  individual,  and  informing  him  of  the 
contents  thereof,  but  if  any  defendant  be  a  corporation,  the  service  shall 
be  made  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  similar  cases  in  the  circuit 
courts. 

Third.  Notice  to  the  defendant  by  publication  may  be  given  under  like 
circumstances  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  similar 
cases  in  the  circuit  courts,  but  the  notice  published,  in  lieu  of  stating  the 
time  of  the  return  of  the  summons  or  writ,  shall  state  the  date  on  or  before 
which  the  defendant  is  required  to  appear,  which  date  shall  be  some  Monday 
not  less  than  forty  nor  more  than  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  the  first  publi- 
cation of  notice,  as  the  plaintiff  may  require. 

Fourth.  No  such  suit  shall  be  commenced  in  the  Municipal  Court  unless 
the  defendant,  if  there  be  but  one  defendant,  resides  or  is  found  within  the 
city  of  Chicago,  or  if  the  defendant  be  a  corporation,  unless  its  principal 
6fflce  is  within  said  city;  but  if  the  defendant  be  a  corporation  not  having 
&  principal  ofllce  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  such  suit  may  be  brought  in  the 
Municipal  Court  whenever  service  of  process  may  be  had  within  the  city 
upon  any  officer,  agent  or  employe  of  such  corporation  upon  whom  service 
of  process  might  be  had  if  issued  in  a  suit  commenced  in  the  circuit  court 

Fifth.  The  provisions  of  paragraph  fourth  above,  shall  not  apply  to  attach* 
ment  suits  brought  against  non-residents  of  this  State,  which  suits  may  be 
brought  in  the  Municipal  Court  when  any  property  of  the  defendant  is  levied 
upon,  or  any  garnishee  resides  or  is  found  within  the  city  of  Chicago. 

Sixth.  When  there  are  several  defendants,  one  of  whom  resides  or  is 
found  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  a  summons  or  writ  may  be  issued  to  the  sheriff 
of  Cook  county  for  any  defendant  residing  in  said  county,  but  outside  of  the 
city  of  Chicago,  or  to  the  sheriff  of  any  other  county  for  any  defendant  resid- 
ing in  such  county,  and  service  of  any  summons  or  writ  so  Issued  shall  be 
made  in  the  same  manner  as  herein  r^ulred  in  Uie  case  of  a  summons  or 
writ  directed  to  the  bailiff:  Provided,  however,  that  no  judgment  shall, 
in  afiy  such  case,  be  rendered  against  any  defendant  served  with  process 
outside  of  the  city  of  Chicago  unless  judgment  be  also  rendered  against  a 
defendant  served  within  said  city  of  Chicago. 

Seventh.  The  plaintiff  shall  file  his  declaration  within'  five  days  after 
thd  commencement  of  the  suit,  in  default  whereof  the  suit  shall  be  dismissed 
unless  the  court  by  an  order  entered  in  said  suit  shall  extend  the  time  for 
filing  such  declaration.^ 

Eighth.  The  defendant  shall,  in  case  he  shall  have  been  served  with  pro- 
cess of  summons,  or  with  the  writ  five  days  or  more  prior  to  the  return  day 
thereof,  demur  or  plead  to  the  declaration  or  the  complaint  on  or  before  the 
Monday  succeeding  such  return,  day;  but  in  case  the  summons  or  writ  shall 
have  been  served  less  than  five  days  prior  to  the  return  day  the  defendant 
shall  not  be  required  to  plead  to  the  declaration  or  complaint  until  on  or 
before  the  second  Monday  after  such  return  day.  In  case  the  time  for  filing 
the  declaration  or  complaint  shall  be  extended  by  the  court,  the  time  for  the 
defendant  to  demur  or  plead  to  the  same  shall  be  extended  until  the  second 
Monday  succeeding  the  expiration  of  such  extension  of  time.  The  time 
within  which  the  defendant  is  required  to  demur  or  plead  may  be  extended 
by  the  court  in  its  discretion. 

But  all  cases  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  be  commenced,  prosecuted 
aiid  disposed  of  in  some  branch  court,  held  in  the  First  District. 

Section.  29.  That  cases  o^  the  fourth  class  and  cases  of  the  fifth  class  men- 
tioned in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  shall  be  brought  and  prosecuted  in  the 
district  in  which  the  defendant,  if  there  be  but  one  defendant,  or  one  of  the 
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defendants,  if  there  be  more  than  one  defendant,  resides  or  is  found,  or  if  the 
defendant  be  a  corporation  having  its  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Chicago, 
in  the  district  in  which  its  principal  office  is  located;  but  if  the  defendant 
be  a  corporation  not  having  a  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  suit  may 
be  brought  in  any  district  within  which  service  of  process  may  be  had  upon 
any  officer,  agent  or  employe  of  such  corporation,  upon  whom  service  of  pro- 
cess might  be  had  if  issued  in  a  suit  commenced  in  the  circuit  court.  If,  in 
any  such  case,  there  is  more  than  one  defendant  and  one  defendant  resides  or 
is  found  within  the  district  in  which  such  suit  is  brought  or  is  properly  served 
with  process  therein,  the  process  of  such  Municipal  Court  may  be  served  upon 
the  remaining  defendant  or  defendants  at  any  place  within  said  city  of  Chi- 
cago. But  no  suit  shall  be  brought  against  the  city  of  Chicago  or  any  other 
municipal  corporation  in  any  other  than  the  First  District.  If,  in  any  case 
where  there  is  more  than  one  defendant,  process  is  duly  served  upon  one  or 
more  defendants  and  returned  not  served  as  to  another  defendant  or  other 
defendants,  the  suit  shall  proceed  as  in  like  cases  in  the  circuit 
court.  But  the  requirement  that  the  defendant,  if  there  be  but  cue  defend- 
ant, or  one  of  the  defendants,  if  there  be  more  than  one  defendant  must 
reside  or  be  found  within  the  district  in  which  such  suit  is  brought  shall  not 
apply  to  attachment  suits  brought  against  non-residents  of  this  State,  which 
suits  may  be  brought  in  any  district  when  any  property  of  the  defendant  is 
levied  upon  within  such  district  or  any  garnishee  resides  or  is  found  in 
such  district,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  forcible  entry  and  detainer  suits  in  which 
the  defendants  do  not  reside  or  cannot  be  found  within  the  city  of  Chicago, 
which  suits  may  be  brought  In  any  district  in  which  the  property,  the  posses- 
sion of  which  is  sought  to  be  recovered,  is  situated,  and  service  of  summons 
may  be  had  by  notice  by  publication  in  the  manner  required  by  law  in  cases 
of  attachments  in  courts  of  record.  When,  upon  the  complaint  of  any  de- 
fendant, it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  Municipal  Court  in  any  district 
that  the  suit  has  been  improperly  brought  therein,  the  court  shall  not  be  re- 
quired on  that  account  to  dismiss  the  suit,  if  the  Municipal  Court  in  any  dis- 
trict could  properly  have  jurisdiction  thereof,  but  in  such  case  the  court  may 
cause  such  suit  to  be  transferred  to  the  proper  district  and  the  court  in  the 
district  to  which  the  same  is  transferred  shall  proceed  therewith  as  if  the 
same  had  been  originally  commenced  in  said  district:  Provided,  however, 
that  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  require  the  plaintiff  to  pay  the  costs 
of  the  defendant  paid  by  him  prior  to  such  transfer:  And,  provided  further, 
that  whenever  a  trial  by  jury  is  demanded  in  any  case,  whether  civil,  criminal 
or  quasi  criminal,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  direct  the  trial  of  said  case 
to  be  had  in  the  First  District,  and  for  that  purpose  may  cause  said  case  to  be 
transferred  to  the  first  district  to  be  there  tried  and  disposed  of. 

Section  30.  That  every  suit  at  law  in  the  Municipal  Court,  other  than  a 
case  of  the  second  class  or  a  case  of  the  third  class  mentioned  in  section 
two  (2)  of  this  act,  shall  be  tried  by  the  court  without  a  jury  unless  the 
plaintiff,  at  the  time  he  commences  his  suit,  or  the  defendant,  at  the  time  he 
enters  his  appearance,  shall  file  with  the  clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial 
by  jury,  which  demand,  however,  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  party  filing  the 
same  at  any  time  before  the  trial,  and  in  every  case  of  the  third  class  men- 
tioned in  section  two  of  this  act,  a  trial  by  jury  shall  be  deemed  waived 
unless  the  defendant  shall  expressly  demand  such  trial. 

Section  31.  That  in  all  cases  other  than  one  of  the  second  class  men- 
tioned in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  tried  by  jury  in  a  Municipal  Court  each 
XMirty  shall  be  entitled  to  a  challenge  of  the  same  number  of  jurors  without 
showing  cause  for  such  challenge  as  are  allowed  in  similar  cases  in  the 
circuit  courts  and  in  the  criminal  court  of  Cook  county,  and  challenges  for 
statutory  and  other  causes  shall  be  allowed  as  in  similar  cases  in  the  circuit 
court  and  in  said  criminal  court  of  Cook  county.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Judge  presiding  at  the  trial  to  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined  all  jurors 
called  into  the  jury  box  in  any  case  with  respect  to  their  statutory 
qualifications  to  serve  as  petit  jurors  in  such  case,  and  to  permit  the  plaintiff,

or  the  people,  and  the  defendant  to  propound  to  the  Jurors  such  pertinent 
questions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the 
Jurors  are  biased  or  prejudiced.  But  upon  appeal  or  writ  of  error  to  review 
any  Judgment  of  said  Municipal  Court  in  any  case  tried  therein  by  Jury  no 
assignment  of  error  shall  be  allowed  which  shall  call  in  question  any  ruling 
of  the  court  pertaining  to  or  connected  with  the  impaneling  of  the  Jury,  other 
than  one  improperly  restricting  the  right  of  the  defendant  to  examine  the 
Jurors  as  to  bias  or  prejudice,  or  Improperly  overruling  a  challenge  by  the 
defendant  of  a  Juror  for  bias  or  prejudice. 

Section  32.  That  the  Municipal  Court  in  any  civil  suit  pending  therein, 
at  any  time  before  the  trial  or  final  hearing  thereof,  may  permit  the  filing 
therein  of  interrogatories  to  be  answered  by  any  party  to  such  suit  or  any 
person  for  whose  immediate  benefit  such  suit  is  prosecuted  or  defended,  or  by 
the  directors,  officers,  superintendent  or  managing  agents  of  any  corporation 
which  is  a  party  to  the  record  in  such  suit,  at  the  instance  of  the  adverse 
party  or  parties  or  any  of  them,  and  to  require  an  answer  under  oath  to  all 
8uch  interrogatories  as  the  party  to  be  Interrogated  might  be  required  to 
answer,  if  called  as  a  witness  upon  the  trial  or  hearing  of  such  suit,  but  the 
party  filing  such  interrogatories  shall  not  be  concluded  by  the  answers 
thereto,  if  he  shall  elect  to  Introduce  the  same  or  any  or  either  of  them  upon 
the  trial  or  final  hearing. 

Section  83.  That  upon  the  trial  or  hearing  of  any  suit  in  the  Municipal 
Court  any  party  thereto,  or  any  person  for  whose  immediate  benefit  such 
suit  is  prosecuted  or  defended,  or  the  directors,  officers,  superintendent  or 
managing  agents  of  any  corporation  which  is  a  party  to  the  record  in  such 
suit,  may  be  examined  upon  the  trial  thereof  as  if  under  cross-examination 
at  the  instance  of  the  adverse  party  or  parties  or  any  of  them,  and  for  that 
purpose  may  be  compelled,  in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same 
rules  for  examination  as  any  other  witness,  to  testify,  but  the  party  calling 
for  such  examination  shall  not  be  concluded  thereby,  but  may  rebut  the 
testimony  thus  given  by  counter  testimony. 

Section  34.  That  whenever  in  any  suit  pending  in  the  Municipal  Conrt, 
evidence  shall  be  necessary  concerning  any  fact  in  support  of  or  in  opposi- 
tion to  any  interlocutory  or  other  motion  or  application,  other  than  an 
application  for  a  change  of  venue,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  require 
such  evidence  to  be  presented  by  the  oral  examination  of  witnesses  in  open 
court  or  otherwise,  and  may  make  all  necessary  orders  for  such  oral 
examination. 

Section  35.  That  any  Judge  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  either  party  and  upon  reasonable  notice  to  the. opposite  party,  have 
power  to  sign  or  otherwise  make  any  order  in  any  suit  pending  in  the 
Municipal  Court,  at  any  place  within  the  city  of  Chicago,  whenever  in  the 
opinion  of  such  Judge  the  grranting  of  such  order  at  such  place  is  in  further- 
ance of  Justice  and  such  order  shall  be  as  effective  as.  if  made  in  any  conrt 
room  of  said  court  or  in  the  chambers  of  said  Judge. 

■ 

Section  36.  That  cases  in  the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  tried  in  each 
order  and  the  calendars  of  cases  shall  be  so  arranged  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  chief  Justice  or  by  rules  of  the  court  adopted  as  herein  provided. 

Section  37.  That  in  trials  by  Jury  in  the  Municipal  Court  the  court  shall 
not  charge  the  Jury  as  to  the  facts  but  may  state  the  testimony  and  the  law 
and  the  charge  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be  given  orally  or  in 
writing 

'  Section  38.  That  whenever  it  appears  in  any  bill  of  exceptions  signed  in 
any  case  of  the  first  class  or  any  case  of  the  second  class  or  any  case  of  the 
third  class,  mentioned  In  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  tried  and  determined 
in  the  Municipal  Court,  that  any  erroneous  ruling  was  made  by  said 
Municipal  Court  against  the  objection  of  the  party  complaining  thereof,  hut 
that  no  formal  exception  was  taken  by  such  party  thereto,  such  erroneous 
ruling  shall  be  subject  to  review  upon  appeal  or  writ  of  error  to  the 
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extent  and  in  like  manner  as  if  it  appeared  that  a  formal  exception  had  been 
taken  thereto  by  the  party  complaining,  and  no  bill  of  exceptions  shall  be 
held  defective  for  the  want  of  the  seal  of  the  Judge  thereto.  Upon  the 
prosecution  of  an  appeal  or  writ  of  error  to  review  any  Judgment  of  the 
Municipal  Ck>urt,  in  any  such  case,  the  original  bill  of  exceptions,  in  lieu  of 
a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  transcript  of  the  record 
to  be  filed  in  the  supreme  court  or  appellate  court  upon  such,  appeal  or  wkit 
of  error,  unless  the  Municipal  Court  shall  otherwise  direct,*  and  upon  the 
final  determination  of  such  appeal  or  writ  of  error,  such  original  bill  of 
exceptions  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Municipal  Court. 

Section  39.  That  no  application  for  a  change  of  venue  in  any  case  of  the 
fourth  class  or  in  any  case  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2) 
of  this  act,  or  in  any  criminal  case  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment 
otherwise  than  in  the  penitentiary,  on  account  of  the  prejudice  of  the  Judge 
shall  be  allowed  by  the  Municipal  Court  when  the  applicant  names  In  his 
application  more  than  one  Judge  from  whom  such  change  of  venue  is  desired, 
nor  unless  such  application  for  a  change  of  venue  is  made  by  petition  as  in 
like  cases  in  the  circuit  courts,  and  such  petition  is  filed  at  or  before  the 
time  of  the  filing  or  entering  by  the  defendant  of  his  appearance  in  the  suit- 
in  which  such  change  of  venue  is  asked  for,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  granting 
of  any  change  of  venue  delay  the  trial  of  the  suit,  but  such  suit  shall  be 
tried  and  disposed  of  at  the  time  set  for  the  trial  thereof  or  at  the  time 
to  which  the  trial  thereof  may  be  postponed  before  some  other  Judge  of  the 
court  than  the  one  from  whom  the  change  of  venue  has  been  granted,  or  in 
any  other  district  in  which  the  same  may  be  ordered  to  be  tried,  and  all 
orders  necessary  for  the  setting  of  such  case  for  trial  and  for  the  securing 
of  a  speedy  trial  thereof  may  be  made  by  the  Judge  from  whom  said  change 
of  venue  has  been  obtained. 

Section  40.  That  every  case  of  the  fourth  class  and  every  case  of  the  fifth 
class  mentioned  in  said  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  excepting  attachment 
suits,  replevin  suits,  cases  of  distress  for  rent,  tfud  forcible  entry  and  de- 
tainer suits  and  also  quasi-criminal  cases  brought  in  the  Municipal  Court, 
shall  be  commenced  by  the  filing  by  the  plaintiff  with  the  clerk  of  a  praecipe 
for  a  summons,  specifying  the  names  of  the  parties  to  the  suit,  the 
amount  of  the  plaintiff's  claim  and  the  day  at  which  the  summons 
shall  be  made  returnable,  which  day  shall  be  not  less  than  five 
(5)  nor  more  than  fifteen  (15)  days  from  the  filing  of  the  praecipe, 
and  a  bill  of  particulars  of  the  plaintiff's  claim,  which  Itfll  of  partic- 
ulars, if  the  suit  be  upon  a  contract,  express  or  implied,  shall  consist  of  a 
statement  of  the  account  or  of  the  nature  of  the  demand,  or,  if  the  suit  be 
for  a  tort  it  shall  consist  of  a  brief  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  tort  and 
such  further  information  as  will  reasonably  inform  the  defendant  of  the 
nature  of  the  case  he  is  called  upon  to  defend,  but  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  require  the  bill  of  particulars  in  any  action  for  a  tort 
to  set  forth  the  cause  of  action  with  the  particularity  required  in  a  declaration 
at  common  law.  In  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  in  cases  of  the  fifth  class 
mentioned  in  said  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  the  Municipal  Court  may  adopt 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  enable  the  parties,  in 
advance  of  the  trial,  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  the  plaintiff's  claim  or  claims, 
or  of  the  defendant's  defense  or  defenses. 

Bection  41.  That  upon  the  filing  of  such  praecipe  and  bill  of  particulars 
the  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  issue  a  summons  to  the  defendant  di- 
rected to  the  bailiff  to  execute  and  returnable  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.  sharp  of 
tlie  day  for  such  return  specified  in  the  praecipe,  which  Summons  shall  state 
tbe  amount  of  the  plaintiff's  claim  and  shall  be  attested  in  like  manner  as  a 
summons  issued  out  of  a  court  of  record.  Upon  every  such  summons  there 
sbail  be  printed  in  plain  type  the  provisions  of  this  act  pertaining  to  de- 
Canltfl  in  case  of  the  non-appearance  of  the  defendant,  and  setting  of  the  case 
for  trial  in  case  of  appearance,  and  such  further  information  as  may  be  pre- 
acrlbed  by  the  chief  Justice.

Section  42.  That  every  such  summons  issued  out  of  the  Municipal  Court 
shall  be  served,  if  the  defendant  be  an  individual,  by  delivering  to  him  a 
copy  thereof  and  informing  him  of  its  contents,  or,  if  the  defendant  be  a 
corporation,  service  shall  be  made  upon  such  corporation  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  is  now  or  hereafter  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  service  of  process 
upon  such  corporation  in  a  suit  at  law  when  issued  out  of  a  circuit  court.  In 
case  said  summons  shall  not  be  served  upon  defendant  three  days  or  more 
prior  to  the  return  day  thereol  an  alias  summons  may  be  issued  and  a  sub- 
sequent pluries  summons  may  be  issued  in  any  case  when  a  previous  alias 
or  pluries  summons  shall  not  have  been  served  upon  the  defendant  three  days 
or  more  prior  to  the  return  day  fixed  in  the  previous  summons.  Service  of 
such  alias  or  pluries  summons  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  that 
above  provided  for  the  service  of  the  original  summons. 

Section  43.  That  upon  the  return  of  any  such  summons  duly  served  upon 
the  defendant,  the  plaintiff  shall  be  entitled  to  Judgment  as  in  case  of  default, 
unless  the  defendant  shall  either  appear  in  person  at  the  time  specified  in 
such  summons,  or  shall  at  or  before  the  time  fixed  in  such  summons  for  his 
appearance,  file  his  appearance  in  writing  in  said  Municipal  Court.  Upon 
such  default  the  court  shall  assess  the  damages  after  hearing  such  evidence 
as  the  court  may  deem  sufficient  for  that  purpose.  In  case  the  defendant  shall 
desire  upon  the  trial  to  present  any  set-off  or  counter  claim,  he  shall  file  a 
bill  of  particulars  thereof  with  his  appearance;  provided,  however,  the 
court  may,  fn  its  discretion,  extend  the  time  for  the  filing  of  such  bill  of 
particulars.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m  sharp  of 
each  day  upon  which  the  court  is  open  for  business,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
is  practicable,  to  call  the  ca^es  in  which  the  summonses  are  then  returnable 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  defendants  therein  have  appeared 
in  person  or  have  entered  their  appearances  In  writing,  and  to  give  such  di- 
rections with  respect  to  such  appearances  as  the  court  may  find  necessary  or 
proper  for  the  information  of  the  parties. 

Section  44.  That  the  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  keep  on  hand  and 
furnish  to  suitors  and  attorneys  on  application  printed  blank  forms  of  prae- 
cipes, summonses,  entries  of  appearance,  affidavits,  bonds,  attachment  writs^ 
replevin  writs,  petitions  for  changes  of  venue,  and  all  other  papers  necessary 
for  the  use  of  the  parties  to  suits  in  such  court.  Forms  for  such  papers 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  chief  justice  of  the  Municipal  Court,  who  shall 
also  from  time  to  time  prescribe  and  cause  to  be  printed  forms  of  bills  of 
particulars  to  be  used  in  said  court. 

Section  45.  That  if  in  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  in  any  case  of  the 
fifth  class  mentioned  in  said  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  brought  in  the  Munici- 
pal Court,  the  defendant  shall  appear  at  the  time  specified  in  the  summons 
or  shall  have  entered  his  appearance  in  writing  at  or  before  the  time  so 
specified,  the  court  shall,  at  such  time,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable* 
fix  a  time  for  the  trial  thereof  and  such  case  shall  be  tried  at  the  time  so 
fixed  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  other  business  of  the  court  will  permit. 

Section  46.  That  amendments  to  bills  of  particulars,  praecipes,  summons 
and  other  papers  filed  by  either  party  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be 
allowed  at  any  time. 

Section  47.  That  the  court  may  in  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  any  case 
of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  grant  such  post- 
ponements of  the  trial,  and  may  make  such  other  orders  in  respect  thereto 
as  the  court  may  deem  proper  and  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  rights 
of  the  parties,  and  the  failure  of  the  court  to  try  any  such  case  at  the  time 
to  which  the  trial  has  been  postponed  shall  not  operate  as  a  disoontinuanoe^ 
but  the  same  shall  remain  under  the  control  of  the  court  until  the  final  dis- 
position thereof. 

Section  48.  That  the  practice  and  proceedings  in  the  Municipal  Court,  other 
than  the  mode  of  trial  and  the  proceedings  subsequent  to  the  trial,  in  cases 
of  attachment,  replevin,  distress  for  rent  and  forcible  entry  and  detainer 
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included  within  the  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  within  the  cases  of  the 
fifth  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  shall  be  the  same,  as 
near  as  may  be,  as  that  which  is  now  prescribed  by  law  for  similar  cases  in 
courts  of  record,  with  the  following  exceptions: 

First.  There  shall  be  no  written  pleadings,  excepting  such  as  are  required 
by  law  in  similar  cases  before  Justices  of  the  peace,  other  than  the  affidavits 
in  attachment  and  replevin,  copies  of  the  distress  warrants  in  cases  of  dis- 
tress for  rent,  and  the  complaint  in  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  and  the 
writs  shall  be  made  returnable  in  like  manner  as  the  summons  in  other  cases 
of  such  classes  in  the  Municipal  Court. 

Second.  In  .attachment  cases  the  plaintiff  at  the  time  of  the  commence- 
ment of  his  suit  and  the  defendant  at  the  time  of  his  appearing  in  person 
or  of  his  entering  his  appearance  in  writing,  if  he  shall  desire  upon  the  trial 
to  present  any  set-off  or  counter-claim,  shall  file  a  bill  of  particulars  thereof. 

Third.  In  forcible  entry  and  detainer  cases  the  plaintiff  may  unite  with 
his  claim  for  possession  of  the  property  any  claim  for  rent  or  damages  for 
withholding  possession  of  the  same,  providing  such  claim  does  not  exceed 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Fourth.  The  mode  of  trial  and  all  proceedings  subsequent  to  the  trial 
shall  be  the  same,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  in  other  cases  of  the  fourth  class 
and  cases  of  the  fifth  class,  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act. 

Section  49.  That  the  practice  in  the  Municipal  Court  in  quaai  criminal 
oases  shall  be  the  same  as  is  herein  prescribed  for  civil  cases  of  the  fourth 
class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  in  said  court,  excepting  as 
follows: 

First.  The  first  process  in  any  suit  for  the  violation  of  any  municipal 
ordinance  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  a  summons.  If  the  de- 
fendant, after  being  duly  served  with  summons,  fails  to  appear  personally 
at  the  time  specified  in  the  summons,  or  to  enter  his  appearance  at  or  before 
such  time,  the  court  may  proceed,  as  in  case  of  default,  or  may  issue  a 
warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the  defendant. 

Second.  When  the  offense  complained  of  is  also  a  violation  of  any  provi- 
sion of  the  criminal  code,  the  court  may  issue  a  warrant  in  the  first  instance 
for  the  violation  of  the  ordinance  under  the  like  circumstances  under  which 
a  warrant  might  issue  for  a  violation  of  the  criminal  code,  and  such  warrant 
may  be  served  at  any  place  within  the  city  of  Chicago  if  the  court  in  its 
discretion  shall  so  direct. 

Third.  A  warrant  may  issue  in  the  first  instance  upon  the  affidavit  of  any 
person  that  an  ordinance  has  been  violated  and  that  the  person  making 
the  complaint  has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  the  party  charged  is  guilty 
thereof  and  will  escape  unless  arrested,  and  stating  the  facts  upon  which 
such  belief  is  based,  provided  the  judge  to  whom  application  is  made  for 
such  warrant  shall  be  satisfied,  after  examining  under  oath  the  party  making 
the  affidavit,  that  such  arrest  should  be  made,  and  any  person  arrested  upon 
any  warrant  herein  provided  for  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  be  taken 
before  the  branch  court  to  which  such  warrant  is  returnable  and  tried  for 
the  alleged  offense,  and  such  warrant  may  be  served  at  any  place  within 
the  city  of  Chicago,  if  the  court  in  its  discretion  shall  so  direct. 

Section  50.  That  upon  the  arrest  of  any  person  for  any  criminal  or  quasi 
criminal  offense  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Municipal  Court  any  Judge 
of  the  Municipal  Court,  or  any  Judge  of  the  circuit  or  superior  court  of  Cook 
county  shall  have  power  to  let  such  person  to  bail  and  in  case  of  the  arrest 
of  any  person  for  any  quasi  criminal  offense  or  for  any  offense  where  the 
punishment  is  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  otherwise  than  in  the  penitentiary, 
the  chief  of  police  or  any  captain,  lieutenant  or  sergeant  of  police  of  the  city 
of  Chicago  shall  have  power  to  let  such  person  to  bail.  The  bail  bond  in 
any  such  case  shall  be  conditioned  for  the  appearance  of  the  person  arrested 
before  some  branch  court  at  a  time  fixed  in  such  bond  for  such  appearance, 
which  time  shall  be  not  later  than  two  days  after  the  date  of  the  bond.    Any 
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bond  80  taken  shall  be  signed  by  one  or  more  sureties  to  be  approved  by 
such  Judge  or  officer,  who  shall  be  authorized  and  required  to  administer  oaths 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  sufficiency  of  the  sureties.  All  bonds  so 
taken  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  at  the  branch  court 
at  which  the  person  so  arrested  is  required  to  appear.  The  exercise  of  the 
power  hereby  conferred  o^  letting  to  bail  shall  be  subject  to  regulation  by 
such  rules  as  may  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  the  Municipal 
Court  as  herein  provided.  'But  any  person  so  arrested  shall  have  the  right 
to  be  brought  immediately '4>efore  the  Municipal  Court  in  the  district  in 
which  he  is  arrested,  or,  if  th^re  be  no  Judge  then  in  attendance  upon  such 
court,  to  the  Municipal  Court  il^  any  other  district  at  which  there  may  be  a 
judge  then  in  attendance,  to  be  d^lt  with  by  such  court  according  to  law. 

Section  51.  That  if  the  method  of  procedure  in  any  case  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Municipal  Court  is  not  sufficiently  prescribed  by  this  act,  or  by 
any  rule  of  court  adopted  in  pursuance  hereof,  the  branch  court  in  which 
the  same  is  brought  or  proposed  to  be  brought,  may  make  such  provision 
for  the  conducting  and  disposing  of  the  same  as  may  appear  to  the  court 
proper  for  the  just  determination  of  the  rights  of  the  parties. 

Section  52.  That  both  in  direct  and  in  collateral  proceedings  the  same 
presumptions  shall  be  indulged  with  respect  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Court  over  the  subject  matter  of  suits  and  over  the  parties  thereto, 
as  are  indulged  with  respect  to  the  jurisdiction  of  circuit  courts  in  like  cases. 

Section  53.  That  any  money  judgment  rendered  by  the  Municipal  Court, 
when  no  execution  issued  thereon  is  outstanding,  may  *be  satisfied  by  the 
payment  by  the  party  against  whom  the  same  has  been  rendered  of  the 
amount  thereof  to  the  clerk  of  said  court,  who,  upon  payment  being  made, 
shall  enter  satisfaction  thereof  and  shall,  upon  demand,  pay  over  the  money 
received  by  him  to  the  person  appearing  of  record  to  be  entitled  thereto. 

Section  54.  That  the  Municipal  Court  shall  take  judicial  notice  of  all 
matters  of  which  courts  of  general  jurisdiction  of  this  State  are  required  to 
take  judicial  notice,  and  also  of  the  following: 

1.  All  general  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  all  general  ordinances 
of  every  municipal  corporation  situated  in  whole  or  in  part  within  the  limits 
of  the  city  of  Chicago. 

2.  All  laws  of  a  public  nature  enacted  by  any  state  or  territory  of  the 
United  States. 

Section  55.  That  the  masters  in  chancery  of  the  circuit  and  superior  courts 
of  Cook  county  shall  be  ex  officio  masters  in  chancery  of  the  Municipal  Court. 

Section  56.  That  the  costs  in  civil  cases  in  the  Municipal  Court  shall  be 
as  follows: 

First.  In  a  case  of  the  first  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act 
the  plaintiff  at  the  time  of  commencing  his  suit  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  in  full 
for  all  services  to  be  rendered  by  said  clerk  for  the  plaintiff  in  said  suit  other 
than  the  making  or  furnishing  of  transcripts  of  the  record,  the  sum  of  eight 
dollars  ($8.09),  and  if  he  at  the  same  time  files  with  the  clerk  a  demand 
in  writing  of  a  trial  by  jury  he  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the  further  sum  of  six 
dollars  (|6.00)  to  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  jurors  In 
said  court. 

Second.  In  a  case  of  the  second  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of 
this  act  the  plaintiff,  at  the  time  of  the  bringing  of  the  transcript  of  the 
record  to  the  Municipal  court,  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  in  full  for  all  services 
to  be  rendered  by  said  clerk  for  the  plaintiff  in  said  suit  other  than  the  mak- 
ing or  furnishing  of  transcripts  of  the  record,  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  (|8.00), 
and  if  he  at  the  same  time  files  with  the  clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial 
by  jury,  he  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the  further  sum  of  six  dollars  ($6.00)  to  be 
applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  the  jurors  in  said  court. 

Third.  In  any  case  of  the  first  class  or  of  the  second  class  mentioned  in 
section  two  (2)  of  this  act  the  defendant  at  the  time  of  filing  his  appearance, 
and  before  he  shall  be  permitted  to  make  any  defense,  shall  pay  to  the  clerk 
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in  full  for  all  services  to  be  rendered  by  said  clerk  for  the  defendant  in  said 
suit,  other  than  the  making  or  furnishing  of  transcripts  of  the  record,  the, 
sum  of  three  dollars  (13.00),  and  if  he  shall  at  the  same  time  file  with  the 
clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial  by  jury,  he  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the 
further  sum  of  six  dollars  ($6.00)  to  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of 
the  fees  of  the  jurors  in  said  court. 

.  Fourth.  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in 
section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  the  plalntlfC,  at  the  time  of  commencing  his  suit 
shall  pay  to  the  clerk  in  full  for  all  services  to  be  rendered  by  said  clerk,  if 
such  case  be  other  than  an  action  of  forcible  ontry  and  detainer,  the  sum  of 
two  dollars  ($2.00)  when  the  amount  claimed  by  him  in  money  or  property 
does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  ($200),  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5.00) 
when  the  amount  claimed  by  him  exceeds  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  but 
does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  and  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
($2.00)  in  a  case  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  and  if  the  plaintiff  at  the 
time  he  commences  his  cult  files  with  the  clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial 
by  jury,  he  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the  further  sum  of  six  dollars  ($6.00)  to  be 
applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  jurors  in  said  court. 

Fifth.  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  In 
section  two  (2)  of  this  ?ct  the  defendant,  at  the  time  of  his  appearance,  shall 
pay  to  the  clerk  in  full  for  all  services  to  be  rendered  by  said  clerk,  if  the  suit 
be  other  than  an  action  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer  and  the  amount  claimed 
by  the  plaintiff  in  money  or  property  exceeds  two  hundred  dollars  ($200) 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  ($2.00),  and  if  the  defendant  shall  at  the  pame  time 
file  with  the  clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial  by  jury  he  shall  pay  to  the 
clerk  the  further  sum  of  six  dollars  ($6.00)  to  be  applied  towards  the  payment 
of  the  fees  of  jurors  in  said  court. 

Sixth.  The  costs  to  be  paid  for  the  services  of  the  bailift  and  of  the  sherifb 
and  other  costs  not  included  in  the  above  in  cases  of  the  first  class  and  in 
cases  of  the  second  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  shall  be 
the  same  as  those  required  by  law  from  time  to  time  to  be  paid  for  similar 
services  in  cases  in  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county. 

Seventh.  In  any  case  of  tne  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned 
in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  the  party  delivering  to  the  bailiff  any  summons, 
writ  of  attachment,  writ  of  replevin,  subpoena,  writ  of  execution  or  other 
process  shall  at  the  time  of  making  such  delivery  pay  to  the  bailiff  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  for  each  defendant  named  in  such  process  upon  whom 
service  thereof  is  to  be  made,  and  in  cases  of  writs  of  attachment,  replevin 
or  execution,  he  shall  pay  to  the  bailiff  the  further  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1.00) 
when  any  levy  upon  or  seizure  of  property  is  to  be  made  thereunder,  and  shaU 
also  pay  to  the  bailiff  the  actual  expense  of  seizing  or  caring  for  any  property 
levied  upon  or  seized  thereunder. 

Eighth.  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in 
section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  the  party  procuring  any  certified  copy  of  the 
record  or  of  any  portion  thereof  in  any  case  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the  same 
fees  required  by  law  from  time  to  time  to  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court  of  C3ook  county  for  similar  services. 

Ninth.  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in 
section  two  (2)  of  this  act  the  bailiff,  as  commissions  on  moneys  realized  by 
execution,  shall  collect  from  the  defendant  in  the  execution  five  (5)  per  cent, 
upon  the  amount  realized  if  it  do  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  ($100),  but 
if  the  amount  realized  exceeds  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  the  bailiff  shall 
collect  five  (5)  per  cent,  on  the  first  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  and  three  (3) 
per  cent,  upon  the  excess  over  one  hundred  dollars  ($100). 

The  amounts  hereby  required  to  be  advanced  when  a  demand  in  writing  of 
a  trial  by  jury  is  filed  to  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  jurors, 
in  said  court  shall  be  paid  by  the  clerk  into  the  city  treasury.

In  any  case  included  within  tiie  terms  of  this  section  the  court  may,  in  its 
discretion,  order  that  an  advance  payment  of  costs  may  be  waived  in  favor 
of  any  poor  person  whose  financial  circumstances,  as  made  to  appear  to  the 
court,  are  such  that  such  advance  payment  would  be  unduly  burdensome  or 
oppressive. 

Section  57.  That  the  cost\)  in  criminal  and  in  quasi  criminal  cases  and  pro- 
ceedings in  the  Municipal  Court,  instituted  in  the  name  or  by  the  authority 
of  the  people  or  in  the  name  of  any  State  or  county  officer  in  his  official  ca- 
pacity, shall  be  as  follows: 

First.  The  clerk's  fees  in  fulYjor  all  services  rendered  by  him  shall  be  the 
sum  of  six  dollars  ($6).  ^ 

Second.  The  bailiff's  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  those  which  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  fixed  by  law  for  the  sheriff  in  counties  of  the  third  class,  for 
similar  services. 

All  money*}  collected  upon  judgments  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  such  cases 
shall  be  paid  to  the  clerk,  who  chall,  at  the  end  of  every  three  months,  apply 
the  same,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  the  payment  of  the 
uncollected  costs  in  criminal  and  quasi  criminal  cases  instituted  in  the  Mu- 
nicipal Court  in  the  name  o£  the  people,  or  in  the  name  of  any  State  or 
county  officer  in  his  official  capacity,  and  pay  over  the  balance,  if  any^  to  the 
officer  entitled  by  law  to  receive  the  same. 

Section  58.  That  the  costs  In  cases  in  the  Municipal  Court  instituted  in  the 
name  of  the  city  of  Chicago  or  in  the  name  of  any  officer  thereof  in  his  official 
capacity,  shall  be  as  follow^s:     • 

First.  The  clerk's  fees  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  by  him  shall  be  tlie 
sum  of  six  dollars  ($6). 

Second.  The  bailiffs  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  those  which  may  now 
or  hereafter  be  fixed  by  law  for  the  sheriff  in  counties  of  the  third  class 
for  similar  services. 

All  moneys  collected  upon  judgments  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  cases  for 
the  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Chicago  shall  be  paid  to  the 
clerk,  who  shall  pay  over  the  same  to  the  city  of  Chicago,  within  one  week 
after  receiving  the  same. 

Section  59.  That,  the  clerk  and  each  deputy  clerk  shall  collect  for  the 
acknowledgment  and  entering  of  memoranda  of  chattle  mortgages  and  for  the 
acknowledgment  of  other  written  instruments  the  same  fees  allowed  by  law 
to  justices  of  the  peace  for  similar  services  and  the  fees  so  collected  and  all 
costs  collected  in  each  week  by  the  clerk  and  bailiff  shall  be  paid  over  by  them 
respectively  to  the  city  of  Chicago  on  the  Monday  of  the  succeeding  week,  and 
the  clerk  and  bailiff  shall  be  held  personally  responsible  for  all  costs  required 
to  be  paid  to  them  in  advance  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  the  clerk  shall 
be  personally  responsible  for  all  fees  required  as  aforesaid  to  be  collected 
by  him  and  by  each  depucy  clerk.  The  clerk  and  the  bailiff  shall  be  required 
to  keep  complete  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  moneys  collected  by  them  and 
by  their  respective  deputies  and  such  accounts  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
the  chief  justice  of  said  Municipal  Court,  be  examined  and  audited  monthly, 
the  expense  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  city. 

Section  60.  That  the  offices  of  justices  of  the  peace,  police  magistrates  and 
constables  in  and  for  the  territory  within  the  city  of  Chicago  be  and  they 
are  hereby  abolished,  and  that  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace  in 
the  territory  of  the  county  of  Cook  outside  of  the  city  of  Chicago  be  and  is 
hereby  limited  to  the  territory  of  said  county  outside  of  said  city,  but  this 
section  of  this  act  shall  not  become  operative  until  the  first  Monday  of  De- 
cember, A.  D.  1906,  and  on  and  after  said  date  the  jurisdiction  hereby  con- 
ferred upon  the  Municipal  Court  shall  exclude  the  exercise  of  any  portion 
of  such  jurisdiction  by  all  other  courts  excepting  courts  of  record,  and  on 
and  after  said  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  D.  1906,  no  other  court  than  a 
court  of  record  shall  exercise  jurisdiction  in  any  case  in  which  said  Munidpal 
Court  is  given  jurisdiction  by  this  act. 
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Section  61.  That  when  the  offices  of  justices  of  the  peace  within  the  city 
of  Chicago  shall  be  abolished  the  docket  of  each  justice  of  the  peace  whose 
office  is  thus  abolished  shall  be  forthwith  delivered  up  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Municipal  Court,  who  shall  preserve  the  same  in  his  office  kept  in  the  First 
District.  Executions  may  be  issued  by  the  clerk  of  said  court  upon  any 
unsatisfied  judgments  rendered  by  such  justice  of  the  peace  in  all  cases  in 
which  .the  same  might  have  been  issued  had  such  office  of  Justice  of  the 
peace  noL  been  abolished,  and  said  Municipal  Court  shall  allow  an  appeal 
to  the  circuit  or  superior  court  of  Cook  county  from  any  judgment  rendered 
by  any  justice  of  the  peace  within  twenty  (20)  days  prior  to  the  first  Monday 
of  December,  A.  D.  1906,  upon  the  giving  by  the  appellant  of  an  appeal  bond 
with  security  as  now  required  by  law  in  ^ses  of  appeals  from  justices  of 
the  peace,  provided  such  appeal  is  prayed  at  any  time  within  twenty  (20) 
days  after  the  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  D.  1906.  In  all  cases  not  deter- 
mined or  finally  disposed  of  by  such  justice  of  the  peace  at  the  time  his 
office  is  abolished,  such  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  said  Municipal  Court  as 
might  be  had  were  such  suits  originally  brought  in  said  court,  but  no  trial 
of  any  such  case  shall  be  had  in  said  court  without  such  notice  to  the  parties 
thereto  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary.  All  writs  issued  by  justices  of  the 
peace  within  the  city  of  Chicago  and  which  shall  not  have  been  returned 
on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  D.  1906,  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to 
the  Municipal  Court,  and  said  Municipal  Court  shall  have  full  power  to  make 
such  provision  for  the  execution  or  other  disposition  of  all  such  writs  as  said 
court  may  deem  proper  for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  respective 
parties  to  the  suits  in  which  such  writs  have  been  issued. 

Section  62.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  justice  of  the  Municipal 
Court  to  superintend  the  keeping  of  the  records  of  said  court  and  to  prescribe 
abbreviated  forms  of  entries  of  orders  therein,  which  abbreviated  forms  so 
prescribed  shall  have  the  same  force  and  efCect  as  if  said  orders  were  entered 
in  full  in  the  records  of  said  court.  When  any  certified  transcript  of  the 
record,  or  of  any  portion  thereof,  of  any  suit  or  proceeding  in  said  court  is 
required,  the  same  shall  be  written  out  in  full  from  such  abbreviated  forms 
and  duly  authenticated  according  to  law. 

Section  63.  That  the  orders,  judgments,  and  decrees  of  the  Municipal 
Court  in  cases  of  the  first  class  and  cases  of  the  second  class  shall  have  the 
same  force,  be  of  the  same  effect,  be  liens  upon  real  estate  in  the  city  of 
Chicago  to  the  same  extent  and  under  the  same  circumstances,  and  be 
executed  and  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  the  judgments,  orders  and 
decrees  of  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county,  and  such  judgments  and  decrees 
shall  also  be  liens  upon  real  estate  in  the  county  of  Cook  outside  of  the  city 
of  Chicago  after  certified  transcripts  of  the  same  shall  have  been  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  recorder  of  Cook  county,  which  transcripts  shall  contain  the 
names 'of  the  parties  to  the  suits,  the  kinds  of  actions,  the  amounts  of  the 
judgments  or  the  general  nature  and  effect  of  the  decrees  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  the  dates  on  which  the  judgments  and  decrees  were  rendered;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  such  orders,  judgments  or  decrees  shall  be  liens 
upon  or  affect  registered  land  or  any  estate  or  interest  therein  until  a  cer- 
tificate under  the  hand  and  official  seal  of  the  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court, 
stating  the  date  and  purport  of  the  judgment,  decree  or  order,  is  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  register  of  titles  of  said  Cook  county,  and  a  memorial  of 
the  same  is  entered  upon  the  register  of  the  last  certificate  of  title  to  be 
affected. 

Section  64.  That  all  other  judgments  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  have 
the  same  force,  be  of  the  same  effect  and  be  executed  and  enforced  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  judgments  of  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county.  But  no 
such  judgment  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  of  the  person  against 
whom  it  is  obtained,  excepting  from  the  time  of  the  filing  of  a  certified 
transcript  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  Cook  county,  which  tran- 
script shall  contaii!  the  names  of  the  parties  to  the  suit,  the  kind  of  action, 
the  amount  of  the  judgment  and  the  date  upon  which  the  same  was  rendered 
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provided,  however,  that  no  such  Judgment  shall  be  a  lien  upon  or  affect 
registered  land  or  any  estate  or  interest  therein  until  a  certified  transcript 
thereof  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  titles  of  Cook  county  and  a 
memorial  of  the  same  is  entered  upon  the  register  of  the  last  certificate  of 
title  to  be  affected.  The  recorder  of  Cook  county  shall  provide  and  keep^ 
in  his  office  for  said  Municipal  Court  well  bound  books  for  entering  therein 
an  alphabetical  docket  ol  all  Judgments  and  decrees  rendered  in  said 
Municipal  Court  as  is  now  required  by  law  for  docketing  Judgments  and 
decrees  rendered  in  circuit  courts,  and  shall  forthwith,  after  the  filing  of  any 
transcript  herein  provided  foV.  enter  the  same,  together  with  the  hour,  day,, 
month  and  year  of  the  filing>gf  such  certified  transcript  and  the  general 
number  thereof.  \ 

Section  65.  That  in  case  it  shajl  be  hereafter  determined  that  so  much, 
of  sections  nine  (9)  and  twelve  (12)  hereof  as  fixes  the  terms  of  office  of 
the  chief  Justice  and  associate  Judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  is  invalid,  this 
act  shall  not  on  that  account  be  adjudged  wholly  invalid,  but  the  terms 
of  office  of  the  chief  Justice  and  associate  Judges  of  said  Municipal  Court 
shall  in  such  case  be  four  (4)  years,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.  1910,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the 
first  Monday  of  November  of  every  fourth  year  thereafter  there  shall  be 
elected  a  chief  Justice  and  twenty-four  (24)  associate  Judges  of  said  Municipal 
Court  as  successors  in  office  of  the  Judges  hereby  required  to  be  elected  on 
the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.  1906,  and  the 
terms  of  office  of  the  associate  Judges  which  may  be  added  to  said  Municipal 
Court  in  pursuance  of  section  twelve  (12)  hereof  shall  be  four  (4)  years. 

Section  66.  That  the  invalidity  of  any  portion  of  this  act  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  any  other  portion  thereof,  which  can  be  given  effect  without 
such  invalid  part. 

Section  67.  That  this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  legal  voters 
of  the  city  of  Chicago  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.  1905,  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  said 
election  in  voting  upon  this  act  shall  be  in  substantially  the  following  form.

Section  1.  No  assignment  of  wages  or  salary  of  any  person  shall  be  valid, 
so  as  to  vest  in  the  assignee  any  beneficial  interest,  either  at  law  or  in  equity, 
unless  such  assignment  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  assignor  and  ac- 
knowledged in  person  by  the  assignor  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  and  for 
the  township  in  which  the  assignor  resides,  and  entered  by  such  justice  upon 
his  docket,  and  unless  within  three  days  from  the  date  of  the  execution  and 
acknov/ledgment  of  such  assignment,  a  true  and  complete  copy  of  said  assign- 
ment and  of  the  certificate  of  its  acknowledgment  shall  be  served  upon  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation  from  whom  such  wages  or  salary  is  due  or  is  to 
become  due,  in  the  same  manner  that  the  summons  in  chancery  is  now  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  served;  provided,  further,  that  no  assignment  of  wages 
or  salary  by  a  married  person  shall  be  valid  unless  the  same  is  also  executed 
and  acknowledged  as  above,  by  the  assignor's  wife  or  husband,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

Section  2.  The  term  "assignment"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  Include  every 
assignment,  transfer,  sale,  pledge,  mortgage  or  hypothecation,  however  made 
or  attempted,  of  the  wages  or  salary  of  any  person,  or  of  any  interest  therein. 

Section  3.  Whenever  any  assignment  of  the  wages  or  salary  of  any  person 
or  persons,  shall  be  given  as  security  for  a  loan  tainted  with  usury,  or  shall  be 
given  to  secure  the  payment  or  fulfilment  of  a  usurious  contract,  or  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  or  the  interest  of  the  usurious  debt,  such  assignment 
shall  be  absolutely  void. 
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Section  4.  Every  assignment  of  wages  to  be  earned  in  whole  or  in  part 
more  than  six  (6)  months  from  and  after  the  making  of  such  assignment 
shall  be  absolutely  void. 

Section  5.  Whenever  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  bring  or  threaten 
to  bring  any  action  or  suit  to  enforce  any  assignment  of  wages  or  salary  which 
has  not  been  duly  executed,  acknowledged  and  served  upon  the  employer  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  which  is  declared  invalid  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  courts  of  equity  shall  have  full  power,  upon  the  ap- 
plication either  of  the  assignor  of  such  wage«  or  salary,  or  of  the  person,  firm 
or  corporation  from  whom  such  wages  or  salary  is,  or  is  to  become  due,  to 
perpetually  enjoin  the  threatened  or  attempted  enforcement  of  any  such  as- 
signment, and  the  fact  that  the  complainant  has  a  complete  and  adequate 
remedy  at  law,  shall  constitute  no  defense  to  the  maintenance  of  a  suit  in 
equity  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Section  6.  The  invalidity  of  any  portion  of  this  act  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  any  other  portion  thereof  which  can  be  given  effect  without  such 
Invalid  part.

Hon.  Richard  Yates,  Governor  of  Illinois,  Bpringfleld,  Illinois. 

Dear  Sir — ^As  President  of  the  Jamestown  Exposition  Company,  I  beg 
leave  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  proposed  celebration  on  the  13th  of 
May  1907,  of  the  first  pecnu^nent  settlement  by  English  speaking  people,  of 
the  Colony  of  Jamestown,  in  Virginia. 

It  is  doubtless  known  to  yK)u,  that  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  Virginia,  at 
an  extra  session  held  in  1901.  adopted  a  joint  resolution  expressing  the 
opinion  that  suitable  provision^^hould  be  made  for  holding  on  the  13th  of 
May  1907,  a  celebration  worthy  ^f  this  great  Nation,  which,  from  small 
beginnings  at  Jamestown,  has  witMn  the  short  period  of  three  centuries, 
attained  the  position  of  the  foremo^  Government  on  earth,  and  extended 
its  dominion  and  power  across  the  continent. 

In  1902,  the  General  Assembly  chartered  the  Jamestown  Exposition  Com* 
pany,  and  designated  a  location  on  Hampton  Roads  on  account  of  its  his- 
toric interest,  as  the  most  suitable  place  for  holding  an  exposition. 

The  General  Assembly  has  appropriated  $200,000  in  aid  of  the  project, 
and  the  sum  of  $1,200,000  has  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Company,  by  public  spirited  and  patriotic  citizens  in  Tidewater,  Virginia. 

A  bill  is  now  pending  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  author- 
izes an  appropriation,  in  aid  of  the  said  celebration,  and  there  is  reasonable 
ground  to  believe  that  it  will  become  a  law  at  the  present  session. 

Under  these  circumstances.  It  has  been  deemed  to  be  desirable  to  call 
ui>on  every  State  In  the  Union,  to  manifest  a  friendly  interest  in  this  patrl- 
otic  enterprise,  by  authorizing  the  erection  of  a  building  upon  the  Exposition 
grounds,  for  the  special  accomodation  of  its  own  citizens,  when  they  attend 
as  visitors  to  participate  in  the  great  celebration. 

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  enclosed  pamphlet,  from  which 
you  will  see  that  the  commemoration  of  the  birth  of  our  country,  has 
been  strongly  endorsed  by  the  President,  and  others,  including  the  Grovem- 
ors  of  many  States. 

If  necessary,  I,  or  some  other  representative  of  the  company,  will  be  glad 
to  address,  at  such  time  as  may  be  most  convenient,  the  joint  session  of  the 
two  houses  of  the  Legislature. 

Without  presuming  to  dictate  the  character  of  the  said  building,  I  venture 
to  suggest  the  propriety  of  having  it  modeled  after  some  Colonial  design, 
and  that  I  may  be  informed  as  soon  as  possible,  that  the  necessary  space 
be  reserved  for  the  headquarter  building,  and  for  such  exhibits,  if  any, 
as  your  State  may  desire  to  make. 

It  is  intended  to  construct  a  broad  boulevard  or  avenue,  upon  which,  the 
headquarter  buildings  of  the  various  States  can  be  located  alongside,  and 
opposite  each  other.  The  design  being  to  bring  the  people  from  different 
States  into  close  connection  with  each  other,  so  as  to  facilitate  making 
new  acquaintances  and  renewing  old  friendships. 

Hoping  that  you  may  find  It  consistent  with  your  views  of  public  duty, 
to  bring  the  subject  matter  of  this  communication  to  the  attenion  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  your  State  now  in  session,  and  to  recommend  it  to 
their  favorable  consideration,  I  am,

Report  of  Majority  of  Sub-Committee. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Elections. 

Tour  sub-committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  contest  be- 
tween James  D.  Putnam,  contestant,  and  George  B.  Sucher,  contestee,  from 
the  18th  Senatorial  District  of  Illinois,  begs  leave  to  report  that  inasmuch 
as  it  was  charged  by  the  contestee  that  the  ballots  cast  by  the  electors  in 
said  district  had  not  been  safely  kept  and  properly  preserved  by  the  County 
Clerk  of  Peoria  County,  he  being  the  proper  officer  charged  by  the  law  with 
the  custody  and  safe  keeping  of  the  same,  proceeded  to  take  testimony  of 
the  witnesses  produced  by  both  sides  touching  the  question  of  the  proper 
preservation  and  integrity  of  said  ballots  after  coming  into  the  custody  and 
control  of  said  County  officer,  and  after  hearing  all  of  the  evidence  produced 
by  either  party  to  this  contest,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  said 
ballots  after  coming  into  the  possession  of  said  County  Official,  had  by 
him  been  kept,  not  only  in  the  usual  manner,  but  that  extra  precautions  and 
safe  guards  had  been  used  to  preserve  them  intact  and  free  from  interference, 
molestation  or  change  by  any  person  whomsoever. 
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2nd.  That  thereafter,  your  committee,  by  agreement  of  the  parties  to  this 
contest,  proceed  to  an  examination  and  recount  of  the  ballots  cast  in  said 
Senatorial  District  on  the  8th  day  of  November,  1904,  under  an  agreement 
between  all  parties,  as  follows: 

(a)  That  all  ballots  from  the  contestant  to  which  no  objection  was  inter- 
posed, should  be  counted  by  your  committee  for  the  contestant 

(b)  That  all  ballots  for  the  contestee  to  which  no  objection  was  inter- 
posed, should  be  counted  by  your  committee  for  the  contestee. 

(c)  That  all  ballots,  either  for  the  contestant,  or  contestee,  to  which 
objections  were  interposed,  should  not  be  counted  on  the  first  canvas  thereof 
for  either  of  said  parties,  but  that  all  of  such  ballots  should  be  assembled 
and  afterwards  re-canvassed  and  disposed  of  by  your  committee,  after  hear- 
ing such  objections  to  them,  or  either  of  them,  as  the  contestant,  or  contestee, 
might  see  fit  to  then  interpose. 

3rd.  Your  committee  beg  leave  to  further  report  that  on  the  canvas  and 
count  of  the  unobjected  to  ballots  by  your  committee,  the  contestant  was 
found  to  have  received  8,312  votes. 

And  the  contestee  was  found  to  have  received  8,367  votes. 

4th.  Your  committee  further  report  that  through  the  procedure  of  said 
first  canvass,  there  was  laid  aside  and  not  counted,  682  votes  on  objections 
made  to  said  ballots  by  the  contestant. 

And  on  said  canvass  there  was  laid  aside  and  not  counted,  641  votes  on 
objections  made  thereto  by  the  contestee,  making  a  total  of  objected  to  bal- 
lots of  1323. 

• 

5th.  Your  committee  further  report  that  afterwards  and  before  entering 
upon  a  canvass  of  said  objected  to  ballots,  it  adopted  certain  rules  governing 
your  committee  in  the  final  disposition  by  it,  on  its  re-canvass  of  said  ob- 
jected to  ballots,  which  said  rules  so  adopted  by  your  committee  are  as'  fol- 
lows: 

"Be  it  Resolved^  That  in  the  final  consideration  of  the  ballots  objected  to 
on  the  part  of  the  contestant  and  contestee,  the  sub-committee  on  elections 
hereby  adopt  and  agree  to  observe  the  following  rules  and  regulations  in 
disposing  of  said  objected  to  ballots: 

First.  All  ballots  objected  to  by  either  the  contestant  or  contestee,  for 
want  of  official  endorsement,  shall  be  rejected,  and  all  ballots  on  which  the 
voter  has  failed  to  express  a  choice  by  (x)  appearing  in  the  circle  or  square, 
shall  be  rejected. 

Second.  No  objection  to  a  ballot  on  account  of  the  elector  having  cast 
more  than  three  votes  for  representatives  shall  be  considered  as  a  valid 
reason  for  rejecting  such  ballots,  but  such  ballots  shall  be  counted  for  the 
contestant  or  contestee,  as  expressed  by  such  ballot,  provided  such  ballot 
is  not  otherwise  objectionable.  t 

Third.  No  objection  to  a  ballot  on  account  of  lines  extending  outside  of 
the  circle  or  square,  where  such  lines  cross  with  the  circle  or  square,  shall 
be  considered  as  valid  objection,  and  all  such  ballots  shall  be  counted  for 
the  contestant,  or  contestee,  as  expressed  by  such  ballot. 

Fourth.  No  objection  to  a  ballot  on  account  of  the  form  of  the  cross  (X) 
appearing  either  in  the  circle,  or  square,  nor  by  reason  of  such  cross  being 
in  heavy,  or  light  lines,  shall  be  considered  as  a  valid  objection,  and  all 
such  ballots  shall  be  counted  for  the  contestant,  or  contestee,  as  expressed 
by  such  ballot. 

Fifth.  Ballots  objected  to  by  either  the  contestant,  or  contestee,  on  ac- 
count of  the  failure  of  the  voter  to  properly  indicae  his  choice  by  a  cross 
in  the  square  to  the  left  of  the  name  of  the  contestant,  or  contestee,  shall 
be  rejected  for  such  reason,  but  all  of  such  objected  to  ballots,  where  not 
otherwise  invalid,  shall  be  counted  and  credited  for  either  the  contestant, 
or  contestee,  as  indicated  by  the  voter  in  the  circle.

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Sixth.  No  ballot  objected  to  shall  be  counted  for  either  the  contestant,  or 
contestee,  where  it  appears  the  voter  has  erased  the  name  of  the  contestant, 
or  contestee,  either  by  drawing  lines  across  such  name,  or  by  other  means. 

Seventh.  No  ballots  objected  to  shall  be  counted  for  either  the  contestant, 
or  contestee,  where  the  voter  has  placed  a  cross  in  the  square  to  the  left  of 
more  than  one  candidate  for  the  office  of  State  Senator. 

Eighth.  No  ballots  objected  to  by  either  the  contestant,  or  contestee,  shall 
be  rejected  on  account  of  the\ voter  having  erased  the  name  of  any  candidate 
for  any  other  office,  but  all  suc\ballots  if  not  otherwise  objectionable,  shall  be 
counted  for  the  contestant,  or  coi^testee,  as  expressed  by  such  ballot. 

Ninth.  No  ballot  objected  to  by  the  contestant,  or  contestee,  on  account  of 
distinguishing  marks  appearing  upon  it,  shall  be  rejected  unless  said  objec- 
tion be  sustained  by  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  this  sub-committee. 

Tenth.  Said  objected  to  ballots  being  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the 
above  and  foregoing  rules,  said  committee  shall  then  report  the  result  to  the 
full  Committee  on  Elections  for  its  consideration  and  further  action,  at  which 
time  either  party  to  this  contest  may  appear  and  urge  such  objections  to  said 
report  as  it  may  deem  advisable,  not  inconsistent  with  the  rules,  orders  or  reg- 
ulations, said  Committee  on  Elections  may  prescribe. 

6th.  Your  committee  further  report  that  under  and  by  the  application  of 
said  rules  to  said  objected  to  ballots,  and  upon  a  majority  opinion  of  your 
committee  on  all  ballots  appearing  in  said  objected  to  ballots  not  covered  by 
said  rules,  a  re-canvass  of  said  objected  to  ballots  showed  the  following 
results : 

(a)  That  the .  contestant  was  entitled  to  receive  and  have  counted  for 
him,  and  there  was  counted  for  him,  485  of  the  objected  to  ballots. 

(b)  That  the  contestee  was  entitled  to  receive  and  have  counted  for  him, 
and.  there  were  counted  for  him,  414  votes  out  of  said  objected  to  ballots,  mak- 
ing a  total  number  of  votes  out  of  said  objected  to  ballots  counted  for  both  the 
contestant  and  contestee  899  votes. 

The  remaining  number  of  said  objected  to  ballots  your  committee  found 
were  for  various  reasons  appearing  upon  the  ballots  themselves,  not  entitled  to 
be  counted  for  either  of  the  parties  to  this  contest. 

That  of  said  last  number  of  ballots  so  rejected  by  your  committee,  and  not 
counted  for  either  contestant  or  contestee,  were  found  a  number  on  which  no 
official  endorsement  of  the  Judge  of  Election  appeared  thereon. 

Also  a  number  in  which  the  voter  had  placed  a  cross  (X)  in  the  square 
against  the  presidential  elector's  name  only. 

A  number  in  which  the  voter  had  placed  crosses  (X)  in  the  two  or  more 
of  the  party  appellations  or  title,  and  not  otherwise  marked  this  ballot. 

A  number  of  which  the  voter  had  voted  for  two  or  more  candidates  for  the 
office  of  State  Senator  from  said  district. 

A  number  on  which^the  voter  had  failed  to  express  his  choice  in  any  manner 
on  his  ballot  for  the  office  of  State  Senator. 

A  number  on  which  appeared  distinguishing  marks,  which  in  the  judgment 
of  your  committee  constituted  plain  and  palpable  violations  of  the  ballot  law 
in  force  in  this  State. 

7th.  Your  committee  further  report  that,  on  the  canvass  of  the  ballots  unob- 
jected to,  there  was  a  large  number  rejected  by  your  committee  by  the  reason 
of  the  fact  that  the  voter  had  marked  his  ballot,  in  the  square  on  the  left  of 
the  first  presidential  elector  only,  and  while  it  was  apparent  to  your  commit- 
tee from  the  returns,  that  the  judges  of  election  canvassing  said  ballots, 
counted  the  same  as  straight  tickets,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that 
all  of  such  ballots  could  not  legally  be  counted  for  any  other  candidate  on 
any  such  ballot,  except  the  candidate  on  the  right  of  the  square  wherein  the 
voter  had  placed  his  cross. 

8th.  Your  committee  further  report  that,  in  the  canvass  of  the  ballots 
from  the  3rd  precinct  of  the  5th  ward,  ot  the  city  of  Peoria,  it  found  that  the 
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judges  of  elecion  in  said  precinct  used  a  rubber  stamp  as  a  method  of  ofQclally 
endorsing  almost  the  entire  number  of  ballots  cast  in  said  precinct,  and 
while  this  method  is  regarded  by  your  committee  as  irregular,  and  one  not 
to  be  encouraged,  yet,  in  this  case,  no  objection  to  such  irregularity,  or  to 
any  of  such  ballots,  having  been  urged  by  either  of  the  parties  to  this  contest 
your  committee  decided  to  and  did  count  all  such  ballots  as  cast.  This  pre- 
cinct gave  the  contestee  a  majority  of  17  over  the  contestant. 

9th.  Your  committee  further  report  that  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  in 
said  senatorial  district  and  canvassed  by  your  committee,  was  20,164.  This 
total  number  included  women's  ballots  and  votes  cast  for  other  than  the 
candidates,  under  other  and  different  political  appellations  or  titles. 

10th.  Your  committee  further  report  that  after  careful  canvass  and  inspec- 
tion of  each  ballot  from  said  senatorial  district,  your  committee  find  that  the 
contestant  received  8,797  votes,  and  that  the  contestee  received  8,781  votes. 

11th.  Your  committee  therefore  find  that  the  contestant,  having  received 
16  more  votes  for  the  office  of  State  senator  from  the  18th  senatorial  district 
of  Illinois  at  the  general  election  held  therein  on  the  8th  day  of  November, 
1904,  than  was  received  by  the  contestee,  and  having  also  received  the  highest 
number  of  legal  votes  cast  in  said  district,  on  said  date,  of  any  candidate  for 
the  office  of  state  senator  from  said  district,  is  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Senate  House  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois  as  senator  from  the  said  18th 
senatorial  district,  and  that  the  contestee  is  therefore  accordingly^  not  longer 
entitled  to  occupy  or  hold  said  seat  as  the  duly  elected  senator  from  said 
district.

Report  Minority   Sub-Committee. 

To  the  Honorable  George  D.  Chafeey  Chairman^  and  to  the  Honorable  Mem- 
bers of  the  {Committee  on  Elections  of  the  Honorable  Senate  of  the  44th 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  said  committee,  to  whom  was  rer 
ferred  the  petition  of  the  Hon.  James  D.  Putnam,  against  the  Hon.  George 
B.  Sucher,  contesting  the  right  of  the  seat  of  the  said  Hon.  George  B.  Sucher 
as  a  member  of  the  Honorable  Senate,  the  44th  General  Assembly  aforesaid, 
from  the  18th  senatorial  district  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  by  said  com- 
mittee referred  to  a  sub-committee  to  examine  into  said  matters  and  report 
to  said  committee,  herewith  submit  the  following  report  as  a  minority  report 
of  said  sub-committee: 

We  find  that  the  18th  senatorial  district  of  the  State  of  Illinois  is  composed 
of  the  county  of  Peoria  and  that  on  the  8th  day  of  November,  1904,  there 
was  an  election  held  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  the 
election  of  a  President,  State  officers.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  and 
county  officers;  that  at  said  election  the  presidential  elector  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  cast  at  said  election  was  on  the  Republican  ticket 
and  received  11,868  votes  and  that  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  for  the 
presidential  elector  on  the  Democratic  ticket  was  5,697  votes,  making  a  plu- 
rality of  6,171  votes  for  the  Republican  elector. 

We  further  find  that  at  said  election  there  were  six  candidates  for  Governor 
of  the  State  of  Illinois;  that  there  were  cast  for  the  Hon.  Charles  Deneen, 
Republican  candidate  for  Governor,  11,612  votes,  that  there  were  cast  for  the 
Hon.  Lawrence  H.  Stringer,  Democratic  candidate  for  Governor,  6,003  votes, 
or  a  plurality  for  the  Hon.  Charles  S.  Deneen,  5,609  votes;  that  at  said  elec- 
tion and  on  the  official  ballot  prepared  and  voted  at  said  election,  under  and 
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by  virtue  of  the  election  laws  of  this  State,  there  were  five  candidates  for 
the  office  of  State  senator  for  the  18th  senatorial  district  of  this  State  as 
follows: 

Honorable  James  D.  Putnam,  Republican. 

Honorable  George  B.  Sueher,  Democrat. 

Honorable  Stephen  Martin.  Prohiintionist. 

Honorable  C.  E.  Schenke,  Socialist. 

Honorable  Henry  Tropilz,  S<^alist  Labor. 

That  the  vote  at  said  electioiSwas  duly  canvassed  by  the  official  canvass- 
ing board  of  the  said  county  and^tate  and  that  the  result  of  said  canvass 
was  as  follows: 

Honorable  James  D.  Putnam,  receiving  9,946  votes. 

Honorable  George  B.  Sucher,  receiving  8,997  votes. 

Honorable  Stephen  Martin,  receiving  378  votes. 

Honorable  C.  E.  Schenkc,  receiving  786  votes. 

Honorable  Henry  Tropitz,  receiving  99  votes. 

or  a  total  of  19,206  votes  cast  for  the  honorable  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Senator. 

We  further  find  that  by  virtue  of  said  canvass  and  returns  the  Honorable 
George  B.  Sucher  received  a  plurality  of  51  votes  over  the  Honorable  James 
D.  Putnam,  and  was  duly  declared  elected  to  the  office  of  senator  from  the 
18th  district  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  that  a  certificate  of  election  to  said 
office  was  duly  issued  and  delivered  by  the  Honorable  James  A.  Rose  Secre- 
tary of  State  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  to  said  Hon.  George  B.  Sucher,  and  he 
now  holds  his  seat  in  the  senate  of  said  State  by  virtue  thereof. 

We  further  find  that  subsequent  thereto  the  Honorable  James  D.  Putnam 
filed  his  petition  with  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  asking 
for  a  re-count  of  said  votes  cast  at  said  election  and  alleging  among  other 
things  that  votes  were  counted  for  George  B.  Sucher  which  should  have 
been  counted  for  him  and  votes  which  were  not  counted  for  him  which 
should  have  been  counted  for  said  petitioner,  and  containing  other  allega- 
tions; that  said  petition  was  by  the  Honorable  Senate  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee on  elections;  that  the  contestee,  the  Hon.  George  B.  Sucher,  appeared  be- 
fore said  general  Committee  on  Election  and  filed  his  demurrer  and  answer 
to  said  petition  denying  the  allegations  of  said  petitioner  and  alleging  among 
other  things  that  the  said  ballots  had  not  been  preserved  as  the  law  requires 
and  were  exposed  before  or  after  they  came  into  the  possession  of  the  county 
clerk,  and  should  not  be  counted  to  overcome  or  change  the  results;  that 
said  general  committee  referred  all  questions  concerning  said  petition  and 
answer  and  the  counting  of  said  ballots  to  a  sub-committee  consisting  of 
seven  members  of  said  general  committee,  five  of  whom  were  republicans 
and  two  democrats. 

We  further  find  that  thereupon  oral  evidence  of  witnesses  in  open  com- 
mittee was  taken  and  from  said  evidence  and  the  appearance  of  said  ballots 
and  the  enclosure  in  which  they  were  contained,  that  said  ballots  were  not 
preserved  as  the  law  required;  that  they  were  exposed  both  before  and  after 
they  came  into  the  possession  of  the  county  clerk;  that  at  least  four  boxes 
of  ballots  from  the  city  of  Peoria  which  is  situated  in  said  senatorial  district, 
contained  ballots  not  sacked  or  secured  in  any  way;  that  these  boxes  stood 
on  the  fioor  of  said  county  clerk's  office  for  two  nights  and  a  day  before 
they  were  touched  by  the  county  clerk;  that  at  least  two  of  the  boxes  were 
opened  by  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  Peoria  in  said  senatorial  district, 
and  papers  removed  therefrom;  that  when  the  deputy  county  clerk  of  said 
county  opened  said  boxes  on  Thursday  morning  after  the  election,  he  found 
that  in  some  of  the  boxes  the  ballots  had  simply  been  thrown  loosely  in 
the  boxes  and  that  thereupon  said  deputy  county  clerk  placed  said  ballots 
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Into  sacks  that  said  deputy  county  clerk  did  not  know  from  what  preclnts 
they  were  received  nor  did  he  know  whether  they  were  all  the  ballots  cast 
in  those  precincts. 

We  further  find  that  some  of  the  ballots  were  strung  and  some  of  the  bal- 
lots were  not  strung;  that  some  of  the  ballots  .{>ad  been  placed  in  an  inner 
sack  which  was  sewed  and  sealed,  then  placed  in  an  outer  sack  which  was 
sewed;  that  other  ballots  were  placed  in  inner  sacks  which  were  sewed  but 
not  sealed  and  m  outer  sacks  which  were  simply  tied;  that  there  were  other 
ballots  simply  placed  in  one  sack  some  of  which  were  sewed  and  sealed  and 
some  of  them  only  sewed  and  not  sealed  and  some  of  them  only  tied  to- 
gether; that  some  of  said  ballots  had  holes  in  them  showing  that  they  had 
apparently  been  strung  on  wires  but  were  found  unstrung  and  with  no  wire 
or  any  cord  through  them. 

We  further  find  that  as  showing  said  ballots  had  not  been  properly  pre- 
served and  had  been  exposed  and  were  not  in  a  condition  to  count  so  as  to 
overcome  or  change  the  official  result  of  the  canvass  and  returns  that  they 
were  20,015  names  on  the  poll  books  of  said  district,  of  that  number  17,943 
were  cast  for  the  contestant  and  contestee;  1,477  counted  for  others  and  that 
there  were  473  women's  ballots  showing  a  total  vote  cast  at  said  election 
including  women's  ballots  and  senator's  19,896;  that  by  the  count  of  the 
majority  of  the  sub-committee  there  were  found  and  counted  by  said  major- 
ity of  the  sub-committee  ten  ballots  more  than  the  number  of  names  on  the 
^11  books  in  the  following  districts: 

Third  ward,  first  district 
First  ward,  first  district. 
Fourth  ward,  first  district 
Fifth  ward,  first  district. 
Fifth  ward«  second  district. 
Fifth  ward,  third  district. 
Sixth  ward,  fifth  district. 
Eighth  ward,  third  district 
as  shown  by  the  official  sheet  of  your  sub-committee. 

We  further  find  that  a  majority  of  said  sub-committee  thereupon  proceeded 
to  open  said  ballots  and  count  same  without  first  having  formulated  any 
rules  or  laid  down  any  principles  whatever  concerning  or  governing  said 
count;  that  the  contestant  and  contestee  were  represented  by  counsel  before 
said  committee  in  counting  said  ballots;  that  in  addition  thereto  the  majority 
of  said  sub-committee  acted  as  Judges  of  said  ballots  and  also  objected  to  and 
challenged  votes  which  were  cast  for  the  contestee  and  claimed  votes  for  the 
contestant  which  did  not  belong  to  him,  but  that  said  majority  of  the  sub- 
committee did  not  at  any  time  make  any  claim  on  behalf  of  or  for  the 
<x>ntestee. 

We  further  find  that  the  result  of  the  first  count  of  said  ballots  by  the 
sub-committee  shows  votes  counted  for  the  contestee  to  which  there  were  no 
objections,  8,367;  votes  for  the  contestant  8,312,  or  a  plurality  of  55  for  the 
contestee;  and  it  also  shows,  counted  for  others  and  blanks,  1,477  votes; 
votes  cast  for  the  contestee  and  objected  to  by  the  contestant,  681;  votes 
claimed  by  the  contestant  and  objeced  to  by  the  contestee,  643;  women's 
ballots,  473;  total  ballots  counted  by  said  sub-committee,  19,925,  or  29  votes 
more  than  was  returned  by  the  canvassing  board. 

We  also  find  that  said  recount  showed  that  contestee  received  a  total  of 
9,048  votes  and  contestant  8,955  votes,  and  that  by  actual  count  of  all  votes 
cast,  contestee  received  a  plurality  of  93  votes. 

We  further  find  that  thereupon  the  majority  members  of  said  sub-commit- 
tee announced  that  In  counting  the  1,324  ballots  which  had  been  objected  to, 
they  would  be  governed  by  the  following  rules  to-wit: 
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Be  it  resolved.  That  In  the  final  consideration  of  the  ballots  objected  to  on 
the  part  of  the  contestant  and  contestee  the  sub^iommittee  on  elections 
hereby  adopt  and  agree  to  observe  the  following  rules  and  -regulations  in  dis- 
posing of  said  objected  to  ballots;  t 

First.  All  ballots  objected  to  by  either  the  contestant  or  contestee  for 
want  of  official  endorsement  ^shall  be  rejected  and  all  ballots  on  which  the 
voter  has  failed  to  express  a^  choice  by  a  cross  appearing  in  the  circle  or 
Square  shall  be  rejected.  V 

Second.  No  objection  to  a  17allot  on  account  of  the  elector  having  cast 
more  than  three  votes  for  represehtatives  shall  be  considered  as  a  valid  rea- 
son for  rejecting  such  ballot,  but  such  ballot  shall  be  counted  for  the  contest- 
ant or  contestee  as  expressed  by  such  ballot  provided  such  ballot  is  not  other- 
wise objectionable. 

Third.  No  objection  to  a  ballot  on  account  of  lines  extending  outside  of 
the  circle  or  square  where  such  lines  cross  within  the  circle  or  square  shall 
be  considered  as  valid  objections  and  all  such  ballots  shall  be  counted  for 
the  contestant  or  contestee  as  expressed  by  such  ballot. 

Fourth.  No  objection  to  a  ballot  on  account  of  the  form  of  the  cross 
appearing  in  either  the  circle  or  square  nor  by  reason  of  such  cross  being  in 
heavy  or  light  lines  shall  be  considered  as  valid  objection  and  all  such  bal- 
lots shall  be  counted  for  the  contestant  or  contestee  as  expressed  by  such 
ballots. 

Fifth.  Ballots  objected  to  by  either  the  contestant  or  contestee  on  ac- 
count of  the  failure  of  the  voter  to  properly  indicate  his  choice  by  a  cross  in 
the  square  to  the  left  of  the  name  of  the  contestant  or  contestee  shall  be 
rejected  for  such  reason,  but  all  of  such  objected  to  ballots  where  not  other- 
wise invalid  shall  be  counted  and  credited  for  either  the  contestant  or  con- 
testee as  indicated  by  the  voter  in  the  circle. 

Sixth.  No  ballot  objected  to  shall  be  counted  for  either  the  contestant  or 
contestee  where  it  appears  the  voter  has  erased  the  name  of  the  contestant 
or  contestee  either  by  drawing  lines  across  such  name  or  by  other  means. 

Seventh.  No  ballots  objected  to  shall  be  counted  for  either  the  contestant 
or  contestee  where  the  voter  has  placed  a  cross  in  the  square  to  the  left  of 
more  than  one  candidate  for  the  office  of  State  senator. 

Eighth.  No  ballot  objected  to  by  either  the  contestant  or  contestee  shaR 
be  rejected  on  account  of  the  voter  having  erased  the  name  of  any  candidate 
for  any  other  office  but  all  such  ballots  if  not  otherwise  objectionable  shall 
be  counted  for  the  contestant  or  contestee  as  expressed  by  such  ballot. 

Ninth.  No  ballot  ob;fected  to  by  the  contestant  or  contestee  on  account  of 
distinguishing  marks  appearing  upon  it  shall  be  rejected  unless  said  objec- 
tions be  sustained  by  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  this  sub-committee. 

Tenth.  Said  objected  to  ballots  being  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  thQ 
above  and  foregoing  rules  said  committee  shall  then  report  the  result  to  the 
full  committee  on  elections  for  its  consideration  and  further  action  at  which 
time  either  iJarty  to  this  contest  may  appear  and  urge  such  objections  to 
said  report  as  it  may  deem  advisable  not  inconsistent  with  the  rules,  orders 
or  regulation,  said  committee  on  elections  may  prescribe." 

That  said  rules  were  adopted  by  the  majority  members  of  the  sub-commit- 
tee on  March  2,  1905,  over  the  objection  of  the  undersigned,  the  minority 
members  of  said  committee;  that  at  said  meeting  the  undersigned  offered  as 
an  amendment  to  said  rules  the  following  to-wit:     Be  it 

Resolved,  That  if  it  appears  from  the  face  of  the  ballot  that  marks  or 
writing  were  placed  thereon  as  the  result  of  an  honest  effort  by  the  voter  to 
indicate  his  choice  of  candidates  and  not  as  an  attempt  to  indicate  the  iden-' 
tity  of  the  voter,  the  ballot  should  not  be  rejected  for  candidates  for  whom  a 
choice  is  expressed  according  to  law. 

That  said  amendment  was  declared  out  of  order  by  the  chairman  of  said 
sub-committee  and  on  appeal  the  chair  was  sustained  by  a  vote  of  five  to  two; 
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that  thereupon  it  was  moved  by  the  minority  members  of  said  sub-commit- 
tee that  rule  No.  6  should  be  stricken  out  as  being  opposed  to  the  decisions 
of  the  supreme  court  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  to  the  law,  and  that  such 
motion  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  five  to  two. 

We  further  find  that  thereupon  said  majority  members  against  the  ob- 
jections and  over  the  protests  of  said  minority 'members  and  said  contestee 
proceeded  to  count  for  the  second  time  said  1,324  ballots  in  accordance  with 
said  rules  so  adopted,  that  the  result  of  the  second  count  shows  as  follows:

or  12  votes  more  than  had  been  laid  aside  at  the  end  of  the  first  count  as 
having  been  objected  to  by  the  respective  parties. 

Wei  further  find  that  thereupon  the  majority  members  of  said  sub-commit- 
tee over  the  objection  and  protest  of  the  said  contestee  and  minority  members 
of  said  sub-committee  proceeded  for  the  third  time  to  count  said  608  ballots 
which  had  been  passed  for  further  consideration  in  accordance .  with  the 
then  formed  opinion  of  said  majority  members  of  said  sub-committee,  and 
not  relying  upon  or  following  the  rules  which  they  had  previously  laid  down 
and  adopted  for  the  count  of  said  ballots  and  in  numerous  instances  in  direct 
opposition  thereto;  that  the  third  count  by  the  majority  of  said  sub-commit- 
tee resulted  as  follows:

And  which  ballots  exceeds  the  number  passed  at  the  end  of  the  second 
count  of  the  sub-committee  by  four  votes. 

We  further  find  that  as  the  result  of  the  various  counts  and  recounts  of 
said  majority  members  of  the  said  sub-committee  the  vote  as  declared  by 
the  chairman  of  said  sub-committee  and  over  the  objections  and  protest  of 
of  said  contestee  and  the  minority  members  is  as  follows: 

^Ballots  declared  no  votes  for  either  contestant  or  contestee. 44X 

Ballots   counted   for   the   contestant 8,797 

Ballots  counted  for  the  contestee 8,781 

Total  number  of  ballots  counted 18,019 

Or  a  plurality  over  the  contestee  of  16  votes,  thereby  apparently  overturn- 
ing the  result  of  the  51  votes  as  declared  by  the  canvassing  board  and  93 
votes  as  shown  by  the  count  of  said  sub-committee  at  the  end  of  the  first 
count. 

We  further  find  that  the  end  of  the  first  count  shows  total  ballots  counted 
by  said  sub-committee  inclusive  of  women's  votes  and  blanks  and  others, 
18,003.  The  total  vote  counted  at  the  end  of  the  third  count  by  the  majority 
members  of  said  sub-committee  was  18,019,  or  a  gain  of  16  votes  in  the  two 
counts  or  a  gain  of  76  votes  over  the  original  count  of  17,943  as  shown  by 
the  returns  of  the  canvassing  board. 

We  further  find  that  under  rule  No.  6,  as  adopted  by  the  majority  member^ 
of  said  sub-committee  which  is  directly  opposed  to  the  unanimous  opinion 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  a  case  which  was  exactly 
similar  in  every  respect  and  which  has  since  been  repeatedly  affirmed  and 
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never  questioned  by  the  Supreme  Ck)urt,  and  which  rule  Is  inequitable  and 
unjust  and  inconsistent  with  rule  No.  8  as  adopted  by  said  majority  members 
and  which  said  rule  No.  6  was  not  adopted  by  said  majority  members  until 
they  had  had  the  opportunity  of  inspecting  and  counting  said  ballots  and 
finding  out  Just  how  said  rule  would  work,  there  were  37  ballots  having  pen- 
cil lines  drawn  through  th^  name  of  the  contestant  rejected  which  were 
legally  cast  for  the  contestee  and  should  be  counted  for  him  and  added  to 
the  above  total  votes  counted  by  said  majority  members.  That  under  the 
same  rule  there  were  two  votes  which  should  be  counted  and  added  to  the 
total  counted  for  the  contestant  which  have  the  name  of  the  contestee  erased 
by  pencil  lines  drawn  through  the^same  and  rejected  by  the  majority  of  the 
sub-committee.  This  item  alone  shows  a  net  loss  of  35  votes  for  the  contestee 
&nd  which  alone  is  sufficient  to  show  his  election. 

We  further  find  that  said  majority  members  of  the  sub-committee  rejected 
95  ballots  which  were  legally  cast  for  the  contestee  and  which  should  be 
added  to  the  number  above  counted  for  him  on  account  of  a  cross  appearing 
before  the  names  of  the  presidential  candidates  on  said  ballots  and  to  the 
left  of  said  candidates,  and  that  38  ballots  which  were  cast  for  the  con- 
testant were  rejected  by  said  majority  members  for  the  same  reason  and 
that  the  same  should  be  counted  for  the  contestant.  That  said  action  by 
said  sub-committee  In  so  rejecting  said  ballot  was  arbitrary  and  without 
any  authority  of  law  and  in  opposition  to  the  repeated  holdings  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  this  State  and  was  done  during  the  third  count  by  said  sub- 
committee and  after  they  had  first  discovered  from  an  examination  of  all  of 
said  ballots  how  the  rule  would  effect  the  parties  hereto.  This  item  alone 
shows  a  net  loss  of  57  votes  for  the  contestee  and  which  is  sufficient  to  in- 
sure his  election. 

We  further  find  that  the  majority  of  said  sub-committee  rejected  76  bal- 
lots which  were  legally  cast  for  the  contestee  and  41  ballots  which  were 
legally  cast  for  the  contestant  because  the  voter  had  placed  the  figure  "3" 
or  the  figure  "1%"  or  the  figure  "1"  in  the  square  at  the  left  of  the  name 
of  some  of  the  candidates  for  representative  to  the  General  Assembly,  voted 
for  at  said  election.  We  find  that  said  ballots  so  rejected  should  be  counted 
respectively  for  the  contestee  and  contestant  and  that  the  action  of  the  ma- 
jority members  of  said  sub-committee  is  arbitrary  and  without  any  authority 
of  law  and  is  in  direct  contradiction  to  the  action  of  said  sub-committee  in 
counting  other  ballots  respectively  for  the  contestant  and  contestee  which 
had  the  figure  "3"  or  some  other  figure  indicating  the  intention  of  the 
voter  to  vote  the  number  of  votes  for  a  candidate  for  representative  outside 
of  the  square  opposite  to  the  names  of  said  candidates  and  is  also  opposed 
to  the  holdings  of  our  Supreme  Court  as  laid  down  in  numerous  decisions,, 
and  the  action  was  adopted  after  said  ballots  had  been  exposed  and  it  was 
known  how  the  counting  of  said  ballots  would  affect  the  parties  hereto 
respectively,  and  which  item  shows  a  net  loss  of  35  votes  for  the  contestee 
and  which  alone  is  sufficient  to  overcome  the  plurality  of  16  votes  for  the 
contestant. 

We  further  find  that  there  were  29  other  votes  rejected  by  said  majority 
members  which  were  legally  cast  and  should  be  counted  for  the  contestee. 

We  further  find  that  there  were  41  other  votes  which  said  majority  mem- 
bers counted  for  the  contestant  which  should  be  rejected. 

We  further  find  that  there  were  other  ballots  counted  for  the  contestant 
which  should  have  been  counted  for  the  contestee  and  that  there  were  other 
ballots  which  should  have  been  counted  for  the  contestee  and  other  ballots 
which  should  be  deducted  from  the  amount  given  to  the  contestant. 

We  further  find  that  the  contestee  was  elected  to  said  office  by  a  plurality 
of  over  111  votes  as  against  said  contestant. 

We  further  find  and  report  that  the  majority  members  refused  to  lay  aside 
at  the  request  of  the  contestee  and  your  minority  members  ballots  belonging 
to  the  contestee  which  were  rejected  and  ballots  which  were  counted  for  con- 
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testant  illegally  for  the  consideration  of  the  general  Committee  on  Elections 
but  mixed  said  ballots  in  with  other  ballots  and  have  failed  to  keep  said 
ballots  separately  by  election  precincts  as  cast  as  is  provided  by  law  and  as 
was  originally  done  and  the  same  are  now  in  a  largely  mixed  and  confused 
mass  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  recount  said  1,324  ballots. 

We  find  that  said  majority  members  counted 'ballots  which  were  found  in 
envelopes  which*  were  sealed  and  marked  "Objected-to  ballots"  without  any 
evidence  that  said  ballots  had  been  legally  cast  at  said  election. 

We  further  find  that  the  majority  members  of  said  sub-committee  denies 
the  request  of  the  contestee  and  tl^e  minority  members  of  said  sub-com- 
mittee to  make  a  proper  and  full  record  of  ballots  which  were  objected  to 
and  the  chairman  of  said  sub-committee  announced  to  the  said  contestee 
that  they  could  keep  their  own  records  of  such  votes  as  they  desired  and 
make  whatever  report  therefrom  they  deemed  advisable. 

Your  undersigned  minority  members  of  the  sub-committee  on  elections 
therefore  respectfully  request  the  general  Committee  on  Elections  to  re- 
count the  said  441  ballots  heretofore  referred  to  as  rejected  ballots  and 
count  said  ballots  for  either  the  contestant  or  the  contestee  as  the  intention 
of  the  voter  would  indicate  and  that  each  ballot  be  so  counted  unless  it  is 
otherwise  illegal  or  void,  and  that  your  committee  have  brought  before 
them  the  other  ballots  herein  charged  to  have  been  counted  for  the  con- 
testant where  they  should  have  been  counted  for  the  contestee  and  the  other 
ballots  which  were  erroneously  counted  for  the  contestant  and  that  the 
work  of  the  sub-committee  in  that  respect  and  in  all  other  respects  where 
the  same  is  subject  to  objections  be  by  this  general  committee  reviewed  and 
that  you  declare  the  contestee  entitled  to  his  seat  plainly  shown  by  the 
ballots  rejected  as  aforesaid  and  which  should  under  every  principle  of  law 
and  fairness  to  the  voter  be  counted.

Whereas,  There  is  a  large  amount  of  overflowed  and  waste  land  in  its 
present  condition  along  the  Kaskaskia,  Embarrass,  Little  Wabash  and  Sanga- 
mon Rivers  and  their  tributaries  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
which^  by  combined  and  judicious  management  might  be  redeemed  from  over- 
flow and  become  the  most  fertile  and  productive  part  of  the  State,  and  made 
more  sanitary,  and, 

Whebeas,  The  citizens  along  these  several  streams  are  desirous  of  pro- 
curing such  legislation  as  will  enable  the  owners  of  the  lands  adjacent  to 
these  rivers  to  improve  the  same,  and, 

Whereas,  Unless  these  improvements  are  made  from  the  outlet  to  their 
heads  the  improvements  cannot  be  successfully  and  judiciously  made  any-

That  any  two  or  more  counties,  or  any  two  or  more  cities,  interested  in  the 
improvement  of  these  streams,  be  requested  to  organize  in  their  respective 
counties,  and  upon  these  respective  streams,  and  appoint  such  committees  as 
may  be  deemed  advisable  in  the  premises,  to  make  an  investigation  of  the 
situation  along  these  respective  streams,  and  make  an  estimate  of  what  im- 
provements could  be  judiciously  made,  and  where  required  to  be  made,  and 
the  probable  expense  of  making  the  same,  and  tabulate  their  respective  work 
in  such  particulars,  and  prepare  a  statement  to  be  submitted  to  the  next 
General  Assembly,  respecting  the  proposed  improvements,  and  what  legisla- 
tion, in  their  judgment  is  necessary  to  bring  about  the  desired  result;  that 
such  committees  be  authorized  to  make  these  respective  investigations  at  their 
own  expense  and  submit  the  same  to  the  next  legislature  through  their  re- 
spective Representatives  and  Senators;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Assembly  recommend  that  the  respective  boards 
of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties  interested,  and  the  city  councils  inter- 
ested, in  this  work,  make  reasonable  appropriations  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
these  various  committees. 

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Chafee,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  foregoing  resolution  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and 
adopted.

Section  1.  No  assignment  of  wages  or  salary  of  any  person  shall  be  valid, 
so  as  to  vest  in  ths  assignee  any  beneficial  interest,  either  at  law  or  in  equity, 
unless  such  assignment  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  assignor  and  ac- 
knowledged in  person  by  the  assignor  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  and  for 
the  township  in  which  the  assignor  resides,  and  entered  by  such  Justice  upon 
his  docket,  and  unless  within  three  days  from  the  date  of  the  execution  and 
acknowledgment  of  such  assignment,  a  true  and  complete  copy  of  said  assign- 
ment and  of  the  certificate  of  its  acknowledgment  shall  be  served  upon  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation  from  whom  such  wages  or  salary  is  due  or  is  to 
become  due,  in  the  same  manner  thsrt  the  summons  in  chancery  is  now  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  served;  provided,  further,  that  no  assignment  of  wages 
or  salary  by  a  married  person  shall  be  valid  unless  the  same  is  also  executed 
and  acknowledged  as  above,  by  the  assignor's  wife  or  husband,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

Section  2.  The  term  ''assignment"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  include  every 
assignment,  transfer,  sale,  pledge,  mortgage  or  hypothecation,  however  made 
or  attempted,  of  the  wages  or  salary  of  any  person,  or  of  any  interest  therein. 

Section  3.  Whenever  any  assignment  of  the  wages  or  salary  of  any  i^rson 
or  persons,  9hall  be  given  as  security  for  a  loan  tainted  with  usury,  or  shall  be 
given  to  secure  the  payment  or  fulfilment  of  a  usurious  contract,  such  assign- 
ment shall  be  absolutely  void. 

Section  4.  Every  assignment  of  wages  to  be  earned  in  whole  or  in  part 
more  than  six  (6)  months  from  and  after  the  making  of  such  assignment 
shall  be  absolutely  void. 

Section  5.  Whenever  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  bring  or  threaten 
to  bring  any  action  or  suit  to  enforce  any  asslgnnvent  of  wages  or  salary  which 
has  not  been  duly  executed,  acknowledged  and  served  upon  the  employer  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  which  is  declared  invalid  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  courts  of  equity  shall  have  full  power,  upon  the  ap- 
plication either  of  the  assignor  of  such  wages  or  salary,  or  of  the  person,  firm 
or  corporation  from  whom  such  wages  or  salary  is,  or  is  to  become  due,  to 
perpetually  enjoin  the  threatened  or  attempted  enforcement  of  any  such  as- 
signment, and  the  fact  that  the  complainant  has  a  complete  and  adequate 
remedy  at  law,  shall  constitute  no  defense  to  the  maintenance  of  a  suit  in 
equity  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Section  6.  The  Invalidity  of  any  portion  of  this  act  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  any  other  portion  thereof  which  can  be  given  effect  without  such 
invalid  part.

"against"  discontinuing  the  township  high  school  as  to  such  political  town. 
Within  ten  days  after  the  filing  of  a  petition  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  township  treasurer  to  post  the  notices  for  an  election  to  be  held 
according  to  the  prayer  of  such  petition.  And  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
at  such  election  shall  be  for  discontinuing  the  township  high  school  as  to 
such  political  town  the  same  shall  be  discontinued  as  to  such  political  town 
and  such  political  town  shall  be  relieved  from  further  assessment  of  taxes 
for  the  maintenance  of  said  township  high  school:  Provided,  that  no  such 
political  town  shall  be  relieved  from  payment  of  bonds  and  interest  thereon 
which  may  have  been  issued  for  payment  of  school  buildings."

street  car  companies  prosecuting  the  case  have  expended  150,000  in  securing 
the  conviction  of  this  young  woman;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  same  editorial,  it  is  claimed  that  the  said  Inga  Hansen 
is  paralyzed  and  absolutely  helpless,  and  that  the  best  element  of  her  com- 
patriots in  the  City  of  Chicago  believe  her  innocent;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  that  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  put  in 
motion  all  the  powerful  machinery  of  the  State  at  his  disposal,  to  secure  such 
report  or  reports  in  this  case  as  he  may  deem  proper,  and  if,  in  his  judgment, 
the  case  will  warrant  it,  to  use  the  power  granted  to  him  by  section  13, of 
article  5,  of  the  Constitution  of  Illinois,  to  prevent  the  sending  to  the  peni- 
tentiary of  the  said  Inga  Hansen,  and  to  grant  to  her  a  complete  pardon,  with 
restoration  of  all  her  civil  rights.

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  that  His  Bxcellency,  the 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  put  in 
motion  all  the  powerful  machinery  of  the  State  at  his  disposal,  to  secure  such 
report  or  reports  in  this  case  as  he  may  deem  proper,  and  if,  in  his  Judgment, 
the  case  will  warrant  it,  to  use  the  power  granted  to  him  by  section  13  of 
article  5,  of  the  Constitution  of  Illinois,  to  prevent  the  sending  to  the  peni- 
tentiary of  the  said  Inga  Hansen,  and  to  grant  to  her  a  complete  pardon,  with 
restoration  of  all  her  civil  rights.

1901), 
the  result  of  such  vote,  (if  there  be  a  majority,  as  hereinafter  provided) 
shall  be  obligatory  and  binding  upon  the  officers  of  such  city,  Incorporated 
town  or  village,  and  If  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  the  election  at 
which  the  question  is  considered  shall  be  "against"  licensing  dramshops, 
it  shall  thereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  officer  thereof  to  issue,  or  attempt 
to  issue  any  license  to  keep  a  dramshop  therein  until  the  result  of  such  vote 
shall  be  reversed  upon  a  like  submission  of  such  question  at  a  subsequent 
regular  municipal  election  in  such  city,  incorporated  town  or  village.  If  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  shall  be  "for"  licensing  dram- 
shops, then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  officers  of  such  city,  incor- 
porated town  or  village,  to  pass  any  necessary  ordinances  therefor  and  issue 
such  licenses  as  now  provided  by  law.  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act 
contained  shall  be  held  or  construed  to  repeal,  annul  or  afTect,  any  existing 
statutory  prohibition  against  the  issuance  of  licenses  for  dramshops  within 
any  specified  territory  within  this  State,  nor  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions 
of  any  statute  or  ordinance  providing  for  the  annexation  to  any  city  in  this 
State  of  any  territory,  in  which  the  issuance  of  licenses  for  dramshops  was 
prohibited. 

Section  2.  Any  officer  of  any  city,  incorporated  town  or  village,  who  shall 
omit  to  do  anything  directed  or  required  of  him  by  any  of  the  terms  of  this 
act,  or  who  shall  do  anything  declared  by  this  act  to  be  unlawful,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  and  may  be  re- 
moved from  his  office. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dunlap,  the  further  consideration  of  the  bill  and 
pending  amendment  w^as  postponed  to  and  made  the  special  order  for 
Wednesday,  April  12,  1905,  immediately  after  the  preceding  special 
orders. 

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  McKenzie,  Senate  Bill  No.

Was  taken  up  and  read  at  large  a  first  time,  ordered  printed,  and. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Campbell,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary. 

Introduction  of  Bills. 

Mr.  Hjughes  introduced  a  bill,  Senate  Bill  No.  464,  for  "An  Act  to 
amend  artifjle  2,  of  an  act  entitled,  'An  Act  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
system  of  free,  schools,'  aproved  and  in  force,  May  21, 1889," 

Which  was  read  at  large  a  first  time,  ordered  printed,  and  on  motioii 
of  Mr.  Hughes  was  i*eferred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

By  unanimo.W3  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Chaf  ee.  Senate  Bill  No.  449, 
a  bill  for  "An  Act  to  amend  an  act  concerning  circuit  courts  and  to  fix 
the  time -for  holding  the  same  in  the  several  counties  in  the  fourth 
judicial  circuit  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  exclusive  of  the  County  of  Cook, 
approved  May  24,  1879,  in  force  July  1,  1879," 

Having  been  printed  was  taken  up  and  read  at  large  a  second  time. 

Mr,  C-hafee  offered  the  following  amendments  to  the  bill,  which  were 
adopted : 

Strike  out  title  of  bill  and  Insert  the  following: 

A  bill  for  an  act  to  amend  section  five  (5)  of  an  act  entitled,  "An  Act  to 
^mend  an  act  concerning  circuit  courts,  and  to  fix  the  time  for  holding  the 
same  In  the  several  counties  In  the  judicial  circuits  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
exclusive  of  the  County  of  Cook,"  approved  May  24,  1879,  in  force  July  1, 
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1879,  approved  June  11,  1897,  in  force  July  1 ,  1897,  and  as  further  amended 
May  13,  1903,  in  force  July  1,  1903,  and  as  further  amended  by  act  approved 
April  7,  1905. 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following: 

That  section  five  (5)  of  an  act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  amend  an  act  concerning 
circuit  courts,  and  to  fix  the  time  for  holding  same  in  the  several  counties  In 
the  judicial  circuits  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  exclusive  of  the  County  of  Cook," 
approved  May  24,  1879,  in  force  July  1,  1879,  as  amended  June  11,  1897,  in 
force  July  1,  1897,  and  as  further  amended  May  13,  1903,  in  force  July  1,  1903, 
and  as  further  amended  by  act  aproved  April  7,  1905,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

(Section  5.  Fourth  District.)  In  the  county  of  Marion  on  the  second 
Monday  of  January  and  the  fourth  Mondays  of  April  and  September:  Pr<y 
vided.  That  no  grand  jury  shall  be  summoned  for  the  January  term  of 
Marion  County;  in  the  county  of  Clinton  on  the  second  Mondays  of  May  and 
November;  in  the  county  of  Clay  on  the  second  Mondays  of  March  and 
September;  In  the  county  of  Fayette  on  the  second  Mondays  of  February  and 
May  and  the  fourth  Monday  of  August;  In  the  county  of  Effingham  on  the 
third  Mondays  of  March  and  October;  in  the  county  of  Jasper  on  the  second 
Monday  of  April  and  the  first  Monday  of  October;  in  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery on  the  third  Monday  of  January  and  the  first  Mondays  of  April  and 
November;  in  the  county  of  Shelby  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  March  and  the 
first  Monday  of  June  and  the  second  Monday  of  November;  in  the  county  of 
Christian  on  the  second  Monday  of  March  and  fourth  Mondays  of  August  and 
November:  Provided,  The  June  term  in  Shelby  county  shall  have  no  juries 
summoned,  and  shall  be  for  chancery  only  and  such  common  law  4nd 
criminal  cases  as  may  be  tried  by  consent  without  jury. 

The  question  then  being,  "Shall  the  bill  as  amended,  be  engrossed  and 
printed  for  a  third  reading?"  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Special  Orders. 

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Chafee,  the  consideration  of 
the  special  order  for  today  being  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Elec- 
tions made  to  the  Senate  March  23,  1905,  on  the  Putnam-Sucher  contest 
for  Senator  from  the  '18th  District,  was  postponed  to  and  made  the 
special  order  for  Thursday,  April  20,  1905,  iri^mediately  after  the  daily 
order  of  business. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  announced  the  special  order  for  this  hour 
to  be  the  consideration  of  Senate  Bill  No.  338,  a  bill  for  "An  Act  to 
provide  for  local  option  territory  in  cities,  towns  and  villages,'*  which 
was  recalled  from,  the  order-  of  third  reading  to  the  order  of  second  read- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  amendment,  April  11,  1905,  together  with  the 
following  amendment  thereto,  offered  by  Mr.  Townsend,  April  11,  1905 : 

Amend  Senate  Bill  No.  338  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clauito 
and  inserting  the  following: 

That '  whenever  the  question  of  licensing  dramshops  shall  be  submitted  at 
any  regular  municipal  election  therein  to  the  voters  of  ainy  ctty,  incorporated 
town  or  village,  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled,  "An  Act  providing 
for  an  expression  of  opinion  by  electors  on  questions  of  public  policy  at  any 
general  or  special  election.*'  approved  May  11,  1901,  in  force  July  1,  1901, 
the  result  of  such  vote  (If  there  be  a  majority,  as  hereinafter  provided) 
shall  be  obligatory  and  binding  upon  the  officers  of  such  city.  Incorporated 
town  or  village,  and,  if  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  the  election  at 
which  the  question  is  considered  shall  be  "against"  licensing  dramshops,  it 
shall  thereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  officer  thereof  to  issue,  or  attempt  to 
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issue,  any  license  to  keep  a  dramshop  therein  until  the  result  of  such  vote 
shall  be  reversed  upon  a  like  submission  of  such  question  at  a  subsequent 
regular  municipal  election  in  such  city,  incorporated  town  or  village.  If 
a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  shall  be  "for"  Uoensing 
dramshops,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  ol&cers  of  such  city,  in- 
corporated town  or  village,  to  pass  any  necessary  ordinances  therefor,  and 
issue  such  licenses  as  now  provided  by  law:  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this 
act  contained  shall  be  held  or  construed  to  appeal,  annul  or  aftect  any 
existing  statutory  prohibition  against  the  issuing  of  licenses  for  dramshops 
within  any  specified  territory  within  this  State,  nor  any  of  the  terms  or 
conditions  of  any  statute  or  ordinance  providing  for  the  annexation  to, any 
city  in  this  State  of  any  territory,  in  which  the  issuance  of  licenses  for 
dramshops  was  prohibited. 

Section  2.  Any  officer  of  any  city,  incorporated  town  or  village,  who  shall 
omit  to  do  anything  directed  or  required  of  him  by  any  of  the  terms  of  this 
act,  or  who  shall  do  anything  declared  by  this  act  to  be  unlawful,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  (1500.00)  and  may  be  re- 
moved from  his  office. 

Mr.  Parker  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  for  the  foregoing 

amendment:     Strike  out  all  after  word  "for*'  in  title  and  insert  the 

following: 

The  creation  by  popular  vote  of  Anti-Saloon  Territory,  within  which  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  prohibited  and  for  the  abolition  by  like 
means  of  territory  so  created. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  represented 
in  the  General  Assembly:  The  words  anVl  phrases  mentioned  in  this  section 
as  used  in  this  act  and  in  proceedings  pursuant  hereto,  shall,  unless  the 
same  be  inconsistent  with  the  context,  be  construed  as  follows: 

"Anti-Saloon  Territory"  shall  mean  all  territory  within  the  limits  of  any 
town,  city,  village  or  ward  in  this  State  in  which,  through  the  action  of  the 
legal  voters  therein  as  provided  by  this  act,  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor, 
except  as  herein  provided,  is  prohibited. 

"Town"  shall  include  towns  in  counties  under  township  organization,  and 
incorporated  towns. 

"Political  subdivision"  shall  mean  the  phrase  "town,  city,  village  or  ward." 

"District"  shall  mean  territory  in  which  after  the  same  has  become  Anti- 
Saloon  Territory  the  limits  of  the  political  subdivision  have  been  changed. 

In  the  phrase  "Shall  this become  Anti-Saloon  Territory?"  the  proper 

word,  whether  "town,"  "city,"  "village"  or  "ward,"  shall  be  understood  to 

be  inserted  in  the  blank (here  insert  the  numbers)  of  this  ward 

become  Anti-Saloon  Territory?"  and  the  same  shall  be  inserted  in  the  peti- 
tions filed  by  and  the  ballots  prepared  for  the  voters  of  any  town,  city, 
village  or  ward. 

"Said  proposition"  shall  mean  the  proposition,  "Shall  this (town, 

city,  village  or  ward,  as  the  case  may  be)  become  Anti-Saloon  Territory?" 

"Clerk"  shall  mean,  with  reference  to  towns,  cities  and  villages,  the 
town,  city  or  village  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be;  and  with  reference  to  wards 
it  shall  mean  the  city  clerk;  and  it  shall  mean  the  board  of  election  com- 
missioners of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  in  this  State  in  which 
there  now  is  or  may  hereafter  be  a  board  of  election  commissioners,  and 
in  the  provisions  of  this  act  applicable  to  or  within  any  such  city,  village 
or  incorporated  town,  "legal  voter"  shall  mean  a  duly  registered  legal 
voter. 

"Election"  shall  mean,  in  towns,  cities  and  villages,  an  election  at  a  time 
fixed  by  law  for  choosing  town,  city  or  village  officers,  as  the  case  may  be, 
in  wards  it  shall  mean  an  election  at  a  time  fixed  by  law  for  choosing  alder- 
men or  other  city  officers,  and  in  no  case  shall  it  mean  a  special  election  to 
fill  a  vacancy.

"Intoxicating  liquor"  shall  include  all  (listilled,  spirituous,  vinous,  fer- 
mented and  malt  liquors. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  filing  in  the  ofllce  of  the  clerk  at  least  sixty  days 
before  an  election  of  a  petition  as  in  this  act  provided,  directed  to  such  clerk, 
containing  the  signatures  of  legal  voters  of  any  political  subdivision  in 
number  not  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  total  vote  cast  in  such  political 
subdivision  at  the  last  election  therein,  to  submit  to  the  yoters  of  such  po- 
litical subdivision   the   proposition,    "Shall   this become   Anti-Saloon 

Ttrritory?"  said  proposition  shall  be  submitted  at  such  election,  as  in  this 
act  provided,  to  the  legal  voters  of  such  political  subdivision,  and  if  a  ma- 
jority of  the  legal  voters  voting  upon  said  proposition  shall  vote  "Yes," 
such  political  subdivision  shall  be  come  Anti-Saloon  Territory.

Section  4.  A  petition  for  submission  of  said  proposition  shall  be  in  sub- 
stantially the  following  form:

Such  petition  shall  consist  of  sheets  having  such  form  printed  or  written 
at  the  top  thereof  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  legal  voters  in  their  own  proper 
persons  only,  and  opposite  the  signature  of  each  legal  voter  his  residence 
address  shall  be  written  (and  in  cities  having  a  population  of  over  ten 
thousand  by  the  then  last  preceding  census  of  the  United  States  the  street 
and  number  of  such  residence  shall  be  written),  and  the  date  of  signing  the 
same.  No  signature  shall  be  valid  or  be  counted  Ia  considering  such  petition 
unless  these  requirements  are  complied  with  and  unless  the  date  of  signing 
is  less  than  six  months  preceding  the  date  of  filing  the  same.  At  the  bottom 
of  each  sheet  of  such  petition  shall  be  added  a  statement,  signed  by  a  resident 
of  the  county  in  which  the  signers  thereof  reside,  stating  his  residence  ad- 
dress (and  in  cities  having  a  population  of  ovsr  ten  thousand  by  the  then 
last  preceding  census  of  the  United  States,  stating  the  street  and  street  num- 
ber of  such  residence),  that  the  signatures  on  that  sheet  of  the  said  petition 
are  genuine,  and  that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief  the  persons 
so  signing  were  at  the  time  of  signing  said  petition  legal  voters  (and,  in 
cities,  villages  and  incorporated  towns  in  which  voters  are  or  may  be  required 
to  be  registered,  that  they  were  at  the  time  of  signing  said  petition  duly 
registered  legal  voters)  of  the  said  town,  city,  village  or  ward,  as  the  case 
may  be;  that  their  respective  residences  are  correctly  stated  therein  and 
that  each  signer  signed  the  same  on  the  date  set  opposite  his  name.  Such 
statement  shall  be  sworn  to  before  some  officer  residing  in  the  county  where 
such  legal  voters  reside,  authorized  to  administer  oaths  therein.  Such  peti- 
tion, so  verified,  or  a  copy  thereof,  duly  certified  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  signatures,  statement  of  residence  and  dates 
upon  such  petition  are  genuine  and  true  and  that  the  persons  signing  the 
same  are  legal  voters  of  the  political  subdivision  named.  Such  sheets  shall 
be  fastened  together  in  one  document,  filed  as  a  whole  and  when  filed  shall 
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not  be  withdrawn  or  added  to.  No  signature  shall  be  revoked  except  by  a 
revocation  filed  with  the  clerk  with  whom  the  petition  Is  required  to  be  filed 
and  before  the  filing  of  such  petition.  Upon  the  request  of  anyone  filing  such 
a  petition  and  verified  statement  and  paying  or  tendering  to  the  clerk  one 
dollar  for  each  one  hundred  names,  or  fraction  thereof,  signed  thereto,  to- 
gether with  a  copy  thereof,  the  clerk  shall  immediately  compare  the  original 
and  copy  and  issue  to  such  person  an  official  certificate  that  such  copy  is  a 
true  copy  of  the  original,  stating  the  day  when  such  ori^nal  was  filed  in  his 
office.  Whoever  in  making  the  sworn  statement  above  priescrlbed  shall  know- 
ingly, wilfully  and  corruptly  swear  falsely  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury 
and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  accordingly.  Whoever  forges 
any  name  of  a, signer  upon  any  petition  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  forgery 
and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Section  5.  The  clerk  with  whom  any  petition  shall  be  filed  as  provided  in 
this  act  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given,  in  the  manner  provided  hy  law  for 
giving  notice  of  an  election,  of  the  submission  of  said  proposition  at  the  next 
election  to  the  voters  of  the  political  subdivision  named  in  such  petition. 
Publication  of  the  submission  of  said  proposition  to  the  voters  of  such  politi- 
cal subdivision  shall  likewise  be  made  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the 
publication  of  the  list  of  nominations  to  be  voted  for  at  an  election :  Provided, 
that  the  failure  of  such  clerk  to  cause  such  notice  to  be  given,  or  the  failure 
to  make  publication  of  the  submission  of  said  proposition  as  above  provided, 
shall  not  afTect  the  validity  or  binding  force  of  the  vote  upon  said  proposition. 

Section  6.  The  clerk  with  whom  any  petition  shall  be  filed  as  provided  by 
this  act  shall  cause  said  proposition  to  be  plainly  printed  after  the  list  of 
candidates  upon  all  the  ballots  to  be  used  in  the  election  of  officers  at  the 
next  election  in  the  political  subdivision    named  in  such  petition,  as  follows:

At  the  canvass  of  the  ballots  in  each  polling  place  where  said  proposition 
is  submitted,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  election  to  admit  to  the  room 
one  legal  voter  selected  by  the  persons  managing  the  interests  of  those  In 
favor  of  and  one  selected  by  the  persons  managing  the  interests  of  those 
opposed  to  said  proposition  at  such  i)olling  place,  provided  such  legal  voters 
shall  be  of  good  character  and  sober  and  shall  in  no  wise  interfere  with 
such  canvass,  as  special  watchers  of  such  canvafts,  and  said  judges  and  the 
police  officers  and  other  officers  of  the  law  shall  protect  such  watchers  and 
see  that  they  are  not  excluded  and  at  the  time  of  such  canvass  of  the  ballots 
cast  upon  said  proposition,  such  watchers  shall  be  entitled  to  a  position  where 
they  can  plainly  see  and  read  each  ballot  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
judges  to  protect  them  in  such  position.  Wherever  any  other  method  of 
taking  and  recording  votes  at  elections  than  by  means  of  printed  ballots  is 
provided  by  law  the  procedure  for  taking  atid  recording  the  votes  upon  said 
proposition  may  conform  to  the  method  so  provided. 

Section  7.  The  clerk  shall  record  in  a  well  bound  book,  to  be  kept  In  his 
office  by  himself  and  his  successors,  the  result  of  the  vote  upon  said  proposi- 
tion and  such  result  may  be  proven  in  all  cour1:s  and  In  all  proceedings  by 
such  record  or  by  the  official  certificate  of  the  clerk,  and  in  case  where  such 
a  record  or  certificate  shows  that  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  voting  upon 
said  proposition  voted  "Yes"  the  same  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that 
the  political  subdivision  to  which  such  vote  was  applicable  has  become 
Anti-Saloon  Territory. 
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Section  8.  All  the  territory  within  any  political  subdivision  which  has  be- 
come Anti-Saloon  Territory  shall  continue  to  be  Anti-Saloon  Territory 
throughout  its  entire  extent,  notwithstanding  any  change  which  may  be 
made  in  the  limits  of  any  such  political  subdiyision,  until  the  legal  voters 
thereof  have  voted,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  reverse  the 
vote  creating  Anti-Saloon  Territory  and  the  following  section  shall  be  con- 
strued in  harmony  herewith.  In  all  Anti-Saloon  Territory,  during  the  time 
that  it  remains  Anti-Saloon  Territory,  the  operation  of  all  resolutions  and 
ordinances  providing  for  the  restriction,  regulation  or  prohibition  of  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  or  for  the  issuing  of  dram-shop  licenses,  within 
any  portion  of  such  territory,  shall  be  suspended  within  such  territory. 

Section  9.  Upon  the  filing  in  the  office  of  the  clerk,  at  least  sixty  days  be- 
fore an  election  in  any  political  subdivision,  of  a  petition  directed  to  such 
clerk,  containing  the  signatures  of  legal  voters  of  an  Anti-Saloon  Territory 
or  district.  In  number  not  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  total  vote  cast  therein 
at  the  last  election,  to  submit  to  the  voters  thereof  the  proposition  "Shall  this 
political  subdivision  (or  district)  reverse  its  vote  creating  Anti-Saloon  Terri- 
tory?" (provided  such  petition  corresponds  in  all  other  respects  with  the  peti- 
tion in  this  act  before  described)  such  proposition  shall  be  submitted  at 
such  election  to  the  voters  of  such  political  subdivision  or  territory;  and  the 
provisions  of  sections  one  (1),  four  (4),  five  (5),  six  (6)  and  seven  (7)  of 
this  act  shall  apply  in  all  respects,  so  far  as  applicable,  to  the  proposition 
**Shall  this  political  subdivision  or  territory  reverse  its  vote  creating  Anti- 
Saloon  Territory?",  to  the  submission  of  such  proposition  to  such  voters,  to 
the  petition  therefor,  to  the  recording  of  the  vote  thereon  and  to  the  proof 
and  evidence  of  the  petition  and  vote,  except  that  in  a  district  such  proposi- 
tion shall  be  submitted  by  separate  ballot.  If  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters 
voting  upon  such  last  mentioned  proposition  in  any  such  political  subdivision 
or  district  vote  "Yes,"  such  political  subdivision  or  district  shall  cease  to  be 
Anti-Saloon  Territory,  and  ^11  resolutions  and  ordinances  providing  for  the 
restriction,  regulation  or  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  or  for 
the  issuing  of  dram-shop  licenses  the  operation  of  which  was  suspended 
within  such  political  subdivision  or  district  by  virtue  of  the  vote  therein  to 
become  Anti-Saloon  Territory,  so  far  as  then  in  force  and  with  all  additions 
and  amendments  which  in  the  meantime  may  have  been  made  thereto,  shall 
become  and  be  in  force  within  said  political  subdivision  or  district  to  the 
same  extent,  only,  however,  as  the  same  would  then  be  in  force  had  such 
political  subdivision  or  district  never  become  Anti-Saloon  Territory.  The 
petition  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  be  a  public  document  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  public. 

Section  10.    A  vote  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  and  for  any  political 

subdivision  upon  the  proposition  "Shall  this become  Anti-Saloon 

Territory?"  or  in  and  for  any  political  subdivision  or  district  upon  the  pro- 
position "Shall  this or  district  reverse  its  vote  creating  Anti-Saloon 

Territory?"  shall  be  a  bar  to  the  submission  to  the  voters  thereof  of  either 
of  such  propositions  as  applied  to  that  identical  political  subdivision  or  dis- 
trict only,  until  after  the  lapse  of  eighteen  months. 

Section  11.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  grant  or  Issue,  or  cause  to  be  granted 
or  issued,  a  license  to  keep  a  dram-shop  or  to  sell  intoxicating  liquor  in  any 
quantity  whatever  within  the  limits  of  any  political  subdivision  or  district 
in  this  State  while  the  same  is  Anti-Saloon  Territory,  and  if  any  such  license 
be  granted  or  issued  in  violation  hereof  the  same  shall  be  void. 

Section  12.  Whoever  shall,  by  himself  or  sinother,  either  as  principal,  clerk 
or  servant,  directly  or  indirectly,  sell,  barter  or  exchange  any  intoxicating 
liquor  in  any  quantity  whatever,  within  the  limits  of  any  political  subdivision 
or  district  in  this  State,  while  the  same  is  Anti-Saloon  Territory,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  nof 
more  than  thirty  (30)  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
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If  any  person  shall  be  convicted  of  violating  any  provision  of  this  section 
and  shall  subsequently  violate  any  provision  of  this  section  he  shall  upon 
conviction  thereof  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  (50)  dollars  nor  more  than  twa 
hundred  (200)  dollars  and  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  for  not  less  than 
ten  (10)  days  nor  more  than  thirty  (30)  days.  And  in  like  manner,  if  he 
shall  subsequently  violate  any  provision  of  this  section,  for  such  tliird  and 
each  subsequent  violation  he  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  fined  not  less 
than  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  and 
imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  nor  more 
than  ninety  (90)  days. 

Section  13.  The  giving  away  or  delivery  of  any  intoxicating  liquor  for 
the  purpose  of  evading  any  provision  of  this  act,  or  the  taking  of  orders  or  the 
making  of  agreements,  at  or  within  any  political  subdivision  or  district 
while  the  same  is  Anti-Saloon  Territory,  for  the  sale  or  delivery  of  any 
intoxicating  liquor,  or  other  shift  or  device  to  evade  any  provision  of  this  act, 
shall  be  held  to  be  an  unlawful  selling. 

Section  14.  All  places  where  intoxicating  liquor  is  sold  in  violation  of  any 
provision  of  this  act,  shall  be  taken  and  held  and  are  declared  to  be  common 
nuisances  and  may  be  abated  as  such;  and  whoever  shall  keep  any  such  place, 
by  himself  or  his  agent  or  servant,  shall,  for  each  ofTense,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  (50)  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars  and  confined  in  the  county  Jail  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  days 
nor  more  than  fifty  (50)  days,  and  it  shall  be  a  part  of  the  Judgment,  upon 
the  conviction  of  the  keeper,  that  the  place  where  liquor  is  found  to  have 
been  sold  contrary  to  this  act,  be  shut  up  and  abated  until  the  keeper  shall 
give  bond,  with  sufficient  security  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  in  the  penal 
sum  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars,  payable  to  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  conditioned  that  he  will  not  sell  intoxicating  liquors  contrary  to 
the  laws  of  this  State,  and  will  pay  all  fines,  costs  and  damages  assessed 
against  him  for  any  violation  thereof;  and  in  case  of  a  violation  of  the 
condition  of  such  bond,  suit  may  be  brought  and  recovery  had  thereon  for  the 
use  of  the  county,  city,  town  or  village  for  any  fine  or  fines  that  may  be 
assessed  against  him  under  this  act. 

Section  15.  Any  clerk  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  or  fall  to  discharge 
any  duty  imposed  by  this  act,  and  anyone  who  signs  a  petition  provided  for 
in  this  act  knowing  he  is  not  qualified  to  do  so,  or  who  files  with  the  clerk 
an/  such  petition  or  any  sheet  or  other  part  thereof  knowing  that  it  contains 
the  signature  of  a  person  not  qualified  to  sign  the  same,  or  who  receives* 
requests  or  demands  or  gives,  offers  or  promises  any  reward  for  the  signing 
or  the  refraining  from  signing  of  any  such  petition,  or  who  by  treating  or 
giving  intoxicating  liquor  or  anything  else,  or  by  threats  to  ixijure  another 
in  person  or  property,  or  by  betting  or  other  device,  either  directly  or  in- 
directly influences  or  attempts  to  influence  anyone  to  sign  or  refrain  from 
signing  any  such  petition,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  fined  not  less 
than  twenty  (20)  dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  (200)  dollars,  or  im- 
prisoned in  the  county  Jail  for  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  nor  more  than 
ninety  (90)  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  t\ie  court. 

If  any  person  shall  be  convicted  of  violating  any  provision  of  this  section 
and  shall  subsequently  violate  any  provision  of  this  section,  for  such  second 
and  each  subsequent  violation  he  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  fined  not 
less  than  twenty  (20)  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  and 
imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  for  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  nor  more  than 
ninety  (90)  days. 

Section  16.  All  offenses  defined  or  mentioned  in  this  act  may  be  prosecuted 
by  indictment  in  any  court  of  record  having  criminal  jurisdiction,  or  such 
fine  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  any  Justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
proper  county,  in  the  name  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois;  and  in 
case  of  conviction  the  offender  shall  stand  committed  to  the  county  jail  until 
the  Judgment  and  costs  are  fully  paid.

Sectloti  17.  Any  two  householders,  not  attorneys  admitted  to  practice  law 
In  this  State,  may  in  term  time  or  In  vacation  file  In  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  circuit  court  of  the  proper  county  a  petition  for  leave  to  prosecute  an 
action  or  actions  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
t0T  the  recovery  of  any  penalty  or  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  Such  petitioners  shall,  at  the  time  of  presenting 
such  petition,  enter  Into  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  hundred  (600)  dol- 
lars, with  security  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk,  conditioned  that  they  will 
cause  such  suit  or  suits  to  be  faithfully  prosecuted  to  a  conclusion  with  all 
convenient  speed  and  that  they  will  promptly  pay  all  costs  therein  and  all 
costs  which  may  be  assessed  against  them  In  the  matter  of  such  petition. 
Upon  the  filing  of  such  petition  and  such  bond  approved  as  aforesaid,  in  term 
time  the  Judge  of  the  court  shall  enter  an  order  in  accordance  with  such 
petition.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  petition  and  such  bond,  approved  as 
aforesaid,  in  vacation,  such  petitioners  may  prosecute  such  suit  or  suits  in 
accordance  with  such  petition  until  such  time  in  the  next  succeeding  term 
as  the  judge  of  the  court  shall  pass  upon  such  petition;  at  that  time  said 
Judge  shall  pass  upon  such  petition  and  shall  enter  an  order  in  accord- 
ance therewith  unless  good  reason  be  shown  to  the  contrary,  and  if  good 
reason  be  shown  to  the  contrary,  he  shall  deny  the  same  and  enter  an  order 
that  petitioners  dismiss  at  their  costs  any  suit  or  suits  which  may  in  the 
meantime  have  been  commenced.  Such  petitioners  may  name  in  their  peti- 
tion an  attorney  at  law.  duly  licensed  to  practice  law  in  this  State,  as  the 
attorney  whom  they  desire  to  employ  in  such  suit  or  suits  and  if  the  selec- 
tion of  such  attorney  is  approved  by  the  court,  and  any  fine  or  fines  shall 
be  paid  as  the  result  of  prosecuting  such  suit  or  suits,  such  court  may  allow 
out  of  the  amount  of  such  fine  or  fines  a  reasonable  compensation  for  such 
attorney  and  the  balance  of  such  fine  or  fines  shall  be  paid  into  the  school 
fund.,  Any  suit  or  suits  begun  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  except 
such  as  the  court  orders  the  petitioners  to  dismiss,  shall  not  be  dismissed 
without  the  consent  of  the  State's  Attorney  of  the  couny.  If  any  suit  begun 
by  petitioners  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  is  not  undertaken  and 
prosecuted  to  a  conclusion  in  good  faith,  and  with  all  convenient  speed, 
the  court  may  assess  against  the  petitioners  a  sum  not  less  than  five  (5) 
dollars  and  not  more  than  fifty  (50)  dollars  in  each  case,  to  be  taxed  as 
costs  of  the  proceeding  in  which  the  petition  is  filed;  otherwise  there  shall 
be  no  costs  in  such  proceeding.  In  case  of  conviction  under  this  section  the 
offender  shall  stand  committed  to  the  county  Jail  until  the  Judgment  and 
costs  are  fully  paid. 

Section  18.  In  all  prosecutions  under  this  act,  by  indictment  or  other- 
wise, it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  state  the  kind  of  liquor  sold;  nor  to  de- 
scribe the  place  where  sold;  nor  to  show  the  knowledge  of  the  principal  to 
convict  for  the  acts  of  an  agent  or  servant;  nor  to  state  the  name  of  any  per- 
son to  whom  liquor  is  sold;  nor  to  set  forth  the  facts  showing  that  the  re- 
quired number  of  legal  voters  petitioned  for  the  submission  to  the  voters 
of  said  proposition,  nor  that  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  voting  upon  said 
proposition  voted  "Yes,"  but  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  state  in  that  regard 
that  the  act  complained  of  took  place  in  an  Anti-Saloon  Territory  or  dis- 
trict. The  issuance  of  a  license  or  internal  revenue  special  tax  stamp  by 
the  United  States  to  any  person  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  person  is  selling  intoxicating  liquor. 

Section  19.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  forbid  or  prevent 
the  sale  within  Anti-Saloon  Territory  by  druggists  to  whom  i)ermits  or  li- 
censes therefor  have  been  duly  granted  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  of 
liquor  for  medicinal,  mechanical,  sacramental  and  chemical  purposes  only, 
not  to  be  drunk  upon  the  premises  under  any  circumstances,  so  long  as  such 
druggist  in  good  faith  shall  keep  a  true  and  an  exact  record  In  a  book,  which 
he  shall  provide  for  the  purpose,  of  all  sales  of  intoxicating  liquor  made 
by  him  or  in  or  about  his  place  of  business  to  all  persons  whomsoever,  show- 
ing the  date  of  each  sale,  the  name  and  address  of  each  purchaser,  the 
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-quantity  and -kind  of  liquor  and  the  purpose;  for  whioh  the  same  iS'8olii»  and 
^o  long  as  such  druggist  shall  keep  such  book  open  to  the  full  and  free  In- 
spection of  the  police  and  all  public  officers  elected  and  appointed  and  their 
deputies  and  agents  during  business  hours.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  forbid  or  prevent  the  sale  of  liquor  during  the  period  and  ao- 
:cording  to  the  terms  of  a  dramshop  or  other  municipal  license  regularly 
•issued  in  good'  faith  according  to  law  and  which  has  not  expired  at-  the 
time  that  the  vote  shall  become  operative  in  the  Anti-Saloon  Territory 
thereby  created,  or  the  sale  at  wholesale  by  a  manufacturer  who  manufac- 
tures from  the  raw  materials  of  the  product  of  his  own  manufactory  located 
within  Anti-Saloon  Territory  for  delivery  outside  the  limits  of  such  Terri- 
tory.

on  his  motion,  was  ordered  printed : 

To.  the  Benate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Tour  Joint  committee  to  visit  State  Charitable  Institutions,  submits  the 
following  report: 

Central  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Japkson villa. 

Your  committee  visited  this  institution  on  Thursday,  March  23.  In  the 
limited  time  allotted  us  we  made  as  thorough  an  investigation  as  possible. 
We  found  the  institution  in  a  splendid  condition  as  to  cleanliness  and  heard 
of  no  complaints  by  employes  or  others. 

The  building  is  the  oldest  construction  of  the  kind  in  the  State  and  of 
course  shows  evidences  of  age  by  way  of  loose  plastering  and  well  worn  floors 
in  some  portions  of  the  building.  A  great  many  of  the  stairways  are  of 
wood,  which  would  add  to  danger  in  case  of  fire.  In  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee, there  should  be  more  Are  escapes  attached  to  this  hospital. 

The  Illinois  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  was  visited  on  the  same  date, 
and  we  were  very  much  interested  in  the  work  of  the  pupils,  which  showed 
remarkable  progress,  and  also  demonstrated  the  fact  that  the  institution  is 
conducted  by  a  very  capable  force  of  instructors. 

It  is  desired  to  change  the  old  chapel  into  ten  recitation  rooms,  as  the 
same  is  not  in  use  as  a  chapel,  but  is  crudely  partitioned  off  for  temporary 
use,  and  an  appropriation  is  desired  for  said  change.  Your  committee  would 
recommend  that  a  sufficient  appropriation  for  this  purpose  be  made  by  the 
General  Assembly. 

The  Illinois  School  for  the  BUnd  was  also  visited  and  in  the  short  time 
allotted,  your  committee  was  very  much  impressed  with  the  good  work  being 
done  at  this  institution.  The  methods  used  in  teaching  this  unfortunate 
class  of  our  citizens  are  evidently  accomplishing  the  desired  purpose. 
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Soldiers  Home,  Qulncy,  Illinois. 

Tour  committee  visited  the  Soldiers  Home  on  Friday,  March  24th,  and 
spent  the  day  there,  up  to  2:45  p.  m.,  during  which  time  we  made  a  very 
thorough  examination  of  the  institution.  We  heard  no  complaints  as  to  the 
general  management  of  the  Home.  We  did,  however,  find  some  dissatisfac- 
tion amongst  the  inmates  as  to  the  medical  attention.  We  found  the  sani- 
tary condition  not  the  best.  There  were,  in  the  institution  on  that  day  1,643 
Inmates.  These  men  were  crowded  Into  cottages  which  were  built  on  a  plan 
to  accommodate  only  1,300.  The  result  Is,  that  every  cottage  Is  crowded 
beyond  its  capacity,  and  great  complaint  is  made  because  of  it.  In  many 
of  the  cottages  the  management  has  been  forced  to  use  garrets  as  sleeping 
rooms.  These  rooms  were  never  Intended  for  such  purpose.  Sickness  is  on 
the  Increase,  and  mortality  the  past  winter  and  at  the  present  time  is  on  the 
Increase.  It  is  claimed  the  crowded  condition  in  these  cottages,  and  the  foul 
air  breathed  by  the  inmates,  produces  erysipelas.  This  fact  is  recognized 
by  the  phsrslcians,  but  there  is  no  remedy  for  it,  except  better  sanitary  con- 
ditions, and  these  cannot  be  improved  while  the  cottages  are  crowded,  as  they 
are  now.  Your  committee  also  thinks  that  the  cottages  In  their  present 
crowded  condition,  are  not  sufficiently  supplied  with  toilet  rooms. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  sufllclent  cottages  be  erected  to  accommo- 
date all  over  and  above  the  1,300  who  cannot  be  comfortably  cared  for.  The 
Institution  Is  now  paying  for  light  about  |400  per  month.  An  electric  light 
plant  could  be  established  for  a  reasonable  sum,  inasmuch  as  no  expenditure 
would  be  necessary  for  power.  As  a  matter  of  economy  and  on  the  principles 
of  good  business,  the  State  should  make  an  appropriation  to  establish  this 
plant. 

Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Menard. 

This  institution  was  visited  on  Saturday  morning,  March  26th  by  your  Joint 
•committee.  There  is  very  little  to  report  as  to  this  Institution.  We  found 
the  sanitary  affairs  of  the  institution  in  a  splendid  condition,  and  that  the 
institution  Is  being  managed  In  an  admirable  manner  by  the  ofllcers  in  charge, 
•as  well  as  by  the  employes.  We  also  found  that  like  many  other  institutions 
visited  by  us,  it  is  in  a  congested  condition  as  to  space.  There  are  now 
something  over  180  Inmates,  which  is  about  25  more  than  can  be  cared  for  in 
a  proper  manner. 

An  appropriation  has  been  asked  for,  for  the  purpose  of  building  an  addi- 
tion to  the  hospital.  Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  an  appropriation 
-should  be  made  for  this  purpose.  The  Inmates  are  chlefiy  of  the  class  of  in- 
curable Insane,  and  fewer  discharges  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  inmates 
can  be  expected  than  from  the  other  hospitals  for  the  insane.  The  result 
is,  that  when  a  patient  Is  sent  to  this  asylum,  he  stands  few  chances  of  be- 
coming in  a  condition  to  be  released.  FYom  this  standpoint  alone.  It  can 
readily  be  seen  that  there  will  be  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  patients. 

Southern  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Anna. 

On  Saturday,  Mlirch  25th,  your  committee  visited  this  hospital,  arriving 
there  at  3:68  p.  m.  We  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  this  institution, 
and  found  much  to  admire  in  its  management.  We  found  the  asylum 
crowded  to  a  greater  extent  than  any  institution  visited  by  us.  In  fact,  it 
is  so  badly  crowded  that  a  great  many  of  the  patients  are  accommodated  at 
night  in  the  hallways  on  cots.  Additional  buildings  should  be  erected  for 
the  accommodation  of  patients,  or  the  congested  condition  should  be  re- 
lieved by  transporting  some  of  the  patients  to  other  institutions. 

Eastern  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Kankakee. 

We  arrived  at  Kankakee  Sunday,  March  26th,  at  6 :  10  a.  m.,  and  remained 
there  all  day.  The  management  claims  that  Improvement  consisting  of  a 
<*ement  floor  in  the  sub-way  by  which  food  is  transferred  from  the  kitchen

to  the  main  building,  is  needed,  and  also  improvement  by  way  of  enclosing 
some  of  the  porches  of  the  cottages  by  screens.  By  enclosHig  tiiese  porches 
with  wire  screens,  it  will:  enable  the  -patients  to  have  the  benefit .  of '  tire 
sunshine,  and  would  really  be  of  great  advantage. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  this  Institution  is  gooa,  and  no  complaints  were 
heard  from  any  of  the  emplbyes  or  inmates.  '^ 

Northern,  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

Your  committee  arrived  at  Elgin  at  11:25  p.  m.  March  26th  and  remained 
there  until  afternoon  of  the  next  day.  Your  committee  has  no  hesitancy  in 
saying  that  we  found  this  institution  a  model  in  every  respeict,  and  that  too 
much  praise  cannot  be  given  Superintendent  Whltmui  and  his  able  assist- 
ants for  the  splendid  condition  and  management  of  this  institution. 

Western  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

Your  committee  arrived  at  Watertown  at  8:55  p.  m.  March  27th  and  lefi 
there  at  3  p.  m.  the  next.  day.  We  found  this  institution  In  a  splendid  con- 
dition, and  your  committee  has  nothing  to  criticise,  but  much  to  praise. 

.  Ajsylum  for  the  Incurable  Insane. 

Your  committee  arrived  at  Peoria  at  6:40  p.  m.  on  March  28th  and  left 
there  at  noon  the  next  day.  The  institution  is  located  at  Bartonvllle,  near 
Peoria,  and  is  known  as  the  Asylum  for  the  Incurable  Insane.  Dr.  €reo.  A. 
Zeller  is  in  charge,  and  as  to  construction  and  plan,  is  known  as  the  cottage 
system.  We  found  some  departures  from  the  old  system  of  caring  for  the 
patients.  In  several  of  the_ cottages  where  there  are  male  patients,  female 
attendants  are  in  charge.  The  superintendent  claims  that  notbiing  but  good 
results  have  followed  this,  innovation.  He  claims  that  it  is  a  step  In  the 
direction  of  restoring  to  the  cottages' a  semblance  of  homei  life,  and  that  the 
inin^tes  at  all  tjmes  show  the  utmost  respect  for  those  in  charge  of  them. 
Your  committee  does  not  express  any  opinion  as  to  the  propriety  and  wis^oni 
of  this  system,  but  believes  that  it  should  be  given  a  fair  and  reasonable 
trial.  There  are  20  wairds  in  this  institution  and  15  of  them  are  under  the 
control  of  female  attendants,  five  of  the  15  being  wards  where  male  patients 
are  cared  for.  In  some  instances,  where  patients  are  supposed  to  be  less 
violent,  bars  to  the  windows  have  been  discarded,  and  we  w^e  told  that  thU 
has  had  a  good  effect.  ,        i  .    . 

We  found  the  superintendent,  Dr.  Zeller,' to  be  very  active  and  "attentive 
and  the  experiments  introduced  by  him  as  to  the  managemnt  of  the  liisane, 
we  l^elieve  deserve  a  thorough  tri^l.  While  this  institution  Is  supposed  to 
contain  only  the  incurables^  yet  your  committee  reports 'that  we  found  little 
or  no  difference  in  the  class  of  patients  here  and  in  other  institutions.'  For 
so  large  an  institution,  and  the  growing  demand  for  more  space  and  more 
buildings,  there  is  a  crying  need  for 'more  land.  Youf^  committee  also  re- 
ports that  there  is  a  great  need  for  a  better  .amusement  hall.  The  one  now 
used  was  erected  for  the  purpose  of  a  dining  hall,  and  is  Insufllcient  and 
unfit  for  the  purpose  It  Is  now  used  for.    ■  .  v .  .

Soldiers*  Orphans'  Home. 

Your  committee  arrived  at  Bloomlngton  at  1  p.  m.  March. 29th  and  In- 
spected the  Soldiers' .Orphans'.  Home  that  afternoon.  We  found  Tn  this  in- 
stitution about  360  Children,  and  after  seeing  only  the  insane  and  afflicted 
for  the  past  week,  we  were  delighted  at  the  opportunity  of  looking  Into  the 
faces  of  these  children.  We  found  the  best  of  discipline,  order  and  cleanli- 
ness, and  were  very  much  impressed  with  the  fact  that  a  splendid  work  Is 
teing  done  there  by  the  superintendent  .and  his  assistants.  They  Are  maln^ 
tainlng  a  ipan^ial,  training  school,  and  also  a  school  In  domestic ^pcienca...^  A 
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high  degree  of  efficiency  is  attained  hy  the  children  in  these  departments. 
We  found  the  children  to  p^e  very  happy  and  contented  and  as  well  cared  lor 
as  is  possible  with  the  limited  means  at  the  con^mand  of  the  institution. 
We  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  this  institution,  from  appearances,  has 
been  greatly  neglected  by  the  different  legislatures  of  this  State.  Of  all  the 
Institutions  in  the  State,  of  a  charitable  nature,  this  deserves  and  should 
receive  the  greatest  liberality.  The  children  are  walking  and  sleeping  upon 
bare  floors,  but  comfortable  beds,  and  in  the  various  training  schools,  arer 
doing  the  best  they  can  with  old  and  dilapidated  tools  and  appliances.  There 
is  a  farm  of  about  100  acres  in  cultivation,  and  the  institution  has  not  suffi- 
cient farming  implements  to  cultivate  this  land,  and  in  many  instances  are 
compelled  to  borrow  from  neighboring  farmers  in  order  to  harvest  their 
crops.  The  main  building  is  Old  and  is  beginning  to  show  evidences  of  old 
age  and  is  badly  in  need  of  paint  and  papering.  It  has  all  the  evidences  of 
a  neglected  institution.  When  we  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  these 
children  are  not  only  the  wards  of  the  State,  as  much  so  as  their  fathers 
and  perhaps  more  so,  and  the  further  consideration  t^at  a  grand  work  is 
being  done  here  in  the  direction  of  making  good  men  and  women  and  pre^ 
paring  them  for  the  battle  of  life,  it  does  seem  to  your  committee  that  the 
hearts  of  the  people  oi  the  State  should  be  opened  to  these  unfortunate  chil- 
dren, and  that  they  should  at  least  be  giyen  as  comfortable  quarters  and 
should  receive  as  much  attention  as  is  accorded  to  the  insane  and  criminals 
of  the  State. 

At  this  time  of  the  year,  the  institution  Is  almost  inacceessible.  It  is 
located  about  one  mile  from  the  railroad  station  at  Normal,  and  the  only 
way  to  reach  it  is  by  carriage.  The  street  cars  run  within  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  of  the  institution,  but  there  is  no  street  connecting  the  institution  with 
this  line.  It  is  proposed  to  open  a  street  from  the  instituion  to  connect  with 
this  line,  but  the  necessary  land  cannot  be  acquired  for  less  than  $1,200. 

Illinois  F^eeble  Minded  Institution. 

We  visited. the  Feeble  Minded  Institution  at  Lincoln  and  found  these  un- 
fortunates well  cared  for  and<  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  com-' 
mendable.  An  efficient  corps  of  teachers  is  employed  .^nd  your  comn^ittee 
witnessed  recitations  and  drlUs  by  the  ij^z^tes,  which  shpWed  considerable 
advancement. 

The  management  and  control  of  the  institution  appeared  to  the  committee 
to  be  admirable,  and  we  found  nothing  to  criticize.

shall  be  distinctly  and  durably  labeled  in  a  conspicuous  place  immediately 
preceding  the  name  of  tbe  article  sold,  in  letters  not  less  than  two  line  pica 
in  size,  the  word  "imitation"  preceding  the  name  of  the  fruit,  jelly,  jam  or 
fruit  butter,  the  article  intended  to  imitate,  which  said  label  shall  also  contain 
the  name  of  the  manufacturer  who  manufactures  such  article  and  his  address, 
or  the  name  and  address  of  the  dealer  who  sells  the  same.

Section  2.  That  said  Municipal  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction  within  the 
city  of  Chicago,  in  the  following  eases: 

All  actions  on  contracts,  express  or  implied,  when  the  amount 
claimed  by  the  plaintiff  exceeds  one  thousand  dollars  (|1,000)  and  which,  for 
convenience,  will  be  Hereinafter  referred  to  and  designated  as  cases  of  the  first 
class. 

Second.  All  suits  of  every  kind  and  nature,  whether  civil  or  criminal,  or 
whether  at  law  or  in  equity,  which  may  be  transferred  to  it  by  change  of 
venue,  or  otherwise,  by  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county,  or  by  the  superior 
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court  of  Cook  county,  or  by  the  criminal  court  of  Cook  cuunty,  for  trial  and 
disposition,  and  which,  for  convenience,  will  be  hereinafter  designated  and 
referred  to  as  cases  of  the  socond  class. 

Third.  All  criminal  cases  In  which  the  punishment  is  by  fine  or  imprison- 
ment otherwise  than  in  the  penitentiary,  and  which,  for  convenience,  will  be 
hereinafter  designated  and  referred  to  as  cases  of  thc>  third  class. 

Fourth.  All  those  classes  of  suits  and  proceedings,  whether  civil  or  quasi 
criminal,  of  which  Justices  of  the  peace* are  now  given  jurisdiction  by  law,  in 
all  of  which  classes  of  suits  and  proceedings  said  municipal  court  shall  have 
Jurisdiction  when  the  amount  sought  to  be  recovered,  whether  by  way  of  dam- 
ages, penalty,  or  otherwise,  if  the  suit  or  proceeding  be  for  the  recovery  of 
money  only,  or  the  value  of  the  personal  proi)erty  claimed,  if  the  suit  or  pro- 
ceeding be  brought  for  the  recovery  of  personal  property,  does  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000) :  Provided,  however,  that  in  any  action  upon  a  bond, 
the  amount  sought  to  bo  recovered  thereon  and  no€  the  penalty  of  the  bond 
shall  determine  the  Jurisdiction,  and  that  when  payments  are  to  be  made  by 
installments,  an  action  may  be  brought  in  the  Municipal  Court  for  any  in- 
stallment ndt  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  as  it  becomes  due,  and 
which,  for  convenience,  will  be  hereinafter  designated  and  referred  to  as 
cases  of  the  fourth  class.

of  written  pleadings  than  those  herinafter  expressly  prescribed  or  provided 
for. 

Section  4.  That  said  court  shall  be  held  in  districts,  which  until  otherwise 
provided,  shall  be  five  in  number  and  their  territorial  limits  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: 

Of  the  First  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded  on 
Che  east  by  Lake  Michigan,  on  the  north  by  the  city  limits,  on  the  west  by  the 
center  line  of  Western  avenue  from  the  city  limits  on  the  north  to  the  center 
line  of  Fifty-fifth  street,  thence  on  the  south  by  the  center  line  of  Fifty-fifth 
street  to  the  center  line  of  State  street,  thence  on  the  west  by  the  center  line  of 
State  street  to  the  center  line  of  Sixty-third  street,  thence  on  the  south  by  the 
center  line  of  Sixty-third  street  to  the  center  line  of  Cottage  Grove  avenue, 
thence  on  the  west  by  the  center  line  of  Cottage  Grove  avenue  to  the  center 
line  of  Seventy-first  street,  and  thence  on  the  south  by  the  center  line  of 
Seventy-first  street  to  Lake  Michigan,  and  such  territory  shall  be  known  as 
the  First  District. 

Of  the  Second  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded 
on  the  south  by  the  city  limits,  on  the  east  by  the  city  limits  and  Lake  Michi- 
gan, on  the  north  by  the  center  line  of  Seventy -first  street,  and  on  the  west 
by  the  center  line  of  Cottage  Grove  avenue,  and  such  territory  shall  be  known 
as  the  Second  District. 

Of  the  Third  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded  on 
the  west  and  south  by  the  city  limits,  on  the  east  by  the  center  line  of  Cottage 
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Orove  ayenue  from  the  city  limits  on  the  south  to  the  center  line  of  Sizty-third 
street,  thence  on  the  north  by  the  center  line  of  Sixty-third  street  to  the 
center  line  of  State  street,  thence  on  the  east  by  the  center  line  of  State*  street 
to  the  center  line  of  Fifty-fifth  street,  thence  on  the  north  by  the  center  line 
of  Fifty-fifth  street  to  the  city  limits  on  the  west,  and  such  territory  shall  be 
known  as  the  Third  District. 

Of  the  Fourth  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded 
on  the  south  by  the  center  line  of  Fifty-fifth  street,  on  the  east  by  the  center 
line  of  Western  avenue,  on  the  north  by  the  center  line  of  Lake  street  and  on 
the  west  by  the  city  limits,  and  such  territory  shall  be  known  as  the  Fourth 
District. 

Of  the  Fifth  District  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  the  territory  bounded  on 
the  south  by  the  center  line  of  Lake  street,  on  the  east  by  the  center  line  of 
Western  avenue,  and  on  the  north  and  west  by  the  city  limits,  and  such  terri- 
tory shall  be  known  as  the  Fifth  District. 

The  number  and  boundaries  of  the  districts  may  be  changed,  from  time  to 
time,  by  orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Judges  of  the  Municipf^l  Court,  and 
spread  upon  the  records  thereof,  which  orders  shall  be  published  for  three  suc- 
cessive weeks,  once  in  each  week,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
the  city  of  Chicago,  and  which  shall  take  eftect  respectively  within  thirty 
days  after  the  last  publication  thereof;  provided,  however,  no  such  change 
in  the  number  or  boundaries  of  districts  shall  become  effective  onleBs  the  or- 
der therefor  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago. As  many  branch  courts  shall  be  held  in  each  district  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  chief  Justice  of  said  Municipal  Court  to  be  necessary  for 
the  prompt  and  proper  disposition  of  the  business  of  said  court,  provided 
however,  that  at  least  one  branch  court  shall  be  held  in  each  district.  Such 
branch  court  may  be  given  such  designation  by  numbers  or  otherwise  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Chief  Justice. 

Section  5.  That  said  courts  shall  be  held  at  such  places  in  said  city 
of  Chicago  as  may  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  corporate  anthoritisB 
thereof.  If  no  place  be  provided  by  the  corporate  authorities  of  said  city 
for  the  holding  of  any  branch  court,  or  if  the  place  so  provided  become  unfit, 
said  branch  court  may,  by  an  order  signed  by  the  majority  of  the  Judges 
of  said  Municipal  Court,  and  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  branch  court, 
adjourn  to  or  convene  at  a  suitable  place  for  holding  said  branch  court, 
procured  for  that  purpose  by  said  judges,  within  the  district  in  which  the 
same  is  located  and  at  such  place  may  hold  said  branch  court,  until  a  suitable 
place  therefor  be  furnished  by  said  corporate  authorities. 

Section  6.  That  said  court  shall  have  seals  for  each  district  and  may 
from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary,  renew  the  same.  The  expense  of 
said  seals  and  renewing  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  of  Cnicago. 

Section  7.  That  all  blanks,  books,  papers,  stationery  and  furniture  neces- 
sary to  Uie  keeping  of  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  such  Municipal 
Court,  and  the  transaction  of  the  business  thereof,  shall  be  furnished  the 
officers  of  such  court  at  the  expense  of  the  dty. 

Section  8.  That  said  Municipal  Court  shall  consist  of  twenty-five  (25) 
Judges,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chief  justice  and  the  remaining  twenty-four 
(24)  of  whom  shall  be  associate  Judges.  Each  branch  shall  be  presided 
over  by  a  single  judge  of  the  Municipal  Court.  The  chief  justice,  in  addition 
to  the  exercise  of  all  the  other  powers  of  a  judge  of  said  court,  shall  have 
the  general  superintendence  of  the  business  of  said  court;  he  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  judges,  and  he  shall  assign  the  associate  judges  to  duty 
in  the  branch  courts,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  prompt  disposition  of  the  business  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  each  associate  judge  to  attend  and  serve  at  any  branch  court  to  which 
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he  may  be  so  assigned,  but  the  chief  justice  shall  only  assign  sueh  number 
of  Judges  to  the  trial  and  disposition  of  cases  of  the  first  class  and  cases 
of  the  second  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  from  time  to 
time,  as  may  not  be  needed  for  the  prompt  disposition  of  the  other  business 
of  the  court.  The  chief  Justice  shall  also  superintend  the  preparation  of  the 
calendars  of  cases  for  trial  in  said  court  and  shaU  make  such  classification 
and  distribution  of  the  same  upon  different  calendars  as  he  shall  deem 
proper  and  expedient.  Each  associate  judge  shall  at  the  commencement  of 
each  month  make  to  the  chief  justice,  under  his  ofllclal  oath,  a  report  In 
writing  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  during  the  preceding  month,  which 
report  shall  specify  the  number  of  days'  attendance  in  court  of  such  judge 
during  such  month,  and  the  branch  courts  upon  which  he  has  at- 
tended, and  the  number  of  hours  per  day  of  such  attendance,  for  which 
the  chief  justice  shall  cause  suitable  blanks  to  be  prepared  and  furnished 
to  the  associate  Judges.  ESach  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  vacations,  which 
shall  not  exceed  thirty-six  days  in  all  in  any  one  year  and  which  shall  be 
taken  at  such  times  as  may  be  determined  by  the  chief  justice.  The  chief 
justice  must  give  his  attention  faithfully  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
especially  pertaining  to  his  office  and  to  the  performance  of  such  additional 
judicial  work  as  he  may  be  able  to  perform.  Each  associate  judge  mus^ 
perform  his  share  of  the  labors  and  duties  appertaining  to  the  office.  At 
least  one  associate  judge  must  be  In  attendance  In  one  branch  court 
In  each  district,  six  hours  of  each  day,  except  Sunday,  a  public  holiday,  or  a 
day  upon  which  the  Inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Chicago  generally  refrain 
from  business,  and  each  associate  judge,  while  in  the  court  room  or  In 
chambers,  and  not  actually  engaged  In  the  performance  of  other  official 
duties,  must  act  upon  any  application  for  his  official  action,  properly  made 
to  him.  One  branch  court  in  the  First  District  shall  be  kept  open, 
and  at  least  one  judge  assigned  for  that  purpose  by  the  chief  justice,  shall 
be  in  attendance  thereat,  each  day,  excepting  Sunday  or  a  public  holiday, 
from  nine  o'clock  a.  m.  to  ten  o'clock  p.  m.,  excepting  two  hours'  intermis- 
sion, for  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  may  come  before  It  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  chief  justice  and  the  associate  judges  to  meet  togeUier  at 
least  once  in  each  month,  excepting  the  month  of  August,  in  each  year,  at 
such  hour  and  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  chief  justice,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  may  be  required  by  the  chief  justice,  for  the  consideration 
of  such  matters  pertaining  to  the  administration  of  justice  in  said  court  as 
may  be  brought  before  them.  At  such  meetings  they  shall  receive  and  in- 
vestigate, or  cause  to  be  investigated,  all  complaints  presented  to  them 
pertaining  to  the  said  court,  and  to  the  officers  thereof,  and  shall  take  such 
steps  aq  they  deem  necessary  or  proper  with  respect  thereto,  and  they  shall 
have  power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  adopt  or  cause  to  be  adopted  all 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  administration  of  justice  in  said 
court  as  to  them  may  seem  expedient.  The  salary  of  the  chief  justice  shall 
be  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500)  per  annum,  and  the  salary  of 
an  associate  judge  shall  be  six  thousand  dollars  (|6,000)  per  annum,  payable 
in  monthly  installments  out  of  the  city  treasury. 

Section  9.  That  the  chief  Justice  and  the  associate  judges  of  the  Municipal 
Court  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tues- 
day after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.,  1906;  that  the  chief  justice 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  six  (6)  years  and  until  his  successor  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified;  that  of  the  said  associate  judges  so  to  be  elected 
eight  (8)  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  two  (2)  years;  eight  (8)  for  the 
term  of  four  (4)  years,  and  eight  (8)  for  the  term  of  six  (6)  years  and  until 
their  respective  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.  1908,  and  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November  of  every  sixth  year  thereafter, 
and  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D,  1910,  and 
on  the  first  Tuesday  af^er  ihe  first  Monday  of  November  every  sixth  year 
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thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  eight  (8)  associate  Judges  of  said  Municipal 
Court  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D. 
1912,  and  every  sixth  year  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  a  chief  justice  and 
eight  (8)  associate  Judges  of  naid  Municipal  Ck>urt  as  successors  in  oflloe 
of  the  chief  Justice  and  associate  Judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  by  this  act 
required  to  be  elected,  each  of  wbom  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of 
six  (6)  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The 
Judges  so  required  to  be  elected  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  tneir  duties 
on  the  first  Monday  of  December  following  their  election.  Vacancies  in  the 
office  of  chief  Justice  or  associate  Judge  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  filled 
by  election  at  the  regular  municipal.  Judicial  or  other  general  election  which 
shall  occur  next  after  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  time  such  vacan- 
cies respectively  occur,  but  where  the  unexpired  term  does  not  exceed  one 
year,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Qovemor.  Whenever 
a  vacancy  occurs  m  the  office  of  chief  Justice,  or  whenever  the  chief  jupUoe 
shall  be  absent  from  the  city  of  Chicago,  or  incapacitated  from  acting,  the 
associate  Judges  shall  select  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  chief  Justice  until 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election  or  appointment  as  above  provided  for, 
or  until  the  return  of  the  chief  justice,  or  until  his  incapacity  ceases. 

Section  10.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  chief  justice 
or  of  associate  Judge  of  the  Municipal  Court  unless  he  shall  be  at  least  thirty 
years  of  age  and  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  nor  unless  he  shall  have  re- 
sided in  the  county  of  Cook  and  been  there  engaged,  either  in  active  practice 
as  an  attorney  and  counsellor  at  law  or  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  a 
Judicial  office,  five  years  next  preceding  his  election,  or  in  one  of  sail  occu* 
pations  during  a  portion  of  said  time  and  in  the  other  the  remaining  portion 
thereof,  and  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  be  a  resident  of  the  city  of 
Chicago. 

Section  11.  That  eveir  chief  Justice  and  associate  judge  of  such  Munici- 
pal Court,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe the  following  oath  or  affirmation: 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  chief  Justice  (or 
associate  Judge)  of  the  Municipal  Court  of  Chicago  according  to  the  best  of 
my  ability." 

Said  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Section  12.  That  whenever  two-thirds  in  number  of  the  Judges  of  the 
Municipal  Court  shall  transmit  to  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Chicago  a 
certificate  signed  by  them  that  in  the  opinion  of  said  Judges  the  l^usinees 
of  said  Municipal  Court  is  such  as  to  require  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
the  associate  Judges  of  said  Municipal  Court,  said  city  council  may,  by 
ordinance  or  ordinances,  provide  for  an  increase  of  not  more  than  nine  in 
the  number  of  said  Judges,  who  shall  be  elected,  one-third  for  two  years,  one- 
third  for  four  years,  and  one-third  for  six  years,  at  the  next  ensuing  general 
election.  The  Judges  elected  in  accordance  with  such  ordinance  or  ordi- 
nances shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  said  respective  periods  for  which  they 
shall  have  been  elected  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified,  and  every  two  years  thereafter  their  respective  successors  shall  be 
elected  for  the  full  lerm  of  six  years.  But,  after  the  number  of  associate 
judges  has  been  increased  to  thirty-three  (33)  no  subsequent  increase  thereof 
shall  be  made  by  the  city  council. 

Section  13.  That  the  Judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  may  interchange 
with  Judges  of  other  city  courts,  and  said  respective  Judges  may  hold  court 
for  each  other  and  perform  each  other's  duties  when  they  find  it  necessary 
or  convenient. 

Section  14.  That  there  shall  be  a  clerk  of  said  Municipal  Court,  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  six  years  and  until  his  successor  fhall  be  elected  and 
qualified  and  who  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
of  November,  A.  D.  1906,  and  every  six  years  thereafter.    He  shall  perform 
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With  respect  to  said  Municipal  Court,  the  duties  usually  performed  by  clerks 
•of  courts  of  record.  He  shall  give  his  personal  attention  to  the  performance 
•of  the  duties  of  his  office.  He  shall  maintain  an  office  in  each 
district  and  each  office  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  transaction  of  busi* 
ness  from  eight  o'clock  a.  m.  to  six  o'clock  p.  m  of  each  working  day  during 
the  year.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  the  rules  which  may  be  adopted  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities,  the  oath  of  office 
and  the  bond  and  conditions  thereof  of  such  clerk  shall  be  the  same,  as  near 
as  may  be,  as  those  prescribed  by  law  for  clerks  of  courts  by  the  act  entitled 
'"An  Act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  clerks  of  courts,"  approved  March  25, 
1874,  and  in  force  July  1,  1874.  His  salary  shall  be  five  thousand  dollars 
($5,000)  per  annum,  and  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  installments  out  of  the 
city  treasury.    He  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor. 

Section  15.  That  said  clerk  shall  appoint  such  number  of  deputies  as  may 
be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  the  Munici- 
pal Ck>urt  by  orders  signed  by  them  and  spread  upon  the  records  of  said  court 
At  least  one  deputy  clerk  shall  be  assigned  to  duty  in  each  branch  court 
The  salaries  of  deputy  clerks  shall  be  fixed,  from  time  to  time,  by  orders 
Signed  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon 
the  records  of  the  court,  and  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  city  treasury  in 
monthly  instalments,  provided,  however,  that  the  salary  of  the  chief  deputy 
clerk  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (|2,500)  per  annum, 
and  that  the  salary  of  no  other  deputy  clerk  shall  exceed  eighteen  hundred 
dollars  (|1,800)  per  annum.  Such  number  of  deputy  clerks  so  appointed  as 
the  judges  may  deem  necessary  shall  be  competent  shorthand  re- 
porters, capable  of  correctly  taking  down  stenographically  and  tran- 
scribing the  proceedings  of  courts,  and  shall  perform  such  duties 
with  respect  to  attending  upon  and  taking  down  stenographic  re- 
ports of  the  proceedings  of  said  court  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Judges,  and  for  making  and  furnishing  transcripts  of  their  stenographic 
reports  aforesaid,  said  deputy  clerks  shall  be  allowed  to  make  such  reasonable 
•charge,  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  per  each  one  hundred  words,  to  the  parties  to 
whom  such  transcripts  are  furnished,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  judges,  and 
the  judges  may  allow  said  deputy  clerks  to  retain,  as  additional  compensation 
for  their  services  one-half  of  the  charges  so  collected,  the  balance  of  such  charges 
to  be  accounted  for  by  such  deputy  clerks  in  the  same  manner  as  costs  collected 
by  them.  Such  deputy  clerks  shall  take  the  same  oath  or  affirmation  required 
of  the  clerk  of  said  Municipal  Court  and  shall  give  bonds  to  be  approved  by 
the  chief  justice  of  said  court,  conditioned,  as  near  as  may  be,  like  the  bond 
required  of  the  clerk.  Any  deputy  clerk  shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  any 
time  by  an  order  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court 
and  spread  upon  the  records  of  said  court.  The  number  of  deputy  clerks  may 
T>e  reduced  at  any  time  by  an  order  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  said 
Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon  the  records  of  said  court.  It  shall  be  the 
-duty  of  deputy  clerks  to  render  to  parties  to  suits  in  cases  of  the  fourth 
class  and  in  cases  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this 
act,  such  assistance  and  give  them  such  Information  as  may  enable  them  to 
properly  commence  suits  or  to  enter  their  appearances  when  sued,  which  duty 
ahall  be  regulated  and  defined  by  instructions  to  be  prepared  by  the  chief 
justice. 

Section  16.  That  there  shall  be  a  ballifC  of  said  Municipal  Court  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  six  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
•qualified  and  who  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
of  November,  A.  D.  1906,  and  every  six  years  thereafter.  He  shall  perform, 
with  respect  to  said  Municipal  Court,  the  duties  usually  performed  by  sherifCs 
in  respect  to  attendance  upon,  and  service  and  execution  of  the  process,  and 
obedience  of  the  lawful  orders  and  directions  of,  a  circuit  court.  He  shall 
give  his  personal  attention  to  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office.  He  shall  maintain  an  office  in  each  district  and  each  office 
shall  be  kept  open  in  each  district  for  the  transaction  of  business 
from  8  o'clock  a.  m.  to  B  o'clock  p.  m.  of  each  working  day  during  the  year. 
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Until  otherw^lse  provided  by  the  rules  which  may  be  adopted  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities,  the  oath  of  office, 
and  the  bond  and  conditions  thereof  of  such  bailiff  shall  be  the  same,  as 
near  as  may  be,  as  those  prescribed  by  law  for  sheriffs  with  respect  to 
attendance  upon,  and  service  and  execution  of  the  process,  and  obedience 
of  the  lawful  orders  and  directions  of,  a  circuit  court.  His  salary  shall  be 
five  thousand  dollars  (|5,000)  per  annum  and  shall  be  paid  In  monthly  in- 
stallments out  of  the  city  treasury.  He  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governor. 

Section  17.  That  said  bailiff  shall  appoint  such  number  of  deputies  as 
may  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  a  majority  of  Judges  of  the 
Municipal  Court  by  orders  signed  by  them  and  spread  upon  the  records 
of  said  court.  At  least  one  deputy  bailiff  shall  be  assigned  to  duty  in  each 
branch  court.  The  salaries  of  deputy  bailifTs  shall  be  fixed,  from  time  to 
time,  by  orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Judges  of  the  Municipal  Court 
and  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  court  and  shall  be  payable  out  of  the 
city  treasury  in  monthly  Installments:  Provided,  however,  that  the  salary 
of  the  chief  deputy  ballifE  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
(12,500)  per  annum,  and  that  the  salary  of  no  other  deputy  bailiff 
shall  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars  (|1,200)  per  annum.  Such 
deputy  bailifts  shall  take  the  same  oath  or  affirmation  required  of 
the  bailiff  of  said  Municipal  Court  and  shall  give  bonds  to  be  approved  by 
the  chief  Justice  of  said  court  conditioned,  as  near  as  may  be,  like  the  bond 
required  of  the  ballifE.  The  bailiff  and  deputy  bailiffs  of  the  Municipal  Court 
shall  be  ex  officio  police  officers  of  the  city  of  Chicago.  Any  deputy  bailiff 
shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  any  time  by  an  order  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  Judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon  the  records  of  said  court. 
The  number  of  deputy  bailiffs  may  be  reduced  at  any  time  by  an  order 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  and  spread  upon 
the  records  of  said  court.  Every  police  officer  of  the  city  of  Chicago  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  deputy  bailiff  of  the  Municipal  Court,  and  shall  perform,  from 
time  to  time,  such  duties  in  respect  to  criminal  and  quasi  criminal  cases,  in- 
cluding cases  pertaining  to  alleged  violations  of  city  ordinances  pending  in 
said  court,  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  said  court  or  any  Judge  thereof. 

Section  18.  That  neither  the  clerk  nor  the  bailiff  nor  any  deputy  clerk  or 
deputy  bailiff  of  said  Municipal  Court  shall  receive,  aside  from  the  salary 
and  the  costs  by  this  act  required  to  be  paid  to  him  in  his  official  capacity, 
any  money,  property,  or  other  valuable  thifig,  as  a  gratuity  or  otherwise,  for 
the  performance  of  any  duty  Imposed  upon  him  by  virtue  of  his  office,  or  for 
the  performance  of  any  work  of  any  kind  or  character  in  any  manner  con- 
nected therewith.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  to 
remove  from  office  any  deputy  clerk  or  deputy  bailiff  who  shall  violate  either 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section.  No  clerk  or  bailiff,  or  deputy  clerk  or  deputy 
bailiff,  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  appointed  receiver  or  guardian  ad 
litem  in  any  suit  therein  pending. 

Section  19.  That  until  otherwise  determined  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided,  and  except  as  by  this  act  Is  otherwise  prescribed,  the  practice  in 
the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  the  same,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  that  which 
Is  now  prescribed  by  law  for  similar  suits  or  proceedings  in  circuit  courts, 
excepting  that  in  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  cases  of  the  fifth 
class  mentioned  In  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  the  issues  shall 
be  determined  without  other  forms  of  written  pleadings,  than  those 
hereinafter  expressly  prescribed  or  provided  for.  Said  Municipal 
Court  shall  be  the  sole  Judge  of  the  applicability  to  the  proceed- 
ings of  said  court  of  the  rules  of  practice  prescribed  by  law  for  similar 
cases  in  the  circuit  courts  and  its  decisions  in  respect  thereto  shall  not  be 
subject  to  review  upon  appeal  or  writ  of  error:  Provided,  however,  that  upon 
appeal  or  writ  of  error  the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case 
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may  be,  may  grant  relief  from  any  such  decision  in  any  case  where,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  such  relief  is  necessary  to 
prevent  a  failure  of  Justice. 

Section  20.  That  the  judges  of  said  Municipal  Court  shall  have  power  to 
adopt,  in  addition  to  or  in  lieu  of  the  provisions  herein  contained  prescrib- 
ing the  practice  in  said  Municipal  Court  or  of  any  portion  or  portions  of  said 
provisions,  such  rules  regulating  the  practice,  in  said  court  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  or  expedient  for  the  proper  administration  of  justice  therein.  The 
adoption  of  said  rules  shall  be  accomplished  by  an  order  signed  by  a  majority 
of  said  judges,  which  order,  when  made,  shall  be  forthwith  spread  upon  the 
records  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  shall  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form  at  the 
expense  of  the  city:  Provided,  however,  that  no  rule  or  rules  inconsistent 
with  those  expressly  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  become  effective  and  be 
in  force  until  after  the  lapse  of  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  approval  thereof 
by  the  Supreme  Court.  Application  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  such  approval 
may  be  made  by  the  chief  justice  of  the  Municipal  Court,  after  notice  of 
such  application  shall  have  been  published  once  each  week,  for  three  con- 
secutive weeks,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  the 
city  of  Chicago,  specifying  the  time  at  which  such  application  shall  be  made. 
Upon  such  application  the  Supreme  Court  shall  review  the  said  rule  or  T\xl6a 
so  adopted  and  may  either  confirm  the  order  adopting  the  same  or  may 
modify  or  set  aside  the  same,  and  the  Supreme  Court  may,  in  Its  discretion 
substitute  for  the  rule  or  rules  so  adopted  by  said  judges  of  said  Municipal 
Court  or  for  any  portion  thereof,  such  other  rules  as  the  Supreme  Court  may 
deem  proper,  and  may  in  its  discretion  of  its  own  motion  or  otherwise  make 
any  order  respecting  the  rules  of  said  Municipal  Court  which  it  may  deem 
proper. .  The  Supreme  Court  and  th^  Appellate  Courts  in  cases  brought  to 
them  from  the  Municipal  Court  by  appeal  or  writ  of  error  shall  take  judicial 
notice  of  the  rules  of  practice  from  time  to  time  in  force  in  said  Municipal 
Court. 

Section  21.  That  there  shall  be  no  stated  terms  of  the  Municipal  Court, 
but  said  court  shall  be  always  open  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Eivery 
judgment,  order  or  decree  of  said  court,  final  in  its  nature,  shall,  for  the 
period  of  thirty  days  after  the  entry  thereof,  be  subject  to  be  vacated,  set 
aside  or  modified,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  a  judgment, 
decree  or  order  of  a  circuit  court  during  the  term  at  which  the  same  was 
rendered  in  such  circuit  court.  After  the  lapse  of  thirty  days  any  such 
judgment,  decree  or  order  shall  not  be  vacated,  set  aside  or  modified,  except- 
ing upon  appeal  or  writ  of  error,  or  by  bill  in  equity:  Provided,*  however, 
that  all  errors  in  fact  in  the  proceedings  in  such  case,  which  could  have 
been  cortected  at  common  law  by  the  writ  of  error  coram  nobis,  may  be 
corrected  by  motion  or  the  judgment  may  be  set  aside,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  law  for  similar  cases  in  the  circuit  courts. 

Section  22.  That  the  final  orders,  judgments  and  decrees  of  the 'Municipal 
Court  in  cases  of  the  first  class,  cases  of  the  second  class  and  cases  of  the 
third  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  may  be  reviewed,  upon 
error  or  appeal,  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  all  criminal  cases  above  the  grade 
of  misdemeanors,  cases  in  which  a  franchise  or  freehold,  or  the  validity  of 
a  statute  or  construction  of  the  Constitution  is  involved,  and  in  all  cases 
relating  to  the  revenue  or  in  which  the  State  is  interested  as  a  party  or 
otherwise,  and  by  the  Appellate  Court  in  all  other  cases.  The  practice  in 
cases  of  appeals  from  or  writs  of  error  to  said  Municipal  Court  in  said  cases 
shall,  except  as  in  this  act,  or  by  rules  of  said  court  adopted  in  pursuance 
hereof,  may  be  otherwise  provided,  be  the  same,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  the 
practice  in  cases  of  appeal  from  and  writs  of  error  to  circuit  courts  in  similar 
cases.  But  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed  in  any  case  unless  the  same  be  prayed 
for  within  twenty  days  after  the  entry  of  the  order,  Judgment  or  decree 
appealed  from,  and  no  assignment  of  error  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  in  the 
Appellate  Court  in  any  such  case  shall  be  allowed  which  shall  call  in  ques- 
tion the  decision  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  respect  to  any  matter  pertaining 
to  the  practice  in  said  court:     Provided,  however,  that  the  Supreme  Court 
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or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  grant  relief  from  any  error 
of  the  Municipal  Court  In  respect  to  a  matter  of  practice  therein  In  any  ease 
where,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  such  relief 
Is  necessary  to  prevent  a  failure  of  justice. 

Section  23.  That  the  final  orders  and  judgments  of  the  Municipal  Court 
In  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  cases  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  section 
two  (2)  of  this  act,  shall  be  reviewed  by  writ  of  error  only.  Such  writ  of 
error  shall  be  sued  out  of  the  Supreme  Court  In  all  cases  In  which  a  fran- 
chise, a  freehold  or  the  validity  of  a  statute  or  the  construction  of  the  Con- 
stitution Is  Involved,  and  out  of  the  Appellate  Court  In  all  other  cases.  The 
time  within  which  a  writ  of  error  may  be  sued  out  in  any  such  case  shall 
be  limited  to  thirty  days  after  the  entry  of  the  final  order  or  judgment  com- 
plained of.    The  manner  of  prosecuting  such  writ  of  error  shall  be  as  follows: 

First.  Any  party  to  any  such  case  against  whom  there  has  been  rendered 
any  final  order  or  judgment  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  who  shall  desire  to 
obtain  a  review  of  such  final  order  or  judgment  by  appeal  or  writ  of  error, 
may  obtain  from  the  Municipal  Court  a  stay  of  execution  upon  such  order 
or  judgment  for  ninety  days  after  the  entry  thereof  by  the  giving  of  a  bond 
with  a  sufficient  surety  or  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  a  judge  of  the  Munici- 
pal Court,  conditioned  for  the  performance  by  such  party  of,  or  his  compli- 
ance with,  such  order  or  judgment,  or  his  payment  of  the  money  thereby 
required  to.be  paid  and  all  costs  which  may  be  awarded  the  opposite  party 
in  the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  case  a 
writ  of  error  to  review  such  order  or  judgment  shall  not  be  sued  out  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  thereof,  or  in  case,  upon  the  suing  out  and  prosecu- 
tlon  of  such  writ  of  error,  the  order  or  judgment  shall  be  afllrmed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  .as  the  case  may  be^ 

Second.  No  other  or  further  stay  of  proceedings  or  execution  In  any 
such  case  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Municipal  Court,  but  the  Supreme  Court 
or  the  Appellate  Court,  or  any  judge  thereof,  may  allow  a  supersedeas  as  in 
other  cases,  but  upon  the  allowance  of  any  supersedeas,  when  any  bond  has 
been  given  as  above  provided,  no  additional  bond  shall  be  required  and  such 
supersedeas  shall  be  operative  until  the  final  determination  of  such  writ  of 
error. 

Third.  If,  upon  application  to  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  or 
to  any  judge  thereof,  for  a  supersedeas  the  same  shall  be  denied,  such  order 
or  judgment  shall  stand  afllrmed,  and  no  further  proceedings  shall  be  had 
In  said  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court  with  respect  thereto,  unless  the 
Supreme 'Court  or  Appellate  Court,  or  the  judge  denying  such  supersedeas, 
shall  otherwise  order. 

Fourth.  The  party  in  whose  favor  any  final  order  or  judgment  has  been 
entered  shall  be  entitled  to  sue  out  a  writ  of  error  from  the  Supreme  Court 
or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  depositing  with  the  clerk  of 
the  court  from  which  said  writ  of  error  is  sued  out  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars 
(120)  as  security  to  the  opposite  party  for  such  costs  as  may  be  awarded 
such  opposite  party  by  the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the 
case  may  be,  upon  the  final  determination  -of  such  writ  of  error. 

Fifth.  The  party  suing  out  any  writ  of  error  shall  not  be  required  to 
serve  upon  the  opposite  party  any  scire  facias  to  hear  errors,  but  in  lieu 
thereof  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  issuance  of  the  writ  of  error,  file 
the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  said  Municipal  Court,  and  make  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  proof  of  such  filing, 
and  such  writ  of  error  so  filed  shall  be  notice  to  the  opposite  party  of  the 
suing  out  and  prosecution  of  such  writ  of  error. 

Sixth.  Upon  application  made  at  any  time  within  sixty  days  after  the  entry 
of  any  final  order  or  judgment  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  by  whom 
such  final  order  or  judgment  was  entered,  to  sign  and  place  on  file  in  the 
case  In  which  the  same  was  entered,  if  so  requested  by  either  of  the  parties 
to  the  suit,  either  a  correct  statement,  to  be  prepared  by  the  party  requesting 
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the  signing  of  the  same,  of  the  facts  appearing  upon  the  trial  thereof,  and  of 
all  Questions  of  law  Involved  in  such  case,  and  the  decisions  of  the  court  upon 
said  questions  of  law,  or  a  correct  stenographic  report,  the  expense  of  procur- 
ing which  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  requesting  the  signing  of  the  same,  of 
the  proceedings  at  the  trial,  as  such  party  may  elect,  the  original  of  which 
statement  or  stenographic  report,  together  with  a  certified  transcript  of  the 
Judgment,  shall  be  certified  to  the  Supreme  Court  or  Api>ellate  Court,  as  the 
case  may  be,  as  the  record  to  be  considered  upon  the  review  of  such  order 
or  Judgment  by  writ  of  error. 

Seventh.  No  order  or  Judgment  jbo  sought  to  be  reviewed  shall  be  reversed 
unless  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be 
satisfied  from  said  statement  or  stenographic  report  signed  by  said  Judge 
that  such  order  or  Judgment  is  contrary  to  the  law  and  the  evidence  or  that 
such  order  or  Judgment  resulted  from  substantial  errors  of  said  Municipal 
Court  directly  affecting  the  matters  at  issue  between  the  parties,  in 'Which 
last  mentioned  case  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may 
be,  may  enter  such  order  or  Judgment  as,  in  its  opinion,  the  Municipal  Court 
ought  to  have  entered,  or  it  may  reverse  the  said  order  or  Judgment  and  re- 
mand the  case  to  the  Municipal  Court  for  further  proceedings. 

Eighth.  No  assignment  of  error  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  in  tha  Appellate 
Court  in  any  such  case  shall  be  allowed  which  shall  call  in  question  the  de- 
cisions of  such  Municipal  .Court  in  respect  to  any  matter  pertaining  to  the 
practice  in  such  court,  nor  shall  any  exceptions  to  the  rulings  and  decisions 
of  the  Municipal  Court  upon  the  trial  be  necessary  to  the  right  of  either  party 
to  a  review  of  such  rulings  and  decisions  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate 
Court  upon  their  merits,  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supreme  Court  or 
the  Appellate  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  decide  such  case  upon  its  merits 
as  they  may  appear  from  such  statement  or  stenographic  report  signed  by  the* 
Judge:  Provided,  however,  that  the  Supreme  Court  or  Appellate  Court,  as 
the  case  may  be,  may  grant  relief  from  any  error  of  the  Municipal  Court  in 
respect  to  a  matter  of  practice  therein  In  any  case  where,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Appellate  Court,  such  relief  is  necessary  to  prevent 
a  failure  of  Justice. 

Section  24.  That  in  any  case  transferred  to  said  Municipal  Court  by  the 
circuit  or  superior  court  of  Cook  county  for  trial  and  disposition,  said  Munici- 
pal Court  shall  exercise  the  same  powers  as  the  court  from  which  said  case 
has  been  transferred  might  have  exercised  had  said  case  not  been  so  trans- 
ferred. The  circuit  court  of  Cook  county,  or  the  superior  court  of  Cook 
county,  may,  upon  the  application  of  either  party  for  a  change  of  venue,  and 
shall  upon  the  request  of  both  parties  to  any  suit  at  law  or  in  equity,  pending 
therein,  transfer  said  suit  to  the  Municipal  Court  for  trial  and  disposition. 
The  criminal  court  of  Cook  county  may  in  its  discretion,  upon 
the  request  of  the  State's  Attorney  or  of  any  defendant,  transfer 
to  the  Municipal  Court  for  trial  and  disposition  any  case  therein 
pending  and  shall  have  power  to  make  all  orders  which  it  may 
deem  necessary  to  accomplish  such  transfer  and  secure  the  at- 
tendance of  the  parties  and  witnepses  upon  said  Municipal  Court  until  the 
final  disposition  of  the  case,  and  said  Municipal  Court,  when  any  criminal 
case  shall  have  been  so  transferred  to  it,  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  with 
respect  to  the  trial  and  disposition  of  said  case  which  the  said  criminal  court 
of  Cook  county  might  have  exercised  had  said  case  not  been  so  transferred. 
All  Judgments  of  conviction  in  criminal  cases  in  said  Municipal  Court  where 
the  punishment  inflicted  is  death  or  imprisonment,  shall  be  carried  into  ex- 
ecutibn  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  similar  cases  in  said 
criminal  court  of  Cook  county.  The  prosecution  of  all  criminal  cases  In  the 
Municipal  Court  shall  be  conducted  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  the  State's 
Attorney  of  Cook  county,  but  in  any  case  in  which  the  State's  Attorney  is 
disqualified  from  acting,  or  is  unable  to  act,  the  court  may  appoint  some  attor- 
ney at  law  of  Cook  county  to  act  as  prosecuting  attorney  in  such  case.    In  all 
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cases  transferred  cs  aforesaid  to  said. Municipal  Court,  the  practice  In  respect 
to  the  trial  and  disposition  thereof  shall  be  the  same  as  that  preyaillng  in 
the  respective  courts  from  which  the  same  have  been  transferred,  unless  the 
parties  shall  consent  that  the  trial  and  disposition  thereof  shall  be  governed 
by  the  rules  of  practice  prevailing  in  said  Municipal  Court  in  cases  com- 
menced therein. 

Section  25.  That  the  petit  jurors  for  the  trial  of  cases  in  said  Municipal 
Court  shall  be  provided  by  the  Jury  commissiohers  of  the  county  of  Cook  in 
the  same  manner  and  from  the  same  lists,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  petit  Jurors 
are  provided  for  the  circuit,  superior  and  criminal  courts  of  Cook  county. 
The  names  of  the  neeesary  number  of  petit  Jurors  required  from  time  to  time 
in  said  Municipal  Court  shall  be  furnished  by  said  Jury  commissionerp  upon 
demand  to  the  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  and  the  venires  for  such  jurors 
shall  be  directed  to-  and  served  by  the  sherifC  of  Cook  county  at  the  expense 
of  said  county,  and  the  fees  of  the  said  jurors  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city 
treasury.  The  number  of  petit  Jurors  to  be  summoned  from  time  to  time 
shall  be  determined  by  the  chief  Justice. 

Section  26.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  Justice  of  the  Municipal 
Court  to  cause  to  be  interrogated  all'  petit  jurors  summoned  for  service  in  the 
Municipal  Court,  and  to  cause  to  be  enquired  into  the  qualifications  of  said 
Jurors,  and  to  reject  from  service  as  Jurors  all  persons  who  do  not  appear 
to  possess  the  qualifications  required  by  law,  and  to  cause  the  summoning  of 
persons  competent  to  serve  as  Jurors. 

Section  27.  That  all  criminal  cases  in  the  Municipal  Court  in  which  the 
punishment  is  by  fine  or  imprisonment  otherwise  than  in  the  penitentiary, 
may  be  prosecuted  by  information  of  the  Attorney  General  or  State's  Attor- 
ney, or  some  other  person,  and  when  an  information  is  presented  by  any  per- 
son other  than  the  Attorney  General  or  State's  Attorney,  it  shall  be  verified 
by  aflidavit  of  such  person  that  the  same  is  true,  or  that  the  same  Is  true  as 
he  is  informed  and  believes.  Before  an  information  is  filed  by  any  person 
other  than  the  Attorney  General  or  State's  Attorney,  one  of  the  Judges  of 
the  Municipal  Court  shall  examine  the  information  and  may  examine  the 
person  presenting  the  same  and  require  other  evidence  and  satisfy  himself 
that  there  is  probable  cause  for  filing  the  same  and  so  endorse  the  same. 
Ehrery  information  shall  set  forth  the  ofTense  with  reasonable  certainty,  sub- 
stantially as  required  in  an  indictment,  and  the  proceedings  thereon  shall  be 
the  same,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  upon  indictment  in  the  criminal  court  of 
Cook  county,  excepting  as  is  by  this  act  otherwise  provided.  But  criminal 
cases  in  which  the  punishment  is  by  fine  only  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  (|500)  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be  prosecuted  by  complaint 
as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  prosecution  of  criminal  cases  before  justices  of 
the  peace. 

Any  person  committed  for  a  criminal  or  supposed  criminal  offense  and 
not  admitted  to  bail  and  not  tried  within  four  months  of  the  date  of  arrest 
shall  be  set  at  liberty  by  the  court,  unless  the  delay  shall  happen  on  the 
application  of  the  prisoner  or  unless  the  court  is  satisfied  that  due  exertion 
has  been  made  to  procure  the  evidence  on  the  part  of*  the  people,  and  that 
there  is  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  such  evidence  may  be  procured 
within  the  next  sixty  days  in  which  case  the  court  may  continue  the  case 
for  such  time  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary  not  exceeding  said  sixty 
days:  Provided  however,  that  if  said  person  be  not  tried  within  said  sixty 
days  no  further  continuance  shall  be  granted  and  said  person  shall  be  set  at 
liberty  by  the  court. 

Section  28.  That,  until  otherwise  provided  by  the  rules  of  the  Municipal 
Court  and  except  as  is  herein  otherwise  prescribed,  cases  of  the  first  class 
mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  shall  be  commenced  and  prosecuted 
in  said  Municipal  Court  in  the  same  manner  in  which  similar  suits  and  pro- 
ceedings are  required  to  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  in  the  circuit  courts. 
and  excepting  also  in  the  following  particulars:

First.  The  Bummoiifi,  when  the  first  process  is  a  summons,  or  the  writ, 
when  the  first  process  is  a  writ,  shall  he  directed  to  the  bailiff  to  execute  and 
shall  be  returnable  upon  some  Monday  at  least  ten  days,  and  not  more  than 
thirty  days,  after  the  date  thereof. 

Second.  Service  of  such  summons  or  writ  shall  be  made  by  delivering  a 
copy  thereof  to  the  defendant,  if  an  Individual,  and  informing  hiija  of  the 
contents  thereof,  but  if  any  defendant  be  a  corporation,  the  service  shall 
be  made  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  similar  cases  in  the  circuit 
courts. 

Third.  Notice  to  the  defendant  by  publication  may  be  given  under  like 
circumstances  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  similar 
cases  in  the  circuit  courts,  but  the  notice  published,  in  lieu  of  stating  the 
time  of  the  return  of  the  summons  or  writ,  shall  state  the  date  on  or  before 
which  the  defendant  is  required  to  appear,  which  date  shall  be  some  Monday 
hot  less  than  forty  uor  more  than  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  the  first  publi- 
cation of  notice,  as  the  plaintiff  may  require. 

Fourth.  No  such  suit  shall  be  commenced  in  the  Municipal  Court  unless 
the  defendant,  if  there  be  but  one  defendant,  resides  or  is  found  within  the 
city  of  Chicago,  or  if  the  defendant  be  a  corporation,  unless  its  principal 
office  is  within  said  city;  but  if  the  defendant  be  a  corporation  not  having 
a  principa.1  office  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  such  suit  may  be  brought  in  the 
Municipal  Court  whenever  service  of  process  may  be  had  within  the  city 
upon  any  officer,  agent  or  employe  of  such  corporation  upon  whom  service 
of  process  might  be  had  if  issued  in  a  suit  commenced  in  the  circuit  court. 

Fifth.  The  provisions  of  paragraph  fourth  above,  shall  not  apply  to  attach- 
ment suits  brought  against  non-residents  of  this  State,  which  suits  may  be 
brought  in  the  Municipal  Court  when  any  property  of  the  defendant  is  levied 
upon,  or  any  garnishee  resides  or  is  found  within  the  city  of  Chicago. 

Sixth.  When  there  are  several  defendants,  one  of  whom  resides  or  is 
found  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  a  summons  or  writ  may  be  issued  to  the  sheriff 
of  Cook  county  for  any  defendant  residing  in  said  county,  but  outside  of  the 
city  of  Chicago,  or  to  the  sheriff  of  any  other  county  for  any  defendant  resid- 
ing in  such  county,  and  service  of  any  summons  or  writ  so  issued  shall  be 
made  in  the  same  manner  as  herein  required  in  the  case  of  a  summons  or 
writ  directed  to  the  bailiff:  Provided,  however,  that  no  judgment  shall, 
in  any  such  case,  be  rendered  against  any  defendant  served  with  process 
outside  of  the  city  of  Chicago  unless  judgment  be  also  rendered  against  a 
defendant  served  within  said  city  of  Chicago. 

Seventh.  The  plaintiff  shall  file  his  declaration  within  five  days  after 
the  commencement  of  the  suit,  in  default  whereof  the  suit  shall  be  dismissed 
unless  the  court  by  an  order  entered  in  said  suit  shall  extend  the  time  for 
filing  such  declaration. 

Eighth.  The  defendant  shall,  in  case  he  shall  have  been  served  with  pro- 
cess of  summons,  or  with  the  writ  five  days  or  more  prior  to  the  return  day 
thereof,  demur  or  plead  to  the  declaration  or  the  complaint  on  or  before  the 
Monday  succeeding  such  return  day;  but  in  case  the  summons  or  writ  shall 
have  been  served  less  than  five  days  prior  to  the  return  day  the  defendant 
shall  not  be  required  to  plead  to  the  declaration  or  complaint  until  on  or 
before  the  second  Monday  after  such  return  day.  In  case  the  time  for  filing 
the  declaration  or  complaint  shall  be  extended  by  the  court,  the  time  for  the 
defendant  to  demur  or  plead  to  the  same  shall  be  extended  until  the  second 
Monday  succeeding  the  expiration  of  such  extension  of  time.  The  time 
within  which  the  defendant  is  required  to  demur  or  plead  may  be  extended 
by  the  court  in  its  discretion. 

.  But  all  cases  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  be  commenced,  prosecuted 
and  disposed  of  in  some  branch  court,  held  in  the  First  District. 

Section  29.  That  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  cases  of  the  fifth  class  men- 
tioned in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  shall  be  brought  and  prosecuted  in  the 
district  in  which  the  defendant,  if  there  be  but  one  defendant,  or  one  of  the 
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defendants,  if  there  be  more  tlimn  one  defendant,  residee  or  la  found,  or  if  th* 
defendant  be  a  corporation  haTlng  its  principal  office  in  Uie  city  of  CbicagOp. 
in  the  district  in  which  its  principal  office  is  located;  but  if  the  defendant 
be  a  corporation  not  having  a  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  suit  may 
be  brought  in  any  district  within  which  serrice  of  process  may  be  had  upon 
any  officer,  agent  or  employe  of  such  corporation,  upon  whom  service  of  pro- 
cess might  be  had  if  issued  in  a  suit  commenced  in  the  ^rcult  court.  If,  Ia 
any  such  case,  there  is  more  than  one  defendant  and  one  defendant  resides  or 
is  found  within  the  district  in  which  such  suit  is  brought  or  is  properly  served 
with  process  therein,  the  process  of  such  Municipal  Court  may  be  served  upon 
the  remaining  defendant  or  defendants  at  any  place  within  said  city  of  Chi- 
cago. But  no  suit  shall  be  brought  against  the  city  of  Chicago  or  any  other 
municipal  corporation  in  any  other  than  the  First  District.  If,  in  any  cas* 
where  there  is  more  than  one  defendant,  process  is  duly  served  upon  one  or 
more  defendants  and  returned  not  served  as  to  another  defendant  or  other 
defendants,  the  suit  shall  proceed  as  in  like  cases  in  the  circuit 
court.  But  the  requirement  that  the  defendant,  if  there  be  but  cue  defend- 
ant, or  one  of  the  defendants,  if  there  be  more  than  one  defendant  must 
reside  or  be  found  within  the  district  in  which  such  suit  is  brought  shall  not 
apply  to  attachment  suits  brought  against  non-residents  of  this  State.  whi<di 
suits  may  be  brought  In  any  district  when  any  property  of  the  defendant  la 
levied  upon  within  such  district  or  any  garnishee  resides  or  is  found  in 
such  district,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  forcible  entry  and  detainer  suits  In  which 
the  defendants  do  not  reside  or  cannot  be  found  within  the  city  of  Chicago^ 
which  suits  may  be  brought  in  any  district  in  which  the  property,  the  posses- 
sion of  which  is  sought  to  be  recovered,  is  situated,  and  service  of  summona 
may  be  had  by  notice  by  publication  in  the  manner  required  by  law  in  cases 
of  attachments  in  courts  of  record.  When,  upon  the  complaint  of  any  de- 
fendant, it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  Municipal  Court  in  any  district 
that  the  suit  has  been  improperly  brought  therein,  the  court  shall  not  be  re- 
quired on  that  account  to  dismiss  the  suit,  if  the  Municipal  Court  m  any  dis- 
trict could  properly  have  jurisdiction  thereof,  but  In  such  case  the  court  may 
cause  such  suit  to  be  transferred  to  the  proper  district  and  the  court  in  the 
district  to  which  the  same  is  transferred  shair  proceed  therewith  as  if  the 
same  had  been  originally  commenced  in  said  district:  Provided,  however, 
that  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  require  the  plaintift  to  pay  the  costs 
of  the  defendant  paid  by  him  prior  to  such  transfer:  And,  provided  further, 
that  whenever  a  trial  by  jury  is  demanded  in  any  case,  whether  civil,  criminal 
or  quasi  criminal,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  direct  the  trial  of  said  case 
to  be  had  in  the  First  District,  and  for  that  purpose  may  cause  said  case  to  be 
transferred  to  the  first  district  to  be  there  tried  and  disposed  of. 

Section  30.  That  every  suit  at  law  in  the  Municipal  Court,  other  than  a 
case  of  the  second  class  or  a  case  of  the  third  class  mentioned  in  section 
two  (2)  of  this  act,  shall  be  tried  by  the  cour%  without  a  jury  unless  the 
plaintiff,  at  the  time  he  commences  his  suit,  or  the  defendant,  at  the  time  he 
enters  his  appearance,  shall  file  with  the  clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial 
by  jury,  which  demand,  however,  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  party  filing  the 
same  at  any  time  before  the  trial,  and  in  every  case  of  the  third  class  men- 
tioned in  section  two  of  this  act,  a  trial  by  jury  shall  be  deemed  waived 
unless  the  defendant  shall  expressly  demand  such  trial.  * 

Section  31.  That  in  all  cases  other  than  one  of  the  second  class  men- 
tioned In  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  tried  by  jury  in  a  Municipal  Court  each 
party  shall  be  entitled  to  a  challenge  of  the  same  number  of  jurors  without 
showing  cause  for  such  challenge  as  are  allowed  In  similar  cases  in  the 
circuit  courts  and  in  the  criminal  court  of  Cook  county,  and  challenges  for 
statutory  and  other  causes  shall  be  allowed  as  in  similar  cases  in  the  circuit 
court  and  in  said  criminal  court  of  Cook  county.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
judge  presiding  at  the  trial  to  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined  all  jurors 
called  into  the  jury  box  In  any  case  with  respect  to  their  statutory 
qualifications  to  serve  as  petit  jurors  in  such  case,  and  to  permit  the  plaintilC.

or  the  people,  and  the  defendant  to  propound  to  the  Jurors  such  pertinent 
questions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the 
Jurors  are  biased  or  prejudiced.  But  upon  appeal  or  writ  of  error  to  review 
any  Judgment  of  said  Municipal  Court  in  any  case  tried  therein  by  Jury  no 
assignment  of  error  shall  be  allowed  which  shall  call  in  question  any  ruling 
of  the  court  pertaining  to  or  connected  with  the  impaneling  of  the  jury,  other 
than  one  improperly  restricting  the  right  of  the  defendant  to  examine  the 
jurors  as  to  bias  or  prejudice,  or  improperly  overruling  a  challenge  by  the 
defendant  of  a  Juror  for  bias  or  prejudice. 

Section  32.  That  the  Municipal  Court  in  any  civil  suit  pending  therein, 
at  any  time  before  the  trial  or  final  hearing  thereof,  may  permit  the  filing 
therein  of  interrogatories  to  be  answered  by  any  party  to  such  suit  or  any 
person  for  whose  immediate  benefit  such  suit  is  prosecuted  or  defended,  or  by 
the  directors,  officers,  superintendent  or  managing  agents  of  any  corporation 
which  is  a  party  to  the  record  in  such  suit,  at  the  instance  of  the  adverse 
party  or  parties  or  any  of  them,  and  to  require  an  answer  under  oath  to  all 
such  interrogatories  as  the  party  to  be  interrogated  might  be  required  to 
answer,  if  called  as  a  witness  upon  the  trial  or  hearing  of  such  suit,  but  the 
party  filing  such  interrogatories  shall  not  be  concluded  by  the  answers 
thereto,  if  he  shall  elect  to  introduce  the  same  or  any  or  either  of  them  upon 
the  trial  or  final  hearing. 

Section  38.  That  upon  the  trial  or  hearing  of  any  suit  in  the  Municipal 
Court  any  party  thereto,  or  any  person  for  whose  immediate  benefit  such 
suit  is  prosecuted  or  defended,  or  the  directors,  officers,  superintendent  or 
managing  agents  of  any  corporation  which  is  a  party  to  the  record  in  such 
suit,  may  be  examined  upon  the  trial  thereof  as  if  under  cross-examination 
at  the  instance  of  the  adverse  party  or  parties  or  any  of  them,  and  for  that 
purpose  may  be  compelled,  in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same 
rules  for  examination  as  any  other  witness,  to  testify,  but  the  party  calling 
for  such  examination  shall  not  be  concluded  thereby,  but  may  rebut  the 
testimony  thus  given  by  counter  testimony. 

Section  34.  That  whenever  in  any  suit  pending  in  the  Municipal  Court, 
evidence  shall  be  necessary  concerning  any  fact  in  support  of  or  in  opposi- 
tion to  any  interlocutory  or  other  motion  or  application,  other  than  an 
application  for  a  change  of  venue,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  require 
such  evidence  to  be  presented  by  the  oral  examination  of  witnesses  in  open 
court  or  otherwise,  and  may  make  all  necessary  orders  for  such  oral 
examination. 

Section  35.  That  any  Judge  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  either  party  and  upon  reasonable  notice  to  the  opposite  party,  have 
power  to  sign  or  otherwise  make  any  order  in  any  suit  pending  in  the 
Municipal  Court,  at  any  place  within  the  city  of  Chicago,  whenever  in  the 
opinion  of  such  Judge  the  granting  of  such  order  at  such  place  is  in  further- 
ance of  Justice  and  such  order  shall  be  as  effective  as  If  made  in  any  court 
room  of  said  court  or  in  the  chambers  of  said  Judge. 

Section  36.  That  cases  in  the  Municipal  Court  shall  be  tried  in  such 
order  and  the  calendars  of  cases  shall  be  so  arranged  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  chief  Justice  or  by  rules  of  the  court  adopted  as  herein  provided. 

Section  37.  That  in  trials  by  jury  in  the  Municipal  Court  the  court  shall 
not  charge  the  Jury  as  to  the  facts  but  may  state  the  testimony  and  the  law 
and  the  charge  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be  given  orally  or  in 
writing 

Section  38.  That  whenever  it  appears  in  any  bill  of  exceptions  signed  In 
any  case  of  the  first  class  or  any  case  of  the  second  class  or  any  case  of  the 
third  class,  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  tried  and  determined 
in  the  Municipal  Court,  that  any  erroneous  ruling  was  made  by  said 
Municipal  Court  against  the  objection  of  the  party  complaining  thereof,  but 
that  no  formal  exception  was  taken  by  such  party  thereto,  such  erroneous 
ruling  shall  be  subject  to  review  upon  appeal  or  wit  of  error  to  the  same

extent  and  in  like  manner  as  if  it  appeared  that  a  formal  exception  had  been 
taken  thereto  by  the  party  complaining,  and  no  bill  of  exceptions  shall  be 
held  defective  for  the  want  of  the  seal  of  the  judge  thereto.  Upon  the 
prosecution  of  an  appeal  or  writ  of  error  to  review  any  Judgment  of  the 
Municipal  Court,  in  any  such  case,  the  original  bill  of  exceptions,  in  lieu  of 
a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  transcript  of  the  record 
to  be  filed  in  the  supreme  court  or  appellate  court  upon  such  appeal  or  writ 
of  error,  unless  the  Municipal  Court  shall  otherwise  direct,  and  upon  the 
final  determination  of  such  appeal  or  writ  of  error,  such  original  bill  of 
exceptions  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Municipal  Court. 

Section  39.  That  no  application  for  a  change  of  venue  in  any  case  of  the 
fourth  class  or  in  any  case  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2) 
of  this  act,  or  in  any  criminal  case  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment 
otherwise  than  in  the  penitentiary,  on  account  of  the  prejudice  of  the  Judge 
shall  be  allowed  by  the  Municipal  Court  when  the  applicant  names  in  his 
application  more  than  one  Judge  from  whom  such  change  of  venue  is  desired, 
nor  unless  such  application  for  a  change  of  venue  is  made  by  petition  as  in 
like  cases  in  the  circuit  courts,  and  such  petition  is  filed  at  or  before  the 
time  of  the  filing  or  entering  by  the  defendant  of  his  appearance  in  the  suit 
in  which  such  change  of  venue  is  asked  for,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  granting 
of  any  change  of  venue  delay  the  trial  of  the  suit,  but  such  suit  shall  be 
tried  and  disposed  of  at  the  time  set  for  the  trial  thereof  or  at  the  time 
to  which  the  trial  thereof  may  be  postponed  before  some  other  Judge  of  the 
court  than  the  one  from  whom  the  change  of  venue  has  been  granted,  or  in 
any  other  district  in  which  the  same  may  be  ordered  to  be  tried,  and  all 
orders  necessary  for  the  setting  of  such  case  for  trial  and  for  the  securing 
of  a  speedy  trial  thereof  may  be  made  by  the  judge  from  whom  said  change 
of  venue  has  been  obtained. 

Section  40.  That  every  case  of  the  fourth  class  and  every  case  of  the  fifth 
class  mentioned  in  said  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  excepting  attachment 
suits,  replevin  suits,  cases  of  distress  for  rent,  and  forcible  entry  and  de- 
tainer suits  and  also  quasi-criminal  cases  brought  in  the  Municipal  Court. 
shall  be  commenced  by  the  filing  by  the  plaintiff  with  the  clerk  of  a  praecipe 
for  a  summons,  specifying  the  names  of  the  parties  to  the  suit,  the 
amount  of  the  plaintiff's  claim  and  the  day  at  which  the  summons 
shall  be  made  returnable,  which  day  shall  be  not  lees  than  five 
(5)  nor  more  than  fifteen  (16)  days  from  the  filing  of  the  praecipe, 
and  a  bill  of  particulars  of  the  plaintiff's  claim,  which  bill  of  partic- 
ulars, if  the  suit  be  upon  a  contract,  express  or  implied,  shall  consist  of  a 
statement  of  the  account  or  of  the  nature  of  the  demand,  or,  if  the  suit  be 
for  a  tort  it  shall  consist  of  a  brief  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  tort  and 
such  further  information  as  will  reasonably  inform  the  defendant  of  the 
Qature  of  the  case  he  is  called  upon  to  defend,  but  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  require  the  bill  of  particulars  in  any  action  for  a  tort 
to  set  forth  the  cause  of  action  with  the  particularity  required  in  a  declaration 
at  common  law.  In  cases  of  the  fourth  class  and  in  cases  of  the  fifth  class 
mentioned  in  said  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  the  Municipal  Court  may  adopt 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  enable  the  parties,  in 
advance  of  the  trial,  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  the  plaintiff's  claim  or  claims, 
or  of  the  defendant's  defense  or  defenses. 

Section  41.  That  upon  the  filing  of  such  praecipe  and  bill  of  particulars 
the  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  issue  a  summons  to  the  defendant  di- 
rected to  the  bailiff  to  execute  and  returnable  at  ten  o'clock  a  m.  sharp  of 
the  day  for  such  return  specified  in  the  praecipe,  which  summons  shall  state 
the  amount  of  the  plaintiff's  claim  and  shall  be  attested  in  like  manner  as  a 
summons  issued  out  of  a  court  of  record.  Upon  every  such  summons  there 
shall  be  printed  in  plain  type  the  provisions  of  this  act  pertaining  to  de- 
faults in  case  of  the  non-appearance  of  the  defendant,  and  setting  of  the  case 
for  trial  in  case  of  appearance,  and  such  further  information  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  chief  Justice. 
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Section  42.  That  eyery  such  summons  issued  out  of  the  Municipal  Court 
shall  be  served,  if  the  defendant  be  an  individual,  by  delivering  to  him  a 
copy  thereof  and  informing  him  of  its  contents,  or,  if  the  defendant  be  a 
corporation,  service  shall  be  made  upon  such  corporation  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  is  now  or  hereafter  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  service  of  process 
upon  such  corporation  in  a  suit  at  law  when  issued  out  of  a  circuit  court.  In 
case  said  summons  shall  not  be  served  upon  defendant  three  days  or  more 
prior  to  the  return  dily  thereol  an  alias  summons  may  be  issued  and  a  sub- 
sequent pluries  summons  may  be  issued  in  any  case  when  a  previous  alias 
or  pluries  summons  shall  not  have  been  served  upon  the  defendant  three  days 
or  more  prior  to  the  return  day  fixed  in  the  previous  summons.  Service  of 
6i!Cli  alias  or  pluries  summons  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  that 
above  provided  for  the  service  of  the  original  summons. 

Section  43.  That  upon  the  return  of  any  such  summons  duly  served  upon 
the  defendant,  the  plaintiff  shall  be  entitled  to  judgment  as  in  case  of  default, 
unless  the  defendant  shall  either  appear  in  person  at  the  time  specified  in 
such  summons,  or  shall  at  or  before  the  time  fixed  in  such  summons  for  his 
appearance,  file  his  appearance  in  writing  in  said  Municipal  Court.  Upon 
such  default  the  court  shall  assess  the  damages  after  hearing  such  evidence 
as  the  court  may  deem  sufficient  for  that  purpose.  In  case  the  defendant  shall 
desire  upon  the  trial  to  present  any  set-off  or  counter  claim,  he  shall  file  a 
bill  of  particulars  thereof  with  his  appearance;  provided,  however,  the 
court  may,  In  its  discretion,  extend  the  time  for  the  filing  of  such  bill  of 
particulars.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.  sharp  of 
each  day  upon  which  the  court  is  open  for  business,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
is  practicable,  to  call  the  ca^es  in  which  the  summonses  are  then  returnable 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  defendants  therein  have  appeared 
in  person  or  have  entered  their  appearances  in  writing,  and  to  give  such  di- 
rections with  respect  to  such  appearances  as  the  court  may  find  necessary  or 
proper  for  the  information  of  the  parties. 

Section  44.  That  tiie  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  keep  on  hand  and 
furnish  to  suitors  and  attorneys  on  application  printed  blank  forms  of  prae- 
cipes, summonses,  entries  of  appearance,  afitdavits,  bonds,  attachment  writs, 
replevin  writs,  petitions  for  changes  of  venue,  and  all  other  papers  necessary 
for  the  use  of  the  parties  to  suits  in  such  court.  Forms  for  such  papers 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  chief  justice  of  the  Municipal  Court,  who  shall 
also  from  time  to  time  prescribe  and  cause  to  be  printed  forms  of  bills  of 
particulars  to  be  used  in  said  court. 

Section  45.  That  if  in  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  in  any  case  of  the 
fifth  class  mentioned  in  said  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  brought  in  the  Munici- 
pal Court,  the  defendant  shall  appear  at  the  time  specified  in  the  summons 
or  shall  have  entered  his  appearance  in  writing  at  or  before  the  time  so 
specified,  the  court  shall,  at  such  time,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
fix  a  time  for  the  trial  thereof  and  such  case  shall  be  tried  at  the  time  so 
fixed  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  other  business  of  the  court  will  permit. 

Section  46.  That  amendments  to  bills  of  particulars,  praecipes,  summons 
and  other  papers  filed  by  either  party  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be 
allowed  at  any  time. 

Section  47.  That  the  court  may  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  any  case 
of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  grant  such  post- 
ponements of  the  trial,  and  may  make  such  other  orders  in  respect  thereto 
as  the  court  may  deem  proper  and  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  rights 
of  the  parties,  and  the  failure  of  the  court  to  try  any  such  case  at  the  time 
to  which  the  trial  has  been  postponed  shall  not  operate  as  a  discontinuance, 
but  the  same  shall  remain  under  the  control  of  the  court  until  the  final  dis- 
position thereof. 

Section  48.  That  the  practice  and  proceedings  in  the  Municipal  Court,  other 
than  the  mode  of  trial  and  the  proceedings  subsequent  to  the  trial,  in  cases 
of  attachment,  replevin,  distress  for  rent  and  forcible  entry  and  detainer 
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in  full  for  all  services  to  be  rendered  by  said  clerk  for  the  defendant  in  said 
suit,  other  than  the  making  or  furnishing  of  transcripts  of  the  record,  the 
sum  of  three  dollars  ($3.00),  and  if  he  shall  at  the  same  time  file  with  the 
clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial  by  Jury,  he  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the 
further  sum  of  six  dollars  ($G.OO)  to  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of 
the  fees  of  the  jurors  in  said  court. 

Fourth.  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in 
section  two  (2)  of  tnis  act,  the  plaintiff,  at  the  time  of  commencing  his  suit 
shall  pay  to  the  clerk  in  full  for  all  services  to  be  rendered  by  said  clerk,  if 
such  case  be  other  than  an  action  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  the  sum  of 
two  dollars  ($2.00)  when  the  amount  claimed  by  him  in  money  or  property 
does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  (|200),  the  sum  of  five  dollars  {$5.00) 
when  the  amount  claimed  by  him  exceeds  two  hi^ndred  dollars  (|200)  but 
does  not  exceed  one 'thousand  dollars  (|1,000),  and  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
<  12.00)  in  a  case  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  and  if  the  plaintifT  at  the 
time  he  commences  his  suit  files  with  the  clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial 
by  jury,  he  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the  further  sum  of  six  dollars  ($6.00)  to  be 
applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  jurors  fn  said  court. 

Fifth.  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in 
section  two  (2)  of  this  oct  the  defendant,  at  the  time  of  his  appearance,  shall 
pay  to  the  clerk  in  full  for  all  services  to  be  rendered  by  said  clerk,  if  the  suit 
be  other  than  an  action  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer  and  the  amount  claimed 
by  the  plaintiff  in  money  or  property  exceeds  two  hundred  dollars  ($200) 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  (|2.00),  and  if  the  defendant  shall  at  the  fame  time 
file  with  the  clerk  a  demand  in  writing  of  a  trial  by  jury  he  shall  pay  to  the 
clerk  the  further  sum  of  six  dollars  (|6.00)  to  be  applied  towards  the  payment 
of  the  fees  of  jurors  in  said  court. 

Sixth.  The  costs  to  be  paid  for  the  services  of  the  bailiff  and  of  the  sheriffs 
and  other  costs  not  included  in  the  above  in  cases  of  the  first  class  and  in 
cases  of  the  second  class  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  shall  be 
the  same  as  those  required  by  law  from  time  to  time  to  be  paid  for  similar 
services  in  cases  in  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county. 

Seventh.  In  any  case  of  tae  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned 
in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act  the  party  delivering  to  the  bailiff  any  summons, 
writ  of  attachment,  writ  of  replevin,  subpoena,  writ  of  execution  or  other 
process  shall  at  the  time  of  making  such  delivery  pay  to  the  bailiff  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  for  each  defendant  named  in  such  process  upon  whom 
service  thereof  is  to  be  made,  and  In  cases  of  writs  of  attachment,  replevin 
or  execution,  he  shall  pay  to  the  bailiff  the  further  sum  of  one  dollar  (|1.00) 
when  any  levy  upon  or  seizure  of  property  is  to  be  made  thereunder,  and  shall 
also  pay  to  the  bailiff  the  actual  expense  of  seizing  or  caring  for  any  property 
levied  upon  or  seized  thereunder. 

Eighth.  In  any  case  of  the  fourth  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in 
section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  the  party  procuring  any  certified  copy  of  the 
record  or  of  any  portion  thereof  in  any  case  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the  same 
fees  required  by  law  from  time  to  time  to  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court  of  Cook  county  for  similar  services. 

Ninth.  In  any  case  of  the  founh  class  or  of  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in 
section  two  (2)  of  this  act  the  bailiff,  as  commissions  on  moneys  realized  by 
execution,  shall  collect  from  the  defendant  in  the  execution  five  (5)  per  cent, 
upon  the  amount  realized  if  it  do  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  ($100),  but 
If  the  amount  realized  exceeds  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  the  bailiff  shall 
collect  five  (5)  per  cent,  on  the  first  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  and  three  (3) 
per  cent,  upon  the  excess  over  one  hundred  dollars  ($100). 

The  amounts  hereby  required  to  be  advanced  when  a  demand  in  writing  of 
a  trial  by  jury  is  filed  to  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  jurors 
In  said  court  shall  be  paid  by  the  clerk  into  the  city  treasury.

In  any  case  included  within  the  terms  of  this  section  the  court  may,  in  its 
discretion,  order  that  an  advance  payment  of  costs  may  be  waived  in  favor 
of  any  poor  person  whose  financial  circumstances,  as  made  to  appear  to  the 
court,  are  such  that  such  advance  payment  would  be  unduly  burdensome  or 
oppressive. 

Section  57.  That  the  costs  in  criminal  and  in  quasi  criminal  cases  and  pro- 
ceedings in  the  Municipal  Court,  instituted  in  the  name  or  by  the  authority 
of  the  people  or  in  the  name  of  any  State  or  county  officer  in  his  official  ca- 
pacity, shall  be  as  follows: 

First.  The  clerk's  fees  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  by  him  shall  be  the 
sum  of  six  dollars  (|6). 

Second.  The  bailiff's  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  those  which  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  fixed  by  law  for  the  sheriff  in  counties  of  the  third  class,  for 
similar  services. 

All  money?  collected  upon  judgments  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  such  cases 
shall  be  paid  to  the  clerk,  who  thall.  at  the  end  of  every  three  months,  apply 
the  same,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  the  payment  of  the 
uncollected  costs  in  criminal  and  quasi  criminal  cases  instituted  in  the  Mu- 
nicipal Court  in  the  name  of  the  people,  or  in  the  name  of  any  State  or 
county  officer  in  his  official  capacity,  and  pay  over  the  balance,  if  any,  to  the 
officer  entitled  by  law  to  receive  the  same. 

Section  58.  That  the  costs  in  cases  in  the  Municipal  Court  instituted  in  the 
name  of  the  city  of  Chicago  or  in  the  name  of  any  officer  thereof  in  his  official 
capacity,  shall  be  as  follows: 

First.  The  clerk's  fees  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  by  him  shall  be  the 
«um  of  six  dollars  ($6). 

Second.  The  bailiff's  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  those  which  may  now 
or  hereafter  be  fixed  by  law  for  the  sheriff  in  counties  of  the  third  class 
for  similar  services.  *■ 

All  moneys  collected  upon  judgments  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  cases  for 
the  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Chicago  shall  be  paid  to  the 
clerk,  who  shall  pay  over  the  same  to  the  city  of  Chicago,  within  one  week 
after  receiving  the  same. 

Section  59.  That,  the  clerk  and  each  deputy  clerk  shall  collect  for  the 
acknowledgment  and  entering  of  memoranda  of  chat  tie  mortgages  and  for  the 
acknowledgment  of  other  written  instruments  the  same  fees  allowed  by  law 
to  justices  of  the  peace  for  similar  services  and  the  fees  so  collected  and  all 
costs  collected  in  each  week  by  the  clerk  and  bailiff  shall  be  paid  over  by  them 
respectively  to  the  city  of  Chicago  on  the  Monday  of  the  succeeding  week,  and 
the  clerk  and  bailiff  shall  be  held  personally  responsible  for  all  costs  required 
to  be  paid  to  them  in  advance  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  the  clerk  shall 
be  personally  responsible  for  all  fees  required  as  aforesaid  to  be  collected 
by  him  and  by  each  deputy  clerk.  The  clerk  and  the  bailiff  shall  be  required 
to  keep  complete  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  moneys  collected  by  them  and 
by  their  respective  deputies  and  such  accounts  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
the  chief  justice  of  said  Municipal  Court,  be  examined  and  audited  monthly, 
the  expense  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  city. 

Section  60.  That  the  offices  of  justices  of  the  peace,  police  magistrates  and 
constables  In  and  for  the  territory  within  the  city  of  Chicago  be  and  they 
are  hereby  abolished,  and  that  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace  in 
the  territory  of  the  county  of  Cook  outside  of  the  city  of  Chicago  be  and  is 
hereby  limited  to  the  territory  of  said  county  outside  of  said  city,  but  this 
section  of  this  act  shall  not  become  operative  until  the  first  Monday  of  De- 
cember, A.  D.  1906,  and  on  and  after  said  date  the  jurisdiction  hereby  con- 
ferred upon  the  Municipal  Court  shall  exclude  the  exercise  of  any  portion 
of  such  jurisdiction  by  all  other  courts  excepting  courts  of  record,  and  on 
and  after  said  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  D.  1906,  no  other  court  than  a 
court  of  record  shall  exercise  jurisdiction  in  any  case  in  which  said  Municipal 
Court  Is  given  jurisdiction  by  this  act. 
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Section  61.  That  when  the  offices  of  Justices  of  the  peace  within  the  city 
of  Chicago  shall  be  abolished  the  docket  of  each  justice  of  the  peace  whose 
office  is  thus  abolished  shall  be  forthwith  delivered  up  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Municipal  Court,  who  shall  preserve  the  same  in  his  office  kept  in  the  First 
District.  Executions  may  be  issued  by  the  clerk  of  said  court  upon  any 
unsatisfied  judgments  rendered  by  such  justice  of  the  peace  in  all  cases  in 
which  the  same  might  have  been  issued  had  such  office  of  justice  of  the 
peace  not  been  abolished,  and  said  Municipal  Court  shall  allow  an  appeal 
to  the  circuit  or  superior  court  of  Cook  county  from  any  judgment  rendered 
by  any  justice  of  the  peace  within  twenty  (20)  days  prior  to  the  first  Monday 
of  December,  A.  D.  1906,  upon  the  giving  by  the  appellant  of  an  appeal  bond 
with  security  as  now  required  by  law  in  cases  of  appeals  from  justices  of 
the  peace,  provided  such  appeal  is  prayed  at  any  time  within  twenty  (20) 
days  after  the  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  D.  1906.  In  all  cases  not  deter- 
mined or  finally  disposed  of  by  such  justice  of  the  peace  at  the  time  his 
office  is  abolished,  such  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  said  Municipal  Court  as 
might  be  had  were  such  suits  originally  brought  in  said  court,  but  no  trial 
of  any  such  case  shall  be  had  in  said  court  without  such  notice  to  the  parties 
thereto  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary.  All  writs  issued  by  justices  of  the 
peace  within  the  city  of  Chicago  and  which  shall  not  have  been  returned 
on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  D.  1906,  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to 
the  Municipal  Court,  and  said  Municipal  Court  shall  have  full  power  to  make 
such  provision  for  the  execution  or  other  disposition  of  all  such  writs  as  said 
court  may  deem  proper  for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  respective 
parties  to  the  suits  in  which  such  writs  have  been  issued. 

Section  62.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  justice  of  the  Municipal 
Court  to  superintend  the  keeping  of  the  records  of  said  court  and  to  prescribe 
abbreviated  forms  of  entries  of  orders  therein,  which  abbreviated  forms  so 
prescribed  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  said  orders  were  entered 
in  full  in  the  records  of  said  court.  When  any  certified  transcript  of  the 
record,  or  of  any  portion  thereof,  of  any  suit  or  proceeding  in  said  court  is 
required,  the  same  shall  be  written  out  in  full  from  such  abbreviated  forms 
and  duly  authenticated  according  to  law. 

Section  63.  That  the  orders,  judgments,  and  decrees  of  the  Municipal 
Court  in  cases  of  the  first  clasg  and  cases  of  the  second  class  shall  have  the 
same  force,  be  of  the  same  effect,  be  liens  upon  real  estate  In  the  city  of 
Chicago  to  the  same  extent  and  under  the  same  circumstances,  and  be 
executed  and  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  the  judgments,  orders  and 
decrees  of  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county,  and  such  judgments  and  decrees 
shall  also  be  liens  upon  real  estate  in  the  county  of  Cook  outside  of  the  city 
of  Chicago  after  certified  transcripts  of  the  same  shall  have  been  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  recorder  of  Cook  county,  which  transcripts  shall  contain  the 
names  of  the  parties  to  the  suits,  the  kinds  of  actions,  the  amounts  of  the 
judgments  or  the  general  nature  and  effect  of  the  decrees  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  the  dates  on  which  the  judgments  and  decrees  were  rendered;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  such  orders,  judgments  or  decrees  shall  be  liens 
upon  or  affect  registered  land  or  any  estate  or  interest  therein  until  a  cer- 
tificate under  the  hand  and  official  seal  of  the  clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court, 
stating  the  date  and  purport  of  the  judgment,  decree  or  order,  is  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  register  of  titles  of  said  Cook  county,  and  a  memorial  of 
the  same  is  entered  upon  the  register  of  the  last  certificate  of  title  to  be 
affected. 

Section  64.  That  all  other  judgments  of  the  Municipal  Court  shall  have 
the  same  force,  be  of  the  same  effect  and  be  executed  and  enforced  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  judgments  of  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county.  But  no 
such  judgment  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  of  the  person  agamaC 
whom  it  is  obtained,  excepting  from  the  time  of  the  filing  of  a  cerUfled 
transcript  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  Cook  county,  which  tran- 
script shall  contaia  the  names  of  the  parties  to  the  suit,  the  kind  of  ^^^^ 
the  amount  of  the  judgment  and  the  date  upon  which  the  same  was  rendered 
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provided,  however,  that  no  such  Judgment  shall  be  a  lien  upon  or  affect 
registered  land  or  any  estate  or  interest  therein  until  a  certified  transcript 
thereof  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  titles  of  Cook  county  and  a 
memorial  of  the  same  is  entered  upon  the  register  of  the*  last  certificate  of 
title  to  be  affected.  The  recorder  of  Cook  county  shall  provide  and  keep 
in  his  office  for  said  Municipal  Court  well  bound  books  for  entering  therein 
I  an   alphabetical   docket   of   all   judgments    and    decrees    rendered    in   said 

Municipal  Court  as  is  now  required  by  law  for  docketing  judgments  and 
decrees  rendered  in  circuit  courts,  and  shall  forthwith,  after  the  filing  of  any 
transcript  herein  provided  for,  enter  the  same,  together  with  the  hour,  day, 
month  and  year  of  the  filing  of  such  certified  transcript  and  the  general 
number  thereof. 

Section  65.  That  in  case  it  shall  be  hereafter  determined  that  so  much 
of  sections  nine  (9)  and  twelve  (12)  hereof  as  fixes  the  terms  of  office  of 
the  chief  Justice  and  associate  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  is  invalid,  this 
act  shall  not  on  that  account  be  adjudged  wholly  invalid,  but  the  terms 
of  office  of  the  chief  Justice  and  associate  Judges  of  said  Municipal  Court 
shall  in  such  case  be  four  (4)  years,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.  1910,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the 
first  Monday  of  November  of  every  fourth  year  thereafter  there  shall  be 
elected  a  chief  justice  and  twenty-four  (24)  associate  judges  of  said  Municipal 
Court  as  successors  in  office  of  the  judges  hereby  required  to  be  elected  on 
the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.  1906,  and  the 
terms  of  office  of  the  associate  judges  which  may  be  added  to  said  Municipal 
Court  in  pursuance  of  section  twelve  (12)  hereof  shall  be  four  (4)  years. 

Section  66.  That  the  invalidity  of  any  portion  of  this  act  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  any  other  portion  thereof,  which  can  be  given  effect  without 
such  invalid  part. 

Section  67.  That  this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  legal  voters 
of  the  city  of  Chicago  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.  1905,  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  said 
election  in  voting  upon  this  act  shall  be  in  substantially  the  following  form.

If  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  city  voting  on  the  question  at  such 
election  shall  vote  in  favor  of  consenting  to  this  act,  the  same  shall  immedi- 
ately take  effect  and.  become  operative. 

The  House  refused  to  concur  in  the  foregoing  amendments  April  20,  1905.

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  18. 

Whebeab,  Abraham  Lincoln,  illustrious  son  of  Illinois  and  sixteenth  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  stands  preeminent  among  the  great  men  of  the 
world's  history.  Born  in  obscurity,  bearing  the  burden  of  poverty,  with  no 
opportunities  except  those  of  his  own  making,  he  rose  to  the  most  exalted 
heights.  His  life,  from  rail-splitter  to  president,  splendidly  exemplified  the 
possibilities  of  American  citizenship.  His  gentle,  generous  nature,  his  un- 
pretentious honesty,  his  over-mastering  sense  of  Justice,  are  parts  of  a  char- 
acter that  constitute  one  of  the  finest  legacies  of  mankind.  He  led  his  country 
through  its  darkest  hour;  he  lived  to  see  the  Union  "one  and  inseparable;" 
and  today  the  South  vies  with  the  North  in  reverence  to  his  memory.  He  died 
a  martyr  to  the  cause  of  human  liberty,  leaving  a  name  that  must  be  for- 
ever an  unfailing  star  of  hope  to  the  oppressed  of  every  land. 

Whereas.  It  is  the  custom  of  all  nations  to  honor  their  distinguished  dead 
by  appropriate  and  enduring  monuments;  and 

Whereas,  The  capital  of  this  nation  possesses  no  memorial  to  this  most 
illustrious  man;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring  herein^ 
That  this  General  Assembly  favors  the  erection  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  at  Washington,  D.  C,  of  a  monument  to  Abraham  Lincoln — 
one  that  shall  be  commensurate  with  the  grandeur  of  the  man— one  that  shall 
rank  among  the  great  monuments  of  the  world,  standing  as  long  as  this 
government  shall  endure  as  a  memorial  in  honor  of  the  man  who  gave  his 
life  that  "government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the  people,  might  not 
perish  from  the  earth." 
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Resolved,  further,  That  for  this  purpose  we  hereby  instruct  our  Senators 
.and  request  our  Representatives  in  Congress  to  use  all  honorable  means  to 
.secure  an  appropriation  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  three  mil- 
lion dollars.

Whereas,  Abraham  Lincoln,  Ulustrious  son  of  Illinois  and  sixteenth  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  stands  preeminent  among  the  great  men  of  the 
world's  history.  Bom  in  obscurity,  bearing  the  burden  of  poverty,  with  no 
opportunities  except  those  of  his  own  making,  he  rose  to  the  most  exalted 
heights.  His  life,  from  rail-splitter  to  president,  splendidly  exemplified  the 
possibilities  of  American  citizenship.  His  gentle,  generous  nature,  his  un- 
pretentious honesty,  his  over-mastering  sense  of  Justice,  are  parts  of  a  char- 
acter that  constitute  one  of  the  finest  legacies  of  mankind.  He  led  his  country 
through  its  darkest  hour;  he  lived  to  see  the  Union  "one  and  inseparable;" 
and  today  the  South  vies  with  the  North  in  reverence  to  his  memory.  He  died 
a  martyr  to  the  cause  of  human  liberty,  leaving  a  name  that  must  be  for- 
ever an  unfailing  star  of  hope  to  the  oppressed  of  every  land. 

Whereas,  It  is  the  custom  of  all  nations  to  honor  their  distinguished  dead 
by  appropriate  and  enduring  monuments;  and 

Whereas,  The  capital  of  this  nation  possesses  no  memorial  to  this  most 
illustrious  man;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  hy  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring  herein. 
That  this  General  Assembly  favors  the  erection  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  at  Washington,  D.  C,  of  a  monument  to  Abraham  Lincoln — 
one  that  shall  be  commensurate  with  the  grandeur  of  the  man— one  that  shall 
rank  among  the  great  monuments  of  the  world,  standing  as  long  as  this 
government  shall  endure  as  a  memorial  in  honor  of  the  man  who  gave  his 
life  that  "government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the  people,  might  not 
perish  from  the  earth." 
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Resolved,  further.  That  for  this  purpose  we  hereby  instruct  our  Senators 
and  request  our  Representatives  in  Congress  to  use  all  honorable  means  to 
^secure  an  appropriation  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  three  mil- 
lion dollars.

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  18. 

Whebeas,  Abraham  Lincoln,  illustrious  son  of  Illinois  and  sixteenth  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  stands  preeminent  among  the  great  men  of  the 
world's  history.  Born  in  obscurity,  bearing  the  burden  of  poverty,  with  no 
opportunities  except  those  of  his  own  making,  he  rose  to  the  most  exalted 
heights.  His  life,  from  rail-splitter  to  president,  splendidly  exemplified  the 
possibilities  of  American  citizenship.  His  gentle,  generous  nature,  his  un- 
pretentious honesty,  his  over-mastering  sense  of  Justice,  are  parts  of  a  char- 
acter that  constitute  one  of  the  finest  legacies  of  mankind.  He  led  his  country 
through  its  darkest  hour;  he  lived  to  see  the  Union  ''one  and  Inseparable;" 
and  today  the  South  vies  with  the  North  in  reverence  to  his  memory.  He  died 
a  martyr  to  the  cause  of  human  liberty,  leaving  a  name  that  must  be  for- 
ever an  unfailing  star  of  hope  to  the  oppressed  of  every  land. 

Whereas.  It  is  the  custom  of  all  nations  to  honor  their  distinguished  dead 
by  appropriate  and  enduring  monuments;  and 

Whereas.  The  capital  of  this  nation  possesses  no  memorial  to  this  most 
illustrious  man;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring  herein^ 
That  this  General  Assembly  favors  the  erection  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  at  Washington,  D.  C,  of  a  monument  to  Abraham  Lincoln — 
one  that  shall  be  commensurate  with  the  grandeur  of  the  man — one  that  shall 
rank  among  the  great  monuments  of  the  world,  standing  as  long  as  this 
government  shall  endure  as  a  memorial  in  honor  of  the  man  who  gave  his 
life  that  "government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the  people,  might  not 
perish  from  the  earth." 
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Resolved^  further.  That  for  this  purpose  we  hereby  instruct  our  Senators 
and  request  our  Representatives  in  Congress  to  use  all  honorable  means  to 
^secure  an  appropriation  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  three  mil- 
lion dollars.

'Commission  for  making  said  exhibit  shall,  at  the  close  of  the  Exposition,  be 
the  property  of  the  State  and  shall  be  placed  in  the  Illinois  Historical  Library 
at  Springfield,  Illinois.

Whereap,  Abraham  Lincoln,  illustrious  son  of  Illinois  and  sixteenth  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  stands  preeminent  among  the  great  men  of  the 
world's .  history.  Born  in  obscurity,  bearing  the  burden  of  poverty,  with  no 
opportunities  except  those  of  his  own  making,  he  rose  to  the  most  exalted 
heights.  His  life,  from  rail-splitter  to  president,  splendidly  exemplified  the 
possibilities  of  American  citizenship.  His  gentle,  generous  nature,  his  un- 
pretentious honesty,  his  over-mastering  sense  of  Justice,  are  parts  of  a  char- 
acter that  constitute  one  of  the  finest  legacies  of  mankind.  He  led  his  country 
through  its  darkest  hour;  he  lived  to  see  the  Union  "one  and  inseparable;" 
and  today  the  South  vies  with  the  North  in  reverence  to  his  memory.  He  died 
a  martyr  to  the  cause  of  human  liberty,  leaving  a  name  that  must  be  for- 
ever an  unfailing  star  of  hope  to  the  oppressed  of  every  land.

Mr.  Clark  made  the  following  report,  which,  on  his  motion,  was  or- 
dered printed  and  the  consideration  of  the  report  was  made  the  special 
order  for  Wednesday,  May  3,  1905,  immediately  after  the  preceding 
special  orders: 
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Report  Under  Senate  Resolution  No.  40 — Session  of  1903. 

To  the  Senate: 

The  committee  appointed  by  your  honorable  body  at  the  last  session,  to 
develop  the  leading  facts  in  relation  to  the  Oalumet  District  of  the  city  of 
Chicago,  beg  leave  to  report  the  following: 

The  Calumet  District  constitutes  the  southern  portion  of  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago. It  lies  at  the  extreme  southwesterly  limit  of  Lake  Michigan,  adjacent 
to  Indiana.  All  the  great  trunk  lines  of  railway  from  the  east  and  southeast 
to  the  city  of  Chicago  and  to  the  west  and  northwest,  necessarily  turn  the 
head  of  the  lake  at  this  point.  A  large  part  of  the  District  is  low-line,  and 
intersected  with  natural  river  channels  and  interspersed  with  lake  areas. 
The  district  therefore  lends  itself  in  a  remarkable  degree  to  harbor  de- 
velopment for  marine  purposes.  In  the  facilities  thus  offered,  and  which 
may  be  produced  for  railway  and  water  commerce,  the  position  of  the  Calu- 
met District  is  strategic. 

As  early  as  1870  the  future  of  this  region  was  recognized  and  the  Federal 
Government  undertook  the  development  of  the  harbor  of  South  Chicago.  In 
the  twenty-seven  years  following,  prior  to  1897,  $537,400  had  been  appro- 
priated for  the  harbor  of  South  Chicago  and  $350,000  for  the  improvement  of 
the  Calumet  river.  Since  1897  $1,009,830  has  been  added  for  the  harbor, 
making  a  total  of  $1,547,230  and  there  has  been  appropriated  for  the  river 
$454,000,  making  a  total  for  the  river  of  $804,000.  The  harbor  and  the  river 
are,  in  reality,  one  development  for  commercial  purposes  and  have  received 
federal  appropriations  to  date  of  $2,351,230.  Still  further  extensions  of  the 
harbor  ^re  contemplated,  but  estimates  are  not  yet  submitted  as  their  de- 
velopments are  progresing  with  the  needs  of  commerce. 

In  1888  the  number  of  vessels  which  entered  the  harbor  was  412,  with  an 
aggregate  net  tonnage  (Custom  House  measurement)  of  318,655.  By  1897 
the  number  of  vessels  had  increased  to  1,288,  with  a  net  tonn|ige  of  1,956,062. 
In  1903  the  number  of  vessels  was  1,143.  with  a  net  tonnage  of  2,457.452. 
There  has  been  a  progressive  increase  in  the  size  of  vessels  at  all  lake  points 
since  1895,  when  the  deepening  of  the  intermediate  channels  of  the  lake  was 
completed,  and  this  accounts  for  the  great  increase  of  tonnage  without  & 
corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  vessels.  The  growtn  of  commerce, 
however,  is  better  shown  by  the  actual  tons  of  freight  received  and  shipped. 
This  amounted  to  903,379  tons  in  1893,  increasing  to  4,742,225  tons  in  1903. 
While  this  enormous  increase  has  been  taking  place  at  South  Chicago,  the 
commerce  at  Chicago  has  actually  fallen  off,  due  in  part  to  natural  causes, 
but  particularly  to  the  lack  of  improvement  in  the  Chicago  river  for  vessels 
of  the  larger  class. 

The  character  of  the  commerce  at  South  Chicago  is  largely  for  manufac- 
turing, rather  than  for  commercial  purposes,  the  largest  item  being  ore  ton- 
nage. There  has  been,  however,  a  considerable  development  in  the  grain 
trade  and  in  general  commerce.  This  district  is  to  be  looked  upon  as  peculiar- 
ly adapted  for  manufacturing  purposes,  and  the  growth  in  this  respect  and 
in  industrial  population  has  been  very  remarkable  and  promises  to  continue. 

A  factor  of  great  promise  in  the  future  is  the  {)roposed  extension  of  the 
main  channel  of  the  sanitary  district  as  a  deep  waterway  by  way  of  the 
DesPlaines  and  Illinois  rivers,  to  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  there  connecting^ 
with  15.000  miles  of  navigable  rivers.  A  report  is  about  to  be  submitted 
to  Congress  for  a  waterway  over  this  route  of  a  depth  of  not  less  than  four- 
teen feet,  and  it  is  known  that  such  report  will  be  favorable  and  the  esti- 
mates of  cost  will  be  reasonable. 

A  branch  -of  such  waterway  will  be  the  Hennepin  canal,  which  leaves  the 
great  bend  of  the  Illinois  river  near  Hennepin  and  reaches  the  Upper  Mis- 
sissippi at  Rock  Island.  Appropriations  have  been  made  by  Congress  for  the 
completion  of  this  work,  which  should  be  open  throughout  in  the  next  two 
or  three  years,  but  its  usefulness  will  be  small  until  such  time  as  it  is  con- 
nected with  the  main  channel  of  the  Sanitary  district  at  JoHet,  by  the  im- 
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proYement  of  the  intermediate  rivers,  from  Joliet  to  Hennepin.  We  may 
look  upon  this  waterway  development  from  Joliet  to  the  Lower  Mississippi 
at  St.  Louis,  and  for  the  Upper  Mississippi  ai  Rock  Island,  as  an  accomplish- 
ment of  the  immediate  future.  The  part  which  such  waterways  are  to  play 
in  the  development  in  the  State  of  Illinois  and  the  port  of  Chicago  at  the 
southern  end  of  Lake  Michigan,  in  combination  with  its  peculiar  position 
in  relation  to  the  railway  systems  of  the  country,  is  beyond  anticipation. 

The  drainage  channel  has  been  designed  as  a  great  waterway  and  its  com- 
pletion to  Chicago  with  a  branch  to  South  Chicago  is  an  admitted  necessity. 
It  has  been  proposed  that  the  United  States  should  also  co-operate  in  the 
further  development  of  such  main  channel  and  branch  and  such  proposition 
has  taken  the  form  of  a  bill  in  Congress.  Such  development  would  make 
the  Calumet  District  one  of  the  termini  of  a  great  waterway  which  in  the 
luture  may  ramify  remotely  through  the  South  and  West. 

Considering  the  peculiar  situation  of  the  Calumet  District  and  the  need 
of  all  the  commercial  facilities  which  can  be  produced  at  Chicago,  and  the 
value  of  such  facilities' to  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  to  the  whole  country, 
your  committee  believe  that  your  honorable  body  should  lend  its  influence 
to  such  development  by  proper  representations  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  and  we  recommend  that  appropriations  be  made  for  the  comple- 
tion of  this  harbor  and  for  the  enlargement  of  the  proposed  Calumet  Branch 
of  the  Sanitary  and  Ship  Canal  of  Chicago  as  a  commercial  waterway.

'An  Act  for  the  assessment  of  property  and  providing  the  means  therefor, 
and  to  repeal  a  certain  act  therein  named,^  approved  February  25,  1898,'^ 
was  recalled  from  the  order  of  third  reading  to  the  order  of  second  read- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  amendment. 

Mr.  Galpin  offered  the  following  amendments  to  the  bill,  which  were 
adopted :

In  title,  strike  out  the  word  and  figures  "and  50"  and  insert  the  word  and 
figures  "114  and  116."

The  said  Board  of 
Equalization,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  each  year,  shall 
complete  its  equalization  of  assessments  and  its  assessments  of  property 
subject  to  assessment  by  said  Board,  and  the  chairman  and.  secretary  shall, 
within  five  (5)  days  thereafter,  certify  to  the  Auditor  the  rate  finally  deter- 
mined by  said  Board,  to  be  added  to  or  deducted  from  the  listed  or  assessed 
valuation  of  each  class  of  property  in  the  several  counties,  and  also  the 
amounts  assessed  by  said  Board,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Auditor, 
immediately  thereafter,  and  under  his  seal  of  ofllce,  to  report  the  action  of 
the  Board  to  the  several  county  clerks.  Provided,  however^  that  a  failure 
to  complete  such  equalization  and  such  assessment  and  to  certify  the  same 
in  the  time  required  by  this  act,  shall  not  vitiate  the  equalization  or  the 
assessment,  but  the  same  shall  be  as  legal  and  valid  as  if  completed  and 
certified  in  the  time  required  by  law." 

Section  116.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  furnish  such  printing,  station- 
ery, fuel,  lights  and  rooms  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the 
business  of  said  board.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall  receive  for  .his  ser- 
vices the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($750)  per  annual  session, 
and  ten  cents  (10c)  per  mile  lor  each  mile  necessarily  traveled  in  going  to 
and  returning  from  the  seat  of  government,  for  each  annual  session,  to  be 
computed  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and  no  other  allowance  or 
emolument,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  purpose  whatever,  except  the 
sum  of  twenty  dollars  ($20)  per  session  to  each  member,  which  shall  be  in 
full  for  postage,  newspapers  and  all  other  incidentals  and  perquisites.  The 
pay  and  mileage  allowed  to  each  member  of  said  board,  and  the  pay  allowed 
to  its  secretaries  and  employes,  shall  be  certified  by  the  chairman  of  the 
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board  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  who  shall  issue  warrants  on  the 
State  treasury  therefor.  Said  board  may  employ  one  page,  at  two  dollars 
($2)  per  day;  two  secretaries,  at  five  dollars  (|5)  per  day  each;  and  one 
Janitor  or  doorkeeper,  at  three  dollars  (|3)  per  day,  and  such  number  of 
committee  clerks  at  five  dollars  ($5)  per  day  as  may  be  ncessary.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  said 
board  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  the  business  before  it  is  dis- 
posed of. 

The  question  then  being,  "Shall  the  bill,  as  amended,  be  ordered  to  a 
third  reading  and  the  amendments  printed  ?"  it  was  decided  in  the  affirm- 
ative. 

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Campbell,  House  Bill  No. 
121,  a  bill  for  "An  Act  to  regulate  the  civil  service  of  the  State  of  Illi-

l^}^  understood  that  the  term  *ju8t  cause*  as  used  in  this  section,  is  in- 
tended to  mean  any  cause,  other  than  one  merely  political  or  religious  which 
will  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  and  nothing  contained  In  this  section 
shall  be  construed  to  require  the  examination  of  witnesses  or  any  trial  or 
hearing.

The  undersigned  committee  heretofore  appointed  by  the  Senate  to  visit  the 
penal  and  reformatory  Institutions  of  the  State  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  committee  visited  the  following  institutions: 

The  Southern  Illinois  Penitentiary. 

The  Illinois  State  Penitentiary,  at  Joliet. 

The  Illinois  State  Reformatory,  at  Pontiac,  and 

The  State  Home  for  Juvenile  Female  Offenders,  at  Geneva. 

No  charges  regarding  the  management  of  the  several  institutions  were 
made  to  the  committee,  to  be  investigated  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
statute  of  the  State. 

The  committee  made  a  thorough  and  careful  examination  of  the  condition 
of  each  of  the  said  institutions  to  the  extent  that  the  same  could  be  made 
within  the  time  devoted  to  each  instiutlon.  By  such  examination  was  found 
nothing  requiring  special  action  of  the  committee  or  the  legislative  depart- 
ment of  the  State  government. 

As  the  result  of  such  examination  we  would  submit  the  following  recom- 
mendations : 

1.  As  a  matter  of  humanity  as  well  as  economy  for  the  State,  a  dining 
room  should  be  provided  for  the  inmates  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Peniten- 
tiary. 

2.  That  without  unnecessary  delay  provisions  should  be  made  for  the 
erection  of  a  wall  of  brick,  or  other  suitable  material,  to  enclose  the  Illinois 
State  Reformatory,  at  Pontiac. 

3.  For  the  better  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  of  the  institution, 
ample  provision  should  be  made  for  individual  rooms  for  the  inmates  of  the 
State  Home  for  Juvenile  Female  Offenders,  at  Greneva. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  said  last  named  institution  has  not  re- 
ceived the  full  measure  of  attention  which  it  deserves;  and  that  the  possibili- 
ties of  the  work  of  said  institution  have  not  been  fully  appreciated.

The  President  of  the  Senate  announced  the  special  order  for  this  hour 
to  be  the  consideration  of  House  Bill  No.  277,  a  bill  for  "An  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  holding  and  regulation  of  primary  elections," 

Which  was  taken  up  and  read  at  large  a  second  time. 

Together  with  the  following  amendment  thereto  reported  from  the 
Committee  on   Primary  Elections,  April   27,   1905: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  the  following:    . 

Section  1.  That  hereafter  the  nomination  for  candidates  for  Governor, 
Representatives  in  Congress,  Members  of  the  General  Assembly,  all  .county 
officers  and  all  officers  of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  organised 
under  any  general  or  special  act  of  this  State,  by  all  political  parties  as  de- 
fined in  this  act  shall  be  made  by  means  of  a  primary  election  under  the  pro- 
visions hereof.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  cities,  villages  or  incorporated 
towns  having  a  population  of  less  than  1,000,  as  ascertained  by  the  last  pre- 
ceding Federal  census:  Provided,  further,  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the 
nominations  of  candidates  for  judges  of  the  supreme,  circuit  and  superior 
courts,  to  county  commissioners  in  counties  not  under  township  organization, 
and  to  cities  in  this  State,  having  a  population  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  thousand  (125,000)  or  over  as  ascertained  by  the  last  Federal  census. 

Section  2.  Nothing  in  this  aet  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
nomination  of  candidates  for  any  office  or  offices  by  petition,  by  any  party  as 
herein  [therein]  defined,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sections  4,  5  and  6  of 
an  act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  ballots 
at  public  expense,  and  for  the  nomination  for  candidates  for  public  office,  to 
regulate  the  manner  of  holding  elections,  and  to  enforce  the  secrecy  of  the 
ballot,"  approved  June  22,  1891,  in  force  July  1,  1891:  Provided,  that  the 
petition  for  such  nomination  shall  be  filed  with  the  proper  officers,  on  or  be- 
fore the  day  fixed  for  the  primary  election  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  A  political  party  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  held 
to  mean  a  party  which,  at  the  last  preceding  presidential  election,  cast  for  its 
candidate  for  governor  at  least  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  votes  cast  at  said 
election. 

No  political  party  which,  at  the  last  preceding  presidential  election,  cast  for 
its  candidate  for  governor  less  than  tesx  per  cent  of  the  total  vote  of  the  State 
shall  be  allowed  to  place  the  names  of  its  candidates,  or  any  of  them,  upon  any 
primary  ballot. 

Section  4.  Each  election  precinct  now  established,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  established,  for  the  purpose  of  a  general  election,  shall  constitute  a  primary 
district  under  this  act:  Provided,  that  where  an  election  precinct  is  or 
hereafter  may  be  divided  into  election  districts,  each  election  district  shall 
constitute  a  primary  district  under  this  act. 

Section  5.  A  primary  election,  under  this  act,  shall  be  held  in  each  primary 
district,  at  the  regularly  established  place  for  holding  general  elections,  on 
the  last  Saturday  in  April,  A.  D.,  1906,  and  on  the  last  Saturday  in  April  every 
two  years  thereafter,  except  that  the  primaries  for  cities,  villages  and  incor- 
porated towns  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  of  March  in  the  years  in 
which  their  officers  are  to  be  elected.  The  polls  of  said  primary  election  shall 
be  open  from  12:00  m.  o'clock  to  7:00  p.  m.  o'clock. 

Section  6.  At  least  thirty  days  before  a  primary  election,  the  county  cen- 
tral committee  of  each  political  party  shall  hold  a  meeting,  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  sent  to  each  member  of  said  committee  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the 
date  of  said  meeting.  And  at  said  meeting  the  said  county  central  committee 
shall  first  determine  whether  or  not  the  several  county  officers  shall  be  nom- 
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Inated  at  the  primary  election,  or  by  the  delegates  chosen  at  such  primary  to 
the  county  convention.  And  if  the  said  committee  shall  determine  that  said 
officers  shall  be  nominated  by  primary  ballot  at  such  primary,  they  shall  next 
determine  whether  said  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  a  majority  or  plu- 
rality vote  at  such  primary,  and  shall  also  file  in  the  county  clerk's  office  of 
the  respective  county,  a  call  for  the  county  convention  of  its  party.  Said  call 
shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  county  convention,  the  offices  for 
which  candidates  will  be  nominated  at  said  primary,  the  total  number  of  del- 
egates which  shall  compose  the  convention,  and  the  number  of  del^jatea  to 
which  each  primary  district  will  be  entitled  in  the  convention.  And  said 
call,  if  the  county  candidates  are  to  be  nominated  at  such  primary,  shall  state 
whether  the  nominations  for  said  county  officers  shall  be  made  by  a  majority 
or  plurality  vote.  The  decision  of  said  committee  on  the  question  of  making 
the  nominations  at  the  primary  election  and  if  whether  by  a  majority  or  plu- 
rality vote  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  roll  call  of  the  committee,  which  roll  call 
shall  be  certified  to  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  committee  to  thf 
county  clerk  and  filed  with  the  call  for  such  convention.  No  committeeman 
shall  be  permitted  to  name  a  proxy  or  to  vote  thereby,  but  every  such  com- 
mitteeman, if  unable  to  be  personally  present,  shall  state  in  writing  how  his 
Vote  on  the  question  of  nominating  by  primary,  of  majority  or  plurality  nom- 
inations shall  be  cast  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  chairman  of  the  county 
committee,  who  shall  publicly  read  and  announce  such  vote,  and  the  same 
shall  be  recorded  on  the  roll  call  in  like  manner  as  those  who  are  present,  and 
Said  call  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and  attested  by  the  secretary  of  the 
county  central  committee.  In  case  there  shall  be  in  any  county  of  the  state 
more  .than  one  county  central  committee  claiming  to  be  the  regular  com- 
mittee, then,  in  that  case,  the  county  central  committee  that  was  selected  by 
the  nominating  convention  of  1904  and  whose  candidates  were  placed  on  the 
official  ballot  shall  be  recognized  as  the  county  central  committee  to  make  this 
call:  Providedt  that  each  primary  district  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one 
delegate  to  each  county  convention. 

Section  7.  All  county  conventions  shall  be  held  on  the  Thursday  next  fol- 
lowing a  primary  election  as  herein  provided. 

Section  8.  At  least  fifteen  days  before  each  primary  election,  the  county 
clerk  of  each  county,  or  the  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  clerk,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  prepare  a  printed  or  partly  printed  and  partly  written 
notice  of  such  primary  election  for  each  primary  district  in  his  county, 
village  or  incorporated  town  embraced  in  this  act,  which  notice  shall  state 
the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  primary  election,  the  hours  during  which 
the  polls  will  be  open,  the'offices  for  which  candidates  will  be  voted  for  at  such 
primary  election,  the  political  parties  entitled  to  participate  therein,  and  the 
number  of  delegates  which  the  primary  district  is  entitled  to  in  the  county 
convention  of  each  political  party,  and  shall  publish  such  notice  in  at  least 
one  newspaper  ( if  there  be  one  published  in  the  territory  where  such  primary 
election  is  held),  and  shall  also  mail  two  copies  of  said  notice  to  each  primary 
election  judge.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  primary  election  judges 
to  post  said  notices  in  public  and  conspicuous  places  in  their  respective  pri- 
mary districts  at  least  ten  days  before  the  primary  election  in  all  counties, 
cities,  villages  or  incorporated  towns,  as  herein  provided.  The  clerk  thereof 
shall  prepare  such  primary  election  call  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  section. 

Section  9.  The  judges  of  general  elections  in  each  election  precinct  and 
where  an  election  precinct  is  divided  into  election  districts,  the  judges  of  gen- 
eral elections  in  each  election  district  shall  be  and  are  hereby  constituted 
judges  and  clerks  of  primary  elections  in  their  respective  primary  districts. 
The  judges  of  the  county  court  of  the  several  counties  to  which  this  act  shall 
apply  are  hereby  given  power  either  in  term  time  or  vacation  to  hear  and 
determine  any  complaints  which  may  be  made  by  the  qualified  voters  of  any 
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county  against  any  Judge  or  judges  of  elections  for  violation  of  their  duties 
Imposed  upon  them  and  said  judges  are  hereby  vested  with  a  general  super- 
vision and  power  over  all  primary  election  officers  upon  whom  duties  are 
hereby  Imposed  in  order  that  the  purposes  of  this  act  may  be  fully  executed. 
Section  10.  If,  at  the  time  for  the  opening  of  a  primary  election,  one  of  the 
primary  judges  be  absent  or  refuses  to  act,  the  judges  present  shall  appoint 
some  qualified  elector  of  the  primary  district  to  act  in  his  place.  If  two  of  the 
primary  judges  be  absent  or  refuse  to  act,  the  judge  present  shall  fill  the 
vacancies  in  the  same  manner  provided.  If  all  three  primary  judges  be  ab- 
sent or  refuse  to  act,  the  primary  electors  present  who  reside  in  the  primary 
district,  shall  select  three  of  their  number,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  in  any 
case  shall  be  of  the  same  political  party,  to  act  as  primary  judges.  The  judges 
so  selected  and  appointed  shall  take  the  same  oath,  have  the  same  powers, 
perform  the  same  duties,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  as  regularly 
constituted  primary  election  judges. 

Section  11.  Previous  to  any  vote  being  taken,  the  primary  election  judges 
shall  severally  subscribe  and  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  in  the  following  form, 
to-wit : 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  constitution  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  and  will  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge  the  duties  of  primary 
election  judge  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  that  I  have  resided  in 
this  primary  district  for  one  year  next  preceding  the  primary  election  and  am 
entitled  to  vote  at  this  primary  election." 

All  persons  subscribing  the  oath  as  aforesaid,  and  all  persons  actually 
serving  as  primary  election  judges  at  any  primary  election,  whether  sworn  In 
or  not,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  officers  of  the 
county  court  of  their  respective  counties;  and  such  persons  shall  be  liable  to 
punishment  by  such  court  in  a  proceeding  for  contempt  for  any  misbehavior 
as  such  primary  election  judge,  to  be  tried  in  open  court  on  oral  testimony,  in  a 
summary  manner,  without  pleadings;  but  such  trial  or  punishment  for  con- 
tempt of  court  shall  not  be  any  bar  to  any  criminal  proceeding  against  such 
primary  election  judges  for  any  violation  of  this  act. 

Section  12.  In  case  there  shall  be  no  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public 
present  at  the  opening  of  a  primary  election,  or  in  case  such  justice  of  the 
peace  or  notary  public  shall  be  appointed  one  of  the  primary  election  judges, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  primary  election  judges  to  administer  the  oath  or 
affirmation  to  each  other. 

Section  13.  The  primary  election  judges  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  act,  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  have  the  same  powers,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  penalties  as  judges  and  clerks  of  general  elections,  under  the 
general  election  laws  of  this  State. 

Section  14.  The  primary  election  judges  shall  receive  the  same  pay,  and 
shall  be  paid  by  the  same  authorities  and  in  the  same  manner  as  judges  under 
jfeneral  election  laws  of  this  State.  Provided,  all  such  election  officers  shall 
receive  but  one  per  diem  for  their  services  as  primary  election  officers. 

Section  16.  The  primary  committeemen  of  each  political  party,  in  each 
primary  district,  may  appoint  in  writing  one  regular  challenger  for  his  polit- 
ical party;  Provided,  that  upon  application  in  writing,  signed  by  ten  or  more 
primary  voters  of  a  primary  district  an  additional  challenger,  as  named  in 
said  application,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  primary  judges  for  said  district. 
All  challengers  shall  be  qualified  primary  electors  in  their  respective  primary 
districts,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  challengers  at  general  elections: 
Provided,  that  at  the  first  primary  election  held  under  this  act,  regular  chal- 
lengers may  be  appointed  In  writing  by  the  chairman  of  the  county  central 
committee  of  each  political  party,  subject  to  review  and  removal  for  cause  by 
the  county  court  or  judge  thereof  in  vacation  on  complaint  of  any  qualified 
voter  of  the  district. 
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Section  IC.  Sectloi  21  of  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  printing  and  disMlm- 
tlon  of  ballots  at  public  expense  and  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  pab- 
lic  offlces,  to  regulate  the  manner  of  holding  elections  and  to  enforce  thm 
secrecy  of  the  ballot,  approved  June  22, 1891,  in  force  July  1, 1891,  as  amended 
by  an  act  approved  June  19,  1893,  in  force  July  1,  1898,"  is  hereby  made  ap- 
plicable to  primary  elections  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  17.  Primary  election  ballot  boxes  shall  be  the  same  as  those  fvr- 
nlshed  and  used  for  the  general  election  purposes  under  the  general  election 
laws  of  this  state. 

Section  18.  The  county  clerk  of  each  county,  or  the  city,  village  or  Incor- 
porated town  clerk  shall  furnish  the  primary  election  judges  of  each  primary 
district  all  necessary  supplies,  including  registry  poll  books  and  tally  sheets. 

Section  19.  The  registry  poll  books  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following 
form:

Sectioii  21.  Any  member  of  a  political  party  desiring  or  intending  to  be- 
come a  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  a  county  office  before  the  county  con- 
vention of  his  party  or  for  the  nomination  for  any  office  in  any  city,  village  or 
incorporated  town  primary  election,  shall,  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the 
primary  election  next  preceding  said  county  convention,  or  the  time  now  fixed 
by  law  for  holding  any  municipal  primary  election,  file  in  the  county  clerk's 
office  of  his  county,  or  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city,  village  or  incorporated 
town,  a  statement  of  his  intention  substantially  in  the  following  form:

Section  22.  Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  Governor  shall  have  his 
name  printed  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  political  party,  in  each  county  by 
filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  thirty  days  before 
the  primary  election  a  written  request  substantially  as  follows:

Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  United  States  Senator  shall  have  his 
name  printed  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  political  party  in  each  county  by 
filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  be- 
fore the  primary  election  a  written  request  substantially  in  form  as  the  fore- 
going request  provided  for  by  candidates  for  Governor.  The  vote  upon  such 
candidates  for  United  States  Senator  shall  be  had  for  the  sole  purpose  of  as- 
certaining the  sentiment  of  the  voters  in  the  respective  parties. 

Each  candidate  for  Governor  and  for  United  States  Senator  shall  further 
file  with  the  Secretary  of  State  a  petition  signed  by  not  fewer  than  5,000 
legal  voters,  members  of  the  party  in  which  he  is  a  candidate  for  nomination. 

Not  less  than  20  days  before  the  primary  election  the  Secretary  of  State 
shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  the  names  of  all  candidates  for 
nomination  for  Governor  and  United  States  Senator,  together  with  their  polit- 
ical affiliations,  as  specified  in  the  written  requests  on  file  in  his  office.  ISach 
candidate  for  (Governor  and  for  United  States  Senator  of  the  respective  parties 
shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  State  a  filing  fee  of  one  hundred  (100)"disllars. 

Section  23.  Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  of  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, or  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  have  his  name  printed  on  the 
primary  ballot  of  his  party,  in  each  county  in  his  congressional  or  senatorial 
district,  by  filing  in  the  county  clerk's  office  of  the  county  where  such  candi- 
date resides  and  filing  copies  thereof  in  the  other  counties  in  said  district*  not 
less  than  twenty  (20)  days  before  the  primary  election  a  written  request 
substantially  in  the  following  form:

The  candidates  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  pay  the  following  fees: 
Each  congressional  candidate,  |100;  each  candidate  for  senator,.  |50;  each  can- 
didate for  member  of  House  of  Representatives,  925;  and  fees  shall  be  equally 
divided  among  the  respective  counties  of  the  district. 

Each  candidate  shall  further  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a 
petition  signed  by  at  least  five  per  cent  of  the  voters  of  his  party  cast  at  the 
last  preceding  election  for  Governor. 

Section  24.  No  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  any  office  shall  have  his 
name  printed  on  any  primary  ballot  except  in  the  manner  provided  for  in 
this  act. 

Section  25.  The  method  of  voting  at  a  primary  election  shall  be  by  ballot; 
which  ballot  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  hereinafter  made.  The  county 
clerk  or  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  clerk  shall  furnish  paper  at  cost  to 
any  person  or  persons  who  may  desire  to  use  the  same  for  primary  election 
ballots  at  his  own  expense. 

Section  26.  The  primary  election  ballot  of  each  political  party  shall  be 
separately  printed  upon  paper  of  uniform  quality,  texture  and  size,  and  in 
black  ink,  but  no  two  party  primary  ballots  shall  be  printed  upon  paper  of  the 
same  color  or  tint.  The  county  clerk  or  city,  village  or  incorporated  town 
clerk  shall  publicly  announce  the  color  of  the  primary  ballots  of  thd  respective 
parties  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  before  a  primary  election. 

Section  27.  The  primary  election  ballot  of  each  political  party  for  each 
primary  election  district  shall  be  arranged  and  printed  substantially  in  the 
manner  following: 

1.  At  the  top  of  the  ballot  shall  be  printed  in  large  capital  letters  words 
designating  the  ballot.  If  a  Republican  ballot,  the  designating  words  shall  be 
"Republican  Primary  Ballot."  If  a- Democratic  ballot,  the  designating  words 
shall  be  "Democratic  Primary  Ballot,"  and  in  like  manner  of  each  political 
party. 

2.  Beginning  not  less  than  one  inch  below  the  designating  words,  the  name 
of  each  office  to  be  filled  shall  be  printed  in  capital  letters  in  the  following 
order,  to-wit:  United  States  Senator,  Governor,  congressional  officers,  senator- 
ial officers,  county  officers.  In  city,  village  or  incorporated  towns  the  primary 
ticket  shall  have  first  printed  one  inch  below  the  designating  words  the 
name  of  the  office  of  mayor,  or  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  as  the  case 
may  be,  or  other  executive  officer  and  following  with  the  names  of  the  other 
municipal  officers  in  order  which  shall  be  arranged  by  the  respective  party 
committees  of  such  municipality.  Below  the  name  of  each  office  shall  be 
printed  in  smaller  capital  letters  the  names  of  all  candidates  (alphabetically 
arranged  according  to  surnames)  for  the  nominations  of  said  office  which  are 
entitled  to  be  placed  upon  the  respective  party  primary  ballot.  The  names  of 
all  candidates  upon  the  primary  ballot  shall  be  printed  in  type  of  uniform 
size  and  style  and  the  names  shall  be  printed  in  a  column. 

Immediately  in  front  of,  and  opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate,  shall  be 
printed  a  square,  and  all  squares  upon  the  primary  ballot  shall  be  of  uniform 
size.  Spaces  between  the  names  of  candidates  for  each  office  shall  be  uniform, 
and  sufficient  spaces  shall  separate  the  names  of  candidates  for  one  office 
from  the  names  of  candidates  for  another  office,  to  avoid  confusion. 

3.  The  primary  ballot  containing  the  names  of  candidates  to  be  voted  for  at 
such  primary  election,  shall  contain  the  names  of  all  delegates  to  the  county 
convention  from  such  primary  district  and  the  names  of  candidates  for  pri- 
mary committeemeiL 
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No  primary  ballot  shall  be  used  unless  the  same  substantially  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  this  act,  and  the  same  shall  be  yoid  for  all  purpoMB,  and 
shall  not  be  receiyed,  deposited  or  counted  by  any  person  or  Judge  at  any  such 
primary  election. 

No  person  shall  be  a  primary  committeeman  or  a  delegate  of  any  primary 
district  who  is  not  a  duly  qualified  primary  voter  therein. 

The  number  of  delegates  from  each  of  the  different  primary  districts  shall 
be  proportioned  equally  to  the  number  of  votes  of  such  political  party  on  the 
ratio  of  one  delegate  to  a  State  convention  for  each  four  hundred  votes,  or  a 
major  fraction  thereof;  and  one  delegate  to  a  congressional  or  senatorial  con- 
vention for  each  two  hundred  votes  or  major  fraction  thereof  as  shown  by  the 
vote  of  such  political  party  at  the  last  preceding  gubernatorial  election. 

Section  28.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  polls,  one  of  the  primary  election 
Judges  shall  make  the  proclamation  of  the  same,  and  at  least  thirty  minutes 
before  the  closing  of  the  polls  proclamation  shall  be  made  in  lik^  manner  that 
the  polls  will  be  closed  in  half  an  hour.  ^  ^  - 

Section  29.  Before  voting  begins  the  primary  ballot  box  shall  be  empty, 
and  It  shall  be  opened  and  shown  to  those  present  to  be  empty,  after  which  it 
shall  be  locked  and  the  key  delivered  to  one  of  the  primary  Judges,  and  it 
shall  not  be  removed  from  public  view  from  the  time  it  Is  shown  to  be  empty 
until  after  the  close  of  the  polls. 

Section  30.  No  person  shall  Vote  at  any  primary  election  unless  he  be  a 
male  citizen  of  the  United  States  above  the  age  of  21  years,  or  was  an  elector 
in  this  State  on  the  flint  day  of  April  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1'848,  or  obtained 
a  certificate  of  naturalization  before  any  court  of  record  prior  to  the  first  day 
of  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1870,  and  unless' next  preceding  such  prl» 
mary  election  he  has  resided  in  the  State  of  Illinois  not  less  than  one  year,  in 
the  county  in  which  such  primary  election  is  held  not  less  thsLn  ninety  days, 
and  in  the  primary  district  in  which  such  primary  election  is  held  not  less 
than  thirty  days  and  unless  further  he  declares  his  party  affiliation  as  re- 
quired by  this  act. 

Section  31.  Any  person  desiring  to  vote  shall  state  his  name,  residence 
and  party  affiliation  to  the  primary  Judges,  one  of  whom  shall  thereupon  an- 
nounce the  same  in  a  distinct  tone  of  voice.  If  the  person  desiring  to  vote  is 
not  challeneged,  one  of  the  primary  Judges  may  give  to  him  one  ballot  con- 
taining the  names  of  candidates  of  the  political  party  with  which  he  declares 
himself  affiliated.  No  person  who  refuses  to  state  his  party  affllia1;ion,  or  who 
shall  have  signed  a  nominating  petition  as  now  authorized  below  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  vote  at  a  primary  election. 

The  Judges  shall  receive  from  any  person  or  persons,  and  permit  to  be  freely 
and  equally  exposed  in  separate  and  orderly  piles,  within  the  polling  place, 
near  the  ballot  box,  and  within  reach  of  the  voters,  a  sufficient  supply  of  each 
of  the  various  ballots  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  shall,  upon  request,  furnish 
to  each  and  every  person  qualified  to  vote  one  of  each  of  the  primary  ballots 
of  the  party  with  which  such  person  declares  himself  affiliated. 

Section  32.  Whenever  a  person  offering  to  vote  at  a  primary  election  is 
challenged,  the  person  so  challenged  shall  make  and  subscribe  an  affidavit  in 
the  following  form,  which  shall  be  presented  to  and  retained  by  the  primary 
Judges  and  returned  by  them  with  the  registry  poll  books.

Section  33.  The  voter  shall  forthwith  and  without  leaving  the  polling 
place  retire  alone  to  one  of  the  voting  booths  and  prepare  his  ballot,  unless 
the  same  has  been  prepared  prior  to  entering  the  booth,  by  making  a  cross  "X" 
in  the  square  in  front  of  and  opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate  of  his 
choice  for  each  office  to  be  filled. 

Section  34.  Before  leaving  the  booth  the  voter  shall  fold  his  ballot  in  such 
manner  as  to  conceal  the  marks  on  such  ballot.  He  shall  then  hand  such 
ballot  thus  folded  to  one  of  the  Judges  of  election,  who  shall  thereupon  endorse 
his  initials  on  the  back  of  the  ballot,  so  folded,  and  deposit  the  same  ballot  in 
the  ballot  box. 

The  primary  Judges  shall  thereupon  enter  In  the  registry  poll  books  the 
name  of  the  voter,  his  residence  and  party  affiliation. 

Section  35.  Any  primary  voter  who  shall  declare  upon  oath  that  he  can- 
not read  the  English  language,  or  by  reason  of  any  physical  disability  he 
is  unable  to  mark  his  ballot,  shall,  upon  request,  be  assisted  in  marking  his 
ballot  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  general  election  laws  of  this 
State. 

Section  36.  After  the  opening  of  the  polls  at  a  primary  election,  no  adjourn- 
ment shall  be  had  nor  recess  be  taken  until  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  primary 
election  shall  have  been  counted  and  canvassed. 

Section  37.  The  votes  shall  be  canvassed  in  the  room  or  place  where  the 
primary  election  is  held  and  the  primary  Judges  shall  not  allow  the  ballot  box 
or  any  of  the  ballots  or  the  registry  poll  books  or  any  of  the  tally  sheets  to 
be  removed  or  carried  away  from  such  room  or  place  until  the  canvass  of  the 
votes  is  completed  and  the  returns  carefully  enveloped  and  sealed  up.  The 
candidates  and  challengers  of  each  party  shall  have  the  right  to  be  present 
during  a  canvass  of  the  votes  by  the  primary  Judges. 
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Section  38.  Immediately  upon  closing  the  polls,  the  primary  judges  shall 
proceed  to  canvass  the  votes  polled  in  following  manner: 

1.  They  shall  first  count  the  whole  number  of  ballots  in  the  ballot  box.  If 
the  total  number  of  ballots  exceed  the  number  of  names  entered  on  the  registry 
poll  books,  they  shall  carefully  examine  the  ballots  and  reject  those  upon 
which  the  initials  of  a  primary  Judge  do  not  appear. 

2.  If  the  remaining  ballots  exceed  the  number  .of  votes  entered  on  the 
registry  poll  books  the  Judges  of  primary  election  shall  proceed  to  ascertain 
the  number  of  names  entered  on  the  registry  poll  books  under  each  party 
affiliation. 

3.  The  Judges  shall  thei>gupon  arrange  the  ballots  of  each  political  party  in 
separate  piles,  and  count  the  ballots  of  each  political  party  separately. 

4.  If  the  ballots  of  any  political  party  exceed  the  number  of  names  of 
voters  of  such  political  party  entered  on  the  registry  poll  books  the  ballots  of 
such  political  party  shall  be  folded  and  replaced  in  the  ballot  box  and  the  box 
closed  and  well  shaken  and  again  opened,  and  one  of  the  Judges,  who  shall  be 
blindfolded,  shall  draw  out  so  many  of  the  ballots  of  such  political  party  as 
shall  be  equal  to  such  excess. 

5.  The  primary  Judges  shall  then  proceed  to  count  the  votes  of  each  polit- 
ical party  separately;  and  as  the  primary  Judges  shall  open  and  read  the  bal- 
lots each  Judge  shall  carefully  and  correctly  mark  down  upon  the  tally  sheets 
the  votes  which  each  candidate  of  the  respective  party  whose  name  is  printed 
or  written  on  the  ballot  has  received,  in  a  separate  column  prepared  for  that 
purpose,  with  the  name  of  such  candidate,  the  name  of  his  political  party,  and 
the  name  of  the  office  to  be'^led  at  the  head  of  such  column. 

Section  39.  As  soon  as  the  ballots  of  a  political  party  have  been  read  and 
the  votes  of  said  political  party  counted,  as  provided  herein,  the  clerks  shall 
toot  up  the  tally  sheets  so  as  to  show  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  each 
candidate  of  said  political  party,  including  the  candidates  for  primary  com- 
mitteemen and  delegates  to  the  county  convention,  and  the  total  number  of 
votes  cast  by  said  political  party  and  certify  the  same  to  be  correct.

Section  40.  After  the  votes  of  a  political  party  shall  have  been  counted 
and  set  down,  the  tally  sheets  footed,  and  the  entry  blank  made  in  the  registry 
poll  books,  as  above  provided,  and  the  ballots  of  said  political  party  shall 
be  strung  separately  upon  a  strong  thread,  wire  or  twine  in  the  order  in 
which  they  have  been  read,  and  shall  thereupon  be  carefully  sealed  up  in  an 
envelope,  which  envelope  shall  be  endorsed  as  follows:  "Primary  Ballots  of

and  State  of  Illinois,"  below  which  endorsement  each  one  of  the  judges  shall 
write  his  name. 

Section  41.  The  judges  shall  continue  until  all  the  votes  of  each  and 
every  political  party  shall  have  been  counted,  iset  down,  the  sheets  footed,  the 
endorsements  mad^,  and  the  ballots  strung  and  sealed  up,  as  herein  provided. 

Section  42.  The  primary  judges  shall  make  out,  upon  forms  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  county  clerk,  or  by  the  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  clerk 
and  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  canva?  has  been  completed,  deliver 
a  certificate  of  election  to  the  candidate  for  primary  committeeman  of  each 
political  party  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  of  his  respective  party 
for  that  office;  which  certificate  shall  show  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  by 
the  respective  party  in  the  primary  district  for  each  candidate  for  primary 
committeeman.  In  case  of  a  tie  of  such  vote,  the  judges  shall  cast  lots  to  de> 
termine  who  shall  be  committeeman.  The  county  clerk  of  each  county  or  the 
city,  village  or  incorporated  town  clerk  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  the  names 
of  all  primary  committeemen  of  the  respective  parties,  so  elected,  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  county  committee  or  the  secretary  of  the  city,  village  or  incor- 
porated town  committee  of  the  respective  parties  not  later  than  9  o'clock 
A.  M.  of  the  Wednesday  next  following  a  primary  election. 

Section  43.  The  term  of  office  of  each  precinct  or  district  committeeman 
elected  shall  be  for  the  two  years  next  succeeding  the  date  of  his  election. 
The  committeeman  of  each  party  elected  within  each  county  or  within  each 
city,  village  or  incorporated  town  shall  constitute  the  county,  city,  village  or 
incorporated  town  committee  of  such  party,  who  shall  within  ten  days  after 
their  election  select  a  chairman  and  such  other  officers  of  the  committee  as 
they  may  determine. 

The  number  of  committee  members  for  each  county  on  a  congressional  or 
senatorial  committee  shall  be  determined  by  the  delegates  to  the  congres- 
sional or  senatorial  conventions,  respectively. 

Such  congressional  and  senatorial  committeemen,  shall  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  the  first  congressional  and  senatorial  conventions  held  in  their 
respective  districts  after  their  election,  select  a  chairman  of  their  respective 
committees  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  determine:  The  county  com- 
mittee and  its  officers  of  any  county  constituting  a  senatorial  district,  shall  be 
the  official  committee  of  such  senatorial  district. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  either  in  the  county,  congressional  or  senatorial 
committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  respective  committee,  provided  any  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  resident  of  the  precinct  in  which  such  vacancy 
occurs. 

Section  44.  Within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  canvass  has  been  com- 
pleted, the  primary  judges  shall  issue  credentials,  forms  for  that  purpose  to 
be  furnished  by  the  county  clerk,  to  each  one  of  the  requisite  number  of 
candidates  of  each  party  for  delegates  to  the  county  convention  receiving  the 
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highest  number  of  votes  of  IdMir  respeotive  .iiarty.  That  .is  to  say,  where  a 
political  party  in  a  primary  district  is  entitled  to  one  delegate,  credentials 
shall  be  issued  to  the  candidate  of  said  party  for  the  delegate  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  said  party's  votes.  Where  a  political  party  is  entitled 
to  three  delegates,  or  to  six  delegates,  to  the  county  convention,  credentials 
shall  be  issued  to  the  three  candidates,  or  to  six  candidates  (as  the  case  may 
be),  and  to  each  of  them,  receiving  the  highest  number  of  said  party's  votes. 
And  in  like  manner,  corresponding  with  the  number  of  delegates  to  the 
county  convention  to  which  each  political  party  of  the  primary  district  is  en- 
-titled.  in  ease  of  a  tie,  the  judges  shall  cast  lots  to  determine  to  what  dele- 
gates eitedentials  shall  be  issued. 

Said  credentials  shall  state  the  total  number  of  votes  received  by  each 
candidate  of  his  respective  party  in  the  primary  district,  and  also  the  name 
of  each  candidate  of  the  re8t>ective  party  for  each  county  office  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  of  his  party  in  the  primary  district. 

Said  credentials  shall  entitle  the  delegate  named  therein  to  a  seat  in  the 
next  ensuing  county  convention  of  the  respective  party. 

Section  45.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county 
to  furnish  to  the  primary  judges  of  each  primary  district,  with  the  other 
election  supplies,  blank  forms  of  credentials  for  delegates  for  each  political 
'party,  the  form  to  be  substantially  as  follows:

Primary  Judges. 

Section  46.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  call  for  the  county 
convention,  the  chairman  of  the  county  central  committee,  who  signed  the 
call  for  the  convention,  shall  call  the  convention  to  order.  If  said  chairman 
be  absent,  then  the  secretary  of  the  county  committee,  who  attested  said  call, 
shall  call  the  convention  to  order.  If  neither  the  chairman  nor  the  secretary 
are  present,  then  some  member  of  the  county  central  committee  shall  call  the 
same  to  order,  and  state  the  object  of  the  convention;  whereupon  he  shall  an- 
nounce that  the  first  thing  in  order  will  be  the  election  of  a  temporary  chair- 
man to  preside  over  the  said  convention.  No  person  other  than  a  delegate 
shall  be  elected  chairman  of  said  convention,  and  the  chairman  shall  be 
elected. by  a  regular  roll  call  by  primary  districts  of  the  delegates  present. 
After  the  election  of  the  chairman,  the  convention  shall  proceed  to  elect  the 
other  officers  of  the  convention. 

Section  47.  Upon  the  permanent,  organization  of  the  county  convention,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  thereof  to  ascertain,  from  the  tabulated 
statement  of  the  returns,  if  any  candidate  for  a  county  office  has  received  a 
majority  of  all  votes  cast  by  his  party  in  his  county  at  the  primary  election. 
If  it  shall  appear  that  any  candidate  for  a  county  office  has  received  a 
majority  of  all  votes  cast  by  his  party  in  his  county  at  the  primary  election, 
such  candidate  shall  thereupon  be  declared  duly  nominated  by  the  convention 
without  the  formality  of  a  ballot:  Provided,  if  the  county  central  committee 
for  said  primary  and  convention  shall  have  authorized  the  nominations  to  be 
made  by  a  plurality  vote  then  the  candidate  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  declared  the  nominee  of  said  convention. 

But  in  case  no  candidate  of  each  party  for  each  respective  county  office 
shall  have  received  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  by  his  respective  party  in  the 
county,  then  any  candidate  of  each  party  for  each  respective  county  office  who 
shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party  for  such 
office  in  any  primary  district  shall  receive  the  votes  of  the  delegates  in  the 
county  convention  of  his  party  from  such  primary  district  and  the  votes  of 
each  of  them  unless  the  county  committee  in  its  call  for  said  convention  shall 
have  provided  for  plurality  nominations. 

Section  48.  After  the  certificates  of  election  and  credentials  have  been 
made  out  as  herein  provided,  the  primary  judges  shall  place  all  the  sealed  en- 
velopes containing  the  ballots  of  the  respective  political  parties  in  a  canvas 
bag,  to  be  furnished  by  the  county  clerk,  or  the  city,  village  or  incorporated 
town  clerk,  for  that  purpose,  which  canvas  bag  shall  be  carefully  and  se- 
curely sealed  and  endorsed,  "Primary  Ballots,  of  the Primary 

District,  In  the of "    Thereupon  the  judges 

shall  place  the  registry  poll  book^  and  tally  sheets  in  an  envelope,  to  be  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose  by  the  county  clerk,  or  city,  village  or  incorporated 
town  clerk,  carefully  envelope  and  seal  the  same,  and  endorse  upon  the  back 

thereof  the  following:     "Primary  election  returns  of  the 

Primary  District,  in  the "    The  envelope  containing  the 

returns  and  the  canvas  bag  containing  the  ballots  shall  be  .delivered  by  one 
of  the  judges  to  the  county,  or  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  clerk,  at  his 
office  by  9  a.  m.  of  the  Monday  following  a  primary  election,  and  the  ballots 
and  tickets  shall  be  preserved  by  such  clerk  for  one  year.  The  registry  poll 
book  shall  be  returned  to  the  proper  clerk  within  ten  days  after  the  respective 
county  conventions. 
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Section  49.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  all  in,  the  county,  or  city,  village  or 
incorporated  town  clerk,  with  the  assistance  of  two  justices  of  the  peace,  of 
opposite  political  parties  (if  possible)  shall,  without  delay,  open  all  the  re- 
turns and  certify  tabulated  statements  thereof  separately  for  each  political 
party.  The  tabulated  statement  of  the  returns  of  each  political  party  shall 
state  in  appropriate  columns  and  under  proper  headings  the  total  number  of 
votes  cast  by  the  respective  party  in  each  primary  district  in  the  county,  or 
other  municipality,  and  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate  of 
the  respective  party  in  each  primary  district  in  the  county,  or  other  munici- 
pality. The  county  clerk,  or  other  clerk,  shall  deliver  a  copy  of  the  tabulated 
statement  of  the  returns  of  each  political  party  to  the  secretary  of  the  county, 
or  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  committee  of  the  respective  political  par- 
ties, not  later  than  12  o'clock  m.  of  the  Wednesday  following  the  primary  elec- 
tion. 

And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  secreary  of  tlxe  county  central  or 
other  managing  committee  of  each  political  party  to  deliver  the  same  to  the 
next  ensuing  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  or  county,  senatorial  or  con- 
gressional conventions  of  his  party  in  his  respective  district,  or  municipality. 

The  county  clerk  of  each  county  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  within  eight  days  next  following  such  county  convention,  the  total 
vote  cast  for  each  candidate  of  the  respective  party,  for  Governor  in  the  re;, 
spective  county.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the 
secretary  of  the  State  convention  of  the  respective  parties  next  following  such 
primary  election,  upon  the  assembling  of  such  State  convention  of  the  respec- 
tive parties,  the  total  vote  by  the  counties  for  each  candidate  for  Governor  of 
the  respective  parties.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretaries  respectively  of 
the  county,  senatorial,  congressional  and  State  conventions,  to  read  to  the 
convention  before  any  candidate  is  put  in  nomination,  the  total  vote,  by  coun- 
ties, received  by  each  candidate  of  the  respective  party  voted  for  upon  the 
primary  ballot  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Section  50.  Any  candidate  whose  name  appears  upon  the  primary  ballot  o( 
any,j)olltical  party  in  any  primary  district,  may  contest  the  i^rimary  election 
held  in  any  municipality  or  in  any  or  all  primary  districts  in  any  county  as  to 
the  office  for  which  he  wsis  a  candidate  for  nomination,  by  filing  with  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court  of  the  respective  county  a  petition  in  writing  setting  forth 
the  grounds  of  contest,  which  petition  shall  be  verified  by  affidavit  of  the  peti- 
tioner. 

Jurisdiction  is  hereby  vested  in.  the  county  courts  in  term  time,  and  in  the 
judges  therof  in  vacation,  to  hear  and  determine  primary  election  contests. 

When  a  petition  to  contest  a  primary  election  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  said  petition  shall  forthwith  be  presented  to  the 
judge  thereof,  who  shall  note  thereon  the  day  of  presentation  and  shall  also 
note  thereon  the  day  when  he  will  hear  the  same,  which  shall  be  before  the 
next  following  county  convention  after  such  primary  election,  and  in  case  of  a 
city,  village  or  incorporated  town  primary  election,  it  shall  be  determined  in 
sufficient  time  to  enable  the  successful  candidate  or  candidates  to  have  their 
names  printed  upon  the  ballots  for  the  election  ensuing  after  such  primary, 
and  shall  order  issuance  of  summons  to  each  defendant  named  in  his  petition. 

Summons  shall  forthwith  issue  to  each  defendant  named  in  the  petition  and 
shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  cases  of  chancery. 

The  case  may  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  county  court  in  term  time, 
or  by  the  judge  thereof  in  vacation  at  any  time,  not  less  than  two  days  after 
service  of  process,  and  shall  have  preference  in  the  order  of  hearing  to  all 
other  cases. 

The  petitioner  shall  give  a  bond  with  security  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk 
of  the  court  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  costs. 

If  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  in  which  the  petition  is  filed,  the  grounds  for 
contest  alleged  are  insufficient  in  law,  the  petition  shall  be  dismissed.    If  the 
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grounds  alleged  In  the  petition  are  sufficient  the  court  shall  proceed  in  a  stiin- 
mary  manner  and  may  hear  evidence,  examine  the  returns,  recount  the  ballots 
and  make  such  orders  and  enter  such  judgments  as  justice  may  require. 

Section  51.  No  State  convention  shall  hereafter  be  held  in  any  year  before 
the  first  day  ol  May,  and  not  later  than  the  15th  of  May.  All  senatorial  con- 
ventions shall  hereafter  be  held  on  the  Wednesday  next  following  the  day 
upon  which  county  conventions  are  held,  except  where  a  county  is  a  senatorial 
district,  in  which  case  the  senatorial  convention  shall  be  held  on  the  same  day 
and  the  delegates  to  the  county  convention  shall  nominate  the  senatorial  can- 
didates; and  all  congressional  conventions  shall  be  held  on  the  second  follow- 
ing Wednesday  after  the  day  set  for  the  holding  of  the  county  conventions  as 
above  provided. 

Section  52.  No  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  any  office,  who  has  not 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  nominated  by  any  conven- 
tion :  Provided,  that  any  convention  may  by  a  four-fifths  vote  of  all  its  mem- 
bers nominate  a  person  whose  name  did  not  appear  upon  the  primary  ballot; 
and  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  by  death  or  otherwise,  any  convention  may,  by  a 
majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  select  any  qualified  person  as  candidate  to 
fill  all  such  vacancy.  Provided,  that  in  case  of  a  vacancy  upon  the  ticket,  by 
death  or  otherwise,  after  the  convention  has  adjourned,  said  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  county  central  committee,  senatorial,  congressional  or  State 
committee,  as  the  case  may  be;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  proper 
pfficer  upon  receipt  of  the  resignation  or  knowledge  of  the  death  of  any  candi- 
date, to  immediately  notify  In  writing  the  appropriate  chairman  of  the  politi- 
cal party  to  which  said  candidate  belonged. 

Section  53.  If  any  one  or  more  delegates  to  a  county  convention  from  any 
primary  district  be  absent,  the  delegates  from  said  primary  district  present  in 
the  county  convention  shall  cast  the  full  vqte  of  the  delegation  from  said  pri- 
mary district.  If  all  the  delegates  to  the  county  convention  from  any  primary 
district  are  absent,  such  primary  district  shall  have  no  vote  in  said  conven- 
tion. 

Section  54.  Any  delegate  in  any  county  convention  shall  have  the  right 
upon  the  first  ballot  to  challenge  the  vote  of  the  delegation  of  any  primary 
district  upon  the  grouad  that  the  vote  of  said  delegation,  as  announced,  is  not 
cast  in  accordance  with  the  vote  and  instructions  of  said  primary  district  at 
the  primary  election,  as  evidenced  by  the  certificate  of  returns  from  said  pri- 
mary district.  And  whenever  the  vote  of  a  delegation  as  aforesaid  is  chal- 
lenged, the  chairman  of  the  convention  shall  examine  the  certificate  of  returns 
and  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  grounds  for  challenge  are  well  taken.  The 
secretary  of  the  convention  shall  record  the  vote  of  said  delegation  fn  accord- 
ance with  the  vote  and  instructions  of  the  primary  district  at  said  primary 
election. 

Section  55.  The  delegates  of  each  party  for  each  county,  to  all  State,  con- 
gressional and  senatorial  conventions,  shall  be  chosen  and  selected  by  the 
county  convention  of  the  respective  party  of  said  county,  and  not  otherwise. 
Any  candidate,  other  than  a  candidate  for  a  county  office,  who  shall  receive 
the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  county  in  said  primary  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  and  shall  have  cast  for  him  the  vote  of  all  the  delegates  from 
that  county  in  the  nominating  convention. 

Section  56.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  of  Governor, 
whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  any  county,  who 
shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party  tn  said 
county,  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and 
shall  have  cast  for  him  the  vote  of  all  the  delegates  from  that  county  in  the 
nominating  convention  and  such  fact  shall  be  stated  in  the  credentialB  Issued 
to  the  delegates  to  the  State  convention  of  said  party  from  said  county. 

Section  57.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for 'the  nominatton  of  any  con- 
gressional office,  whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party  In  any 
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county,  vho  shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party 
in  said  county  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive and  shall  have  cast  for  him  the  votes  of  all  the  delegates  from  that 
county  in  the  nominating  convention  and  such  fact  shall  be  stated  in  the  cre- 
dentials issued  to  the  delegates  to  the  congressional  convention  of  said  party 
from  said  county. 

Section  58.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  for  member  of 
the  General  Assembly,  whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party 
in  any  county,  who  shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his 
party  in  said  county  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  and  shall  have  cast  for  him  the  votes  of  all  the  delegates  from  that 
county  in  the  nominating  convention,  and  such  fact  shall  be  stated  in  the 
credentials  issued  to  the  delegates  to  the  senatorial  convention  of  said  party 
from  said  county. 

(1)  And  a  senatorial  convention  may,  by  a  majority  vote,  nominate  a  can- 
didate for  senator  or  representative  in  the  General  Assembly,  whose  name  ap- 
peared on  the  primary  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  either  of  said  offices. 

(2)  Provided,  that  in  senatorial  districtjs  consisting  of  two  counties  no 
more  than  two  persons  of  the  same  political  party,  that  is,  one  candidate  for 
senator  and  one  candidate  for  representative,  or  two  candidates  for  represent- 
ative shall  be  nominated  from  any  one  county;  and  that  in  senatorial  districts 
consisting  of  three  counties  oi*  more,  only  one  person  of  the  same  political 
party,  that  is,  either  one  candidate  for  senator  or  one  candidate  for  repre- 
sentative, shall  be  nominated  from  any  one  county. 

Section  59.  Provided,  however,  if  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  roll  call  in 
any  convention,  that  no  candidate  has  a  majority  of  the  delegates  in  such  con- 
vention and  that  a  nomination  is  thereby  rendered  impossible,  then  the  dele- 
gates for  any  county  or  primary  district  may,  by  a  majority  vote  in  writing, 
and  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  convention,  release  themselves  from  such 
instructions  and  thereafter  vote  as  said  delegates  may  determine. 

Section  60.  No  spirituous,  malt,  vinous  qr  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  sold 
or  given  away  at  retail,  nor  shall  any  saloon  or  bar  room  or  place  where  such 
liquor  is  sold  or  given  away,  be  open  upon  any  general  or  special  election  day 
within  one  mile  of  the  place  of  holding  the  election.  Whoever  violates  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $25  nor  more 
than  |100.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  shei:ift,  coroner,  constable  and  other 
officers  of  the  county,  and  magistrates,  to  s^e  that  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion are  enforced. 

(1)  If  any  person  whose  vote  is  challenged,  or  any  witness  sworn  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  knowingly,  wilfully  and  corruptly  swear 
falsely  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  accordingly. 

(3)  Whoever  unlawfully  votes  more  than  once  at  any  election  or  offers  to 
vote  after  having  once  voted  at  such  election,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be 
fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  ex- 
ceeding one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

(4J  Whoever  wilfully  aids  or  abets  any  one  not  legally  qualified  to  vote  at 
an  election  in  voting  or  attempting  to  vote  at  such  elections;  or 

Second.  Furnishes  an  elector  with  a  ticket  or  ballot  informing  him  that 
it  contains  a  name  different  from  that  which  appears  thereon,  with  intent  to 
induce  him  to  vote  contrary  to  his  inclinations;  or 

Third.  Changes  a  ballot  to  an  elector,  with  intent  to  deprive  such  elector 
of  voting  for  such  person  as  he  intended;  or 

Fourth.  .  By  unlawful  means  prevents  or  attempts  to  prevent  any  voter 
from  attending  or  voting  at  an  election;  or 

Fifth.  Gives,  or  offers  to  give,  any  valuable  thing  or  bribe  to  any  Judge  or 
clerk  of  an  election,  as  a  consideration  of  some  act  to  be  done  or  omitted  to 
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be  done  contrary  to  his  official  duty  in  relating  to  such  election,  shall  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000,  or  Imprisoned  in  the 
county  Jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  And 
any  judge  or  clerk  who  shall  receive,  request  or  demand  any  bribe  or  reward 
forbidden  by  this  act,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  as 
are  prescribed  in  this  act  for  the  giving  or  offering  to  give  such  bribe  or  re- 
ward. 

(5)  Any  person  who  shall  solicit,  request,  demand  or  receive,  directly  or 
indirectly,  any  money,  intoxicating  liquor  or  any  other  thing  of  value,  or  the 
promise  thereof,  either  to  influence  his  vote,  or  to  be  used,  or  under  the  pre- 
tense of  being  used  to  procure  the  vote  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  or  to 
be  used  at  any  poll  or  other  place  prior  to  or  on  the  day  of  an  election  for  or 
against  any  candidate  for  office,  or  for  or  against  any  measAire  or  question  to 
be  voted  upon  at  such  election,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  the  infamous  crime 
of  bribery  In  elections,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  court  of  record, 
shall  be  sentenced  to  disfranchisement  by  the  Judge  of  such  court  for  a  term 
of  not  less  than  five  and  not  more  than  fifteen  years,  and  to  the  county  Jail 
not  less  than  three  months  nor  more  than  one  year,  and  to  pay  the  cost  of 
prosecution  and  stand  committed  to  the  county  Jail  until  such  costs  are  fully 
paid.  That  for  a  conviction  of  a  second  offense  under  this  section,  the  first 
being  alleged  and  proven,  such  offender  shall  be  by  sentence  of  the  court  for- 
ever thereafter  disfranchised  and  deprived  of  the  right  to  vote  at  an  election 
in  this  State,  and  be  Imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  less  than  one  year,  and 
be  committed  to  Jail  in  default  of  the  payment  of  costs  of  prosecution  until 
such  costs  are  fully  paid.  Prosecutions  may  be  had  under  this  section  by  in- 
dictment in  the  circuit  court,  or  by  information  in  the  county  courts,  and  the 
effect  of  a  sentence  of  disfranchisement  in  either  of  said  courts  both  having 
Juridiction  of  offenses  hereunder,  shall  be  to  deprive  such  persons  sentenced 
of  the  right  to  vote  at  any  general  or  special  election,  or  town  meeting,  within 
this  State  for  the  period  of  time  fixed  by  the  court  where  such  person  shall  be 
convicted  under  this  section.  Any  candidate  or  other  paying,  furnishing 
or  promising  to  pay  or  furnish  or  bribing  such  person,  with  money,  intoxicat- 
ing liquor,  or  any  other  thing  of  value,  or  the  promise  thereof,  shall  not  be 
liable  to  punishment  therefor,  but  shall  be  a  competent  witness  and  compelled 
to  testify  in  prosecutions  under  this  section.  Solicitation  of  any  person  of  a 
loan  of  money,  or  the  purchase  of  any  thing  of  value,  or  any  other  subterfuge, 
shall  be  deemed  a  violation  thereof. 

Second.  Any  person  who  shall  have  been  legally  convicted  and  disfran- 
chised by  a  court  of  competent  Jurisdiction  who  shall  before  the  expiration  of 
his  tern)  of  disfranchisement,  vote  or  offer  to  vote  at  any  general  or  special 
election  or  town  meeting  within  this  State,  shall,  upon  indictment  and  convic- 
tion thereof  in  a  court  of  competent  Jurisdiction,  be  confined  in  the  peniten- 
tiary for  a  term  of  years  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  ten  years. 

(6)  Whoever  is  disorderly  at  any  election  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing $25. 

(7)  Whoever  bets  or  wagers  any  money,  property  or  other  valuable  thing 
upon  the  result  of  an  election  which  may  be  held  under  the  constitution  or 
laws  of  this  State,  or  bets  or  wagers  money,  property  or  other  valuable  thing 
upon  the  number  of  votes  which  may  be  given  to  any  person  at  an  election,  or 
upon  who  shall  receive  the  greatest  number  of  votes  at  an  election ;  or  agrees 
to  pay  any  other  person  any  money,  property  or  other  valuable  thing,  in  an 
event  that  an  election  shall  result  in  one  way,  or  in  the  event  that  any  person 
shall  or  shall  not  be  elected,  or  shall  receive  a  greater  number  of  votes  than 
others,  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000,  or 
imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  .both,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. 

(8)  If  any  judge  of  an  election  shall  permit  a  person  to  vote  whose  vote  is 
challenged  without  the  proof  required  in  this  act;  or 
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Second.  Shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  permit  a  person  to  testify  as  a  wit- 
ness contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  or 

Third.  Shall  knowingly  permit  a  person  to  vote  who  is  not  qualified  ac- 
cording to  law;  or,  the  same  Election  for  the  same  ofllce,  except  as  allowed  by 
law;  or 

Fourth.  Shall  knowingly  receive  and  count  more  than  one  vote  from  the 
same  person  at  the  same  election  for  the  same  ofllce.  except  as  allowed  by 
law;  or 

Fifth.  Shall  refuse  to  receive  the  vote  of  a  qualified  elector  at  such  elec- 
tion, who  will  make  the  affidavit  and  proof  required  by  this  act;  or 

Sixth.  Shall  be  guilty  of  any  fraud,  corruption,  partiality  or  manifest  mis- 
behavior; or 

Seventh.  Shall  open  or  unfold  any  ballot  when  the  same  is  presented  to  be 
deposited  in  the  ballot  box;  or 

Eighth.  Shall  wilfully  neglect  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of 
him  by  this  act,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$1,000,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

(9)  If  any  clerk  of  an  election  shall  wilfully  neglect  to  perform  any  duty 
required  of  him  as  clerk  of  election,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  fraud,  corruption  or 
misbehavior  as  such  clerk,  he  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding 1600,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  lail  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

(10)  If  any  judge,  clerk  or  messenger,  after  having  been  deputed  by  the 
judges  of  election  to  carry  the  poll  books,  tally  lists  and  votes  of  such  election, 
to  the  place  where  by  law  they  are  required  to  be  canvassed,  wilfully  or  negli- 
gently fails  to  deliver  such  poll  books,  tally  lists  or  ballots,  within  the  time 
prescribed,  with  the  seal  unbroken,  he  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  a 
sum  not  exceeding  |600,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

(11)  If  the  county  clerk  wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to  perform  any  duty 
required  of  him  by  this  act,  he  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding 1600,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  person  injured  by  reason  of  such  neg- 
lect or  refusal,  in  an  amount  9ot  exceeding  |600,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action 
on  the  case. 

(12)  If  any  county  clerk  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be  guilty  of  fraud, 
coi^uption  or  misbehavior,  in  canvassing  the  votes  or  making  any  abstract  of 
votes,  or  issuing  any  certificate  of  election,  he  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  exceeding  $600,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

(13)  Whoever  shall  wilfully  and  wrongfully  take  or  carry  away  from  the 
place  where  it  has  been  deposited  for  safe  keeping,  or  deface,  mutilate  or 
change  any  poll  book,  ballot  or  .tally. list,  or  any  name  or  figure  therein,  shall, 
on  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000,  or  Imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both.  In  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  61.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  nomination  of  candidates  for 
any  ofllce  to  be  filled  by  a  special  election. 

Section  62.  Any  State  convention,  the  congressional  or  senatorial  conven- 
tions of  any  congressional  or  senatorial  district  and  any  county  convention  of 
any  party,  shall  have  power  to  direct  the  respective  ofllcial  committee  to  fill 
any  vacancy  or  vacancies  which  may  occur  on  the  ticket  nominated  by  each 
respective  convention. 

Section  63.  No  delegate  to  any  convention  held  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  have  any  power  or  authority  to  name  or  appoint  any  proxy  or  substi- 
tute to  vote  for  or  in  his  stead,  and  no  proxy  or  substitute  appointed  by  any 
delegate  shall  be  binding  or  effective  on  any  convention  or  conventions  held 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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Seetion  64.  It  is  herelvy  made  the  duty  of  the  grand  jary  of  each  coimty»  at 
each  and  every  term,  to  inquire  into  all  violations  of  this  act. 

Provided,  however,  that  in  all  counties  of  this  State,  having  a  population  of 
125,000  or  over,  the  following  sections  only  shall  apply,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Section  65.  That  in  every  county,  dty,  village  or  incorporated  town  re- 
spectively in  this  State  to  which  this  act  shall  apply  as  hereinafter  provided, 
the  primary  elections  for  delegates  to  constitute  the  various  conventions  of 
the  different  piriitical  parties  or  organizations  of  such  county,  dty,  village  or 
incorporated  town,  or  any  part  thereof,  held  for  the  nomination  of  candidates 
for  public  office  in  this  State,  and  any  part  thereof,  and  for  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  whose  names  are  to  be  printed  on  the  official  election  bal- 
lots printed  and  distributed  at  public  expense  in  such  county,  city,  village  or 
incorporated  town,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  hereafter  be  held  under  and  pur- 
suant to  this  act.  A  convention  to  nominate  candidates  for  public  office  to  be 
voted  for  by  the  electors  of  the  entire  State  shall  be  known  as  a  "State  con- 
vention," a  convention  to  nominate  candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted  for 
by  the  electors  of  an  entire  county  shall  be  known  as  a  "county  convention;** 
a  convention  to  nominate  candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted  for  by  the 
elector?  of  an  entire  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  shall  be  known  as  a 
'*clty,  village  or  town  convention,"  respectively;  a  convention  to  nominate 
candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted  for  by  the  electors  of  an  entire  town- 
ship shall  be  known  as  a  "township  convention;"  a  convention  to  nominaite 
candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted  for  by  the  electors  of  an  entire  ward 
shall  be  known  as  a  "ward  convention;"  all  other  nominating  conventions  in 
this  State  shall  be  known  as  "district  conventions." 

E^ach  nominating  convention  shall  be  held  within  the  boundaries  of  the  mu- 
nicipality or' district  for  which  its  nominations  are  to  be  made  and  at  the 
place  designated  in  the  call.  A  majority  of  the  delegates  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
the  convention  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.  The  delegates,  a 
quorum  being  present,  shall  select  one  of  their  number  to  call  the  convention 
to  order  and  to  preside  until  the  temporary  officers  are  chosen.  All  conven- 
tion officers  shall  be  delegates  and  shall  be  chosen  upon  a  roll-call,  such  roll- 
call  to  be  by  wards  and  districts,  and  announced  by  the  chairman  of  such 
ward  or  district  delegation.  In  case,  however,  the  vote  of  any  ward  or  dis- 
trict is  challenged  or  disputed  when  announced,  then  the  roii  of  delegates  of 
such  ward  or  district  shall  be  called,  and  the  persons  receiving  the  votes  of  a 
majority  of  the  delegates  shall  be  declared  elected  the  officers  of  the  confer 
tion.  No  adjournment  or  recess  of  the  convention  shall  be  taken  before  com- 
pleting the  nominations*  it  was  called  to  make,  except  upon  a  yea  and  nay 
vote  taken  upon  a  roll-call  as  aforesaid. 

Section  66.  Any  political  party  or  organization  which  at  the  last  preceding 
general  election  for  Governor  in  this  State  polled  at  least  10  per  cent  of  the 
entire  votes  cast  in  the  particular  county,  city,  village  or  incorporated  town^or 
district  thereof,  respectively,  for  which  the  application  is  being  made,  shall 
be  entitled  under  this  act  to  hold  one  primary  election  on  any  day  in  the 
month  of  January,  February  or  March  Immediately  preceding  any  regular 
spring  or  summer  elections,  which  primary  election  shall  affect  only  the 
nominations  for  the  offices  to  be  filled  at  the  particular  spring  or  summer 
elections  next  and  immediately  following  such  primary  election  day;  and 
such  political  party  or  organization,  qualified  as  stated  In  this  section,  shall 
be  entitled  also  to  hold  another  primary  election  on  the  last  Saturday  la 
April,  1906,  and  every  two  years  thereafter  Immediately  preceding  any  regular 
autumn  elections;  which  last  mentioned  primary  election  shall  affect  only  the 
nominations  for  the  offices  to  be  filled  at  the  particular  aut\!mn  elections  next 
and  Immediately  following  such  primary  election  day:  Provided^  that  such 
primary  election  day  and  certificates  of  nomination  shall  be  subject  to  the 
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provisions  of  section  7  of  an  act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  far  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  ballots  at  public  expense,  and  for  the  nomination  of  can- 
didates for  public  office,  to  regulate  the  manner  of  holding  elections,  and  to 
enforce  the  secrecy  of  the  ballot,"  in  force  July  1,  1891;  and  such  primary 
election  day  shall  be  at  least  six  days  before  nomination  certifiqates  are  due. 
Within  the  time  limited  as  aforesaid,  such  political  party  or  organization, 
through  its  central  committee  or  managing  committee,  may  determine  and 
name  the  day  for  holding  such  primary  election;  all  political  parties  shall 
hold  their  primary  elections  on  the  same  day. 

Section  67.  No  political  party  or  organization  shall  be  entitled  under  this 
act  to  hold  a  primary  election  unless  at  least  15  days  before  such  primary  elec- 
tion day  such  political  party  or  organization  shall  file  with  the  board  of  elec- 
tion commissioners  within  whose  jurisdiction  they  are,  and  in  such  portions 
of  -the  county  as  lie  beyond  the  Jurisdiction  of  said  board  of  election  commis- 
sioners, also  with  the  county  clerk,  and  also  with  the  county  clerk  where 
there  is  no  board  of  election  commissioners,  a  call  or  application  in  writing, 
which  shall  set  forth : 

First — ^The  name  of « such  political  party  and  the  address  of  the  headquarters 
of  the  central  committee  or  managing  committee  of  such  political  party. 
Second — ^The  day  on  which  such  primary  election  is  to  be  held. 

Third — ^The  name,  place  and  time  of  every  convention  for  the  nomination  of 
candidates  for  public  office  for  which  such  primary  election  is  called. 

Fourth— The  description  of  each  of  the  various  pripiary  election  districts, 
together  with  the  names  of  the  three  persons  for  judges  of  election  and  two 
persons  for  clerks  of  election  for  each  such  primary  district,  also  the  deslgna- 
nation  of  a  polling  place  for  each  such  primary  district. 

Fifth — The  number  of  delegates  from  each  such  primary  district  to  each 
convention :  Provided,  that  the  number  of  delegates  from  each  of  the  different 
primary  districts  be  proportioned  equally  to  the  number  of  voters  of  such 
political  party  in  each  district  as  shown  by  the  last  preceding  gubernatorial 
election  returns:  Ai^d  prcvidedy.  that  each  primary  election  district  shall  be 
allowed  to  be  represented  by  at  least  one  delegate  to  each  convention  in  which 
such  primary  district  is  entitled  to  be  represented. 

Sixth — ^The  name  of  some  newspaper  recommended  for  the  publication  of 
the  -notice  of  such  primary  election  as  hereinafter  provided: 

PrmHdedf  that  all  organizations  or  subdivisions  of  any  one  general  political 
party  representing  any  municipality,  district  or  ward,  shall  hold  their  pri- 
mary elections,  such  as  may  then  be  in  order,  for  the  respective  county,  city, 
village,  or  incorporated  town,  or  other  political  divisions  therein,  together 
and  on  one  and  the  same  day;  and  each  municipal,  district  or  ward  organiza- 
tion of  the  party  that  neglects  to  join  shall  forfeit  the  right  to  hold  primaries 
for  its  political  nominations  then  due.  In  due  time  before  filing  said  call  or 
application,  the  central  or  managing  committee  representing  the  largest  po: 
lltical  territory  for  which  primaries  are  next  in  order  may  notify,  in  writing, 
the  chairman  or  secretary  of  each  territorial  organization  of  such  general 
party  to  return,  in  writing,  within  a  specified  time,  properly  authenticated  by 
such  territorial  organization  of  the  party,  the  request  of  such  subdivisidn  of 
the  party  for  its  respective  primaries,  and  also  the  name,  place  and  time  of 
the  lawful  nominating  conventions  they  wish  to  hold,  and  containing  other 
lawful  suggestions;  and  upon  receiving  avich  request  In  writing,  such  central 
or  managing  committee  shall  Include  in  said  call  or  application  the  name, 
place  and  time  of  the  proper  conventions  of  such  subdivision  of  the  party,  s^nd 
lill  such  other  proper  matters  and  things  as  will  make  its  primaries  effective, 
fair  and  equal,  and  shall  make  only  such  small  changes  in  the  time  o(  the 
suggested  primary  election  day  or  the  convention  days  as  may  be  required  by 
this  act  in  order  to  have  all  the  primaries  of  each  political  party  held  on  the 
same  day;  but  such  central  or  managing  coinmittee,  even  if  no  such  request  In 
writing  is  returned,  may  include  the  primaries  and  conventions  of  all  such 
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lesHer  territorial  subdivisions  of  the  party.  If  such  central  or  manacling  com- 
mittee»  after  receiving  such  request  in  writing,  files  said  call  or  application 
without  including  therein  the  primaries  and  conventions  of  the  subdivision  of 
the  party  making  a  request  in  writing,  as  aforesaid,  such  subdivision  of  the 
party  shall  b^  entitled  to  hold  its  primaries  together  with  the  general  party, 
upon  filing  with  the  proper  public  officer,  clerk  or  board,  at  least  12  days  be- 
fore the  primary  election  day,  an  application  in  writing,  which  shall  set  forth 
the  fact  of  such  omission,  the  name  of  the  headquarters  of  the  subdivision  of 
such  party,  the  name,  place  and  time  of  the  lawful  convention  desired  to  be 
held  by  such  subdivision  of  the  party,  and  containing  also  such  other  sugges- 
tions and  statements  as  will  make  it  possible  for  the  proper  authorities  to 
include  the  primaries  of  such  subdivision  of  the  party  in  the  general  prlmarlea 
of  the  general  party.  In  default  of  such  central  or  managing  committee  in 
filing  any  call  or  application  at  least  21  days  before  nomination  certificates  for 
the  regular  election  day  are  due,  then  each  subdivision  of  such  party  whose 
lawful  primaries  are  then  in  order  may,  not  less  than  18  days  before  the  day 
such  certificates  are  due,  file  its  own  call  or  application,  and  the  lawful  officer, 
board  of  election  commissioners,  or  the  county  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  with 
whom  the  calls  are  lawfully  filed,  shall,  in  an  order  or  memorandum,  substan- 
tially in  the  form  of  a  call  or  application,  fix  one  and  the  same  day  for  all 
such  primaries,  and  shall  determine  and  fix  upon  all  other  things  necessary  to 
have  such  applicants  have  an  effective,  fair  and  equal  primary  election  with  as 
little  public  expense  as  possible. 

Section  68.  Such  cajl  or  application  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and 
attested  by  the  secretary  of  the  central  committee  or  managing  committee  of 
such  political  party  or  organization,  verified, by  oath  that  the  facts  therein 
stated  are  true  and  that  they  are,  respectively,  the  chairman  and  secretary  of 
such  committee.  No  persons  and  no  political  party  or  organization  shall  use 
the  name  of  another  political  party  or  organization  (or  any  designation  simi- 
lar to  that  of  another  political  party  or  organization)  in  such  manner  as  to 
deceive  voters.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  call  or  application,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  any  political  party  or  organization  which,  at  the  last 
preceding  general  election  in  this  State,  polled  at  least  ten  (10)  per  cent  oC 
the  entire  vote  cast  in  the  whole  county,  city,  village  or  incorporated  town, 
represented  by  such  political  party  or  organization,  shajl  be  allowed  to  hold  a 
primary  election  under  this  act. 

Section  69.  At  least  ten  (10)  days  before  the  primary  election  day,  desig- 
nated as  aforesaid  by  such  political  party,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
election  commissioners,  or  the  county  clerk,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be,  upon 
the  application  of  any  political  party  entitled  thereto  as  aforesaid,  through  its 
central  conunittee  or  managing  committee,  as  aforesaid,  to  give  notice  of  such 
primary  election.  Such  notice  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  political  party  or 
organization  for  which  such  primary  election  is  to  be  held,  the  address  of  the 
headquarters  of  the  central  committee,  or  managing  committee,  of  such  party, 
the  name,  place  and  time  of  each^  convention  according  to  the  call  aforesaid  to 
be  held  by  such  party  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  public  office,  the 
date  upon  which  such  primary  election  is  to  be  held,  the  description  of  each  of 
the  various  primary  election  districts,  the  location  of  the  polling  place  for 
each  such  district,  the  names  of  the  three  judges  and  the  two  clerks  appointed 
to  serve  at  each  primary  election  district,  and  the  number  of  delegates  to  be 
elected  from  each  primary  district. to  each  convention.  Such  notice  shall  be 
published  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  recommended  by  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  of  the  political  party  or  organization  for  which  such  pri- 
mary election  is  to  be  held.  But  no  failure  or  error  in  such  publication,  or  in 
the  application  aforesaid,  shall*  invalidate  any  primary  election  actually  held, 
and  «ny  primary  election  held  pursuant  to  any  notice  substantially  like  the 
above  notice  shall  be  deemed  to  be  held  under  this  act,  and  all  Justices  of  the 
peace  and  all  judges  of  courts  of  record  in  the  territory  for  which  such  pri- 
mary election  is  called  shall  take  Judicial  notice  of  the  holding  of  such  pri- 
mary election  under  this  act.  1 
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Section  70.  For  purposes  of  primary  elections  under  this  act,  and  in  the 
more  sparsely  settled  country,  a  regular  election  precinct  may  constitute  a 
primary  election  district;  but  in  populous  sections,  in  order  to  save  expense, 
from  two  to  seven,  but  no  more,  entire  contiguous  election  precincts  of  the 
same  ward,  or  other  political  division,  in  as  compact  a  form  as  practicable, 
may  be  Joined  so  as  to  form  one  primary  election  district,  but  in  such  manner 
that  each  primary  election  district,  consisting  of  two  or  more  regular  election 
precincts,  shall  include  at  least  three  regular  election  Judges,  and  two  regular 
election  clerks  residing  within  such  primary  district  and  belonging  to  the 
party  establishing  such  primary  district.  In  no  event  shall  any  primary  dis- 
trict contain  more  than  eight  hundred  (800)  voters,  to  be  ascertained  by  the 
party  vote  of  the  party  holding  said  primary  election  cast  at  the  last  preceding 
presidential  election.  Primary  .districts,  when  lawfully  established,  shall  re- 
main so  established  for  each  party's  successive  primaries  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  except  as  changes  may  be  necessitated  by  law. 

Provided,  that  where  a  regular  election  precinct  consists  of,  and  is  co-exten- 
sive with,  a  congressional  township,  then  said  congressional  township  shall 
constitute  one  primary  election  district  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

And,  provided  further,  that  in  such  case,  and  in  any  case  where  there  exists 
no  board  of  election  commissioners,  and  where  the  Judges  and  clerks  of  elec- 
tion are  appointed  and  chosen  by  a  board  of  supervisors  or  board  of  county 
commissioners,  then  the  Judges  and  clerks  who  are  to  serve  as  Judges  and 
clerks  of  any  primary  election  shall  be  members  of  the  political  party  hold- 
ing such  primary  election  and  if  there  are  no  Judges  and  clerks  of  election  in 
and  for  such  congressional  township  who  belong  to  and  are  members  of,  the 
political  party  seeking  to  hold  a  primary  election  under  the  provisions  and 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  then  the  county  central  or  governing  committee 
of  such  political  party  shall  have  and  is  hereby  granted  the  power  and  right  to 
name,  appoint,  notify,  direct  and  qualify  such  members  of  its  own  party  as 
are  otherwise  eligible  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  serve  as  Judges  and 
clerks  of  such  or  any  primary  election  held  under  and  within  the  meaning 
of  this  act.  And  in  such  event  the  compensation  per  diem  of  such  Judges 
and  clerks  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  Judges  and  clerks  serving  at  any 
regular  election,  notwithstanding  the  provision  for  compensation  found  In 
section  10  of  this  act. 

In  each  such  primary  election  district  there  shall  be  a  primary  polling 
place,  which  shall  be  as  near  the  center  of  population  of  such  district  as  is 
practicable,  and  such  primary  polling  place  shall  be  in  the  most  public,  or- 
derly and  convenient  part  of  such  primary  district,  and  within  a  room  per- 
mitting easy  ingress  and  egress  to  voters,  and  no  building  shall  be  desig-. 
nated  or  used  as  such  i>olling  place  in  which  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor 
Is  sold,  or  which  is  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  any  place  where  such 
liquor  is  sold.  The  central  committee  or  managing  committee  of  any  po- 
litical party  or  organization  entitled  to  hold  such  primary  elections  under 
this  act  shall  establish  such  primary  election  district  and  designate  such 
polling  places  according  to  this  act  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  days  before 
such  primary  election  day.  In  default  of  such  central  committee  or  manag- 
ing committee  designating  such  primary  election  districts  and  polling  places, 
the  same  shall  be  done  by  the  member  or  members  of  the  board  of  election 
commissioners  representing  said  party;  or,  if  no  such  board  exists  In  the 
county,  then  by  the  Judge  of  the  county  court. 

Section  71.  Not  less  than  ten  days  before  such  primary  election  day,  the 
certain  person,  of&cer,  officers  or  board,  or  board  of  election  commissioners, 
as  the  case  may  be,  by  the  general  election  law  authorized  to  appoint  Judges 
and  clerks  for  general  elections,  is  and  are  hereby  empowered  to  appoint, 
and  shall,  for  each  primary  election  district,  appoint  and  swear  in  from  the 
list  of  duly  appointed  and  regular  election  Judges  and  clerks,  and  otherwise 
as  herein  provided,  three  Judges  and  two  clerks,  who  are  members  of  such 
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political  party,  to  serye  respectively  as  judges  and  clerks  at  such,  primary 
election:  Provided,  however,  that  such  political  party  or  organization, 
through  its  central  or  managing  committee,  shall  have  tne  right,  not  less 
than  15  days  before  such  primary  election  day,  to  designate  and  name  for 
appointment  for  service  at  such  primary  elections  such  certain  of  the  regn- 
larly  listed  judges  and  clerks  as  were  originally  recommended  and  named  or 
endorsed  for  appointment  as  regularly  elected  judges  and  clerks  by  such 
political  party ;  and  in  case  there  are  not  a  sufficient  number  of  listed  regular 
judges  and  clerks  so  originally  recommended  and  named  or  endorsed  by  such 
political  party  to  equip  all  primary  polling  places  of  such  party,  then  such 
political  party  or  organization  may,  not  less  than  16l  days  before  such  primary 
election  day,  through  its  central  or  managing  committee,  recommend  to  such 
appointing  power  a  sufficient  number  of  qualified  persons  for  appointment 
to  serve  as  primary  election  judges  and  clerks  to  equip  all  the  primary  poll- 
ing places  of  such  party;  and  such  person,  officer  or  board  having  such  ap- 
pointing power,  to  whom  or  to  which  such  names  are  designated  by  such  po- 
litical party  as  aforesaid,  shall,  not  less  than  ten  days  before  said  primary 
election  day,  select  from  the  names  so  recommended,  and  shall  notify,  ap- 
point and  swear  in  such  persons  if  qualified  to  act  as  judges  and  clerks  at 
such  primary  election;  and  such  persons  so  appointed  shall  serve  as  Judges 
and  clerks,  respectively,  at  such  primary  election.  Except  when  only  one  or 
two  regular  election  precincts  form  a  primary  election  district,  no  two 
judges  and  no  two  clerks  shall  serve  at  the  same  primary  polling  place  who 
reside  in  the  same  regular  election  precinct.  In  default  of  such  designation 
or  recommendation  of  such  judges  and  clerks  by  such  political  party,  and  in 
any  case  of  vacancy  among  primary  judges  and  clerks,  then  such  person, 
officer  or  board  having  the  appointing  power  as  aforesaid,  shall  appoint  and 
swear  in  from  the  list  of  duly  appointed  and  regular  election  judges  and 
clerks  who  .are  members  of  such  party  a  sufficient  number  of  judges  and 
clerks  to  equip  all  the  primary  polling  places  of  such  party.  Such,  judges 
and  clerks  appointed  under  this  act  shall  take  an  oath  of  ofi}ce  substantially 
as  follows,  and  shall  subscribe  their  names  to  the  same:

'  election  district  of  the ward  of  the  city  (village  or  town) 

of ,  }n  the  county  of ,    In 

the  State  of  Illinois,  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

Dated  this day  of A.  D 


In  due  time  before  such  primary  election  day  such  appointing  person, 
officer  or  board  shall  notify  every  person  designated  as  aforesaid  and  In- 
tended for  appointment  as  judge  or  clerk  of  the  fact  of  his  selection;  and  he 
shall,  unless  excused  by  such  person,  officer  or  board,  for  good  cause,  be 
appointed  as  a  judge  or  clerk,  respectively,  and  he  shall  then  be  bound  to 
serve  as  such  judge  or  clerk  for  the  ensuing  primary  election.  Such  person, 
officer  or  board  appointing  judges  and  clerks  as  aforesaid  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  names  of  all  such  persons  so  notified  to  appear,  and  whether  such  per- 
sons were  rejected  for  want  of  qualification  or  excused  for  cause;  in  such 
case  the  facts  shall  be  noted.  In  case  any  person  so  notified  shall  not  appear 
before  such  person,  officer  or  board,  as  required  in  this  act,  or  if  he  do  ap- 
pear and  refuse  to  serve,  or  if  he  shall  be  sworn  to  serve  and  fall  to  serve  on 
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tbe  day  sppoiBted,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act,  unless 
good  cause  be  shown  to  excuse  his  default  for  such  service.  In  case  the  per- 
son Intended  for  appointment  does  not  appear  upon  notification,  then  other 
persons  shall  be  notified  as  aforesaid  until  eligible  persons  are  found  who 
will  serye.  All  persons  subscribing  to  the  oath  as  aforesaid,  and  all  persons 
actually  serving  as  judges  and  clerks  at  any  primary  election,  whether 
sworn  in  or  not,  shall  be  deemed  to  be,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  officers 
of  the  county  court  of  the  respective  county;  and  such  persons  shall  be  liable 
to  punishment  by  sueh  court  in  a  proceeding  for  contempt  for  any  misbe- 
havior as  such  judge  or  clerk,  to  be  tried  in  open  court  on  oral  testimony,  in 
a  summary  manner,  without  written  pleadings;  but  such  trial  or  punishment 
for  contempt  of  court  shall  not  be  any  bar  to  any  criminal  proceedings 
against  such  primary  judges  or  clerks  for  any  violation  of  this  act. 

Section  72.  All  the  laws  of  this  State  respecting  the  general  elections  in 
this  State,  now  or  hereafter  in  force  in  any  election  precinct  or  diatrlct  in 
such  county,  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  except  as  the  same  are 
modified  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable 
to  the  primary  elections  provided  for  in  this  act,  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
in  force  in  each  primary  election  district  respecting  the  primary  electlf>nB 
provided  for  in  this  act. 

Polling  places  in  the  respective  primary  election  districts  shall  be  ap> 
)>oivted,  provided,  established,  fumt£^ed,  warmed,  lighted,  maintained,  con- 
ducted and  supervised; 

And  all  necessary  ballot  boxes,  registry  books,  return  ^eets,  blabks,  t>on 
books,  Btatiofnery  and  supplies  shall  be  provided,  furnished,  delfvered  'and 
Tiseo ; 

And  notices  of  such  primary  election  shall  be  given,  posted  and  publilthed ; 

And  all  judg^  and  qlerks  shall  be  piaid,  apl^olnted  u^on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  central  committee  or  managing  coinmlttee,  ati  aforesaid,  'qliall- 
Hed,  notified,  directed,  instructed,  sworn,  and  vacancies  In  their  number  isup- 
plied ; 

And  such  primary  election  in  each  dl^rict  shall  be  conducted,  su- 
pervised, regulated  and  controlled; 

And  after  being  used  at  any  primary  election,  all  registry  books,  poll 
books,  ballots,  statements,  returns,  baUot  boxes,  ballot  hofx.  keys,  and  other 
election  paraphernalia  shall  be  preserved,  kept,  stored,  -accounted  for  and  re- 
turned; 

And  the  polling  places  and  the  polls  of  such  primary  ele<ftion  shall  be 
<ypened  and  closed  respectively. 

Section  73.  The  expense  of  conducting  such  primary  elections  shall  be 
•paid  by  the  county,  or  by  ihe  city,  ^r  by  the  village  or  Incorporated  to^sm, 
respectively,  to  which  this  act  shall  apply,  as  hereinafter  provided,  including 
the  salaries  of  judges  and  clerks,  the  cost  of  ballot  boxes,  registry  books, 
^11  books,  return  sheets,  stationery,  supplies,  polling  places  and  suoh  other 
Expenses  as  are  necessary  an^  Incidental  to  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

I'he  board  of  election  commissioners,  where  such  board  has  jurisdiction, 
otherwise  the  clerk  of  the  county,  shall  audit  all  the  claims  of  such  judges 
and  clerks  of  isuch  primary  election:  Provided,  that  in  cities,  villages  and 
incorporated  towns  whe^e  there  is  a  board  of  election  commissioners  all 
'expense  Incurred  by  said  board  of  election  commissioners  shall  be  paid  by 
such  city.  Such  expenses  are  to  be  audited  by  the  county  judge  and  shall 
be  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  such  county  judge  out  of 
«ny  money  in  the  city  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  goverhing  authority  of  such  city  to  make  provision  for  the 
*pTdmpt  payment  of  such  expenses.  At  all  primary  elections  for  city  officers, 
•though  other  than  city  officers  may  be  nominated  at  the  same  time,  and  at 
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all  primary  elections  In  a  part  of  duch  city,  such  city  shall  pay  such  judges 
and  clerks  for  their  services  under  this  act.  At  all  general  county  and 
State  primary  elections,  though  other  than  State  and  county  of&cers  are  to 
be  nominated,  and  at  all  primary  elections  where  other  than  judicial  officers 
are  to  be  nominated,  such  county  shall  pay  such  judges  and  clerks  for  their 
services  under  this  act.  Said  board  of  election  commissioners  shall  audit 
all  the  claims  of  judges  and  clerks  and  shall  draw  a  warrant  therefor  upon 
such  city  or  county  treasury,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  74.  The  judges  and  clerks  of  such  primary  election  shall  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5)  each  per  day  for  their  services  In  attend- 
ing such  primary  election. 

Section  75>  In  order  to  be  qualified  to  vote  at  a  primary  election,  the 
person  offering  to  vote  shall  be  a  member  of  the  particular  party  and  legally 
qualified  to  vote  at  the  next  ensuing  regular  election.  He  shall  be  registered 
on  the  regular  election  registry  books  within  the  primary  district  and  reside 
within  the  district  in  which  he  oflTers  to  vote:  Provided,  no  person  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  member  of  a  particular  party  if  he  has  signed  any  petition 
for  the  nomination  of,  any  person  with  reference  to  the  nomination  for  the 
next  ensuing  regular  elections,  or  If  he  has  voted  at  the  primary  election 
of  another  party  within  the  period  of  one  year  next  preceding:  Provided, 
that  in  all  localities  where  there  is  no  board  of  election  commissioners  having 
jurisdiction  of'  general  elections,  every  legal  voter  entitled  to  vote  at  regular 
elections  within  any  election  precinct  Included  within  the  primary  district 
of  which  he  is  a  resident,  and  who  is  a  member  of  the  political  association 
or  party  holding  the  primary  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  primary 
election  under  the  regulations  and  restrictions  applicable  to  the  regular  elec- 
tions. 

Section  76.  None  but  legally  qualified  voters  residing  in  the  primary  dis- 
trict to  be  represented  shall  be  eligible,  as  delegates  to  any  convention  of  such 
party.  Judges  and  clerks  acting  as  such  at  any  primaiy  election  shall  be 
ineligible  as  delegates  or  alternates  to  any  such  convention.  Not  more  than 
one  person  shall  be  elected  as  an  alternate  delegate  for  each  delegate  to  any 
such  convention,  and  no  person  shall  act  as  a  delegate  to  any  such  convention 
except  when  elected  a  delegate,  or  an  alternate  delegate,  according  to  this 
act:  Provided,  that  in  the  absence  of  a  delegate  the  alternate  delegate,  whose 
name  appears  on  the  ballot  opposite  the  name  of  such  absent  delegate,  shall 
act  in  his  stead;  biit,  if  such  alternate  also  is  absent,  then  the  delegates 
present  representing  the  district  shall  select  from  the  other  alternates  who 
are  present  the  person  who  shall  act  in  place  of  the  absent  delegate.  If  all 
the  alternates  are  absent,  or  if  there  are  not  sufllcient  alternates  to  fill  vacan- 
cies, then  delegates  of  the  district  present  shall  select  any  qualified  member 
or  members  of  the  party  as  delegates  to  fill  such  vacancies.  -If  no  delegates 
or  alternates  from  a  given  district  are  present,  the  vacant  delegation  may 
be  filled  by  the  delegate  or  delegates  present  from  that  ward  or  township. 

Section  77.  At  such  primary  elections  the  manner  of  voting  shall  be  by 
ballot.  The  ballots  shall  all  be  of  uniform  size,  and  eight  (8)  inches  in 
width.  The  ballots  shall  be  printed  or  written,  or  partly  printed  or  partly 
written,  upon  plain  white  paper.  Any  person  or  persons  may,  at  private 
expense,  furnish  such  ballots,  and  no  primary  election  ballots  shall  be  fur- 
nished at  public  expense.  The  name  of  each  delegate  and  alternate  delegate 
for  whom  the  voter  intends  to  vote  shall  appear  on  one  ballot,  on  one  and  the 
same  side  thereof,  in  plain  letters,  together  with  the  name  of  the  convention 
to  which  such  delegates  are  to  be  elected.  Immediately  preceding  the  list 
of  delegates  to  any  convention  may  appear  the  name  of  the  candidate  or 
candidates  for  whom  such  delegates  are  expected  to  vote  in  such  convention, 
or  the  word  "unpledged"  may  appear,  and  at  the  top  of  the  ballot  may  appear 
the  simple  party  name,  the  primary  district  and  the  location  of  the  polling 
place.  Unless  ballots  substantially  comply  with  this  act  in  size  and  color, 
the  same  shall  be  void  for  all  purposes,  and  sliall  not  be  received  or  deposited 
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or  counted  by  any  person  or  judge  at  any  such  primary  election;  and  all 
ballots  not  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  but  which  by  any 
mistake  may  hare  been  deposited  in  the  ballot  box,  shall  be  void,  and  shall 
be  marked  "defective"  on  the  back  thereof;  but  no  ballot  shall  be  defective 
because  the  voter  depositing  the  same  has  named  upon  it  a  less  number  of 
delegates  than  such  voter  was  entitled  to  vote  for.  If  the  voter  votes  for 
more  persons  than  there  are  delegates  to  be  elected  to  a  certain  convention, 
or  if  for  any  reason  it  is  impossible  for  the  Judges  to  determine  the  voter's 
choice,  such  ballot,  or  part  thereof,  shall  not  be  counted.  Ballots  not  counted 
shall  be  marked  "defective"  on  the  back  thereof,  and  ballots  to  which  objec- 
tion has  been  made  by  either  of  the  judges  or  challengers  shall  be  marked 
"objected  to"  on  the  back  thereof,  and  a  memorandum,  signed  by  the  judges, 
stating  how  it  was  counted,  shall  be  written  upon  the  back  of  each  ballot 
so  marked,  and  all  ballots  marked  "defective"  or  "objected  to"  shall  be 
enclosed  in  an  envelope,  securely  sealed  and  so  marked  and  endorsed  as  to 
clearly  indicate  its  contents.  The  judges  shaU>  receive  from  any  person  and 
permit  to  be  freely  and  equally  exposed  in  separate  and  orderly  piles,  within 
the  polling  place,  near  the  ballot-box  and  within  reach  of  voters,  a  sufficient 
supply  of  each  of  the  various ^  primary  tickets  or  ballots;  and  the  judges 
shall  hand  one  ol  each  of  the  various  tickets,  to  each  and  every. person  qualified 
to  vote;  and  whenever  the  supply  of  any  of  the  various  tickets  becomes  in- 
sufficient, the  judg^  shall  immediately  mention  the  fact  of  such  insufficiency 
to  ope  or  more  of. the  candidates  Qr  persons  interested  in  said  ticket.  Any 
judge  or.  clerk,  or  any  oti^^r  person,  who  shall  in  any  manner  conceal  or  re- 
move or  destroy  b,hj  such  supply  of  tickets,  or  who  shall  hinder  or  prevent 
or  interfere  with  the  free  and  equal  reception,  exposure,  distribution,  use  or 
supply  of  such  various  primary  tickets  or  ballots,  or  who  shall  do  any  elec- 
tioneering within  100  feet  of  the  polling  place  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Section  78.  The  polls  of  such  primary  election  shall  be  opened  at  12:00 
o'clock  noon,  and  continue  open  until  7:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
same  day,  at  which  time  the  polls  shall  be  closed;  if  any  judge  or  clerk 
without  lawful  excuse,  shall  be  behind  time  for  fifteen  (15)  minutes  after  the 
time  for  opening  such  polls,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this 
act  and  punished  accordingly.  No  judge  or  clerk  shall  absent  himself  to  ex- 
ceed five  (5)  minutes  at  any  time  until  the  ballots  are  all  cast  and  counted 
and  returns  made;  and,  when  a^ent  for  any  cause  during  such  time,  said 
judge  or  clerk  shall  authorize  some  one  of  the  sarnie  political  party  with 
himself  to  act  for  him  until  his  return.  If  any  judge  or  clerk  shall  not  be 
present  after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  (15)  minutes  from  the  time  to  open 
the  polls,  the  3udge  or  judges  present  shall  fill  the  place  of  such  absent  judge 
or  clerk,  and  one  of  the  judges  shall  administer  to  such  substitute  the  oath, 
88  required  of  the  judges  or  clerks  when  originally  appointed,  and  blank 
forms  shall  be  provided  for  such  purpose,  which  oath  shall  be  preserved  and 
returned  by  the  judges  to  the  proper  officer  or  the  board,  and  such  appointee 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  punishment  and  penalties  as  any  other  judge  or 
clerk.  Whenever  such  regular  judge  or  clerk  shall  be  present,  such  substitute 
shall  cease  to  act.  If  all  judges  or  clerks  fall  to  appear  at  the  proper  time 
at  the  polling  place,  or  in  case  no  primary  judges  and  clerks  have  been  ap- 
pointed as  provided  in  this  act,  then  bystanding  voters  of  such  primary  dis- 
trict, to  the  number  of  five  (5)  or  more  of  such  political  party,  may  elect 
legal  voters  of  such  party  to  act  as  judges  or  clerks.  Such  judges  and 
clerks,  elected  as  last  aforesaid,  shall  have  full  power  to  conduct  such  pri- 
mary election  in  accordance  with  this  act.  Any  judge  or  clerk  who  shall 
wilfully  absent  himself  from  the  polls  on  such  primary  election  day  without 
good  cause  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act,  and  if  any 
judge  or  clerk  shall  wilfully  detain  any  registry  book  or  poll  book,  or  other 
election  paraphernalia,  and  not  cause  it  to  be  produced  at  the  polling  place 
at  the  opening  of  the  polls,  or  for  fifteen  (15)  minutes  thereafter,  he  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 
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If  for  any  good  cause  a  primary  election  cannot  be  held  at  the  polling 
place  designated  or  appointed  as  aforesaid,  the  judges  of  such  polling  pla^e 
;niay,  at  the  time  set  for  opening  the  polls  of  such  primary  election,  adjonin 
'snch  election  to  the  most  convenient  polling  place,  ftear  by,  which  is  other- 
*wi8e  suitable  according  to  this  act;  and  such  judges  shall  publicly  proclaim 
tnich  change  and  post  a  notice  of  such  change  on  the  polling  place  originally 
appointed. 

Section  79.  Before  voting  begins  the  ballot  box  shall  be  empty;  and  ft 
shall  be  opened  and  shown  to  those  present  to  be  empty;  and  It  shall  not  be 
removed  from  the  public  view  from  the  time  when  it  is  shown  to  be  empty 
until  after  the  close  of  the  polls.  It  shall  be  locked  and  the  "key  delivered  to 
one  of  the  judges,  and  it  shall  not  he  again  opened  until  the  close  of  the 
'polls.  The  judges  of  election  shall  each  be  held  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
tmder  this  act,  if  such  ballot  box  shall  not  by  them  be  kept  constantly  In 
public  view  during  the  progress  of  the  eledtion,  unless  it  shall  be  shown  hf 
'any  Judge  that  he  protested  against  any  obstruction  of  the  view  of  the  ballot 
box  and  was  overruled  by  the  majority  of  the  judges.  Voters  ittiall  be  ad- 
mitted within  the  polling  'place,  and  there  Shall  be  permitted  no  handing  In 
of  votes  through  windows,  doors  or  other  openings. 

Section  80.  Each  of  the  clei'ks  of  election,  in  the  poll  books  kept  by  him, 
shall  enter  in  the  .proper  column  the  name  of  each  person  whose  vote  is  duly 
received  for  deposit  in  the  ballot  box;  and  in  the  column  under  the  heading 
"Number"  he  shall  note  the  successive  number  of  each  successive  voter;  and 
in  the  column  headed  "Residence"  he  shall  note  the  residence  of  each  such 
voter.  Each  page  of  such  special  book  shall  be  substantially  in  the  follow- 
ing form:

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Such  poll  books  shall  otherwise  be  of  the  form,  and  shall  contain  the  same 
certifications,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  as  the  poll  books  used  in  the  regular  elec- 
tions, and  such  poll  books  shall  be  signed  and  attested  in  the  same  manner 
as  poll  books  for  the  purpose  of  regular  elections. 

Section  81.  One  of  the  judges  of  such  election  shall  receive  the  ballot 
from  the  voter  and  shall  announce  the  residence  and  name  of  such  voter  in 
a  loud  voice;  such  ballot  shall  be  folded  by  the  voter  in  such  a  manner  that 
the  contents  thereof,  can  not  be  seen  without  unfolding  such  ballot.  If  the 
judges  of  election  are  satisfied  that  the  person  ofCerlng  to  vote  is  a  legal 
voter,  whose  name  is  registered  on  the  regular  election  registry  books,  except 
as  herein  otherwise  provided  for  localities  where  there  is  no  board  of  election 
commissioners,  and  are  satisfied  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  political  party 
holding  such  primary  election,  and  if  no  challenge  is  interposed,  the  judse 
receiving  such  ballot  shall  again  announce  to  the  clerks  of  election  the  resi- 
dence and  name  of  the  person  oftering  such  ballot,  and  such  judge  shall  mark 
with  pencil  or  ink  the  initials  of  his  own  name  on  the  back  of  such  ballot  as 
it  is  folded,  and  thereupon  such  judge,  after  holding  up  and  showing  the 
ballot  to  be  so  marked,  shall  immediately,  in  the  presence  of  the  voter  offering 
such  ballot,  and  keeping  the  same  in  plain  view  of  the  judges  and  clerks  of 
election  and  of  such  voters  and  challengers  as  may  be  present,  deposit  into 
the  slot  of  the  ballot  box  the  ballot  thus  received  and  marked,  and  no  other; 
and  thereupon  the  clerks  of  election  shall  enter  upon  the  poll  books  in  the 
proper  column  the  name  and  proper  successive  number  of  each  voter  and  his 
residence.  The  judges  and  clerks,  and  each  of  them,  shall  see  to  it  that  each 
ballot  is  endorsed,  as  aforesaid.  If  such  person  shall  be  challenged  as  dis- 
qualified, the  person  challenging  shall  assign  his  reason  therefor,  and  there- 
upon one  of  said  judges  shall  administer  to  the  person  offering  to  vote  an 
oath  to  answer  all  questions  trufhfully,  and  if  he  shall  take  such  oath  he 
shall  then  be  questioned  by  said  judge  or  judges  touching  such  cause  of 
challenge,  and  touching  any  other  cause  of  disqualification,  and  he  may  also 
be  questioned  by  the  person  cha^llenglng  him  in  regard  to  his  qualifications 
and  Identity;  but  if  a  majority  of  the  judges  are  of  the  opinion  that  he  is 
the  person  so  registered  and  a  voter  qualified  to  vote  at  such  party  primary 
election,  his  vote  shall  then  be  received  and  deposited.  But  if  the  vote  of  a 
person  apparently  registered  be  rejected  by  such  judges,  such  person  may 
afterwards  produce  and  deliver  an  affidavit  to  such  judges,  subscribed  and 
sworn  to  by  him  before  one  of  said  judges,  in  which  it  shall  be  stated  how 
long  he  has  resided  in  any  precinct  within  such  primary  district,  and  in  the 
county  and  State;  that  he  is  a  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  political  party  holding  such  election,  and  Is  a  duly  qualified 
voter  at  such  primary  election  In  such  district,  and  that  he  is  the  identical 
person  so  registered  or  so  named.  But  the  affidavit  aforesaid  shall  be  sup- 
ported by  an  affidavit  by  at  least  two  registered  voters,  who  are  householders 
residing  in  such  primary  district,  stating  their  own  residence  and  that  they 
know  such  person  to  be  a  member  of  the  political  party  holding  such  primary 
election,  and  that  such  person  does  reside  at  the  place  mentioned,  and  has 
resided  in  such  primary  district  and  in  such  election  precinct,  county  and 
State  for  the  length  of  time  as  stated  by  such  person,  which  siffidavlt  shall 
also  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to  as  the  affidavit  last  aforesaid.  Whereupon 
the  vote  of  such  person  shall  be  received  and  entered  as  other  votes.  But 
the  clerks  having  charge  of  such  poll  books  shall  state  in  their  respective  poil 
books  the  facts  in  such  case  and  the  name  of  the  person  challenging;  and  the 
affidavits  so  delivered  to  said  judges  shall  be  preserved  and  returned  to  the 
officer  entitled  to  receive  them.  Any  registered  voter  of  the  party  in  the  d!»- 
trict  may  challenge.  Blank  affidavits  of  the  character  aforesaid  shall  be 
sent  out  to  judges  of  all  the  districts,  and  the  judges  of  election  shall  furnish 
the  same  on  demand  and  administer  the  oath  without  criticism.  Such  oaths* 
if  administered  by  any  other  officer  than  a  judge  of  election,  shall  not  be 
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received:  Provided,  That  no  judge,  challenger  or  other  person  shall  in  bad 
faith,  or  for  purpose  of  delay,  challenge  or  question  registered  voters  of  the 
district. 

Section  82.  The  Judges  of  election  shall  permit  each  different  ticket  of 
delegates  to  be  represented  by  a  challenger  chosen  by  a  majority  of  those 
named  for  delegates  on  any  particular  ticket.  Said  challengers  shall  be 
protected  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  by  the  Judges  of  election  and  the 
police.  Said  challengers  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  within  the  pollini: 
place  in  such  a  position  as  will  enable  them  to  see  each  person  as  he  offers 
his  vote,  and  said  challengers  may  remain  within  the  polling  place  througfa- 
ont  the  canvass  of  the  vote  and  until  the  returns  are  signed.  The  challengers 
shall  be  permitted  to  remain  so  near  that  they  can  see  the  Judges  and  clerks 
are  faithfully  performing  their  duties. 

Section  83.  The  Judges  of  election  shall  admit  one  or  more  policemen  to 
be  present  In  said  polling  place  at  the  time  of  such  canvass.  None  but  the 
officers  of  such  primary  election,  challengers  and  peace  officers  shall  oocupy 
such  polling  place  except  for  the  purpose  of  voting. 

Section  84.  The  Judges  of  election  shall  have  the  power  to  administer 
and  certify  oaths  required  during  the  progress  of  any  prlmary;^el0ction  held 
under  this  act,  and  they  shall  have  a,uthority  to  keep  the  peace,  and,  to  cause 
any  person  to  be  arrested  for  any  breach  of  the.  lieace  or  for  any  breach  of 
election  laws,  or  any ,  interference  with  the  progress  of  such  election' 'or  of 
the  canvass  of  the  ballots,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the  la^ 
present  to  obey  the  orders  of  such  Judges  of  election,  and  an  officer  mfiklng 
an  arrest  by  the  order  of  any  Judge  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  dl  ihls 
act  shall  be  protected  in  making  such  arrest,  the  same  as  if  the  warrant  had 
been  issued  to  him  to  make  such  arrest.  ,  . 

Section  85.  Immediately  upon  the  closing  of  the  po^ls  the  Judges  and 
clerks  shall  proceed  to  canvass  the^votetf  polled.  If  two  or  more  ballots'  are 
found  folded  together  and  within  each,  other,  so  as  to  iippear  to  have  been 
cast  by  the  same  person  as  one  ballot,  and  the  inner,  ballot  or  ballots  .are 
without  the  proper  Initial  mark,  as  provided  in  this  act,  then  all  such  ballpts 
so  folded  together,  including  the  outer  one,  whether  such  outer  one  is  property 
marked  on  the  back  thereof  as  provided  in  this  act  or  not,  shall,  as  peaHy 
as  may  be,  in. the  same  condition  as  found,  be  marked  "stufted,"  and  such 
ballots  shall  be  void  and  shall  not  be  counted,  and  the  same  shall  be  placed 
in  an  envelope  marl^ed  "stufEed  ballots,"  which  envelope  shall  be  sealed  and 
preserved,  together  with  the  other  ballots.  If  the  ballots  'remaining  shall 
be  found  to  exceed  the  number  of  names  entered  on  the  poll  lists,  such  Judges 
and  clerks  shall  reject  the  ballots,  if  any  be  found  upon  which  the  proper 
initial  marks  do  not  appear.  If  the  number  of  ballots  still  exceed  the  number 
of  names  entered  on  such  poll  list,  the  ballots  remaining  shall  be  replaced 
in  the  ballot  box  and  the  box  closed  and  well  shaken,  and  again  opened,  and 
one  of  the  Judges  shall  publicly  draw  out  and  destroy  so  many  ballots  un- 
opened as  shall  be  equal  to  such  excess,  keeping  a  note  of  the  number  of 
such  ballots  and  noting  the  same  on  the  statement  of  returns.  Such  Judges 
and  clerks  shall  then  proceed  to  count,  declare  and  record  the  votes  In  the 
following  manner:  The  Judges  shall  open  all  the  ballots  and  place  in  separate 
piles  those  which  contain  the  same  names  throughout.  Eiach  of  the  Judges 
shall  examine  such  separate  piles  and  exclude  from  such  piles  any  ballots 
which  do  not  contain  all  the  same  names  for  all  the  same  conventions.  One 
of  said  Judges  shall  then  take  one  pile  of  the  'ballots  which  contain  the  same 
names  and  count  them  carefully,  examining  each  name  and  convention  on 
each  of  such  ballots.  Such  Judge  shall  then  pass  the  ballots  aforesaid  to  the 
Judge  sitting  next  to  him,  who  shall  count  them  in  the  same  manner,  and  he 
shall  then  pass  .them  to  the  third  Judge,  who  shall  also  count  them  in  the 
same  manner.  The  third  Judge  shall  then  call  the  names  of  the  persons 
named  in  such  ballots  and  the  conventions  for  which  they  are  designated, 
together  with  the  number  of  votes  for  each  so  far  as  counted,  and  the  poll 
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clerks  shall  tally  the  number  of  votes  for  each  of  such  persons  on  tally  sheets. 
When  such  Judges  have  counted  through  such  first  pile  of  ballots  containing 
the  same  names,  and  when  the  poll  clerks  shall  have  tallied  the  votes  for 
each  of  the  delegates  named  in  such  ballots,  they  shall  then  take  up  the  next 
pile  of  ballots  containing  the  same  names  and  shall  count  them  in  the  same 
manner  as  last  aforesaid.  When  the  counting  of  each  pile  of  ballots  which 
contain  the  same  names  shall  be  completed,  the  poll  clerks  shall  compare  their 
tallies  together  and  ascertain  the  total  number  of  ballots  of  that  kind  so 
canvassed,  and  when  they  agree  upon  the  number,  one  of  them  shall  announce 
it  in  a  loud  voice  to  the  Judges.  The  Judges  shall  then  canvass  the  other 
kind  of  ballots,  which,  in  names  or  conventions,  do  not  correspond  with  one 
another.  They  shall  be  canvassed  separately  by  one  of  the  Judges,  sitting 
between  two  other  Judges,  which  one  Judge  shall  read  to  the  clerks  from  each 
such  ballots  each  name  and  the  convention  for  which  such  name  is  designated, 
and  the  other  Judges  looking  at  the  ballot  at  the  same  time,  and  the  poll  clerks 
tallying  the  same.  When  all  these  ballots  have  been  canvassed  in  this  man- 
ner, the  clerks  shall  compare  their  tallies  together  and  ascertain  the  total 
number  of  votes  received  by  each  person,  and  when  they  agree  upon  the 
number,  one  of  them  shall  announce  in  a  loud  voice  to  the  Judges  the  number 
of  votes  received  by  each  person. 

Section  86.  Such  canvass  shall  not  be  adjourned  or  postponed  until  the 
several  statements  hereinafter  required  to  be  made  by  the  Judges  and  clerks 
have  been  made  and  signed  by  them.  Upon  the  completion  of  such  canvtuis 
the  Judges  of  election  shall  declare  the  result  thereof,  and  such  declaration 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  result.  The  Judges  of  election  shall  mak^ 
three  statements  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  primary  election.  Such  state- 
ment shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form:

Such  statements  shall  show  the  whole  number  of  votes  given  for  each  per- 
son, and  the  convention  for  which  he  is  designated,  and  such  judges  shall  cer- 
tify that  such  statements  are  correct  in  every  respect,  and  the  clerks  of  elec- 
tion shall  witness  the  same.  Each  such  statement  and  each  sheet  of  paper 
forming  a  part  of  such  statement  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  Judges  and  elec- 
tion clerks.  If  any  Judge  or  clerk  shall  decline  to  sign  such  statements,  he 
shall  state  his  reasons  therefor  in  writing,  and  a  copy  thereof,  signed  by  him- 
self, shall  be  enclosed  with  each  statement.  One  statement,  as  aforesaid,  of 
the  votes  cast  shall,  after  being  made  out  as  aforesaid,  be  attached  to  the  poll 
book;  another  statement  as  last  aforesaid  shall  be  enclosed  in  an  envelope, 
properly  endorsed  and  marked  by  such  Judges,  and  the  same  shall,  by  one  of 
such  judges,  be  addressed  and  carried  to  the  office  of  the  chairman  of  the  cen- 
tral committee  or  managing  committee  of  such  political  party,  who  filed  the 
call  or  application  for  primaries,  and  the  receipt  of  such  chairman  shall  be 
taken  therefor.

Section  87.  The  judges  of  election  of  each  primary  district  shall  issue  a 
certificate  of  election  to  each  person  who  has  received  a  plurality  of  all  the 
votes  cast  for  delegates  or  alternate  delegates  to  any  particular  convention 
from  such  primary  district,  and  they  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  person  en- 
titled thereto.  In  case  two  or  more  persons  each  receive  the  same  and  the 
highest  number  of  votes  cast  for  delegates  or  alternate  delegates  to  the  con- 
vention, then  the  Judges  of  election  shall  then  and  there  decide  by  lot  which 
person  or  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  such  certificate,  and  they  shall  issue  to 
each  such  person  so  chosen  such  certificate,  and  make  a  note  of  such  fact  upon 
the  statements  provide  for  in  this  act.

Section  88.  That  hereafter  the  nomination  for  candidates  for  €k>vemor. 
Representatives  in  Congress,  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  by  all  political 
parties  as  defined  in  this  act  shall  be  made  by  means  of  a  primary  election 
under  the  provisions  hereof. 
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Section  89.  Any  candidate  for  tbe  nomination  for  Governor  shall  have  his 
name  printed  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  political  party,  in  each  county,  by 
filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  be- 
fore the  primary  election  a  written  request  substantially  as  follows:

Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  United  States  Senator  shall  have  his 
name  printed  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  political  party  in  each  county  by 
filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  be- 
fore the  primary  election  a  written  request  substantially  in  form  as  the  fore- 
going request  provided  for  by  candidates  for  Governor.  The  vote  upon  such 
candidates  for  United  States  Senator  shall  be  had  for  the  sole  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining the  sentiment  of  the  voters  in  the  respective  parties. 

Each  candidate  for  Governor  and  for  United  States  Senator  shall  further 
flle  with  the  Secretary  of  State  a  petition  signed  by  not  fewer  than  6,000  legal 
voters,  members  of  the  party  in  which  he  is  a  candidate  for  nomination: 
Provided,  that  but  one  such  petition  shall  be  required. 

Not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the  primary  election  the  Secretary  of 
State  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  the  names  of  all  candi- 
dates for  nomination  for  Governor  and  United  States  Senator,  together  with 
their  political  affiliations,  as  specified  in  the  written  requests  on  file  in  his 
office.  Eiach  candidate  for  (jovemor  and  for  United  States  Senator  of  the  re- 
spective parties  shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  State  a  filing  fee  of  one  hundred 
<100)  dollars. 

Section  90.  Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  of  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, or  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  have  his  name  printed  on  the 
primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  each  county  in  his  congressional  or  senatorial 
district,  by  filing  In  the  county  clerk's  office  of  the  county  where  such  candi- 
date resides  and  filing  copies  thereof  in  other  counties  in  said  district  not  less 
than  twenty  (20)  days  before  the  primary  election  a  written  request  substan- 
tially in  the  following  form :

The  candidates  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  pay  the  following  fees: 
Bach  congressional  candidate,  |100;  each  candidate  for  Senator,  |50;  each 
candidate  for  member  of  House  of  Representatives,  |25.  Such  fees  shall  be 
equally  divided  among  the  respective  counties  of  the  district. 

Each  candidate  shall  further  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a 
petition  signed  by  at  least  five  per  cent  of  the  voters  of  his  party  cast  at 
last  preceding  election  for  Governor. 

Section  91.  The  voter  shall  forthwith  and  without  leaving  the  polUiig 
place  retire  alone  to  one  of  the  voting  booths  and  prepare  his  ballot,  unless 
the  same  has  been  prepared  prior  to  entering  the  booth,  by  making  a  cross 
"X"  in  the  square  in  front  of  and  opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate  of  his 
choice  for  each  office  to  be  filled. 
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Section  92.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  of  Goyemor, 
whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  any  county,  who 
shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party  in  any 
primary  district,  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  and  shall  have  cast  for  him  the  vote  of  all  the  delegates  from  said 
primary  district  in  the  nominating  convention,  and  such  fact  shall  be  stated 
in  the  credentials  issued  to  the  delegates  to  the  State  convention  of  said 
party  from  said  primary  district. 

Section  93.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  of  any  congres- 
sional ofllce,  whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  any 
county,  who  shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party 
in  said  primary  district,  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  and  shall  have  cast  for  him  the  votes  of  all  the  delegates 
from  said  primary  district  in  the  nominating  convention,  and  such  fact  shall 
be  stated  in  the  credentials  issued  to  the  delegates  to  the  congressional  con- 
vention of  said  party  from  said  primary  district. 

Section  94.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  for  member 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  his  party  in  any  county,  who  shall  have  received 
the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party  in  said  primary  district,  as 
shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and  shall  have 
cast  for  him  the  votes  of  all  the  delegates  from  said  primary  district  in  the 
nominating  convention,  and  such  fact  shall  be  stated  in  the  credentials  issued 
to  the  delegates  to  the  senatorial  convention  of  said  party  from  said  primary 
district. 

^ 

(1)  And  a  senatorial  convention  may,  by  a  majority  vote,  nominate  a 
candidate  for  senator  or  representative  in  the  General  Assembly  whose  name 
appeared  on  the  primary  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  either  of  said  offices. 

Section  95.  Provided,  however.  If  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  roll  call 
that  no  candidate  shall  have  a  majority  of  the  delegates  in  such  convention 
and  that  a  nomination  is  thereby  rendered  impossible,  then  the  convention 
shall,  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  delegates,  direct  in  its  discretion  when  the 
delegates  may  cease  to  vote  for  the  candidate  who  has  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  in  any  such  county  or  counties  or  primary  district 

Section  95a.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  elective  office,  and  a 
special  election  shall  become  necessary  to  fill  the  same,  the  managing  com- 
mittee of  the  several  political  parties  for  the  territorial  area  in  which  such 
vacancy  occurs  shall  nominate  the  candidate  or  candidates  for  the  respective 
parties. 

Section  96.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully,  corruptly  and  falsely  swear 
or  affirm  in  taking  any  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  or  upon  any  examina- 
tion provided  for  in  this  act,  and  every  person  who  shall  wilfully  and  cor- 
ruptly instigate,  advise,  induce  or  procure  any  person  to  swear  or  affirm 
falsely  aforesaid,  or  attempt  or  offer  so  to  do,  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury,  or 
subornation  of  perjury,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
suffer  the  punishment  directed  by  law  in  cases  of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury. 

Section  97.  If  any  Judge  or  clerk  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  canvass  the 
votes  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  this  act,  or  refuse  to 
make  the  returns  required  in  this  act,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  be 
adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  98.  Every  Judge  of  election,  clerk  or  other  officer  or  person 
authorized  to  take  part  in  or  perform  any  duty  in  relation  to  any  canvass  or 
official  statement  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  in  any  district,  who  shall 
wilfully  make  any  false  canvass  of  such  votes,  or  who  shall  make«  enter, 
write,  sign,  publish  or  deliver  any  false  return  of  such  election,  or  any  false 
statement  of  the  result  of  such  election,  or  any  material  writing  incidental 
to  snch  election,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  felony  under  this  act. 
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Section  99.  If  any  peraon  acting  as  Judge  at  snch  primary  election  shall 
wilfully,  fraudulently  and  without  lawful  excuse  refuse  to  make  out«  sign 
or  deliver  to  the  person  entitled  thereto  any  certificate  of  election  as  delegate 
or  alternate  delegate,  provided  for  in  this  act,  or  shall  wilfully  and  fraudulent- 
ly make  out,  sign  and  issue  such  certificate  of  election  to  any  person  not  en- 
titled thereto,  or  shall  issue  such  certificate  of  election  to  any  person  at  any 
time  in  advance  of  the  official  count  of  the  votes  at  such  polling  place,  or  shall 
commit  any  other  wilful  or  fraudulent  act  with  reference  to  such  certificate, 
such  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  he  adjudged  guilty  of  a  felony 
under  this  act. 

Section  100.  If  any  judge  of  a  primary  election  shall,  without  urgent 
necessity,  absent  himself  from  the  polling  place  during  election,  whereby 
less  than  a  majority  of  all  the  judges  of  such  election  district  shall  be  present 
during  such  hours  of  election  or  canvass  of  ballots;  or  if  at  any  election  any 
judge  of  election  or  clerk  shall,  knowingly  and  wilfully,  receive  any  vote,  or 
proceed  with  the  canvass  of  ballots,  or  shall  consent  thereto,  unless  a  majority 
of  the  judges  of  election  are  present  and  concur,  such  judge  or  such  clerk 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  lOli  Any  judge  of  election  who  shall  wilfully  exclude  any  vote 
duly  tendered  and  unchallenged,  knowing  that  the  person  offering  the  same 
is  lawfully  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election,  or  who  shall  wilfully  receive 
a  vote  from  any  person  who  has  been  duly  challenged  in  relation  to  his  right 
to  vote  at  such  election,  without  exacting  from  such  person  such  oath  or  other 
proof  of  qualifications  as  may  be  required  by  law,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  102.  If  any  judge  of  election  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  cause 
or  permit  any  ballot  or  ballots,  or  semblance  thereof,  to  be  in  the  ballot  box 
at  the  opening  otf  the  polls  and  before  voting  begins,  or  shall  knowingly,  wil- 
fully and  fraudulently  put,  or  permit  to  be  put,  slxij  ballot  or  other  paper 
having  the  semlllance  thereof,  into  any  such  box  at  any  such  election; 

Or  if  any  >iMnion  ^ther  than  a  judge  of  election,  shall  at  any  such  election 
wilfully  and  fraudulently  put,  or  cause  to  be  put,  any  ballot  or  ballots,  or 
other  paper  having  the  semblance  thereof,  into  any  box  used  at  such  election 
forthe  reception  of  votes;        -      •  . 

Or  if  any  person  shall  at  such  election  fraudulently  change  or  alter  the  bal- 
lot of  any  elector  or  substitute  one  ballot  for  another; 

Or  if  any  such  judge  of  election  or  other  officer  or  person  shall  fraudulently, 
during  the  canvass  of  ballots,  in  any  manner  change,  substitute,  or  alter  any 
ballot  taken  from  the  ballot  box  then  being  canvassed,  or  from  any  ballot  box 
which  has  not  been  canvassed; 

Ehrery  such  judge  or  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged 
guilty  of  a  felony  under  this  act. 

Section  103.  If  any  judge  of  election,  clerk  or  other  officer  of  election,  of 
whom  any  duty  is  required  in  this  act  or  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  for 
the  omission  of  which  duty  no  punishment  is  provided,  shall  be  guilty  of  any 
wilful  neglect  of  such  duty  or  of  any  corrupt  or  fraudulent  conduct  or  practice 
In  the  execution  of  the  same,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  104.  Any  person  or  member  of  a  board,  or  any  judge  of  election, 
clerk  or  other  officer,  who  is  guilty  of  stealing,  wilfully  and  wrongfully  break- 
ing, destroying,  mutilating,  defacing,  falsifying,  or  unlawfully  removing  or 
secreting  or  detaining  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  ballot  box  or  receptacle 
for  ballots,  or  any  record,  registry  of  voters,  or  copy  thereof,  oath,  return  or 
statement  of  votes,  certificate,  poll  list,  or  of  any  paper  or  document  provided 
for  in  this  act; 
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'  Or  who  Bhall  fraudulently  make  any  entry,  erasure  or  alteration  therein, 
except  as  allowed  and  directed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  permits 
any  other  person  so  to  do,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  sroilty  of 
a  felony  under  this  act. 

Every  person  who  advises,  procures  or  abets  the  commission  of  any  of  the 
acts  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  two  paragraphs,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  felony  under  this  act. 

Section  105.  If  any  person  knowingly  or  wilfully  shall  obstruct,  hinder  or 
assault,  or  by  bribery,  solicitation  or  otherwise  interfere  with  any  Judge  of 
election,  clerk  or  challenger,  in  the  performance  of  any  duty  required  of  him, 
or  which  he  may  be  by  law  authorized  or  permitted  to  perform; 

Or  if  any  person,  by  any  of  the  means  before  mentioned  or  otherwise  unlaw- 
fully shall,  on  the  day  of  election,  hinder  or  prevent  any  Judge  of  primary 
election,  clerk  or  challenger  in  his  free  attendance  and  presence  at  the  place 
of  election  in  the  primary  election  district  in  and  for  which  he  is  appointed  or 
designated  to  serve; 

Or  in  his  full  and  free  access  and  egress  to  and  from  any  such  place  of  elec- 
tion; 

Or  shall  molest,  interfere  with,  remove  or  eject  from  any  such  place  of  elec- 
tion any  such  Judge  of  election,  clerk  or  challenger,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  act,  or  shall  unlawfully  threaten,  or  attempt  or  oflTer  so  to  do; 

Bvery  such  perso  n  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  106.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  disobey  any  lawful  command  of 
any  Judge  of  election,  given  in  the  execution  of  his  duty  as  such,  at  any  such 
primary  election,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  107.  If,  on  any  day  of  primary  election,  or  during  the  canvass  of 
the  votes  cast  thereat,  any  person  shall  cause  any  breach  of  the  peace  or  be 
guilty  of  any  disorderly  violence,  or  threats  of  violence,  whereby  any  sach 
election  or  canvass  shall  be  impeded  or  hindered,  or  whereby  the  lawful 
proceedings  of  any  Judge  of  election  or  clerk,  or  other  officer  of  such  electioA, 
or  challenger,  are  interfered  with,  or  causes  intoxicating  liquors  to  be 
brought  or  sent  to  the  polling  place,  every  such  person  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereo4   tie  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  108.  Any  person  who  votes  with  a  certain  party  at  such  primary 
election,  when  he  knows  he  is  not  qualified  so  to  vote  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
under  this  act. 

Section  109.  If  any  person  who  shall  have  been  convicted  of  bribery,  felony 
or  other  infamous  crime  under  the  laws  of  any  state,  and  who  has  never  re- 
ceived a  pardon  for  such  offense  from  the  officer  or  board  entitled  to  grant 
such  pardon,  shall  thereafter  vote,  or  offer  to  vote,  at  any  primary  election  in 
such  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  110.  If  any  ];>erson,  knowing  that  he  is  not  qualified  to  vote  at 
such  primary  election,  takes  a  place  in  any  line  of  voters  waiting  to  vote  at 
any  election,  or  if  any  person,  after  having  voted  at  such  election,  takes  a 
place  in  such  waiting  line,  or  if  any  person  repeatedly  takes  a  place  in  such 
waiting  line  without  voting  when  the  opportunity  comes,  and  who  systematic- 
ally gives  up  his  place  in  such  waiting  line,  such  person  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act 

Section  111.  If,  at  any  such  election,  any  person  shall  falsely  personate 
Any  elector  legally  qualified  to  vote  at  such  primary  election,  and  vote,  or 
attempt  or  offer  to  vote,  in  or  upon  the  name  of  such  elector  or  other  person, 
living  or  dead;  or  shali  knowingly,  wilfully  or  fraudulently  vote,  or  attempt 
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or  offer  to  vote  more  tban  once,  or  vote  in  more  than  one  primary  district;  or 
shall  by  force,  threat,  menace,  intimidation,  bribery  or  reward,  or  offer  or 
promise  thereof,  or  otherwise  unlawfully,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  influ- 
ence or  attempt  to  influence  any  elector  in  giving  his  vote; 

Or  shall  unlawfully  prevent  or  hinder,  or  unlawfully  attempt  to  prevent  or 
hinder,  any  qualified  voter  from  freely  exercising  the  right  of  suffrage; 

Or  shall,  by  any  such  unlawful  means,  compel  or  induce,  or  attempt  to 
compel  or  induce,  any  Judge  of  election  or  other  officer  to  receive  the  vote  of 
any  person  not  legally  qualified  or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  said  election; 

Or  by  any  such  means,  or  other  unlawful  means,  wilfully,  knowingly  or 
fraudulently  counsel,  advise,  induce,  or  attempt  to  induce,  any  judge  of  elec- 
tion or  other  officer  of  election,  whose  duty  it  is  to  ascertain,  proclaim,  an- 
nounce or  declare  the  result  of  any  such  election,  to  give  or  make  any  false 
certificate)  document,  report,  return  or  other  false  evidence  in  relation  thereto, 
or  to  refuse  to  comply  with  his  duty,  as  specially  provided  for  in  this  act,  or  to 
refuse  to  receive  the  vote  of  any  person  entitled  to  vote  therein; 

Or  shall  aid,  counsel,  advise,  procure  or  assist  any  legally  qualified  voter, 
person  or  Judge  of  election,  or  other  officer  of  election,  to  ao  any  act  by  law 
forbidden,  or  in  this  act  constituted  an  offense; 

Every  such  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  under  this  act 

Section  112.  If  any  person  shall,  at  any  such  election,  fraudulently  furnish 
any  elector  with  a  ballot  containing  more  than  the  proper  number  of  names; 

Or  shall  intentionally  practice  any  fraud  upon  any  elector  to  induce  him 
to  deposit  a  ballot  as  his  vote,  and  to  have  the  same  thrown  out  and  not 
counted,  or  to  have  the  same  counted  for  a  person  or  candidate  other  than  the 
person  or  candidate  for  whom  such  elector  intended  to  vote;  or  otherwise  de- 
fraud him  of  his  vote;  or  if  any  person  shall  order  or  cause  to  be  printed  a 
bogus  or  partly  bogus  primary  ticket,  or  a  primary  ticket  of  delegates  or  alter- 
nates without  first  having  secured  the  consent  of  each  person  named  on  such 
ticket  to  stand  as  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  for  a  specified  convention  on 
that  particular  ticket  of  names;  or  if  any  person  causes  to  be  brought  or  sent 
to  the  vicinity  of  a  polling  place  such  unauthorized  tickets  in  order  that  they 
may  be  distributed ; 

Eivery  such  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  113.  Any  person  who  shall  make,  seek  or  obtain  for  himself  or  an- 
other a  false  certificate  of  election  as  delegate  or  altenate  delegate  to  any  con- 
vention, knowing  that  he  or  such  other  person  is  not  entitled  thereto,  and  any 
person  who  shall  use,  or  attempt  to  use,  such  certificates  of  election,  knowing 
the  same  to  be  false  or  fraudulent,  or  to  have  been  issued  for  another  person; 
and  any  person  who  shall  fraudulently,  knowingly  and  without  right,  act  as 
a  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  any  such  convention,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  felony  under  this  act. 

Section  114.  If  any  person  shall  commit  any  act  prohibited  herein,  or  re- 
train from  doing  any  act  or  duty  required  to  be  done  herein,  and  if  any  person 
shall  in  any  manner  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  act,  whether  the  same  is 
denominated  an  offense  or  not,  and  for  which  no  punishment  is  herein  spe- 
cially provided,  such  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  115.  Any  person  adjudged  guilty  of  an  offense  denominated  a  mis- 
demeanor under  this  act  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  (|25) 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
county  Jail  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  two  years,  or  any  such  per- 
son may  be  punished  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 
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Any  person  adjudged  guilty  of  an  offense  denominated  a  felony  in  this  act 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  not  less  than  one 
year  nor  more  than  five  years.  . 

Section  116.  The  word  "householder,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  mean  the 
chief  or  head  of  a  family,  who  resides  with  a  family  as  a  family,  and  who  sup- 
ports and  provides  for  such  family  as  an  independent  family. 

Section  117.  In  all  prosecutions  and  in  all  contests  under  this  act  it  shall 
be  the  lawful  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county,  or  of  the  board  of  election  com- 
missioners, or  other  officers  haying  the  custody  thereof,  to  produce,  open» 
exhibit  and  offer  in  evidence  any  notice,  ballot  book, .  registry  book,  bundle 
of  ballots,  returns,  statements,  or  other  documents  of  papers  relating  to  the 
particular  prosecution  or  contest  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  a  full  investiga- 
tion. 

Section  118.  Irregularities  or  defects  in  the  mode  of  calling,  noticing, 
convening,  holding  or  conducting  any  primary  election  authorized  by  laif 
shall  constitute  no  defense  to  a  prosecution  for  a  violation  of  this  act.  When 
an  offense  shall  be  committed  in  relation  to  any  primary  election  an  indict- 
ment for  such  offense  shall  be  sufficient,  if  it  allege  that  such  election  was 
authorized  by  law,  without  stating  the  call  or  notice  of  election  aforesaid,  the 
names  of  the  Judges  or  clerks  holding  such  election,  or  the  names  of  the 
persons  voted  for  at  such  election.  Judicial  notice  shall  be  taken  of  this  act 
in  any  county,  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  to  which  this  act  shall  apply 
and  of  the  holding  of  any  election  thereunder  on  any  primary  election  day. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  holding  of  the  primaries 
for  the  nomination  of  candidates  to  be  elected  at  any  of  the  elections  to  be 
held  in  the  year  1905.  Such  primaries  may  be  held  under  the  present  primary 
law  or  such  nominations  may  be  made  by  the  central  or  managing  committees 
of  the  respective  political  parties. 

Mr,  Berry  offered  the  following  substitute  for  the  committee  amend- 
ment, which  substitute  was  adopted : 

Strike  out  .all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  the  following: 

Section  1.  That  hereafter  the  nomination  for  candidates  for  Qovemor, 
Representatives  in  Congress,  Members  of  the  General  Assembly,  all  county 
officers  and  all  officers  of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  organized 
under  any  general  or  special  act  of  this  State,  by  all  political  parties  as  de- 
fined in  this  act  shall  be  made  by  means  of  a  primary  election  under  the 
provisions  hereof.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  cities,  villages  or  incorpor^ed 
towns  having  a  population  of  less  than  1,000,  as  ascertained  by  the  last  pre- 
ceding Federal  census.  Provided,  further,  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the 
nominations  of  candidates  for  judges  of  the  Supreme  and  circuit  courts,  to 
county  commissioners  in  counties,  not  under  township  organiKation. 

Section  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  nom- 
ination of  candidates  for  any  office  or  offices  by  petition,  by  any  party  as 
herein  defined,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sections  4,  5  and  6  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  ballots  at 
public  expense,  and  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  public  office,  to  regu- 
late the  manner  of  holding  elections,  and  to  enforce  the  secrecy  of  the  baUot," 
approved  June  22,  1891,  In  force  July  1,  1891:  Provided,  that  the  petition  for 
such  nomination  shall  be  filed  with  the  proper  officers,*  on  or  before  the  day 
fixed  for  the  primary  election  under  the  provision  of  this  act 

Section  3.  A  political  party  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  held 
to  mean  a  party  which,  at  the  last  preceding  presidential  election,  cast  for  its 
candidates  for  electors  at  least  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  votes  cast  at  said 
election. 

No  political  party  which,  at  the  last  preceding  presidential  election,  cast  for 
its  candidates'  presidential  electors  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  vote  of 
the  State  shall  be  allowed  to  place  the  names  of  its  candidates,  or  any  of  them, 
uix>n  any  primary  ballot. 
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Section  4.  Each  election  precinct  now  eetablished,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  established,  for  the  purpose  of  a  general  election,  shall  constitute  a  primary 
district  under  this  act:  Provided,  that  where  an  election  precinct  is  or  here- 
after may  be  divided  into  election  districts,  each  election  district  shall  con- 
stitute a  primary  district  under  this  act. 

Section  5.  A  primary  election,  under  this  act,  shall  be  held  in  each  primary 
district,  at  the  regularly  established  place  for  holding  general  elections,  on  the 
last  Saturday  in  April,  A.  D.  1906,  and  on  the  last  Saturday  in  April  every  two 
years  thereafter,  except  that  the  primaries  for  cities,  villages  and  incorporated 
towns  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  of  March  in  the  years  in  which  their 
ofllcers  are  to  be  elected.  The  polls  of  said  primary  election  shall-  be  open 
from  12  m.  o'clock  to  7  p.  m.  o'clock. 

Section  6.  At  least  thirty  days  before  a  primary  election,  the  county  cen- 
tral committee  of  each  political  party  shall  hold  a  meeting,  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  sent  to  each  member  of  said  committee  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the 
date  of  said  meeting.  And  at  said  meeting  the  said  county  central  committee 
shall  first  determine  whether  or  not  the  several  county  ofilcers  shall  be  nom- 
inated at  the  primary  election,  or  by  the  delegates  chosen  at  such  primary  to 
the  county  convention,  but  in  case  the  names  of  all  candidates  for  county 
offices  shall  be  printed  in  a  vertical  column  on  the  primary  ballot  and  the  can- 
didate who  shall  receive  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  have  the  vote  of  all 
the  delegates  from  the  primary  district  as  hereinafter  provided.  And  if  the 
said  committee  shall  determine  that  said  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  pri- 
mary ballot  at  such  primary,  they  shall  next  determine  whether  said  officers 
shall  be  nominated  by  a  majority  or  plurality  vote  at  such  primary,  and  said 
committee  shall  also  file  in  the  county  clerk's  office  of  the  respective  county,  a 
call  for  the  county  convention  of  its  party.  Said  call  shall  state  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  the  county  convention,  the  offices  for  which  candidates  will  be 
nominated  at  sal 4  primary;  the  total  number  of  delegates  which  shall  compose 
the  convention,  and  the  number  of  delegates  to  which  each  primary  district 
will  be  entitled  in  the  convention.  And  said  call,  if  the  county  candidates 
are  to  be  nominated  at  such  primary,  shall  state  whether  the  nominations  for 
said  county  officers  shall  be  made  by  a  majority  or  plurality  vote.  The  deci- 
sion of  said  committee  on  the  question  of  making  the  nominations  at  the 
primary  election  and  whether  by  a  majority  or  plurality  vote  shall  be  ascer- 
tained by  a  yea  and  nay  roll  call  of  the  committee,  which  roll  call  shall  be 
certified  to  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  committee  to  the  county 
clerk  and  filed  with  the  call  for  such  convention.  No  committeeman  shall  be 
permitted  to  name  a  proxy  or  to  vote  thereby,  but  every  such  committeeman,  if 
unable  to  be  personally  present,  shall  notify  the  committee  in  writing  how 
his  vote  shall  be  cast  on  the  question  of  nominating  by  a  majority  or  pluralUy 
vote  it  said  primary;  the  Chairman  of  the  county  committee  shall  publicly 
read  and  announce  such  vote  of  such  absent  committeeman  and  the  same  shall 
be  recorded  on  the  roll  call  in  like  manner  as  those  who  are  present,  and  said 
call  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and  attested  by  the  secretary  of  the 
county  central  committee.  In  case  there  shall  be  in  any  county  of  the 
State  more  than  one  county  central  committee  claiming  to  be  the  regu- 
lar committee,  then,  in  that  case,  the  county  central  committee  that  was 
selected  by  the  nominating  convention  of  1904,  and  whose  candidates  were 
placed  on  the  official  ballot  shall  be  recognized  as  the.  county  central  com- 
mittee to  make  this  call:  Provided,  that  each  primary  district  shall  be  en- 
titled to  at  least  one  delegate  to  each  county  convention. 

Section  7.  All  county  conventions  shall  be  held  on  the  Thursday  next  fol- 
lowing a  primary  election  as  herein  provided. 

Section  8.  At  least  fifteen  days  before  each  primary  election,  the  county 
clerk  of  each,  county,  or  the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  prepare  a  printed  or  partly  printed  and  partly  written 
notice  of  such  primary  election  for  each  primary  district  in  his  county,  village 
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or  incorporated  town  embraced  in  this  act,  which  notice  shall  state  the  time 
and  place  for  holding  the  primary  election,  the  hours  during  which  the  poUa 
will  be  open,  the  offices  for  which  candidates  will  be  voted  for  at  such  primary 
election,  the  political  parties  entitled  to  participate  therein,  and  the  number 
of  delegates  which  the  primary  district  is  entitled  to  in  the  county  convention 
of  each  political  party,  and  shall  publish  such  notice  in  at  least  one  news- 
paper ( if  there  be  one  published  in  the  territory  where  such  primary  election 
is  held),  and  shall  also  mail  two  copies  of  said  notice  to  each  primary  election 
judge.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  primary  election  Judges  to  post 
said  notices  in  public  and  conspicuous  places  in  their  respective  primary 
districts  at  least  ten  days  before  the  primary  election  in  all  counties,  cities, 
villages  or  incorporated  towns,  as  herein  provided.  The  clerk  thereof  shall 
prepare  such  primary  election  call  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
section. 

Section  9.  The  Judges  of  general  elections  in  each  election  precinct  and 
where  an  election  precinct  is  divided  into  election  districts,  the  Judges  of 
general  elections  in  each  election  district  shall  be  and  are  hereby  constituted 
Judges  and  clerks  of  primary  elections  in  their  respective  primary  districts. 
The  Judges  of  the  county  court  of  the  several  counties  to  which  this  act  shall 
apply  are  hereby  given  power  either  in  term  time  or  vacation  to  hear  and 
determine  any  complaints  which  may  be  made  by  the  qualified  voters  of  any 
county  against  any  judge  or  Judges  of  elections  for  violation  of  their  duties 
imposed  upon  th'em  and  said  Judges  are  hereby  vested  with  a  general  super- 
vision and  power  over  all  primary  election  officers  upon  whom  duties  are 
hereby  imposed  in  order  that  the  purposes  of  this  act  may  be  fully  executed. 

Section  10.  If,  at  the  time  for  the  opening  of  a  primary  election,  one 
of  the  primary  Judges  be  absent  or  refuses  to  act,  the  Judges  present  shall  ap- 
point some  qualified  elector  of  the  primary  district  to  act  in  his  place.  If 
two  of  the  primary  Judges  be  absent  or  refuse  to  act,  the  Judge  present  shall 
fill  the  vacan'^ies  in  the  same  manner  as  herein  provided.  If  all  three  primary 
Judges  be  abbent  or  refuse  to  act,  the  primary  electors  present  who  reside  in 
the  primary  district,  shall  select  three  of  their  number,  not  more  than  two  of 
whom  in  any  case  shall  be  of  the  same  political  party,  to  act  as  primary 
Judges.  The  Judges  so  selected  and  appointed  shall  take  the  same  oath,  have 
the  same  powers,  perform  the  same  duties,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penal- 
ties as  regularly  constituted  primary  election  Judges. 

Section  11.  Previous  to  iy&y  votes  being  received  the  primary  election  judges 
shall  severally  subscribe  and  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  in  the  following  form, 
to-wlt: 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, and  will  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge  the  duties  of  primary  Section 
Judge  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  that  I  have  resided  in  this  pri- 
mary district  for  one  year  next  preceding  the  primary  election  and  am  en- 
titled to  vote  at  this  primary  election.". 

All  persons  subscribing  the  oath  as  aforesaid,  and  all  persons  actually 
serving  as  primary  election  Judges  at  any  primary  election,  whether  sworn  in 
or  not,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  officers  of  the 
county  court  of  their  respective  counties;  and  such  persons  shall  be  liable  to 
punishment  by  such  court  in  a  proceeding  for  contempt  for  any  misbehavior 
as  such  primary  election  Judge,  to  be  tried  in  open  court  on  oral  testimony,  in 
a  summary  manner,  without  pleadings;  but  such  trial  or  punishment  for  con- 
tempt of  court  shall  not  be  any  bar  to  any  criminal  proceeding  against  such 
primary  election  Judges  for  any  violation  of  this  act. 

Section  12.  In  case  there  shall  be  no  Justice  of  the  peace  jor  notary  public 
present  at  the  opening  of  a  primary  election,  or  in  case  such  Justice  of  the 
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peace  or  notary  public  shall  be  appointed  one  of  tbe  primary  election  Judges, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  primary  election  judges  to  administer  the  oath  or 
affirmation  to  each  other. 

Section  13.  The  primary  election  judges  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  act,  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  have  the  same  powers,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  penalties  as  judges  and  clerks  of  general  elections,  under  the 
general  election  laws  of  this  State. 

Section  14.  The  primary  election  judges  shall  receive  the  same  pay,  and 
shall  be  paid  by  the  same  authorities  and  in  the  same  manner  as  judges  under 
general  election  laws  of  this  State:  Provided^  all  such  election  officers  shall 
receive  but  one  per  diem  each  for  their  services  as  primary  election  officers. 

Section  15.  The  judges  of  election  shall  permit  each  difTerent  ticket  of 
delegates  to  be  represented  by  a  challenger,  chosen  by  a  majority  of  those 
named  for  delegates  on  any  particular  ticket.  Said  challengers  shall  be  pro- 
tected in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  by  the  judges  of  election  and  peace 
officers.  Said  challengers  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  within  the  polling 
place  in  such  position  as  will  enable  them  to  see  each  person  as  he  ofters  his 
vote  and  said  challengers  may  remain  within  the  polling  place  throughout 
the  canvass  of  the  vote  and  until  the  returns  are  signed.  The  challengers 
shall  be  permitted  to  remain  so  near  that  they  can  see  the  judges  and  clerks 
are  faithfully  performing  their  duties.  All  challengers  shall  be  qualified 
primary  electors  in  their  respective  districts  and  shall  have  the  same  powers 
as  challengers  at  general  elections. 

Section  16.  Section  21  of  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  printing  and  distribu- 
tion of  ballots  at  public  expense  and  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for 
public  offices,  to  regulate  the  manner  of  holding  elections  and  to  enforce  the 
secrecy  of  the  ballot,  approved  June  22,  1891,  in  force  July  1,  1891,  as  amended 
by  an  act  approved  June  19,  1893,  in  force  July  1,  1893,"  is  hereby  made 
applicable  to  primary  elections  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  17.  Primary  election  ballot  boxes  shall  be  the  same  as  those  fur- 
nished and  used  for  the  general  election  purposes  under  the  general  election 
laws  of  this  State. 

Section  18.  The  county  clerk  of  each  county,  or  the  clerk  of  any  city, 
village  or  incorporated  town  shall  furnish  the  primary  election  judges  of 
each  primary  district  all  necessary  supplies,  including  registry  poll  books 
and  tally  sheets. 

Section  19.  The  registry  poll  books  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following 
form:

Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  United  States  Senator  shall  have  his 
iiame  printed  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  political  party  in  each  county  by 
filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days 
before  the  primary  election  a  written  request  substantially  in  form  as  the 
foregoing  request  provided  for  by  candidates  for  Governor.  The  vote  upon 
such  candidates  for  United  States  Senator  shall  be  had  for  the  sole  purpose 
i>t  ascertaining  the  sentiment  of  the  voters  in  the  respective  parties. 

'.  Each  candidate  for  Governor  and  for  United  States  Senator  shall  further 
file  with  the  Secretary  of  State  a  petition  signed  by  not  fewer  than  5,000  legal 
voters,  members  of  the  party  in  which  he  is  a  candidate  for  nomination. 

Not  less  than  25  days  before  the  primary  election  the  Secretary  of  State 
flfaall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  the  names  of  all  candidates  for 
nomination  for  Governor  and  United  States  Senator,  tbgether  with  their  poli- 
tical affiliations,  as  specified  in  the  written  requests  on  file  in  his  office.

3Sach  congressional  candidate,  |100;  each  candidate  for  senator,  |50;  each  can- 
didate for  member  of  House  of  Representatives,  $25;  and  fees  shall  be  equally 
divided  among  the  respeictive  counties  of  the  district. 

.  ^ach  candidate  shall  further  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a 
petition  signed  by  at  least  five  per  cent  of  the  voters  in  said  district  of  his 
party  cast  at  the  last  preceding  presidential  election  for  electors. 

.  Section  24.  No  candidate  for  the  nomlnatidn  for  Jiny  office  shall  have  his 
name  printed  on  any  primary  ballot  except  in  the  manner  provided  for  in 
this  act. 

Section  25.  The  method  of  voting  at  a  primary  election  shall  be  by  ballot; 
which  ballot  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  hereinafter  made.  The  county 
blerk  or  the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  shall  furnish  paper 
at  cost  to  any  person  ,or  persons  who  may  desire  to  use  the  same  for  primary 
election  ballots  at  his  own  expense. 

Section  26.  The  primary  election  ballot  of  each  political  party  shall  be 
separately  printed  upon  paper  of  uniform  quality,  texture  and  size,  and  In 
black  ink,  but  no  two  pariy  primary  ballots  shall  be  printed  upon  paper  of  the 
si^me  color  or  tint.  The  county  clerk  or  the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  incor- 
porated town  shall  publicly  announce  the  color  of  the  primary  ballots  of  the 
respective  parties  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  before  a  primary  election. 
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Section  27.  The  primary  election  ballot  of  each  political  party  for  each 
primary  election  district  shall  be  arranged  and  printed  substantially  in  the 
manner  following: 

1.  At  the  top  of  the  ballot  shall  be  printed  in  large  capital  letters  words- 
designating  the  ballot.  If  a  Republican  ballot,  the  designating  words  shall  be 
"Republican  Prfmary  Ballot."  If  a  Democratic  ballot,  the  designating  wordcr 
shall  be  "Democratic  Primary  Ballot,"  and  in  like  manner  of  each  political 
party,  the  number  of  primary  district,  location  of  polling  place. 

2.  Beginning  not  less  than  one  inch  below  the  designating  words,  the 
name  of  each  office  to  be  filled  shall  be  printed  in  capital  letters  in  the  foK 
lowing  order,  to-wit:  United  States  Senator,  Oovemor,  congressional  officers, 
senatorial  officers,  county  officers.  In  city,  village  or  incorporated  towns  the 
primary  ticket  shall  have  first  printed  one  inch  below  the  designating  words- 
the  name  of  the  office  of  mayor,  or  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  as  the 
ease  may  be,  or  other  executive  officer  and  following  with  the  names  of  the 
other  municipal  officers  in  order  which  shall  be  arranged  by  the  respective 
party  committees  of  such  municipality.  Below  the  name  of  each  oflloe  shall  be 
printed  in  smaller  capital  letters  the  names  of  all  candidates  (alphabetically 
arranged  according  to  surnames)  for  the  nominations  of  said  office  which  are 
entitled  to  be  placed  upon  the  respective  party  primary  ballot.  The  names 
of  all  candidates  upon  the  primary  ballot  shall  be  printed  \m  type  oi  uniform 
size  and  style  and  the  names  shall  be  printed  in  a  vertical  column. 

Immediately  in  front  of,  and  opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate,  shall  be 
printed  a  square,  and  all  squares  upon  the  primary  ballot  shall  be  of  uniform 
size.  Spaces  between  the  names  of  candidates  for  each  oflloe  shall  be  nnl» 
form,  and  sufllcient  spaces  shall  separate  the  names  of  candidates  f6r  one 
office  from  the  names  of  candidates  for  another  office,  to  avoid  confusion^ 

3.  The  primary  ballot  containing  the  names  of  candidates  to  be  voted  for  at 
such  primary  election,  shall  contain  the  names  of  all  delegates  to  the  county 
convention  from  such  primary  district  and  the  names  of  candidates  for 
primary  committeemen. 

No  primary  ballot  shall  be  used  unless  the  same  shall  substantially  complT 
with  the  requirements  of  this  act,  and  any  ballot  not  in  accordance  herewith 
shall  be  void  for  all  purposes,  and  shall  not  be  received,  deposited  or  counted 
by  any  person  or  Judge  at  any  such  primary  election. 

No  person  shall  be  a  primary  committeeman,  delegate  or  a  challenger  of 
any  primary  district  who  is  not  a  duly  qualified  primary  voter  therein. 

The  number  of  delegates  from  each  of  the  different  primary  districts  shsll 
be  proportioned  equally  to  the  number  of  votes  of  such  political  party  on  the 
ratio  of  one  delegate  to  a  State  convention  for  each  four  hundred  votes,  or  a 
major  fraction  thereof;  and  one  delegate  to  a  congressional  or  senatorial  con- 
vention for  each  two  hundred  votes  or  major  fraction  thereof  as  shown  by  the 
vote  of  such  political  party  in  such  district  at  the  last  preceding  presidential 
election.

Before  voting  begins  the  primary  ballot  box  shall  be  ^n^^^r 
and  it  shall  be  opened  and  shown  to  those  present  to  be  empty,  after  ^hi<m 
it  shall  be  locked  and  the  key  delivered  to  one  of  the  primary  JudgM.  and  it 
shall  not  be  removed  from  public  view  from  the  time  it  is  shown  to  be  empty 
until  after  the  close  of  the  polls. 

Section  30.  No  person  shall  vote  at  any  primary  election  unless  he  be- a 
male  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  the  age  of  21  years  or  over,  or  was  an 
elector  in  this  State  on  the  first  day  of  April  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1M8;  w 
obtained  a  certificate  of  naturalization  before  any  court  of  record  prior  to  the 
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first  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1870,  and  unless  nett  preceding 
such  primary  election  he  has  resided  In  the  State  of  Illinois  not  less  than  one 
year,  In  the  county  In  which  such  primary  election  Is  held  not  less  thai^  ninety 
days,  and  in  the  primary  district  in  which  such  primary  election  is  held  not 
less  than  thirty  days  and  unless  further  he  declares  his  party  affiliation  ad 
required  by  this  act. 

Section  31.  Any  person  desiring  to  vote  shall  state  his  name,  residence  and 
party  affiliation  to  the  primary  judges,  one  of  whom  shall  thereupon  announce 
the  same  in  a  distinct  tone  of  voice  sufficiently  loud  to  be  heard  by  those  pres- 
ent in  polling  place.  If  the  person  desiring  to  yote  is  not  challenged,  one 
of  the  primary  Judges  may  offer  to  him  one  ballot  of  each  kind  containing  the 
names  of  candidates  of  the  political  party  with  which  he  declares  himself  af- 
filiated.

The  Judges  shall  receive  from  any  person  or  i>ersons,  and  permit  to  be  free- 
ly and  equally  exposed  in  separate  and  orderly  piles,  within  the  polling  place, 
near  the  ballot  box,  and  within  reach  of  the  voters,  a  sufficient  supply  of  each 
of  the  various  ballots  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  shall,  upon  request,  furnish 
to  each  and  every  person  qualified  to  vote  one  of  each  of  the  primary  ballots 
of  tne  party  with  which  such  person  declares  himself  affiliated. 

Section  32.    Whenever  a  person  offering  to  vote  at  a  primary  election  is 
challenged,  the  person  so  challenged  shall  make  and  subscribe  an  affidavit  in 
the  following  form,  which  shall  be  presented  to  and  retained  by  the  primary 
Judges  and  returned  by  them  with  the  registry  poll  books.

Section  33.  The  voter  shall  forthwith  and  without  leaving  the  polling  place 
retire  alone  to  one  of  the  voting  booths  and  prepare  his  ballot,  unless  the  same 
has  been  prepared  prior  to  entering  the  booth,  by  making  a  cross  "X"  in  the 
square  in  front  of  and  opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate  of  his  choice  for 
each  office  to  be  filled. 

Section  34.  Before  leaving  the  booth  the  voter  shall  f61d  his  ballot  in  such 
manner  as  to  conceal  the  marks  on  such  ballot.  He  shall  then  hand  such  bal- 
lot thus  folded  to  one  of  the  judges  of  election^  who  shall  thereupon  endorse 
his  initials  on  the  back  of  the  ballot,  so  folded,  and  deposit  the  same  ballot 
in  the  ballot  box. 

The  primary  judges  shall  thereupon  enter  in  the  registry  poll  books  the 
name  of  the  voter,  his  residence  and  party  affiliation. 

Section  35.  Any  primary  voter  who  shall  declare  upon  oath  that  he  cau> 
not  read  the  English  language,  or  by  reason  of  any  physical  disability  he 
is  unable  to  mark  his  ballot,  shall,  upon  request,  be  assisted  in  marking  his 
ballot  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  general  election  laws  of  this 
State. 

Section  36.  After  the  opening  of  the  polls  at  a  primary  election,  no  ad- 
journment shall  be  had  nor  recess  be  taken  until  all  the  votes  cast  at  such 
primary  election  shall  have  been  counted  and  canvassed. 

Section  37.  The  votes  shall  be  canvassed  in  the  room  or  place  where  the 
primary  election  is  held  and  the  primary  judges  shall  not  allow  the  ballot  box 
or  any  of  the  ballots  or  the  registry  poll  books  or  any  of  the  tally  sheets  to 
be  removed  or  carried  away  from  such  room  or  place  until  the  canvass  of  the 
votes  is  completed  and  the  returns  carefully  enveloped  and  sealed  up.  The 
candidates  and  challengers  of  each  party  shall  have  the  right  to  be  present 
during  a  canvass  of  the  votes  by  the  primary  judges. 

'    Section  38.    Immediately  upon  closing  the  polls,  the  primary  judges  shall 
proceed  to  canvass  the  votes  polled  in  following  manner: 

1.  They  shall  first  count  the  whole  number  of  ballots  in  the  ballot  box.  If 
the  total  number  of  ballots  exceed  the  number  of  names  entered  on  the  reg- 
istry poll  books,  they  shall  carefully  examine  the  ballots  and  reject  those  upon 
which  the  initials  of  a  primary  judge  do  not  appear. 

2.  If  the  remaining  ballots  exceed  the  number  of  votes  entered  on  the  regis- 
try poll  books  the  judges  of  primary  election  shall  proceed  to  ascertain  the 
number  of  names  entered  on  the  registry  poll  books  under  each  party  affilia- 
tion. 

3.  The  judges  shall  thereupon  arrange  the  ballots  of  each  political  party  in 
separate  piles,  and  count  the  ballots  of  each  political  party  separately. 

4.  If  the  ballots  of  any  political  party  exceed  the  number  of  names  of 
voters  of  such  political  party  entered  on  the  registry  poll  books  the  ballots  of 
such  political  party  shall  be  folded  and  replaced  in  the  ballot  box  and  the  box 
closed  and  well  shaken  and  again  opened,  and  one  of  the  judges,  who  shall  be 
blindfolded,  shall  draw  out  so  many  of  the  ballots  of  such  political  party  as 
shall  be  equal  to  such  excess. 

6.  The  primary  judges  shall  then  proceed  to  count  the  votes  of  each  politi- 
cal party  separately;  and  as  the  primary  judges  shall  open  and  read  the 
ballots  each  judge  shall  carefully  and  correctly  mark  down  upon  the  tally 
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alkeets  the  votes  which  each  candidate  of  the  respective  party  whose  name  is 
printed  or  written  on  the  hallot  has  received,  in  a  separate  column  prepared 
for  that  purpose,  with  the  name  of  such  candidate,  delegate,  committeeman, 
etc.,  the  name  of  his  political  party,  and  the  name  of  the  office  to  he  filled 
at  the  head  of  such  column. 

Section  39.  As  soon  as  the  hallots  of  a  political  party  have  heen  read  and 
the  votes  of  said  political  party  counted,  as  provided  herein,  the  clerks  shall 
foot  up  the  tally  sheets  so  as  to  show  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  each 
candidate  of  said  political  party,  including  the  candidates  for  primary  com- 
mitteemen and  delegates  to  the  county  convention,  and  the  total  number  of 
votes  cast  by  said  political  party  and  certify  the  same  to  be  correct,  and  shall 
also  deliver  the  same  to  the  county  clerk. 

Thereupon  the  Judges  shall  set  down  In  the  registry  poii  books,  under  the 
name  of  said  political  party,  the  name  of  each  candidate  voted  for,  written  at 
full  length,  the  title  of  the  office  to  be  filled,  the  total  number  of  votes  which 
said  candidate  received,  and  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  by  said  political 
party  at  said  primary  election,  and  the  judges  shall  certify  the  same  to  be 
true  and  correct;  said  entry  in  the  registry  poll  books  to  be  made  substantially 
in  the  following  form:

Section  40.  Aiter  the  votes  of  a  political  party  shall  have  been  counted 
and  set  down,  the  tally  sheets  footed,  and  the  entry  blank  made  in  the  registry 
poll  books,  as  above  provided,  and  the  ballots  of  said  political  party  shall 
be  strung  separately  upon  a  strong  thread,  wire  or  twine  in  the  order  in 
which  they  have  been  read,  and  shall  thereupon  be  carefully  sealed  up  in 
an  envelope,  which  envelope  shall  be  endorsed  as  follows:     "Primary  Ballots

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Section  41.  The  judges  shall  continue  until  all  the  votes  of  each  and  every 
political  party  shall  have  been  counted,  set  down,  the  sheets  footed,  the  en- 
dorsements made,  and  the  ballots  strung  and  sealed  up,  as  herein  provided. 

Section  42.  The  primary  Judges  shall  make  out,  upon  forms  to  be  furnished 
by  the  county  clerk,  or  by  the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  Incorporated  town 
and  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  canvass  has  been  completed,  deliver 
a  certificate  of  election  to  the  candidate  (or  primary  committeeman  of  each. 
political  party  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  of  his  respective  party 
for  that  office;  which  certificate  shall  show  the  total  number  of  votes  cast 
by  the  respective  party  in  the  primary  district  for  each  candidate  for  primary 
committeeman.  In  case  of  a  tie  of  such  vote,  the  judges  shall  cast  lots  to 
determine  who  shall  be  committeeman.  The  county  clerk  of  each  county  or 
the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  shall  cause  to  be  delivered 
the  names  of  all  primary  committeemen  of  the  respective  parties,  so  elected,, 
to  the  secretary  of  the  county  committee  or  the  secretary  of  the  city,  village 
or  incorporated  town  committee  of  the  respective  parties  not  later  than  ^ 
o'clock  a.  m.,  of  the  Wednesday  next  following  a  primary  election. 

Section  43.  The  term  of  office  of  each  precinct  or  district  committeeman 
elected  shall  be  for  the  two  years  next  succeeding  the  date  of  his  election. 
The  committeeman  of  each  party  elected  within  each  county  or  within  each 
city,  village  or  incorporated  town  shall  constitute  the  county,  city,  village 
or  incorporated  town  committee  of  such  party,  who  shall  within  ten  days 
after  their  election  select  a  chairman  and  such  other  officers  of  the  committee 
as  they  may  determine. 

The  number  of  committee  members  for  each  county  on  a  congressional  or 
senatorial  committee  shall  be  determined  and  selected  by  the  degelates  to 
the  congressional  or  senatorial  conventions,  respectively. 

Such  congressional  and  senatorial  committeemen,  shall  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  the  first  congressional  and  senatorial  conventions  held  in  their 
respective  districts  after  their  election,  select  a  chairman  of  their  respective 
committees  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  determine.  The  county 
committee  and  its  officers  of  any  county  constituting  a  senatorial  district, 
shall  be  the  official  committee  of  such  senatorial  district. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  in  either  committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  respective 
committee,  provided  any  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  resident  of  the 
precinct,  district  or  territory  in  which  such  vacancy  occurs. 

Section  44.  Within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  canvass  has  been  com- 
pleted, the  primary  judges  shall  issue  credentials,  forms  for  that  purpose 
to  be  furnished  by  the  county  clerk,  to  each  one  of  the  requisite  number  of 
candidates  of  each  party  for  delegates  to  the  county  convention  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  of  their  respective  party.  That  is  to  say,  where  a 
political  party  in  a  primary  district  is  entitled  to  one  delegate,  credentials 
shall  be  issued  to  the  candidate  of  said  party  for  the  delegate  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  said  party's  votes.  Where  a  political  party  is  entitled  to 
three  delegates,  or  to  six  delegates,  to  the  county  convention,  credentials  shall 
be  issued  to  the  three  candidates,  or  to  six  candidates  (as  the  case  may  be), 
and  to  each  of  them,  receiving  the  highest  number  of  said  party's  votes.  And 
in  like  manner  corresponding  with  the  number  of  delegates  to  the  county 
convention  to  which  each  political  party  of  the  primary  district  is  entitled. 
In  case  of  a  tie,  the  judges  shall  cast  lots  to  determine  to  what  delegates 
credentials  shall  be  issued. 

Said  credentials  shall  state  the  total  number  of  votes  received  by  each  can- 
didate of  his  respective  party  in  the  primary  district,  and  also  the  name  of 
each  candidate  of  the  respective  party  for  each  county  office  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  of  his  party  in  the  primary  district.

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Section  46.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  call  for  the  county  oon- 
mention,  the  chairman  of  the  eounty  central  committee,  who  eigned  the  call  for 
the  convention,  shall  call  the  convention  to  order.  If  said  chairman  be  absent, 
then  the  secretary  of  the  county  committee,  who  attested  said  call,  shall  call 
the  convention  to  order.  If  neither  the  chairman  nor  the  secretary  are  pres- 
ent, then  some  member  of  the  county  central  committee  shall  call  the  same  to 
order,  and  state  the  object  of  the  convention;  whereupon  he  shall  announce 
that  the  first  thing  in  order  will  be  the  election  of  a  temporary  chairman  to 
preside  over  the  said  convention.  No  person  other  than  a  delegate  shall  be 
elected  chairman  of  said  convention,  and  the  chairman  shall  be  elected  by  a 
regular  roll  call  by  primary  districts  of  the  delegates  present.  After  the  elec- 
tion of  the  chairman,  the  convention  shall  proceed  to  «lect  the  other  officers 
of  the  convention. 

Section  47.  Upon  the  permanent  organization  of  the  county  convention,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  thereof  to  ascertain,  from  the  tabulated 
statement  of  the  returns  If  any  candidates  for  a  county  office  has  received  a 
majority  of  all  votes  cast  by  his  party  in  his  county  at  the  primary  election. 
If  it  shall  appear  that  any  candidate  for  a  county  office  has  received  a  major- 
ity of  all  votes  cast  by  his  party  in  his  county  at  the  primary  election,  such 
candidate  shall  thereupon  be  declared  duly  nominated  by  the  convention  with- 
out the  formality  of  a  ballot:  Provided,  If  the  county  central  committee  for 
said  primary  and  convention  shall  have  authorized  the  nominations  to  be  made 
by  a  plurality  vote  then  the  candidate  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  declared  the  nominee  of  said  convention. 

But  in  case  no  candidate  of  each  party  for  each  respective  county  office  shall 
have  received  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  by  his  respective  party  in  the  county, 
then  any  candidate  of  each  party  for  each  respective  county  office  who  shall 
have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party  for  such  office 
in  any  primary  district  shall  receive  the  votes  of  the  delegates  in  the  county 
convention  of  his  party  from  such  primary  district  and  the  votes  of  each  of 
them  unless  the  county  committee  in  its  call  for  said  convention  shall  have 
provided  for  plurality  nominations. 

Section  48.  After  the  certificates  of  election  and  credentials  have  been  made 
out  as  herein  provided,  the  primary  judges  shall  place  all  the  sealed  envelopes 
containing  the  ballots  of  the  respective  political  parties  in  a  canvas  bag,  to 
be  furnished  by  the  county  clerk,  or  the  clerk  of  any  dty,  village  or  incor- 
porated town,  for  that  purpose,  which  canvas  bag  shall  be  carefully  and  se- 
curely sealed  and  endorsed,  "Primary  Ballots,  of  the Primary  District,

the "    The  envelope  containing  the  returns  and  the  canvas  bag 

containing  the  ballots  shall  be  delivered  by  one  of  the  judges  to  the  county 
clerk,  or  the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  at  his  office  by 
11  o'clock  A.  M.  of  the  Monday  following  a  primary  election,  and  the  ballots 
and  tickets  shall  be  preserved,  by  such  clerk  for  one  year.

Section  49.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  all  in,  the  county,  or  city,  village  or 
incorporated  town  clerk,  with  the  assistance  of  two  justices  of  the  peace,  of 
opposite  political  parties  (if  possible)  shall,  without  delay,  open  all  the 
returns  and  certify  tabulated  statements  thereof  separately  for  each  political 
party.  The  tabulated  statement  of  the  returns  of  each  political  party  shall 
state  in  appropriate  columns  and  under  proper  headings  the  total  number  of 
votes  cast  by  the  respective  party  in  each  primary  district  In  the  county,  or 
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Other  municipality*  and  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate  of  the 
respectiye  party  in  each  primary  district  In  the  county,  or  other  municipality. 
The  county  clerk,  or  other  clerk,  shall  deliver  a  copy  of  the  tabulated  state- 
ment of  the  returns  of  each  political  party  to  the  secretary  of  the  county,  or 
city.  Tillage  or  incorporated  town  committee  of  the  respective  political  parties, 
not  later  than  12  o'clock  M.  of  the  Wednesday  following  the  primary  election. 

And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  county  central,  or 
other  managing  committee  of  each  political  party  to  deliver  the  same  to  the 
next  ensuing  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  or  county,  senatorial  or  con- 
gressional oonyentions  of  his  party  in  his  respective  district,  or  municipality. 

The  county  clerk  of  each  county  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  within  eight  days  next  following  such  county  convention,  the  total 
vote  cast  for  each  candidate  of  the  respective  party,  for  Governor  and  United 
States  Senator  in  the  respective  county.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause 
to  be  deliyered  to  the  Secretary  of  State  convention  of  the  respective  parties 
next  following  such  primary  election,  upon  the  assembling  of  such  State  con- 
vention for  the  respective  parties,  the  total  vote  by  the  counties,  for  each  can- 
didate for  Governor  of  the  respective  parties.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
secretaries  respectively  of  the  county,  senatorial,  congressional  and  State 
conventions,  to  read  to  the  convention  before  any  candidate  is  put  in  nofii- 
Ination,  the  total  vote,  by  counties,  received  by  each  candidate  of  the  respec- 
tive i>arty  voted  for  upon  the  primary  ballot  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Section  50.  Any  candidate  whose  name  appears  upon  the  primary  ballot  of 
any  political  party  in  any  primary  district,  may  contest  the  primary  election 
held  in  any  municipality  or  in  any  or  all  primary  districts  in  any  county  as  to 
the  office  for  which  he  was  a  candidate  for  nomination,  by  filing  with  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court  of  the  respective  county  a  petition  in  writing  setting  forth 
the  grounds  of  contest,  which  petition  shall  be  verified  by  affidavit  of  the 
petitioner. 

Jurisdiction  is  hereby  vested  in  the  county  courts  in  term  time,  and  in  the 
judges  thereof  in  vacation,  to  hear  and  determine  primary  election  contests. 

When  a  petition  to  contest  a  primary  election  shall  be  filed  In  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  said  petition  shall  forthwith  be  presented  to  the 
judge  thereof,  who  shall  note  thereon  the  day  of  presentation  and  shall  also 
note  thereon  the  day  when  he  will  hear  the  same,  which  shall  be  before  the 
next  following  county  convention  after  such  primary  election,  and  in  case  ot 
a  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  primary  election,  it  shall  be  determined  in 
sufficient  time  to  enable  the  successful  candidate  or  candidates  to  have  their 
names  printed  upon  the  ballots  for  the  election  ensuing  after  such  primary^ 
and  shall  order  issuance  of  summons  to  each  defendant  named  in  his  petition* 

Summons  shall  forthwith  issue  to  each  defendant  named  in  the  petition  and 
shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  cases  of  chancery. 

The  case  may  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  county  court  in  term  time, 
or  by  the  Judge  thereof  In  vacation  at  any  time,  not  less  than  two  days  after 
service  of  process  and  shall  have  preference  in  the  order  of  hearing  to  all 
other  cases. 

The  petitioner  shall  give  a  bond  with  security  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk 
of  the  court  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  costs. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  in  which  the  petition  is  filed,  the  grounds  for 
contest  alleged  are  insufficient  in  law,  the  petition  shall  be  dismissed.  If  the 
grounds  alleged  in  the  petition  are  sufficient  the  court  shall  proceed  in  a  sum^ 
mary  manner  and  may  hear  evidence,  examine  the  returns,  recount  the  bal- 
lots and  make  such  orders  and  enter  such  judgments,  as  Justice  may  require,, 
and  Judgment  of  said  court  shall  be  final.  . 

Section  51.  No  State  convention  shall  hereafter  be  held  in  any  year  before- 
the  first  day  of  May,  and  not  later  than  the  15th  of  May.  All  senatorial  con- 
ventions shall  hereafter  be  held  on  the  Wednesday  next  following  the  day 
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upQn. which  county  conventions  are  held,  except  where  a  county  Is  a  sena- 
torial district,  in  which  case  the  senatorial  convention  shall  be  held  on  the 
same  day  and  the  delegates  to  the  county  convention  shall  nominate  the 
seni&torial  candidates;  and  all  congressional  conventions  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  following  Wednesday  after  the  day  set  for  the  holding  of  the 
county  conventions  as  above  provided. 

Section  52.  No  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  any  office,  who  has  not 
complied  With  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  nominated  by  any  con- 
veiition:  Provided,  that  any  convention  may  by  a  four-fifths  vote  of  all  its 
members  nominate  a  person  whose  name  did  not  appear  upon  the  primary 
ballot;  and  in  case  <>f  a  vacancy,  by  death  or  otherwise,  any  convention  niay, 
by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  select  any  qualified,  person  as  candidate 
to  fill  such  vacancy:  Provided^  that  in  case  of  a  vacancy  upon  the  ticket, 
by  death  or  otherwise,  after  the  convention  has  adjourned,  said  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  county  central,  senatorial,  congressional  or  State  committee, 
as: the  case  may  be;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  proper  officer, upon 
receipt'  of  the  resignation  or  knowledge  of  the  death  of  any  candidate,  to 
immediately  notify  in  writing  the  appropriate  chairman. 

Section  53.  If  any  one  or  more  delegates  to  a  county  convention  from  any 
p^^imary  district  be  absent,  the  delegates  from  said  primary  district  present  in 
the -county  convention  shall  cast  the  full  vote  of  the  delegation  from  said 
primary  district.  If  all  the  delegates  to  the  county  convention  from  any 
primary  district  are  absent,  such  primary  district  shall  have  no  vote  in  said 
convention. 

Section  64.  Any  delegate  in  any  county  convention  shall  have  the  right 
upon  the  first  ballot  to  challenge  the  vote  of  the  delegation  of  any  primary 
district  upon  the  ground  that  the  vote  of  said  delegation,  as  announced,  is 
not  cast  in  accordance  with  the  vote  and  instructions  of  said  primary  district 
at  the  primary  election,  as  evidenced  by  the  certificate  of  returns  from  said 
primary  district.  And  whenever  the  vote  of  a  delegation  as  aforesaid  is 
challenged,  the  chairman  of  the  convention  shall  examine  the  certificate  of 
returns  and  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  grounds  for  challenge  are  well 
taken.  The  secretary  of  the  convention  shall  record  the  vote  of  said  delega- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  vote  and  instructions  of  the  primary  district 
at  said  primary  election. 

Section  55.  The  delegates  of  each  party  for  each  county,  to  all  State,  con- 
gressional and  senatorial  conventions,  shall  be  chosen  and  selected  by  the 
county  convention  of  the  respective  party  of  said  county,  and  not  otherwise. 
Any  candidate,  other  than  a  candidate  for  a  county  office,  who  shall  receive 
the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  county  in  said  primary  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  and  shall  have  cast  for  him  the  vote  of  all  the  delegates 
from  that  county  in  the  nominating  convention. 

Section  56.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  of  Governor, 
whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  any  county,  who 
shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party  in  said 
county,  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and 
shall  have  cast  for  him  the  vote  of  all  the  delegates  from  that  county  in  the 
nominating  convention  and  such  fact  shall  be  stated  In  the  credentials  issued 
to  the  delegates  to  the  State  convention  of  said  party  from  said  county. 

Section  57.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  of  any  congres- 
sional office,  whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  any 
county,  who  shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party 
in  said  county  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shall .  be  entitled  to 
receive  and  shall  have  cast  for  him  the  votes  of  all  the  delegates  from  that 
county  in  the  nominating  convention  and  such  fact  shall  be  stated  in  the 
credentials  issued  to  the  delegates  to  the  congressional  convention  of  said 
party  from  said  county. 
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Section  58.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  for  memher 
of  the  General  Assembly,  whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his 
party  in  any  county,  who  shall  haVe  received  the  highest  number  of  votes 
cast  by  his  party  in  said  county  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shaU 
oe  entitled  to  receive  and  shall  have  cast  for  him  the  votes  of  all  the  dele- 
gates from  that  county  in  the  nominating  convention,  and  such  fact  shall 
oe  stated  in  the  credentials  issued  to  the  delegates  to  the  senatorial  conven* 
tion  of  said  party  from  said  county. 

(2)  Provided,  that  in  senatorial  districts  consisting  of  two  counties  no 
more  than  two  persons  of  the  same  i>olltical  party,  that  is,  one  candidate  for 
senator  and  one  candidate  for  representative,  or  two  candidates  for  repre- 
sentative shall  be  nominated  from  any  one  county;  and  that  in  senatorial 
districts  consisting  of  three  counties  or  more,  only  one  person  of  the  same 
political  party,  that  is,  either  one  candidate  for  senator  or  one  candidate  for 
representative,  shall  be  nominated  from  any  one  county. 

Section  59.  If  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  any  roll  call  In  any  convention, 
that  no  candidate  has  a  majority  of  the  delegates  in  such  convention  and  that 
a  nomination  is  thereby  rendered  impossible,  then  the  delegates  for  any 
county  or  primary  district  may,  by  a  majority  vote  in  writing,  and  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  the  convention,  release  themselves  from  such  instructions 
and  thereafter  each  delegate  may  vote  as  he  may  determine. 

Section  60.  No  spirituous,  malt,  vinous  or  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  sold 
or  given  away,  nor  shall  any  saloon  or  bar  room  or  place  where  such  liquor 
is  sold  or  given  away,  be  open  upon  any  general  or  special  election  day 
within  one  mile  of  the  place  of  holding  the  election.  Whoever  violates  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $25  nor  more 
than  |100.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sherifE,  coroner,  constable  and  other 
ofiicers  of  the  county,  and  magistrates,  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  are  enforced. 

(1)  If  any  person  whose  vote  is  challenged,  or  any  witness  sworn  under 
the  provisions  of .  this  act,  shall  knowingly,  wilfully  and  corruptly  swear 
falsely  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  accordingly. 

(3)  Whoever  unlawfully  votes  more  than  once  at  any  election,  or  offers 
to  vote  after  having  once  voted  at  such  election,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  |1,000,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not 
exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  descretion  of  the  court. 

(4)  Whoever  wilfully  aids  or  abets  any  one  not  legally  qualified  to  vote 
at  an  election  in  voting  or  attempting  to  vote  at  such  elections;  or 

Second.  Furnishes  an  elector  with  a  ticket  or  ballot  informing  him  that 
it  contains  a  name  different  from  that  which  appears  thereon,  with  intenc 
to  induce  him  to  vote  contrary  to  his  inclinations;  or 

Third.  Changes  a  ballot  to  an  elector,  with  intent  to  deprive  such  elector 
of  voting  for  such  person  as  he  intended;  or 

Fourth.  By  unlawful  means  prevents  or  attempts  to  prevent  any  voter 
from  attending  or  voting  at  an  election;  or 

Fifth.  Gives,  or  offers  to  give,  any  valuable  thing  or  bribe  to  any  judge  or 
clerk  of  an  election,  as  a  consideration  of  some  act  to  be  done  or  omitted  to 
be  done  contrary  to  his  official  duty  in  relating  to  such  election,  shall  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  |1,000,  or  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
And  any  judge  or  clerk  who  shall  receive,  request  or  demand  any  bribe  or 
reward  forbidden  by  this  act,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  the  same  pen- 
alties as  are  prescribed  in  this  act  for  the  giving  or  offering  to  give  such  bribe 
or  reward. 

(5)  Any  person  who  shall  solicit,  request,  demand  or  receive  directly  or 
indirectly,  any  money,  intoxicating  liquor  or  any  other  thing  of  value,  or  the 
promise  thereof,  either  to  influence  his  vote,  or  to  be  used,  or  under  the  pre- 
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tense  of  beins  ujied  to  procure  the  yote  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  or  to 
be  used  at  any  poll  or  other  place  prior  to  or  on  the  day  of  an  election  for  or 
against  any  candidate  for  office,  or  for  or  against  any  measure  or  question  to 
be  voted  upon  at  such  election,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  the  infamous  crime 
of  bribery  in  elections,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  court  of  record, 
shall  be  sentenced  to  disfranchisement  by  the  judge  of  such  court  for  a  term 
of  not  less  than  five  and  not  more  than  fifteen  years,  and  to  the  county  jail  not 
less  than  three  months  nor  more  than  one  year,  and  to  pay  the  cost  of  prose- 
cution and  stand  committed  to  the  county  jail  until  such  costs  are  fully  paid. 
That  for  a  conviction  of  a  second  offense  under  this  section,  the  first  being 
alleged  and  proven,  such  offender  shall  be  by  sentence  of  the  court  forever 
thereafter  disfranchised  and  deprived  of  the  right  to  vote  at  an  election  in  this 
State,  and  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  one  year,  and  be  com- 
mitted to  jail  in  default  of  the  payment  of  costs  of  prosecution  until  such  costs 
are  fully  paid.  Prosecutions  may  be  had  under  this  section  by  indictment  in  the 
circuit  court,  or  by  information  In  the  county  courts,  and  the  effect  of  a  sen- 
tence of  disfranchisement  in  either  of  said*  courts  both  having  jurisdiction  of 
offenses  hereunder,  shall  be  to  deprive  such  persons  sentenced  of  the  right  to 
vote  at  any  general  or  special  election,  or  town  meeting,  within  this  State  for 
the  period  of  time  fixed  by  the  court  where  such  person  shall  be  convicted 
under  this  section.  Any  candidate  or  other . paying,  furnishing  or  promising 
to  pay  or  furnish  or  bribing  such  person,  with  money,  intoxicating  liquor,  or 
any  other  thing  of  value,  or  the  promise  thereof,  shall  not  be  liable  to  pun- 
ishment therefor,  but  shall  be  a  competent  witness  and  compelled  to  testify  in 
prosecutions  under  this  section.  Solicitation  of  any  person  of  a  loan  of 
money,  or  the  purchase  of  anything  of  value,  or  any  other  subterfuge,  shall 
be  deemed  a  violation  thereof. 

Second.  Any  person  who  shall  have  been  legally  convicted  and  disfran- 
chised by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  who  shall  before  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  disfranchisement,  vote  or  offer  to  vote  at  any  general  or  special 
election,  or  town  meeting  within  this  State,  shall,  upon  indictment  and  con- 
viction thereof  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  be  confined  in  the  peniten- 
tiary for  a  term  of  years  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  ten  years. 

(6)  Whoever  is  disorderly  at  any  election  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding |25. 

(7)  Whoever  bets  or  wagers  any  money,  property  or  other  valuable  thing 
upon  the  result  of  an  election  which  may  be  held  under  the  constitution  or 
laws  of  this  State,  or  bets  or  wagers  money,  property,  or  other  valuable  thing 
upon  the  number  of  votes  which  may  be  given  to  any  person  at  an  election, 
or  upon  who  shall  receive  the  greatest  number  of  votes  at  an  election;  or 
agrees  to  pay  any  other  person  any  money,  property  or  other  valuable  thing, 
in  an  event  that  an  election  shall  result  in  one  way,  or  in  the  event  that  any 
person  shall  or  shall  not  be  elected,  or  shall  receive  a  greater  number  of  votes 
than  others,  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$1,000  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

(8)  If  any  judge  of  an  election  shall  permit  a  person  to  vote  whose  vote 
is  challenged  without  the  proof  required  in  this  act;  or 

Second.  Shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  permit  a  person  to  testify  as  a 
witness  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  or 

Third.  Shall  knowingly  permit  a  person  to  vote  who  is  not  qualified  ac- 
cording to  law;  or,  the  same  election  for  the  same  office,  except  as  allowed  by 
law;  or 

Fourth.  Shall  knowingly  receive  and  count  more  than  one  vote  from  the 
same  person  at  the  same  election  for  the  same  office,  except  as  allowed  by 
law;  or 

Fifth.  Shall  refuse  to  receive  the  vote  of  a  qualified  elector  at  such  election, 
who  will  make  the  affidavit  and  proof  required  by  this  act;  or 
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Sixth.  Shall  be  guilty  of  any  fraud,  corruption,  partiality  or  manifest  mis- 
behavior; or 

Seventh.  Shall  open  or  unfold  any  ballot  when  the  same  is  presented  to  be 
deposited  in  the  ballot  box;  or 

Eighth.  Shall  wilfully  neglect  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of 
him  by  this  act,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding 
11,000,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

(9)  If  any  clerk  of  an  election  shall  wilfully  neglect  to  perform  any  duty 
required  of  him  as  clerk  of  election,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  frauds  corruption  or 
misbehavior  as  such  clerk,  he  shall  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding 1500,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

(10)  If  any  judge,  clerk  or  messenger,  after  having  been  deputed  by  the 
judges  of  election  to  carry  the  poll  books,  tally  lists  and  votes  of  such  election, 
to  the  place,  where  by  law  they  are  required  to  be  canvassed,  wilfully  or 
negligently  fails  to  deliver  such  poll  books,  tally  lists  or  ballots,  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  law,  with  the  seal  unbroken,  he  shall,  upon  conviction,  be 
fined  in  A  sum  not  exceeding  |500,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

(11)  If  the  county  clerk  wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to  perform  any  duty 
required  of  him  by  this  act,  he  shall  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding 1500,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  person  injured  by  reason  of  such 
neglect  or  refusal,  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  1500,  to  be  recovered  in  an 
action  on  the  case. 

(12)  If  any  county  clerk  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be  guilty  of  fraud, 
corruption  or  misbehavior,  in  canvassing  the  votes  or  making  any  abstract  of 
votes,  or  issuing  any  certificate  of  election,  he  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  exceeding  |500,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court 

(13)  Whoever  shall  wilfully  and  wrongfully  take  or  carry  away  from 
the  place  where  it  has  been  deposited  for  safe  keeping,  or  deflnce,  mutilate  or 
change  any  poll  book,  ballot  or  tally  list,  or  any  name  or  figure  therein,  shall 
on  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  |1,000,  or  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  61.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  elective  office  and  a  special 
election  shall  become  necessary  to  fill  the  same,  the  managing  committee  of 
the  several  political  parties  for  the  territorial  area  in  which  such  vacancy 
occurs,  shall  nominate  the  candidate  or  candidates  for  the  respective  parties. 

Section  62.  Any  State  convention,  the  congressional  or  senatorial  conven- 
tions of  any  congressional  or  senatorial  district  and  any  county  convention 
of  any  party,  shall  have  power  to  direct  the  respective  official  committee  to 
fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  which  may  occur  on  the  ticket  nominated  by 
each  respective  convention. 

Section  63.  No  delegate  to  any  convention  held  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  have  any  power  or  authority  to  name  or  appoint  any  proxy 
or  substitute  to  vote  for  or  in  his  stead,  and  no  proxy  or  substitute  appointed 
by  any  delegate  shall  be  binding  or  effective  on  any  convention  or  conventions 
held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  64.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  grand  jury  of  each  county, 
at  each  and  every  term,  to  inquire  into  all  violations  of  this  act. 

Section  65.  Provided,  that  in  all  counties  of  this  State,  having  a  population 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  or  over,  the  following  sections  only 
shall  apply,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  66.  That  in  every  county,  city,  village  or  Incorporated  town  re- 
spectively in  this  State  to  which  this  act  shall  apply  as  hereinafter  provided, 
•the  primary  elections  for  delegates  to  constitute  the  various  conventions  '^f 
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the  different  political  parties  or  organizations  of  such  county,  city,  village  or 
incorporated  town,  or  any  part  thereof,  held  for  the  nomination  of  candidates 
for  public  office  in  this  State,  and  any  part  thereof,  and  for  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  whose  names  are  to  be  printed  on  the  official  election 
ballots  printed  and  distributed  at  public  expense  in  such  county,  city,  village 
or  incorporated  town,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  hereafter  be  held  under  tod 
pursuant  to  this  act.  A  convention  to  nominate  candidates  for  public  office 
to  be  voted  for  by  the  electors  of  the  entire  State  shall  be  known  as  a  "State 
convention,"  a  convention  to  nominate  candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted 
for  by  the  electors  of  an  entire  county  shall  be  known  as  a  "county  conven: 
tion;"  a  convention  to  nominate  candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted  for 
by  the  electors  of  an  entire  city,  village  or  Incorporated  town  shall  be  known 
as  a  "city,  village  or  town  convention,"  respectively;  a  convention  to  nomi- 
nate candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted  for  by  the  electors  of  an  entilre 
township  shall  be  known  as  a  "township  convention;"  a  convention  to 
nominate  candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted  for  by  the  electors  of  an 
entire  ward  shall  be  known  as  a  "ward  convention;"  all  other  nominating 
conventions  in  this  State  shall  be  known  as  "district  conventions." 

Each  nominating  convention  shall  be  held  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
municipality  or  district  for  which  its  nominations  are  to  be  made  and  at  the 
place  designated  in  the  call.  A  majority  of  the  delegates  entitled  to  a  seat 
in  the  convention  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.  The  chairman 
of  the  county  central  or  managing  committee  shall  call  the  county  convention 
to  order  and  preside  until  the  temporary  officers  are  chosen.  The  chairman 
of  the  county  central  committee  shall  designate  a  committeeman  who  shall 
call  the  various  conventions  within  his  district  to  order,  which  said  commit- 
teeman shall  be  a  resident  of  the  district  over  which  said  convention  is  called 
to  make  nominations,  and  said  committeeman  shall  preside  until  the  tempor- 
ary officers  are  chosen.  All  convention  officers  shall  be  delegates  and  shall 
be  chosen  upon  a  roll-call,  such  roll-call  to  be  by  wards  and  districts,  and 
announced  by  the  chairman  of  such  ward  or  district  delegation.  In  case* 
however,  the  vote  of  any  ward  or  district  is  challenged  or  disputed  when 
announced,  then  the  roll  of  delegates  of  such  ward  or  district  shall  be  called, 
and  the  persons  receiving  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  delegates  shall  be 
declared  elected  the  officers  of  the  convention.  No  adjournment  or  recess 
of  the  convention  shall  be  taken  before  completing  the  nominations  it  was 
called  to  make,  except  upon  a  yea  and  nay  vote  taken  upon  a  roll-call  as 
aforesaid. 

Section  67.  Any  political  party  or  organization  which  at  the  last  preceding 
general  election  for  President  in  this  State  polled  at  least  twenty  per  cent 
of  the  entire  votes  cast  in  the  particular  county,  city,  village  or  Incorporated 
town,  or  district  thereof,  respectively,  for  which  the  application  is  being 
made,  shall  be  entitled  under  this  act  to  hold  a  primary  election  on  the  last 
Saturday  of  February  immediately  preceding  any  regular  spring  or  summer 
elections;  which  primary  election  shall  affect  only  the  nominations  for  the 
offices  to  be  flllid  at  the  particular  spring  or  summer  elections  next  and 
immediately  following  such  primary  election  day;  and  such  political  party 
or  organization,  qualified  as  stated  in  this  section,  shall  be  entitled  also  to 
hold  another  primary  election  on  the  last  Saturday  of  April,  immediately  pre- 
ceding any  regular  summer  or  autumn  elections;  which  last  .mentioned 
primary  election  shall  effect  only  the  nominations  for  the  offices  to  be  filled 
at  the  particular  summer  or  autumn  elections  next  and  immediately  following 
such  primary  election  day:  Provided,  that  such  primary  election  day  and 
certificates  of  nomination  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  7  of 
an  act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for  printing  and  distribution  of  ballots 
at  public  expense,  and  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  public  office,  to 
regulate  the  manner  of  holding  elections,  and  to  enforce  the  secrecy  of  the 
ballot,"  in  force  July  1,  1891;  all  political  parties  shall  hold  their  primary 
elections  or  the  same  day. 
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Section  68.  The  political  party  or  orgaaizatlon  entitled  undet  this  act 
to  hold  a  primary  election  at  least  twenty  days  before  such  primary  election 
day  shall  file  with  the  board  of  election  commissioners  within  whose  juris- 
diction they  are;  and  in  such  portions  of  the  county  as  lie  beyond  the  Juris- 
diction of  said  board  of  election  commissioners,  with  the  county  clerk,  and 
also  with  the  county  clerk  where  there  is  no  board  of  election  commissioners, 
a  call  or  application  in  writing,  which  shall  set  forth: 

First — The  name  of  such  political  party  and  the  address  of  the  headquarters 
of  the  central  committee  or  managing  committee  of  such  political  party. 

Second — The  name,  place  and  time  of  every  convention  for  the  nomination 
of  candidates  for  public  office  for  which  such  primary  election  is  called. 

Third — The  description  of  each  of  the  various  primary  election  districts, 
together  with  the  names  of  the  three  persons  for  judges  of  election  and  two 
persons  for  clerks  of  election  for  each  such  primary  district,  also  the  designa- 
tion of  a  polling  place  for  each  such  primary  district. 

Fourth.  The  number  of  delegates  from  each  such  primary  district  to  each 
convention :  Provided,  that  the  number  of  delegates  from  each  of  the  different 
primary  districts  be  proportioned  equally  to  the  number  of  voters  of  such 
political  party  in  each  district  as  shown  by  the  last  preceding  presidential 
election  returns:  And,  provided,  that  each  primary  election  district  shall  be 
allowed  to  be  represented  by  at  least  one  delegate  to  each  convention  in  which 
such  primary  district  is  entitled  to  be  represented. 

Provided,  that  all  the  organizations  or  subdivisions  of  any  one  general 
political  party  representing  any  munlcix>ality,  district  or  ward,  shall  hold 
their  primary  elections,  such  as  may  then  be  in  order,  for  the  respective 
county,  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  or  other  political  divisions  therein, 
together  and  on  one  and  the  same  day;  and  each  municipal,  district  or  ward 
organization  of  the  party  that  neglects  to  join  shall  forfeit  the  right  to  hold 
primaries  for  its  political  nominations  then  due.  In  due  time  before  filing 
said  call  or  application,  the  central  or  managing  committee  representing  the 
largest  political  territory  for  which  primaries  are  next  in  order  may  notify. 
In  writing,  the  chairman  or  secretary  of  each  territorial  organization  of  such 
general  party  to  return,  in  writing,  within  a  specified  time,  properly  authenti- 
cated by  such  territorial  organization  of  the  party  the  request  of  such  sub- 
division of  the  party  for  its  respective  primaries,  and  also  the  name,  place  and 
time  of  the  lawful  nominating  conventions  they  wish  to  hold,  and  containing 
other  lawful  suggestions;  and  upon  receiving  such  request  in  writing,  such 
central  or  managing  committee  shall  include  in  said  call  or  application  the 
name,  place  and  time  of  the  proper  conventions  of  such  subdivision  of  the 
party,  and  all  such  other  proper  matters  and  things  as  will  make  its  primaries 
effective,  fair  and  equal,  and  shall  make  only  such  small  changes  in  the  time  of 
the  suggested  primary  election  day  or  the  convention  days  as  may  be  required 
by  this  act  In  order  to  have  all  the  primaries  of  each  political  party  held  on 
the  same  day;  but  such  central  or  managing  committee,  even  if  no  such  re- 
quest in  writing  is  returned,  may  include  the  primaries  and  conventions  of  all 
such  lesser  territorial  subdivisions  of  the  party.  If  such  central  or  managing 
committee,  after  receiving  such  request  in  writing,  files  said  call  or  applica- 
tion without  including  therein  the  primaries  and  conventions  of  the  subdivi- 
sion of  the  party  making  a  request  in  writing,  as  aforesaid,  such  subdivision 
of  the  party  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  its  primaries  together  with  the  general 
party,  upon  filing  with  the  proper  public  officer,  clerk  or  board,  at  least  12 
days  before  the  primary  election  day,  an  application  in  writing,  which  shall 
set  forth  the  fact  of  such  omission,  the  name  of  the  headquarters  of  the 
subdivision  of  such  party,  the  name,  place  and  time  of  the  lawful  conventions 
desired  to  be  held  by  such  subdivision  of  the  party,  and  containing  also 
such  other  suggestions  and  statements  as  will  make  it  possible  for  the  proper 
authorities  to  include  the  primaries  of  such  subdivision  of  the  party  in  the 
general  primaries  of  the  general  party.    In  default  of  such  central  or  man- 
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aging  committee  in  filing  any  call  or  application  at  least  21  days  before  nom- 
ination certificates  for  the  regular  election  day  are 'due,  then  each  aubdlTisioiL 
of  such  party  whose  lawful  primaries  are  then  in  order  may,  not  less  than  18 
days  before  the  day  such  certificates  are  due,  file  its  own  call  or  applica- 
tion, and  the  lawful  officer,  board  of  election  commissioners,  or  the  county 
clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  with  whom  the  calls  are  lawfully  filed,  shall,  in  an 
order  or  memorandum,  substantially  in  the  form  of  a  call  or  application,  fix 
one  and  'the  same  day  for  all  such  primaries,  and  shall  determine  and  fix  upon 
all  other  things  necessary  to  have  such  applicants  have  an  effectlTe,  fair  and 
equal  primary  election  with  as  little  nubile  expense  as  possible. 

Section  69.  Such  call  or  application  shall  be  signed  by  the  (diairman  and 
attested  by  the  secretary  of  the  central  committee  or  managing  committee 
of  such  political  party  or  organization,  verified  by  oath  that  the  facts  therein 
stated  are  true  and  that  they  are,  respectively,  the  chairman  and  secretary 
of  such  committee.  No  persons  and  no  political  party  or  organization  shall 
use  the  name  of  another  political  party  or  organization  (or  any  designation 
similar  to  that  of  another  political  party  or  organization)  In  such  manner 
as  to  deceive  voters.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  call  or  application,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  any  political  party  or  organization  which,  at  the 
last  preceding  general  election  for  presidential  electors  in  this  State,  polled 
at  least  twenty  per  cent  of  the  entire  vote  cast  in  the  whole  county,  city, 
village  or  incorporated  town,  represented  by  such  political  party  or  organiza- 
tion, shall  be  allowed  to  hold  a  primary  election  under  this  act. 

Section  70.  At  least  ten  days  before  the  primary  election  day,  designated 
as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  election  commissioners,  or 
the  county  clerk,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be,  upon  the  application  or  call  of 
any  political  party  entitled  thereto  as  aforesaid,  through  its  central  commit- 
tee, or  managing  committee,  as  aforesaid,  to  give  notice  of  such  primary 
election.  Such  notice  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  political  party 
or  organization  for  which  such  primary  election  is  to  be  held,  tne 
name,  place  and  time  of  each  convention  according  to  the  applica- 
tion or  call  aforesaid,  to  be  held  by  such  party  for  the  nomination 
of  candldatas  for  public  office,  the  date  upon  which  such  primary 
election  is  to  be  held,  the  description  of  each  of  the  various  primary 
election  districts,  the  location  of  the  polling  place  for  each  such  district,  and 
the  number  of  delegates  to  be  elected  from  each  primary  district  to  each  con- 
vention. Such  notice  shall  be  posted  in  five  pul^lic  places  in  each  primary 
district.  But  no  failure  or  error  in  noticing  or  in  the  application  aforesaid, 
shall  Invalidate  any  primary  election  actually  held,  and  any  primary  election 
held  pursuant  to  any  notice  substantially  like  the  above  notice  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  held  under  this  act,  and  all  justices  of  the  peace  and  all  Judges  of  courts 
of  record  in  the  territory  for  which  such  primary  election  is  called  shall  take 
judicial  notice  of  the  holding  of  such  primary  election  under  this  act. 

Section  71.  For  purposes  of  primary  elections  under  this  act,  and  in  the 
more  sparsely  settled  country,  a  regular  election  precinct  may  constitute  a 
primary  election  district;  but  in  populous  sections,  in  order  to  save  expense, 
from  two  to  seven,  but  no  more,  entire  contiguous  election  precincts  of  the 
same  ward,  or  other  political  division,  in  as  compact  a  form  as  practicable, 
may  be  joined  so  as  to  form  one  primary  election  district,  but  in  such  manner 
that  each  primary  election  district,  consisting  of  two  or  more  regular  election 
precincts,  shall  include  at  least  three  regular  election  judges,  and  two  regular 
election  clerks  residing  within  such  primary  district  and  belonging  to  the 
party  establishing  such  primary  district.  In  no  event  shall  any  primary 
district  contain  more  than  eight  hundred  voters,  to  be  ascertained  by  the 
party  vote  of  the  party  holding  said  primary  election  cast  at  the  last  preced- 
ing presidential  election.  Primary  districts,  when  lawfully  established,  shall 
remain  so  established  for  each  party's  successive  primaries  for  the  period  of 
tour  years,  except  as  changes  may  be  necessitated  by  law. 
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Provided^  that  where  a  regular  election  precinct  consists  of,  and  is  co- 
extenslTe  with,  a  congreesional  township,  then  said  congressional  township 
shall  constitute  one  primary  election  district  within  the  meaning  of  this  act 

And,  provided,  further,  that  in  such  case,  and  in  any  case  where  there 
exists  no  board  of  election  commissioners,  and  where  the  Judges  and  clerks 
of  election  are  appointed  and  chosen  by  a  board  of  supervisors  or  board  of 
county  commissioners,  then  the  Judges  and  clerks  who  are  to  serve  as  Judges 
and  clerks  of  any  primary  election  shall  be  members  of  the  political  party 
holding  such  primary  election;  and  if  there  are  no  Judges  and  clerks  of 
election  in  and  for  such  congressional  township  who  belong  to,  and  are  mem- 
bers of,  the  i>olitical  party  seeking  to  hold  a  primary  election  under  the  provi- 
sions and  within  the  meaning  of  this  iact,  then  the  county  central  or  govern- 
ing committee  of  such  political  party  shall  have  and  is  hereby  granted,  the 
power  and  right  to  name,  appoint,  notify,  direct  and  qualify  such  members 
of  its  own  party  as  are  otherwise  eligible  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
to  serve  as  Judges  and  clerks  of  such  or  any  primary  election  held  under 
and  within  the  meaning  of  this  act.  In  each  such  primary  election  district 
there  shall  be  a  primary  polling  place,  which  shall  be  as  near  the  center  of 
population  of  such  district  as  is  practicable,  and  such  primary  polling  place 
shall  be  in  the  most  public,  orderly  and  convenient  part  of  such  primary 
district,  and  within  a  room  permitting  easy  ingress  and  egress  to  voters,  and 
no  building  shall  be  designated  or  used  as  such  polling  place  in  which  spirit- 
uous or  intoxicating  liquor  Is  sold,  or  which  is  within  one  hundred  feet  of 
any  place  where  such  liquor  is  sold.  The  central  committee  or  managing 
committee  of  any  political  party  or  organization  entitled  to  hold  such  primary 
elections  under  this  act  shall  establish  such  primary  election  districts  and 
designate  such  polling  places  according  to  this  act  not  less  than  twenty  days 
before  such  primary  election  day.  In  default  of  such  central  committee 
or  managing  committee  designating  such  primary  election  districts  and  poll- 
ing places,  the  same  shall  be  done  by  the  member  or  members  of  the  board  of 
election  commissioners  representing  said  party;  or,  if  no  such  board  exists 
in  any  part  of  the  county,  then  by  the  Judge  of  the  county  court,  and  where 
there  is  a  board  of  election  commissioners  which  does  not  have  Jurisdiction 
over  the  entire  county  then  the  county  court  shall  do  the  same  over  such 
territory  in  his  county  where  said  board  of  election  commissioners  does  not 
have  Jurisdiction. 

Section  72.  Not  less  than  ten  days  before  such  primary  election  day,  the 
certain  person,  officer,  officers  or  board,  or  board  of  election  commissioners, 
as  the  case  may  be,  by  the  general  election  law  authorized  to  appoint  Judges 
and  clerks  for  general  elections.  Is  and  are  hereby  empowered  to  appoint, 
and  shall,  for  each  primary  election  district,  appoint  and  swear  in  from 
the  list  of  duly  api>olnted  and  regular  election  Judges  and  clerks,  and  other- 
wise as  herein  provided,  three  Judges  and  two  clerks,  who  are  members  of 
such  political  party,  to  serve  respectively  as  Judges  and  clerks  at  such  primary 
election:  Provided,  however,  that  such  political  party  or  organization, 
through  its  central  or  managing  committee,  shall  have  the  right,  not  less 
than  20  days  before  such  primary  election  day,  to  designate  and  name  for 
appointment  for  service  at  such  primary  elections  such  certain  of  the  regu- 
larly listed  Judges  and  clerks  as  were  originally  recommended  and  named 
or  endorsed  for  appointment  as  regularly  elected  Judges  and  clerks  by  such 
political  party;  and  In  case  there  are  not  a  sufficient  number  of  listed  regular 
Judges  and  clerks  so  originally  recommended  and  named  or  endorsed  by  such 
political  party  to  equip  all  primary  polling  places  of  such  party,  then  such 
political  party  or  organization  may,  not  less  than  20  days  before  such  primary 
election  day,  through  its  central  or  managing  committee,  recommend  to  such 
appointing  ix)wer  a  sufficient  number  of  qualified  persons  for  appointment 
to  serve  as  primary  election  Judges  and  clerks  to  equip  all  the  primary  polling 
places  of  such  party;  and  such  person,  officer  or  board  having  such  appoint- 
ing power,  to  whom  or  to  which  such  names  are  designated  by  such  political 
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party  as  aforesaid,  shall,  not  less  than  ten  days  before  said  primary  election 
day,  select  from  the  names  so  recommended,  and  shall  notify,  appoint  and 
swear  In  such  persons  if  qualified  to  act  as  judges  and  clerks  at  such  primary 
election;  and  such  persons  so  appointed  shall  serve  as  judges  and  clerks, 
respectively,  at  such  primary  election.  Except  when  only  one  or  two  regular 
election  precincts  form  a  primary  election  district,  no  two  judges  and  na 
two  clerks  shall  serve  at  the  same  primary  polling  place  who  reside  in  the 
same  regular  election  precinct.  In  default  of  such  designation  or  recom- 
mendation of  such  judges  and  clerks  by  such  political  party,  and  in  any  case 
of  vacancy  among  primary  judges  and  clerks,  then  such  person,  officer  or 
board  having  the  appointing  power  as  aforesaid  shall  appoint  and  swear  in 
from  the  list  of  duly  appointed  and  regular  election  judges  and  clerks  who 
are  members  of  such  party  a  sufficient  number  of  judges  and  clerks  to  equip 
all  the  primary  polling  places  of  such  party.  Such  judges  and  clerks  ap- 
pointed under  this  act  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  substantially  as  follows, 
and  shall  subscribe  their  names  to  the  same:

and  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge 

the  duties  of  primary  election  judge  (or  clerk)  for  the 

primary  election  district  of  the  ward,  of  the  city  (village  or 

town)  of ,  in  the  county  of ,  in  the  State 

of  Illinois,  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability.

In  dye  time  before  such  primary  election  day  such  appointing  person, 
officer  or  board  shall  notify  every  person  designated  as  aforesaid  and  in- 
tended for  appointment  as  judge  or  clerk  of  the  fact  of  his  selection;  and 
he  shall,  unless  excused  by  such  person,  officer  or  board,  for  good  cause,  be 
appointed  as  a  judge  or  clerk,  respectively,  and  he  shall  then  be  bound  to 
serve  as  such  judge  or  clerk  for  the  ensuing  primary  election.  Such  person, 
officer  or  board  appointing  judges  and  clerks  as  aforesaid  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  names  of  all  such  persons  so  notified  to  appear,  and  whether  such 
persons  were  rejected  for  want  of  qualification  or  excused  for  cause;  in  such 
ease  the  facts  shall  be  noted.  In  case  any  person  so  notified  shall  not  appear 
before  such  person,  officer  or  board,  as  required  in  this  act,  or  if  he  do  appear 
and  refuse  to  serve,  or  if  he  shall  be  sworn  to  serve  and  fail  to  serve  on  the 
day  appointed,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act,  unless 
good  cause  be  shown  to  excuse  his  default  for  such  service.  In  case  the 
person  intended  for  appointment  does  not  appear  upon  notification,  then  other 
persons  shall  be  notified  as  aforesaid  until  eligible  persons  are  found  who 
will  serve.  All  persons  subscribing  to  the  oath  as  aforesaid,  and  all  persons 
actually  serving  as  judges  and  clerks  at  any  primary  election,  whether  sworn 
in  or  not,  shall  be  deemed  to  be,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  officers  of  the 
county  court  of  the  respective  county;  .and  such  persons  shall  be  liable  to 
punishment  by  such  court  in  a  proceeding  for  contempt  for  any  misbehavior 
as  such  judge  or  clerk,  to  be  tried  in  open  court  on  oral  testimony,  in  a  sum- 
mary manner,  without  written  pleadings;  but  such  trial  or  punishment  for 
contempt  of  court  shall  not  be  any  bar  to  any  criminal  proceedings  against 
such  primary  judges  or  clerks  for  any  violation  of  this  act. 

Section  73.  All  the  laws  of  this  State  respecting  the  general  elections  in 
this  State,  now  or  hereafter  in  force  in  any  election  precinct  or  district  in 
such  county,  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  except  as  the  same  are 
modified  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable 
to  the  primary  elections  provided  for  in  this  act,  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
in  force  in  each  primary  election  district  respecting  the  primary  -  elections 
provided  for  in  this  act. 
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Polling  places  in  the  respectiye  primary  election  districts  shall  be  appointed 
provided,  established,  furnished,  warmed,  lighted,  maintained,  conducted  and 
supervised : 

And  all  necessary  ballot  boxes,  registry  books,  return  sheets,  blanks,  poll 
books,  stationery  and  supplies  shall  be  provided,  furnished,  delivered  and 
used; 

And  notices  of  such  nrimary  election  shall  be  posted; 

And  all  Judges  and  clerks  shall  be  paid,  appointed  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  central  committee  or  managing  committee,  as  aforesaid,  qualified, 
notified,  directed,  instructed,  sworn  and  vacancies  in  their  number  supplied; 

And  such  primary  election  in  each  election  district  shall  be  conducted, 
supervised,  regulated  and  controlled; 

And  after  being  used  at  any  primary  election,  all  registry  books,  poll  books, 
ballots,  statements,  returns,  ballot  boxes,  ballot  box  keys,  and  other  election 
paraphernalia  shall  be  preserved,  kept,  stored,  accounted  for  and  returned; 

And  the  polling  places  and  the  i)olls  of  such  primary  election  shall  be 
opened  and  closed  respectively; 

In  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  persons  or  oflicers  or  board  or  judges 
and  clerks,  as  is  provided  bv  the  law  in  force  in  any  election  precinct  or 
district  in  such  couptv.  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  respecting  the 
general  elections,  excf^nt  as  such  general  election  laws  are  modified  by  this 
act.  The  certain  person,  oflicer,  board,  board  of  election  commissioners,  or  any 
or  all  of  them,  by  th^  general  election  law  authorized  to  furnish  or  have  the 
custody  of  general  election  ballot  boxes,  general  registry  books  of  voters,  and 
other  election  paraphernalia,  shall,  in  due  time  before  primary  election  day, 
notify  one  or  more  of  tne  Judges  of  each  election  district  to  appear  before 
such  person,  officer  or  board  in  due  time  before  primary  day;  and  such  Judges 
shall  appear  within  surh  time  and  such  person,  officer  or  board  shall  deliver 
to  such  Judge  or  Judges  for  each  primary  election  district  one  regular  election 
registry  book  of  voters  for  each  regular  election  precinct  included  in  the  pri- 
mary election  district,  also  sufficient  poll  books,  tally  sheets,  blank  affidavits, 
oaths,  statements  of  votes,  delegates'  certificates  of  election;  also  all  other 
blanks,  papers  and  supplies  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act 

Section  74.  The  expense  of  conducting  such  primary  elections  shall  be  paid 
by  the  county,  or  by  the  city,  or  by  the  village  or  incorporated  town, 
respectively,  to  which  this  act  shall  apply,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
including  the  salaries  of  Judges  and  clprks,  the  cost  of  ballot  boxes, 
registry  books,  poll  books,  return  sheets,  stationery,  supplies,  polling 
places  and  such  other  expenses  as  are  necessary  and  incidental  to 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  board  of  election  com- 
missioners, where  such  board  has  Jurisdiction,  otherwise  the  county  clerk, 
shall  audit  all  the  claims  of  such  Judg^es  and  clerks  of  such  primary  election. 
Provided,  that  in  cities,  villages  and  Incorporated  towns  where  there  is  a 
board  of  election  commissioners  all  expense  incurred  by  such  board  of 
election  commissioners  shall  be  paid  by  such  city.  Such  expenses  are  to  be 
audited  by  the  county  Judge  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  upon  the 
warrants-  of  such  county  Judge  out  of  any  money  in  the  city  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governing  authority  of 
such  city  to  make  provision  for  the  prompt  payment  of  such  expenses.  At 
all  primary  elections  for  city  officers  though  other  than  city  officers  may  be 
nominated  at  the  same  time,  and  at  all  primary  elections  in  a  part  of  such 
city,  such  city  shall  pay  such  Judges  and  clerks  for  their  services  under  this  act. 
At  all  general  county  and  3tate  primary  elections,  though  other  than  State 
and  county  officers  are  to  bts  nominated,  and  at  all  primary  elections  where 
other  than  Judicial  officers  ar«j  to  be  nominated,  such  county  shall  pay  such 
Judges  and  clerks  for  their  se&  vices  under  this  act.  Said  board  of  election 
commissioners  shall  audit  all  the  claims  of  Judges  and  clerks  and  shall  draw 
a  warrant  therefor  upon  such  city  or  county  treasury,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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aeotioa  7&.  The  Judges  and  clerks  of  such  primwry  electtoiL  iliatl  be  allowed 
the  sum  of  fire  dollars  each  per  day  for  their  services  in  attending  such  imtI* 
mary  election. 

Section  76.  In  order  to  be  qualified  to  vote  at  a  primary  election,  the 
person  offering  to  vote  shall  be  a  member  of  the  particular  party  and  legally 
qualified  to  vote  at  the  next  ensuing  regular  election.  He  shall  be  registered 
on  the  regular  election  registry  books  within  the  primary  district  and  reside 
within  the  district  in  which  he  offers  to  vote:  Provided,  no  person  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  member  of  a  particular  party  if  he  has  signed  any  petiti<m  for 
the  nomination  of  any  person  with  reference  to  the  nomination  for  the  next 
ensuing  regular  elections,  or  If  he  has  voted  at  the  primary  election  of  another 
party  within  the  period  of  two  years  next  preceding:  Provided,  that  In  all 
localities  where  there  is  no  board  of  election  commissioners  having  Juriadie- 
tion  of  general  elections,  every  legal  voter  entitled  to  vote  at  regular  elections 
within  any  election  precinct  included  within  the  primary  district  of  which  he 
is  a  resident,  and  who  is  a  member  of  the  political  association  or  party  holding 
the  primary  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  primary  election  under 
the  regulations  and  restrictions  applicable  to  the  regular  elections. 

Section  77.  None  but  legally  qualified  voters  residing  in  the  primary  disr 
trict  to  be  represented  shall  be  eligible  as  delegates  to  any  convention  of  such 
party.  Judges  and  clerks  acting  as  such  at  any  primary  election  shall  be  in- 
eligible as  delegates  to  any  such  convention.  No  person  shall  act  as  a  delegate 
in  any  such  convention  except  when  elected  a  delegate,  according  to  this  act: 
Provided,  that  in  the  absence  of  a  delegate,  then  the  delegates  present  repre- 
senting the  district  shall  select  some  one  to  represent  such  absent  aeiegate 
or  delegates.  If  no  delegates  from  a  given  district  are  present,  then  the 
delegates  from  the  ward,  division,  or  township,  shall  select  any  qualified  mem- 
ber or  members  of  the  party  as  delegates  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacanciea. 
.  Section  7&.  Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  Governor  shall  have  hia 
name  printed  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  political  party,  in  each  county,  by 
filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  thirty  days  before 
the  primary  election  a  written  request  substantially  as  follows: 

"I of  the  county  of ,  in  the  SUte  of  Illi- 
nois, certify  that  I  am  a  member  of  and  affiliate  with  the party; 

that  I  am  a  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  Governor  before  the  next 

State  convention  of  Illinois,  and  I  hereby  request  that  my  name  be  placed 
upon  the  official  primary  ballot  of  the  party  in  each  county  for  that  office." 

Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  United  States  Senator  shall  have  hia 
name  printed  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  political  party  in  each  county  by 
filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  30  days  before  the 
primary  election,  a  written  request  substantially  in  form  as  the  foregoing  re- 
quest provided  for  candidates  for  Governor.  The  vote  upon  such  candidates 
for  United  States  Senator  shall  be  had  for  the  sole  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  sentiment  of  the  voters  in  the  respective  parties. 

Bach  candidate  for  Governor  and  for  United  States  Senator  shall  further 
file  with  the  Secretary  of  State  petition  signed  by  no  less  than  five  thousand 
legal  voters,  members  of  the  party  in  which  he  is  a  candidate  for  nomina- 
tion. Not  less  than  twenty-five  days  before  the  primary  election,  the  Secretary 
of  SUte  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  the  names  of  aU 
candidates  for  nomination  for  Governor  and  United  States  Senator,  together 
with  their  political  affiliations,  as  specified  in  the  written  request  on  file  in  hia 
office.  Bach  candidate  for  Governor  and  for  United  States  Senator  of  the 
respective  parties  shall  pay  to  the  Secertary  of  State  a  fiUng  fee  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  officer  or  board  having  charge  of  elections  shall  cause  to  be  delivered 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  within  ten  days  following  such  Pr*™*^  «*««5??:  * 
total  vote  cast  for  each  candidate  of  the  respective  parties  for  United  States 
Senator  and  for  Governor  within  their  Jurisdiction.    The  Secretary  of  State 
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shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  chainnan  of  the  State  oonyention  of  the 
respective  parties  next  following  such  primary  election,  upon  the  assembling 
of  such  State  convention  of  the  respective  parties,  the  total  vote  by  counties 
for  each  candidate  for  United  States  Senator  and  for  Governor  of  the  respec- 
tive parties.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretaries  respectively  of  the  State 
conventions  to  read  to  the  convention  before  any  candidate  is  put  in  nomina- 
tion the  total  vote  by  counties  received  by  each  candidate  of  the  respective 
parties  voted  for  upon  the  primary  ballots  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Section  79.  Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  of  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, member  of  the  General  Assembly,  mayor  or  alderman,  shall  have  his 
name  printed  upon  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  the  district  within  which 
he  is  a  candidate,  by  filing  in  the  county  clerk's  office  of  the  county  where 
such  candidate  resides,  and  filing  copies  thereof  in  other  counties  where  the 
territory  in  which  he  is  a  candidate  extends  to  such  counties,  not  less  than  25 
days  before  the  primary  election,  a  written  request  substantially  in  the  fol- 
lowing form: 

*'I, of  the  county  of in  the  State  of  Illinois,  cer- 
tify that  I  am  a  member  of  and  affiliate  with  the party;  that  I 

shall  be  a  candidate  for  the  nomination  for (describe  office), 

before  the  next convention  in  the district  of  Illinois, 

and  I  hereby  request  that  my  name  be  placed  on  the  official  primary  ballot  of 
the party  for  said  primary  election.

The  candidates  named  in  ihis  section  shall  pay  the  following  fees:  Bach 
congressional  candidate  |100,  each  candidate  for  Senator  |50,  each  candidate 
for  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  |26,  each  candidate  for  mayor 
$75,  each  candidate  for  alderman  $25.  Such  fees  shall  be  proportionately 
divided  among  the  respective  counties  of  the  district. 

Bach  candidate  shall  further  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a 
petition  signed  by  at  least  five  per  cent  of  the  voters  of  his  party  in  the  dis- 
trict as  shown  by  the  last  preceding  election  for  president. 

The  officer  or  board  having  charge  of  elections  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to 
the  chairman  of  the  respective  Conventions  the  result  of  the  vote  for  said  can- 
didates last  above  mentioned.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretaries  of  said 
resi>ectlve  conventions  to  read  to  their  conventions,  before  any  candidate  is 
put  in  nomination  the  total  vote  by  districts  received  by  each  candidate  of  the 
respective  party  voted  for  upon  the  primary  ballot  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Section  80.  No  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  any  office,  who  has  not 
complied  T^'lth  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  nominated  by  any  conven- 
tion: Provided,  that  any  convention  may  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  all  its 
members  nominate  a  person  whose  name  did  not  appear  upon  the  primary 
ballot;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  by  death  or  otherwise,  any  convention  may, 
by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  select  any  qualified  person  as  candidate 
to  fill  all  such  vacancies:  Provided,  that  in  case  of  a  vacancy  upon  the 
ticket,  by  death,  declination  or  otherwise,  after  the  convention  has  adjourned, 
said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  State  central  committee  in  -case  of  State 
nominations,  and  by  the  county  central  committee  in  case  of  all  other 
nominations,  unless  the  respective  conventions  shall  otherwise  provide  for  the 
filling  of  such  vacancies. 

Section  81.  Section  21  of  an  "Act  to  provide  for  the  printing  and  distribu- 
tion of  ballots  at  public  expense,  and  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for 
public  offices,  to  regulate  the  manner  of  holding  elections  and  to  enforce 
the  secrecy  of  the  ballot,"  approved  June  22,  1891,  in  force  July  1,  1891,  as 
amended  by  an  act  approved  June  19,  1893,  in  force  July  1,  1893,  is  hereby 
made  applicable  to  primary  elections  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  82.  The  voter  shall  forthwith  and  without  leaving  the  polling 
place  retire  alone  to  one  of  the  voting  booths  and  prepare  his  ballot  unless

the  same  has  been  prepared  prior  to  entering  the  booth  by  making  a  cross 
"X"  in  the  square  in  front  of  and  opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate  of  his 
choice  for  each  office  to  be  filled.  . 

Section  83.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  for  Governor, 
whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  any  county,  who 
shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party  in  any 
primary  district  in  such  county,  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  and  shall  have  cast  for  him  the  vote  of  all  the  delegates 
from  said  primary  district  in  the  nominating  convention,  and  such  fact  shall 
be  stated  in  the  credentials  issued  to  the  delegates  to  the  State  convention 
of  said  party  from  said  district. 

Section  84.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  of  any  congres- 
sional, senatorial,  aldermanic,  or  mayoralty  office  whose  name  appears  on  the 
primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  any  district  who  shall  have  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party  in  said  primary  district,  as  shown  by  the 
certificate  of  returns,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and  shall  have  cast  for  him 
the  votes  of  all  the  delegates  from  said  primary  district  in  the  nominating 
convention,  and  such  fact  shall  be  stated  in  the  credentials  issued  to  the  dele- 
gates to  the  respective  conventions  of  said  party  from  said  district. 

And  a  congressional,  aldermanic  or  mayoralty  convention  may  by  a  majority 
vote,  nominate  a  candidate  whose  name  appeared  on  the  primary  ballot  as 
a  candidate  for  any  of  said  offices.  Provided,  however,  if  it  shall  be  ascer- 
tained by  a  roll-call  that  no  candidate  shall  have  a  majority  of  the  delegates 
In  such  convention,  and  that  a  nomination  is  thereby  rendered  impossible, 
then  the  primary  district  shall,  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  delegates,  direct  In 
its  discretion  when  the  delegates  may  cease  to  vote  for  the  candidate  who 
has  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  any  such  primary  district. 

Section  85.  At  such  primary  elections  the  manner  of  voting  shall  be  by 
ballot.  The  ballots  shall  be  of  uniform  size,  which  size  shall  be  designated 
at  least  twenty  days  before  the  primary  election  by  the  officer  or  board  having 
charge  of  the  election,  under  the  general  election  law,  and  said  officer  or 
board  shall,  within  said  time,  also  designate  the  color  of  paper  for 
the  respective  parties  for  said  primary  election,  a  different  color  to  be 
designated  for  each  party,  and  shall  furnish  to  persons  desiring  to  prepare 
ballots,  paper  upon  which  said  ballots  shall  be  printed,  and  said  paper  shall 
so  be  furnished  at  the  price  which  it  costs  said  officer  or  board.  The  ballots 
shall  be  printed  or  written,  or  partly  printed  or  partly  written,  upon  said 
paper  so  provided  and  designated.  No  primary  ballots  shall  be  furnished 
or  printed  at  public  expense.  The  primary  election  ballots  shall  be  arranged 
and  printed  substantially  in  the  manner  following,  to-wit:  At  the  top  of 
the  ballot  shall  be  printed,  in  large  capital  letters,  words  designating  the  ballot 
If  a  republican  ballot,  the  designating  words  shall  be,  "Republican  Primary 
Ballot."  If  a  democratic  ballot,  the  designating  words  shall  be  "Democratic 
Primary  Ballot,"  and  in  like  manner  for  each  political  party.  Beginning  not 
less  than  one  inch  below  the  designating  words,  the  name  of  each  office  to  be 
filled  shall  be  printed  in  capital  letters,  in  the  following  order,  to-wit:  Gover- 
nor, United  States  Senator,  Representatives  in  Congress,  Senatorial  officers, 
mayor,  aldermen.  Below  the  name  of  each  office  shall  be  printed,  in  smaller 
capital  letters,  the  names  of  all  candidates  (alphabetically  arranged  according 
to  surnames)  for  the  nominations  of  said  office  which  are  entitled  to  be  placed 
upon  the  respective  primary  ballots.  The  names  of  all  candidates  upon  the 
primary  ballot  shall  be  printed  in  type  of  uniform  size  and  style  and  the 
names  shall  be  printed  in  a  vertical  column.  Immediately  in  front  of  and 
opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate  shall  be  printed  a  square,  and  all  squares 
upon  the  primary  ballot  shall  be  of  uniform  size.  Spaces  between  the  names 
of  candidates  for  each  office  shall  be  uniform,  and  sufficient  spaces  shall 
separate  the  names  of  candidates  for  one  office  from  the  names  of  candidates 
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for  another  office  to  avoid  confusion.  The  name  of  each  delegate  for  whom 
the  voter  intends  to  vote  shall  appear  on  one  ballot,  on  one  and  the  same 
side  thereof,  in  plain  letters,  together  with  the  name  of  the  convention  to 
which  such  delegates  are  to  be  elected.  Immediately  preceding  the  list  of 
delegates  to  any  convention  shall  appear  the  name  of  the  candidate  or  candi- 
dates for  direct  nomination,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  for  whom  such 
delegates  are  expected  to  vote  in  such  convention.  Unless  ballots  substanti- 
ally comply  with  this  act  in  size,  color  and  other  provisions  herein  provided 
for,  the  same  shall  be  void  for  all  purposes  and  shall  not  be  received  or 
deposited  or  counted  by  any  person  or  Judge  at  any  such  primary  election. 
The  proper  officer  or  board  shall,  not  less  than  20  days  prior  to  a  primary 
election  provide  and  issue  a  form  of  primary  ballot  as  a  guide  for  use  in 
printing  primary  ballots,  which  form  shall  be  followed  in  the  preparation  of 
all  primary  ballots,  and  all  ballots  not  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  but  which  by  any  mistake  may  have  been  deposited  in  the  ballot 
box,  shall  be  void,  and  shall  be  marked*  "defective"  on  the  back  thereof;  but 
no  ballot  shall  be  defective  because  the  voter  depositing  the  same  has  named 
upon  it  a  less  number  of  delegates  than  such  voter  was  entitled  to  vote  for. 
If  the  voter  votes  for  more  persons  than  there  are  delegates  to  be  elected 
to  a  certain  convention,  or  if  for  any  reason  it  is  impossible  for  the  Judges  to 
determine  the  voter's  choice,  such  ballot,  or  part  thereof,  shall  not  be  counted. 
Ballots  not  counted  shall  be  marked  "defective"  on  the  back  thereof,  and 
ballots  to  which  objection  has  been  made  by  either  of  the  Judges  or  challengers 
shall  be  marked  "objected  to"  on  the  back  thereof,  and  a  memorandum,  signed 
by  the  Judges,  stating  how  it  was  counted,  shall  be  written  upon  the  back  of 
each  ballot  so  marked,  and  all  ballots  marked  "defective"  or  "objected  to" 
shall  be  enclosed  in  an  envelope,  securely  sealed  and  so  marked  and  endorsed 
as  to  clearly  indicate  its  contents.  The  Judges  shall  receive  from  any  person 
and  permit  to  be  freely  and  equally  exposed  in  separate  and  orderly  piles, 
within  the  polling  place,  near  the  ballot-box  and  within  reach  of  voters,  a 
sufficient  supply  of  each  of  the  various  primary  tickets  or  ballots;  and  the 
Judges  shall  hand  one  of  each  of  the  various  tickets  to  each  and  every  person 
qualified  to  vote;  and  whenever  the  supply  of  any  of  the  various  tickets  be- 
comes insufficient,  the  Judges  shall  immediately  mention  the  fact  of  such  in- 
sufficiency to  one  or  more  of  the  candidates  or  persons  interested  in  said 
ticket.  Any  Judge  or  clerk,  or  any  other  person,  who  shall  in  any  manner 
conceal  or  remove  or  destroy  any  such  supply  of  tickets,  or  who  shall  hinder 
or  prevent  or  interfere  with  the  free  and  equal  reception,  exposure,  distribu- 
tion, use  or  supply  of  such  various  primary  tickets  or  ballots,  or  who  shall 
do  any  electioneering  within  100  feet  of  the  polling  place  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Section  86.  The  polls  of  such  primary  election  shaH  be  opened  at  12:00 
o'clock  noon,  and  continue  open  until  7:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
same  day,  at  which  time  the  polls  shall  be  closed;  if  any  Judge  or  clerk  with- 
out lawful  excuse,  shall  be  behind  time  for  fifteen  (16)  minutes  after  the 
time  for  opening  such  polls,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this 
act  and  punished  accordingly.  No  Judge  or  clerk  shall  absent  himself  to  ex- 
ceed five  (5)  minutes  at  any  time  until  the  ballots  are  all  cast  and  counted 
and  returns  made;  and,  when  absent  for  any  cause  during  such  time,  said 
Judge  or  clerk  shall  authorize  some  one  of  the  same  political  party  with  him- 
self to  act  for  him  until  his  return.  If  any  Judge  or  clerk  shall  not  be  present 
after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  (15)  minutes  from  the  time  to  open  the  polls, 
the  Judge  or  Judges  present  shall  fill  the  place  of  such  absent  Judge  or  clerk, 
and  one  of  the  Judges  shall  administer  to  such  substitute  the  oath,  as  required 
of  the  Judges  or  clerks  when  originally  appointed,  and  blank  forms  shall  be 
provided  for  such  purpose,  which  oath  shall  be  preserved  and  returned  by  the 
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judges  to  the  proper  officer  or  the  board,  .and  suoh  appointee  shall  be  Bnbjeet 
to  the  tame  punishment  and  penaltiee  as  any  other  judge  or  clerk.  WheneTor 
such  regular  judge  or  clerk  shall  be  present,  such  substitute  shall  cease  to  act. 
If  all  judges  or  clerks  fall  to  appear  at  the  proper  time  at  the  polling  place,  or 
fn  case  no  primary  judges  and  clerks  have  been  appointed  as  provided  in  this 
act,  then  bystandihg  voters  of  such  primary  district,  to  the  number  of  five 
(6)  or  more  of  such  political  party  may  elect  legal  voters  of  such  party  to 
act  as  judges  or  clerks.  Such  judges  and  clerks,  elected  as  last  aforesaid, 
shall  have  full  power  to  conduct  such  primary  election  in  accordance  with 
this  >act.  Any  judge  or  clerk  who  shall  wilfully  absent  himself  from  the 
polls  on  such  primary  election  day  without  good  cause  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  under  this  act,  and  if  any  judge  or  clerk  shall  wilfully  detain 
any  registry  book  or  poll  book,  or  other  election  paraphernalia,  and  not  cause 
it  to  be  produced  at  the  polling  place  at  the  opening  of  the  polls,  or  for  fifteen 
(15)  minutes  thereafter,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act.  * 
If  for  any  good  cause  a  primary  election  can  not  be  held  at  the  polling 
place  designated  or  appointed  as  aforesaid,  the  judges  of  such  polling  place 
may,  at  the  time  set  for  opening  the  polls  of  such  primary  election,  adjourn 
such  election  to  the  most  convenient  polling  place,  near  by,  which  Is  otherwise 
suitable  according  to  this  act;  and  such  judges  shall  publicly  proclaim  such 
change  and  post  a  notice  of  such  change  on  the  polling  place  originally  ap- 
pointed. 

Section  87.  Before  voting  begins  the  ballot  box  shall  be  empty;  and  It 
shall  be  opened  and  shown  to  those  present  to  be  empty;  and  it  shall  not  be 
removed  from  the  public  view  from  the  time  when  it  is  shown  to  be  empty 
'jntll  after  the  close  of  the  polls.  It  shall  be  locked  and  the  key  delivered  to 
one  of  the  judges,  and  it  shall  not  be  again  opened  until  the  close  of  the  polls. 
The  judges  of  election  shall  each  be  held  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  under  this, 
act,  if  such  ballot  box  shall  not  by  them  be  kept  constantly  in  public  view 
during  the  progress  of  the  election,  unless  it  shall  be  shown  by  any  Judge 
that  he  protested  against  any  obstruction  of  the  view  of  the  ballot  box  and  was 
overruled  by  the  majority  of  the  judges.  Voters  shall  be  admitted  within 
the  polling  place,  and  there  shall  be  permitted  no  handing  in  of  votes  through 
windows,  doors  or  other  openings. 

Section  88.  Each  of  the  clerks  of  election,  in  the  poll  books  kept  by  him. 
shall  enter  in  the  proper  column  the  name  of  each  person  whose  vote  is  duly 
received  for  deposit  in  the  ballot  box;  and  in  the  column  under  the  heading 
"Number"  he  shall  note  the  successive  number  of  each  successive  voter;  and 
in  the  column  headed  "Residence"  he  shall  note  the  residence  of  each  such 
voter.  Each  page  of  such  special  book  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following 
form:  .

Such  poll  books  shall  otherwise  be  of  the  form,  and  shall  contain  the  same 
certifications,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  as  the  poll  books  used  In  the  re^^ular 
elections,  and  such  poll  books  shall  be  signed  and  attested  In  the  same  manner 
as  poll  books  for  the  purpose  of'  regular  elections. 

•  Section  89.  One  of  <he  judges  of  such  election  shall  receive  the  ballot 
from  the  voter  and  shall  announce  the  residence  and  name  of  such  voter  In 
a  loud  voice;  such  ballot  shall  be  folded  by  the  voter  In  such  a  manner  that 
the  contents  thereof  can  not  be  seen  without  unfolding  such  ballot.  If  the 
Judges  of  election  are  satisfied  that  the  person  offering  to  vote  is  a  legal 
voter,  whose  name  is  registered  On  the  regular  election  registry  books,  ex- 
cept as  herein  otherwise  provided  for  localities  where  there  is  no  board  of 
election  commissioners,  and  are  satisfied  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  political 
party  holding  such  primary  election,  and  if  no'  challenge  is  interposed,  the 
judge  receiving  such  ballot  shall  again  announce  to  the  clerks  of  election 
the  residence  and  name  of  the  person  offering  such  ballot,  and  such  judge 
shall  mark  with  pencil  or  Ink  the  initials  of  his  own  name  on  the  back  of 
auch  ballot  as  it  is  folded,  and  thereupon  such  judge,  after  holding  up  and 
ahowing  the  ballot  to  be  so  marked,  shall  immediately,  in  the  presence  of 
the  voter  offering  such  ballot,  and  keeping  the  same. in  plain  view  of  the 
Judges  and  clerks  of  election  and  of  such  voters  and  .challengers  as  may  be 
present,  deposit  into  the  slot  of  the  ballot  box  the  ballot  thus  received  and 
marked,  and  no  other;  and  thereupon  the  clerks  of  election  shall  enter  upon 
the  poll  books  in  the  proper  column  the  name  and  proper  successive  number 
of  each  voter  and  his  residence.  The  judges  and  clerks,  and  each  of  them, 
shall  see  to  it  that  each  ballot  is  endorsed,  as  aforesaid.  If  such  person 
shall  be  challenged  as  disqualified,  the  person  challenging  shall  assign  his 
reason  therefor,  and  thereupon  one  of  said  judges  shall  administer  to  the 
person  offering  to  vote  an  oath  to  answer  all  questions  truthfully,  and  if  he 
shall  take  such  oath  he  shall  then  be  questioned  by  said  judge  or  Judges  touch* 
ing  such  cause  of  challenge,  and  touching  any  other  cause  of  disqualification* 
and  he  may  also  be  questioned  by  the  person  challenging  him  in  regard  to  his 
qualifications  and  identity;  but  if  a  majority  of  the  judges  are  of  the  opinion 
that  he  is  the  person  so  registered  and  a  voter  qualified  to  vote  at  such  party 
primary  election,  his  vote  shall  then  be  received  and  deposited.  But  if  the  vote 
of  a  person  apparently  registered  be  rejected  by  such  judges,  such  person  may

afterwards  produce  and  deliver  an  affidavit  to  such  JudgeSp  subscribed  and 
sworn. to  by  him  ))efore  one  of  said  judges,  in  which  it  shall  be  stated  how 
long  he  has  resided  in  any  precinct  within  such  primary  district,  and  in  the 
county  and  State;  that  h'e  is  a  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  political  party  holding  such  election,  and  is  a  duly  qualified 
voter  at  such  primary  election  in  such  district,  and  that  he  is  the  identical 
person  so  registered  or  so  named.  But  the  afQdavit  aforesaid  shall  be  sup- 
ported by  an  affidavit  by  at  least  two  registered  voters,  who  are  householders 
residing  in  such  primary  district,  stating  their  own  residence  and  that  th.ey 
know  such  person  to  be  a  member  of  the  political  party  holding  such  primary 
election,  and  that  such  person  does  reside  at  the  place  mentioned,  and  has 
resided  in  such  primary  district  and  in  such  election  precinct,  county  and 
State  for  the  length  of  time  as  stated  by  such  person,  which  affidavit  shall 
also  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to  as  the  affidavit  last  aforesaid.  Whereupon 
the  vote  of  such  person  shall  be  received  and  entered  as  other  votes.  But 
the  clerks  having  charge  of  such  poll  books  shall  state  in  their  respective  poll 
books  the  facts  in  such  case  and  the  name  of  the  person  challenging;  and  the 
affidavits  so  delivered  to  said  judges  shall  be  preserved  and  returned  to  the 
officer  entitled  to  receive  them.  Any  registered  voter  of  the  party  in  the 
district  may  challenge.  Blank  affidavits  of  the  character  aforesaid  shall  be 
sent  out  to  judges  of  all  *the  districts,  and  the  judges  of  election  shall  fur- 
nish the  same  on  demand  and  administer  the  oath  without  criticism.  Such 
oaths,  if  administered  by  any  other  officer  than  a  judge  of  election,  shall  not 
be  received:  Provided,  that  no  judge,  challenger  or  other  person  shall  in 
bad  faith,  or  for  purpose  of  delay,  challenge  or  question  registered  voters  of 
the  district. 

Section  90.  The  judges  of  election  shall  permit  each  different  ticket  of 
delegates  to  be  represented  by  a  challenger  chosen  by  a  majority  of  those 
named  for  delegates  on  any  particular  ticket.  Said  challengers  shall  be  pro- 
tected in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  by  the  judges  of  election  and  the  police. 
Said  challengers  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  within  the  polling  place  in 
such  a  position  as  will  enable  them  to  see  each  person  as  he  offers  his 
vote,  and  said  challengers  may  remain  within  the  polling  place  throughout 
the  canvass  of  the  vote  and  until  the  returns  are  signed.  The  challengers 
shall  be  permitted  to  remain  so  near  that  they  can  see  the  judges  and  clerks 
are  faithfully  performing  their  duties. 

Section  91.  The  judges  of  election  shall  admit  one  or  more  policemen  to 
be  present  in  said  polling  place  at  the  time  of  such  canvass.  None  but 
the  officers  of  such  primary  election,  challengers  and  peace  officers  shall 
occupy  such  polling  place  except  for  the  purpose  of  voting. 

Section  92.  The  judges  of  election  shall  have  the  power  to  administer 
and  certify  oaths  required  during  the  progress  of  any  primary  election  held 
under  this  act,  and  they  shall  have  authority  to  keep  the  peace,  and  to 
cause  any  person  to  be  arrested  for  any  breach  of  the  peace  or  for  any 
breach  of  election  laws,  or  any  interference  with  the  progress  of  such  election 
or  of  the  canvass  of  the  ballots,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the 
law  present  to  obey  the  orders  of  such  judges  of  election,  and  an  officer 
making  an  arrest  by  the  order  of  any  judge  for  any  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  protected  in  making  such  arrest,  the  same  as  if 
the  warrant  had  been  issued  to  him  to  make  such  arrest. 

Section  93.  Immediately  upon  the  closing  of  the  polls  the  judges  and 
clerks  shall  proceed  to  canvass  the  votes  polled.  If  two  or  more  ballots  are 
found  folded  together  and  within  each  other,  so  as  to  appear  to  have  been 
cast  by  the  same  person  as  one  ballot,  and  the  inner  ballot  or  ballots  are 
without  the  proper  initial  mark,  as  provided  in  this  act,  then  all  such 
ballots  so  folded  together,  including  the  outer  one,  whether  such  outer  one 
is  properly  marked  on  the  back  thereof  as  provided  in  this  act  or  not,  shall, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  same  condition  as  found,  be  marked  "stuffed," 
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and  such  ballots  shall  be  void  and  shall  not  be  counted,  and  the  same  shall  be 
placed  in  an  envelope  marked  *'stuffed  ballots/'  which  envelope  shall  be 
sealed  and  preserved,  together  with  the  other  ballots.  If  the  ballots  re- 
maining shall  be  found  to  exceed  the  number  of  names  entered  on  the  poll 
lists,  such  judges  and  clerks  shall  reject  the  ballots,  if  any  be  found  upon 
which  the  proper  initial  marks  do  not  appear.  If  the  number  of  ballots 
still  exceed  the  number  of  names  entered  on  such  poll  list,  the  ballots  remain- 
ing shall  be  replaced  in  the  ballot  box  and  the  box  closed  and  well  shaken, 
and  again  opened,  and  one  of  the  judges  shall  publicly  draw  out  and  destroy 
so  many  ballots  unopened  as  shall  be  equal  to  such  excess,  keeping  a  note 
of  the  number  of  such  ballots  and  noting  the  same  on  the  statement  of  re- 
turns. Such  judges  and  clerks  shall  then  proceed  to  count,  declare  and  record 
the  votes  in  the  following  manner:  The  judges  shall  open  all  the  ballots  and 
place  in  separate  piles  those  which  contain  the  same  names  throughout. 
Each  of  the  judges  shall  examine  such  separate  piles  and  exclude  from  such 
piles  any  ballots  which  do  not  contain  all  the  same  names  for  all  the  same 
conventions.  One  of  said  judges  shall  then  take  one  pile  of  the  ballots 
which  contain  the  same  names  and  count  them  carefully,  examining  each 
name  and  convention  on  each  of  such  ballots.  Such  judge  shall  then  pass 
the  ballots  aforesaid  to  the  judge  sitting  next  to  him,  who  shall  count  them  in 
the  same  manner,  and  he  shall  then  pass  them  to  the  third  judge,  who  shall 
also  count  them  in  the  same  manner.  The  third  judge  shall  then  call  the 
names  of  the  persons  named  in  such  ballots  and  the  conventions  for  which 
they  are  designated,  together  with  the  number  of  votes  for  each  so  far  as 
counted,  and  the  poll  clerks  shall  tally  the  number  of  votes  for  each  of  such 
persons  on  tally  sheets.  When  such  judges  have  counted  through  such  first 
pile  of  ballots  containing  the  same  names,  and  when  the  poll  clerks  shall 
have  tallied  the  votes  for  each  of  the  delegates  named  in  such  ballots,  they 
shall  then  take  up  the  next  pile  of  ballots  containing  the  same  names  and 
shall  count  them  in  the  same  manner  as  last  aforesaid.  When  the  counting 
of  each  pile  of  ballots  which  contain  the  same  names  shall  be  completed, 
the  poll  clerks  shall  compare  their  tallies  together  and  ascertain  the  total 
number  of  ballots  of  that  kind  so  canvassed,  and  when  they  agree  upon  the 
number,  one  of  them  shall  announce  it  in  a  loud  voice  to  the  judges.  The 
judges  shall  then  canvass  the  other  kind  of  ballots,  which,  in  names  or  con- 
ventions, do  not  correspond  with  one  another.  They  shall  be  canvassed  sep- 
arately by  one  of  the  judges,  sitting  between  two  other  judges,  which  one 
judge  shall  read  to  the  clerks  from  each  such  ballots  each  name  and  the  con- 
vention for  which  such  name  is  designated,  and  the  other  judges  looking  at 
the  ballot  at  the  same  time,  and  the  poll  clerks  tallying  the  same.  When  all 
these  ballots  have  been  canvassed  in  this  manner,  the  clerks  shall  compare 
their  tallies  together  and  ascertain  the  total  number  of  votes  received  by 
each  person,  and  when  they  agree  upon  the  number,  one  of  them  shall  an- 
nounce in  a  loud  voice  to  the  judges  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each 
person. 

Section  94.  Such  canvass  shall  not  be  adjourned  or  postponed  until  the 
several  statements  hereinafter  required  to  be  made  by  the  judges  and  clerks 
have  been  made  and  signed  by  them.  Upon  the  completion  of  such  canvass 
the  judges  of  election  shall  declare  the  result  thereof,  and  such  declaration 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  result.  The  judges  of  election  shall  make 
three  statements  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  primary  election.  Such  state- 
ment shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form:

Such  statements  shall  show  the  whole  number  of  votes  given  for  each 
person,  and  the  convention  for  which  he  is  designated,  and  such  Judges  shall 
certify  that  such  statements  are  correct  in  every  respect,  and  the  clerks  of 
election  shall  witness  the  same.  Each  such  statement  and  each  sheet  of  paper 
forming  a  part  of  such  statement  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  judges  and  election 
clerks.  If  any  judge  or  clerk  shall  decline  to  sign  such  statements,  he  shall 
state  his  reasons  therefor  in  writing,  and  a  copy  thereof,  signed  by  himselt 
shall  be  enclosed  with  each  statement  One  statement,  as  aforesaid,  of  Um 
votes  cast  shall,  after  being  made  out  as  aforesaid  be  attached  to  the  poll 
book;  another  statement  as  last  aforesaid  shall  be  enclosed  in  an  envelope, 
properly  endorsed  and  marked  by  such  judges,  and  the  same  shall,  by  one 
of  such  judges,  be  addressed  and  carried  to  the  office  of  the  chairman  of  the 
central  committee  or  managing  committee  of  such  political  party,  who  filed 
the  call  or  application  for  primaries,  and  the  receipt  of  such  chairman  shall 
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be  taken  therefor.  Another  statement  shall  be  enclosed  In  an  envelope,  which 
shall  then  be  securely  sealed*  and  each  of  the  Judges  shall  write  his  name 
across  every  fold  at  which  the  envelope,  if  unfastened,  could  be  opened.

The  envelope  last  aforesaid  shall  be  addressed  to  the  person,  oflicer,  board, 
or  board  of  election  commissioners,  by  the  general  election  law  charged  with 
the  duty  of  receiving  and  preserving  election  returns,  and  one  of  the  judges 
shall  carry  the  same  to  such  person,  oflicer  or  board,  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
take  a  receipt  for  the  same.  * 

Section  95.  The  judges  of  election  of  each  primary  district  shall  issue  a 
certificate  of  election  to  each  person  who  has  received  a  plurality  of  all  the 
votes  cast  for  delegates  or  alternate  delegates  to  any  particular  convention 
from  such  primary  district,  and  they  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  person 
entitled  thereto.  In  case  two  or  more  persons  each  receive  the  same  and  the 
highest  number  of  votes  cast  for  delegates  or  alternate  delegates  to  the  con- 
vention, then  the  judges  of  election  shall  then  and  there  decide  by  lot  which 
person*  or  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  such  certificate,  and  they  shall  issue  to 
each  such  person  so  chosen  such  certificate,  and  make  a  note  of  such  fact 
upon  the  statements  provided  for  in  this  act.  Such  certificate  of  election  shall 
be  evidence  prima  fade  of  the  right  of  the  person  therein  named  to  a  seat  in 
the  convention  therein  named. 

The  conventions  shall  be  held  at  the  times  as  hereinafter  provided,  as  fol- 
lows, to- wit:  The  county  convention  and  the  sanitary  district  convention, 
and  whenever  there  are  city  officers  to  be  elected  at  the  fall  election,  said 
city  convention  shall  be  held  on  the  Monday  immediately  following  said 
primal^  election  day.  The  Senatorial  convention  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday 
immediately  following  said  primary  election  day.  The  Congressional  conven- 
tion shall  be  held  on  the  Wednesday  immediately  following  said  primary 
election  day.  The  city  convention  shall  be  held  on  the  Monday  immediately 
following  said  primary  election  day.  The  ward  and  town  conventions  on  the 
Tuesday  immediately  following  said  primary  election  day. 

Section  96.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  elective  office,  and  a  special 
election  shall  become  necessary  to  fill  the  same,  the  managing  committee  of 
the  several  political  parties  for  the  territorial  area  in  which  such  vacancy 
occurs,  shall  nominate  the.  candidate  or  candidates  for  the  representative 
parties. 

Section  97.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully,  corruptly  and  falsely  s^^ar 
or  affirm  in  taking  any  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  or  upon  any  examina- 
tion provided  for  in  this  act,  and  every  person  who  shall  wilfully  and  corruptly 
instigate,  advise,  induce  or  procure  any  person  to  swear  or  affirm  falsely 
aforesaid,  or  attempt  or  offer  so  to  do,  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury,  or  suborna- 
tion of  perjury,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  suffer 
the  punishment  directed  by  law  in  cases  of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury. 

Section  98.  If  any  judge  or  clerk  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  canvass  the 
votes  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  this  act.  or  refuse  to 
make  the  returns  required  in  this  act,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  be 
adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  99.  Every  judge  of  election,  clerk  or  other  officer  or  person  author- 
ized to  take  part  in  or  perform  any  duty  in  relation  to  any  canvass  or  official 
statement  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  in  any  district,  who  shall  wilfully 
make  any  false  canvass  of  such  votes,  or  who  shall  make,  enter,  write,  sign 
publish  or  deliver  any  false  return  of  such  election,  or  any  false  statement  of 
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the  result  of  such  election,  or  any  material  writing  incidental  to  such  election, 
knowing  the  same  to  be  false,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty 
of  a  felony  under  this  act. 

Section  100.  If  any  person  acting  as  Judge  at  such  primary  election  shall 
wilfully,  fraudulently  and  without  lawful  excuse  refuse  to  make  out,  sign  or 
deliver  to  the  person  entitled  thereto  any  certificate  of  election  as  delegate 
or  alternate  delegate,  provided  for  in  this  act,  or  shall  wilfully  and  fraudu- 
lently  make  out,  sign  and  issue  such  certificate  of  election  to  any  person  not 
entitled  thereto,  or  shall  issue  such  certificate  of  election  to  any  person  at  any 
time  in  advance  of  the  official  count  of  the  votes  at  such  polling  place,  or  shall 
commit  any  other  wilful  or  fraudulent  act  with  reference  to  such  certificate, 
such  person  shall,  upon*  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  felony 
under  this  act. 

Section  101.  If  any  Judge  of  a  primary  election  shall,  without  urgent 
necessity,  absent  himself  from  the  polling  place  during  election,  whereby 
less  than  a  majority  of  all  the  Judges  of  such  election  district  shall  be  present 
during  such  hours  of  election  or  canvass  of  ballots;  or  if  at  any  election  any 
Judge  of  election  or  clerk  shall,  knowingly  and  wilfully,  receive  any  vote, 
or  proceed  with  the  canvass  of  ballots,  or  shall  consent  thereto,  unless  a 
majority  of  the  Judges  of  election  are  present  and  concur,  such  Judge  or  such 
clerk  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  102.  Any  Judge  of  election  who  shall  wilfully  exclude  any  vote 
duly  tendered  and  unchallenged,  knowing  that  the  person  offering  the  same 
is  lawfully  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election,  or  who  shall  wilfully  receive  a 
vote  from  any  person  who  has  been  duly  challenged  in  relation  to  his  right 
to  vote  at  such  election,  without  exacting  from  such  person  such  oath  or 
other  proof  of  qualifications  as  may  be  required  by  law,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  103.  If  any  Judge  of  election  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  cause 
or  permit  any  ballot  or  ballots,  or  semblance  thereof,  to  be  in  the  ballot  box 
at  the  opening  of  the  polls  and  before  voting  begins,  or  shall  knowingly,  wil- 
fully and  fraudulently  put,  or  permit  to  be  put,  any  ballot  or  other  paper 
having  the  semblance  thereof,  into  any  such  box  at  any  such  election; 

Or  if  any  person  other  than  a  Judge  of  election,  shall  at  any  such  election 
wilfully  and  fraudulently  put,  or  cause  to  be  put,  any  ballot  or  ballots,  or  other 
paper  having  the  semblance  thereof,  into  any  box  used  at  such  election  for  the 
reception  of  votes; 

Or  if  any  person  shall  at  such  election  fraudulently  change  or  alter  the 
ballot  of  any  elector  or  substitute  one  ballot  for  another; 

Or  if,  any  such  Judge  of  election  or  other  officer  or  person  shall  fraudulently, 
during  the  canvass  of  ballots,  in  any  manner  change,  substitute  or  alter  any 
ballot  taken  from  the  ballot  box  then  being  canvassed,  or  from  any  ballot 
box  which  has  not  been  canvassed; 

Every  such  Judge  or  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged 
guilty  of  a  felony  under  this  act. 

Section  104.  If  any  judge  of  election,  clerk  or  other  officer  of  election  of 
whom  any  duty  is  required  in  this  act  or  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  for 
the  omission  of  which  duty  no  punishment  is  provided,  shall  be  guilty  of  any 
wilful  neglect  of  such  duty  or  of  any  corrupt  or  fraudulent  conauct  or  practice 
in  the  execution  of  the  same,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  105.  Any  person  or  member  of  a  board,  or  any  Judge  of  election, 
clerk  or  other  officer,  who  Is  guilty  of  stealing,  wilfully  and  wrongfully  break- 
ing, destroying,  mutilating,  defacing,  falsifying,  or  unlawfully  removing  or 
secreting  or  detaining  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  ballot  box  or  receptacle 
for  ballots,  or  any  record,  registry  of  voters,  or  copy  thereof,  oath,  return  or 
statement  of  votes,  certificate,  poll  list,  or  of  any  paper  or  document  provided 
for  in  this  act; 
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Or  who  shall  fraudulently  make  any  entry,  erasure  or  alteration  therein, 
except  as  allowed  and  directed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  permits 
any  other  person  so  to  do,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty 
of  a  felony  under  this  act. 

Bvery  person  who  advises,  procures  or  abets  the  commission  of  any  of  the 
acts  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  two  paragraphs,  shall  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  felony  under  this  act. 

Section  106.  If  any  i>er8on  knowingly  or  wilfully  shall  obstruct,  hinder 
or  assault,  or  by  bribery,  solicitation  or  otherwise  interfere  with  any  judge 
of  election,  clerk  or  challenger,  in  the  performance  of  any  duty  required  of 
him,  or  which  he  may  be  by  law  authorized  or  permitted  to  perform; 

Or  if  any  person,  by  any  of  the  means  before  mentioned  or  otherwise  unlaw- 
fully shall,  on  the  day  of  election,  hinder  or  prevent  any  judge  of  primary 
election,  clerk  or  challenger  in  his  free  attendance  and  presence  at  the  place 
of  election  in  the  primary  election  district  in  and  for  which  he  is  appointed 
or  designated  to  serve; 

Or  in  his  full  and  free  access  and  egress  to  and  from  any  such  place  of 
election; 

Or  shall  molest,  interfere  with,  remove  or  eject  any  such  place  of  election 
any  such  judge  of  election,  clerk  or  challenger,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  this  act,  or  shall  unlawfully  threaten,  or  attempt  or  offer  so  to  do; 

Every  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  107.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  disobey  any  lawful  command 
of  any  judge  of  election,  given  in  the  execution  of  his  duty  as  such,  at  any 
such  primary  election,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  108.  If,  on  any  day  of  primary  election,  or  during  the  canvass 
of  the  votes  cast  thereat,  any  person  shall  cause  any  breach  of  the  peace  or 
be  guilty  of  any  disorderly  violence,  or  threats  of  violence,  whereby  any 
such  election  or  canvass  shall  be  impeded  or  hindered,  or  whereby  the  law- 
ful proceedings  of  any  judge  of  election  or  clerk,  or  other  of&cer  of  such 
election,  or  challenger,  are  Interfered  with,  or  causes  intoxicating  liquors  to 
be  brought  or  sent  to  the  polling  place,  every  such  person  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  109.  Any  person  who  votes  with  a  certain  party  at  such  primary 
election,  when  he  knows  he  is  not  qualified  so  to  vote  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
under  this  act. 

Section  110.  If  any  person  who  shall  have  been  convicted  of  bribery, 
felony  or  other  infamous  crime  under  the  lav/s  of  any  state,  and  who  has 
never  received  a  pardon  for  such  offense  from  the  officer  or  board  entitled 
to  grant  such  pardon,  shall  thereafter  vote,  or  offer  to  vote,  at  any  primary 
election  in  such  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  he  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  .this  act. 

Section  111.  If  any  person,  knowing  that  he  is  not  qualified  to  vote  at  such 
primary  election,  takes  a  place  in  any  line  of  voters  waiting  to  vote  at  any 
election,  or  if  any  person,  after  having  voted  at  such  election,  takes  a  plac^ 
in  such  waiting  line,  or  if  any  person  repeatedly  takes  a  place  in  such 
waiting  line  without  voting  when  the  opportunity  comes,  and  who  systemat- 
ically gives  up  his  place  in  such  waiting  line,  such  person  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  112.  If,  at  any  such  election,  any  person  shall  falsely  personate 
any  elector  legally  qualified  to  vote  at  such  primary  election,  and  vote,  or 
attempt  or  offer  to  vote,  in  or  upon  the  name  of  such  elector  or  other  person, 
living  or  dead;  or  shall  knowingly,  wilfully  or  fraudulently  vote,  or  attempt 
or  offer  to  vote  more  than  once,  or  vote  in  more  than  one  primary  district;  or 
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Shall  by  force,  threat,  menace,  intimidation,  bribery  or  reward,  or  offer  or 
promise  thereof,  or  otherwise  unlawfully,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in- 
fluence or  attempt  to  influence  any  elector  In  giving  his  vote; 

Or  shall  unlawfully  prevent  or  hinder,  or  unlawfully  attempt  to  prevent 
or  hinder,  any  qualified  voter  from  freely  exercising  the  right  of  suffrage; 

Or  shall,  by  any  such  unlawful  means,  compel  or  induce,  or  attempt  to 
compel  or  induce,  any  judge  of  election  or  other  ofl&cer  to  receive  the  vote 
of  any  person  not  legally  qualified  or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  said  election; 

Or  by  any  such  means,  or  other  unlawful  means,  wilfully,  knowingly  or 
fraudulently  counsel,  advise,  induce,  or  attempt  to  induce,  any  judge  of 
election  or  other  officer  of  election,  whose  duty  it  is  to  ascertain,  proclaim, 
announce  or  declare  the  result  of  any  such  election,  to  give  or  make  any 
false  certificate,  document,  report,  return  or  other  false  evidence  in  relation 
thereto,  or  to  refuse  to  comply  with  his  duty,  as  specially  provided  for  in 
this  act,  or  to  refuse  to  receive  the  vote  of  any  i^erson  entitled  to  vote 
therein; 

Or  shall  aid,  counsel,  advise,  procure  or  assist  any  legally  qualified  voter, 
person  or  judge  of  election,  or  other  officer  of  election,  to  do  any  act  by  law 
forbidden,  or  in  this  act  constituted  an  offense; 

Every  such  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  113.  If  any  person  shall,  at  any  such  election,  fraudulently  fur- 
nish any  elector  with  a  ballot  containing  more  than  the  proper  number  of 
names; 

Or  shall  intentionally  practice  any  fraud  upon  any  elector  to  induce  him  to 
deposit  a  ballot  as  his  vote,  and  to  have  the  same  thrown  out  and  not 
counted,  or  to  have  the  same  counted  for  a  person  or  candidate  other  than 
the  person  or  candidate  for  whom  such  elector  intended  to  vote;  or  otherwise 
defraud  him  of  his  vote;  or  if  any  person  shall  order  or  cause  to  be  printed 
a  bogus  or  partly  bogus  primary  ticket,  or  a  primary  ticket  of  delegates  or 
alternates  without  first  having  secured  the  consent  of  each  person  named 
on  such  ticket  to  stand  as  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  for  a  specified  conven' 
tion  on  that  particular  ticket  of  names;  or  if  any  person  causes  to  be  brought 
or  sent  to  the  vicinity  of  a  polling  place  such  unauthorized  tickets  in  order 
that  they  may  be  distributed; 

Every  such  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  114.  Any  person  who  shall  make,  seek  or  obtain  for  himself  or 
another  a  false  certificate  of  election  as  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to 
any  convention,  knowing  that  he  or  such  other  person  is  not  entitled  thereto, 
and  any  person  who  shall  use,  or  attempt  to  use,  such  certificates  of  elec- 
tion, knowing  the  same  to  be  false  or  fraudulent,  or  to  have  been  issued  for 
another  person;  and  any  person  who  shall  fraudulently,  knowingly  and 
without  right,  act  as  a  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  any  such  conven- 
tion shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  felony  under 
this  act. 

Section  115.  If  any  person  shall  commit  any  act  prohibited  herein,  or 
refrain  from  doing  any  act  or  duty  required  to  be  done  herein,  and  if  any 
person  shall  in  any  manner  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  act,  whether 
the  same  is  denominated  an  offense  or  not.  and  for  which  no  punishment 
is  herein  specially  provided,  such  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  116.  Any  person  adjudged  guilty  of  an  ofTense  denominated  a 
misdemeanor  under  this  act  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars 
($25)  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in 
the  county  jail  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  two  years,  or  any 
such  person  may  be  punished  by  both  sucli  fine  and  imprisonment.

In  all  prosecutions  and  In  all  contests  under  this  act  it 
shall  be  the  lawful  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county,  or  of  the  board  of  eleo 
tion  commissioners,  or  other  officers  having  the  custody  thereof,  to 
produce,  open,  exhibit  and  offer  in  evidence  any  notice,  ballot  book,  registry 
book,  bundle  of  ballots,  returns,  statements,  or  other  documents  or  papers 
relating  to  the  particular  prosecution  or  contest  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
a  full  investigation. 

Section  119.  Irregularities  or  defects  in  the  mode  of  calling,  noticing,  oon- 
vening,  holding  or  conducting  any  primary  election  authorized  by  law  shall 
constitute  no  defense  to  a  prosecution  for  a  violation  of  this  act.  When  an 
offense  shall  be  committed  in  relation  to  any  primary  election  an  indict- 
ment for  such  offense  shall  be  sufflci^ent,  If  it  allege  that  such  election  was 
authorized  by  law,  without  stating  the  call  or  notice  of  election  aforesaid,  the 
names  of  the  Judges  or  clerks  holding  such  election,  or  the  names  of  the 
persons  voted  for  at  such  election.  Judicial  notice  shall  be  taken  of  this  act 
In  any  county,  city,  village  or  Incorporated  town  to  which  this  act  shall 
apply  and  of  the  holding  of  any  election  thereunder  on  any  primary  elec- 
tion day. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  holding  of  the  primaries 
for  the  nomination  of  candidates  to  be  elected  at  any  of  the  elections  to  be 
held,  in  the  year  1905.  Such  primaries  may  be  held  under  the  present  prl- 
9iary  law  or  such  nominations  may  be  made  by  the  central  or  managing  com- 
mittees of  the  respective  political  parties. 

Section  120.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed.

"Section  114.  The  said  Board  of  Equalization,  on  or  before  the  fifteen  day 
of  November  in  each'  year,  shall  complete  its  equalization  of  assessments 
and  its  assessments  of  property  subject  to  assessment  by  said  Board,  and  the 
chairman  and  secretary,  shall,  within  five  (6)  days  thereafter,  certify  to  the

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and  returning  from  the  seat  of  government,  for  each  annual  seeBion,  to  be 
eomputed  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts^  and  no  other  allowance  or  emol- 
ument, directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  except  the  sum 
of  twenty  dollars  (|20)  per  session  to  each  member,  which  shall  be  in  full  for 
postage,  newspapers  and  all  other  incidentals  and  perquisites.  The  pay  and 
mileage  allowed  to  each  member  of  said  Board,  and  tne  pay  allowed  to  its 
secretaries  and  employes,  shall  be  certified  by  the  chairman  of  the  Board  to 
the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  who  shall  issue  warrants  on  the  State  Treas- 
ury therefor.  Said  Board  may  employ  one  page,  at  two  dollars  (|2)  per  day, 
two  secretaries  at  five  dollars  (|5)  per  day  each,  and  one  Janitor  or  door- 
keeper at  three  dollars  ($3)  per  day,  and  such  number  of  committee  clerks 
at  five  ($5)  per  day  as  may  be  necessary.  Two-thirds  of  the  whole  number 
of  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  said  Board  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time  until  the  business  before  it  is  disposed  of.

of  food  and  drink  or  of  articles  intended  for  food  and  drink  and  enforce 
the  provisions  thereof,**  on  the  order  of  second  reading. 

The  question  being,  "Shall  the  amendments  offered  by  Mr.  Dunlap 
April  19, 1905,  be  adopted  ?*  it  was  decided  in  the  afSrmative. 

Mr.  Pemberton  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  bill,  which  was 

adopted : 

Amend  seetion  40  by  striking  oat  aU  after  "42"  and  sabatltate  therefor  tb» 
following: 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  receives  any  cream  or  milk  in  cans  or 
in  any  other  vessels  except  sealed  glass  bottles,  which  have  been  transported 
over  any  railroad  or  boat  line  where  such  cans  or  Teasels  are  to  be  returned, 
shall  cause  the  said  cans  or  vessels  to  be  emptied  before  the  said  cream  or 
milk  contained  therein  shall  become  sour  and  shall  cause  said  cans  and 
vessels  to  be  Immediately  washed  and  thoroughly  cleansed  and  aired. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Berry,  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  recommitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Judiciarv. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  announced  the  next  special  order  to  be  the 
consideration  of  the  following  report  made  by  Mr.  Clark  April  27,  1905 : 

Repobt  Under  Senate  Resolution  No.  40 — Session  of  1903. 

To  the  Senate: 

The  committee  appointed  by  your  honoiable  body  at  the  last  seaaion,  ti> 
develop  the  leading  facts  in  relation  to  the  Calumet  District  of  the  city  of 
Chicago,  beg  leave  to  report  the  following: 

The  Calumet  District  constitutes  the  southern  portion  of  the  city  of  CbK 
oago.  It  lies  at  the  extreme  southwesterly  limit  of  JAke  Michigan,  adjaeeat 
to  Indiana.  All  the  great  trunk  lines  of  railway  from  the  east  and  soutlieagt 
to  the  city  of  Chicago  and  to  the  west  and  northwest  necessarily  turn  the 
head  of  the  lake  at  this  point.  A  large  part  of  the  District  is  low-line,  and 
intersected  with  natural  river  channels  and  interspersed  with  lake  areas. 
The  district  therefore  lends  itself  in  a  remarkable  degree  to  harbor  de- 
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yelopment  for  marine  purposes.  In  the  facilities  thus  offered,  and  which  may 
be  produced  for  railway  and  water  commerce,  the  position  of  the  Calumet  Dis- 
trict is  strategic. 

As  early  as  1870  the  future  of  this  region  was  recognized  and  the  Federal 
Government  undertook  the  development  of  the  harbor  of  South  Chicago.  In 
the  twenty^seven  years  following,  prior  to  1897,  $537,400  had  been  appro- 
priated for  the  harbor  of  South  Chicago  and  1^50,000  for  the  improvement  of 
the  Calumet  river.  Since  1897  |1,009,830  has  been  added  for  the  harbor, 
making  a  total  of  $1,547,230  and  there  has  been  appropriated  for  the  river 
$454,000,  making  a  total  for  the  river  of  $804,000.  The  harbor  and  the  river 
are,  in  reality,  one  development  for  commercial  purposes  and  have  received 
federal  appropriations  to  date  of  $2,351,230.  Still  further  extensions  of  the 
harbor  are  contemplated,  but  estimates  are  not  yet  submitted  as  their  de- 
velopments are  progressing  with  the  needs  of  commerce. 

In  1888  the  number  of  vessels  which  entered  the  harbor  was  412,  with  an 
aggregate  net  tonnage  (Custom  House  measurement)  of  318,655.  By  1897 
the  number  of  vessels  had  increased  to  1,288,  with  a  net  tonnage  of  1,956,062. 
In  1903  the  number  of  vessels  was  1,143,  with  a  net  tonnage  of  2,557,452. 
There  has  been  a  progressive  Increase  in  the  size  of  vessels  at  all  lake  points 
since  1895,  when  the  deepening  of  the  intermediate  channels  of  the  lake  was 
completed,  and  this  accounts  for  the  great  increase  of  tonnage  without  a 
corresponding,  increase  In  the  number  of  vessels.  The  growth  of  commerce, 
however,  is  better  shown  by  the  actual  tons  of  freight  received  an^  shipped. 
This  amounted  to  903,379  tons  in  1893,  increasing  to  4,742,225  tons  in  1903. 
While  this  enormous  increase  has  been  taking  place  at  South  Chicago,  the 
commerce  at  Chicago  has  actually  fallen  off,  due  in  part  to  natural  causes, 
but  particularly  to  the  lack  of  improvement  In  the  Chicago  river  for  vessels 
of  the  larger  class. 

The  character  of  the  commerce  at  South  Chicago  is  largely  for  manufac- 
turing, rather  than  for  commercial  purposes,  the  largest  item  being  ore  ton- 
nage. There  has  been,  however,  a  considerable  development  in  the  grain 
trade  and  in  general  commerce.  This  district  is  to  be  looked  upon  as  peculiar- 
ly adapted  for  manufacturing  purposes,  and  the  growth  in  this  respect  and 
in  industrial  population  has  been  very  remarkable  and  promises  to  continue. 

A  factor  of  great  promise  in  the  future  is  the  proposed  extension  of  the 
main  channel  of  the  sanitary  district  as  a  deep  waterway  by  way  of  the 
Des  Plalnes  and  Illinois  rivers,  to  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  there  connecting 
with  15,000  miles  of  navigable  rivers.  A  report  is  about  to  be  submitted 
to  Congress  for  a  waterway  over  this  route  of  a  depth  of  not  less  than  four- 
teen feet,  and  it  is  known  that  such  report  will  be  favorable  and  the  esti- 
mates of  cost  will  be  reasonable. 

A  branch  of  such  waterway  will  be  the  Hennepin  canal,  which  leaves  the 
great  bend  of  the  Illinois  river  near  Hennepin  iand  reaches  the  Upper  Mis- 
sissippi at  Rock  Island.  Appropriations  have  been  made  by  Congress  for  the 
completion  of  this  work,  which  should  be  open  throughout  in  the  next  two 
or  three  years,  but  its  usefulness  will  be  small  until  such  time  as  it  is  con- 
nected with  the  main  channel  of  the  sanitary  district  at  Joliet,  by  the  im- 
provement of  the  intermediate  rivers,  from  Joliet  to  Hennepin.  We  may 
look  upon  this  waterway  development  from  Joliet  to  the  Lower  Mississippi 
at  St.  Louis,  and  for  the  Upper  Mississippi  at  Rock  Island,  as  an  accomplish- 
ment of  the  immediate  future.  The  part  which  such  waterways  are  to  play 
in  the  development  in  the  State  of  Illinois  and  the  port  of  Chicago  at  the 
southern  end  of  Lake  Michigan,  in  combination  with  its  peculiar  position  in 
relation  to  the  railway  systems  of  the  country,  is  beyond  anticipation. 

The  drainage  channel  has  been  designed  as  a  great  waterway  and  its  com- 
pletion to  Chicago  with  a  branch  to  South  Chicago  is  an  admitted  necessity. 
It  has  been  proposed  that  the  United  States  should  also  co-operate  In  the 
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further  development  of  such  main  channel  and  branch  and  such  proposition 
has  taken  the  form  of  a  bill  in  Congress.  Such  deyelopment  would  make 
the  Calumet  District  one  of  the  termini  of  a  great  waterway  which  in  the 
future  may  ramify  remotely  through  the  South  and  West. 

Considering  the  peculiar  situation  of  the  Calument  District  and  the  need 
of  all  the  commercial  facilities  which  can  be  produced  at  Chicago,  and  the 
value  of  such  facilities  to  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  to  the  whole  country, 
your  committee  believe  that  your  honorable  body  should  lend  Its  Influenoe 
to  such  development  by  proper  representations  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  we  recommend  that  appropriations  be  made  for  the  comple- 
tion of  this  harbor  and  for  the  enlargement  of  the  proposed  Calumet  Branch 
of  the  Sanitary  and  Ship  Canal  of  Chicago  as  a  commercial  waterway.

The  officer  so  charged  with  the  printing  of  the  ballots  shall  cause 
to  be  delivered  to  the  judges  of  primary  election  at  the  polling  place  of  each 
precinct  or  district,  not  less  than  twelve  hours  before  the  time  fixed  by  law 
for  the  opening  of  the  polls  therein,  one  hundred  ballots  of  the  kind  to  be 
voted  in  such  precinct  or  district  by  each  political  party  participating  in  such 
primary  election  for  every  fifty  votes  cast  therein  by  such  party  at  the  last 
preceding  election  for  State  officers;  such  ballots  shall  be  put  up  in  separate 
sealed  packages  with  marks  on  t)ie  outside  clearly  designating  the  polling 
place  for  which  they  are  intended  and  the  number  of  ballots  enclosed  and  the 
political  party  for  which  the  same  are  prepared  and  a  receipt  therefor  shall 
be  given  by  the  judges  of  primary  election  to  whom  they  are  delivered,  which 
receipt  shall  be  preserved  by  the  officer  charged  with  the  printing  of  the 
ballots.  The  officer  charged  with  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  ballots 
shall  provide  and  retain  at  his  office  an  ample  supply  of  ballots,  in  addition 
to  those  distributed  to  the  several  voting  precincts  or  districts,  and  if  at  any 
time  on  or  before  the  day  of  election  the  ballots  furnished  to  any  precinct 
or  district  shall  be  lost,  destroyed  or  exhausted  before  the  polls  are  closed, 
on  written  application  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  such  precinct  or 
district,  or  signed  and  sworn  to  by  one  of  such  judges,^  he  shall  immediately 
cause  to  be  delivered  to  such  judges  at  the  polling  place,  such  additional  sup- 
ply of  ballots  as  may  be  required  and  sufficient  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Haas,  the  foregoing  amendment  was  ordered  to  lie 
on  the  table. 

Mr.  Parker  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  bill  which  was 

adopted : 

"Amend  House  Bill  No.  644,  by  striking  out,  from,  and  including  "Pro- 
vided," in  line  11,  to  and  including  "cost"  in  line  16. 

The  question  then  being,  "Shall  the  bill,  as  amended,  be  ordered  printed 
and  to  a  third  reading  ?"  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

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By  unanimous  consent  on  motion  of  Mr.  Gardmxr,  House  Bill  No.  624, 
a  bill  for  "An  Act  to  amend  sections  32,  33  and  37  of  an  act  entitled,  'An 
Act  in  regard  to  elections,  and  to  provide  for  filling  vacancies  in  elective 
offices,^  approved  April  3,  1872,  in  force  July  1,  1872,  as  amended  by  an 
act  approved  June  3,  1897,  in  force  July  1,  1897,  and  an  act  approved 
June  22,  1885,  in  force  July  1,  1885,  respectively,'^ 

Having  been  printed,  was  taken  up  and  read  at  large  a  second  time. 

Mr.  Gardner  offered  the  following  amendments  to  the  bill,  which 

were  adopted: 

Amend  House  Bill  No.  624  as  follows: 

In  line  76  of  printed  bill  strike  out  the  word  "township,"  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  word  "general;"  also  in  line  76  strike  out  the  word  "super- 
visor" and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "Governor." 

In  line  79  strike  out  the  word  "supervisor"  and  Insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  "general." 

In  line  85  strike  out  the  word  "township"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  "general;"  also  in  line  85  strike  out  the  word  "supervisor"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "Governor." 

In  line  89  strike  out  the  word  "supervisors"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  "(Governor." 

In  line  88  strike  out  the  word  "township"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  "general." 

In  line  7  of  next  to  last  paragraph  strike  out  word  "supervisor"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "Governor." 

In  line  9  of  same  paragraph  strike  out  word  "supervisor"  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  word  "Governor." 

And  the  question  being,  "Shall  the  bill,  as  amended,  be  ordered  printed 
and  to  a  third  reading  ?'^  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

A  message  from  the  House  by  Mr.  Bassett,  Assistant  Clerk : 

Mr.  President — I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives has  refused  to  concur  with  the  Senate  in  the  adoption  of  Sen- 
ate Amendments  to  House  Bill  No.  277: 

House  Bnx  No.  277. 

A  bill  for  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  holding  and  regulation  of  primary 
elections." 

Which  amendments  are  as  follows: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  the  following: 

Section  1.  That  hereafter  the  nomination  for  candidates  for  Governor, 
Representatives  in  Congress,  Members  of  the  General  Assembly,  all  ooimty 
officers  and  all  officers  of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  organlEed 
under  any  general  or  special  act  of  this  State,  by  all  political  parties  as  de- 
fined in  this  act  shall  be  made  by  means  of  a  primary  election  under  the 
provisions  hereof.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  cities,  villages  or  Incorporated 
towns  having  a  population  of  less  than  1,000,  as  ascertained  by  the  last  pre- 
ceding Federal  census.  Provided,  further,  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the 
nominations  of  candidates  for  Judges  of  the  Supreme  and  circuit  courts,  to 
county  commissioners  in  counties  not  under  township  organiratltMi. 

Section  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
nomination  of  candidates  for  any  office  or  offices  by  petition,  by  any  party  as 
herein  defined,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sections  4,  5  and  6  of  an  act 
entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  ballots  at 
public  expense,  and  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  public  office,  to  reg- 
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ulate  the  manner  of  holding  elections,  and  to  enforce  the  secrecy  of  the  bal- 
lot/' approved  June  22,  1891,  in  force  July  1,  1891:  Provided,  that  the  petition 
for  such  nomination  shall  be  filed  with  the  proper  officers,  on  or  before  12 
o'clock  noon  of  the  day  previous  to  the  day  fixed  for  the  primary  election 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  A  political  party  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  held 
to  mean  a  party  which,  at  the  last  preceding  presidential  election,  cast  for  its 
candidates  for  electors  at  least  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  votes  cast  at  said 
election. 

No  political  party  which,  at  the  last  preceding  presidential  election,  cast  for 
its  candidates'  presidential  electors  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  vote  of 
the  State  shall  be  allowed  to  place  the  names  of  its  candidates,  or  any  of  them, 
upon  any  primary  ballot. 

Section  4.  Each  election  precinct  now  established,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  established,  for  the  purpose  of  a  general  election,  shall  constitute  a  primary 
district  under  this  act:  Provided,  that  where  an  election  precinct  is  or  hero- 
after  may  be  divided  into  election  districts,  each  election  district  shall  con- 
stitute a  primary  district  under  this  act. 

Section  5.  A  primary  election,  under  this  act,  shall  be  held  In  each  primary 
district,  at  the  regularly  established  place  for  holding  general  elections,  on  the 
last  Saturday  in  April,  A.  D.  1906,  and  on  the  last  Saturday  in  April  every  two 
years  thereafter,  except  that  the  primaries  for  cities,  villages  and  incorporated 
towns  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  of  March  in  the  years  in  which  their 
officers  are  to  be  elected.  The  polls  of  said  primary  election  shall  be  open 
from  12  m.  o'clock  to  7  p.  m.  o'clock. 

Section  6.  At  least  thirty  days  before  a  primary  election,  the  county  cen- 
tral committee  of  each  political  party  shall  hold  a  meeting,  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  sent  to  each  member  of  said  committee  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the 
date  of  said  meeting.  And  at  said  meeting  the  said  county  central  committee 
shall  first  determine  whether  or  not  the  several  county  officers  shall  be  nom- 
inated at  the  primary  election,  or  by  the  delegates  chosen  at  such  primary  to 
the  county  convention,  but  in  case  the  names  of  all  candidates  for  county 
offices  shall  be  printed  in  a  vertical  column  on  the  primary  ballot  and  the  can- 
didate who  shall  receive  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  have  the  vote  of  all 
the  delegates  from  the  primary  district  as  hereinafter  provided.  And  if  the 
said  committee  shall  determine  that  said  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  pri- 
mary ballot  at  such  primary;  they  shall  next  determine  whether  said  officers 
shall  be  nominated  by  a  majority  or  plurality  vote  at  such  primary,  and  said 
committee  shall  also  file  In  the  county  clerk's  office  of  the  respective  county,  a 
call  for  the  county  convention  of  its  party.  Said  call  shall  state  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  the  county  convention,  the  offices  for  which  candidates  will  be 
nominated  at  said  primary;  the  total  number  of  delegates  which  shall  compose 
the  convention,  and  the  number  of  delegates  to  which  each  primary  district 
will  be  entitled  in  the  convention.  And  said  call,  if  the  county  candidates 
are  to  be  nominated  at  such  primary,  shall  state  whether  the  nominations  for 
said  county  officers  shall  be  made  by  a  majority  or  plurality  vote.  The  deci- 
sion of  said  committee  on  the  question  of  making  the  nominations  at  the 
primary  election  and  whether  by  a  majority  or  plurality  vote  shall  be  ascer- 
tained by  a  yea  and  nay  roll  call  of  the  committee,  which  roll  call  shall  be 
certified  to  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  committee  to  the  county 
clerk  and  filed  with  the  call  for  such  convention.  No  committeeman  shall  be 
permitted  to  name  a  proxy  or  to  vote  thereby,  but  every  such  committeeman,  if 
unable  to  be  personally  present,  shall  notify  the  committee  in  writing  how 
his  vote  shall  be  cast  on  the  question  of  nominating  by  a  majority  or  plurality 
vote  at  said  primary;  the  chairman  of  the  county  committee  shall  publicly 
read  and  announce  such  vote  of  such  absent  committeeman  and  the  same  shall 
be  recorded  on  the  roll  call  in  like  manner  as  those  who  are  present,  and  said 
call  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and  attested  by  the  secretary  of  the 
county  central  committee.  In  case  there  shall  be  in  any  county  of  the 
State  more  than  one  county  central  committee  claiming  to  be  the  regu- 
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lar  committee,  then,  in  that  case,  the  county  central  committee  that 
selected  by  the  nominating  convention  of  1904,  and  whose  candidates  were 
placed  on  the  official  ballot  shall  be  recognized  as  the  county  central  com- 
mittee to  make  this  call:  Provided,  that  each  primary  district  shall  be  en- 
titled to  at  least  one  delegate  to  each  county  convention. 

Section  7.  All  county  conventions  shall  be  held  on  the  Thursday  next  fol- 
lowing a  primary  elecUon  as  herein  provided. 

Section  8.  At  least  fifteen  days  before  each  primary  election,  the  county 
clerk  of  each  county,  or  the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  prepare  a  printed  or  partly  printed  and  partly  written 
notice  of  such  primary  election  for  each  primary  district  in  his  county.  Tillage 
or  incorporated  town  embraced  in  this  act,  which  notice  shall  state  the  time 
and  place  for  holding  the  primary  election,  the  hours  during  which  the  polls 
will  be  open,  the  offices  for  which  candidates  will  be  voted  for  at  such  primary 
election,  the  political  parties  entitled  to  participate  therein,  and  the  number 
of  delegates  which  the  primary  district  is  entitled  to  in  the  county  convention 
of  each  political  party,  and  shall  publish  such  notice  in  at  least  one  news- 
paper (if  there  be  one  published  in  the  territory  where  such  primary  election 
is  held),  and  shall  also  mail  two  copies  of  said  notice  to  each  primary  election 
judge.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  primary  election  Judges  to  post 
said  notices  in  public  and  conspicuous  places  in  their  respective  primary 
districts  at  least  ten  days  before  the  primary  election  in  all  counties,  cities, 
villages  or  incorporated  towns,  as  herein  provided.  The  clerk  thereof  shall 
prepare  such  primary  election  call  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
section. 

Section  9.  The  judges  of  such  primary  elections  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
county  judge  of  the  respective  counties  on  the  recommendation  of  the  vari- 
ous county  committees  of  the  various  political  parties  to  a  place  on  such 
primary  ballot:  Provided,  that  not  more  than  two  such  judges  of  primary 
election  shall  be  appointed  from  the  same  political  party. 

Section  10.  If,  at  the  time  for  the  opening  of  a  primary  election,  one 
of  the  primary  judges  be  absent  or  refuses  to  act,  the  judges  present  shall  ap- 
point some  qualified  elector  of  the  primary  district  to  act  in  his  place.  If 
two  of  the  primary  judges  be  absent  or  refuse  to  act,  the  judge  present  shall 
fill  the  vacancies  in  the  same  manner  as  herein  provided.  If  all  three  primary 
judges  be  absent  or  refuse  to  act,  the  primary  electors  present  who  reside  in 
the  primary  district,  shall  select  three  of  their  number,  not  more  than  two  of 
whom  in  any  case  shall  be  of  the  same  political  party,  to  act  as  primary 
judges.  The  judges  so  selected  and  appointed  shall  .take  the  same  oath,  have 
the  same  powers,  perform  the  same  duties,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penal- 
ties as  regularly  constituted  primary  election  judges. 

Section  11.  Previous  to  any  votes  being  received  the  primary  election  Judges 
shall  severally  subscribe  and  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  in  the  following  form, 
to-wit: 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, and  will  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge  the  duties  of  primary  election 
judge  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  that  I  have  resided  in  this  pri- 
mary district  for  one  year  next  preceding  the  primary  election  and  am  en- 
titled to  vote  at  this  primary  election." 

All  persons  subscribing  the  oath  as  aforesaid,  and  all  persons  actually 
serving  as  primary  election  judges  at  any  primary  election,  whether  sworn  in 
or  not,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  officers  of  the 
county  court  of  their  respective  counties;  and  such  persons  shall  be  liable  to 
punishment  by  such  court  in  a  proceeding  for  contempt  for  any  misbehavior 
as  such  primary  election  judge,  to  be  tiled  in  open  court  on  oral  testimony.  In 
a  summary  manner,  without  pleadings;  but  such  trial  or  punishment  for  con- 
tempt of  court  shall  not  be  any  bar  to  any  criminal  proceeding  against  such 
primary  election  judges  for  any  violation  of  this  act. 
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Section  12.  In  case  there  shall  be  no  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public 
present  at  the  openlDg  of  a  primary  election,  or  In  case  such  justice  of  the 
peace  or  notary  public  shall  be  appointed  one  of  the  primary  election  judges, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  primary  election  judges  to  administer  the  oath  or 
affirmation  to  each  other. 

Section  13.  The  primary  election  judges  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  act,  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  have  the  same  powers,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  penalties  as  judges  and  clerks  of  general  elections,  under  the 
general  election  laws  of  this  State. 

Section  14.  The  primaty  election  judges  shall  receive  the  same  pay,  and 
shall  be  paid  by  the  same  authorities  and  in  the  same  manner  as  judges  under 
general  election  laws  of  this  State:  Provided^  all  such  election  officers  shall 
receive  but  one  per  diem  each  for  their  services  as  primary  election  officers. 

Section  15.  The  judges  of  election  shall  permit  each  different  ticket  of 
delegates  to  be  represented  by  a  challenger,  chosen  by  a  majority  of  those 
named  for  delegates  on  any  particular  ticket.  Said  challengers  shall  be  pro- 
tected in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  by  the  judges  of  election  and  peace 
officers.  Said  challengers  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  within  the  polling 
place  in  such  position  as  will  enable  them  to  see  each  person  as  he  offers  his 
vote  and  said  challengers  may  remain  within  the  polling  place  throughout 
the  canvass  of  the  vote  and  until  the  returns  are  signed.  The  challengers 
shall  be  permitted  to  remain  so  near  that  they  can  see  the  judges  and  clerks 
are  faithfully  performing  their  duties.  All  challengers  shall  be  qualified 
primary  electors  in  their  respective  districts  and  shall  have  the  same  powers 
as  challengers  at  general  elections. 

Section  16.  Section  21  of  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  printing  and  distribu- 
tion of  ballots  at  public  expense  and  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for 
public  offices,  to  regulate  the  manner  of  holding  elections  and  to  enforce  the 
secrecy  of  the  ballot,  approved  June  22, 1881,  in  force  July  1,  1891,  as  amended 
by  an  act  approved  June  19,  1893,  in  force  July  1,  1893,"  is  hereby  made 
applicable  to  primary  elections  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  • 

Section  17.  Primary  election  ballot  boxes  shall  be  the  same  as  those  fur- 
nished and  used  for  the  general  election  purposes  under  the  general  election 
laws  of  this  State. 

Section  18.  The 'county  plerk  of  each  county,  or  the  clerk  of  any  city, 
village  or  Incorporated  town  shall  furnish  the  primary  election  judges  of 
each  primary  district  all  necessary  supplies,  including  registry  poll  books 
and  tally  sheets. 

Section  19.  The  registry  poll  books  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following 
form :

Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  United  States  Senator  shall  have  his 
name  printed  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  political  party  in  each  county  by 
filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days 
before  the  primary  election  a  written  request  substantially  in  form  as  the 
foregoing  request  provided  for  by  candidates  for  Governor.  The  vote  upon 
such  candidates  for  United  States  Senator  shall  be  had  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  ascertaining  the  sentiment  of  the  voters  in  the  respective  parties. 

Each  candidate  for  Governor  and  for  United  States  Senator  shall  further 
file  with  the  Secretary  of  State  a  petition  signed  by  not  fewer  than  5,000  legal 
voters,  members  of  the  party  in  which  he  is  a  candidate  for  nomination. 

Not  leas  than  26  days  before  the  primary  election  the  Secretary  of  State 
shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  the  names  of  all  candidates  for 
nomination  for  Governor  and  United  States  Senator,  together  with  their  poli- 
tical affiliations,  as  specified  in  the  written  requests  on  file  in  his  office.  Each 
candidate  for  Governor  and  for  United  States  Senator  of  the  respective  parties 
shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  State  a  filing  fee  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars.

The  candidates  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  pay  the  following  fees: 
Each  congressional  candidate,  |100;  each  candidate  for  senator,  |50;  each  can- 
didate for  member  of  House  of  Representatives,  |25;  and  fees  shall  be  equally 
divided  among  the  respective  counties  of  the  district  and  each  candidate  for 
county  office,  except  coroner,  and  surveyor,  shall  pay  to  the  county  clerk  of 
his  county  a  fee  of  |50. 

Section  24.  No  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  .any  office  shall  have  his 
name  printed  on  any  primary  ballot  except  in  the  manner  provided  for  in 
this  act. 

Section  25.  The  method  of  voting  at  a  primary  election  shall  be  by  ballot; 
which  ballot  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  hereinafter  made.  The  county 
clerk  or  the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  shall  furnish  paper 
at  cost  to  ai)y  person  or  persons  who  may  desire  to  use  the  same  for  primary 
election  ballots  at  his  own  expense. 

Section  26.  The  primary  election  ballot  of  each  political  party  shall  be 
separately  printed  upon  paper  of  uniform  quality,  texture  and  size,  and  In 
black  ink,  but  no  two  party  primary  ballots  shall  be  printed  upon  paper  of  the 
same  color  or  tint.  The  county  clerk  or  the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  incor- 
porated town  shall  publicly  announce  the  color  of  the  primary  ballots  of  the 
respective  parties  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  before  a  primary  election. 
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Section  27.  The  primary  election  ballot  of  each  political  party  for  each 
primary  election  district  shall  be  arranged  and  printed  substantially  in  the 
manner  following: 

1.  At  the  top  of  the  ballot  shall  be  printed  in  large  capital  letters  words 
designating  the  ballot.  If  a  Republican  ballot,  the  designating  words  shall  be 
"Republican  Primary  Ballot."  If  a  Democratic  ballot,  the  designating  words 
shall  be  "Democratic  Primary  Ballot/'  and  in  like  manner  of  each  political 
party,  the  number  of  primary  district,  location  of  polling  place. 

2.  Beginning  not  less  than  one  inch  below  the  designating  words,  the 
name  of  each  office  to  be  filled  shall  be  printed  in  capital  letters  in  the  fol- 
lowing order,  to-wit:  United  States  Senator,  Governor,  congressional  officers, 
senatorial  officers,  county  officers.  In  city,  village  or  incorporated  towns  the 
primary  ticket  shall  have  first  printed  one  inch  below  the  designating  words 
the  name  of  the  office  of  mayor,  or  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  as  the 
case  may  be,  or  other  executive  officer  and  following  with  the  names  of  the 
other  municipal  officers  in  order  which  shall  be  arranged  by  the  respective 
party  committees  of  such  municipality.  Below  the  name  of  each  office  shall  be 
printed  in  smaller  capital  letters  the  names  of  all  candidates  (alphabetically 
arranged  according  to  surnames)  for  the  nominations  of  said  office  which  are 
entitled  to  be  placed  upon  the  respective  party  primary  ballot  The  names 
of  all  candidates  upon  the  primary  ballot  shall  be  printed  in  type  of  uniform 
size  and  style  and  the  names  shall  be  printed  in  a  vertical  column. 

Immediately  in  front  of,  and  opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate,  cihall  be 
printed  a  square,  and  all  squares  upon  the  primary  ballot  shall  be  of  uniform 
size.  Spaces  between  the  names  of  candidates  for  each  office  shall  be  unl* 
form,  and  sufficient  spaces  shall  separate  the  names  of  candidates  for  one 
office  from  the  names  of  candidates  for  another  office,  to  avoid  confusion. 

3.  The  primary  ballot  containing  the  names  of  candidates  to  be  voted  fbr  at 
such  primary  election,  shall  contain  the  names  of  all  delegates  to  the  county 
convention  from  such  primary  district  and  the  names  of  candidates  for 
primary  committeemen. 

No  primary  ballot  shall  be  used  unless  the  same  shall  substantially  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  this  act,  and  any  ballot  not  in  accordance  herewith 
shall  be  void  for  all  purposes,  and  shall  not  be  received,  deposited  or  counted 
by  any  person  or  Judge  at  any  such  primary  election. 

No  person  shall  be  a  primary  committeeman,  delegate  or  a  challenger  of 
any  primary  district  who  is  not  a  duly  qualified  primary  voter  therein. 

Section  28.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  polls,  one  of  the  primary  election 
judges  shall  make  the  proclamation  of  the  same,  and  at  least  thirty  minutes 
before  the  closing  of  the  polls  proclamation  shall  be  made  in  like  manner  that 
the  polls  will  be  closed  in  half  an  hour. 

Section  29.  Before  voting  begins  the  primary  ballot  box  shall  be  empty, 
and  it  shall  be  opened  and  shown  to  those  present  to  be  empty,  after  which 
it  shall  be  locked  and  the  key  delivered  to  one  of  the  primary  judges,  and  it 
shall  not  be  removed  from  public  view  from  the  time  It  is  shown  to  be  empty 
until  after  the  close  of  the  polls. 

Section  30.  No  person  shall  vote  at  any  primary  election  unless  he  be  a 
male  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  the  age  of  21  years  or  over,  or  was  an 
elector  in  this  State  on  the  first  day  of  April  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1848,  or 
obtained  a  certificate  of  naturalization  before  any  court  of  record  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1870,  and  unless  next  preceding 
such  primary  election  he  has  resided  in  the  State  of  Illinois  not  less  than  one 
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year,  in  the  county  In  which  snch  primary  election  Is  held  not  less  than  ninety 
days,  and  in  the  primary  district  in  which  such  primary  election  Is  held  not 
less  than  thirty  days  and  unless  farther  he  declares  his  party  affiliation  ad 
required  by  this  act. 

Section  31.  Any  person  desiring  to  vote  shall  state  his  name»  residence  and 
party  affiliation  to  the  primary  judges,  one  of  whom  shall  thereupon  announce 
the  same  in  a  distinct  tone  of  voice  sufficiently  loud  to  be  heard  by  those  pres- 
ent in  polling  place.  If  the  person  desiring  to  vote  is  not  challenged,  one 
of  the  primary  Judges  may  offer  to  him  one  ballot  of  each  kind  containing  the 
names  of  candidates  of  the  political  party  with  which  he  declares  himself  af- 
filiated. No  person  who  refuses  to  state  his  party  affiliation,  or  who  shall  have 
signed  a  nominating  petition  as  now  authorized  below  shall  be  allowed  to  vote 
at  a  primary  election. 

The  judges  shall  recelye  from  any  person  or  persons,  and  permit  to  be  free- 
ly and  equally  exposed  in  separate  and  orderly  piles,  w:lthln  the  polling  place, 
near  the  ballot  box,  and  within  reach  of  the  voters,  a  sufficient  supply  of  each 
of  the  various  ballots  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  shall,  upon  request,  furnish 
to  each  and  every  person  qualified  to  vote  one  of  each  of  the  primary  ballots 
of  tne  party  with  which  such  person  declares  himself  affiliated. 

Section  32.    Whenever  a  person  offering  to  vote  at  a  primary  election  la 
challenged,  the  person  so  challenged  shall  make  and  subscribe  an  affidavit  In 
the  following  form,  which  shall  be  presented  to  and  retained  by  the  primary 
judges  and  returned  by  them  with  the  registry  poll  books,

Section  33.  The  voter  shall  forthwith  and  without  leaving  the  polling  place 
retire  alone  to  one  of  the  voting  booths  and  prepare  his  ballot,  unless  the  same 
has  been  prepared  prior  to  entering  the  booth,  by  making  a  cross  "X"  in  the 
square  in  front  of  and  opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate  of  his  choice  for 
each  office  to  be  filled. 

Section  34.  Before  leaving  the  booth  the  voter  shall  fold  his  ballot  in  such 
manner  as  to  conceal  the  marks  on  such  ballot.  He  shall  then  hand  such  bal- 
lot thus  folded  to  one  of  the  Judges  of  election,  who  shall  thereupon  endorse 
his  initials  on  the  back  of  the  ballot,  so  folded,  and  deposit  the  same  ballot 
in  the  ballot  box. 

The  primary  judges  shall  thereupon  enter  in  the  registry  poll  books  the 
name  of  the  voter,  his  residence  and  party  affiliation. 

Section  35.  Any  primary  voter  who  shall  declare  upon  oath  that  he  caS' 
not  read  the  English  language,  or  by  reason  of  any  physical  disability  he 
is  unable  to  mark  his  ballot,  shall,  upon  request,  be  assisted  in  marking  his 
ballot  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  general  election  laws  of  this 

State. 

Section  36.  After  the  opening  of  the  polls  at  a  primary  election,  no  ad- 
journment shall  be  had  nor  recess  be  taken  until  all  the  votes  cast  at  such 
primary  election  shall  have  been  counted  and  canvassed, 

Section  37.  The  votes  shall  be  canvassed  in  the  room  or  place  where  the 
primary  election  is  held  and  the  primary  Judges  shall  not  allow  the  ballot  box 
or  any  of  the  ballots  or  the  registry  poll  books  or  any  of  the  tally  sheets  to 
be  removed  or  carried  away  from  such  room  or  place  until  the  canvass  of  the 
votes  is-  completed  and  the  returns  carefully  enveloijed  and  sealed  up.  The 
candidates  and  challengers  of  each  party  shall  have*  the  right  to  be  present 
during  a  canvass  of  the  votes  by  the  primary  Judges. 

Section  38.  Immediately  upon  closing  the  polls,  the  primary  Judges  shall 
proceed  to  canvass  the  votes  polled  in  following  manner: 

1.  They  shall  first  count  the  whole  number  of  ballots  in  the  ballot  box.  If 
the  total  number  of  ballots  exceed  the  number  of  names  entered  on  the  reg- 
istry poll  books,  they  shall  carefully  examine  the  ballots  and  reject  those  upon 
which  the  initials  of  a  primary  Judge  do  not  appear. 

2.  If  the  remaining  ballots  exceed  the  number  of  votes  entered  on  the  regis- 
try poll  books  the  Judges  of  primary  election  shall  proceed  to  ascertain  the 
number  of  names  entered  on  the  registry  poll  books  under  each  party  affilia- 
tion. 

3.  The  judges  shall  thereupon  arrange  the  ballots  of  each  political  party  in 
separate  piles,  and  count  the  ballots  of  each  political  party  separately. 

4.  If  the  ballots  of  any  political  party  exceed  the  number  of  names  of 
voters  of  such  political  party  entered  on  the  registry  poll  books  the  ballots  of 
such  political  party  shall  be  folded  and  replaced  in  the  ballot  box  and  the  box 
closed  and  well  shaken  and  again  opened,  and  one  of  the  Judges,  who  shall  be 
blindfolded,  shall  draw  out  so  many  of  the  ballots  of  such  political  party  as 
shall  be  equal  to  such  excess. 

5.  The  primary  judges  shall  then  proceed  to  count  the  votes  of  each  politi- 
cal party  separately;  and  as  the  primary  judges  shall  open  and  read  the 
ballots  each  judge  shall  carefully  and  correctly  mark  down  upon  the  tally 
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slieets  the  votes  which  each  candidate  of  the  respective  party  whose  name  is 
printed  or  written  on  the  ballot  has  received,  in  a  separate  column  prepared 
for  that  purpose,  with  the  name  of  such  candidate,  delegate,  committeeman, 
etc.,  the  name  of  his  political  party,  and  the  name  of  the  oflElce  to  be  filled 
at  the  head  of  such  column. 

Section  39.  As  soon  as  the  ballots  of  a  political  party  have  been  read  and 
the  votes  of  said  political  party  counted,  as  provided  herein,  the  clerks  shall 
foot  up  the  tally  sheets  so  as  to  show  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  each 
candidate  of  said  political  party,  including  the  candidates  for  primary  com- 
mitteemen and  delegates  to  the  county  convention,  and  the  total  number  of 
votes  cast  by  said  political  party  and  certify  the  same  to  be  correct,  and  shall 
also  deliver  the  same  to  the  county  clerk. 

Thereupon  the  Judges  shall  set  down  in  the  registry  poii  books,  under  the 
name  of  said  political  party,  the  name  of  each  candidate  voted  for,  written  at 
full  length,  the  title  of  the  office  to  be  filled,  the  total  number  of  vdtes  which 
said  candidate  received,  and  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  by  said  political 
party  at  said  primary  election,  and  the  Judges  shall  certify  the  same  to  be 
true  and  correct;  said  entry  in  the  registry  poll  books  to  be  made  substantially 
in  the  following  form:

Section  40.  After  the  votes  of  a  political  party  shall  have  been  counted 
and  set  down,  the  tally  sheets  footed,  and  the  entry  blank  made  in  the  registry 
poll  books,  as  above  provided,  and  the  ballots  of  said  political  party  shall 
be  strung  separately  upon  a  strong  thread,  wire  or  twine  in  the  order  in 
which  they  have  been  read,  and  shall  thereupon  be  carefully  sealed  up  in 
an  envelope,  which  envelope  shall  be  endorsed  as  follows:     "Primary  Ballots

State  of  Illinois,"  below  which  endorsement  each  one  of  the  Judges  shall 
write  his  name. 
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Section  41.  The  judges  shall  continue  until  all  the  votes  of  each  and  eyeiy 
political  party  shall  have  heen  counted,  set  down,  the  sheets  footed,  the  en- 
dorsements made,  and  the  ballots  strung  and  sealed  up,  as  herein  provided. 

Section  42.  The  primary  Judges  shall  make  out,  upon  forms  to  be  furnished 
by  the  county  clerk,  or  by  the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  Incorporated  town 
and  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  canvass  has  been  completed,  deliver 
a  certificate  of  election  to  the  candidate  for  primary  committeeman  of  each 
political  party  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  of  his  respective  party 
for  that  office;  which  certificate  shall  show  the  total  number  of  votes  cast 
by  the  respective  party  in  the  primary  district  for  each  candidate  for  primary 
committeeman.  In  case  of  a  tie  of  such  vote,  the  judges  shall  cast  lots' to 
determine  who  shall  be  committeeman.  The  county  clerk  of  each  county  or 
the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  shall  cause  to  be  delivered 
the  names  of  all  primary  committeemen  of  the  respective  parties,  so  elected, 
to  the  secretary  of  the  county  committee  or  the  secretary  of  the  city,  village 
or  incorporated  town  committee  of  the  respective  parties  not  later  than  9 
o'clock  a.  m.,  of  the  Wednesday  next  following  a  primary  election. 

Section  43.  The  term  of  office  of  each  precinct  or  district  committeeman 
elected  shall  be  for  the  two  years  next  succ^ding  the  date  of  his  election. 
The  committeeman  of  each  party  elected  within  each  county  or  within  each 
city,  village  or  incorporated  town  shall  constitute  the  county,  city,  village 
or  Incorporated  town  committee  of  such  party,  who  shall  within  tea  days 
after  their  election  select  a  chairman  and  such  other  officers  of  the  conunittee 
as  they  may  determine. 

The  number  of  committee  members  for  each  county  on  a  congressional  or 
senatorial  committee  shall  be  determined  and  selected  by  the  degelatee  to 
the  congressional  or  senatorial  conventions,  respectively. 

Such  congressional  and  senatorial  committeemen,  shall  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  the  first  congressional  and  senatorial  conventions  held  in  their 
respective  districts  after  their  election,  select  a  chairman  of  their  respective 
committees  and  such  other  officers  as  tiiey  may  determine.  The  county 
committee  and  its  officers  of  any  county  constituting  a  senatorial  district, 
shall  be  the  official  committee  of  such  senatorial  district. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  in  either  committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  respective 
coimmittee,  provided  any  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  resident  of  the 
precinct,  district  or  territory  in  which  such  vacancy  occurs. 

Section  44.  Within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  canvass  has  been  com- 
pleted, the  primary  judges  shall  issue  credentials,  forms  for  that  purpose 
to  be  furnished  by  the  county  clerk,  to  each  one  of  the  requisite  number  of 
candidates  of  each  party  for  delegates  to  the  county  convention  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  of  their  respective  party.  That  is  to  say,  where  a 
political  party  in  a  primary  district  is  entitled  to  one  delegate,  credentbUs 
shall  be  issued  to  the  candidate  of  said  party  for  the  delegate  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  said  party's  votes.  Where  a  political  party  is  entitled  to 
three  delegates,  or  to  six  delegates,  to  the  county  convention,  credentials  shall 
be  issued  to  the  three  candidates,  or  to  six  candidates  (as  the  case  may  be), 
and  to  each  of  them,  receiving  the  highest  number  of  said  party's  votes.  And 
in  like  manner  corresponding  with  the  number  of  delegates  to  the  county 
convention  to  which,  each  political  party  of  the  primary  district  is  entitled. 
In  case  of  a  tie,  the  judges  shall  cast  lots  to  determine  to  what  delegates 
credentials  shall  be  issued. 

Said  credentials  shall  state  the  total  number  of  votes  received  by  each  can- 
didate of  his  respective  party  in  the  primary  district,  and  also  the  name  of 
each  candidate  of  the  respective  party  for  each  county  office  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  of  his  party  in  the  primary  district. 

Said  credentials  shall  entitle  the  delegate  named  therein  to  a  seat  in  the 
next  ensuing  county  convention  of  the  respective  party. 
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Bection  45.  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county 
to  furnish  to  the  primary  judges  of  each  primary  district,  with  the  other  elec- 
tion supplies,  blank  forms  of  credentials  for  delegates  for  each  political  party, 
the  form  to  be  substantially  as  follows:

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Section  46.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  call  for  the  county  oon- 
yention,  the  chairman  of  the  county  central  committee,  who  signed  the  call  for 
the  convention,  shall  call  the  convention  to  order.  If  said  chairman  be  absent^ 
then  the  secretary  of  the  county  committee,  who  attested  said  call,  shall  call 
the  convention  to  order.  If  neither  the  chairman  nor  the  secretary  are  pres- 
ent, then  some  member  of  the  county  central  committee  shall  call  the  same  to 
order,  and  state  the  object  of  the  convention;  whereupon  he  shall  announce 
that  the  first  thing  in  order  will  be  the  election  of  a  temporary  chairman  to 
preside  over  the  said  convention.  No  person  other  than  a  delegate  shall  be 
elecfted  chairman  of  said  convention,  and  the  chairman  shall  be  elected  by  a 
regular  roll  call  by  primary  districts  of  the  delegates  present.  After  the  elec- 
tion of  the  chairman,  the  convention  shall  proceed  to  elect  the  other  officers 
of  the  convention. 

Section  47.  Upon  the  permanent  organization  of  the  county  convention,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  thereof  to  ascertain,  from  the  tabulated 
statement  of  the  returns  if  any  candidates  for  a  county  office  has  received  a 
majority  of  all  votes  cast  by  his  party  in  his  county  at  the  primary  election. 
If  it  shall  appear  that  any  candidate  for  a  county  office  has  received  a  major- 
ity of  all  votes  cast  by  his  party  in  his  county  at  the  primary  election,  such 
candidate  shall  thereupon  be  declared  duly  nominated  by  the  convention  with- 
out the  formality  of  a  ballot:  Provided,  if  the  county  central  committee  for 
said  primary  and  convention  shall  have  authorized  the  nominations  to  be  made 
by  a  plurality  vote  then  the  candidate  receiving  the  highest  number  of  vota 
shall  be  declared  the  nominee  of  said  convention. 

But  in  case  no  candidate  of  each  party  for  each  respective  county  office  shall 
have  received  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  by  his  respective  party  in  the  county, 
then  any  candidate  of  each  party  for  each  respective  county  office  who  shall 
have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  for  any  candidate  for  such 
office  by  his  party  for  such  office  In  any  primary  district  shall  receive  the 
votes  of  the  delegates  in  the  county  convention  of  his  party  from  such  pri- 
mary district  and  the  votes  of  each  of  them  unless  the  county  committee  in 
its  call  for  said  convention  shall  have  provided  for  plurality  nominations. 

Section  48.  After  the  certificates  of  election  and  credentials  have  been  made 
out  as  herein  provided,  the  primary  Judges  shall  place  all  the  sealed  envelopes 
containing  the  ballots  of  the  respective  political  parties  in  a  canvas  bag,  to 
be  furnished  by  the  county  clerk,  or  the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  incor- 
porated town,  for  that  purpose,  which  canvas  bag  shall  be  carefully  and  se- 
curely sealed  and  endorsed,  "Primary  Ballots,  of  the Primary  District* 

in  the of "    Thereupon  the  Judges  shall  place  the 

registry  poll  books  and  tally  sheets  in  an  envelope,  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose  by  the  county  clerk,  or  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town, 
carefully  envelope  and  seal  the  same,  and  endorse  upon  the  back  thereof  the 

following:    "Primary  Election  returns  of  the  Primary  District,  In 

the "    The  envelope  containing  the  returns  and  the  canvas  bag 

containing  the  ballots  shall  be  delivered  by  one  of  the  Judges  to  the  county 
clerk,  or  the  clerk  of  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  at  his  office  by 
11  o'clock  A.  M.  of  the  Monday  following  a  primary  election,  and  the  ballots 
and  tickets  shall  be  preserved,  by  such  clerk  for  one  year.  The  registry  poll 
book  shall  be  returned  to  the  proper  clerk  within  ten  days  after  the  respective 
county  conventions. 

Section  49.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  all  in,  the  county,  or  city,  village  or 
incorporated  town  clerk,  with  the  assistance  of  two  Justices  of  the  peace,  of 
opposite  political  parties  (if  possible)  shall,  without  delay,  open  all  the 
returns  and  certify  tabulated  statements  thereof  separately  for  each  political 
party.  The  tabulated  statement  of  the  returns  of  each  political  party  shall 
state  In  appropriate  columns  and  under  proper  headings  the  total  number  of 
votes*  cast  by  the  respective  party  in  each  primary  district  in  the  county,  or 
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other  municipality,  and  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate  of  the 
respective  party  in  each  primary  district  In  the  county,  or  other  municipality. 
The  county  clerk,  or  other  clerk,  shall  deliver  a  copy  of  the  tabulated  state- 
ment of  the  returns  of  each  political  party  to  the  secretary  of  the  county,  or 
city,  village  or  Incorporated  town  committee  of  the  respective  political  parties, 
not  later  than  12  o'clock  M.  of  the  Wednesday  following  the  primary  election. 

And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  county  central,  or 
'  other  managing  committee  of  each  political  party  to  deliver  the  same  to  the 
next  ensuing  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  or  county,  senatorial  or  con- 
gressional conventions  of  his  party  in  his  respective  district,  or  municipality. 

The  county  clerk  of  each  county  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  within  eight  days  next  following  such  county  convention,  the  total 
vote  cast  for  each  candidate  of  the  respective  party,  for  Governor  and  United 
States  Senator  in  the  respective  county.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause 
to  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  State  convention  of  the  respective  parties 
next  following  such  primary  election,  upon  the  assembling  of  such  State  con- 
vention for  the  respective  parties,  the  total  vote  by  the  counties,  for  each  can- 
didate for  Governor  of  the  respective  parties.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
secretaries  respectively  of  the  county,  senatorial,  congressional  and  State 
conventions,  to  read  to  the  convention  before  any  candidate  is  put  in  nom- 
ination, the  total  vote,  by  counties,  received  by  each  candidate  of  the  respec- 
tive party  voted  for  upon  the  primary  ballot  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Section  50.  Any  candidate  whose  name  appears  upon  the  primary  ballot  of 
any  political  party  in  any  primary  district,  may  .contest  the  primary  election 
held  in  any  municipality  or  in  any  or  all  primary  districts  In  any  county  as  to 
the  office  for  which  he  was  a  candidate  for  nomination,  by  filing  with  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court  of  the  respective  county  a  petition  in  writing  setting  forth 
the  grounds  of  contest,  which  petition  shall  be  verified  by  affidavit  of  the 
petitioner. 

Jurisdiction  is  hereby  vested  in  the  county  courts  In  term  time,  and  in  the 
judges  therebf  in  vacation,  to  hear  and  determine  primary  election  contests. 

When  a  petition  to  contest  a  primary  election  shall  be  filed  In  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  said  petition  shall  forthwith  be  presented  to  the 
Judge  thereof,  who  shall  note  thereon  the  day  of  presentation  and  shall  also 
note  thereon  the  day  when  he  will  hear  the  same,  which  shall  be  before  the 
next  following  county  convention  after  such  primary  election,  and  in  case  ot 
a  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  primary  election,  it  shall  be  determined  In 
sufficient  time  to  enable  the  successful  candidate  or  candidates  to  have  their 
names  printed  upon  the  ballots  for  the  election  ensuing  after  such  primary, 
and  shall  order  issuance  of  summons  to  each  defe;ndant  named  in  his  petition. 

Summons  shall  forthwith  issue  to  each  defendant  named  In  the  petition  and 
shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  Is  provided  in  cases  of  chancery. 

The  case  may  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  county  court  in  term  time, 
or  by  the  judge  thereof  in  vacation  at  any  time,  not  less  than  two  days  after 
service  of  process  and  shall  have  preference  in  the  order  of  hearing  to  all 
other  cases. 

The  petitioner  shall  give  a  bond  with  security  to  })e  approved  by  the  clerk 
of  the  court  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  costs. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  in  which  the  petition  is  filed,  the  grounds  for 
contest  alleged  are  insufficient  in  law,  the  petition  shall  be  dismissed.  If  the 
grounds  alleged  in  the  petition  are  sufficient  the  court  shall  proceed  in  a  sum- 
mary manner  and  may  hear  evidence,  examine  the  returns,  recount  the  bal- 
lots and  make  such  orders  and  enter  such  judgments,  as  Justice  may  require, 
and  judgment  of  said  court  shall  be  final. 

Section  51.  No  State  convention  shall  hereafter  be  held  in  any  year  before 
the  first  day  of  May,  and  not  later  than  the  15th  of  May.  All  senatorial  con- 
ventions shall  hereafter  be  held  on  the  Wednesday  next  following  the  day 
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upon  which  county  conventions  are  held,  except  where  a  county  Ifl  a  sena- 
torial district,  in  which  case  the  senatorial  conyention  shall  be  held  on  the 
same  day  and  the  delegates  to  the  county  conyention  shall  nominate  the 
senatorial  candidates;  and  all  congressional  conyentions  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  following  Wednesday  after  the  day  set  for  the  holding  of  the 
county  conventions  as  above  provided. 

Section  52.  No  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  any  office,  who  has  not 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  nominated  by  any  con- 
vention: Provided,  that  any  convention  may  by  a  four-fifths  vote  of  all  its 
members  nominate  a  person  whose  name  did  not  appear  upon  the  primary 
ballot;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  by  death  or  otherwise,  any  convention  may, 
by  a  majority  vote  of  all  Its  members,  select  any  qualified  person  as  candidate 
to  fill  such  vacancy:  Provided^  that  in  case  of  a  vacancy  upon  the  ticket* 
by  death  or  otherwise,  after  the  convention  has  adjourned,  said  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  county  central,  senatorial,  congressional  or  State  committee, 
as  the  case  may  be;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  proper  officer  .upon 
receipt  of  the  resignation  or  knowledge  of  the  death  of  any  candidate,  to 
immediately  notify  in  writing  the  appropriate  chairman. 

Section  53.  If  any  one  or  more  delegates  to  a  county  convention  from  any 
primary  district  be  absent,  the  delegates  from  said  primary  district  present  in 
the  county  convention  shall  cast  the  full  vote  of  the  delegation  from  said 
primary  district.  If  all  the  delegates  to  the  county  convention  from  any 
primary  district  are  absent,  such  primary  district  shall  have  no  vote  in  said 
convention. 

Section  54.  Any  delegate  In  any  county  convention  shall  have  the  right 
upon  the  first  ballot  to  challenge  the  vote  of  the  delegation  of  any  primary 
district  upon  the  ground  that  the  vote  of  said  delegation,  as  announced,  is 
not  cast  in  accordance  with  the  vote  and  instructions  of  said  primary  district 
at  the  primary  election,  as  evidenced  by  the  certificate  of  returns  from  said 
primary  district.  And  whenever  the  vote  of  a  delegation  as  aforesaid  is 
challenged,  the  chairman  of  the  convention  shall  examine  the  certificate  of 
returns  and  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  grounds  for  challenge  are  well 
taken.  The  secretary  of  the  convention  shall  record  the  vote  of  said  delega- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  vote  and  instructions  of  the  primary  district 
at  said  primary  election. 

Section  55.  The  delegates  of  each  party  for  each  county,  to  all  State,  con- 
gressional and  senatorial  conventions,  shall  be  chosen  and  selected  by  the 
County  convention  of  the  respective  party  of  said  county,  and  not  otherwise. 
Any  candidate,  other  than  a  candidate  for  a  county  office,  who  shall  receive 
the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  county  in  said  primary  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  and  shall  have  cast  for  him  the  vote  of  all  the  delegates 
from  that  county  in  the  nominating  convention. 

Section  56.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  of  Governor, 
whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  any  county,  who 
shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party  in  said 
county,  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and 
shall  have  cast  for  him  the  vote  of  all  the  delegates  from  that  county  in  the 
nominating  convention  and  such  fact  shall  be  stated  in  the  credentials  issued 
to  the  delegates  to  the  State  convention  of  said  party  from  said  county. 

.  Se.ction  57.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  of  any  congres- 
sional office,  whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  any 
county,  who  shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  party 
in  said  county  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  and  shall  have  cast  for  him  the  votes  of  all  the  delegates  from  that 
County  in  the  nominating  convention  and  such  fact  shall  be  stated  in  the 
credentials  issued  to  the  delegates  to  the  congressional  convention  of  said 
party  from  said  county. 
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Section  68.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  for  member 
of  the  General  Assembly,  whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his 
party  in  any  county,  who  shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes 
cast  by  his  party  in  said  county  as  shown  by  the  certificate  of  returns,  shaU 
oe  entitled  to  receive  and  shall  have  cast  for  him  the  votes  of  all  the  dele- 
gates from  that  county  in  the  nominating  convention,  and  such  fact  shall 
oe  stated  in  the  credentials  issued  to  the  delegates  to  the  senatorial  conven- 
tion of  said  party  from  said  county. 

(2)  Provided,  that  in  senatorial  districts  consisting  of  two  counties  no 
more  than  two  persons  of  the  same  political  party,  that  is,  one  candidate  for 
senator  and  one  candidate  for  representative,  or  two  candidates  for  repre- 
sentative shall  be  nominated  from  any  one  county;  and  that  in  senatorial 
districts  consisting  of  three  counties  or  more,  only  one  person  of  the  same 
political  party,  that  is,  either  one  candidate  for  senator  or  one  candidate  for 
representative,  shall  be  nominated  from  any  one  county. 

Section  59.  If  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  any  roll  call  in  any  convention, 
that  no  candidate  has  a  majority  of  the  delegates  in  such  convention  and  that 
a  nomination  is  thereby  rendered  impossible,  then  said  convention  may,  by 
a  majority  vote  of  all  the  delegates  to  the  convention,  release  the  delegates 
from  instructions,  and  each  individual  delegate  shall  thereafter  vote  as  he 
may  determine. 

Section  60.  No  spirituous,  malt,  vinous  or  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  sold 
or  given  away,  nor  shall  any  saloon  or  bar  room  or  place  where  such  liquor 
is  sold  or  given  away,  be  open  upon  any  general  or  special  election  day 
within  one  mile  of  the  place  of  holding  the  election.  Whoever  violates  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $25  nor  more 
than  |100.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sherifT,  coroner,  constable  and  other 
officers  of  the  county,  and  nuigistrates,  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  are  enforced. 

(1)  If  any  person  whose  vote  is  challenged,  or  any  witness  sworn  und^r 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  knowingly,  wilfully  and  corruptly  swear 
falsely  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of-  perjury,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  accordingly. 

(3)  Whoever  unlawfully  votes  more  than  once  at  any  election,  or  offers 
to  vote  after  having  once  voted  at  such  election,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not 
exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  descretion  of  the  court. 

(4)  Whoever  wilfully  aids  or  abets  any  one  not  legally  qualified  to  vote 
at  an  election  in  voting  or  attempting  to  vote  at  such  elections;  or 

Second.  Furnishes  an  elector  with  a  ticket  or  ballot  Informing  him  that 
it  contains  a  name  different  from  that  which  appears  thereon,  with  intent 
to  induce  him  to  vote  contrary  to  his  inclinations;  or 

Third.  Changes  a  ballot  to  an  elector,  with  intent  to  deprive  such  elector 
of  voting  for  such  person  as  he  intended;  or 

Fourth.  By  unlawful  means  prevents  or  attempts  to  prevent  any  voter 
from  attending  or  voting  at  an  election;  or 

Fifth.  Gives,  or  offers  to  give,  any  valuable  thing  or  bribe  to  any  judge  or 
clerk  of  an  election,  as  a  consideration  of  some  act  to  be  done  or  omitted  to 
be  done  contrary  to  his  official  duty  in  relating  to  such  election,  shall  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000,  or  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
And  any  judge  or  clerk  who  shall  receive,  request  or  demand  any  bribe  or 
reward  forbidden  by  this  act,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  the  same  pen- 
alties as  are  prescribed  in  this  act  for  the  giving  or  offering  to  give  such  bribe 
or  reward. 

(5)  Any  person  who  shall  solicit,  request,  demand  or  receive  directly  or 
indirectly,  any  money,  intoxicating  liquor  or  any  other  thing  of  value,  or  the- 
promise  thereof,  either  to  Influence  h^n  vote,  or  to  be  usedL  or  under  the  pre- 
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tense  of  being  used  to  procure  the  vote  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  or  to 
be  used  at  any  poll  or  other  place  prior  to  or  on  the  day  of  an  election  for  or 
against  any  candidate  for  office,  or  for  or  against  any  measure  or  question  to 
be  voted  upon  at  such  election,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  the  infamous  crime 
of  bribery  in  elections,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  court  of  record, 
shall  be  sentenced  to  disfranchisement  by  the  Judge  of  such  court  for  a  term 
of  not  less  than  five  and  not  more  than  fifteen  years,  and  to  the  county  Jail  not 
less  than  three  months  nor  more  than  one  year,  and  to  pay  the  cost  of  prose- 
cution and  stand  committed  to  the  county  Jail  until  such  costs  are  fully  paid. 
That  for  a  conviction  of  a  second  offense  under  this  section,  the  first  being 
alleged  and  proven,  such  offender  shall  be  by  sentence  of  the  court  forever 
thereafter  disfranchised  and  deprived  of  the  right  to  vote  at  an  election  in  this 
State,  and  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  less  than  one  year,  and  be  com- 
mitted to  Jail  in  default  of  the  payment  of  costs  of  prosecution  until  such  costs 
are  fully  paid.  Prosecutions  may  be  had  under  this  section  by  indictment  in  the 
circuit  court,  or  by  information  in  the  county  courts,  and  the  effect  of  a  sen- 
tence of  disfranchisement  in  either  of  said  courts  both  having  Jurisdiction  of 
offenses  hereunder,  shall  be  to  deprive  such  persons  sentenced  of  the  right  to 
vote  at  any  general  or  special  election,  or  town  meeting,  within  this  State  for 
the  period  of  time  fixed  by  the  court  where  such  person  shall  be  convicted 
under  this  section.  Any  candidate  or  other  paying,  furnishing  or  promising 
to  pay  or  furnish  or  bribing  such  person,  with  money,  Intoxicating  liquor,  or 
any  other  thing  of  value,  or  the  promise  thereof,  shall  not  be  liable  to  pun- 
ishment therefor,  but  shall  be  a  competent  witness  and  compelled  to  testify  in 
prosecutions  under  this  section.  Solicitation  of  any  person  of  a  loan  of 
money,  or  the  purchase  of  anything  of  value,  or  any  other  subterfuge,  shall 
be  deemed  a  violation  thereof. 

Second.  Any  person  who  shall  have  been  legally  convicted  and  disfran- 
chised by  a  court  of  competent  Jurisdiction  who  shall  before  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  disfranchisement,  vote  or  offer  to  vote  at  any  general  or  special 
election,  or  town  meeting  within  this  State,  shall,  upon  indictment  and  con- 
viction thereof  in  a  court  of  competent  Jurisdiction  be  confined  in  the  peniten- 
tiary for  a  term  of  years  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  ten  years. 

(6)  Whoever  is  disorderly  at  any  election  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding |25. 

(7)  Whoever  bets  or  wagers  any  money,  property  or  other  valuable  thing 
upon  the  result  of  an  election  which  may  be  held  under  the  constitution  or 
laws  of  this  State,  or  bets  or  wagers  money,  property,  or  other  valuable  thing 
upon  the  number  of  votes  which  may  be  given  to  any  person  at  an  election, 
or  upon  who  shall  receive  the  greatest  number  of  votes  at  an  Election;  or 
agrees  to  pay  any  other  person  any  money,  property  or  other  valuable  thing, 
in  an  event  that  an  election  shall  result  in  one  way,  or  in  the  event  that  any 
person  shall  or  shall  not  be  elected,  or  shall  receive  a  greater  number  of  votes 
than  others,  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding 
11,000  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

(8)  If  any  Judge  of  an  election  shall  permit  a  person  to  vote  whose  vote 
is  challenged  without  the  proof  required  in  this  act;  or 

Second.  Shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  permit  a  person  to  testify  as  a 
witness  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  or 

Third.  Shall  knowingly  permit  a  person  to  vote  who  is  not  qualified  ac- 
cording to  law;  or,  the  same  election  for  the  same  office,  except  as  allowed  by 
law;  or 

Fourth.  Shall  knowingly  receive  and  count  more  than  one  vote  from  the 
same  person  at  the  same  election  for  the  same  office,  except  as  allowed  by 
law;  or 

.    Fifth.    Shall  refuse  to  receive  the  vote  of  a  qualified  elector  at  such  election^ 
who  will  make  the  affidavit  and  proof  required  by  this  act;  or 
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Sixth.  Shall  be  guilty  of  any  fraud,  corruption,  partiality  or  manifest  mis- 
behavior; or 

Seventh.  Shall  open  or  unfold  any  ballot  when  the  same  is  presented  to  be 
deposited  in  the  ballot  box;  or 

Eighth.  Shall  wilfully  neglect  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of 
him  by  this  act,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding 
11,000,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

(9)  If  any  clerk  of  an  election  shall  wilfully  neglect  to  perform  any  duty 
required  of  him  as  clerk  of  election,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  fraud,  corruption  or 
misbehavior  as  such  clerk,  he  shall  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $500,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

(10)  If  any  Judge,  clerk  or  messenger,  after  having  been  deputed  by  the 
Judges  of  election  to  carry  the  poll  books,  tally  lists  and  votes  of  such  election, 
to  the  place,  where  by  law  they  are  required  to  be  canvassed,  wilfully  or 
negligently  fails  to  deliver  such  poll  books,  tally  lists  or  ballots,  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  law,  with  the  seal  unbroken,  he  shall,  ui>on  conviction,  be 
fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  $500,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

(11)  If  the  county  clerk  wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to  perform  any  duty 
required  of  him  by  this  act,  he  shall  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $500,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  person  injured  by  reason  of  such 
neglect  or  refusal,  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  $500,  to  be  recovered  in  an 
action  on  the  case. 

(12)  If  any  county  clerk  or  Justice  of  the  peace  shall  be  guilty  of  fraud, 
corruption  or  misbehavior,  in  canvassing  the  votes  or  making  any  abstract  of 
votes,  or  issuing  any  certificate  of  eleetion,  he  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  exceeding  $500,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

(13)  Whoever  shall  wilfully  and  wrongfully  take  or  carry  away  from 
the  place  where  it  has  been  deposited  for  safe  keeping,  or  deface,  mutilate  or 
change  any  poll  book,  ballot  or  tally  list,  or  any  name  or  figure  therein,  shall 
on  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000,  or  imprisoned  in  the 
county  Jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  61.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  elective  office  and  a  special 
election  shall  become  necessary  to  fill  the  same,  the  managing  committee  of 
the  several  political  parties  for  the  territorial  area  in  which  such  vacancy 
occurs,  shall  nominate  the  candidate  or  candidates  for  the  respective  parties. 

Section  62.  Any  State  convention,  the  congressional  or  senatorial  conven- 
tions of  any  congressional  or  senatorial  district  and  any  county  convention 
of  any  party,  shall  have  power  to  direct  the  respective  official  committee  to 
fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  which  may  occur  on  the  ticket  nominated  by 
'each  respective  convention. 

Section  63.  No  delegate  t(f  any  convention  held  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  have  any  power  or  authority  to  name  or  appoint  any  proxy 
or  substitute  to  vote  for  or  in  his  stead,  and  no  proxy  or  substitute  appointed 
by  any  delegate  shall  be  binding  or  effective  on  any  convention  or  conventions 
beld  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  64.  It  Is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  grand  jury  of  each  county, 
at  each  and  every  term,  to  inquire  into  all  violations  of  this  act. 

Section  65.  Provided,  that  in  all  counties  of  this  State,  having  a  population 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  or  over,  the  following  sections  only 
shall  apply,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  66.  That  in  every  county,  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  re- 
spectively in  this  State  to  which  this  act  shall  apply  as  hereinafter  provided, 
thfr  primary  elections  for  delegates  to  constitute  the  various  conventions  o( 
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the  different  political  parties  or  organizations  of  such  county,  city,  village  or 
incorporated  town,  or  any  part  thereof,  held  for  the  nomination  of  candidates 
for  public  office  in  this  State,  and  any  part  thereof,  and  for  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  whose  names  are  to  he  printed  on  the  official  electioB 
ballots  printed  and  distributed  at  public  expense  in  such  county,  city,  village 
or  incorporated  town,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  hereafter  be  held  under  and 
pursuant  to  this  act.  A  convention  to  nominate  candidates  for  public  office 
to  be  voted  for  by  the  electors  of  the  entire  State  shall  be  known  as  a  "State 
convention,"  a  convention  to  nominate  candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted 
for  by  the  electors  of  an  entire  county  shall  be  known  as  a  "county  conven- 
tion;" a  convention  to  nominate  candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted  for 
by  the  electors  of  an  entire  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  shall  be  known 
as  a  "city,  village  or  town  convention,"  respectively;  a  convention  to  nomi- 
nate candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted  for  by  the  electors  of  an  entire 
township  shall  be  known  as  a  "township  convention;"  a  convention  to 
nominate  candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted  for  by  the  electors  of  an 
entire  ward  shall  be  known  as  a  "ward  convention;"  all  other  nominating 
conventions  in  this  State  shall  be  known  as  "district  conventions." 

Each  nominating  convention  shall  be  held  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
municipality  or  district  for  which  its  nominations  are  to  be  made  and  at  the 
place  designated  in  the  call.  A  majority  of  the  delegates  entitled  to  a  seat 
in  the  convention  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.  The  chairman 
of  the  county  central  or  managing  committee  shall  call  the  county  convention 
to  order  and  preside  until  the  temporary  officers  are  chosen.  The  chairman 
of  the  county  central  committee  shall  designate  a  committeeman  who  shall 
call  the  various  conventions  within  his  district  to  order,  which  said  commit- 
teeman shall  be  a  resident  of  the  district  over  which  said  convention  is  called 
to  make  nominations,  and  said  committeeman  shall  preside  until  the  tempoi^ 
ary  officers  are  chosen.  All  convention  officers  shall  be  delegates  and  shall 
be  chosen  upon  a  roll-call,  such  roll-call  to  be  by  wards  and  districts,  and 
announced  by  the  chairman  of  such  ward  or  district  delegation.  In  case, 
however,  the  vote  of  any  ward  or  district  is  challenged  or  disputed  when 
announced,  then  the  roll  of  delegates  of  such  ward  or  district  shall  be  called, 
and  the  persons  receiving  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  delegates  shall  be 
declared  elected  the  officers  of  the  convention.  No  adjournment  or  recess 
of  the  convention  shall  be  taken  before  completing  the  nominations  it  was 
called  to  make,  except  upon  a  yea  and  nay  vote  taken  upon  a  roll-call  as 
aforesaid. 

Section  67.    Any  political  party  or  organization  which  at  the  last  preceding 
general  election  for  President  in  this  State  polled  at  least  twenty  per  cent 
of  the  entire  votes  cast  in  the  particular  county,  city,  village  or  incorporated 
town,  or  district  thereof,  respectively,  for  which  the  application  is  being 
made,  shall  be  entitled  under  this  act  to  hold  a  primary  election  on  the  last 
Saturday  of  February  immediately  preceding  any  regular  spring  or  summer 
elections;  which  primary  election  shall  affect  only  the  nominations  for  the 
offices  to  be  filled  at  the  particular  spring  or  summer  elections  next  and 
immediately  following  such  primary  election  ^ay;  and  such  political  party 
or  organization,  qualified  as  stated  in  this  section,  shall  be  entitled  also  to 
hold  another  primary  election  on  the  last  Saturday  of  April,  immediately  pre- 
ceding any   regular  summer  or  autumn   elections;    which   last   mentioned 
primary  election  shall  effect  only  the  nominations  for  the  offices  to  be  filled 
at  the  particular  summer  or  autumn  elections  next  and  immediately  following 
such  primary  election  day:     Provided,  that  such  primary  election  day  and 
certificates  of  nomination  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  7  of 
an  act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for  printing  and  distribution  of  ballots 
at  public  expense,  and  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  public  office,  to 
re^rulate  the  manner  of  holding  elections,  and  to  enforce  the  secrecy  of  the 
ballot,"  in  force  July  1,  1891;  all  political  parties  shall  hold  their  primary 
elections  on  the  same  day. 
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.  Section  68.  The  political  party  or  organization  entitled  under  this  act 
to  hold  a  primary  election  at  least  twenty  days  before  such  primary  election 
day  shall  file  with  the  board  of  election  commissioners  within  whose  juris- 
diction they  are;  and  in  such  portions  of  the  county  as  lie  beyond  the  Juris- 
diction of  said  board  of  election  commissioners,  with  the  county  clerk,  and 
also  with  the  county  clerk  where  there  is  no  board  of  election  commissioners, 
a  call  or  application  in  writing,  which  shall  set  forth: 

First — ^The  name  of  such  political  party  and  the  address  of  the  headquarters 
of  the  central  committee  or  managing  committee  of  such  political  party. 

Second — The  name,  place  and  time  of  every  convention  for  the  nomination 
of  candidates  for  public  office  for  which  such  primary  election  is  called. 

Third — ^The  description  of  each  of  the  various  primary  election  districts, 
together  with  the  names  of  the  three  persons  for  judges  of  election  and  two 
persons  for  clerks  of  election  for  each  such  primary  district,  also  the  designar 
tion  of  a  polling  place  for  each  such  primary  district. 

Fourth.  The  number  of  delegates  from  each  such  primary  district  to  each 
convention:  Provided,  that  the  number  of  delegates  from  each  of  the  different 
primary  districts  be  proportioned  equally  to  the  number  of  voters  of  such 
political  party  in  each  district  as  shown  by  the  last  preceding  presidential 
election  returns:  And,  provided,  that  each  primary  election  district  shall  be 
allowed  to  be  represented  by  at  least  one  delegate  to  each  convention  in  which 
such  primary  district  is  entitled  to  be  represented. 

Provided,  that  all  the  organizations  or  subdivisions  of  any  one  general 
political  party  representing  any  municipality,  district  or  ward,  shall  hold 
their  primary  elections,  such  as  may  then  be  in  order,  for  the  respective 
county,  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  or  other  political  divisions  therein, 
together  and  on  one  and  the  same  day;  and  each  municipal,  district  or  ward 
organization  of  the  party  that  neglects  to  join  shall  forfeit  the  right  to  hold 
primaries  for  its  political  nominations  then  due.  In  due  time  before  filing 
said  call  or  application,  the  central  or  managing  committee  representing  the 
largest  political  territory  for  which  primaries  are  next  in  order  may  notify, 
in  writing,  the  chairman  or  secretary  of  each  territorial  organization  of  such 
general  party  to  return,  in  writing,  within  a  specified  time,  properly  authenti- 
cated by  such  territorial  organization  of  the  party  the  request  of  such  sub- 
division of  the  party  for  its  respective  primaries,  and  also  the  name,  place  and 
time  of  the  lawful  nominating  conventions  they  wish  to  hold,  and  containing 
other  lawful  suggestions;  and  upon  receiving  such  request  in  writing,  such 
central  or  managing  committee  shall  include  in  said  call  or  application  the 
name,  place  and  time  of  the  proper  conventions  of  such  subdivision  of  the 
party,  and  all  such  other  proper  matters  and  things  as  will  make  its  primaries 
effective,  fair  aud  equal,  and  shall  make  only  such  small  changes  in  the  time  of 
the  suggested  primary  election  day  or  the  convention  days  as  may  be  required* 
by  this  act  in  order  to  have  all  the  primaries  of  each  political  party  held  on. 
the  same  day;  but  such  central  or  managing  committee,  even  if  no  such  re- 
quest in  writing  is  returned,  may  include  the  primaries  and  conventions  of  all 
such  lesser  territorial  subdivisions  of  the  party.  If  such  central  or  managing- 
committee,  after  receiving  such  request  in  writing,  files  said  call  or  applica^ 
tion  without  including  therein  the  primaries  and  conventions  of  the  subdivi- 
sion of  the  party  making  a  request  in  writing,  as  aforesaid,  such  subdivision 
of  the  party  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  its  primaries  together  with  the  general 
party,  upon  filing  with  the  proper  public  officer,  clerk  or  board,  at  least  12' 
days  before  the  primary  election  day,  an  application  in  writing,  which  shall 
set  forth  the  fact  of  such  omission,  the  name  of  the  headquarters  of  the- 
subdivision  of  such  party,  the  name,  place  and  time  of  the  lawful  conventions- 
desired  to  be  held  by  such  subdivision  of  the  party,  and  containing  alse 
such  other  suggestions  and  statements  as  will  make  It  possible  for  the  proper 
authorities  to  include  the  primaries  of  such  subdivision  of  the  party  in  the 
general  primaries  of  the  general  party.    In  default  of  such  central  or  man- 
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aging  committee  In  filing  any  call  or  application  at  least  21  days  betore  nom- 
ination certificates  for  the  regular  election  day  are  due,  then  each  subdivision 
of  such  party  whose  lawful  primaries  are  then  in  order  may,  not  less  than  18 
days  before  the  day  such  certificates  are  due,  file  Its  own  call  or  applica- 
tion, and  the  lawful  officer,  board  of  election  commissioners,  or  the  county 
clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  with  whom  the  calls  are  lawfully  filed,  shall,  in  an 
order  or  memorandum,  substantially  in  the  form  of  a  call  or  application,  fix 
one  and  the  same  day  for  all  such  primaries,  and  shall  determine  and  fix  upon 
all  other  things  necessary  to  have  such  applicants  have  an  effective,  fair  and 
equal  primary  election  with  as  little  nubile  expense  as  possible. 

Section  69.  Such  call  or  application  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and 
attested  by  the  secretary  of  the  central  committee  or  managing  committee 
of  such  political  party  or  organization,  verified  by  oath  that  the  facts  therein 
stated  are  true  and  that  they  are,  respectively,  the  chairman  and  secretary 
of  such  committee.  No  persons  and  no  political  party  or  organization  shall 
use  the  name  of  another  political  party  or  organization  (or  any  designation . 
similar  to  that  of  another  political  party  or  organization)  in  such  manner 
as  to  deceive  voters.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  call  or  application,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  any  political  party  or  organization  which,  at  the 
last  preceding  general  election  for  presidential  electors  in  this  State,  polled 
at  least  twenty  per  cent  of  the  entire  vote  cast  in  the  whole  county,  dty, 
village  or  incorporated  town,  represented  by  such  political  party  or  organiza- 
tion, shall  be  allowed  to  hold  a  primary  election  under  this  act. 

Section  70.  At  least  ten  days  before  the  primary  election  day,  designated 
as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  election  commissioners,  or 
the  county  clerk,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be,  upon  the  application  or  call  of 
any  political  party  entitled  thereto  as  aforesaid,  through  its  central  commit- 
tee, or  managing  committee,  as  aforesaid,  to  give  notice  of  such  primary 
election.  Such  notice  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  political  party 
or  organization  for  which  such  primary  election  Is  to  be  held,  tne 
name,  place  and  time  of  each  convention  according  to  the  applica- 
tion or  call  aforesaid,  to  be  held  by  such  party  for  the  nomination 
of  candidates  for  public  office,  the  date  upon  which  such  primary 
election  is  to  be  held,  the  description  of  each  of  the  various  primary 
election  districts,  the  location  of  the  polling  place  for  each  such  district,  and 
the  number  of  delegates  to  be  elected  from  each  primary  district  to  each  con- 
vention. Such  notice  shall  be  posted  in  five  public  places  in  each  primary 
district.  But  no  failure  or  error  in  noticing  or  in  the  application  aforesaid, 
shall  Invalidate  any  primary  election  actually  held,  and  any  primary  election 
held  pursuant  to  any  notice  substantially  like  the  above  notice  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  held  under  this  act,  and  all  Justices  of  the  peace  and  all  judges  of  courts 
of  record  in  the  territory  for  which  such  primary  election  is  called  shall  take 
Judicial  notice  of  the  holding  of  such  primary  election  under  this  act. 

Section  71.  For  purposes  of  primary  elections  under  this  act,  and  in  the 
more  sparsely  settled  country,  a  regular  election  precinct  may  constitute  a 
primary  election  district;  but  in  populous  sections,  in  order  to  save  expense, 
from  two  to  seven,  but  no  more,  entire  contiguous  election  precincts  of  the 
same  ward,  or  other  political  division,  in  as  compact  a  form  as  practicable, 
may  be  Joined  so  as  to  form  one  primary  election  district,  but  in  such  manner 
that  each  primary  election  district,  consisting  of  two  or  more  regular  election 
precincts,  shall  include  at  least  three  regular  election  Judges,  and  two  regular 
election  clerks  residing  within  such  primary  district  and  belonging  to  the 
party  establishing  such  primary  district.  In  no  event  shall  any  primary 
district  contain  more  than  eight  hundred  voters,  to  be  ascertained  by  the 
party  vote  of  the  party  holding  said  primary  election  cast  at  the  last  preced- 
ing presidential  election.  Primary  districts,  when  lawfully  established,  shall 
remain  so  established  for  each  party's  successive  primaries  for  the  period  of 
four  years,  except  as  changes  may  be  necessitated  by  law. 
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Provided,  that  where  a  regular  election  precinct  consists  of,  and  is  co- 
extensive with,  a  congressional  township,  then  said  congressional  township 
shall  constitute  one  primary  election  district  within  the  meaning  of  this  act 

And,  provided,  further,  that  In  such  case,  and  In  any  case  where  there 
exists  no  board  of  election  commissioners,  and  where  the  judges  and  clerks 
of  election  are  appointed  and  chosen  by  a  board  of  supervisors  or  board  of 
county  commissioners,  then  the  judges  and  clerks  who  are  to  serve  as  judges 
and  clerks  of  any  primary  election  shall  be  members  of  the  political  party 
holding  such  primary  election;  and  If  there  are  no  judges  and  clerks  of 
election  In  and  for  such  congressional  township  who  belong  to,  and  are  mem- 
bers of,  the  political  party  seeking  to  hold  a  primary  election  under  the  provi- 
•  sions  and  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  then  the  county  central  or  govern- 
ing committee  of  such  political  party  shall  have  and  is  hereby  granted,  the 
power  and  right  to  name,  appoint,  notify,  direct  and  qualify  such  members 
of  its  own  party  as  are  otherwise  eligible  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
to  serve  as  judges  and  clerks  of  such  or  any  primary  election  held  under 
and  within  the  meaning  of  this  act.  In  each  such  primary  election  district 
there  shall  be  a  primary  polling  place,  which  shall  be  as  near  the  center  of 
population  of  such  district  as  is  practicable,  and  such  primary  polling  place 
shall  be  In  the  most  public,  orderly  and  convenient  part  of  such  primary 
district,  and  within  a  room  permitting  easy  ingress  and  egress  to  voters,  and 
no  building  shall  be  designated  or  used  as  such  polling  place  in  which  spirit- 
uous or  intoxicating  liquor  is  sold,  or  which  is  within  one  hundred  feet  of 
any  place  where  such  liquor  is  sold.  The  central  committee  or  managing 
committee  of  any  political  party  or  organization  entitled  to  hold  such  primary 
elections  under  this  act  shall  establish  such  primary,  election  districts  and 
designate  such  polling  places  according  to  this  act  not  less  than  twenty  days 
before'  such  primary  election  day.  In  default  of  such  central  committee 
or  managing  committee  designating  such  primary  election  districts  and  poll- 
ing places,  the  same  shall  be  done  by  the  member  or  members  of  the  board  of 
election  commissioners  representing  said  party;  or.  If  no  such  board  exists 
In  any  part  of  the  county,  then  by  the  judge  of  the  county  court,  and  where 
there  is  a  board  of  election  commissioners  which  does  not  have  jurisdiction 
over  the  entire  county  then  the  county  court  shall  do  the  same  over  such 
territory  In  his  county  where  said  board  of  election  commissioners  does  not 
have  jurisdiction. 

Section  72.  Not  less  than  ten  days  before  such  primary  election  day,  the 
certain  person,  officer,  officers  or  board,  or  board  of  election  commissioners, 
as  the  case  may  be,  by  the  general  election  law  authorized  to  appoint  judges 
and  clerks  for  general  elections,  is  and  are  hereby  empowered  to  appoint, 
and  shall,  for  each  primary  election  district,  appoint  and  swear  in  from 
the  list  of  duly  appointed  and  regular  election  judges  and  clerks,  and  other- 
wise as  herein  provided,  three  judges  and  two  clerks,  who  are  members  of 
such  political  party,  to  serve  respectively  as  judges  and  clerks  at  such  primary 
election:  Provided,  however,  that  such  political  party  or  organization, 
through  its  central  or  managing  committee,  shall  have  the  right,  not  less 
than  20  days  before  such  primary  election  day,  to  designate  and  name  for 
appointment  for  service  at  such  primary  elections  such  certain  of  the  regu- 
larly listed  judges  and  clerks  as  were  originally  recommended  and  named 
or  endorsed  for  appointment  as  regularly  elected  judges  and  clerks  by  such 
political  party;  and  in  case  there  are  not  a  sufficient  number  of  listed  regular 
judges  and  clerks  so  originally  recommended  and  named  or  endorsed  by  such 
political  party  to  equip  all  primary  polling  places  of  such  party,  then  such 
political  party  or  organization  may,  not  less  than  20  days  before  such  primary 
election  day,  through  Its  central  or  managing  committee,  recommend  to  such 
appointing  power  a  sufficient  number  of  qualified  persons  for  appointment 
to  serve  as  primary  election  judges  and  clerks  to  equip  all  the  primary  polling 
places  of  such  party;  and  such  person,  officer  or  board  having  such  appoint- 
ing power,  to  whom  or  to  which  such  names  are  designated  by  such  political 
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party  as  aforesaid,  shall,  not  less  than  ten  days  before  said  primary  election 
day,  select  from  the  names  so  recommended,  and  shall  notify,  appoint  and 
swear  In  such  persons  if  qualified  to  act  as  judges  and  clerks  at  such  primary 
election;  and  such  persons  so  appointed  shall  serve  as  judges  and  clerks, 
respectively,  at  such  primary  election.  Except  when  only  one  or  two  regular 
election  precincts  form  a  primary  election  district,  no  two  judges  and  no 
two  clerks  shall  serve  at  the  same  primary  polling  place  who  reside  in  the 
same  regular  election  j;)recinct.  In  default  of  such  designation  or  reconir 
mendatlon  of  such  judges  and  clerks  by  such  political  party,  and  in  any  ease 
of  vacancy  among  primary  judges  and  clerks,  then  such  person,  officer  or 
board  having  the  appointing  power  as  aforesaid  shall  appoint  and  swear  in 
from  the  list  of  duly  appointed  and  regular  election  judges  and  clerks  who 
are  members  of  such  party  a  sufficient  number  of  judges  and  clerks  to  equip  * 
all  the  primary  polling  places  of  such  party.  Such  judges  and  clerks  ap- 
pointed under  this  act  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  substantially  as  follows, 
and  shall  subscribe  their  names  to  the  same: 

"I,  residing  at in  the  city 

(village  or  town)  of in  the  State  of  Illinois, 

do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  am  a  legal  voter  and  a  member  of  the 

party  and  a  householder  in  the ward 

of  the  city  (village  or  town)  of in  the  State  of 

Illinois;  that  I  will  support  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge 

the  duties  of  primary  election  judge  (or  clerk)  for  the 

primary  election  district  of  the ward,  of  the  city  (village  or 

town)  of ,  in  the  county  of ,  in  the  State 

of  Illinois,  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

Dated  this day  of ,  A.  .D 


In  due  time  before  such  primary  election  day  such  appointing  person, 
officer  or  board  shall  notify  every  person  designated  as  aforesaid  and  in- 
tended for  appointment  as  judge  or  clerk  of  the  fact  of  his  selection;  and 
he  shall,  unless  excused  by  such  person,  officer  or  board,  for  good  cause,  be 
appointed  as  a  judge  or  clerk,  respectively,  and  he  shall  then  be  bound  to 
serve  as  such  judge  or  clerk  for  the  ensuing  primary  election.  Such  person, 
officer  or  board  appointing  judges  and  clerks  as  aforesaid  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  names  of  all  such  persons  so  notified  to  appear,  and  whether  such 
persons  were  rejected  for  want  of  qualification  or  excused  for  cause;  in  such 
case  the  facts  shall  be  noted.  In  case  any  person  so  notified  shall  not  appear 
before  such  person,  officer  or  board,  as  required  in  this  act,  or  if  he  do  appear 
and  refuse  to  serve,  or  if  he  shall  be  sworn  to  serve  and  fail  to  serve  on  the 
day  appointed,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act,  unless 
good  cause  be  shown  to  excuse  his  default  for  such  service.  In  case  the 
person  intended  for  appointment  does  not  appear  upon  notification,  then  other 
persons  shall  be  notified  as  aforesaid  until  eligible  persons  are  found  who 
will  serve.  All  persons  subscribing  to  the  oath  as  aforesaid,  and  all  persons 
actually  serving  as  judges  and  clerks  at  any  primary  election,  whether  sworn 
in  or  not,  shall  be  deemed  to  be,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  officers  of  the 
county  court  of  the  respective  county;  and  such  persons  shall  be  liable  to 
punishment  by  such  court  in  a  proceeding  for  contempt  for  any  misbehavior 
as  such  judge  or  clerk,  to  be  tried  in  open  court  on  oral  testimony,  in  a  sum- 
mary manner,  without  written  pleadings;  but  such  trial  or  punishment  for 
contempt  of  court  shall  not  be  any  bar  to  any  criminal  proceedings  against 
such  primary  judges  or  clerks  for  any  violation  of  this  act. 

Section  73.  All  the  laws  of  this  State  respecting  the  general  elections  is 
this  State,  now  or  hereafter  in  force  in  any  election  precinct  or  district  in 
such  county,  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  except  as  the  same  ar0 
modified  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable 
to  the  primary  elections  provided  for  in  this  act,  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
in  force  in  each  primary  election  district  respecting  the  primary  elections 
provided  for  in  this  act. 
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Polling  places  In  the  respeetlve  primary  election  districts  sball  be  ai>pointed 
provided,  established,  furnished,  warmed,  lighted,  maintained,  conducted  and 
supervised: 

And  all  necessary  ballot  boxes,  registry  books,  return  sheets,  blanks,  poll 
books,  stationery  and  supplies  shall  be  provided,  furnished,  delivered  and 
used; 

And  notices  of  su(^  primary  election  shall  be  posted; 

And  all  judges  and  clerks  shall  be  paid,  appointed  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  central  committee  or  managing  committee,  as  aforesaid,  qualifiecL 
notified,  directed,  instructed,  sworn  and  vacancies  in  their  number  supplied; 

And  such  primary  election  in  each  election  district  shall  be  conducted, 
supervised,  regulated  and  controlled; 

And  after  being  used  at  any  primary  election,  all  registry  books,  poll  books, 
ballots,  statements,  returns,  ballot  boxes,  ballot  box  keys,  and  other  election 
paraphernalia  shall  be  preserved,  kept,  stored,  accounted  for  and  returned; 

And  the  polling  places  and  the  polls  of  such  primary  election  shall  be 
opened  and  closed  respectively; 

In  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  persons  or  officers  or  board  or  judges 
and  clerks,  as  is  provided  bv  the  law  in  force  in  any  election  precinct  or 
district  in  such  couptv.  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  respecting  the 
general  elections,  exc^^nt  as  such  general  election  laws  are  modified  by  this 
act.  The  certain  person,  officer,  board,  board  of  election  commissioners,  or  any 
or  all  of  them,  by  th^  eenerai  election  law  authorized  to  furnish  or  have  the 
custody  of  general  election  ballot  boxes,  general  registry  books  of  voters,  and 
other  election  paraphernalia,  shall,  in'  due  time  before  primary  election  day, 
notify  one  or  more  of  ^rie  judges  of  each  election  district  to  appear  before 
such  person,  officer  or  b'^ard  in  due  time  before  primary  day;  and  such  judges 
shall  appear  within  such  time  and  such  person,  officer  or  board  shall  deliver 
to  such  judge  or  judges  for  each  primary  election  district  one  regular  election 
registry  book  of  voters  for  each  regular  election  precinct  included  in  the  pri- 
mary election  district,  also  sufficient  poll  books,  tally  sheets,  blank  affidavits, 
oaths,  statements  of  votes,  delegates'  certificates  of  election;  also  all  other 
blanks,  papers  and  supplies  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act 

Section  74.  The  expense  of  conducting  such  primary  elections  shall  be  paid 
by  the  county,  or  by  the  city,  or  by  the  village  or  incorporated  town, 
respectively,  to  which  this  act  shall  apply,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
including  the  salaries  of  judges  and  clerks,  the  cost  of  ballot  boxes, 
registry  books,  poll  books,  return  sheets,  stationery,  supplies,  polling 
places  and  such  other  expenses  as  are  necessary  and  incidental  to 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  board  of  election  com- 
missioners, sphere  such  board  has  jurisdiction,  otherwise  the  county  clerk, 
shall  audit  all  the  claims  of  such  judges  and  clerks  of  such  primary  election. 
Provided,  that  in  cities,  villages  and  incorporated  towns  where  there  is  a 
board  of  election  commissioners  all  expense  Incurred  by  such  board  of 
election  commissioners  shall  be  paid  by  such  city.  Such  expenses  are  to  be 
audited  by  the  county  judge  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  upon  the 
warrants  of  such  county  judge  out  of  any  money  in  the  city  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governing  authority  of 
such  city  to  make  provision  for  the  prompt  payment  of  such  expenses.  At 
all  primary  elections  for  city  officers  though  other  than  city  officers  may  be 
nominated  at  the  same  time,  and  at  all  primary  elections  in  a  part  of  such 
city,  such  dty  shall  pay  sucn  judges  and  clerks  for  their  services  under  this  act. 
At  all  general  county  and  3tate  primary  elections,  though  other  than  State 
and  county  officers  are  to  bts  nominated,  and  at  all  primary  elections  where 
other  than  judicial  officers  art)  to  be  nominated,  such  county  shall  pay  such 
judges  and  clerks  for  their  <3ex'vices  under  this  act.  Said  board  of  election 
commissioners  shall  audit  all  the  claims  of  judges  and  clerks  and  shall  draw 
a  warrant  therefor  upon  such  city  or  county  treasury,  as  the  case  may  be.

Section  75.  The  Judgee  and  clerks  of  such  primary  election  shall  be  allowed 
the  sum  of  Ave  dollars  each  per  day  for  their  services  in  attending  such  pri- 
mary election. 

Section  76.  In  order  to  be  qualified  to  vote  at  a  primary  election,  the 
person  offering  to  vote  shall  be  a  member  of  the  particular  party  and  legally 
qualified  to  vote  at  the  next  ensuing  regular  election.  He  shall  be  registered 
on  the  regular  election  registry  books  within  the  primary  district  and  reside 
within  the  district  in  which  he  offers  to  vote:  Provided,  no  person  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  member  of  a  particular  party  if  he  has  signed  any  petition  for 
the  nomination  of  any  person  with  reference  to  the  nomination  for  the  next 
ensuing  regular  elections,  or  if  he  has  voted  at  the  primary  election  of  another 
party  within  the  period  of  two  years  next  preceding:  Provided,  that  in  all 
localities  where  there  is  no  board  of  election  commissioners  having  Jurisdic- 
tion of  general  elections,  every  legal  voter  entitled  to  vote  at  regfular  elections 
within  any  election  precinct  included  within  the  primary  district  of  which  he 
is  a  resident,  and  who  is  a  member  of  the  political  association  or  party  holding 
the  primary  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  primary  election  under 
the  regulations  and  restrictions  applicable  to  the  regular  elections. 

Section  77.  None  but  legally  qualified  voters  residing  in  the  primary  dis- 
trict to  be  represented  shall  be  eligible  as  delegates  to  any  convention  of  snch 
party.  Judges  and  clerks  acting  as  such  at  any  primary  election  shall  be  in- 
eligible as  delegates  to  any  such  convention.  No  person  shall  act  as  a  delegate 
in  any  such  convention  except  when  elected  a  delegate,  according  to  this  act: 
Provided,  that  in  the  absence  of  a  delegate,  then  the  delegates  present  repre- 
senting the  district  shall  select  some  one  to  represent  such  absent  aeiegate 
or  delegates.  If  no  delegates  from  a  given  district  are  present,  then  the 
delegates  from  the  ward,  division,  or  township,  shall  select  any  qualified  mem- 
ber or  members  of  the  party  as  delegates  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies. 

Section  78.  Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  Governor  shall  have  his 
name  printed  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  political  party,  in  each  county,  by 
filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  thirty  days  before 
the  primary  election  a  written  request  substantially  as  follows: 

"I of  the  county  of ,  in  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, certify  that  I  am  a  member  of  and  affiliate  with  the party; 

that  I  am  a  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  Governor  before  the  next 

State  convention  of  Illinois,  and  I  hereby  request  that  my  name  be  placed 
upon  the  official  primary  ballot  of  the  party  in  each  county  for  that  office." 

Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  United  States  Senator  shall  have  his 
name  printed  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  political  party  in  each  county  by 
filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  30  days  before  the 
primary  election,  a  written  request  substantially  in  form  as  the  foregoing  re* 
quest  provided  for  candidates  for  Governor.  The  vote  upon  such  candidates 
for  United  States  Senator  shall  be  had  for  the  sole  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  sentiment  of  the  voters  in  the  respective  parties. 

Each  candidate  for  Governor  and  for  United  States  Senator  shall  further 
file  with  the  Secretary  of  State  petition  signed  by  no  less  than  five  thousand 
legal  voters,  members  of  the  party  in  which  he  is  a  candidate  for  nomina- 
tion. Not  less  than  twenty-five  days  before  the  primary  election,  the  Secretary 
of  State  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  the  names  of  all 
candidates  for  nomination  for  Governor  and  United  States  Senator,  together 
with  their  political  affiliations,  as  specified  in  the  written  request  on  file  in  his 
office.  Each  candidate  for  Gk)vemor  and  for  United  States  Senator  of  the 
respective  parties  shall  pay  to  the  Secertary  of  State  a  filing  fee  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  officer  or  board  having  charge  of  elections  shall  cause  to  be  delivered 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  within  ten  days  following  such  primary  election,  the 
total  vote  cast  for  each  candidate  of  the  respective  parties  for  United  States 
Senator  and  for  Governor  within  their  Jurisdiction.    The  Secretary  of  State 
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Shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  chairman  of  the  State  oonyentlon  of  the 
respective  parties  next  following  such  primary  election,  upon  the  assembling 
of  such  State  convention  of  the  respective  parties,  the  total  vote  by  counties 
for  each  candidate  for  United  States  Senator  and  for  Governor  of  the  respec- 
tive parties.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretaries  respectively  of  the  State 
conventions  to  read  to  the  convention  before  any  candidate  Is  put  in  nomlnar 
tion  the  total  vote  by  counties  received,  by  each  candidate  of  the  respective 
parties  voted  for  upon  the  primary  ballots  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Section  79.  Any  candidate  for  the  nomination  of  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, member  of  the  General  Assembly,  mayor  or  alderman,  shall  have  his 
name  printed  upon  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  the  district  within  which 
he  is  a  candidate,  by  filing  in  the  county  clerk's  ofllce  of  the  county  where 
such  candidate  resides,  and  filing  copies  thereof  in  other  counties  where  the 
territory  in  which  he  is  a  candidate  extends  to  such  counties,  not  less  than  25 
days  before  the  primary  election,  a  written  request  substantially  in  the  fol- 
lowing form: 

"I, of  the  county  of in  the  State*  of  Illinois,  cer^ 

tlfy  that  I  am  a  member  of  and  affiliate  with  the I>arty;  that  I 

shall  be  a  candidate  for  the  nomination  for (describe  office) » 

before  the  next convention  In  the district  of  Illinois, 

and  I  hereby  request  that  my  name  be  placed  on  the  official  primary  ballot  of 
the party  for  said  primary  election.

The  candidates  named  In  this  section  shall  pay  the  following  fees:  Each 
congressional  candidate  $100,  each  candidate  for  Senator  |50,  each  candidate 
for  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  $25,  each  candidate  for  mayor 
175,  each  candidate  for  alderman  $25.  Such  fees  shall  be  proportionately 
divided  among  the  respective  counties  of  the  district. 

Each  candidate  shall  further  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a 
petition  signed  by  at  least  five  per  cent  of  the  voters  of  his  party  in  Uie  dis- 
trict as  shown  by  the  last  preceding  election  for  president. 

The  officer  or  board  having  charge  of  elections  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to 
the  chairman  of  the  respective  conventions  the  result  of  the  vote  for  said  can« 
didates  last  above  mentioned.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretaries  of  said 
respective  conventions  to  read  to  their  conventions,  before  any  candidate  is 
put  in  nomination  the  total  vote  by  districts  received  by  each  candidate  of  the 
reapective  party  voted  for  upon  the  primary  ballot  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Section  80.  No  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  any  office;  who  has  not 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  nominated  by  any  conven- 
tion: Provided,  that  any  convention  may  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  all  its 
members  nominate  a  person  whose  name  did  not  appear  upon  the  primary 
ballot;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  by  death  or  otherwise,  any  convention  may» 
by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  select  any  qualified  person  as  candidate 
to  fill  all  such  vacancies:  Provided,  that  in  case  of  a  vacancy  upon  the 
ticket,  by  death,  declination  or  otherwise,  after  the  convention  has  adjourned, 
said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  State  central  committee  in  case  of  State 
nominations,  and  by  the  county  central  committee  in  case  of  all  other 
nominations,  unless  the  respective  conventions  shall  otherwise  provide  for  the 
filling  of  such  vacancies. 

~  Section  81.  Section  21  of  an  "Act  to  provide  for  the  printing  and  distribu- 
tion of  ballots  at  public  expense,  and  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for 
public  offices,  to  regulate  the  manner  of  holding  elections  and  to  enforce 
the  secrecy  of  the  ballot,"  approved  June  22,  1891,  in  force  July  1,  1891,  as 
amended  by  an  act  approved  June  19,  1893,  in  force  July  1,  1893,  Is  hereby 
made  applicable  to  primary  elections  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 

Section  82.  The  voter  shall  forthwith  and  without  leaving  the  polling 
place  retire  alone  to  one  of  the  voting  booths  and  prepare  his  ballot  unless 
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the  same  has  been  prepared  prior  to  entering  the  booth  by  making  a  cross 
"X"  in  the  square  in  front  of  and  opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate  of  his 
choice  for  each  office  to  be  filled. 

Section  83.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  for  Qoyemof, 
whose  name  appears  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  any  county,  who 
shall  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  any  candidate  for  such 
office  cast  by  his  party  in  any  primary  district  in  such  county,  as  shown  by 
the  certificate  of  returns,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and  shall  have  cast  for 
him  the  vote  of  all  the  delegates  from'  said  primary  district  in  the  nom- 
inating convention,  and  such  fact  shall  be  stated  in  the  credentials  issued 
to  the  delegates  to  the  State  convention  of  said  party  from  said  district. 

Section  84.  The  candidate  of  any  party  for  the  nomination  of  any  congres- 
sional, senatorial,  aldermanic,  or  mayoralty  office  whose  name  appears  on  the 
primary  ballot  of  his  party  in  any  district  who  shall  have  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  cast  for  any  candidate  for  such  office  by  his  party  in  said 
primary  district,  as  shown  by  the  certificate,  of  returns,  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive and  shall* have  cast  for  him  the  votes  of  all  the  delegates  from  said 
primary  district  in  the  nominating  convention,  and  such  fact  shall  be  stated 
in  the  credentials  issued  to  the  delegates  to  the  respective  conventions  of 
said  party  from  said  district. 

And  a  congressional,  aldermanic* or  mayoralty  convention  may  by  a  majority 
vote  nominate  a  candidate  whose  name  appeared  on  the  primary  ballot  as 
a  candidate  for  any  of  said  offices:  Provided,  hotoever,  if  it  shall  be  ascer- 
tained by  a  roll-call  that  no  candidate  shall  have  a  majority  of  the  delegates 
in  such  convention,  and  that  a  nomination  is  thereby  rendered  impossible, 
then  the  primary  district  shall,  by  a  majoriy  vote  of  its  delegates,  direct  in  its 
discretion  when  the  delegates  may  cease  to  vote  for  the  candidate  who 
has  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  for  any  candidate  for  such 
office  in  any  such  primary  district. 

Section  85.  At  such  primary  elections  the  manner  of  voting  shall  be  by 
ballot.  The  ballots  shall  be  of  uniform  size,  which  size  shall  be  designated 
at  least  twenty  days  before  the  primary  election  by  the  officer  or  board  having 
icharge  of  the  election,  under  the  general  election  law,  and  said  officer  or 
board  shall,  within  said  time,  also  designate  the  color  of  paper  for 
the  respective  parties  for  said  primary  election,  a  different  color  to  be 
designated  for  each  party,  and  shall  furnish  to  persons  desiring  to  prepare 
ballots,  paper  upon  which  said  ballots  shall  be  printed,  and  said  paper  shall 
so  be  furnished  at  the  price  which  it  costs  said  officer  or  board.  The  ballots 
shall  be  printed  or  written,  or  partly  printed  or  partly  written,  upon  said 
paper  so  provided  and  designated.  No  primary  ballots  shall  be  furnished 
or  printed  at  public  expense.  The  primary  election  ballots  shall  be  arranged 
and  printed  substantially  in  the  manner  following,  to-wit:  At  the  top  of 
the  ballot  shall  be  printed,  in  large  capital  letters,  words  designating  the  ballot 
If  a  republican  ballot,  the  designating  words  shall  be,  "Republican  Primary 
Ballot."  If  a  democratic  ballot,  the  designating  words  shall  be  "Democratic 
Primary  Ballot,"  and  in  like  manner  for  each  political  party.  Beginning  not 
kiss  than  one  inch  below  the  designating  words,  the  name  of  each  office  to  be 
filled  shall  be  printed  in  capital  letters,  in  the  following  order,  to-wlt:  Oover* 
nor.  United  States  Senator,  Representatives  in  Congress,  Senatorial  offleers, 
mayor,  aldermen.  Below  the  name  of  each  office  shall  be  printed,  in  smaller 
capital  letters,  the  names  of  all  candidates  (alphabetically  arranged  according 
to  surnames)  for  the  nominations  of  said  office  which  are  entitled  to  be  placed 
upon  the  respective  primary  ballots.  The  names  of  all  candidates  upon  the 
^imary  ballot  shall  be  printed  in  type  of  uniform  size  and  style  and  the 
nilmes  shall  be  printed  in  a  vertical  column.  Immediately  in  front  of  and 
opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate  shall  be  printed  a  square,  and  all  aqnares 
upon  the  primary  ballot  shall  be  of  uniform  size.  Spaces  between  the  names 
«r  candidates  for  each  office  shall  be  uniform,  and  sufficient  spaosa  aball 
separate  the  names  of  candidates  for  one  office  from  the  names  of  candidates 
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for  another  office  to  avoid  confusion.  The  name  of  each  delegate  for  whom 
the  voter  Intends  to  vote  shall  appear  on  one  ballot,  on  one  and  the  same 
side  thereof,  in  plain  letters,  together  with  the  name  of  the  convention  to 
which  such  delegates  are  to  be  elected.  Immediately  preceding  the  list  of 
delegates  to  any  convention  shall  appear  the  name  of  the  candidate  or  candi- 
dates for  direct  nomination,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  for  whom  such 
delegates  are  expected  to  vote  in  such  convention.  tJnless  ballots  substanti- 
ally comply  with  this  act  in  size,  color  and  other  provisions  herein  provided 
for,  the  same  shall  be  void  for  all  purposes  and  shall  not  be  received  or 
deposited  or  counted  by  any  person  or  judge  at  any  such  primary  election. 
The  proper  officer  or  board  shall,  not  less  than  20  days  prior  to  a  primary 
election  provide  and  issue  a  form  of  primary  ballot  as  a  guide  for  use  in 
printing  primary  ballots,  which  form  shall  be  followed  in  the  preparation  of 
all  primary  ballots,  and  all  ballots  not  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  but  which  by  any  mistake  may  have  been  deposited  in  the  ballot 
box,  shall  be  void,  and  shall  be  marked  "defective"  on  the  back  thereof;  but 
no  ballot  shall  be  defective  because  the  voter  depositing  the  same  has  named 
upon  it  a  less  number  of  delegates  than  such  voter  was  entitled  to  vote  for. 
If  the  voter  votes  for  more  persons  than  there  are  delegates  to  be  elected 
to  a  certain  convention,  or  if  for  any  reason  it  is  impossible  for  the  judges  to 
determine  the  voter's  choice,  such  ballot,  or  part  thereof,  shall  not  be  counted. 
Ballots  not  counted  shall  be  marked  "defective"  on  the  back  thereof,  and 
ballots  to  which  objection  has  been  made  by  either  of  the  judges  or  challengers 
«hall  be  marked  "objected  to"  on  the  back  thereof,  and  a  memorandum,  signed 
by  the  judges,  stating  how  it  was  counted,  shall  be  written  upon  the  back  of 
•each  ballot  so  marked,  and  all  ballots  marked  "defective"  or  "objected  to" 
shall  be  enclosed  in  an  envelope,  securely  sealed  and  so  marked  and  endorsed 
as  to  clearly  indicate  its  contents.  The  judges  shall  receive  from  any  person 
and  permit  to  be  freely  and  equally  exposed  in  separate  and  orderly  piles, 
within  the  polling  place,  near  the  ballot-box  and  within  reach  of  voters,  a 
sufficient  supply  of  each  of  the  various  primary  tickets  or  ballots;  and  the 
judges  shall  hand  one  of  each  of  the  various  tickets  to  each  and  .every  person 
qualified  to  vote;  and  whenever  the  supply  of  any  of  the  various  tickets  be- 
comes insufficient,  the  judges  shall  immediately  mention  the  fact  of  such  in- 
sufficiency to  one  or  more  of  the  candidates  or  persons  interested  in  said 
ticket.  Any  judge  or  clerk,  or  any  other  person,  who  shall  in  any  manner 
conceal  or  remove  or  destroy  any  such  supply  of  tickets,  or  who  shall  hinder 
or  prevent  or  interfere  with  the  free  and  equal  reception,  exposure,  distribu- 
tion, use  or  supply  of  such  various  primary  tickets  or  ballots,  or  who  shall 
do  any  electioneering  within  100  feet  of  the  polling  place  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Section  86.  The  polls  of  such  primary  election  shall  be  opened  at  12:00 
o'clock  noon,  and  continue  open  until  7:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
same  day,  at  which  time  the  polls  shall  be  closed;  if  any  judge  or  clerk  with- 
out lawful  excuse,  shall  be  behind  time  for  fifteen  (15)  minutes  after  the 
time  for  opening  such  polls,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this 
act  and  punished  accordingly.'  No  judge  or  clerk  shall  absent  himself  to  ex- 
ceed five  (5)  minutes  at  any  time  until  the  ballots  are  all  cast  and  counted 
and  returns  made;  and,  when  absent  for  any  cause  during  such  time,  said 
judge  or  clerk,  shall  authorize  some  one  of  the  same  political  party  with  him- 
iself  to  act  for  him  until  his  return.  If  any  judge  or  clerk  shall  not  be  present 
after  tlbe  expiration  of  fifteen  (15)  minutes  from  the  time  to  open  the  polls, 
the  judge  or  judges  present  shall  fill  the  place  of  such  absent  judge  or  clerk, 
and  one  of  the  judges  shall  administer  to  such  substitute  the  oath,  as  required 
of  the  judges  or  clerks  when  originally  appointed,  and  blank  forms  shall  be 
provided  for  such  purpose,  which  oath  shall  be  preserved  and  returned  by  the 
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judges  to  the  proper  oflEicer  or  the  board,  and  such  appointee  shall  be  subjed 
to  the  same  punishment  and  penalties  as  any  other  judge  or  clerk.  Whenever 
such  regular  judge  or  clerk  shall  be  present,  such  substitute  shall  cease  to  act. 
If  all  judges  or  clerks  fail  to  appear  at  the  proper  time  at  the  polling  place,  or 
in  case  no  primary  judges  and  clerks  have  been  appointed  as  provided  in  this 
act,  then  bystanding  voters  of  such  primary  district,  to  the  number  of  five 
(5)  or  more  of  such  p6lltlcal  party  may  elect  legal  voters  of  such  party  to 
act  as  judges  or  clerks.  Such  judges  and  clerks,  elected  as  last  aforesaid, 
shall  have  full  power  to  conduct  such  primary  election  in  accordance  with 
this  act.  Any  judge  or  clerk  who  shall  wilfully  absent  himself  from  the 
polls  on  such  primary  election  day  without  good  cause  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  under  this  act,  and  if  any  judge  or  clerk  shall  wilfully  detain 
any  registry  book  or  poll  book,  or  other  election  paraphernalia,  and  not  cause 
it  to  be  produced  at  the  polling  place  at  the  opening  of  the  polls,  or  for  fifteen 
(16)  minutes  thereafter,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

If  for  any  good  cause  a  primary  election  can  not  be  held  at  the  polling 
place  designated  or  appointed  as  aforesaid,  the  judges  of  such  polling  place 
may,  at  the  time  set  for  opening  the  polls  of  such  primary  election,  adjourn 
such  election  to  the  most  convenient  polling  place,  near  by,  which  is  otherwise 
suitable  according  to  this  act;  and-  such  judges  shall  publicly  proclaim  such 
change  and  post  a  notice  of  such  change  on  the  polling  place  originally  Bp- 
pointed. 

Section  87.  Before  voting  begins  the  ballot  T>ox  shall  be  empty;  and  it 
shall  be  opened  and  shown  to  those  present  to  be  empty;  and  it  shall  not  be 
removed  from  the  public  view  from  the  time  when  it  is  shown  to  be  empty 
Hntil  after  the  close  of  the  polls.  It  shall  be  locked  and  the  key  delivered  to 
one  of  the  judges,  and  it  shall  not  be  again  opened  until  the  close  of  the  polls. 
The  judges  of  election  shall  each  be  held  guilty  of  a  misdempanor,  under  this 
act,  if  such  ballot  box  shall  not  by  them  be  kept  constantly  in  public  view 
during  the  progress  of  the  election,  unless  it  shall  be  shown  by  any  judge 
that  he  protested  against  any  obstruction  of  the  view  of  the  ballot  box  and  was 
overruled  by  the  majority  of  the  judges.  Voters  shall  be  admitted  within 
the  polling  place,  and  there  shall  be  permitted  no  handing  in  of  votes  through 
windows,  doors  or  other  openings. 

Section  88.  Each  of  the  clerks  of  election,  in  the  poll  books  kept  by  him, 
shall  enter  in  the  proper  column  the  name  of  each  person  whose  vote  is  duly 
received  for  deposit  in  the  ballot  box;  and  in  the  column  under  the  heading 
"Number"  he  shall  note  the  successive  number  of  each  successive  voter;  and 
in  the  column  headed  "Residence"  he  shall  note  the  residence  of  each  such 
voter.  Each  page  of  such  special  book  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following 
form :

Such  poll  books  shall  otherwise  be  of  the  form,  and  shall  contain  the  same 
certifications,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  as  the  poll  books  used  in  the  regular 
elections,  and  such  poll  books  shall  be  signed  and  attested  in  the  same  manner 
as  poll  books  for  the  purpose  of  regular  elections. 

Section  89.  One  of  ihe  Judges  of  such  election  shall  receive  the  ballot 
from  the  voter  and  shall  announce  the  residence  and  name  of  such  voter  in 
a  loud  voice;  such  ballot  shall  be  folded  by  the  voter  in  such  »» manner  that 
the  contents  thereof  can  not  be  seen  without  unfolding  such  ballot.  If  the 
Judges  of  election  are  satisfied  that  the  person  offering  to  vote  is  a  legal 
voter,  whose  name  is  registered  on  the  regular  election  registry  books,  ex- 
cept as  herein  otherwise  provided  for  localities  where  there  is  no  board  of 
election  commissioners,  and  are  satisfied  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  political 
party  holding  such  primary  election,  and  if  no  challenge  is  interposed,  the 
Judge  receiving  such  ballot  shall  again  announce  to  the  clerks  of  election 
the  residence  and  name  of  the  person  offering  such  ballot,  and  such  Judge 
shall  mark  with  pencil  or  ink  the  initials  of  his  own  name  on  the  back  of 
such  ballot  as  it  is  folded,  and  thereupon  such  Judge,  after  holding  up  and 
showing  the  ballot  to  be  so  marked,  shall  immediately,  in  the  presence  of 
the  voter  offering  such  ballot,  and  keeping  the  same  in  plain  view  of  the 
Judges  and  clerks  of  election  and  of  such  voters  and  challengers  as  may  be 
present,  deposit  into  the  slot  of  the  ballot  box  the  ballot  thus  received  and 
marked,  and  no  6th er;  and  thereupon  the  clerks  of  election  shall  enter  upon 
the  poll  books  in  the  proper  column  the  name  and  proper  successive  number 
of  each  voter  and  his  residence.  The  Judges  and  clerks,  and  each  of  them, 
shall  see  to  it  that  each  ballot  is  endorsed,  as  aforesaid.  If  such  person 
shall  be  challenged  as  disqualified,  the  person  challenging  shall  assign  his 
reason  therefor,  and  thereupon  one  of  said  Judges  shall  administer  to  the 
person  offering  to  vote  an  oath  to  answer  all  questions  truthfully,  and  if  he 
shall  take  such  oath  he  shall  then  be  questioned  by  said  'Jiidjge  or  Judges  touch- 
ing such  cause  of  challenge,  and  touching  any  other  cause  of  disquali^catipn» 
and  he  may  also  be  questioned  by  the  person  challenging  him  in  regard  to  his 
qualifications  and  identity;  but  if  a  majority  of  the  Judges  are  of  the  opinioi> 
that  he  is  the  person  so  registered  and  a  voter  qualified  to  vote  at  such  party 
primary  election,  his  vote  shall  then  be  received  and  deposited.  But  if  thW  vote 
of  a  person  apparently  registered  be  rejected'by  such  Judges,  such  pers^  may 
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afterwards  produce  and  deliver  an  affidavit  to  such  judges,  subscribed  and 
sworn  to  by  him  before  one  of  said  judges.  In  which  it  shall  be  stated  how 
long  he  has  resided  In  any  precinct  within  such  primary  district,  and  in  the 
county  and  State;  that  he  is  a  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  political  party  holding  such  election,  and  is  a  duly  qualified 
voter  at  such  primary  election  in  such  district,  and  that  he  is  the  identical 
person  so  registered  or  so  named.  But  the  affidavit  aforesaid  shall  be  sup- 
ported by  an  affidavit  by  at  least  two  registered  voters,  who  are  householders 
residing  in  such  primary  district,  stating  their  own  residence  and  that  they 
know  such  person  to  be  a  member  of  the  political'  party  holding  such  primary 
election,  and  that  such  person  does  reside  at  the  place  mentioned,  and  has 
resided  in  such  primary  district  and  in  such  election  precinct,  county  and 
State  for  the  length  of  time  as  stated  by  such  person,  which  affidavit  shall 
also  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to  as  the  affidavit  last  aforesaid.  Whereupon 
the  vote  of  such  person  shall  be  received  and  entered  as  other  votes.  But 
the  clerks  having  charge  of  such  poll  books  shall  state  in  their  respective  poll 
books  the  facts  in  such  case  and  the  name  of  the  person  challenging;  and  the 
affidavits  so  delivered  to  said  judges  shall  be  preserved  and  returned  to  the 
officer  entitled  to  receive  them.  Any  registered  voter  of  the  party  in  the 
district  may  challenge.  Blank  affidavits  of  the  character  aforesaid  shaU  be 
sent  out  to  judges  of  all  the  districts,  and  the  judges  of  election  shall  fui^ 
nish  the  same  on  demand  and  administer  the  oath  without  criticism.  Such 
oaths,  if  administered  by  any  other  officer  than  a  judge  of  election,  shall  not 
be  received:  Provided,  that  no  judge,  challenger  or  other  person  shall  in 
bad  faith,  or  for  purpose  of  delay,  challenge  or  question  registered  voters  of 
the  district. 

Section  90.  The  judges  of  election  shall  permit  each  different  ticket  of^ 
delegates  to  be  represented  by  a  challenger  chosen  by  a  majority  of  those 
named  for  delegates  on  any  particular  ticket.  Said  challengers  shall  be  pro- 
tected in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  by  the  judges  of  election  and  the  police. 
Said  challengers  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  within  the  polling  place  in 
such  a  position  as  will  enable  them  to  see  each  person  as  he  offers  his 
vote,  and  said  challengers  may  remain  within  the  polling  place  throughout 
the  canvass  of  the  vote  and  until  the  returns  are  signed.  The  challengers 
shall  be  permitted  to  remain  so  near  that  they  can  see  the  judges  and  clerks 
are  faithfully  performing  their  duties. 

Section  91.  The'  judges  of  election  shall  admit  one  or  more  policemen  to 
be  present  in  said  polling  place  at  the  time  of  such  canvass.  None  but 
the  officers  of  such  primary  election,  challengers  and  peace  officers  shall 
occupy  such  polling  place  except  for  the  purpose  of  voting. 

Section  92.  The  judges  of  election  shall  have  the  power  to  administer 
and  certify  oaths  required  during  the  progress  of  any  primary  election  held 
under  this  act,  and  they  shall  have  authority  to  keep  the  peace,  and  to 
cause  any  person  to  be  arrested  for  any  breach  of  the  peace  or  for  any 
breach  of  election  laws,  or  any  interference  with  the  progress  of  such  election 
or  of  the  canvass  of  the  ballots,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the 
law  present  to  obey  tlie  orders  of  such  judges  of  election,  and  an  officer 
making  an  arrest  by  the  order  of  any  judge  for  any  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  protected  in  making  such  arrest,  the  same  as  if 
the  warrant  had  been  issued  to  him  to  make  such  arrest. 

Section  93.  Immediately  upon  the  closing  of  the  polls  the  judges  and 
clerks  shall  proceed  to  canvass  the  votes  polled.  If  two  or  more  ballots  are 
found  folded  together  and  within  each  other,  so  as  to  appear  to  have  been 
cast  by  the  same  person  as  one  ballot,  and  the  ini^er  ballot  or  ballots  are 
without  the  proper  initial  mark,  as  provided  in  this  act,  £hen  all  such 
ballots  so  folded  together,  including  the  outer  one,  whether  such  outer  one 
is  properly  marked  on  the  back  thereof  as  provided  in  this  act  or  not.  shall, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  same  condition  as  found,  be  marked  "stuffed." 
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and  such  ballots  shall  be  yoid  and  shall  not  be  counted,. fu^d  the  same  shall  be 
placed  in  an  envelope  marked  "stuffed  ballots/'  which  envelope  shall  be 
sealed  and  preserved,  together  with  the  other  ballots.  If  the  ballots  re- 
maining shall  be  found  to  exceed  the  number  of  names  entered  on  the  poll 
lists,  such  Judges  and  clerks  shall  reject  the  ballots,  if  any  be  found  upon 
which  the  proper  initial  marks  do  not  appear.  If  the  number  of  ballots 
still  exceed  the  number  of  names  entered  on  such  poll  list,  the  ballots  remain- 
ing shall  be  replaced  in  the  ballot  box  and  the  box  closed  and  well  shaken, 
and  again  opened,  and  one  of  the  Judges  shall  publicly  draw  out  and  destroy 
so  many  ballots  unopened  as  shall  be  equal  to  such  excess,  keeping  a  note 
of  the  number  of  such  ballots  and  noting  the  same  on  the  statement  of  re- 
turns. Such  Judges  and  clerks  shall  then  proceed  to  count,  declare  and  record 
the  votes  in  the  following  manner:  The  Judges  shall  open  all  the  ballots  and 
place  in  separate  piles  those  which  contain  the  same  names  throughout. 
Each  of  the  Judges  shall  examine  such  separate  piles  and  exclude  from  such 
piles  any  ballots  which  do  not  contain  all  the  same  names  for  all  the  same 
conventions.  One  of  said  Judges  shall  then  take  one  pile  of  the  ballots 
which  contain  the  same  names  and  count  them  carefully,  examining  each 
name  and  convention  on  each  of  such  ballots.  Such  Judge  shall  then  pass 
the  ballots  aforesaid  to  the  Judge  sitting  next  to  him,  who  shall  count  them  in 
the  same  manner,  and  he  shall  then  pass  them  to  the  third  Judge,  who  shall 
also  count  them  in  the  same  manner.  The  third  Judge  shall  then  call  the 
names  of  the  persons  named  in  such  ballots  and  the  conventions  for  which 
they  are  designated,  together  with  the  number  of  votes  for  each  so  far  as 
counted,  and  the  poll  clerks  shall  tally  the  number  of  votes  for  each  of  such 
persons  on  tally  sheets.  When  such  Judges  have  counted  through  such  first 
pile  of  ballots  containing  the  same  names,  and  when  the  poll  clerks  shall 
have  tallied  the  votes  for  each  of  the  delegates  -named  in  such  ballots,  they 
shall  then  take  up  the  next  pile  of  ballots  containing  the  same  names  and 
shall  count  them  in  the  same  manner  as  last  aforesaid.  When  the  counting 
of  each  pile  of  ballots  which  contain  the  same  names  shall  be  completed, 
the  poll  clerks  shall  compare  their  tallies  together  and  ascertain  the  total 
number  of  ballots  of  that  kind  so  canvassed*  and  when  they  agree  upon  the 
number,  one  of  them  shall  announce  it  in  a  loud  voice  to  the  Judges.  The ' 
Judges  shall  then  canvass  the  other  kind  of  ballots,  which,  in  names,  or  con- 
ventions, do  not  correspond  with  one  another.  They  shall  be  canvassed  sep- 
arately by  one  of  the  Judges,  sitting  between  two  other  Judges,  which  one 
Judge  shall  read  to  the  clerks  from  each  such  ballots  each  name  and  the  con- 
vention for  which  such  name  is  designated,  and  the  other  Judges  looking  at 
the  ballot  at  the  same  time,  and  the  poll  clerks  tallying  the  same.  When  all 
these  ballots  have  been  canvassed  in  this  manner,  the  clerks  shall  compare 
their  tallies  together  and  ascertain  the  total  number,  of  votes  received  by 
each  person,  and  when  they  agree  upon  the  number,  one  of  them  shall  an« 
nounce  in  a  loud  voice  to  the  Judges  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each 
person. 

Section  94.  Such  canvass  shall  not  be  adjourned  or  postponed  until  the 
several  statements. hereinafter  required  to  be  made  by  the  Judges  and  clerks 
have  been  made  and  signed  by  them.  Upon  the  completion  of  such  canvass 
the  Judges  of  election  shall  declare  the  result  thereof,  and  such  declaration 
shall  be  prima  f€uHe  evidence  of  the  result.  The  Judges  of  election  shall  make 
three  statements  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  primary  election.  Such  state- 
ment shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form:

Such  statements  shall  show  the  whole  number  of  votes  given  for  each 
person,  and  the  convention  for  which  he  is  designated,  and  such  Judges  shall 
certify  that  such  statements  are  correct  in  every  respect,  and  the  clerks  of 
election  shall  witness  the  same.  Each  such  statement  and  each  sheet  of  paper 
forming  a  part  of  such  statement  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  Jwlges  and  election 
clerks.  If  any  Judge  or  clerk  shall  decline  to  sign  such  statements,  he  shall 
state  his  reasons  therefor  in  writing,  and  a  copy  thereof,  signed  by  himself, 
shall  be  enclosed  with  each  statement.  One  statement,  as  aforesaid,  of  the 
votes  cast  shall,  after  being  made  out  as  aforesaid  be  attached  to  the  poll 
book;  another  statement  as  last  aforesaid  shall  be  enclosed  in  an  envelope, 
properly  endorsed  and  marked  by  such  Judges,  and  the  same  shall,  by  one 
of  such  Judges,  be  addressed  and  carried  to  the  office  of  the  chairman  of  the 
central  committee  or  managing  committee  of  such  political  party,  who  filed 
the  call  or  application  for  primaries,  and  the  receipt  of  such  chairman  shall 
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be  taken  therefor.  Another  statement  shall  be  enclosed  in  an  envelope,  which 
shall  then  be  securely  sealed,  and  each  of  the  judges  shall  write  his  name 
across  every  fold  at  which  the  envelope,  if 'unfastened,  could  be  opened.  On 
the  outside  of  such  envelope  shall  appear  substiihtially  the  following  words:

The  envelope  last  aforesaid  shall  be  addressed  to  the  person,  oiflcer,  board, 
or  board  of  election  commissioners,  by  the  general  election  law  charged  with 
the  duty  of  receiving  and  preserving  election  returns,  and  one  of  the  judges 
shall  carry  the  same  to  such  person,  officer  or  board,  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
take  a  receipt  for  the  same. 

Section  95.  The  judges  of  election  of  each  primary  district  shall  issue  a 
certificate  of  election  to  each  person  who  has  received  a  plurality  of  all  the 
votes  cast  for  delegates  or  alternate  delegates  to  any  particular  convention 
from  such  primary  district,  and  they  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  person 
entitled  thereto.  In  case  two  or  more  persons  each  receive  the  same  and  the 
highest  number  of  votes  cast  for  delegates  or  alternate  delegates  to  the  con- 
vention, then  the  judges  of  election  shall  then  and  there  decide  by  lot  which 
person  or  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  such  certificate,  and  they  shall  issue  to 
each  such  person  so  chosen  such  certificate,  and  make  a  note  of  such  fact 
upon  the  statements  provided  for  in  this  act.  Such  certificate  of  election  shall 
be  evidence  prima  fade  of  the  right  of  the  person  therein  named  to  a  seat  in 
the  convention  therein  named. 

The  conventions  shall  be  held  at  the  times  as  hereinafter  provided,  as  fol- 
lows, to- wit:  The  county  convention  and  the  sanitary  district  convention, 
and  whenever  there  are  city  officers  to  be  elected  at  the  fall  election,  said 
city  convention  shall  be  held  on  the  Monday  immediately  following  said 
primary  election  day.  The  Senatorial  convention  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday 
immediately  following  said  primary  election  day.  The  Congressional  conven- 
tion shall  be  held  on  the  Wednesday  immediately  following  said  primary 
election  day.  The  city  convention  shall  be  held  on  the  Monday  immediately 
following  said  primary  election  day.  The  ward  and  town  conventions  on  the 
Tuesday  immediately  following  said  primary  election  day. 

Section  96.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  elective  office,  and  a  special 
election  shall  become  necessary  to  fill  the  same,  the  managing  committee  of 
the  several  political  parties  for  the  territorial  area  in  which  such  vacancy 
occurs,  shall  nominate  the  candidate  or  candidates  for  the  representative 
parties. 

Section  97.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully,  corruptly  and  falsely  swear 
or  affirm  in  taking  any  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  or  upon  any  examina- 
tion provided  for  in  this  act,  and  every  person  who  shall  wilfully  and  corruptly 
instigate,  advise,  induce  or  procure  any  person  to  swear  or  affirm  falsely 
aforesaid,  or  attempt  or  offer  so  to  do,  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury,  or  suborna- 
tion of  perjury,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  suffer 
the  punishment  directed  by  law  in  cases  of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury. 

Section  98.  If  any  judge  or  clerk  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  canvass  the 
votes  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  this  act,  or  refuse  to 
make  the  returns  required  in  this  act,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  be 
adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  99.  Every  judge  of  election,  clerk  or  other  officer  or  person  author- 
ized to  take  part  in  or  perform  any  duty  in  relation  to  any  canvass  or  official 
statement  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  in  any  district,  who  shall  wilfully 
make  any  false  canvass  of  such  votes,  or  who  shall  make,  enter,  write,  sign 
publish  or  deliver  any  false  return  of  such  election,  or  any  false  statement  of 
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the  result  of  such  election,  or  any  material  writing  Incidental  to  such  election, 
knowing  the  same  to  be  false,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty 
of  a  felony  under  this  act.    ^ 

Section  100.  If  any  person  acting  as  Judge  at  such  prinmry  election  shall 
wilfully,  fraudulently  and  without  lawful  excuse  refuse  to  make  out,  sign  or 
deliver  to  the  person  entitled  thereto  any  certificate  of  election  as  delegate 
or  alternate  delegate,  provided  for  in  this  act,  or  shall  wilfully  and  fraudu- 
lently make  out,  sign  and  issue  such  certificate  of  election  to  any  person  not 
entitled  thereto,  or  shall  issue  such  certificate  of  election  to  any  person  at  any 
time  in  advance  of  the  official  count  of  the  votes  at  such  polling  place,  or  shall 
commit  any  other  wilful  or  fraudulent  act  with  reference  to  such  certificate, 
such  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  felony 
under  this  act. 

Section  101.  If  any  Judge  of  a  primary  election  shall,  without  urgent 
necessity,  absent  himself  from  the  polling  place  during  election,  whereby 
less  than  a  majority  of  all  the  Judges  of  such  election  district  shall  be  present 
during  such  hours  of  election  or  canvass  of  ballots;  or  if  at  any  election  any 
Judge  of  election  or  clerk  shall,  knowingly  and  wilfully,  receive  any  vote, 
or  proceed  with  the  canvass  of  ballots,  or  shall  consent  thereto^  unless  a 
hiajority  of  the  Judges  of  election  are  present  and  concur,  such  Judge  or  such 
clerk  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  102.  Any  Judge  of  election  who  shall  wilfully  exclude  any  vote 
duly  tendered  and  unchallenged,  knowing  that  the  person  offering  the  same 
is  lawfully  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election,  or  who  shall  wilfully  receive  a 
vote  from  any  person  who  has  been  duly  challenged  in  relation  to  his  right 
to  vote  at  such  election,  without  exacting  from  such  person  such  oath  or 
other  proof  of  qualifications  as  may  be  required  by  law,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  103.  If  any  Judge  of  election  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  cause 
or  permit  any  ballot  or  ballots,  or  semblance  thereof,  to  be  in  the  ballot  box 
at  the  opening  of  the  polls  and  before  voting  begins,  or  shall  knowingly,  wll* 
fully  and  fraudulently  put,  or  permit  to  be  put,  any  ballot  or  other  paper 
having  the  semblance  thereof,  into  any  such  box  at  any  such  election; 

Or  if  any  person  other  than  a  Judge  of  election,  shall  at  any  such  election 
wilfully  and  fraudulently  put,  or  cause  to  be  put,  any  ballot  or  ballots,  or  other 
paper  having  the  semblance  thereof,  into  any  box  used  at  such  election  for  the 
reception  of  votes; 

Or  if  any  person  shall  at  such  election  fraudulently  change  or  alter  the 
ballot  of  any  elector  or  substitute  one  ballot  for  another; 

Or  if,  any  such  Judge  of  election  or  other  officer  or  person  shall  fraudulently, 
during  the  canvass  of  ballots,  in  any  manner  change,  substitute  or  alter  any 
ballot  taken  from  the  ballot  box  then  being  canvassed,  or  from  any  ballot 
box  which  has  not  been  canvassed; 

Bvery.such  Judge  or  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged 
guilty  of  a  felony  under  this  act. 

Section  104.  If  any  Judge  of  election,  clerk  or  other  officer  of  election  of 
whom  any  duty  is  required  in  this  act  or  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  for 
the  omission  of  which  duty  no  punishment  is  provided,  shall  be  guilty  of  any 
wilful  neglect  of  such  duty  or  of  any  corrupt  or  fraudulent  conauct  or  practice 
in  the  execution  of  the  same,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  105.  Any  person  or  member  of  a  board,  or  any  Judge  of  election, 
clerk  or  other  officer,  who  is  guilty  of  stealing,  wilfully  and  wrongfully  break- 
ing, destroying,  mutilating,  defacing,  falsifying,  or  unlawfully  removing  or 
secreting  or  detaining  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  ballot  box  or  receptacle 
for  ballots,  or  any  record,  registry  of  voters,  or  copy  thereof,  oath,  return  or 
statement  of  votes,  certificate,  poll  list,  or  of  any  paper  or  document  provided 
for  in  this  act; 
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Or  who  shall  fraudulently  make  any  entry,  erasure  or  alteration  therein, 
except  as  allowed  and  directed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  permits 
any  other  person  so  to  do,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty 
of  a  felony  under  this  act 

Every  person  who  advises,  procures  or  abets  the  commission  of  any  of  the 
acts  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  two  paragraphs,  shall  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  felony  under  this  act. 

Section  106.  .  If  any  person  knowingly  or  wilfully  shall  obstruct,  hinder 
or  assault,  or  by  bribery,  solicitation  or  otherwise  interfere  with  any  Judge 
of  election,  clerk  or  challenger,  in  the  performance  of  any  duty  required  of 
him,  or  which  he  may  be  by  law  authorized  or  permitted  to  perform;. 

Or  if  any  person,  by  any  of  the  means  before  mentioned  or  otherwise  unlaw- 
fully shall,  on  the  day  of  election,  hinder  or  prevent  any  Judge  of  primary 
election,  clerk  or  challenger  in  his  free  attendance  and  presence  at  the  place 
of  election  in  the  primary  election  district  in  and  for  which  he  is  appointed 
or  designated  to  serve; 

Or  in  his  full  and  free  access  and  egress  to  and  from  any  such  place  of 
election; 

Or  shall  molest,  interfere  with,  remove^  or  eject  from  any  such  place  of  elec- 
tion any  such  Judge  of  election,  clerk  or  challenger,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  act,  or  shall  unlawfully  threaten,  or  attempt  or  offer  so  to  do; 

ESvery  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  107.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  disobey  any  lawful  command 
of  any  Judge  of  election,  given  in  the  execution  of  his  duty  as  such,  at  any 
such  primary  election,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  108.  If,  on  any  day  of  primary  election,  or  during  the  canvass 
of  the  votes  cast  thereat,  any  person  shall  cause  any  breach  of  the  peace  or 
be  guilty  of  any  disorderly  violence,  or  threats  of  violence,  whereby  any 
such  election  or  canvass  shall  be  impeded  or  hindered,  or  whereby  the  law- 
ful proceedings  of  any  Judge  of  election  or  clerk,  or  other  officer  of  such 
election,  or  challenger,  are  Interfered  with,  or  causes  intoxicating  liquors  to 
be  brought  of  sent  to  the  polling  place,  every  such  person  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  109.  Any  person  who  votes  with  a  certain, party  at  such  primary 
election,  when  he  knows  he  is  not  qualified  so  to  vote  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
under  this  act. 

Section  110.  If  any  person  who  shall  have  been  convicted'  of  bribery,, 
felony  or  other  infamous  crime  under  the  laws  of  any  state,  and  who  has 
never  received  a  pardon  for  such  offense  from  the  officer  or  board  entitled 
to  grant  such  pardon,  shall  thereafter  vote,  or  offer  to  vote,  at  any  primary 
election  in  such  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  he  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  111.  If  any  person,  knowing  that  he  is  not  qualified  to  vote  at  such 
primary  election,  takes  a  place  in  any  line  of  voters  waiting  to  vote  at  any 
election,  or  if  any  person,  after  having  voted  at  such  election,  takes  a  plac^ 
in  such  waiting  line,  or  if  any  person  repeatedly  takes  a  place  in  such 
waiting  line  without  voting  when  the  opportunity  comes,  and  who  systemat- 
ically gives  up  his  place  in  such  waiting  line,  such  person  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  112.  If,  at  any  such  election,  any  person  shall  falsely  personate 
any  elector  legally  qualified  to  vote  at  such  primary  election,  and  vote,  or 
attempt  or  offer  to  vote,  in  or  upon  the  name  of  such  elector  or  other  person, 
living  or  dead;  or  shall  knowingly,  wilfully  or  fraudulently  vote,  or  attempt 
or  offer  to  vote  more  than  once,  or  vote  in  more  than  one  primary  district;  or 
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shall  by  force,  threat,  menace,  intimidation,  bribery  or  reward,  or  offer  or 
promise  thereof,  or  otherwise  unlawfully,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in- 
fluence or  attempt  to  influence  any  elector  in  giving  his  vote; 

Or  shall  unlawfully  prevent  or  hinder,  or  unlawfully  attempt  to  prevent 
or  hinder,  any  qualifled  voter  from  freely  exercising  th)3  right  of  suffrage; 

Or  shall,  by  any  such  unlawful  means,  compel  or  induce,  or  attempt  to 
compel  or  induce,  any  Judge  of  election  or  other  officer  to  receive  the  vote 
of  any  person  not  legally  qualifled  or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  said  election; 

Or  by  any  such  means,  or  other  unlawful  means,  wilfully,  knowingly  or 
fraudulently  counsel,  advise,  induce,  or  attempt  to  induce,  any  judge  of 
election  or  other  officer  of  election,  whose  duty  it  is  to  ascertain,  proclaim, 
announce  or  declare  the  result  of  any  such  election,  to  give  or  make  any 
false  certiflcate,  document,  report,  return  or  other  false  evidence  in  relation 
thereto,  or  to  refuse  to  comply  with  his  duty,  as  specially  provided  for  in 
this  act,  or  to  refuse  to  receive  the  vote  of  any  person  entitled  to  vote 
therein ; 

Or  shall  aid,  counsel,  advise,  procure  or  assist  any  legally  qualified  voter, 
person  or  Judge  of  election,  or  other  officer  of  election,  to  do  any  act  by  law 
forbidden,  or  in  this  act  constituted  an  offense; 

EiVery  such  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  113.  If  any  person  shall,  at  any  such  election,  fraudulently  fur- 
nish any  elector  with  a  ballot  containing  more  than  the  proper  number  of 
names; 

Or  shall  intentionally  practice  any  fraud  upon  any  elector  to  induce  him  to 
deposit  a  ballot  as  his  vote,  and  to  have  the  same  thrown  out  and  not 
counted,  or  to  have  the  same  counted  for  a  person  or  candidate  other  than 
the  person  or  candidate  for  whom  such  elector  intended  to  vote;  or  otherwise 
defraud  him  of  his  vote;  or  if  any  person  shall  order  or  cause  to  be  printed 
a  bogus  or  partly  bogus  primary  ticket,  or  a  primary  ticket  of  delegates  or 
alternates  without  first  having  secured  the  consent  of  each  person  named 
on  such  ticket  to  stand  as  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  for  a  specified  conven' 
tion  on  that  particular  ticket  of  names;  or  if  any  person  causes  to  be  brought 
or  sent  to  the  vicinity  of  a  polling  place  such  unauthorized  tickets  in  order 
that  they  may  be  distributed; 

Bvery  such  person  s^all,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  114.  Any  person  who  shall  make,  seek  or  obtain  for  himself  or 
another  a  false  certiflcate  of  election  as  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to 
any  convention,  knowing  that  he  or  such  other  person  is  not  entitled  thereto, 
and  any  person  who  shall  use,  or  attempt  to  use,  such  certiflcates  of  elec- 
tion, knowing  the  same  to  be  false  or  fraudulent,  or  to  have  been  issued  for 
another  person;  and  any  person  who  shall  fraudulently,  knowingly  and 
without  right,  act  as  a  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  any  such  conven- 
tion shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  felony  under 
this  act. 

Section  115.  If  any  person  shall  commit  any  act  prohibited  herein,  or 
refrain  from  doing  any  act  or  duty  required  to  be  done  herein,  and  if  any 
person  shall  In  any  manner  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  act,  whether 
the  same  is  denominated  an  offense  or  not,  and  for  which  no  punishment 
is  herein  specially  provided,  such  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  act. 

Section  116.  Any  person  adjudged  guilty  of  an  offense  denominated  a 
misdemeanor  under  this  act  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty«five  dollars 
($25)  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in 
the  county  jail  not  less  than  one  month  cor  more  than  two  years,  or  any 
such  person  may  be  punished  by  both  sucli  fine  and  imprisonment. 
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Any  person  adjudged  gnllty  of  an  offense  denominated  a  felony  In  this 
act  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  not  less  than 
one  year  nor  more  than  five  years. 

Section  117.  The  word  "householder/'  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  mean  the 
chief  or  head  of  a  family,  who  resides  with  a  family  as  a  family,  and  who 
supDortfl  and  provides  for  such  family  as  an  independent  family. 

Section  118.  In  all  prosecutions  and  in  all  contests  under  this  act  it 
shall  be  the  lawful  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county,  or  of  the  board  of  eleo 
tion  commissioners,  or  other  officers  having  the  custody  thereof,  to 
produce,  open,  exhibit  and  offer  in  evidence  any  notice,  ballot  book,  registry 
book,  bundle  of  ballots,  returns,  statements,  or  other  documents  or  papers 
relating  to  the  particular  prosecution  or  contest  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
a  full  investigation. 

Section  119.  Irregularities  or  defects  in' the  mode  of  calling,  noticing,  con- 
vening, holding  or  conducting  any  primary  election  authorized  by  law  shall 
constitute  no  defense  to  a  prosecution  for  a  violation  of  this  act.  When  an 
offense  shall  be  committed  in  relation  to  any  primary  election  an  indict- 
ment for  such  offense  shall  be  sufficient,  if  it  allege  that  such  election  was 
authorized  by  law,  without  stating  the  call  or  notice  of  election  aforesaid,  the 
names  of  the  judges  or  clerks  holding  such  election,  or  the  names  of  the 
persons  voted  for  at  such  election.  Judicial  notice  shall  be  taken  of  this  act 
In  any  county,  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  to  which  this  act  shall 
apply  and  of  the  holding  of  any  election  thereunder  on  any  primary  elec- 
tion day. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  holding  of  the  primaries 
for  the  nomination  of  candidates  to  be  elected  at  any  of  the  elections  to  be 
held  in  the  year  1905.  Such  primaries  may  be  held  under  the  present  pri- 
mary law  or  such  nominations  may  be  made  by  the  central  or  managing  com- 
mittees of  the  respective  political  parties. 

Section  120.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed.

678,  a  bill  for  *^An  Act  authorizing  and  empowering  the  employment  of 
convicts  and  prisoners  in  the  penal  and  reformatory  institutions  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  in  the  manufacture  of  tile  and  culvert  pipe  for  road

By  imanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Juul,  House  Bill  No.  82,  a 
bill  for  *'An  Act  to  authorize  the  city  council  of  cities  to  open  streets 
through  parks  in  certain  cases,'' 

Was  taken  up  and  read  at  large  a  second  time;  and  the  question  being, 
"Shall  the  bill  be  ordered  to  a  third  reading?"  it  was  decided  in  the 
affirmative. 

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Acton,  House  Bill  No.  504, 
a  bill  for  "An  Act  to  amend  section  3  of  an  act  entitled,  'An  Act  concern- 
ing fees  and  salaries  and  to  classify  the  several  counties  of  this  State 
with  reference  thereto,'  approved  March  29,  1872,  in  force  July  1,  1872,

'Whebeas,  The  limited  time  at  the  disposal  of  the  present  session  of  the 
General  Assembly  is  insufficient  to  take  up,  much  less  to  carefuUy  and  fully 
consider  the  important  subject  of  industrial  insurance,  including  pensions 
for  aged  workers,  protective  measures  in  the  interest  of  workingmen  which, 
in  other  countries,  have  proved  of  great  value  and  benefit;   and. 
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Whebeas,  Bven  in  the  most  favored  couatrles,  the  margin  between  work 
and  want  Is  an  exceedingly  narrow  one;  besides,  there  can  be  no  apprehen- 
sion more  keen  or  pitiless  than  the  constant,  clinging  dread,  shared  equally 
by  all  wealth  producers,  that  misfortune  in  the  form  of  sickness,  the  lia- 
bility to  become  incapacitated  through  accident,  or  by  time's  inevitable  ad- 
vance, accompanied  by  waning  strength,  there  will  be  lacking  the  means 
necessary  for  ordinary  maintenance.  This  most  melancholy  fact,  of  which 
all  are  conscious,  poisons  the  present,  and  fills  the  future  with  fear.  The 
so  called  civilized  industrialism  of  our  day  can  be  subject  to  no  stronger 
criticism  than  the  charge,  fortified  by  universal  experience,  that  the  nv.en  and 
women  whose  productive  energies  have  contributed  so  much  to  our  wealth, 
progress  and  development,  leading  simple,  inexpensive  lives,  become  in  their 
declining  years,  powerless,  principally  because  they  are  penniless;  and, 

WHEBBA.B,  It  ought  to  be  the  duty  of  the  law  making  power  of  the  State 
to  prevent,  so  far  as  legislative  aid  and  encouragement  can  modify  this  de- 
plorable state  of  affairs;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  concurring  herein. 
That  the  Ctovemor  is  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  appoint  a  com- 
mission, consisting  of  five  repriesentative  men,  who  shall  serve  without  re- 
muneration, and  whose  duties  shall  be  to  thoroughly  investigate  and  report 
to  the  Governor  the  draft  of  a  bill,  providing  a  plan  for  industrial  insur- 
ance and  workingmen's  old  age  pensions  for  consideration  and  action  by  the 
members  of  the  46th  General  Assembly. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Powers  the  Senate  concurred  with  the  House  of 
Bepresentatives  in  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing  resolution.

"The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves,  commutations  and  par- 
dons, after  conviction,  for  all  offenses,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be 
provided  by  law  relative  to  the  manner  of  applying  therefor." 

Section  5  of  the  law  creating  the  Board  of  Pardons  specifically  states: 

"Every  petition  or  request  shall,  before  its  actual  presentation  to  the  €k>ver- 

nor,  be  filed  and  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Pardons  for  the  preliminary 

action  of  said  board  as  contemplated  by  this  act." 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  and  the  law  en- 
acted to  carry  said  provision  into  effect,  that  a  petition  for  pardon  should  first 
be  submitted  to  the  board  before  they  are  empowered  to  make  such  a  full  and 
complete  investigation  as  would  enable  them  to  make  a  report  which  would 
warrant  executive  interference  with  the  judgment  of  the  Criminal  Court  of 
Cook  county. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  the  Board  of  Pardons  at  once  communicated 
with  the  State's  attorney  of  Cook  county  and  requested  that  official  to  submit 
to  the  board  a  full  statement  of  the  crime  of  which  said  Inga  Hanson  was 
convicted.  And  the  reply  of  said  State's  attorney  is  herewith  submitted  and 
made  a  part  hereof,  as  exhibit  "A." 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  State's  attorney  that  the  conylctlon  of 
Inga  Hanson  grew  out  of  a  trial  in  which  she  was  plaintiff  and  the  Chicago 
City  Railway  was  defendant,  the  indictment  charging  her  with  having  com- 
mitted perjury  as  a  witness  in  said  trial.  There  were  two  trials  of  said  suit. 
In  one  of  which  the  Jury  disagreed,  while  in  the  other,  the  issues  were  found 
against  the  plaintiff. 

In  the  trial  of  the  criminal  case,  forty-five  days  were  occupied,  and  after 
conviction  a  motion  for  new  trial  was  overruled,  and  sentence  was  pronounced 
upon  the  verdict.  We  are  without  information  as  to  whether  or  not  the  civil 
suit  is  to  be  taken  to  the  Appellate  Court,  or  whether  or  not  a  writ  of  error 
is  to  be  sued  out  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  review  of  the  proceedings  in  the 
criminal  case. 

The  law  creating  the  Board  of  Pardons  specifically  provides  "said  board 
shall  in  no  case  assume  to  act  as  a  court  of  review  to  pass  upon  the  correet- 
ness,  regularity  or  legality  of  the  proceedings  in  the  trial  court,  which  resulted 
in  conviction."  This  leaves  for  the  board  merely  the  consideration  whether 
or  not  humanity  demands,  or  that  justice  will  be  served,  by  recommending  a 
pardon  or  the  commutation  of  the  sentence. 

In  order  to  pass  upon  this  question,  in  justice  alike  to  the  party  convicted 
and  the  public,  it  would  seem  that  the  provisions  of  the  law  should  be  com- 
plied with.  A  petition  should  be  filed  setting  forth  the  reasons  why  clemency 
should  be  extended,  and  this  petition  should  be  accompanied  by  a  statement 
from  the  trial  Judge  and  State's  attorney. 

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  say  that  in  a  case  of  this  importance,  where 
the  fact  of  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  party  is  the  first  thing  to  be  consid- 
ered, and  where  that  has  been  adjudged  against  her  by  the  trial  court,  it  would 
be  far  better  to  have  the  entire  case  reviewed  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  board,  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  to  the  Senate,  has,  as  above  indicated,  re- 
quested a  statement  from  the  State's  attorney  in  order  that  they  could  give 
you  something  of  the  history  of  the  case.    They  cannot,  under  the  law,  pro- 
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QjBed  further  until  the  proper  initiative  has  been  taken  to  give  them  the  full 
Jurisdiction  conferred  by  the  Constitution  and  law.  As  soon  as  this  is  done, 
they  will  at  once  proceed  to  make  a  most  thorough  and  complete  investigation 
and  will  make  such  recommendation  as  they  believe  justice  and  humanity  de- 
mand.

EXHIBIT  "A." 

Chicago,  April  24,  1905. 
Honorable  Board  of  Pardons,  Springfield,  III: 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  hand  you  herewith  the  fol- 
lowing statement  relative  to  the  trial  and  conviction  of  Inga  Hanson  for  per- 
jury. The  case  has  attracted  so  much  attention,  and  has  so  many  unusual 
features,  that  necessarily  we  will  have  to  go  into  details. 

On  March  1,  1898,  Inga  Hanson  claims  to  have  sufTered  an  accident  while 
attempting  to  board  a  State  street  cable  car,  at  the  comer  of  Randolph  and 
State  street,  in  the  city  of  Chicago.  Subsequently  suit  was  brought  against 
the  Chicago  City  Railway  Company  for  |50,000  damages.  A  trial  was  had  be- 
fore the  Honorable  Judge  Patten  and  a  jury,  in  December,  1901,  which  resulted 
in  a  disagreement.  In  November,  1903,  a  second  trial  was  had  before  Honor- 
able Arthur  H.  Chetlain  and  a  jury,  which  trial  proceeded  for  nine  weeks,  and 
resulted  in  a  verdict  of  not  guilty.  In  September,  1904,  the  defendant  was  in- 
dicted by  a  grand  jury  of  Cook  county,  and  was  subsequently  arrested  in  New 
York,  brought  to  Chicago,  confined  in  the  county  jail,  and  her  trial  commenced 
on  the  28th  day  of  December,  1904,  and  proceeded  for  forty-five  days,  until  the 
13th  day  of  February,  1905,  when  a  verdict  finding  her  guilty  of  perjury  was 
rendered.  Subsequently  a  motion  for  a  new  trial  was  argued  for  two  days, 
and  on  March  — ,  1905,  Honorable  George  Kersten,  Judge  of  the  Criminal 
Court,  overruled  the  motion  for  a  new  trial;  and  in  rendering  his  decision, 
among  other  things,  said  that  the  proof  of  the  guilt  of  the  defendant  was 
overwhelming,  and  even  though  there  has  been  error  in  the  case — ^whlch  he 
did  not  mean  to  say  there  was — it  would  be  his  duty  to  refuse  a  new  trial  on 
the  ground  that  there  was  no  doubt  whatever  of  her  guilt,  as  charged. 

The  indictment  charged  that  in  the  proceeding  before  Judge  Chetlain  said 
Inga  Hanson  falsely  swore  that  at  the  time  of  the  said  trial  before  Judge 
Chetlain  she  was  then  paralyzed  in  both  legs  of  her  body;  was  then  unable  to 
walk  and  stand  on  her  said  legs,  or  either  of  them,  and  that  she  had  been 
paralyzed  in  both  legs  of  her  body  for  two  years  immediately  preceding  said 
trial;  and  had  been  unable  to  walk  and  stand  upon  her  legs  for  a  period  of 
about  two  years  immeditely  preceding  said  trial. 

The  first  count  further  charged  that  on  the  13th  day  of  November,  1903,  she 
testified  that  her  left  arm  was  then  paralyzed,  and  that  she  was  then  unable  to 
use  and  move  her  left  arm,  and  that  she  had  been  for  a  long  time  paralyzed 
in  said  left  arm,  for  about  two  years  pr4or  thereto  continuously. 

The  first  count  further  charged  that  at  the  time  of  the  said  trial,  and  on  the 
13th  of  November,  1903,  when  she  testified,  she  falsely  swore  that  she  was 
totally  blind,  and  had  been  unable  to  distinguish  light  from  darkness  for  a 
period  of  about  two  years  prior  thereto.  ' 

The  second  count  charged  that  the  said  Inga  Hanson  had  corruptly  and 
falsely  sworn  that  she  was  afflicted  with  paralysis  during  the  winter  of  the 
years  1899  and  1900,  and  during  the  spring  up  to  the  month  of  June  In  the 
$aid  year  of  1900,  said  paralysis  being  in  both  legs  and  in  the  left  arm. 

The  third  count  charged  that  the  said  Inga  Hanson  had  on  the  13th  of  No- 
vember falsely  sworn,  that  she  had  never  been  bloated  In  her  abdomen  before 
the  date  of  the  alleged  accident  on  March  1,  1898,  when  in  fact  she  had  been 
bloated  before  that  time. 

—66  S 
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It  will  thus  be  seen  that  she  was  charged  with  having  falsely  stated  that 
she  was  paralyzed  and  blind  after  the  accident,  and  falsely  claimed  that  she 
was  well  and  not  bloated  In  the  abdomen  prior  to  the  alleged  accident. 

The  claim  of  the  State  was  that  the  woman  had  pretended  to  be  paralyzed 
and  blind,  and  was  aided  In  acting  out  the  part  materially  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  from  the  time  she  was  fifteen  years  of  age  she  had  been  troubled  with 
suppression  of  the  menses;  and  that  any  sickness  that  she  might  have  had 
from  the  period  from  1898  until  the  present  date,  in  so  far  as  such  sickness 
was  real  and  not  pretended,  was  the  result  of  this  female  trouble. 

I. 

As  to  her  claim  that  she  had  never  "been  'bloated  before  March  i,  1B9S. 

It  was  proved  on  the  trial  that  when  a  young  girl  she  was  injured  while 
sliding  down  hill  in  Norway,  and  her  hip  was  fractured  so  that  there  was  a 
slight  limp  thereafter,  which  continued  to  the  present  day.  When  fifteen 
years  of  age  her  menses  stopped,  and  for  several  years  thereafter,  both  in 
Norway  and  in  the  United  States,  she  would  be  attacked  with  pains,  or  cramps, 
in  the  stomach,  about  once  a  month;  at  such  times  would  seem  to  suffer  in- 
tensely, and  even  fall  to  the  ground  as  if  suffering  from  a  fit. 

Her  abdomen  would  be  swollen  up,  so  that  she  would  have  to  loosen  her 
clothing,  and  would  appear  to  be  like  a  person  that  was  pr^nant. 

In  1894  she  went  to  Lake  Bluff,  Illinois,  in  the  summer,  to  attend  a  Salva- 
tion Army  camp  meeting,  and  while  there  had  one  of  these  attacks.  She  be- 
came a  protege  of  a  female  doctor  named  Dr.  Celestia  Messinger,  who  had  a 
summer  cottage  at  Lake  Bluff,  and  has  remalhed  with  Dr.  Messinger  ever 
since. 

Inga  Hanson  denied  this  bloated  condition  as  having  existed  at  any  time 
before  March  1, 1898;  but  that  it  did  exist  was  proved  by  the  evidence  of  many 
of  her  Salvation  Army  associates,  who  testified  in  the  Criminal  Court.  It 
was  practically  proven,  also.  In  the  cross-examination  of  Dr.  Messinger  before 
Judge  Kersten. 

The  State  claimed  that  the  only  real  illness  that  Inga  Hanson  has  had  since 
March  1,  1898,  was  unusual  and  more  serious  monthly  Illness  than  a  normal 
person  would  have. 

II. 

The  evidence  as  to  an  accident  ever  having  occurred  rests  solely  upon  the 
testimony  of  Dr.  Messinger  and  Miss  Hanson. 

It  appears  upon  its  face  evidence  of  its  impossibility.  These  women  claim 
that  about  6:20  p.  m.,  they  were  waiting  at  the  comer  of  Randolph  and  State 
streets  for  a  car  going  south.  A  cable  train  stopped,  and  Dr.  iiiesslnger  got  on 
first,  reaching  the  door  in  the  center  of  the  platform,  and  turning  so  that  she 
faced  the  inside  of  the  car  before  the  car  started.  Inga  Hanson  was  following 
Dr.  Messinger,  and  as  Inga  stepped  upon  the  first  step  her  knee  touched  Dr. 
Messinger's  body.  These  women  testified  that  at  the  time  Dr.  Messinger  had 
reached  the  center  of  the  platform  and  was  about  to  go  inside  of  the  car,  the 
conductor  standing  between  her  and  Inga  Hanson,  that  Inga  had  gotten  no 
further  from  the  first  step,  and  while  lifting  one  foot  to  get  on  the  platform 
the  car  gave  a  jerk,  threw  her  foot  from  the  step  so  that  she  was  holding  onto 
the  dash  board  handle,  her  feet  behind  her,  and  the  conductor  also  holding 
on  to  her  shoulder.  Miss  Hanson  then  weighed  about  250  pounds  and  claims 
that  she  was  dragged  in  that  position  from  Randolph  street  on  State  street 
clear  to  Washington  street,  opposite  Carson,  Pirle,  Scott  ft  Company's,  before 
the  car  stopped ;  that  she  then  boarded  the  car,  and  within  a  block  or  two  after 
getting  upon  the  car  she  commenced  to  bloat  up  In  the  abdomen  and  to  bleed 
at  the  mouth;  she  also  claimed  that  there  was  a  slight  bruise  on  one  leg  below 
the  knee.    She  was  so  distressed  that  she  had  to  open  her  garments,  and  al- 
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though  the  doctor  had  a  case  of  medicines  with  her  gave  her  no  treatment 
whatever,  but  they  continued  their  Journey  to  65th  street,  a  distance  of  seven 
miles;  then  walked  a  block  and  a  half  to  see  a  tenant  of  Dr.  Messinger's. 
They  stayed  in  this  house  for  about  half  an  hour  while  the  doctor  was  tran- 
sacting some  business  with  the  tenant;  andr  while  there  Inga  Hanson  made  no 
complaints  of  any  suffering,  and  did  not  bring  her  condition  to  the  attention 
of  the  people  in  that  house.  They  then  walked  back  two  or  more  blocks  to  the 
car  and  rode  from  55th  street  to  Van  Buren  and  State  street,  and  then  west  on 
Van  Buren  street,  on  another  car,  to  Ashland  avenue,  and  then  walked  a  couple 
of  blocks  to  where  they  passed  the  night. 

The  City  Railway  has  no  record  of  any  such  accident  having  occurred.  In 
the  trial  before  Judge  Ghetlain  they  called  all  the  train  crews  on  the  State 
street  cars  that  ran  between  6  and  7  o'clock  at  night  on  March  1,  1898,  and 
none  of  them  remembered  any  such  accident  occurring.  Although  the  cars 
were  naturally  crowded  at  that  time  of  the  night,  neither  Miss  Hanson  nor 
Dr.  Messinger  called  the  attention  of  any  psuBsenger  to  her  condition. 

It  was  proven  on  the  trial  that  the  swelling  of  the  abdomen  and  bleeding  at 
the  mouth,  which  were  the  symptoms  It  was  claimed  appeared  on  the  street 
car,  are  the  symptoms  which  go  with  suppressed  menstruation  and  vicarious 
menstruation. 

Inga  Hanson  for  several  days,  and  for  a  period  of  at  least  three  weeks  after 
this  accident,  went  to  Dr.  Messinger's  oi&ce  in  the  Central  Music  Hall  building 
every  day.  She*  claimed  to  have  passed  two  quarts  of  blood  through  the  bowels 
the  day  after  the  acf^tdent,  which  it  is  said  would  be  about  half  of  the  blood 
in  the  human  body.  The  evenlii^'\)fth€r  afternoon  on  which  she  claims  to  have 
passed  this  blood  she  walked  to  a  street  car  and  wehfU  Journey  of  three  miles 
to  the  first  stopping  place.  "  "   >-•.. 

About  the  19th  of  March,  1898,  she  was  examined  by  Dr.  Leeming,  in  the 
Palmer  House,  and  he  discovered  no  mark  upon  the  1^  except  a  scar  which 
had  been  there  since  her  childhood,  and  no  other  symptoms  of  any  trouble 
except  the  swelling  of  the  abdomen  and  a  slight  bleeding  at  the  mouth. 

Upon  the  foregoing  evidence  is  based  our  suggestion  that  the  accident  it^ 
self  did  not  occur.  But  that  was  not  the  question  in  the  perjury  case,  the 
only  subject  for  investigation  being  her  claims  to  having  been  paralyzed  and 
blind. 

III. 

Examination  hy  Dr.  Moyer  February  2,  1899. 

In  the  early  winter  of  1899  she  claimed  to  be  blind  in  the  left  eye,  to  have 
lost  the  hearing  in  the  left  ear  and  that  her  left  arm  was  paralyzed.  She  was 
able  to  walk  around  the  city,  however,  and  see  with  the  right  eye  and  use  her 
right  hand. 

Dr.  Moyer  testifies  that  by  using  what  is  called  the  Smelling  test  he  found, 
by  her  oral  responses,  that  she  could  and  did  see  out  of  her  left. eye  as  well 
as  her  right;  that  by  the  use  of  tuning  forks  and  rubber  tubes,  the  one  lead- 
ing to  the  left  ear  and  the  other  to  the  right,  and  tests  made  therewith,  her 
oral  responses  showed  that  she  heard  with  the  left  ear  as  well  as  with  the 
right;  and  that  an  electrical  test  on  the  left  arm  showed  that  there  was  no 
paralysis  in  that  member. 

IV. 

Her  condition  in  the  fall  of  1899  and  winter  and  spring  of  1900. 

The  trial  of  her  case  against  the  City  Railway  was  approaching,  and  she 
came  from  Lake  Bluff  at  the  time  when  the  summer  residents  usually  leave 
there,  and  in  November,  1899,  engaged  a  room  in  the  Palmer  House.  After 
getting  there  she  began  to  be  in  a  serious  condition.  All  of  the  time  she  was 
In  charge  of  Bt.  Messinger,  who  roomed  with  her.  During  that  winter  she 
claimed  to  have  lost  the  sight  of  both  eyes,  the  hearing  in  both  ears,  and  to 
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have  paralysis  in  both  legs  and  the  left  arm.  It  is  also  claimed  that  three 
days  during  that  period  she  went  without  any  food  or  drink  whatever,  but 
subsisted  entirely  on  the  odor  of  roses.  But  in  June,  1900,  there  had  been  no 
perceptible  decrease  in  flesh,  according  to  her  own  witnesses. 

On  May  31,  1900,  it  is  claimed  that  she  had  recovered  the  partial  sight  of 
one  eye,  so  that  she  could  see  out  of  the  corner  of  it,  and  on  that  day  the  at- 
torney for  the  City  Railway  appeared  in  response  to  notice,  and  an  attempt 
was  made  to  take  her  deposition.  According  to  the  evidence  of  Dr.  John 
Leeming,  who  was  present,  the  method  pursued  in  taking  the  deposition  was 
for  the  lawyer  to  write  out  a  question  and  hold  it  up  to  her  eyes  so  that  she 
could  see  what  the  question  was.  Then  she  would  write  the  response  with 
the  right  hand.  This  proceeded  so  slowly  that  the  attendant,  a  Mrs.  Wnite» 
suggested  that  she,  Mrs.  White,  could  put  the  questions  and  Inga  could  follow 
by  looking  closely  at  her  lips.  This  proceeded  a  while  until  Judge  Page,  the 
attorney  for  the  City  Railway,  commenced  to  ask  her  the  questions,  he  bein^r 
directly  in  front  of  her.  She  appeared  not  to  fully  understand  at  first,  but 
finally  answered  his  questions  intelligently  and  responsively.  She  even  an- 
swered questions  which  he  put  when  his  hand  was  over  his  mouth  so  that  she 
could  not  read  the  lips,  and  also  when  his  head  was  turned  away. 

Prior  to  this  period,  and  during  March,  April  and  May,  while  Mrs.  White 
was  attending  her,  although  Mrs.  White  says  that  she  was  blind  and  para- 
lyzed and  unable  to  move.  Miss  Hanson  was  engaged  in  drawing  roses  and  in 
reading  the  Bible  and  writing  comments  in  between  the  U^es  of  the  verses 
(A  photograph  of  the  two  pages  of  Mrs.  White's  Bible,-  where  Inga  Hanson 
made  written  comments  at  tj^j^^.time  she  claims  she  was  blind  and  in  this 
paralyzed  condltionr- will  be  attached  to  this  statement.) 

The  case  was  reached  for  trial  in  June,  1900,  but  was  passed  at  the  request 
of  the  City  Railway  because  of  the  engagement  of  counsel. 

Inga  Hanson  was  carried  from  the  Palmer  House  in  june,  in  an  apparently 
helpless  condition,  to  a  boarding  house  on  the  North  Side,  where  she  re- 
mained two  or  three  weeks,  and  then  was  taken  to  L<ake  Bluff.  The  porter  in 
the  boarding  house  on  the  North  Side  testifies  that  one  evening  he  entered 
her  room  to  take  her  supper  to  her,  and  that  she  was  alone.  At  all  other 
times  Dr.  Messinger  was  in  the  room  when  he  was  there.  On  this  occasion 
he  lound  her  standing  up  on  her  feet;  but  when  he  came  in  she  laid  down 
Apon  th''  couch  as  rapidly  as  she  could,  and  told  him  she  was  feeling  better, 
in  response  to  his  inquiry. 

Within  a  week  or  two  after  this  time  this  girl,  who  had  been  deaf,  dumb, 
and  paralyzed,  went  upon  a  journey  from  Lake  Bluff,  Illinois,  to  Norway^ 
alone  and  unattended,  and  remained  in  her  home  in  Norway  for  about  six 
weeks,  during  which  time  she  said  nothing  to  her  people  about  having  suf- 
fered any  disability;  and  the  fact  that  her  left  arm  was  paralyzed,  or  that  she 
was  wholly  or  partially  blind,  or  otherwise  ill,  was  not  remarked  or  spoken 
about  while  she  was  away. 

Miss  Hanson  claims  that  from  the  3rd  day  of  February,  1900,  until  February 
or  March,  1904,  the  paralysis  in  her  left  arm  was  continuous. 

V. 

The  first  trial,  in  December,  1901. 

At  this  trial  before  Judge  Patten  Inga  Hanson  was  brought  into  the  court 
room  on  a  stretcher.  She  claimed  to  be  totally  blind,  paralyzed  in  both  l^s, 
and  in  the  left  arm.  Evidence  was  introduced  by  the  City  Railway  to  the 
eftect  that  the  previous  summer,  at  the  time  she  claimed  said  condition  ex- 
isted, she  had  walked  around  Lake  Bluff,  had  been  at  the  depot,  gotten  upon 
the  train,  and  gone  to  Chicago,  transacted  business  with  the  laundry  people* 
and  the  oil  man,  and  others;  hailed  them  from  her  house  when  they  were 
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upon  the  street,  and  calling  them  by  name— things  that  she  could  not  have 
done  if  she  had  been  blind.  Many  respectable  people,  residents  of  Lake 
Bluff,  testified  to  those  facts  in  the  Criminal  Court..  She  denied  the  entire 
eyidence. 

Two  doctors  named  Klinetop.  who  were  brothers,  testified  that  in  the 
spring  of  1901,  at  the  time  she  alleges  that  she  was  totally  blind,  she  came 
to  their  office  and  assisted  Dr.  Messinger  and  Dr.  Messinger's  sister,  one  Dr. 
Dearlove,  in  arranging  bottles  and  medicines  alphabetically  in  their  order, 
and  assisted  them  in  carrying  bottles  in  baskets  from  the  Central  Music  Hall 
ofllce  to  the  Masonic  Temple.  One  of  these  Klinetops  was  an  oculist.  He 
said  he  made  an  examination  of  her  eyes  with  the  ophthalmoscope,  and  that 
the  examination  disclosed  no  atrophy,  and  appeared  no  different  from  a  nor- 
mal eye.  Another  physician,  who  saw  her  in  the  court  room  on  that  trial, 
testified  that  while  watching  her  the  electric  lights  were  turned  on  in  the 
court  room  suddenly,  and  her  eyes  responded  to  the  light,  as  only  one  haying 
eyesight  could. 

VI. 

Events  in  1902  and  190S. 

After  the  disagreement  of  the  Jury  in  the  first  trial  Inga  Hanson  was  much 
more  guarded.  She  was  attended  in  her  cottage  by  some  young  girls,  Annie 
and  Carrie  Nielson,  and  was  also  yisited  by  Carrie  Oser  and  Bessie  Hender- 
son, girl  friends  of  the  Nielsens.  In  unguarded  moments  Inga  Hanson 
played  Jacks  with  three  girls,  using  her  left  hai^d;  pulled  pandy,  using  both 
hands,  made  remarks  about  their  personal  apperance,  and  once,  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1903,  when  claiming  to  be  unable  to  leaye  the  bed,  which  was  on  the 
first  floor,  one  of  the  Nielsen  girls  saw  her,  through  a  stoye-pipe  hole  running 
to  the  ceiling,  the  Nielsen  girl  being  up  stairs,  come  from  the  kitchen  to  the 
bed  and  get  in  the  bed. 

It,  of  course,  is  not  possible  to  go  into  the  details  of  all  this  testimony;  but 
it  can  readily  be  seen  that  if  a  person  is  shamming  these  total  disabilities, 
where  they  are  among  people  whom  they  think  are  unsuspecting,  things  will 
occur  that  will  eyentually  cause  suspicion  to  arise  in  the  minds  of  honest 
people,  and  disclose  the  true  facts.  'There  was  not  a  thing  about  the  appear- 
ance or  the  evidence  of  these  girls  to  show  that  they  were  lying. 

Mr.  Chauncey  Flint  testified  that  at  one  time  when  she  claimed  to  be  para- 
lyzed he  saw  her  out  of  doors  chopping  wood.  A  few  days  before  that,  while 
claiming  to  be  blind,  she  hailed  him  when  he  was  one  hun<lred  feet  away. 
And  in  the  summer  of  190S,  when  he  came  to  her  hoils^  to  report  a  telephone 
call  for  the  doctor,  Inga  Hanson  spoke  about  a  bouquet  which  he  had  in  his 
buttonhole.  No  one  had  called  attention  to  this  fact  before  Inga  Hanson 
commented  upon  it,  and  that  conversation  was  testified  to  by  two  of  the  girls. 
In  addition  to  Mr.  Flint. 

Mrs.  Clancy,  the  wife  of  a  druggist  who  has  a  drug  store  on  Evanston  and 
Lawrence  avenue,  Chicago,  resided  in  Lake  Bluff  in  the  summer  time,  and  vis- 
ited and  befriended  Inga  Hanson  there,  and  at  the  Sherman  House,  in  the  fall, 
until  such  time  as  she  became  convinced  that  she  was  an  imposter.  She  tes- 
tifies to  remarks  and  comments  that  Inga  Hanson  made  about  objects  in  the 
room ;  to  have  heard  and  seen  her  move  in  her  bed  one  night  while  Mrs.  Clancy 
was  sleeping  in  the  same  room,  and  Inga  Hanson  being  up  in  a  chair  and 
moving  around  the  room  in  Lake  Bluff,  at  a  time  when  she  claimed  that  she 
was  on  her  back  and  unable  to  move  around. 

Events  during  the  trial  before  Judge  Chetlain  in  1903  and  1904. 

In  August,  1903,  Inga  Hanson  was  brought  on  a  stretcher  to  the  Sherman 
House,  and  remained  there  in  room  603,  from  August  19  until  January  of  the 
following  year.  The  trial  of  her  suit  for  damages  was  begun  in  November, 
about  the  8th.  In  that  trial  she  was  brought  into  court  two  or  three  different 
days  and  placed  upon  a  cot.  She  claimed  to  be  unable  to  use  her  legs  or  her 
left  arm;  to  be  totally  blind.  During  all  the  rest  of  the  time  she  claimed  she 
was  in  her  bed  in  the  Sherman  House,  unable  to'  move  or  to  see. 
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One  of  the  jurors,  a  Mr.  Dahl,  was  a  Norwegian,  and  came  from  the  same 
town  in  Norway  where  she  resided.  He  and  four  or  five  other  jurors  testified 
that  one  day  while  she  was  a  witness  she  was  seen  to  move  her  hips  and 
body  so  as  to  get  into  a  more  comfortable  position.  Mr.  William  J.  Hynes  tes- 
tified to  the  same  fact.  Mr.  Hynes,  in  cross  examining  her,  asked  her  if  she 
had  not  signed  her  name  to  a  certain  coroner's  minutes  which  contained  her 
testimony  at  an  Inquest.  She  reached  up  her  hand  to  take  the  paper  from 
Mr.  Hynes'  hand,  as  if  to  look  at  the  paper  and  examine  her  signature;  but 
immediately  discovered  that  she  was  betraying  herself  and  said,  "Mr.  Hynes, 
you  know  I  am  blind."  This  was  also  testified  to  by  jurors.  The  movement 
of  the  hand  indicated  power  of  direction,  and  the  action  Itself  showed  that  she 
was  about  to  examine  her  signature  with  her  eyes. 

Two  ladies,  Mrs.  Naracon,  who  is  the  office  stenographer  in  the  Mooney  4k 
Boland  Detective  Agency,  and  who  for  fifteen  years  has  devoted  herself  to 
stenography  in  that  office,  and  Mrs.  Agnes  Culver,  who  at  the  time  was  keeping 
house  for  her  husband,  Mrs.  Naracon's  brother,  both  testified  that  for  ten 
weeks  they  had  roomed  in  the  Sherman  House  in  the  room  next  to  Inga  Han- 
son, Mrs.  Culver  going  to  her  hoime  each  evening,  Mrs.  Naracon  staying  there 
practically  for  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  except  during  meal  time.  Mrs.  Culver 
had  been  called  in  by  Mrs.  Naracon  because  Mrs.  Culver  was  a  Swedish  lady 
and  understood  conversation  carried  on  In  that  tongue.  These  ladles  testified 
to  observation  which  they  had  made  from  day  to  day,  while  looking  under  the 
door  connecting  their  room  with  Inga  Hanson's  room,  and  to  conversations 
which  took  place  in  that  room.  Among  other  things,  they  testified  to  having 
seen  Inga  Hanson  walk  about  the  fioor  dally,  from  the  bed  to  the  wash  stand 
and  over  to  the  dresser;  to  having  seen  her  move  around  in  a  rocking  chair; 
to  having  seen  her  comb  her  hair;  to  having  heard  her  and  her  young  niece 
work  out  puzzles  In  the  newspapers;  to  having  heard  them  both  read  books 
and  newspapers;  to  having  heard  Inga  Hanson  go  to  the  telephone  and  carry 
on  conversations  over  the  telephone  with  Dr.  Messlnger,  and  to  innumerable 
acts  and  conversations  which  showed  conclusively  that  Inga  Hanson  was  able 
to  and  did  walk  and  did  see  during  all  that  time.  Upon  one  occasion  Inga 
Hanson  and  her  niece  got  right  up  to  the  window  which  was  just  at  the  con- 
necting door,  and  made  comments  about  the  occupants  of  a  room  across  the 
court,  and  who  could  be  observed  by  any  one  In  Inga  Hanson's  room  or  in 
these  ladles'  room. 

The  first  question  that  presented  itself  was  whether  or  not  these  ladles  were 
able  to  make  the  observation  that  they  testified  to,  and  in  the  trial  before 
Judge  Chetlain,  and  also  before  Judge  Kersten,  at  the  request  and  consent  of 
Miss  Hanson,  these  jurors  were  taken  to  these  rooms,  and  by  means  of  colored 
cards  tests  were  made,  these  ladies  being  in  one  room  and  the  jurors,  with  the 
cards,  in  the  other  room.  The  cards  were  moved  around  in  different  locations 
in  the  room,  and  by  letting  the  cards  down  from  above  to  within  sixteen  or 
eighteen  Inches  from  the  fioor,  at  such  point  as  the  ladles  looking  under  the 
door  would  indicate  that  they  saw  the  card,  a  perfect  test  was  obtained,  be- 
cause the  response  of  these  ladies  was  accurate  as  to  the  color  of  the  card,  in 
each  Instance.  They  were  even  able  to  designate  the  color  of  socks  worn  by 
jurors,  and  other  characteristics  of  their  dress. 

In  the  trial  before  Judge  Kersten,  Mrs.  Naracon  correctly  described  a  two 
dollar  bill  which  one  of  the  jurors  held  upon  the  fioor  some  distance  away 
from  where  she  was  looking  under  the  door.  And  it  was  demonstrated  that  in 
certain  portions  of  the  room  these  ladies  could  see  as  high  as  two  feet  from 
the  fioor. 

Inga  Hanson  had  a  peculiar  scar  on  her  leg,  which  enabled  them  to  recog- 
nize her  when  she  moved  about  the  floor.  The  size  of  Inga  Hanson  and  the 
dress  that  she  wore  and  other  things  also,  made  it  possible  for  them  to  be 
accurate  In  their  observation.  In  the  course  of  ten  weeks  also  the  voices 
could  be  easily  recognized,  and  the  voice  of.  a  person  moving  around  the  room 
could  be  followed  and  connected  with  the  portions  of  the  body  which  they 
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saw.  When  Inga  Hanson  would  be  sitting  in  tbe  rocking  chair  bending  over, 
with  her  hair  thrown  over  her  head  toward  the  front,  she  would  be  observed 
in  the  act  of  combing  her  hair,  because  the  ends  of  the  hair  and  the  comb  and 
the  hand  would  be  seen. 

The  truthfulness  of  these  ladies'  testimony  cannot  be  gainsaid.  Twenty- 
four  Jurors  and  two  Judges  made  these  tests,  and  were  fully  convinced  of  the 
possibility  of  all  the  observations  being  made  and  conversation  heard.  Mrs. 
Naracon  reported  accurately  conversations  tliat  were  had  at  the  telephone  in 
the  other  room  while  the  Jurors  were  there. 

The  truth  of  the  testimony  was  further  demonstrated  by  reason  of  the  dally 
reports  of  conversations  and  visitors  in  the  room.  These  conversations  and 
visits  were  admitted,  many  of  them,  by  the  witnesses  for  Miss  Hanson,  when 
they  were  cross-examined.  And  the  testimony  of  these  two  ladies  standing 
alone  was  sufficient  to  convict  this  woman. 

As  soon  as  they  had  tAstifled  Mr.  Quinn  O'Brien,  who  had  been  Inga  Hatl' 
son's  attorney  in  the  two  trials,  abandoned  her  case  and  left  the  court  room, 
Mr.  Frank  Walker  afterwards  conducted  the  triaJ  to  the  end,  as  a  favor  to  the 
stenographer  who  had  been  acting  for  Inga  Hanson,  and  also  as  a  personal 
favor  to  Mr.  Granville  W.  Browning,  who  was  one  of  the  attorneys  of  record. 

The  Jury  found  the  City  Railway  not  guilty.  After  the  trial  Inga  Hanson 
stayed  at  the  Sherman  House  for  two  or  three  weeks;  then  went  to  a  board* 
ing  house  on  the  North  Side  for  two  or  three  weeks.  At  that  boarding  house 
she  pretended  to  be  totally  blind  and  paralyzed  in  both  legs  and  one  arm. 
The  lady  who  kept  the  boarding  house  testified  in  this  trial  to  actions  of  Inga 
Hanson  and  remarks  made  by  her  which  were  inconsistent  with  her  being 
blind  or  paralyzed. 

VIII. 

Jnga  Hanson's  rapid  recovery  from  ailments. 

After  the  failure  of  the  case  to  be  reached  in  June,  1900,  Inga  Hanson's 
blindness  and  paralysis  disappeared  sufficiently  for  her  to  go  to  Norway  alone 
and  return. 

As  soon  as  the  second  trial  was  concluded,  and  her  cl^im  was  finally  de- 
feated, on  February  16,  1904,  she  was  taken  by  Dr.  Messinger  from  Chicago  on 
a  stretcher  to  Richmond,  Virginia.  When  she  left  Chicago  at  night  she  was 
paralyzed  and  unable  to  move  and  blind.  When  she  reached  the  boarding 
house  of  a  Mrs.  Jones  in  Richmond  two  nights  after  she  had  her  eyesight  and 
was  able  to  sit  in  a  chair  and  move  around  in  her  room  in  a  chair,  cooking 
her  meals,  and  so  forth.  She  stayed  with  Mrs.  Jones  for  two  months  and* 
during  that  time  claimed  to  be  suffering  from  rheumatism,  so  that  she  could 
not  stand  upon  her  feet;  made  no  claim  of  paralysis,  and  used  her  left  arm  as- 
well  as  her  right 

About  the  16th  of  April,  1904,  at  eight  o'clock  at  night,  she  was  taken  from 
Mrs.  Jones',  in  this  helpless  condition,  in  a  chair,  and  fifteen  minutes  after- 
wards got  out  of  a  cab  three  miles  away  at  the  house  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chaffin. 
She  walked  from  the  cab  a  distance  of  fifty  feet  and  up  one  flight  of  stairs, 
and  from  that  day  to  some  time  subsequent  to  the  14th  of  November,  after 
she  had  been  in  the  Cook  county  Jail  for  at  least  a  month,  she  had  the  full  use 
of  her  limbs  and  arm  and  had  always  had  her  eyesight. 

Mrs.  Jones  and  her  little  daughter,  and  Mr.  Chaffin,  testified  in  the  trial  in 
the  Criminal  Court  to  these  facts.  They  were  located  in  Richmond  by  Mr. 
Henry  Sims  of  the  State's  attorney's  office.  They  had  never  known  anything 
about  Miss  Hanson's  history  nor  that  she  was  arrested,  until  Mr.  Sims  lo- 
cated them  and  talked  with  them  and  got  them  to  come  to  Chicago. 

When  Miss  Hanson  and  her  niece  arrived  at  the  Chaffin  House  they  found  a 
young  man  boarding  there  named  Harris,  with  whom  they  became  very  , 

friendly.  As  a  matter  of  fact  he  was  an  operative  of  the  Mooney  ft  Boland 
Detective  Agency;  but  they  treated  him  as  an  intimate  friend,  and  when  they  j 

left  Richmond  in  June  and  went  to  New  York  City  they  asked  him  to  go  with. 
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them/ which  he  did.  He  boarded  with  Miss  Hanson  in  the  flat  where  she  was 
keeping  house,  and  at  her  request,  when  she  was  arrested,  he  came  to  Chicago 
and  visited  her  frequently  in  the  jail.  She  testified  that  she  had  treated  him 
like  a  brother,  and  he  knew  her  life  like  a  book  from  day  to  day.  His  testi- 
motty,  however,  as  to  her  perfect  health  during  all  the  time  that  he  was  with 
her  does  not  lack  corroboration.  He  took  several  kodak  pictures  of  her  In 
Richmond  and  in  New  York  and  in  these  she  appears  to  be  in  perfect  health. 
(And  copies  of  these  pictures  are  attached  hereto.)  She  took  long  walks  with 
him;  she  did  the  entire  work  in  her  flat,  and  almost  every  night  she  was  at- 
tending mission  services,  standing  out  upon  the  street,  joining  in  the  singing, 
and  so  forth,  and  in  every  way  ^ve  evidence  of  complete  health. 

IX. 

Her  peculiar  recoveries. 

When  first  arrested  she  claimed  that  she  had  recovered  her  sight  and  the 
use  of  her  limbs  through  the  visit  of  a  traveling  missionary  while  she  was  at 
Mrs.  Jones'  house  in  Richmond,  Virginia.  That  while  this  man  was  praying 
for  her  she  recovered  her  eyesight.  As  the  trial  started  in  the  Criminal 
Court  she  noted  that  the  jurors  that  were  selected  in  their  answers  indicated 
that  they  did  not  believe  in  recoveries  through  prayer  or  divine  healing.  She 
then  gave  ofit  an  interview,  which  she  admitted  upon  the  witness  stand,  in 
which  she  said  that  she  did  not  claim  that  her  recoveries  were  due  to  prayer. 
Toward  the  end  of  the  case,  however,  and  just  before  she  testified,  resort  was 
made  to  this  claim  of  recovery  through  prayer;  but  she  testified  that  the  re- 
covery was  gradual,  covering  two  or  three  weeks  or  a  month  or  six  weeks. 
She  denied  that  she  had  ever  claimed  that  the  recovery  was  instantaneous. 
She  denied  specifically  that  in  a  meeting  in  a  faith  healing  church  in  New 
York,  that  had  a  membership  of  1,400,  she  had  stated  that  she  recovered  her 
eyesight  while  the  minister  was  praying  at  her  side,  and  at  the  same  time 
her  paralysis  left  her.  To  rebut  this  statement  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kenny,  assistant 
pastor  of  this  large  faith  healing  church  in  New  York,  testified  that  she 
stated  that  while  the  minister  was  praying  for  her  her  blindness  and  paralysis 
instantly  left  her,  and  she  clapped  her  hands  and  said,  "I  see?  I  see!"  At  the 
time  she  made  this  remarkable  statement  in  the  presence  of  hundreds  of  peo- 
ple she  became  the  observed  of  all  observers,  and  thereafter  had  a  multitude  of 
friends  In  that  congregation. 

IShe  stated  then  that  the  minister  who  cured  her  was  the  pastor  of  the 
Methodist  churcli  in  Richmond;  but  on  the  trial  she  claimed  it  was  a  traveling 
missionary,  and  could  not  give  his  name,  or  where  he  could  be  found,  or  any 
information  whereby  ho  could  be  located.  In  othcfr  words,  this  woman,  in  her 
testimony  on  the  witness  stand,  in  many  wa3rs  gave  evidence  of  her  untruth- 
fulness and  her  readiness  to  resort  to  any  expedient  whereby  she  could  meet 
aU:^  evidence  against  her. 

■  X. 

Her  physical  condition  during  the  trial  in  the  Criminal  Court, 
>  After  being  brought  to  the  jail  in  Cook  county  jshe  was  apparently  in  per- 
fect health,  and  walked  into  court,  and  was  arraigned  on  the  14th  of  Novem- 
ber.,. Notice  was  then  given  that  the  trial  would  take  place  In  two  weeks. 
Soon  after  she  claimed  to  be  ill  and  unable  to  rise  from  her  couch.  She  con- 
tinued, in  that  apparently  helpless  condition  until  the  trial  was  reached,  De- 
cember 28th,  when  she  said  she  was  feeling  a  little  better,  and  on  every  day  of 
the  trial  was  brought  into  court  in  an  invalid  chair.  During  all  the  days  of 
the  trial  she  appeared  .to  be  well.  She. moved  her  body  and  craned  her  neck 
c^nd  moved  her  feet.  On  the  witness  stand  she  admitted  her  ability  to  do 
these  things,  and  when  asked  what  was  the  matter  with  her  said  that  her 
back  ached  so  that -she  could  not  rest  her  weight  upon  her  feet.  Just  so  long 
a$  people  believe  that  she  cannot  rest  her  weight  upon  her  feet,  and  are  willing 
to  lift  and  carry  her  around,  she  evidently  is  willing  to  carry  out  the  part  if 
it  results  in  any  benefit  to  her. 
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In  this  very  hurried  and  m^igi^  way  the  incidents  in  this  woman's  career 
have  been  reviewed.  There  were  more  than  62  witnesses  testified  on  behalf 
of  the  State  in  this  case — ^physicians,  laymen,  men,  women,  and  children,  in 
all  the  walks  of  life.  The  testimony  of  each  one  of  them  went  to  the  merits 
of  the  case.  There  were  probably  forty  witnesses  for  the  defendant.  The 
testimony  of  many  of  these  witnesses  for  the  defendant  was  favorable  to  the 
prosecution.  The  testimony  of  others  affords  little  aid  in  arriving  at  a  con- 
clusion as  to  what  the  condition  of  this  woman  had  been.  They  simply  could 
testify  that  they  went  into  the  room  where  she  was  to  visit  her,  and  saw  her 
lying  upon  the  bed  apparently  paralyzed.  Her  relatives  and  Dr.  Messinger 
and  herself  perjured  themselves  in  many  ways  in  the  trial  of  the  civil  suit  for 
damages,  ph3rsicians  had  testified  that  there  was  complete  atrophy  of  the 
optic  nerve,  and  that  she  was  permanently  blind.  One  of  these  physicians, 
when  called  on  her  behalf,  testified  that  he  was  mistaken  in  his  examination, 
and  was  now  of  the  opinion  that  she  did  not  have  atrophy  and  that  she  was 
not  permanently  blind,  and  so  forth. 

The  one  difficulty  in  convicting  this  guilty  woman  was  the  prejudice  which 
apparently  existed  against  a  corporation,  and  against  the  Chicago  City  Kaii 
way  in  particular,  and  the  sjrmpathy  which  would  naturally  be  felt  for  9 
woman.    But  notwithstanding  these  conditions,   these  men  conscientiously 
rendered  a  verdict  finding  her  guilty.    A  thorough  examination  of  all  the  evl 
dence  will  disclose  that  this  woman  is  a  sham  and  a  pretender  and  was  one  of 
three  or  four  persons  that  were  engaged  in  a  gigantic  conspiracy  to  defraud 
the  Chicago  City  Railway  of  a  large  amount  by  claiming  injury  which  did  not 
exist  and  by  asserting  that  she  had  been  in  an  accident  which  never  occurred. 
Her  marvelous  ability  to  simulate  illness,  and  her  brilliant  scheming  and  act- 
ing, however,  have  at  various  times  deceived  many  well  meaning  people,  and 
have  enabled  her  to  elicit  sympathy  to  which  she  was  not  entitled.

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Lish,  the  foregoing  resolu- 
tion was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  the  question  being,  "Shall  the 
resolution  be  adopted?"  it  was  decided  unanimously  in  the  affirmative 
by  a  standing  vote,  and

hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  8.  Said  commissioners  shall  have  control  and  management  of  the 
Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal,  including  its  feeders,  basins  and  appurtenances, 
and  the  property  thereto  belonging,  and  all  locks  and  dams  and  other  im- 
provements of  the  navigation  of  the  Illinois  and  Little  Wabash  rivers,  and 
shall  have  authority: 

First:  To  appoint  a  general  superintendent,  collector  of  tolls  and  such 
other  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  management  of  the 
said  canal,  locks,  dams  and  other  improvements,  and  prescribe  their  compen- 
sation, powers  and  duties,  and  remove  them  at  pleasure,  and  may  employ 
such  agents  and  servants  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  their  office. 

Second:  To  prescribe  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  in  respect  to  all 
matters  connected  with  the  navigation  and  use  of  the  said  canal,  locks  and 
dams  and  transportation  on  or  through  the  same,  and  whoever  shall  wil- 
fully or  negligently  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  such  rules  may  oe 
fined  in  any  sum,  not  exceeding  $50  for  each  oftense,  to  be  recovered  In  the 
name  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
the  county,  and  paid  over  to  said  commissioners,  and  said  commissioners 
may  prohibit  all  persons  who  wilfully  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  such 
rules  from  using  said  canal,  locks  and  dams.  Printed  copies  of  such  rules 
and  of  this  article  shall  be  posted  for  public  inspection  in  the  offices  of  the 
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collectors  of  tolls.  The  power  granted  in  this  article  shall  apply  as  well  to 
that  part  of  the  south  branch  of  the  Chicago  river  within  one  thousand  feet 
of  the  lock  at  Bridgeport,  and  to  the  canal  basin  at  or  near  the  termination 
of  the  canal  on  the  Illinois  river,  and  to  that  part  of  the  Illinois  and  Little 
Wabash  rivers  above  and  below  the  several  locks  and  dams  within  one  thou- 
sand feet  thereof,  and  to  all  feeders,  basins  and  laterals  as  to  the  canal,  locks 
and  dams. 

Third:  To  establish  and  collect  reasonable  rates  of  toll  for  the  passage 
and  use  of  the  said  canal  and  the  said  locks:  Provided,  that  the  use  of  the 
said  canal  and  locks  shall  be  free  for  the  transportation  of  any  property  of 
the  United  States,  or  persons  in  their  service  passing  through  the  same. 

Fourth:  To  sell  and  dispose  of  any  machinery,  fixtures,  stone,  debris,  ma- 
terial or  personal  property  unnecessary  for  the  proper  management,  construc- 
tion, repair  or  use  of  said  canal,  locks,  dams  and  other  improvements. 

.  Fifth:  To  lease  from  time  to  time  any  of  the  canal  lands  or  lots  owned  by 
the  State:  Provided,  no  lease  shall  be  granted  for  a  period  exceeding  twenty 
years. 

Sixth:  To  lease  from  time  to  time,  to  the  highest  bidder  therefor,  any 
water  power  and  lands  or  lots  connected  therewith.  Before  any  such  lease 
shall  be  made,  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  intended  letting  shall  be 
given  by  publication  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  neighborhood,  and 
such  other  notice  as  the  commissioners  shall  deem  best.  The  commissioners 
shall  have  power  to  require  that  bids  be  accompanied  by  security  and  may 
reject  all  bids  not  satisfactory  to  them,  and  re-advertise  until  they  shall  re- 
ceive satisfactory  bids.  No  lease  shall  be  for  a  period  exceeding  twenty 
years,  but  the  commissioners  may  provide  for  the  extension  of  any  lease 
from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  twenty  years  at  any  one  time,  at  a  rent  to 
be  fixed  by  an  appraisal,  to  be  made  by  three  disinterested  appraisers,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  and  such  appraisal  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  commissioners.  All  leases  of  water  power  and  extensions 
thereof  shall  be  subject  to  the  right  of  the  commissioners  to  resume,  without 
compensation  to  the  lessee,  the  use  of  any  such  water  power  for  the  purpose  of 
the  canal,  and  also  wholly  to  abandon  or  destroy  the  works  by  the  construc- 
tion of  which  the  water  privilege  shall  have  been  created,  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Legislature,  such  work  shall  cease  to  be  advantageous  to  the 
State. 

Seventh:  To  lease  from  time  to  time  to  the  highest  and  best  bidder  (after 
publishing  notice  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  county  where  the  ice 
privilege  to  be  leased  may  be),  in  sections  not  exceeding  one  thousand  feet, 
lineal  measure,  upon  such  terms,  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  proper  use  and 
management  of  the  canal,  the  right  to  take  and  harvest  ice  therefrom,  or 
/rom  any  of  its  feeders,  basins  and  appurtenances,  and  to  prohibit  all  persons 
from  taking  and  harvesting  ice  therefrom  without  such  lease:  Provided,  no 
such  lease  shall  be  for  a  longer  time  than  twenty  years. 

Eighth:  To  sell  and  convey,  whenever  in  their  Judgment  the  interests  of 
the  State  will  be  promoted  thereby,  any  canal  lands  or  lots  now  owned  by  the 
State,  and  any  riparian  rights  in  and  along  the  Des  Plaines  river:  Provided, 
they  shall  not  sell  any  lands  or  any  portion  of  the  ninety  foot  strip  along  the 
canal  which  are  now  utilized  in  connection  with  the  use  of  the  water  power 
upon  the  said  canal  or  which  will  prevent  or  interfere  with  the  proper  use 
and  operation  of  the  said  canal  as  a  waterway.  But  before  making  any  such 
sale  they  shall  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Governor  thereto,  and  to  the  time, 
place  and  manner  of  making  the  same:  Provided,  that  before  any  such  sale 
shall  be  made  thirty  days'  previous  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  some 
newspaper  published  in  the  county  where  such  land,  lots  or  riparian  rights 
are  situated.  And  said  land,  lots  or  riparian  rights  shall  be  sold  at  public 
auction  to  the  highest  and  best  bidder:  Provided,  that  any  or  all  such  bids 
may  be  rejected  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  canal  commissioners,  the  interests 
of  the  State  seem  to  require  it. 
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Ninth:  To  execute  in  due  form  and  deliver  any  conveyance  that  may  be 
necessary  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  any  bond,  contract  or  agreement 
heretofore  made  by  those  lawfully  authorized  to  sell  any  of  the  real  estate 
known  as  canal  lands,  where  the  purchaser  shall  have  complied  with  the  con- 
ditions of  such  bond,  contract  or  agreement,  and  the  commissioners  are  satis- 
fled  that  he  is  justly  entitled  to  such  conveyance.

to  those  of  the  State,  together  with  owner  or  owners  of  all  rights  and  inter- 
ests therein,  including  riparian  estates  and  rights,  parties  defendant  thereto. 
The  petition  or  bill  shall  pray  that  the  court  may  herein  determine  the  cause 
and  by  its  decree  establish  and  define  the  boundary  or  dividing  line  between 
the  lands  of  the  State  and  the  lands  of  the  defendant  or  defendants.  The 
defendant  or  defendants  shall  be  served  with  process  in  said  cause  as  in 
other  proceedings  in  chancery,  and  the  proceedings  in  such  cause  shall  be 
conducted  like  suits  in  chancery.  The  court,  by  its  final  decree  in  said  cause, 
shall  have  the  power  to  determine  and  establish  the  boundary  or  dividing 
line  between  the  lands  of  the  State  and  those  of  the  defendant  or  defendants 
to  such  a  bill  or  petition,  and  may,  if  it  shall  see  fit  in  the  establishment  of 
said  boundary  or  dividing  line,  include  within  the  same  as  a  part  of  the 
land  belonging  to  the  said  defendant  or  defendants  a  just  and  equitable  por- 
tion of  land,  whether  submerged  or  not,  which  shall  be  the  equivalent  in 
value  of  his  or  their  riparian  estates  or  rights  in  case  they  shall  be  found 
to  have  any  such  riparian  estate  or  rights;  or  the  court  may,  in  and  by  its 
said  decree,  find  and  declare  the  value  of  such  riparian  estate  or  rights,  and 
ordered  and  adjudge  that  the  same  be  paid  to  the  defendant  or  defendants 
entitled  thereto  by  the  city,  villiage  or  incorporated  town  which  has  invoked 
the  aid  of  the  State  as  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  before  it  shall  exercise 
any  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  sections  3  and  4  of  this  act,  and 
the  said  boundary  or  dividing  line  as  so  established  by  the  said  decree  of

Resolved,  By  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring  therein, 
that  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  of  Illinois  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  confer  with  the  surviving  members  of  Battery  "A"  of  the  Sec- 
ond Regiment  Illinois  Light  Artillery,  to  examine  and  obtain  extracts  from 
the  War  Department  relative  to  their  campaign  and  expeditions  during  the 
Civil  War  and  to  correct  and  amend  the  records  of  his  office  in  accordance 
with  the  facts  ascertained  by  him,  and  to  which  the  said  regiment  and 
battery  may  be  justly  and  legally  entitled.
